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PREFACE  OF  THE  EDITOR 


The  Rev.  niilip  Falle's  Historf  of  Jersey  has  always  been- 
consideied,  aa  the  most  valuable  Account  of  that  Island,  and 
from  which  all  subsequent  publications  on  the  subject  have 
borrowed  theiz  most  important  information.  Nor  has  it 
been  uncommoD  to  quote  him  in  our  Royal  Court,  as  a  kind 
of  semi  official  authority,  to  whose  honesty  and  veracity,  it 
was  equally  safe  to  appeal.  It  is  thus  that  he  may  be  said 
to  have  enjoyed  the  same  distinction  as  Homer,  some  of 
whose  verses  were  admitted  by  the  Athenians  to  be  a  saffi- 
eient  authority,  to  settle  a  question  about  disputed  boundaries. 

The  first  Edition  of  his  History  was  published  in  1694, 
while  he  was  yet  ReetOT  of  St.  Savour's,  in  Jersey,  and 
resident  on  that  benefice.  It  is  a  small  and  scanty  per- 
formance, and  merely  the  ground  work  of  his  second  Editiom 
which  appeared  in  1734,  when  he  was  a  very  old  man  and 
possessed  of  a  stall  in  Durham  Cathedral.  Perhaps  it  is 
incorrect  to  call  it  a  second  Editi<m,  as  it  has  been  entirely 
re-written,  with  very  large  improvements  and  additions. 
Some  of  his  own  opinions,  seem  also  to- have  undergone  a 
material  change,  a  striking  instance  of  which  is  found  in  his 
Chapter  on  Religion,  page  183,  in  which  the  Bishop  of 
Winchester's  power  is  represented  as  very  limited,  and  as 
being  merely  that  which  was  anciently  exercised  by  the 
Bishop  of  Coutances,  with  no  other  jurisdictioo  than  that  of 
a  Judge  in  Appeal.  That  passage,  which  after  all,  was  the 
most  correct  and  the  most  constitutional  view  of  the  matter, 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Edition  of  1734.  The  humble 
Rector  of  St.  Saviour  could  no  longer  be  recognised  in  the 
courtly  prebendary  of  Durham,  and  the  n'chly  enlowed  in- 
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cambeat  of  Sbentey ;  for  there  is  not  a  more  unqnesticnable- 
trutb,  than  that  Iheopinioua  of  men-are  either  changed*^ 
modified  according'  to  the-  scale  of  their  success  or  depres- 
sion, in  the  eventful  and  wearisome  journey  of  life. 

In  1798,  a  third  Edition  of  Mr.  Fall's  History  of  Jersey 
was  published  in  London,  but  it  contains  nothing  remark- 
able, and  except  a  few  alterations,  it  is  merely  a  reprint  of 
the  Edition  <^  1734. 

The  second  Edition' had- become  very  scarce,  andboiea 
high  price;  A  new  Edition  was  therefore  absolutely  neces- 
sary, and  the  publisher  was  induced  to  ondertake  it  in  con- 
sequence of  the  numerous  solicitations  of  bis  &ieads, 
whose  patronage  ha  now  gratefully  acknowledges. 

Many  Accomits  of  Jersey  have  been  published  since  Mr. 
Falle,  but  have  added  httle  or  nothing  to  our  stock  of  histo* 
rieal  knowledge,  while  they  merely  and  servilely  copied  from 
him  in  most  ptur-ticulars.  It  is  however  candid  to  own,  that 
that  sort  of  information  was  of  difficult  access,  or  rather 
that  it  was  out  of  the  reach  of  those  writers,  who  in  addi- 
tion to  theii  other  difficulties,  were  strangers,  and  anable  to 
form  a  proper  estimate  of  our  usages  and  institutions.  Per- 
haps we  might  make  an  exception  in  favour  of  Dr.  Sheb- 
beare's  History,  whose  first  Volume  contains  the  best  account 
extant  of  the  Constitution  of  Jersey,  as  be  had  derived  it 
irom  the  Le  Geyt  Manuscripts.  Ilie  second  Volume  con- 
tains the  Narrative  of  a  period  of  audacious  and  unredressed 
oppression,  the  authors  of  which  have  long  been  gone  to 
answer  for  their  misdeeds,  where  the  wicked  cease  from 
troubling,  and  where  the  weary  have  rest.  But  his  viru- 
lence is  such,  that  truth  itself  loses  its  original  character, 
and  ceases  to  produce  any  effect  by  assuming  the  appearance 
of  exaggeration  and  calumny. 

The  zeal  and  the  patriotism  of  Mr.  Falle  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended,  but  hke  every  other  virtue,  these  may 
be  carried  to  excess,  and  become  reprehensible.  He  gene- 
rally viewed  but  one  side  of  the  question,  like  one  who  was 
either  too  much  attached  to  his  own  <^inions  to  distinguish 
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the  truth,  or  too  timorous  to  censure  what  was  wrong.  It 
was  thus  that  he  not  only  omitted  to  give  an  accouat  of  the 
State  of  the  Island  during  the  civil  wars  of  Charles  I ;  hut 
that  he  enters  into  a  laboured  defence  of  Charles  II,  while 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  of  his  mother.  Queen  Henrietta, 
against  the  charge  of  their  baring  intrigued  to  sell  Jersey 
to  France.  (See  pages  71,  8J,  and  85,  J  These  omissions 
have  been  endeavoured  to  be  supplied  by  Notes  46  and  49. 

Mr.  Falle  was  often  hasty  in  admitting  inconsiderate,  or 
even  absurd  opinions.  Wo  refer  principally  to  Notes  56, 
about  the  diameter  of  shells  ;  70,  about  the  Quenvais  ;  165, 
about  Richard  III,  and  the  most  glaring  absurdity  of  all,  at 
Note  219,  page  216,  where  he  severely  censures  laymen 
holding  the  Jersey  Fellowships,  when  Mr.  Poingdestre,  whom 
he  had  80  highly  eulogised  in  his  Preface,  page  ix,  had  en- 
joyed one  of  those  Fellowships  for  about  12  years,  without 
taking  orders,  till  he  was  expelled  from  it  for  his  pohticdl 
opinions  during  the  civil  wars. 

The  Historian  appears  to  have  had  but  an  imperfect  ac- 
quaintan'ie  with  the  Records  of  the  Royal  Court,  which  was 
probably  owing  to  the  difficnlty  of  access,  and  the  strictness 
with  which  they  were  guarded  by  the  magistracy  of  his 
time.  Add  to  this  the  slovenly  manner  in  which  those 
Records  were  kept,  their  bnlkiness,  the  vast  quantity  of 
trash  they  contain,  and  above  all,  the  extreme  difficulty  of 
reading  them,  from  the  decay  of  the  paper  and  the  badness 
of  writing.  With  such  obstacles  to  contend  with,  it  is  not 
astonishing  that  Mr.  Falle  should  hare  been  but  imperfectly 
acquainted  with  those  valuable  materials. 

Our  Records  are  comparatively  recent ;  they  do  not  begin 
before  about  1520,  and  consequently  that  circumstance 
throws  an  additional  obscurity  on  oui  insular  history.  Our 
ancestors  must  have  been  a  truly  litigious  people,  as  the  law- 
suits in  those  Records  are  not  more  surprising  for  their 
nnmbers,  than  for  the  trifling  matters  about  which  the  par* 
ties  contended.  It  is  some  satisfaction  to  learn,  that  the 
expences  were  trifling  in  proportion  to  the  triviality  of  the 
suits. 
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In  many  cases  our  Historian  has  omitted  to  gi\-e  a  refe- 
rence to  his  authorities,  though  there  could  he  no  doubt  that 
he  was  well  acquainted  with  Ifaem.  It  has  therefore  given 
me  pleasure  to  supply  that  deficiency  by  laying  several  of 
them  before  the  readers  of  this  new  Edition. 

The  progress  of  society,  and  the  different  circumstances 
of  the  age  we  live  in,  have  rendered  many  of  Mr.  Falle's 
views  obsolete,  even  after  making  allowances  for  the  bias 
which  that  good  and  otherwise  enlightened  man,  had  derived 
from  the  love  of  country  and  &om  his  adherence  to  profes- 
sional character.  Many  things  in  the  State  and  the  Consti- 
tution of  Jersey  have  likewise  been  either  altered  or  im- 
proved since,  which  it  was  indispensable  to  explain  in  a  new 
Edition.  I  have  therefore  added  a  large  quantity  of  Notes 
and  Illustrations  for  that  purpose.  Some  of  those  Notes 
have  been  considerably  extended,  and  the  consequence  of  it 
has  been,  that  the  work  has  been  increased  with  a  much  lai^r 
quantity  of  matter,  than  had  been  originally  intended,  a 
circumstance  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  contribute  to  the 
amusemoit  and  iaformation  of  the  Reader,  though  it  has 
mat«fiaU;  lessened  the  chances  of  advantage,  which  the 
Publisher  night  have  reasonably  expected  to  derive  &om 
his  speculation. 

llw  46th  Note,  from  page  298  to  page  344,  supplies  an 
important  omiasicHi,  and  properly  speaking,  is  not  a  Note 
but  an  Historical  Sketch.  The  labour  of  collecting  and 
preparing  the  materials  has  bean  very  considerable,  and  that 
too  with  no  other  hope  of  advantage  than  the  pleasing  re- 
flection indulged  in  solitude,  that  I  may  have  partially  suc- 
ceeded in  elucidating  an  obscure,  though  important  period  in 
the  histwy  of  my  country.  A  large  quantity  oi  official  and 
other  documents,  have  in  the  course  of  this  Edition,  been 
uther  consulted,  or  were  already  in  my  possession.  If  the 
Pttbliaber  were  to  receive  encouragement  from  the  Public,  a 
valuable  collection  of  those  E^^ers  might  be  printed  at 
some  &ture  period.  At  present  it  would  hare  aw^led  this 
Tftlorae  to  an  incoavenient  size,  which  perhaps  would  not 
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have  even  met  with  the  ^aeral  approbation  of  the  sub< 
acribeis. 

This  Volame  coDtaiau  the  result  of  loog  aad  extensive 
lesearches  into  the  affairs,  and  the  antiquities  of  this  Island, 
for  which  my  situation,  as  a  member  of  the  insular  States, 
afforded  me  frequent  and  favourable  opportunities.  And 
now  it  ^ves  me  pleasure  to  communicate  all  the  information 
ia  my  power.  It  is  not  for  me  to  say  how  far  I  may  have 
succeeded,  though  it  ia  the  first  attempt  of  the  kind,  with 
perhaps  a  slight  exception  in  favour  of  the  Appendix  to  Le 
Jeune*s  History,  since  the  publication  of  Mr.  Falle's  Second 
Edition. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  relieve  as  much  as  possible  the 
dryness  of  my  commentary,  and  to  render  it  entertuning 
SLnd  instructive  to  the  general  reader. 

I  have  to  apologise  for  the  delays  which  have  occurred  in 
preparing  this  publication  for  the  press,  and  much  might 
justly  be  said  about  the  difficulty  of  collecting  and  arrang- 
ing materials,  as  well  as  about  private  and  professional 
avocations,  occasional  ill  health,  and  remissness  in  exertions. 
— But  I  have  fallen  on  evil  men  and  evil  times,  (•)  and  it  is 
even  extraordinary  that  I  have  brought  this  work  to  a  con- 
clusion, while  struggling  vrith  the  severest  trials.  Oppressed 
with  the  dejection  of  a  wounded  spirit,  and  trodden  down 
by  unmerited  vituperation,  I  have  been  numbered  among 
the  children  of  misfortune.  Has  not  unforeseen  cala- 
mity rushed  in  to  interrupt  the  peaceful  course  of  my 
humble  career,  and  do  I  still  survive  the  furious 
onsets  of  nnhallowed  and  unceasing  persecution  ?  Have 
the  tears  of  sympathy  gushed  forth  to  allay  my  sorrows  ?  Or 
rather  have  not  the  fangs  of  tigers  torn,  and  torn  again,  my 
bleeding  wounds  ?  And  have  I  thus  been  requited  by  thee  i 
— By  thee,  the  Land  of  my  Fathers  ?   Oh  !  art  thou  truly  a

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Land  of  Christians  ?— And  in  the  bitterness  of  my  heart, 
shall  I  not  exclaim  in  the  language  of  i^cipio  Africanus, 
Oh  !  my  ungrateful  Country  ! 

It  had  been  expected,  (hat  this  History  of  Jersey  shmdd 
have  been  continued  from  1734  to  the  present  time.  This 
has  been  done  indirectly  by  means  of  the  Notes,  iirwhich 
every  important  change  in  the  country  or  its  institutions,  has 
been  noticed.  The  History  of  Jersey  has  produced  little 
vorth  recording  during  the  last  century,  except  the  attacks 
of  the  French  in  the  years  1779,  and  1781,  and  the  death  of 
that  youtbfiil  hero,  the  gallant  Major  Pierson,  who  so  glo- 
riously fell  in  repelling  the  latter  invasion.  Unhappily  if 
we  were  to  present  a  separate  History  of  that  period,  it 
would  contain  little  more  that  an  account  of  the  virulence  of 
parties,  the  oppression  of  the  subject  by  the  perversion  of 
justicef  and  the  political  rancour  and  personal  hatred,  which 
have  carried  their  dissensions  into  the  bosom  of  private  fami- 
lies. We  are  yet  too  near  to  those  intestine  broils,  to  speak 
of  them  with  impartiality ;  that  task  must  be  performed  in 
the  course  of  another  generation,  when  all  our  prejudices 
shall  have  ceased,  and  all  the  agitations  of  ourselves  and  of 
our  cotemporaries,  shall  have  been  hushed  to  peace  in  the 
repose  of  the  gntve.  Iliat  the  reader  may  not  however  be 
entirely  disappointed  of  a  continuation,  I  have  added  an 
Extract  from  Plees'  History  of  Jersey,  at  the  end  of  the 
Notes,  from  p^e  197,  to  page  215.  As  to  myself  I  have 
adhered  to  the  strictest  impartiality  in  the  Notes,  and  en- 
deavoured, on  every  occasion,  to  avoid  the  discovery  of  any 
pohtical  bias,  when  I  have  been  obliged,  in  the  course  of  my 
enquiries,  to  touch  on  the  local  politics  di  this  little  State, 
(ce  petit  EstatJ,  as  it  was  often  emf^atically  called,  by  out 
ancestors,  in  their  Records. 

In  the  course  of  this  Edition,  T  have  had  occasion  to  refer 
principally  to  the  following  authorities  :

The  Narrative  does  not  come 
farther  down  than  the  marriage  of  Philip  De  Carteret,  of 
St.  Ouen,  with  Rachel  Pawlet,  in  lji50.  The  author  of  that 
work  is  unknown,  though  it  has  been  sometimes  conjectured 
that  it  was  the  tUdes  Sit  Philip  De  Carteret,  of  St.  Ouen,  a 
man  of  the  highest  merit  and  integrity,  as  may  be  seen  at 
Note  46  :  at  any  rate,  the  author  must  have  been  either  a 
friend,  or  a  retainer  of  the  famUy  of  St.  Ouen.  It  is  a  valu- 
able performance,  the  publicatioa  <tf  whidi  is  an  important 
acquisition  ;  but  it  is  an  error  of  its  Guernsey  Editor  to  say 
that  it  wastrnHenin  1732,  (Chron.  p.  \\1,)  unless  he 
meacB  that  they  were  transcribed  in  that  year.-  The  lan- 
guage itself,  and  many  of  the  Manuscripts  of  IhoseChronicles,  ■ 
are  of  a  much  older  date.

The 
printed  Edition  however  abounds  in  mistakes  of  names 
and  dates,  which  are  either  the  errors  of  the  press,  or  of  the 
transcriber  of  the  Manuscript.

8. — From  various  documents  in  my  possession,  a  const- 
derable  part  of  which,  have  been  copied  from  a  Manuscript, 
supposed  to  be  the  same,  as  that  to  which  Mr.  Falle  refers 
at  page  128  of  his  first  Edition,  and  which  then  belonged  to 
Sir  Philip  De  Carteret,  Bart.,  who  died  BaiUy  of  the  Island 
in  1G02.  It  is  a  thick  folio,  in  different  hand  writings,  and 
contains  nothingof  a  more  recent  date  than  lt>50.  It  isnow 
the  property  of  Daniel  Messervy,  Esq.  a  collateral  descendant 
of  theDe  Cartcrets.  The  Latin  quotations  abtiUt  the  Isle  of 
Sark  end  the  QuenvaU  are  to  be  found,  word  for  word,  in  . 
Mr.  Messervy's  Manuscript,  as  well  as  the  Appendix  No.  X, 
or  the  Legend  of  the  Lord  of  Hambye  ;  so  that  in  my  opi- 
nion, there  cannot  be  any  doubt,  that  it  is  tke  identical 
Manuscript  mentioned  by  our  historian,  and  that  it  was  once 
the  property  of  the  St.  Onen's  family.  {See  pages  63,  98, 
and  244.) 

It  has  been  impossible,  notvithslandiog  every  degree  of 
attention  in  correcting  the  press,  to  avoid  a  few  typographical 
inaccuracies.  A  short  Table  has  been  added  of  Brjvta, 
which  affect  the  meaning,  to  which  the  reader  may  occa- 
sionally refer.  As  to  evident  typographical  blemishes,  they 
have  been  purposely  unnoticed. 

With  the  view  of  facilitating  a  reference  to  the  Notes,  the 
reader  will  find  a  Table  at  the  end  of  the  book,  containing 
the  subject,  with  the  number  and  the  page  of  each  of  those 
Illustrations. 

It  is  thus  that  after  considerable  research,  unexpected 
delays ,and  under  the  influence  of  the  most  serious  discourage- 
ment, I  have  persevered  in  my  laboiirs  to  tJieii  tenuiqfition. 
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tt  is  however  a  gratifying  circumetance,  which  more  than 
(Hitweighs  all  the  inconveniences  I  have  experienced,  that  I 
have  been  permitted  to  lay  the  result  of  my  hnmble  exertions 
at  the  feet  of  my  gracioas  and  benevolent  Sovereign. 

It  is  possible,  after  all,  that  this  Edition  may  not  be  so 
complete  as  I  could  have  wished  ;  but  I  still  flatter  myself 
that  an  indulgent  public,  will  perceive,  that  materials  at 
least  have  been  collected,  which  might  hereafter  be  highly 
serviceable  in  the  prosecution  of  any  future  investigation  of 
the  antiquities  of  Jersey.

The  cariosity  of  the  reader  is  generally  excited  to  know 
something  about  any  author,  who  may  have  contributed 
either  to  his  amusement,  or  to  his  instruction.  It  is  like  an 
.  agreeable  fellow  traveller,  who  has  relieved  the  irksomeness 
of  a  long  journey,  and  whose  references  we  are  desirous  to 
possess  before  we  part.  This  is  precisely  the  feeling,  which 
any  one  will  experience,  on  rising  from  the  perusal  of  the 
Rev.  Philip  FaDe,  the  Historian  of  Jersey.  There  is  some- 
thing in  bis  honesty  and  patriotism,  which  cannot  fail  to 
arrest  the  attention  of  the  most  ordinary  reader  ;  and  the 
high  respect  end  deference  in  which  his  memory  has  ever 
beenheld  by  his  country  men, are  further  calculated  to  increase 
that  curiosity.  A  few  biographical  particulars,  however 
scanty  they  may  be,  which  tend  to  make  ua  better  acquainted 
with  the  character  of  such  a  man,  cannot  be  unwelcome  to 
the  public. 

Philip  Falle  was  descended  from  an  ancient  agricultural 
family,  who,  according  to  his  own  account,  belonged  to  that 
happy  class  of  substantial  freeholders,  who  are  not  sufficiently 
elevated  to  excite  envy,  but  who  enjoy  enough  of  the  neces- 
saries, and  evea  comfra^  of  life,  to  be  independent,  and  to 
preserve  their  integrity  unsullied  by  the  temptations  of  ava- 
rice or  ambition.     His  ancestors,  may,  therefore,  be  said  to 
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have  for  ages  rivalled  in  that  respect  the  happiness  ot  Clau- 
(lian'a  Old  Man  of  Verona.  (•)  f  See  hit  History,  p.  \2G.J 

The  date  of  his  birth  is  not  exactlf  known,  but  as  he  is 
described,  when  he  presented  hia  library  to  the  Island  in 
1730,  to  have  been  then  nearly  Eighty  years -of  age,  he  must 
have  been  bom  during  Cromwell's  protectorate.  The  Re- 
gister of  his  native  parish,  St.  Saviour,  bad  been  much 
neglected  during  that  agitated  period,  and  there  were  very 
few  entries  made  in  it  from  1C45  to  1660. 

There  is  nothing  known  about  the  early  part  of  hia  life, 
where  he  was  educated,  or  what  induced  him  to  turn  his  views 
to  the  Church.  It  appears  from  his  History,  that  he  was 
related  by  the  mother's  side  to  the  ancient  insular  family  of 
the  Dumaresqs,  that  he  was  left  an  orphan,  and  that  one 
of  the  B&ndinels,  was  his  gaardian,  which  may  account  for 
his  suppression  of  certain  facts  relating  to  Dean  Bandinel. 
(p.p.  34,  and  205.  J  After  passing  over  those  scattered 
notices,  and  other  traditionary  particulars,  the  first  mention 
we  find  of  htm  is  in  the  Oxford  Graduate,  where  his  name 
occurs  as  having  taken  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  &om 
Alban  Hall,  June  8th,  1676. 

He  had  not  been  long  in  Orders  before  he  was  presented 
to  the  living  of  Trinity  parish.  This  happened  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  Reign  of  Charles  II,  and  he  afterwards  exchanged 
it  for  that  of  St.  Saviour's,  in  1690,  which  latter  benefice  he 
retained  till  1709,  when  he  resigned  it,  and  settled  in 
England,  where  he  remained  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  while  be  resided  at  Trinity,  he 
paid  his  addresses  to  one  of  the  daughters  of  Clement  Le 
CouteuT,  the  then  Dean  of  the  Island,  and  a  sister  in  law  of 
Charles  De  Carteret,  Esq.,  of  Trinity  Manor.     The  match

Mr.  Falle,  ha  never  was  married. 

This  disappointment  was  probably  ieverely  feU,  and  might 
have  occasioned  Mr.  Falle'i  subsequent  opposition  to  the 
claims  of  Mr.  De  Carteret,  as  Seigneur  of  Trinity  Manor,  to 
nominate  the  Master  of  St.  Manelier's  School.  The  Patent,  . 
which  had  granted  that  nomination  to  the  Dean  and  bene- 
ficed Clergy,  had  been  mislaid,  and  Mr.  De  Carteret,  relying 
on  some  very  ancient,  but  onofficial  Etocuments,  claimed 
the  right  to  appoint  the  master,  and  when  the  matter  was 
brought  before  the  Royal  Court,  he  succeeded  in  His  preten- 
sions. Mr.  Falle  was  not  however  to  be  so  easily  discouraged. 
He  and  Mr.  Dumaresq,  the  Rector  of  St.  Clement's,  appealed 
to  his  Majesty  in  Council,  where  on  producing  an  authentic 
Copy  of  the  Patent  from  the  Rolls,  they  obtained  a  judgment 
in  their  favour,  and  a  reversal  of  the  decision  of  the  Royal 
Court.  (See  page  217,  and  Order  of  Council  of  November 
16,  1693.) 

The  writer  of  this  Sketch  was  favoured,  not  many  years 
ago,  with  the  perusal  of  the  printed  Case  in  that  afiair,  which 
had  probably  been  drawn  up  from  Mr.  Falle's  own  instruc- 
tions, in  which  the  Dean,  Mr.  Le  Coutenr,  was  treated  with 
great  acrimony,  and  the  mediocrity  of  his  capacity  was  ridi- 
culed with  the  most  unsparing  contempt.  And  yet  Ck'ment 
Le  Cooteur,  so  far  from  being  either  a  mean  or  a  worthless 
individual,  was  a  man  of  a  saintly  character,  whose  unaf- 
fected piety  and  unbounded  benevolence,  were  not  only  an 
honour  to  his  profession,  but  to  human  nature.  He  was 
Rector  of  St.  John  and  Dean  of  Jersey,  from  1670  till  his 
death  in  1714,  at  the  good  old  age  of  Eighty-four. 

Tn  16S7,  Mr.  Falle  published  a  Serm<m  on  the  Euchuist, 
and  another  on  the  Duties  of  a  Military  Life,  in  1692.  Tho 
former  of  those  Sermons  was  in  French,  and  the  latter 
having  been  preached  before  the  Garrison,  was  in  the  English 
Language.  Those  discourses  are  now  seldom  to  be  inet 
with,  and  this  short  notice  of  them  is  taken  from  &  blank 
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page  of  the  first  Edition  of  his  History  of  Jersey,  in  which 

they  are  advertised. 

\\bile  Mr.  Falle  was  resident  on  his  benefices  in  Jersey, 
his  name  frequently  occura  in  the  proceedings  of  the  insuUr 
States,  of  which  a  man  of  his  extensive  knowledge  and 
integrity  coald  not  fail  to  have  been  a  distinguished  mem- 
ber, lliis  is  evident  from  his  having  been,  on  several 
eccasioDs,  named  to  act  in  the  Comniitteea  of  that  Assembly. 
We  are  now  come  to  the  most  important  part  of  Mr. 
Falle's  life.  During  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  William 
III,  the  French  had  obtained  a  certain  ascendancy  at  sea, 
which  caused  serious  inconveniences  to  an  island  like 
Jersey,  whose  trade  was  not  only  nearly  annihilated,  but 
itself  kept  in  continual  alarm,  and  as  it  were,  in  a  state  of 
blockade,  llie  States,  in  that  emergency,  resolved  to  send 
over  Deputies,  with  an  Address,  to  lay  their  precarious 
situation  before  their  Sovereign,  and  to  implore  his  assis- 
tance. Accordingly  they  named  a  Deputation  for  that 
purpose  on  the  6th  of  September,  1692,  and  Mr.  Falle  was 
one  of  the  members  entrusted  with  that  important  mission. 
As  to  the  Address  which  was  then  voted,  he  has  preserved 
it  at  page  80  of  his  History,  and  it  is  probable  that  it  came 
from  his  pen ;  hut  it  is  not  registered  in  the  Dock  of  the 
States.  Its  object  was  not  merely  congratulation,  though  it 
contains  enough  of  it ;  but  to  place  the  island  in  a  respectable 
state  of  defence. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Deputies  in  London,  John  Durell, 
his  Majesty's  Solicitor  for  Jersey,  and  Mr.  Falle,  were  intro- 
duced to  a  private  audience  of  William  III,  by  Lord  Jermyn, 
who  was  then  Governor  of  Jersey.  The  Deputies  had  then 
the  honour  to  present  their  Address,  and  to  kiss  his  Majesty's 
hand.  They  were  most  graciously  received,  and  were  com- 
manded by  the  Sovereign  himself,  to  assure  their  countrymen 
of  his  care  and  protection.  ( f  eft.  0,  1692,3.  First  Edition, 
p.  45.) 

It  is  from  that  date  that  we  may  reckon  Mr.  Falle's 
sabsequeat    advancement  ;    aad    as    laymen    sre    often 
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Iknig'bted  on  being  presented  to  the  King,  so  Kehatfthe 
honour  of  being  appointed  Chaplain  in  Ordinary  to  his 
Sovereign. 

On  hia  return  to  Jersey  from  that  successful  mission,  Mr. 
Falle  and  hia  colleague  John  Durell,  were  favourably  received 
by  the  States.  But  as  they  did  not  receive  a  vote  of  thanks 
till  some  time  after,  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  Falle  revisited 
England  on  private  or  public  business  a  second  time.  (Slates, 
aOt/t  Dec.  1G94.)  Aa  to  Mr.  Durell,  according  to  Mr.  Le 
Geyt,  he  became  Secretary  to  an  embassy,  and  residing  in 
London  was  at  different  times  employed  as  Deputy  for  the 
affairs  of  the  Island.  (Le  Geyt,  Jurisdiction,  Chap.  V.) 

It  was  during  that  Deputation  to  England  that  Mr.  Falle 
first  entertained  the  design  of  writing  the  history  of  his  native 
country.  His  reasons  are  stated  at  full  length  in  the  Preface 
lo  his  Second  Edition,  the  chief  of  which  were  to  make  the 
Channel  Islands  better  known  to  the  English  public,  and  to 
shew  their  general  importance  to  the  Empire  at  large. 
Impressed  with  that  truly  patriotic  object,  he  hastily  pre- 
pared his  first  Edition  on  his  return  home.  It  was  published 
in  London  in  1694,  and  dedicated  to  King  William  III. 
This  work,  though  but  a  skeleton  of  the  Second  Edition, 
was  well  received,  and  some  years  after,  Mr,  Le  Geyt  referred 
to  it  as  an  authority,  in  his  Manuscript  on  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Royal  Court.  (Chap.  IV.  Des  Juris.) 

While  Mr.  Falle  resided  in  Jersey,  his  name  often  occurred 
as  a  suitor  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Royal  Court ;  but  it  is 
uncertain,  whether  it  arose  from  a  litigious  disposition,  or 
whether  he  was  frequently  placed  in  that  unpleasant  situa- 
tion, when  a  man  is  obliged  to  defend  his  just  rights  by 
compulsory  measures.  It  is  curious  that  he  has  given  his 
own  views  about  people,  who  are  obliged  to  go  to  law,  and 
has  vindicated  their  conduct.    (See  p.  221.) 

His  patrimonial  estate  consisted  of  about  fifty  vergees  of 
land,  which,  with  the  income  he  derived  from  his  benefice, 
and  in  a  small  coimlry  like  Jersey,  placed  him  in  perfectly 
independent  circumstaoces.    His  talents  and  his  integrity 
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could  not  fail  to  render  him  moreover  a  person  of  consider- 
able influence.  It  is  not  known  vhat  motives  induced  him, 
when  (hus  placed  in  an  enviable  situation  of  peace  and  compe- 
tence, to  extend  his  views  beyond  his  beloved  country,  or  what 
patronage  enabled  him  to  gratify  his  ambition.  It  seems  to 
be  most  probable,  that  it  was  his  successful  Deputation  to 
England  in  1692,  which  gave  him  an  opportunity  of  making 
himself  known,  and  which  opened  to  him  the  path  to  English 
preferment.  Be  it  as  it  may,  his  success  in  life  was  eventu- 
ally to  the  advantage  of  his  native  Island,  as  it  afforded  him 
the  means,  and  the  opportunities  of  forming  his  valuable 
Library,  which  he  could  have  never  accomplished,  had  not 
his  merit  enabled  him  to  emerge  from  the  humble  rectory  of 
St.  Saviour.  (See  Mr.  Aforant's  Letter,  p.  266.) 

It  is  more  than  propable  that  he  had  the  protection  of 
Lord  Jermyn,  the  Governor  of  Jersey,  to  one  of  whose 
daughters  he  had  dedicated  one  of  his  Sermons.  As  to  any 
other  connections,  which  he  might  have  formed  in  England, 
we  know  absolutely  nothing  ;  and  it  is  better  to  be  thus  far 
candid,  than  to  hazard  conjectures,  which  might  not  only  be 
unfounded,  but  tend  to  throw  discredit  on  those  parts  of  this 
Sketch,  which  can  be  supported  by  competent  aalhorities. 
The  title  page  to  his  first  Edition  iu  1694,  represents  him 
as  having  been  then  Chaplain  in  Ordinary  to  the  King ;  but 
it  is  unknown  how  long  he  remained  in  Jersey  after  that  pe- 
riod. It  is  nevertheless  certain,  that  he  did  not  residein  Jersey 
for  many  years,  before  he  resigned  the  living  of  St.  Saviour. 
When  he  was  sued  with  his  Churchwardens,  before  the 
Royal  Court,  in  1699,  the  business  was  put  off,  on  the  ground 
that  he  was  then  absent  in  attendance  on  His  Majesty  in 
Holland,  as  one  of  his  Chaplains.  The  parish  Register 
also  mentions  some  of  his  Curates  at  St.  Saviour,  previous 
to  his  resignation  of  that  benefice. 

The  date  of  bis  obtaining  a  stall  at  Durham,  and  the  living 
of  Shenley,  near  St.  Alban's,  must  be  left  in  obscurity,  as 
well  as  the  time  when  he  fixed  his  residence  at  the  latter 
place.     The  Rectory  of  Shenley  ia  a  valuable  one,  though  it 
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cannot  now  be  ascertained,  what  it  was  actually  worth  in 
Mr.  Falle's  time.  (") 

Tlie  removal  of  Mr.  Falle  to  England  did  not  abate  his 
attachment  for  the  land,  which  had  given  him  birth.  Tn 
1734,  he  published  the  Second  Edition  of  his  history,  the 
best  memorial  of  hia  abilities  and  of  that  patriotism,  which 
will  endear  his  name  to  the  latest  posterity  of  his  country- 
men. Soon  after  he  made  a  present  of  his  valuable  collection 
of  books  to  the  Island,  the  intention  to  do  which  he  had 
already  intimated  in  his  History,  (p.p.  218  and  454.)  The 
States  of  the  Island  in  consequence  erected  a  suitable  build- 
ing for  their  reception,  where,  with  the  additions  subsequent- 
ly made  by  the  late  Dr.  Daniel  Dumaresq,  they  constitute 
a  most  important  literary  treasure,  and  offer  immense  facili- 
ties to  the  classical  and  theoligical  student.  The  pictures 
of  that  worthy  Founder  and  of  Dr.  Damaresq  are  preserved 
in  the  Library. 

Mr.  Falle  lived  a  few  years  longer,  and  closed  his  pro- 
tracted and  honourable  life  at  Shenley,  when  he  was  nearly 
Ninety  years  old.  It  was  his  particular  good  fortune,  that  his 
very  long  life  was  not  chequered  by  any  of  those  severe  and 
unexpected  vicissitudes,  which  have  so  often,  and  so  cruelly 
embittered  the  lives  of  other  distinguished  men.  But  he  was 
principally  indebted  for  tliat  happy  result,  to  his  implicit  con- 
formity with  the  opinions  and  the  prejudices  of  his  age  ;  for 
what  has  been  a  religious  or  a  political  merit  at  one  time,  has 
at  other  periods  been  a  grievous  offence,  and  the  source  of 
much  unhappiness.  This  has  been  the  fruitful  origin  of  un- 
speakable misery  to  many  wise  and  eminent  men,  who  have 
been  the  victims  of  their  own  imprudence,  for  either  speaking 
or  acting  prematurely,  when  in  opposition  to  the  spirit  and 
the  prejudices  of  their  times. 

Mr.  Falle's  patrimonial  estate  in  Jersey  came  downunim-

two  sisters,  who  are  now  represented  by  the  Rev.  David 
Durell,  one  of  the  Prebendaries  of  Durham,  and  l>y  Thomas 
Anthoine,  Esq.,  of  Longueville,  in  St.  Saviour's  pariah. 
The  estate  has  been  sold  in  several  parcels  to  strangers,  but 
the  iarm  house,  which  is  but  at  a  short  distance  from  St. 
Manelier's  Grammar  School,  in,  judging  from  its  antiquated 
architecture,  the  very  same  as  when  it  was  inhabited  by 
Mr.  Falle,  a  picture  of  whom  is  still  preserved  there,  in  onft 
of  its  best  apartments,  as  a  valuable  heir  loom. 
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SIR, 

The  design  of  this  Book,  humbly  laid  at  Your  Majbstv'b 
_^feet,  is  to  give  some^  .Account  of  an  Island,  tchich,  though 
subject  to  YouT  Royal  Predecessor n,  Kings  of  England, 
upwards  of  six  hundred  years,  andseated  in  the  Channel,  w 
less  known  than  some  others  of  Yoin  Majesty's  Dominions 
and  Islands  that  are  later  Acquisitions,  and  removed  to  a 
greater  Distance.

Ever  since  our  Atifeient  Dukes  exchanged  their  Coronet 
for  that  Imperial  Crown  which  Your  Majestv  now  wears, 
we  have  been  noted  for  our  Fidelity-  to  our  Kings.  We 
glory  not  in  tlte  extent  or  ric/tes  of  our  Country,  which  we 
confess  cannot  enter  into  Comparison  with  the  least  of  those 
Provinces  that  constitute  Your  Great  Empire;  but  we 
glory  in  our  Loyalty,  which  we  have  kept  unblemished  to 
this  Day,  . 

What  profound  Veneration  then  must  we  needs  now  have 
for  a  matchless  Pair  of  incomparable  Princes,  whom  God 
has  given  to  these  JVations  in  his  Love .'

,  The  Island  of  JERSEY,  with  the  others  adjacent,  is 
of  that  importance  to  England,  and  the  lose  of  it  would  be 
attended  with  conseijuences  so  prejudicial  to  this  Crown, 
that  'tis  fit  the  Nation  should  understand  the  interest  it  has 
in  the  preservation  of  that  Place ;  which,  of  all  other  their 
Majesties  Territories,  is,  by  its  nearness  to  France,  the 
most  exposed  to  an  Invasion  from  thence.  Therefore  I 
presume,  it  will  not  be  so  much  a  wonder  that  an  Accouai 
should  be  given  of  it  now,  as  that  none  should  have  been 
given  heretofore ;  none,  1  mean,  explicite  and  particular 
enough. 

For  though  HolUngskead  (f),  and  Speed  (J),  and  espe- 
cially Mr.  Camden  in  his  Britannia  {%),  have  each  attempted 
a  Description  of  all  these  Islands,  they  have  done  it  so  briefly, 
and  from  such  imperfect  Memoirs,  that  they  can  give  but 
little  satisfaction  to  an  inquisitive  Reader.  Dr.  HeyUn 
is  he  who  has  wrote  the  fullest  concerning  them.  In  the 
Year  IG28,  he  attended  the  Earl  of  Danby  (||)  hither,  as  his 
honorary  Chaplain,  and  so  had  the  advantage  (which  the 
others  had  not)  of  being  upon  the  Spot,  and  seeing  things 
with  bis  own  Eyes.  But  it  was  not  possible  that  in  one 
Week  (1),  which  was  the  whole  time  of  his  abode  in 
JERSEY  (IT),  he  should  gain  any  other  than  a  very  super- 
ficial Knowledge  of  our  Aflkirs ;  besides  that  he  took  more 
pains  to  inform  himself  of  our  Religious  than  of  our  CivU  or 
Military  State,  as  indeed  it  became  one  of  his  Functions  to  do. 
He  found  the  Liturgy  banished,  and  a  Classical  Government

contrary  to  the  Original  Establishment  at  the  Rfjonaathn, 
when  all  the  Islands  without  exception  followed  the  Pattern 
set  them  in  England.  This  put  him  at  his  return  upon 
drawing  up  a  Relation  of  his  I'oyafic,  and  of  the  Observa- 
ixotE  he  had  made,  and  laying  the  same  before  ^Vrchbishop 
Lavtl,  then  Bishop  of  London,  with  intent  that  by  the  credit 
and  interposition  of  that  Grrat  Prelate,  whose  zeal  for  the 
honour  and  advancement  of  Religion  was  well  known  to  him, 
those  Islands  might  be  brought  back  to  that  Conformity  to 
the  Church  of  England,  from  which  they  had  been  unhappily 
seduced.  Soon  after  bad  Times  came  on,  unapt  and  indis- 
posed for  every  good  Work,  productiveof  every  evil  one,  and 
the  Archbishop  fell  a  sacrifice  to  the  rage  and  madness  of  a 
wicked  Faction.  Whilst  he  livcil,  and  the  Relation  remained 
with  him  in  manuscript,  the  Doctor  would  not  presume  to 
make  it  more  public.  But  that  great  and  good  Man  being 
laid  asleep  in  ihe  bed  of  peace,  the  latter  thought  himself 
restored  to  the  Right  0/  nn  Author  (/per  Am  Work;  and 
therefore  having  resolved  to  give  the  World  an  account  of 
a  former  Journey  through  some  parla  of  France,  he  took 
the  occasion  to  subjoin  the  said  Relation  to  it,  and  both 
were  printed  together  in  one  Volume  (t).  Now  though 
Religion  was  the  principal  Argument  the  Doctor  bad  under 
consideration,  and  for  the  sake  of  which  he  wrote  the  Book, 
he  nevertheless  would  allow  himself  some  room  for  Remarks 
on  our  Constitution,  and  particularly  for  doing  us  justice- 
with  regard  to  those  great  and  momentons  Points  wherein 
our  chief  Glory  must  ever  consist ;  namely,  our  inviolable 
Attachment  and  Fidelity  to  the  Crown  of  England,  our  no 
less  deeply  rooted  aversion  to  the  French  (2),  the  Courage 
and  Bravery  of  our  Fathers  in  so  manfully  withstanding  all 
along  the  repeated  Attacks  of  that  formidable  Ennemy,  and 
lastly,  the  opportunity  and  advantage  which  these  Islands

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Iiring  to  the  Power  that  possesses  and  is  master  of  them  for 
the  coiumsnd  of  the  Channel.  These  Islands  (says  he)  are 
the  only  remainder  of  our  Higkts  in  Normandy,  unto  which 
Dukedom  they  did  once  belong.  Ever  since  theij  were 
annexed  (3)  unto  the  English  Crown,  they  have,  with  great 
testimony  of  Faith  and  Loyally,  contimied  in  t/iat  Sub- 
jection. The  Sentence,  or  arrest  of  Confiscation,  given  by 
the  Parliament  of  France  against  King  John,  nor  the 
sarprizat  of  Normandy  by  the  French  Forces,  could  be  no 
persumion  unto  them  to  change  their  Masters,  ^ay,  when 
the  French  had  twice  seized  on  them  during  the  Reign  of 
that  unhappy  Prince,  and  the  State  of  England  was  em- 
broyVd  at  home,  the  People  valiantly  made  good  their  own, 
and  faithfully  returned  unto  their  first  obedience.  In  after 
timci,  a$  any  War  grew  hot  betwixt  the  English  and  the 
French,  these  Islands  were  principally  aimed  at  by  the  En- 
nemy,  and  sometimes  also  were  attempted  by  them,  but  with 
ill  Success.  And  certainly  it  cotUd  not  but  be  an  Eyesore 
to  tlie  French,  to  have  these  Islands  within  their  sight,  and 
not  within  their  power  ;  to  see  them  at  the  least  in  possession 
of  their  ancient  Ennemy  the  English,  a  Nation  strong  i» 
Shipping,  and  likely  by  the  opportunity  of  these  Places  to 
annoy  their  Trade.  For  if  we  look  upon  them  in  their 
Situation,  we  shall  find  them  seated  purposely  for  Che 
Command  and  Empire  of  the  Ocean  (4)  ,•  the  Islands  lying 
in  the  chief  TVade  of  all  Shipping  from  the  Eastern  Parts 
unto  the  West,  and  in  the  middle  way  between  St.  Malo'« 
and  the  riser  Seine,  the  only  Traffick  of  the  Normans  and 
Parisians.  At  this  St.  MaloX  as  at  a  common  Empory,  do 
the  Merchants  of  Spain  and  Paris  barter  their  Commodities  ; 
the  Pariaiana  making  both  their  passage  and  return  by  these 
Isles;  which,  if  welt  aided  by  a  small  power  from  the 
King's  JVavy,  would  quickly  bring  that  intercourse  to 
nothing.  An  opportunity  neglected  by  our  former  Kings 
in  their  attempts  upon  that  Nation,  as  not  being  then  so 
powerful  on  the  Seas  as  now  they  are,  but  likely  for  the 
future  tobe  husbanded  to  the  beet  advantage,  if  the  Frwch 
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hereafter  slir  against  us.  Sure  J  am  that  7H}j  Lord  Danby 
ronceived  thh  Course  of  all  others  to  be  the  Jittest  for  the. 
impoverishing,  if  not  undoing  of  the  French  ;  and  accord- 
ingly made  proposition  by  his  Letters  to  the  Council,  that 
a  Squadron  of  eight  Ships  might  be  employed  about  these 
Islands  for  that  purpose  ;  an  advice  which  had  this  Summer 
took  effect,  had  not  the  Peace  betwixt  both  Realms  been  so 
suddenly  concluded.  And  a  little  after,  speaking  of  the 
great  Privileges  granted  by  the  Kings  of  England  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  these  Islands,  he  adds,  These  Privileges  and 
Immunities,  seconded  of  late  days  with  the  more  powerful 
band  of  Religion,  have  been  a  principal  occasion  of  that 
constancy  wherewith  they  have  persisted  faithfully  in  (heir 
.Allegiance,  and  disclaimed  even  the  very  name  and  thought 
of  France.  For  howsoever  the  Language  which  they  speak 
is  French,  and  that  in  their  Original,  they  either  were  of 
Normandy  or  Bretagne,  yet  can  they  with  no  patience 
endure  to  be  accounted  French,  &c.  Thus  fer  Dr.  Heylin 
with  great  candour,  and  no  less  truth  (*). 

But  his  Book  being  now  little  known,  and  more  perfect 
Notices  of  the  Islands  still  wanted,  a  very  learned  and 
worthy  Magistrate  of  JERSEY,  John  Poingdestre  Esq.  ; 
did  some  years  ago  undertake  to  account  for  this  Island 
in  particular,  of  which  he  was  a  Native  ;  And  how  well 
accomplish'd  he  was,  not  for  such  a  Work  only,  but  for  any 
much  greater,  let  this  short  Character  of  him  declare  (+), 
He  was  the  first  fellow  chosen  into  Exeter-College  in 
Oxford  upon  the  foundation  of  the  Blessed  Martyr  King 
Charles  I  (*),  thence  afterwards  ejected  for  his  Loyalty  by 
the  Parliament -V'isitors.     His  Skill  in  Languages  (S),  his

mastery  of  his  Pen  (*),  these  recommended  him  to  the 
Court,  aad  introduc'd  him  into  the  Secretary's  Office  under 
Lord  Digby,   where  he  continued  till  the  King's   Afiair« 
were  grown  desperate.     Tlien  was  he  forced  back  into  his 
own  Country,  to  live  upon  his  private  fortune,  and  was 
assistant  in  the  defence  of  the  Island  and  of  Elisabeth- 
Castle  against    the    Forces   of   the   Rebels.       After    the 
Restoration,  his  Services  were  had  in  remembrance,  and  his 
great  Abilities  considered ;  and  bo  he  was  made  Lieutenant- 
Bailly,  which  hcmorable   Post  he  enjoyed  several  years. 
He  kept  his  Seat  on  the  Bench,  as  Jurate  (5),  to  his  Death 
in  1691.     It  was  indeed  a  disadvantage  to  him,  to  act  on  so 
narrow  a  Theater  as  this  little  Island,  where  he  had  not 
Scope  to  exert  bis  Talents ;  yet  even  that  makes  for  hia 
honour,  as  on  the  contrary,  nothing  can  be  more  despicable 
than  a  Man  placed  in  a  large  Scene  for  Action,  and  wanting 
Capacity  to  fill  it  with  Dignity.     All  this,  and  much  more, 
I  am  enabled  to  say  from  the  intimate   Knowledge  I  had  of 
him ;  who  was  my  Parishioner  at  St.  Saviour's,  my  near 
Neighbour  and  singular  good  Friend;  and  whom  having 
according  to  my  duty  assisted  in  hie  last  most  Christian 
Moments,  I  committed  to  his  peaceful  Grave,  aged  Four 
score  and  three.     Now  as  to  that  for  which  he  is  remembered 
here,  viz.  his  writing  about  this  Island,  surely  none  was  so 
able  to  do  it  as  he  ;  none  having  so  thorough  an  insight  into 
the  whole  frame  of  our  Constitution  and  Polity.     His  long 
exercising  the   Magistrature,    had    made  our    Laws   and 
Judicial  Proceedings,  our  Customs  and  Usages,  familiar  to 
him.     He  had  transcribed  all  our  Charters,   and  reduced 
our  Privileges  into  a  sort  of  System,  branching  them  out 
under  proper  Heads  (6).     And  as  to  Historical  Antiquities 
and  Researches,  he  had  from  bis  earliest  days  been  collecting 
all  he  could  find  of  that  kind  in  Print  or  upon  Records, 
relating  to  ua.     Out  of  this  Store  he  compiled  bis  Book,

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which  after  all  never  appeared  otherwise  than  in  loose  Sfa«eU, 
communicated  to  a  flew  Friends,  and  too  plainly  wuiting 
his  finishing  hand.  I  was  &Tour'd  witJa  •  Transcript  of  it 
in  his  Life-time,  and  after  his  deceue,  his  Sod,  understaod- 
in;  that  I  was  about  taking  up  and  prosecuting  the  same 
.Subject,  added  a  further  Supplement  of  I'apers,  with  fiill 
power  to  publish  them  and  all  that  was  bis  Father's,  as  my 
own.  But  I  am  not  so  vain,  to  arrogate  to  myself  the  praise 
due  to  another  Man's  Labours.  Therefore  I  do  frankly  ac> 
knowledge,  that  in  the  present  Undertaking  I  do  but  write 
after  that  excellent  Man's  Copy.  And  though  I  allow  my- 
self the  Liberty  of  altering  his  Method,  supplying  his 
Omissions,  leaving  out  or  but  slightly  glancing  at  some 
things  which  he  dwelt  upon  more  copiously,  nay,  difiering 
from  him  in  some  particulars,  io  short,  making  such  Changes 
,  in  the  whole,  as  that  to  tme  who  considers  both,  we  may 
seem  to  have  pursued  different  Designs,  yet  still  I  must  own 
that  the  Foundation  on  which  I  build  is  his,  and  a  great  part 
of  the  Materials  employed  in  this  Work,  likewise  so  much 
his,  as  to  be  sometimes  laid  down  and  delivered  in  bis  own 
Words. 

I  am  also  obliged  to  another  of  our  Magistrates,  Philip 
Dumareaq,  E»q. ;  Seigneur  de  Samarex,  for  a  set  of  curious 
Observations,  which  he  was  pleased  to  impart  to  me  a  little 
before  hie  Death.  This  is  that  very  ingenious  Gentleman, 
who  having  (with  proper  assistance)  survey'd  the  Island, 
and  Sounded  the  Bays  and  Harbours  around,  gave  us  that 
fine  DrauglU  which  graces  the  &ont  of  this  Book,  and  is 
ecjually  calculated  far  a  Sea  Chart  and  a  Land  Map  (7). 
I'o  fit  it  (ot  tha  plaoe  where  it  stands,  the  Engraver  was 
necessitated  to  contract  it  into  a  lesser  form,  ^m  the  ori- 
ginal, done  on  a  large  Skin  of  Vellsm- 

Let  none  despise  this  Work,  because  it  treats  of  a  Country 
of  no  greater  extent,  and  that  makes  so  little  noise  in  the 
World.  For  as  the  Power  and  Wisdom  of  God  are  no  leas 
seen  in  the  production  of  the  minutest  Insects,  than  of  the 
more  glorious  parts  of  the  Creation,  so  bis  Providence  is  no 
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leM  to  be  admired  in  the  preserv&tion  of  the  smallest  States, 
tbui  of  tli6  greatest  Etnptrea  of  the  Universe  (*).  U  it 
not  indeed  marvellous  Bndastoiushiiig,thstin  the  Coarse  of 
more  than  eight  hnndred  years,  wherein  so  many  surprising 
Rercdations  have  happened  in  the  World,  Kingdoms  over- 
thrown, Nations  plncked  up,  Cities  destroyed,  almost  every 
thing  every  where  turned  upside  down,  scarce  any  sensible 
Change,  none  at  least  very  fatal,  has  been  felt  in  .these 
Islinda  ?  B«t  if  ever  the  mighty  hand  of  God  appeared 
signally  in  fotour  of  a  Pe<^)e,  'tis  in  the  wonde.  ful  Deliverance 
he  hat  wronght  for  us,  during  the  long  run  of  to  many  Ages, 
from  »  Power  that  has  made  all  others,  far  end  near  tremble 
by  tnnu  before  it,  whilst  it  has  not  been  able  to  prevail 
ag^nst  us,  who  are  in  a  manner  contiguous  to  it.  Every  one 
that  retda  this  knows  I  mean  the  French,  who  have  seldom 
Delected  any  opportunity  of  adding  to  their  Dominions,  and 
dilating  on  all  hands  their  Frontiers.  What  vast  Acquisi- 
tions, what  Conquests,  have  they  not  made  from  anoienter 
Times  down  to  the  present  Days  !-  How  many  Battles  have 
they  fought,  how  many  Victories  have  they  won  !  They 
have  recovered,  and  reunited  to  their  Crown,  those  goodly 
Provinces,  which  had  been  dismembered  from  it  under  the 
weait  Successon  «4  Chartetnagne,  and  erected  into  seperate 
Soveragatita,aa  Bretagne, Provence,  Danpkin^,  Burgundy, 
Champagne,  Loraine  (f),  &c.  They  have  regained  those 
which  the  English,  with  so  much  reputation  and  honour, 
had  woo  frwn  them  heretofore,  or  which  were  the  old  and 
undosbted  Patrimony  of  our  Kings,  or  had  been  acquired 
by  Alliances  and  Marriages  with  the  Heiresses  of  those 
fine  Countries,  as  Narmtmdy,  Maine,  Anjou,  Poietou, 
A^taine,  &c.  They  have  pierced  through  the  Pyrenees 
and  the  Alps,  and  carried  their  Arms  into  the  Bowels  of 
luUg.  They  have  passed  the  Afeuse  and  the  Rhine,  turned 
the  fertile  I^ins  of  the  Netherlands  mto  an  almost  perpetual 
Soeoe  of  War  «td  Blood,  and  with  their  Swords  bavo  cub

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their  way  through  the  thick  ForeBU  of  Germany.  They 
have  improved  their  Navigation  to  a  degree  as  is  become 
terrible  to  their  Neighbours,  and  they  who  once  knew  little 
more  than  their  own  Coasts,  cover  now  the  Ocean  with  mighty 
Fleets  (•),  and  have  enlarged  their  Empire  beyMid  some  of 
the  remotest  Seas.  And  yet  these  Men,  who  every  where 
else  have  met  with  such  prodigious  successes,  have  been 
alwaies  defeated  in  their  Attempts  upon  these  Islands.  As 
if  that  narrow  Current,  that  divides  our  Shore  from  their 
Continent,  had,  by  some  secret  order  of  Heaven,  been 
decreed  to  be  a  Boundary  to  their  Conquests  on  this  side, 
which  on  all  others  have  forced  the  strongest  Barriers  of 
Nature,  and  whose  swift  progress  neither  Mountains,  nor 
Rivers,  nor  Seas,  have  been  able  to  obstruct.  I  think  that 
every  one  who  owns  the  Providence  of  God  in  the  Care  and 
Government  of  the  World,  must  acknowledge  something 
extraordinary  in  This,  and  must  give  him  the  glory  of  our 
rescue  and  preservation. 

*Tis  indeed  a  special  Mercy  of  God,  that  in  all  this  time 
that  we  have  not  been  swallowed  up  by  a  Power  which  has 
bom  down  so  many  others,  much  more  able  to  defend  them- 
selves, and  placed  at  a  greater  distance.  For  besides  the 
loss  of  our  Civil  Liberties,  and  felling  under  a  Yoke  so 
uneasy  to  all  that  bear  it,  what  conld  we  expect,  but  the  loss 
also  of  what  is  infinitely  dearer  to  us,  viz.  our  Holy  Religion, 
and  a  sad  share  in  those  horrid  Persecutions  that  have  laid 
waste  a  flourishing  Church,  and  forced  some  Hundred 
Thousands  of  innocent  Persons  toabandon  their  habitations, 
and  seek  in  Foreign  Countries  the  liberty  of  serving  God 
according  to  their  Consciences,  which  they  were  not  suffered 
to  enjoy  at  home  ?  Whereas  by  our  remaining  united  to  the 
Crown  of  England,  we  live  under  an  easy  and  gentle  Govern- 
ment ;  we  are  subject  to  a  mercifel  Throne,  from  which  we 
derive  abundant  acts  of  Grace  and  Favour,  and  to  which  we 
Me  sever  denied  access  under  our  Pressures  ;  we  enjoy  the 
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best  Religion,  and  have  Communion  with  the  best  Refonned 
Church  in  the  Christian  World. 

May  that  Great  God  who  presides  over  Human  Affairs, 
and  in  whose  hand  are  the  Fates  of  Nations,  continue  these 
Blessings  to  us  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  and  may  we 
ever  walk  worthy  of  them !  May  we,  as  long  as  the  World 
endureth,  remaine  nnseparable  from  that  Crown  from  which 
(under  God)  these  Blessings  flow  to  us !  May  Their  Majes- 
ties, by  great  and  repeated  Victories,  soon  bring  their 
Ennemies  to  a  necessity  of  defending  their  own,  instead  of 
invading  the  Dominions  and  Territories  of  others  !  And  may 
the  whole  English  JVation  be  excited  into  a  generous 
Compassion  of  those  Dangers  which  surround  us,  and  be 
wrought  into  a  belief  that  we  cannot  perish  without  at  least 
a  great  dimioutioD  of  their  Glory  ! 
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AN   INTRODUCTION 

TO    THIS 

SECOND  EDITION. 

This  Account  of  Jersev  tirst  appeared  abroad  aiae  and 
thirty  years  ago,  in  the  time  of  King  fVilHam's  War  with 
France ;  and  was  drawn  up  and  published  with  a  view  to 
that  War,  and  to  the  Dangers  which  we  of  this  Island 
apprehended  ourselves  in  from  it.  Ilie  French,  through  a 
long  course  of  Prosperity,  had  carried  their  Naval  Power  to 
a  formidable  height.  On  the  confidence  of  their  own  single 
Strength,  they  boldly  dared  to  face  and  engage  the  combined 
Fleets  of  England  and  Holland.  After  the  unhappy  Affair 
at  Beachyhead,  they  had  the  Channel  open  and  unguarded 
before  them,  and  thereby  opportunities  to  make  Descents. 
And  if  by  that  Misfortune,  so  great  o  Cotuternation  spred  i(- 
self  through  C/ie  whole  Kingdom, as  the  ii\Btontinie\&tes  (*), 
and  many  yet  living  may  remember,  how  much  greater  and 
juster  must  our  Fears  be  in  this  small  Island,  seated  within 
that  very  Channel  where  they  ranged  aad  triumphed  without 
opposition  !  The  Revolution  had  been  followed  by  great 
troubles  and  convulsions  in  the  Three  Nations,  which  had 
taken  up  the  whole  attention  of  the  Government,  and 
diverted  it  from  us,  so  that  we  were  left  in  great  measure 
destitute  of  the  most  necessary  things  for  our  Defence.  But 
it  pleased  God  so  to  infatuate  the  Counsels  of  our  Ennemies, 
that  instead  of  making  an  Attempt  upon  us,  they  bent  their 
course  Westward,  and  contenting  themselves  to  plunder  and 
set  fire  to  a  few  Villages  on  that  Coast,  retired  into  their 
Harbours. 

The  War  went  on  to  rage  with  great  Fury  and  threatned 
a  long  continuance.  The  Event  seemed  doubtful  and 
uncertain.  We  were  sufficiently  warned  not  to  run  again 
the  hazard  of  being  found  unprovided  in  a  time  of  exigency 
and  distress.  Therefore  in  an  Assembly  of  the  States,  held 
to  consult  about  our  future  Security,  it  was  resolved  to 
depute  above,  and  to  lay  an  humble  Representation  of  our 
danger  and  wants  at  the  foot  of  the   Throne  ;  and  the

We  found  eagy  access  to  the  Royal  Presence,  Our  Address 
was  well  received,  and  had  all  the  success  we  could  reason- 
ahly  desire.  Which  even  now  at  this  distance  of  Time,  I 
take  pleasure  to  mention  with  due  honour  and  gratitude  to 
the  Memory  of  those  Two  excellent  Princes  who  then 
jointly  swayed  the  Scepter  of  these  Kingdoms  (t).  The 
King  bad  too  discerning  and  true  a  Judgment,  not  to  see 
what  a  iatal  Error  it  would  be  to  suffer  the  French  (grown 
as  they  were  so  powerful  at  Sea)  to  make  themselves  Masters 
of  Islands,  whose  commodious  Roads  end  Ports,  better  than 
any  on  their  own  Coast  ({),  might  enable  them  to  obstruct 
the  Navigation,  and  in  time  dispute  the  Soveraignty  of  the 
Channel  with  England.  The  Lords  and  Great  Men  of  the 
Court,  as  occasions  offered  to  make  application  to  them, 
happily  concurred  with  His  Majesty  in  the  same  kind 
concern  for  our  Safety  ;  and  I  cannot  forget  a  most  obliging 
expression  -of  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  the  Earl  of  Dorset, 
who,  speaking  to  myself,  said  in  his  usual  polite  manner, 
that  he  looked  on  these  Islands  as  the  prettiest  Jlower  in  the 
English  Diadem,  concluding  with  assurances  of  service. 
His  Majesty's  gracious  promise  of  Protection  was  soon  made 
good  by  a  large  supply  of  Warlike  Stores,  which  put  us  in  a 
condition  (under  God's  assistance)  to  repell  force  with  force, 
and  not  be  made  an  easy  prey  to  an  Invader. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  were  not  wanting  those,  who 
made  no  great  account  of  what  might  be  our  Fate  in  the 
course  of  the  War  ',  as  though  it  had  been  a  matter  perfectly 
indiftrent,  whether  these  Islands  remained  in  English,  or 
passed  into  ■  French  hands.  Some  I  found  to  have  very 
wrong  and  injurious,  others  very  lame  and  imperfect  noti(m8 
of  us.  To  many  we  were  as  great  Strangers,  and  as  much 
unknown,  as  if  these  Islands  had  been  situate,  not  as  they 
are  in  the  British  Channel,  but  some  Degrees  beyond  the

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Line.  Here  then  it  was  that  an  honest  Zeal  for  my  Native 
Country,  suggested  the  Thought  of  doing  something  that 
might  place  us  in  a  better  light,  remove  prejudices  and 
rectify  misapi^ehensions  concerning  us.  For  though  we 
stood  secure  of  His  Majesty's  favour,  and  of  the  good 
opinion  of  the  Court,  it  seemed  very  desirable  to  have  the 
Body  of  the  Nation  come  into  the  same  Sentiments  and  not 
be  unconcerned  at  what  should  become  of  us. 

Such  was  the  Occasion  that  gave  birth  to  this  Book,  from 
which  time  to  this  I  have  seen  no  cause  to  repent  the  writing 
of  it,  inasmuch  as  it  has  made  U8  better  known,  and  by 
making  us  better  known  has  (I  trust)  made  us  more  valued 
and  esteemed.  There  is  a  stop  put  to  that  contemptuous 
manner  of  treating  these  Islands,  which  was  too  common 
before ;  nor  has  any  Man  the  face  now  to  say,  that  it  were 
better  for  England  to  be  without  them.  The  only  thing 
that  sticks  with  some,  is  the  Charge  which  keeping  of  them 
brings  upon  the  Nation.  But  that  is  the  Voice  of  Men, 
who  measure  the  Interests  of  Crowns  and  Kingdoms  by  the 
narrow  rules  of  Private  Interest.  For  these  Islands  are  to 
be  considered  as  a  Frontier,  or  Advanced  Guard  towards  an 
Ennemy's  Country.  And  such  Places  do  always,  in  the 
very  nature  of  them,  suppose  and  infer  a  Charge  for 
Forteresses  and  Garrisons.  Should  the  French  by  the 
Conquest  of  these  Islands  (which  God  forbid)  extend  them- 
selves into  the  Channel,  they  would  repine  at  no  expence 
laid  out  upon  them.  And  then  England  might  possibly  in 
few  years  see  another  Dunkirk  (•)  rising  here  out  of  the

having  in  all  Iheir  Coatt/ram  DaoUr^  lo  Hreat  ane but  Hnjret  de  DiaTfe.i.e. 
Tide-Hartanri,vanling  a  tuj!tienl</eplh  Stealer  far  tuth  grtal  Skipt,     [From 

Ihe  MenoiTa  uf  ihe  St.  de  Samarei.] 
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Sea,  and  lament  too  late  it's  unpolitic  maDagement,  ifby 
neglecting  us  to  save  Charge,  the  Ennemy  were  left  to 
accomplish  at  last  what  they  have  so  long  aimed  at  in  vain. 
But  there  is  another  Consideration,  which  perhaps  may 
have  more  weight  with  those  who  make  the  forementioned 
Objection.  And  that  ia,  the  benefit  and  advantage  accruing 
to  England,  from  the  continual  Intercourse  with  it  which 
our  Depeadance  necessarily  creates.  For  in  that  Intercourse, 
whether  by  Commerce  and  Traffick,  or  by  other  Wales, 
which  are  various  and  many,  the  Ballance  is  so  much  on  the 
side  of  England,  that  though  it  were  at  a  greater  Charge 
tban  in  truth  it  is  for  our  Defence,  it  can  never  be  a  loser  by 
Us,  but  must  remaine  a  gainer.  This  is  capable  of  Demon- 
stration, and  will  be  remembered  again  when  I  come  to 
speak  of  the  Trade  of  this  Island. 

The  Book  being  long  since  out  of  print,  and  a  continual 
demand  made  for  it,  the  Bookseller  has  been  encouraged  to 
undertake  and  to  request  my  help  for  a  Second  Edition  ; 
which  now  comes  forth,  though  not  at  so  favourable  a 
conjuncture  as  when  the  same  Book  made  it's  first  appearance. 
That  was,  as  is  said  before,  during  the  War  which  ft^owed 
the  Revolution,  and  was  occasioned  by  it.  The  People  of 
England,  in  defence  and  vindication  of  their  Settlement, 
and  to  maintaine  the  Crown  on  the  Two  Illustrious  Heads 
whereon  they  had  placed  it,  in  which  they  were  opposed  by 
France,  never  engaged  against  an  Ennemy  with  more  resent- 
ment and  spirit  than  they  then  did  against  that  Nation.  It 
naturally  fell  in  my  way,  when  I  was  speaking  of  the  many 
repeated  Hostilities  of  the  latter  against  these  Islands,  to  tax 
their  Ambition,  lust  of  Dominion,  and  injurious  Treatment 
of  their  Neighbours.  And  this  striking  in  with  the  sense  of 
every  Patriot  and  good  Englishman,  procured  to  my  Book  a 
kind  reception,  and  made  it  be  read  with  approbation  and 
Aivour.  But  now  the  Case  is  altered,  and  we  are  at  amity 
(if  not  in  Alliance)  with  those  towards  whom  we  then  stood 
at  mortal  Defiance.  Which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  some, 
D 
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render  those  Reflexions  on  the  French  ill-timed  and  unsea- 
sonable at  Bucb  an  hour  as  this,  Here  therefore  I  must 
intreat  the  Reader,  to  withdraw  his  Attention  from  present 
Appearances,  carry  it  forty  years  hack,  and  as  he  goes  along 
with  the  Book,  fancy  himself  reading  it  at  the  Ttme  it  was 
first  pnUished  (')  ;  that  memorable  Time  when  we  were 
striving  and  struggling  ao  hard  with  France,  for  our  own  and 
the  Liberties  of  all  Europe.  The  remembrance  of  that 
"Hme  ought  not  mirely  to  be  erased  out  of  Books,  in 
compliment  to  a  ri;conciled  Ennemy.  Nor  is  History  to 
ring  Changes  fttrwards  and  backwards,  in  compliance  with, 
and  to  accommodate  itself  to  the  inconstancy  of  Human 
Counsels  and  Projects. 

In  regard  to  our  own  <]uiet  and  security,  no  Situation  can 
be  more  unhappy  than  that  of  these  Islands,  lying  as  they 
do  betwixt  Two  Mighty  States,  often  at  war,  at  best  but  at 
an  uncertain  (if  not  assidious)  Peace  with  each  other.  By 
one  of  those  Powers  they  are,  and  have  been  for  many  Ages, 
as  of  right  they  ought,  held  and  possessed.  By  the  other 
they  are,  and  have  been  long  coveted  and  envied.  Our 
Friends,  of  whose  prompt  assistance  we  would  gladly  be  sore 
in  time  of  need,  are  rather  too  far  off;  whilst  our  Ennemies 
are  so  near,  that  in  three  hours  they  can  be  upon  our  Coast ; 
and  'tis  this  nearness  that  attracts  their  Enry,  and  makes 
them  cast  so  many  longing  looks  towards  us.  If  we  were 
farther  off,  possibly  they  would  not  think  of  us.  And  this 
remembers  me  of  a  Word  in  their  Langu^e,  which  has 
pretty  often  helped  them  out,  and  served  to  give  a  colour  to 
their  Usurpations.  'Tis  what  they  call  Droit  de  dten- 
sM/ice  (t),  the  meaning  of  which  in  plain  English,  is,  a 
Right  to  seize  on  all  they  find  to  lie  near  and  convenient  for 
them.     Thus  JSTdboth's   Vineyard  was  at   the  biensiance  of

making  •  garden  to  it.  IVue  it  is,  that  these  Islands  are 
too  small  to  brin^  any  considerable  addition  of  Tenitory  to 
a  Mouarchy  alre^y  so  vast,  and  so  widely  extended.  J3ut 
those  reasoas  of  neamess&nd  convenience,  will  alwaies  make 
them  valued  anij  desired  preferably  to  other  Acquisitions, 
that  are,  thoHj;h  larger  yet  more  remote.  And  this  shews 
what  dangerous  Neighbours  the  French  are  to  us.  Nor  is 
it  possible  it  should  be  {itherwise,  unless  the  Islands  could 
he  removed  from  the  place  where  they  are,  and  transplanted 
somewhere  else.  Nay,  if  inalead  of  dangerous  Neighbour?, 
I  should  4sy  ^aUwal  Ennemies,  that  Circumstance  alone  of 
Situation,  a^d  of  o\ir  fifiaraess  to  them,  would  warrant  t^ 
expressioii  [as  harsh  as  it  sounds.  For  even  Peace  its^ 
cannot  alter  that  Ciicumstaace,  nor  so  far  operate^  as  on  one 
side  to  core  an  inveterate  Ajnbitton,  and  on  the  otfaec 
extinguish  reasonable  Fears  and  Apprehensions.  It  majf 
seem  a  Paradox,  but  yrho/t  I  a^  ^ing  to  relate  yiU  evince, 
Tliat  be  it  War  qt  Pa^ce,  we  are  4lm<>st  equally  insecure. 

He  7)itfcA  paving  AQ  the  year  16^,  provoked  England 
to  a  War,  by  Encrvachments  on  it's  T'l'^de,  and  other 
Insolencies,  t^ey  called  is  the  aid  of  the  French,  pursuant 
to  Treaties  snbaifttiqg  between  them  ;  and  the  French 
accordingly  -went  into  that  War,  as  Seconds  and  Auxiliaries 
to  the  D»tch.  Nevertheless  that  artful  Court  wpuld  seem 
to  keep  measures  with  England,  and  the  Mother  of  our 
King  (t)  beiqg  ^t  that  time  in  France,  l^wU  XIV.  took 
himself  the  |mo8  to  .nesure  her  of  the  cqn^ancy  of  hie 
afibctioB  for  his  Britannick  Majesty  {X)>  desired  the  same 
might  be  reciproqal,  ud  e;icuKd  his  granting  succonr  to  the 
Dutch,  by  the  necessity  of  answeriag  Engagements  from 
which  he  could  not  readily  depart  with  hoi)our.  Ope  can 
scarce  tell  what  name  to  give  to  -a  War  entered  into  by  the 
two  Courts  without  anger,  or  breaking  upon  mutual  Civilities 
and  professions  of  Fhendship.    The  Writer  of  the  Life  of

improperly  une  guerre  simulie,  i.  e.  a  collusive  and  dissem- 
bled War  (•). 

And  who  would  imagine  any  Danger  to  these  Islands  from 
such  a  War  ?  They  were  notwithstanding  never  nearer 
the  brink  of  mine  and  destruction  than  at  that  very  time. 
A  base  and  perfidious  Designe  was  laid  to  fall  upon  them 
suddenly,  whilst  the  Court  of  England  was  lulled  into 
security  by  the  deep  Dissimulation  of  the  French,  the  whole 
Naval  Force  of  the  Kingdom  employed  against  the  Dutch, 
it's  Capital  City  depopulated  by  a  Plague,  and  this  pre- 
sently after  followed  by  a  most  dreadfiil  Conflagration. 
They  flattered  themselves  that  the  blow  would  be  given,  and 
the  Islands  reduced,  before  a  Crown  so  embarassed  and  dis- 
tressed could  be  in  a  condition  to  aflbrd  us  relief.  At  length 
Suspicions  began  to  arise  of  Mischief  intended,  and  hat- 
ching in  the  dark  against  us.  One  Faucour,  Captain  of 
Chauzey,  a  small  French  Island  in  our  Neighbourhood, 
coming  to  Guernezey,  was  there  found  tampering  and  prac- 
tising with  some  Persons  (whom  he  mistook  for  disaffected) 
about  betraying  the  place,  for  which  he  was  laid  hold  on  as 
a  Spie,  and  by  Judgment  of  the  Royal  Court  sent  to  the 
Gallows.  (10)  But  the  plainest  confirmation  of  the  immi- 
nent peril  we  were  in,  came  by  means  of  Mar(chai  de 
7\irenne's  Lady.  That  excellent  Woman,  being  a  Protes- 
tant, and  zealously  attached  to  her  Religion,  had  withal 
conceived  a  great  kindness  for  the  People  of  these  Islands, 
through  much  and  long  conversing  with  a  worthy  Divine  of 
Jersey,  the  reverend  Mr.  Daniel  Brevint  (t),  (11)  who  flying 
for  refuge  into  France,  in  the  l^mes  of  Usurpation,  like  many 
other  loyal  Sufferers,  had  been  received  into  the  Mart'choTs 
Family,  and  there  treated  with  uncommon  respect  and 
distinction,  till  the  happy  Restoration  made  way  for  his  return.

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Whether  from  the  Marichal  himself,  or  others,  she  got 
intelligence  of  the  designed  Invasion,  and  not  thinking  we 
could  withstand  the  Power  that  was  arming  against  us,  she 
with  Tears  lamented  our  sad  Fate.  Nor  did  she  rest  so. 
Knowing  that  none  are  more  insolently  cruel  in  Victory  than 
the  French,  she  went  to  as  many  of  the  Chief  OIBcers  as 
she  could  learn  were  appointed  for  that  Expedition,  and 
besought  them  to  attemper  thetr  Orders  with  compassion 
and  mercy,  and  not  give  up  an  innocent  People  to  the  rage 
and  (nry  of  a  hnital  Soldiery.  This  movement  which  the 
good  and  charitahle  Lady  gave  herself  in  our  hehalf,  caused 
the  matter  to  break  out,  and  take  air,  so  that  it  soon  reached 
England  and  the  Islands. 

It  has  been  said,  that  the  Town  of  St.  Malo  (the  ill  eflect 
of  whose  neighbourhood  we  have  felt  more  than  once)  offered 
to  bear  the  whole  Charge  of  the  Expedition,  if  it  might  be 
reimbursed  out  of  the  confiscated  Estates  in  the  Islands. 
Which  seems  to  imply  a  designe  of  carrying  off  the  Inhabi- 
tants, those  at  least  of  the  best  fortune  and  interest,  who 
should  happen  to  outlive  the  Slaughter,  to  make  room  for 
Settlements  and  Colonies  of  their  own.  For  though  they 
thought  themselves  pretty  sure  of  mastering  the  Country, 
coming  upon  it  anexpected  and  by  surprize,  they  were  not  so 
conEdent  they  should  be  able  to  subdue  the  Spirits  of  the 
People,  whose  hatred  of  a  French  Dominion  would  put 
them  upon  watching  every  opportunity,  and  using  all  sorts 
of  means,  to  free  themselves  &om  it ;  which  to  prevent,  their 
Numbers  were  to  be  lessened,  and  their  Strength  broken  by 
Transportation.  And  this  we  must  expect  to  be  our  Lot,  if 
for  our  Sins,  God  shoidd  ever  permit  those  our  cruel  Ennc- 
mies  to  bring  ua  under  their  power.  (12) 

The  King,  instead  of  losing  time  in  fruitless  Expostula- 
tions with  the  French  Court  for  it's  falsehood  and  treachery, 
turned  his  thoughts  to  provide  for  our  safety.  In  the  Go- 
vernment of  Jersey  we  then  had  the  Earl  of  St.  Albans 
(JermynJ  a  fine  Courtier,  but  of  no  reputation  for  military 
prowess  or  virtue.    He  lived  in  England,  and  loved  his-easc. 
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and  BO  was  well  conteateil,  upoo  securing  to  him  a  recom- 
peace  for  (he  Profits  of  the  GovernmeBt  wbieh  he  held  by 
Patent,  that  another  abould  go  to  bis  Post.  Wbereupcm  the 
Duke  of  Mbemarle  (Monk  J  p«t  the  King  in  mind  of  Sr. 
7%onKM  ^or^K,  (13)  a  tried  and  braye  OiGcer,  the  same 
whom  he,  at  hit  marehing  out  of  Scotland,  had  left  is  that 
Kingdom  to  keep  it  quiet ;  s  high  trust  on  so  nioe  mi  occa- 
sion. And  in  a  time  of  such  general  diffidence  and  jealousy. 
But  that  which  in  a  more  particular  manner  qualified  him 
for  the  Employment,  was  the  Knowledge  the  French  them- 
selves had  of  bis  wi^ar  Courage,  and  great  AlHlitivs  in 
War.  It  would  abate  of  tfaeir  presumption,  when  they  should 
come  to  understand,  that  they  were  to  deal  with  One  whom 
they  hftd  aeen  in  thea  own  Armies,  at  the  Jiead  of  Six  Ttiou- 
sand  English  sent  by  Cromwel  to  joine  with  them  against 
the  Spaniards  in  Fianden,  petform  Actions  which  filled 
them  vitb  Admiration.  For  however  Lockart,  the  Ugur- 
pw's  Ambftssador  in  France,  had  the  name  of  General  of 
those  Troops,  it  was  under  Sr.  Thomas's  Command,  and 
animated  by  his  E^xample  apd  Valour,  that  That  small  Bo^, 
with  litUe  i»r  no  help  from  the  French,  rout«d  the  whole  l^)a- 
nish  Army  at  the  Battle  of  Dunkirk,  which  soon  obliged 
that  strong  Town  to  surrender.  No  less  did  be^  and  they 
led  cm  by  him,  signalize  themselves  at  the  several  Sieges 
of  St.  Venant,  Mardyke,  Vptes,  and  seven  or  eight  other 
important  Places,  acquired  tp  France  in  -two  Campsgnes 
princq«J]y  by  thev  means  (•).  ITie  truth  is,  they  did  more 
than  was  for  the  good  of  England,  <x  of  the  rest  of  Eu- 
rope !  that  fetal  Stf^  of  Cromwel'm  confederating  with  ^us 
FrcttcA,  for  the  strengthning  of  bimself  in  bis  Usurpation, 
being  what  then  play'd  the  game  into  their  hands,  and 
laid  the  foundation  of  that  Greatness,  which  has  since  cost 
so  much  blood  and  treasure  to  reduce.  But  this  by  the  by. 
TiiB  Marshal  de  Turenne,v^  commanded  in  chief,  had

Baker  in  Iht  Reigti  of  King  CtiMl«»  II.  pag.  636, 637. 
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too  much  honour  and  generosity  not  to  do  justice  to  the 
English  Major  General.  He  gave  such  a  character  of  him 
to  the  Court  of  France,  sa  drew  from  it  an  ackoowledgment 
of  his  great  Services,  and  an  invitation  to  ParU  ;  whicli 
however  he  chose  to  decline,  and  returned  into  England, 
where  not  long  aftev  he  became  instmmental  in  the  more 
glorious  Work  of  reatoring  his  rightfiil  Sovereign,  by  a 
conjunction  with  General  Monk,  as  was  hinted  befsre.  All 
this  considered,  a  more  proper  Person  could  not  be  pitched 
upon,  to  whtnn  the  guard  and  defence  of  this  Island,  look- 
ing every  day  to  he  attacked,  should  be  confided  ;  and  the 
making  choice  of  him  was  a  great  instance  of  His  Majesty's 
care  and  concern  for  our  preservation.  Resolved  to  live 
and  dye  with  ns,  this  Gallant  Man  hastened  to  bis  Charge  ; 
ttoA  perhaps  it  never  was  more  plainly  seen,  how  powerfully 
an  high  Opinion  conceived  of  a  Chieftain  and  Leader  will 
inflnencc'  Che  Troops  under  him.  One  would  tUnk  that  Sr. 
Iltomas  had  eomnnimcated  something  of  his  Breve  Spirit 
to  ^  our  People.  The  Consternation,  which  before  his  ar- 
rival was  great  and  generaV  enough,  vanidled  at  his  I^^sence 
among  tbem  ;  or  if  a  few  moiv  timorous  rfemaffldd  under 
some  apprehensimi,  tkey  were  ashamed  to  shew  it  openly. 
Though  tJiey  wanted  not  eneouAgement  otJierwiM,  t^  ne- 
cessary Sui^lies  being  daily  and  liberaDy  seat,  and  every 
tAing  put  ffl  t^e  beM  pasture  Bo  o^c«e  the  Enaemy,  yet  it 
wa»  chiefly  in  ttieir  Governor,  vaA  the  Fame  of  hia  gfeat 
Bxplsita,  timt  (under  God)  they  placed  their  Confidence. 
It  may  not  be  uBfrieasant  to  reUHU-k,  thaiC  remembertng  how 
terrible  his-  English  Red-eoatg  tWi*  ia  Flanders  (*),  he 
would  have  t^e  Militia  <^  the  Cooatty  aQ  clothed  in  Uka 
niannM-,  foriniag  tbem'  at  ttesame  tine  into  Regim«nai8  (t)> 
that  wh«i  ^  Bnbemies  earae  to  view  than-tlau  clad,  and 
drawn  sp  ia  ^tnh  Oi^r,  they  might  t)ak«  them  fot  ftsg^ilar 
Troopa  senli  from  Bngtaad.    The  greatest  Captains  have 
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not  disdained  to  put  in  use  the  like  little  Arts  and  Slrata- 
gems,  often  \vitli  Success. 

Counsels  and  Enterprises  concerted  in  the  dark,  and  to  be 
executed  unlocked  for,  when  haply  discovered,  turn  to  the 
confiision  and  disappointment  of  the  Contrivers.  By  the 
Dispositions  made  in  the  Islands,  and  private  intelligence 
other  waies,  the  French  Court  saw  it's  Designe  no  longer  a 
Secret ;  and  so  to  be  either  laid  aside,  or  publickly  avowed 
and  pursued  by  open  and  barefaced  Force.  This  last  could 
not  be  done  without  the  said  Court's  incurring  the  reproach 
and  infamy  of  a  most  shameful  Prevarication,  in  that  it  had 
been  arming  clandestinely  to  surprize  the  Islands,  and  wrest 
them  from  England,  notwithstanding  the  mutual  Engage- 
ments betwixt  the  two  Kings  ;  aar  without  occ^ioning  a 
real  War  (to  which  France  had  no  inclination  at  that  time) 
instead  of  the  feigned  and  collusive  one  mentioned  above. 
No  way  therefore  now,  but  to  drop  the  thing,  aa  if  it  had 
never  been  in  purpose  and  intention,  and  to  keep  on  the 
same  Mask  and  appearance  of  Friendship  as  before,  a 
Management  well  understood  by  that  Court.  On  the  other 
hand,  our  King,  who  had  enough  to  do  to  deal  with  the 
Dutch,  thought  it  best  to  suppress  bis  resentment,  and  to 
let  the  matter  dye ;  so  that  it  passed  without  farther  I'clat, 
and  this  (I  believe)  is  the  Jirst  time  the  World  has  been 
made  acquainted  with  it  in  Print.  As  for  us  in  this  Island, 
we  ascribed  all  to  the  Ennemy's  hesitancy  and  doubt  of 
success,  after  they  heard  in  what  readiness  we  were  to 
receive  them,  wherein  perhaps  we  presumed  a  little  too  much 
of  ourselves.  There  went  besides  a  Report,  that  the  Marichal 
de  Turenne,  had  dissuaded  the  Undertaking,  for  so  long  at 
least  as  the  Chevalier  Morgan  commanded  here  ;  "  who  (he 
said)  was  not  a  man  to  be  frighted,  or  deterred  by  any 
superior  Force  that  could  be  brought  against  him,  from 
making  a  most  desperate  Defence  ;  but  would  sacrifice 
himself  with  all  his  People,  sooner  than  give  up  a  Post 
committed  to  his  Trust.  By  vbathe  had  been  seen  to  do 
in  Zanders,  it  might  be  guessed  bow  he  would  behave  on 
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^  Va  Occasion  Hke  this.  And  such  an  ohstinate  Resistance 
"  would  cause  too  much  blood  to  be  shed  on  both  sides." 
So  salntary  to  ua  was  the  reputation  that  Brave  Man  had 
acquired  in  the  Profession  of  Anns  (*).  Be  it  as  it  will, 
thas  the  Storm  blew  over  that  had  threatned  us,  and  the 
Dalivennce,  all  ciicnnistances  considered,  we  canot  but 
think  equal  to  the  gteateat  that  has  been  wrought  for  as 
in  any  Age. 

And  thos  also  I  have  made  good,  by  an  Example  of 
Modem  Date,  the  allegation  above,  of  the  perpetual  Danger 
to  these  Ishuids  from  the  French  so  that  even  Peace  is  no 
secnrity  to  us.  We  can  never  depend  upon  it.  Tis  true, 
there  was  Wu  declared,  when  the  Conspiracy,  (for  so  I 
must  call  it)  was  formed  and  carried  on  covertly  agaist  us  ; 
and  had  it  been  a  War  like  other  Wars,  the  thing  would 
have  had  nothing  in  it  new  or  strange.  For  we  are  not 
ignorant  how  most  Princes,  when  they  are  [rfeased  to  quarrel, 
which  they  too  easily  do,  allow  themselves  without  scrapie  in 
every  Wile  and  Artfiil  Fetch  they  can  devise,  or  others 
suggest  to  them,  to  amuse,  circumvent,  and  work  underhand 
all  possible  prejudice  and  mischief  each  to  his  Adversary, 
porsnant  to  the  known  maxim  in  the  Poet  (f).  Dolus  an 
virtus  quis  in  boste  requirat  f  Enoagh  might  be  urged 
against  this,  as  when  the  Means  so  employed  are  base  and 
immoral  (t).  And  who  will  say  there  are  not  often  such  ? 
But  I  shall  enter  into  no  dispute  about  it.  What  I  contend 
fin*,  is,  that  our  Case  was  singular.  Here  was  a  War,  which 
all  the  World  looked  upon  as  illusory,  and  a  jest.  A  War 
and  no  War.  Lewis  XIV.  had  given  assurance  of  preserving 
a  good  onderstanding  with  his  Brother  of  England,  not- 
withstanding his  Declaration    in    fovour  of  die  Dutch,

I  must  likewise  owns  here,  that  this  Work  would  be  more 
perfect,  i£  the  other  Adjoyning  Islands  could  have  been 
taken  into  it.  For  they  are  all  Sisters,  and  id  Books  'tis 
Hot  rare  to  find  them  reckoned  and  reputed  aa  One  Aggre* 
gate  Body.  Not  only  they  all  have  the  same  Laws  and 
Form  of  Goremment,  the  same  Privileges,  Laagnage,  Re<- 
ligion  and  manner  of  Worship,  bat  are  all  alike  obn(»cioKB 
to  the  same  formidable  Bnnemy,  and  have  their  FaCea  ne- 
cessarily bound  np  and  twisted  together.  No  one  of  them 
has  been  attempted,  but  the  rest  have  sufifcred  at  the  same 
time.  Whereby  tbeii  History  is  so  connected,  that  I  could 
not  go  on  with  that  of  Jersbt  (to  which  I  meant  to  confine 
mysdf)  without  often  mentioning  Quernezey,  and  scHuetime 
the  others  also.  And  yet  each  and  every  one  of  those  Is- 
lands i^tart,  has  something  ■prapa  and  peculiar  to  it,  that 
would  need  a  distinct  consideration,  for  which  I  do  not 
think  myself  sufficiently  instructed.  I  can  therefore  only 
direct  such  Readers  as  would  know  more  of  those  Islands 
than  they  will  find  in  this  Book,  to  My  Lord  Bishop  of 
London*!  Second  English  Edition  of  Camden's  Britannia. 
That  part  of  it  which  treats  of  the  British  Islands  on  the 
Coast  of  France  {•)  having  been  assigned  me  to  review,  and 
improve  with  some  later  Observations,  I  proceeded  therein 
as  fer  as  the  acquaintance  I  bad  with  those  Places  could  lead 
me,  and  his  Lordship's  I^an  (which  I  was  to  follow)  would 
give  leave.  Hey  who  are  not  satisfied  widi  those  Sket- 
ches, must  have  patience  till  some  Gentleman  of  Chternexey 
(which  cannot  want  able  hands  for  such  service)  shall  take 
upon  him  to  iUustrate  his  Native  Country,  (15)  as  I  have 
done  mine  ;  including  in  his  Account  Aldemey,  Sark,  ^. 
which  depend  on  that  greater  Island,  as  Members  of  the 
Government  and  Jurisdiction  of  it. 

Moreover  to  this  Second  Edition  there  are  added  Remarks

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CHAPTER  I. 
History  of  the  hland. 


It  (Sinnot  with  certainty  be  said  when,  or  by  whom,  this 
Island  was  first  inhabited  ;  which  will  not  seem  strange  to 
him  who  considers  how  dark  and  fiibulous  the  History  of 
the  greatest  Nations  is,  when  carried  up  to  Times  and  Agea 
too  remote. 

'Tis  abundantly  sufficient  for  the  honour  of  this  Island,  in 
point  of  Antiquity,  that  it  was  known  to  the  Roman* ;  who 
called  it  Cxsarba,  a  name  of  distinction  given  to  favoarit« 
places  ;  and  by  that  name  the  Emperor  Antoninus  lays  it 
down  in  his  Itinerary,  among  the  Isles  of  the  Britannic 
Ocean  (*).  It  makes  so  good  an  appearance  &om  the 
neighbouring  Continent,  and  the  traject  to  it  is  so  short, 
that  'tis  not  likely  the  Romans  would  pass  it  by  without 
visiting  it,  as  they  carried  on  the  war  in  these  parts.  Ceesar 
himself  relates  how  he  brought  under  subjection  the  Unelli, 
the  Lexobii,  and  other  nations  inhabiting  this  Haritim 
Tract  (t),  of  which  the  adjacent  Islands  being  members  and 
appendages,  doubtless  be  would  not  fail  to  reduce  them  with 
the  rest.  And  accordingly  we  want  not  proofs  of  the  Romans, 
if  not  of  Cceaar  himself,  coming  amongst  us.  Adjoining  to 
Mont-Orgueil  castle,  and  having  commnnicatioQ  with  it  by

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B  sally-port,  there  is  an  old  Fortification  called  to  this  dajr 
by  immemorial  tradition  Le  Fort  de  Cdsar.  Likewise  at 
Rosel,  in  the  North  of  the  Island,  there  is  a  remarkable 
Entrenchment  by  a  like  tradition  hearing  still  the  name  of 
Za  petite  Cisarie.  Near  the  Mannor  of  Dilament,  one 
sees  the  remains  of  an  ancient  work,  in  the  known  form  of  a 
Roman  Camp.  Coins  also  have  been  found  here,  but  our 
people  unhappily  wanting  a  taste  for  such  things,  kave 
neglected  to  preserve  them.  Nor  did  I  myself  make  enquiry 
after  them  till  lately,  when  three  were  put  into  my  hands, 
viz.  a  grand  Bronze  (to  speak  in  the  style  of  the  Medallists) 
of  the  Emperor  Commodus,  newly  digged  up  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Ouen ;  and  two  of  Probus  and  Posthumus,  of  that  sort 
which  (as  Patin  observes)  (•)  came  to  be  struck  in  the 
impoverished  and  declining  state  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

The  modem  name  of  Jersey,  or  Geeisev,  is  allowed  after 
Mr.  Cambden  (t),  to  be  hut  a  corruption  of  that  of  CiSsakea. 
For  By,  in  the  language  of  those  Northern  Nations  who 
ovenan  Europe  about  a  thousand  years  ago,  signifies,  an 
Island  (J),  aa  in  the  name  of  Jlngles-ey,  i.  ei  the  lale  of  the 
Angles ;  and  Jer,  or  Get,  and  likewise  Cher,  is  but  a  con- 
traction of  Ceeaar,  as  in  the  name  of  Cherbourg,  an  ancient 
sea-port  town  in  J'ibrmandy,  so  called  from  the  Latin 
CtEsaris-burg^m.  Jersey  is,  as  if  one  should  say,  Ccesar't 
Island. 

It  is  also  sometimes  mentioned  in  old  writings  and  monu- 
ments by  the  name  of  Augia,  which  the  learned  Mr. 
Poingdestre  thought  to  be  the  Original  name  of  this  Island, 
before  the  Roraans  were  acquainted  with  it,  and  called  it 
C^SARKA  ;  so  that  although  They,  in  right  of  conquest, 
would  needs  give  it  a  new  name,  yet  still  the  old  name 
remained  among  the  nativesand  neighbours  on  the  Continent, 
and  was  in  use  many  ages  after.  And  that  thns  it  has  often 
happened  to  places  and  countries  npon  a  conquest,  is  notorious 
from  all   Histories  ;  into  which  no    small   confiision  and

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ferently  Jarz£,  Gerzai,  Gersui  (*),  ^c.  by  the  French.  To 
the  records  of  the  Tower  and  Exchequer  it  is  Jerbseve. 
And  when  others  have  gone  about  to  latinize  it,  they  have 
introduced  the  barbarous  names  of  Gersoiuh,  GRisoaiuM, 
and  the  like,  in  lieu  of  the  true  Roman  name  CjEsarea, 
of  which  they  were  ignorant,  and  which  our  great  British 
Antiquary  (t)  has  so  happily  revived  and  restored  to  us. 

These  researches  into  the  ancient  name  of  this  Island, 
have  led  me  from  the  time  of  our  first  Conquerors  the 
Romans,  down  to  that  of  the  Francs  or  French,  who  now  in 
.  their  turn  were  become  our  Masters.  That  warlike  people 
breaking  out  of  Germany  in  the  fifth  century,  spred  them* 
selves  hke  an  inundation  far  and  wide.  Under  their  Kings  of 
the  Merovingian  and  Cartovingian  races,  they  by  degrees 
founded  an  Empire  which  took  in  all  ftom  the  Ocean  to  the 
Danube.  Its  more  general  division  was  into  fVest-France, 
and  East-France  ;  the  first,  in  the  Latin  of  that  age,  called 
Westria,  turned  afterwards  into  f^eustria,  which  now  is 
Normandy,  but  this  of  for  less  extent  than  the  ancient 
Neustria.  It  is  a  Maritim  Province,  and  the  Islands  in  it« 
neighbourhood,  and  within  its  view,  Jersey,  Guernsey,  and 
the  rest,  ever  went  along  with  it,  as  parcels  of  it,  consequently 
became  then  also  appurtenances  of  tbe  great  Kingdom  of 
France. 

Some  perhaps  may  think,  because  the  French  are  still 
called  Gain,  that  they  are  the  same  Gauls  whom  Ceesar 
subdued.  But  those  Gauls  were  distinct  bodies  and  govern- 
ments of  several  nations,  and  (eib  one  may  say)  the  Almrigenes 
of  the  country,  forasmuch  as  no  history  extant  goes  beyond 
them  (+).  Whereas  the  French  were  one  people,  an  adven- 
titious people,  come  from  the  other  side  of  the  Rhine  and  of 
German  extraction.     The  Romans  subdued  the  Gauit,  and

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the  French  diDve  out  the  Romans.  This  remark  niight 
have  been  spared,  were  it  not  for  the  sake  of  less  knowing 
readers. 

It  was  in  the  reign  ofLadovicut  Pirn,  son  of  Charlemagne, 
and  about  the  year  837,  that  the  JVormans  (whose  very  name 
shews  from  what  part  of  the  world  (hey  came)  began  to  carry 
on  a  pyratical  war  on  the  western  coast  of  France.  Their 
boldness  increasing  with  their  numbers,  they  made  descents 
in  several  places,  and  committed  great  outrages  (*).  But 
things  grew  infinitely  worse  under  Charles  the  Bald,  son  of 
the  former,  whose  whole  reign  in  a  manner  passed  in  a 
perpetual  conflict  with  them.  For  by  the  advantage  of  their 
little  light  vessels,  they  went  up  the  rivers,  and  penetrated 
into  the  very  heart  of  France,  sacking  and  burning  the 
Towns,  shedding  torrents  of  Human  Blood,  and  bringing 
such  ruin  and  desolation  every  where,  as  no  Histories  afford 
an  instance  of  the  like  (t).  They  were  Pagans,  and  zealous 
for  Idolatry,  a  gross  and  brutish  Idolatry  ;  which  added  to 
their  native  ssvageness,  made  them  fall  upon  Churches, 
Monasteries,  ReUgious  Persons,  and  all  that  was  Christian, 
with  a  redoubled  and  hellish  barbarity  (t)-  In  short,  they 
struck  such  terror  throughout  all  France,  that  in  the  pubUck 
Litany,  after  those ,  words  from  plague,  pestilence,  and 
/amine,  was  subjoined,  and/rom  the  fury  of  the  Normans, 
good  Lord  deliver  its  (§). 

No  places  could  be  more  exposed  to  their  incursions  than 
the  Islands  on  the  Coast  (]|),  through  which  they  must 
necessarily  pass,  as  they  ranged  the  land.  And  accordingly 
in  Jbrsey,  converted  to  Christianity  loi^  before,  they  left 
us  this  monument  of  their  cruelty.  There  lived  here  a  Holy

ed. The  Proposals  were  accepted  and  the  Treaty  concluded 
ataniirterviewof  the  two  Princes.  Rolloyma  baptized,andhiH 
example  mixt  with  authority  soon  prevailed  with  his  followers 
to  be  so  too  (*).  He  proved  a  worthy  Ruler,  and  is  specially 
famed  for  his  great  love  and  strict  observance  of  Justice  (t). 
The  Province  yielded  to  him  had  long  been  a  wild  scene  of 
rapine  and  confusion,  but  be  quickly  reduced  it  into  admi- 
rable order,  establishing  many  good  laws  in  it,  and  taking 
care  to  have  them  duly  executed  (J).  It  then  got  the  name 
of  NoytfiTnannia,  ot  Normandy,  became  a  flourishing  and 
powerful  State,  and  its  Dukes  made  a  figure  equal  to 
Crowned  Heads  (g),  whose  dominions  were  larger,  but  the 
wisdom  of  their  government  less.  The  peo^e  under  him 
mixed  themselves  with  the  old  inhabitants,  grew  humane 
and  civilized,  ( 19)  without  losing  any  thing  of  their  ancient 
courage  and  bravery^  of  which  they  gave  signal  proofs  in 
their  after-conquests  of  the  Kingdoms  of  England,  JVapler, 
and  Siciiy.  In  a  word,  so  hwppily  were  their  temper  and 
manners  altered  upon  their  Conversion,  that  they  gained  the 
character  of  a  Religious  Nation,  beyond  most  others  at  that 
time  (II).  This  glorious  change  was  the  work  of  Christianity, 
which  has  a  peculiar  virtue  and  efficacy  to  soften  the  ferocity 
of  corrupt  Human   Nature  ;  insomuch  that  if  we  no  longer

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hear  of  those  bsFbarous  devastations  of  countries,  and  all 
that  bloodshed  so  common  in  the  days  (^Paganism,  and  if 
modem  wars  betwixt  nations  are  proaecuted  with  more 
humanity,  'tis  owing  to  that  excellent  Religion  which  wicked 
and  unthankful  men  would  now  banish  out  of  the  world. 

One  thing  more  relating  to  Rollo  I  cannot  pass  without 
notice,  because  of  the  singularity  of  it,  and  the  concern 
which  we  of  this  Island  have  still  in  it.  Whether  it  began 
through  his  own  appointment,  or  took  its  rise  among  the 
people  from  an  awfiil  reverence  of  him  for  his  Justice,  it 
matters  not ;  but  so  it  is,  that  a  Custom  obtained  in  his 
time,  that  in  case  of  encroachment  and  invasions  of  property 
or  of  any  other  oppression  and  violence,  requiring  a  prompt 
remedy,  the  aggrieved  party  needed  do  no  more  than  to  call 
apon  the  Name  of  the  Duke,  though  at  never  so  greet  a 
distance,  thrice  repeating  aloud  Ha-Ro  &c.  (*)  and  imme- 
diately the  aggressor  was  at  his  peril  to  forbear  attempting 
any  thing  further.  Nothing  could  be  more  wisely  provided 
to  prevent  wrongs  even  among  Equals,  but  was  no  doubt 
chiefly  designed  to  re[a«ss  the  insolence  of  powerfiil 
Great  Men,  who  too  d^n  deride  and  too  easily  defeat  those 
more  slow  legal  methods  whereby  their  injured  Inferiors 
seek  to  be  relieved  against  them.  And  this  is  that  famous 
Ctameur  de  Haro,  subsisting  in  practice  even  when  Rolio 
was  no  liiore,  praised  and  commented  upon  by  all  who  have 
writ  on  the  Norman  Laws  (f)  (20).  A  notable  example  of 
its  virtue  and  power  was  seen  about  170  years  after,  at 
fVilliam  the  Conqueror's  fiineral,  when  in  confidence  thereof 
a  private  man,  and  a  subject,  durst  oppose  the  burying  of 
his  body  (21).  It  seems  that  in  order  to  build  the  great 
Abbey  of  St.  Stephen  at  Caen,  where  be  intended  to  lie

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after  his  deceaee,  th«  Conqueror  bad  caused  several  houses 
to  b«  pulled  down  for  enlai^ng  the  area,  and  stnongst  them 
one  whose  owner  had  received  no  satisfaction  for  his  loss. 
Hie  son  of  that  perion  (*)  observing  the  Grave  to  be  dig^d 
on  that  very  epot  of  ground  which  had  been  the  site  of  his 
father's  bouse,  came  I>oldly  into  Hie  assembly,  and  forbade 
them,  not  in  the  name  of  God,  as  some  have  it  (f),  but  in 
the  name  of  RoUo,  to  bury  the  body  there.  Paulus  jSmy- 
lius,  who  relates  the  story,  says  that  he  addreased  to  the 
company  in  these  words.  He  who  opretsed  kiHgdoms  by  kig 
amu,  han  been  my  oppressor  also,  and  has  kept  me  under  a 
continual  fear  of  death.  Since  I  htwe  outlived  him  who 
injured  me,  I  memn  not  to  acquit  -him  now  he  is  dead.  The 
ground  wherein  yoa  are  going  la  lay  this  man,  is  mine  i 
and  laffirM  that  none  vtay  in  justice  bury  their  dead  in 
grovnd  which  belongs  to  another.  If  t^ter  he  is  gone, 
fwee  and  vivlcTtce  an  ttilt  u»ed  to  detain  my  right  from 
me,  I  APPEAL  TO  RoLLO,  the  Founder  and  Father  <^  our 
Nation,  who  tkmgh  demd,  lives  in  his  Laws.  I  take  refuge 
in  those  Laws,  owning  tm  authority  above  them  (^).  This 
)H«ve  speech  spoken  in  prevence  of  the  deceased  King's  own 
■Ml,  Ptiboe  ^nn/,  ^erwar^  our  King  Henry  I.  wrought 
its  ^^t.  The  Ha-Ro  was  respected,  the  man  had  compen- 
satioQ  made  him  fot  his  wrongs,  and  all  opposition  ceasing, 
the  body  of  the  dead  King  waa  sufieied  to  be  laid  ib  the 
grave. 

In  the  manner  I  have  accounted  for  it,  wis  Narmandy^ 
together  with  this  uid  the  Mfaea*  Islands,  distnembred  from 
tb6  Crown  of  France ;  so  to  remain  lor  ever,  purauant  to  the 
Treaty  betwixt  Charles  wad  Rollo  ;  reservinj  only  to  the 
mid  Crown  t^e  right  of  challenging  Homage,  and  giving

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Invettitnrc,  i^n  the  accesiion  of  a  oew  Duke.  By  aoci- 
deoU,  and  the  fate  t^  war,  France  got  possession  again  of 
the  Continent  of  Normtmdy,  and  holds  it  stiU  ;  but  could  . 
never  recover  these  Islands,  as  the  sequel  of  this  History 
will  shew-  And  this  our  passing  from  the  French  under 
the  JVbrvtan  dominion,  is  the  Third  Revolution  in  our  little 
State  of  Jbrsey.  We  shall  quickly  come  to  a  Fourth  which 
we  hope  will  be  the  lait.  For  being,  after  bo  many  changes, 
h^ipily  settled  in  a  subjection  to  England,  (22)  our  desire 
ia  oerer  to  be  removed  from  it,  until  the  ooming  of  that  Great 
Day  which  will  put  an  end  to  all  Rule  and  Dominion  among 
men. 

From  RoUo  (taking  him  into  the  account)  to  William  the 
Conqueror,  there  have  been  of  the  same  Family  six  Dukes 
ef  Normandy,  our  Lords  and  Masters.  I  mean  Dukes  of 
Aormandy  without  the  accession  of  Bagland.  I  shall  do 
little  nwre  than  set  down  their  names,  in  the  order  in  which 
tbey  socceeded  each  other. 

RoLLO,  first  Duke  of  JVormasidy,  at  his  Baptism  called 
Robert,  by  wfauh  latter  name  he  is  httle  known  at  present, 
it  being  in  «  Bumocr  eclipsed  by  the  brigfatec  fame,  and  repu- 
tation of  the  other. 

William  I.  sirnamed  tongue'efpie,  from  his  long  tword,' 
son  of  RoUo.  All  the  Normani  wore  long  swords,  and  to 
that,  together  with  their  use  of  thr  long  bow,  their  Writers 
ascribe  their  Victory  over  the  Englith  when  they  aame  in 
with  the  Conqiterar.  The  English,  it  seems,  fought  with 
pole  axet  (*).  At  the  ficst  onset  the  JVbrmana  sorely  galled 
tiiem  with  their  arrows.  It  coming  to  a  close  fight;  while 
the  English  in  handling  their  heavy  weapoos  were  ohUged 
to  lift  up  both  arms,  and  so  to  leave  their  bodies  open  and 
■nguarded  beftve,  tlie  Normans  ran  them  thiougb  with 
tluir  longstpordi  (t).  This  particular  being  omitted  by 
our  Historians,  in  the  relation  they  give  of  that  famous

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battle,  I  thought  it  not  amiss  to  give  it  a  place  here.  Duk« 
fVilliam  in  size  and  strength  of  body  exceeded  ordinary 
men,  which  enabled  him  to  wield  a  longer  stoord  thaa  the 
rest  of  his  JVbrmans  (•).  It  conld  not  howerer  preserve 
him  from  being  basely  assassinated  by  Arnold  E^rl  of 
Flanders,  at  a  conference  held  nnder  pretence  of  a  recon- 
ciliation betwixt  them.  He  was  no  ways  inferior  to  Rollo 
his  father  in  valour  and  wisdom  of  government. 

Richard  I.  simamed  SanS'peur,  i.  e.  Intrepid  or  Fear- 
le»t  (t),  son  of  William  Longue-esp4e.  Being  but  ten 
years  old  when  his  father  was  murdured,  his  Minority 
encouraged  Lewis  IV.  King  of  France,  to  attempt  the 
regaining  of  Normandy.  Treachery  and  open  force  were 
both  employed  to  effect  it,  and  the  Country  was  overrun 
with  French  armies.  But  through  the  fidelity  and  good 
conduct  of  those  who  governed  the  young  Duke's  estate  in 
his  tender  age,  but  especiaUy  through  his  own  nndaunted 
courage  and  resolution,  when  he  came  to  head  his  troops  in 
person,  the  French  were  beaten  out  of  every  inch  of  ground 
they  had  gained,  and  this  brare  Prince  remained  to  the  end 
of  his  hfe  superior  to  all  his  enemies  around  him,  so  far  as 
once  to  have  the  French  King  himself  his  prisoner.  In  this 
height  of  power  and  reputation,  Bthelred  King  of  England 
nought  his  friendship,  and  married  bis  daughter,  the  famous 
Emma,  {*),  mother  of  Edward  the  Confessor  ;  Providence 
so  early  preparing  a  way  by  that  Alliance,  for  those  afler 
events  which  advanced  one  of  his  Blood  to  the  Hvone  of 


Richard  II.  simamed  Le  Bon,  i.  e.  the  Good  son  of 
Richard  I.  Sach  a  Simame,  given  to  few  Princes,  because 
few  indeed  have  deserved  it,  does  him  tionoar  enough, 
without  adding  any  thing '  more ;  unless  it  be  this,  (to  ob- 
viate Bsuspicion  of  weakness)  that  he  was  no  less  valiant 
and  wise,  than  good.

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Richard  III.  Son  of  Richard  II.  want«d  only  a  longer 
life  to  render  him  equal  to  any  of  his  predecessors,  having  in 
his  father's  life-time  performed  actions  that  had  raised  a 
great  expectation  of  him.  But  after  a  short  Reign  of  two 
years  he  died  unmarried,  and  so  left  the  Dutchy  to  his 
brother. 

Robert,  simamed  Le  Magn^que,  i.  c.  the  Magnificent, 
or  Liberal ;  which  glorious  Title  he  made  good  by  many 
acts,  both  of  Bonnty  to  Inferiors,  and  of  Generosity  to 
Equals,  I  mean  to  other  Princes  who  needed  and  craved  his 
assistance.  To  him  Henry  T.  of  Prance  owed  no  less  than 
his  Crown,  of  which  on  unnatural  mother  would  have  de- 
prived him  to  set  up  a  yonnger  brother.  By  him  the  dis- 
tressed remains  of  tlie  Family  of  Ethelred  (who  was  his 
uncle  by  the  marriage  of  Emma  his  father's  sister)  were 
preserved  from  the  fury  and  cruelty  of  the  Danes,  and 
Edward  the  Confessor  was  long  kept  and  entertained  at  his 
Court.  More  than  that,  the  noble  Duke  at  a  vast  expence 
raised  a  powerful  army  to  expel  the  Usurpers,  and  restore 
the  injured  Family  to  their  inheritance  ',  but  in  his  passage 
met  with  such  fempestuoos  contrary  winds,  as  forced  him 
with  his  fleet  into  Jersey,  as  Oulielmws  Oemmettcensit  ('), 
(23)  or  as  W<dtingham  and  others  have  it  (t),  into  Qner- 
nezey  f  tho*  I  rather  think  into  the  former,  because  'tis 
added  that  from  thence  he  afterwards  sailed  to  Mont-Sainct- 
Michel  to  which  Jersky  is  much  Hearer  than  Ovemezey. 
Be  it  one  or  the  other  Island,  there  he  was  so  long  de- 
tained, that  die  proper  season  and  opportunity  for  action 
was  lost.  Some  time  after,  upon  failure  of  the  Danish 
Line,  Edward  t/te  Confessor  ascended  the  Throne  peaceably, 
and  then  requited  the  Duke's  kindness  (who  was  now  dead) 
by  raising  the  hopes  of  his  son,  and  giving  him  encourage- 
ment to  look  towards  the  Crown  of  England.  This  son 
was  the  only  one  of  Robert,  and  by  birth   illegitimate,  yet

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for  hia  promising  (jualitiea  iweferred  I>y  hi»  iathet  to  all- 
collateral  relations  in  the  Succession  of  Normandy,  We- 
shall  see  him  by  and  by  with  both  the  Royal  and  Ducal 
Crown  upon  his  head. 

All  these  Princes  shine  in  History,  and  'tis  noted  as  a 
felicity  peculiar  to  Hollo's  Race,  that  none  were  seen  to 
degenerate,  but  like  him  to  be  ail  eminent  in  Peace  and- 
War(*);  which  is  very  true,  lo  far  as  we  have  gone  incur 
account  of  them  -f  \riiile  in  the  same  Age,  the  Descendants 
of  Charlemagne  were  sunk  into  such  prodigious  sloth,  and 
unaptness  for  Government,  that  hafdly  any  trace  appeared 
remaining  in  them  of  the  virtues  <^  their  great  Ancestor. 
For  tix  such  Princes  as  those  above,  to  follow  one  another 
without  interruption,  in  a  continued  series  of  154  years,  and- 
uo  worUilesB  creatore  to  thrust  in,  and  break  the  beauteous- 
link,  is  extraordinary  enough  to  deserve  observation.  Not 
that  they  were  exempt  of  all  blemishes,  but  those  were  less- 
heeded  for  the  sake  of  their  greater  excellencies. 

'Tis  from  the  good  character  of  these  Princes  that  I  am 
left  to  guess  at  the  state  and  coaditlon  the  Island*  were 
in  under  them.  I  say,  left  to  guess,  because  here  Memoirs 
and  Authorities  fail  me.  But  if  a  people  are  mrely  onhi^py 
under  a  good  Government,  it  coi^d  hardly  fare  otherwise 
than  weU  with  the  Islands,  while  such  Princes  ruled ;  which 
is  all  thai  can  he  said  upon  that  subject.  After  Robert,  the 
last  of  the  »is,  comes  his  son, 

WiLLiAU  the  Conqueror,  the  beginner  of  a  new  Bpocha 
in  the  History  of  England,  and  from  whose  Conquest  of 
that  Kingdom  I  date  the  Fourth  and  Last  Revolution 
amongst  us  ;  though  indeed  in  critical  strictness  it  should 
rather  be  placed  in  the  Reign  c^  his  younger  son  K.  Henry 
I.  For  whilst  Robert,  elder  brothel  of  Henry,  held 
.Afomumdy,  after  his  father's  decease,  we  were  his  subjects, 
that  is,  subjects  to  a  Duke  of  Aoratonof^.     But  when  Henry

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Iwd  (Its^Dsmssed  his  brother,  and  added  Normandy  and 
these  Isl&nda  to  the  Kingdom  of  England,  we  then  became 
English  subjects.  Robert'a  Reign  was  so  short,  that  the 
break  it  makes  is  incoosideirable.  Our  subjection  therefore 
to  EngUutd  ra«y,  willi  very  little  error,  and  with  that  small 
<exc^icNi,  be  reckoned  to  bave  commenced  at  the  Norman 
CoHiftieU  an.  1067.  from  which  time  to  this  (*),  are  G64 
jears.  And  if  we  go  so  fin:  tack  as  the  Treaty  betwixt 
P&kfies  the  Simple  and  Rolio  an.  9\2,  it  is  not  less  than 
€19  yean  since  France  yielded  us  up,  and  that  we  have  been 
•under  the  more  ha{^y  dominion  of  other  Powers.  (24) 

Thia  gives  the  inhabitants  of  these  Islands  the  Prece- 
doicy,  as  to|Kiority  of  Time,  before  all  others  their  Majesties 
Mibjecta,  savingonly  the  purely  Englith  ;  Ireland  not  being 
subdned  till  the  R«ign  of  Henry  II.  nor  W<Ues  reduced  till 
tiiat  of  Edward  I.  and  neither  the  one  nor  the  oAer,  per- 
fectly even  then.  Tlius  also  the  Accession  of  Scotland 
happened  not  till  the  b^iniung  of  the  last  Century,  to  say 
•Aothing  of  the  Plamtatietta  abroad,  which,  in  comparison, 
•re  but  of  yestwday.  I  apeak  not  tUs  to  derogate  &om  the 
bomur  of  Kiagdnns  and  Principalities  which  do  vastly 
exceed  us  in  eipeoskHi  of  Country,  and  bave  brought  a  far 
gieatCT  addition  of  Power  to  the  English  Empire ;  but  to 
■denonstnrte  their  Majesties  ancient  and  indisputable  right 
ever  nA,  ud  shew  at  the  «uie  time  how  strong  our  attach- 
ment is  to  England,  which  has  Btood  the  long  Test  of  so 
■May  Ages. 

By  the  Conquest  no  small  change  was  introduced  into  the 
Laws,  Customs,  Manners,  and  the  very  Language  of  Eng- 
land ;  as  it  usually  comes  to  pass  on  the  like  great  Event^. 
In  the  Islands  we  were  not  subject  to  this  inconveirifflice,  for 
a  very  plain  reason,  if  I  nay  presume  to  speak  it,  ru.  onr 
being,  not  on  the  conquered  bat  on  the  conquering  side. 
Oar  OcMutttution  besBg  ia  «U  thiags  like  that  Of  Nbnmmdy, 
could  not  be  affected,  or  any  way  sufier,  by  a  Duke  of  Nor- 
mandy brmgisg  another  Nation  under  his  power  ;  therefore 
it  remained  as  it  was,  and  so  (for  the  most  part)  subsists  to

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this  day  (25).  All  the  change  we  felt,  was,  that  inelead  of 
a  Duke,  we  now  had  a  great  and  pow^ul  King  for  our 
Sovereign,  or  rather  we  had  both  in  the  same  person. 

At  last  this  mighty  Prince,  after  a  Reign  famous  for 
military  exploits,  gave  way  to  fate,  and  met  his  death  in 
JVormandy  by  an  uncommon  accident.  He  had  taken  the 
Town  of  Mante,  and  in  revenge  for  some  contemptaoug 
words  spoken  of  him  by  the  French  King  to  whom  the 
Town  belonged,  he  would  have  it  burnt  and  laid  in  ashes. 
Aa  he  was  riding  through  the  streets  amidst  the  fire  and 
smoke,  pressing  the  execution  of  hb  cruel  orders,  his  Horse 
pitch'd  with  its  forefeet  into  a  sink,  and  in  raising  up  and 
recovering  itself,  the  King  received  such  a  contusion  in  his 
groin  by  the  pommel  of  the  saddle,  that  he  fell  into  a  lan- 
guishing, of  which  he  died  (*).  I  mentioned  before  his 
being  buried  at  Caen,  in  the  Church  of  the  great  Abbey 
founded  by  himself,  where  I  have  seen  his  Tomb.  'Tis  a 
plain  Altar- Tomb,  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir  ; 
and  has  two  Inscriptions  on  it,  one  on  each  side  ;  the  first 
setting  forth  the  Quality  of  his  Person,  and  the  Union  of 
England  and  Normandy  under  him  (f)  j  the  other  reciting 
how  that  Monument  had  been  demolished  by  the  Hereticks 
(meaning  the  French  Protestants)  and  was  now  repaired  by 
the  Religious  of  the  Abbey,  in  gratitude  to  the  memory  of 
their  Royal  Founder  (+).  Such  violation  of  Sepulchers, 
respected  by  the  very  Heathens  themselves  (§),  can  do 
no  service  to  any  cause,  and  brings  reproach  upon  a  good 
one.  (26).

Good  and  eril  were  to  oddly  blended  in  this 
PrHKe,  that  'tis  not  easy  to  hit  his  jost  character.  Valiant 
and  bdd  as  aU  of  RoUo'a  Raoe,  afi^e  and  popular,  gene- 
rowB  a»d  coBftpwMirMtate  ;  but  withal  rash  and  impmdent, 
crednloos  and  inoonstaat,  pndigal  and  giving  witboui 
swaaoie  or  diatinotioB  (f)  ;  <Hice  at  twiee  in  ^ea  Bebellion 
^aiBst  hia  Father,  y«t  rathw  through  tJbe  indncement  of 
others,  than  from  an  evil  di^osition  in  himself.  Such  a 
condDctkov«ver  had  lost  him  much  of  his  Fathw'B  aSectim. 
H«  wag  ramUiog  in  fm-eign  Courts  when  his  Father  died, 
wfaioh  gave  opptfftaaity  to  tVUUam  Rtifiu,  the  Conqueror't 
seeood  aen,  to  hasten  over  to  England,  and  secure  liiat 
Kiagdom  for  himaetf,  leaving  Normandy  to  Robert.  This 
created  a  war  betwixt  the  two  Mothers,  which  ended  in  a 
pa<t  of Biataal  Saoaes«(a,  whereby  En^aitdtaA.  Normandy 
wore  to  be  lejoiiwd  in  the  sarvivor,  in  eaae  the  deceased 
left  no  iasne  (t). 

After  t^HS)  came  on  the  famoo*  Oroitade  for  the  recovery 
of  the  ffoty  Land,  in  whifih  Robert,  engaged,  with  Godfrey 
of  BMUoM  and  other  {hincely  Adventurers.  But  wanting 
Treasure  for  At  diarge  of  sach  an  Bxpediti(m,  he  was 
obliged  to  borrow,  and  found  none  more  ready  to  lend  than 
his  brother  Rhfui,  who  was  not  disjJeased  to  see  him  go  so 
fitr  ont  dt  tite  way,  and  took  core  to  have  Normandy  mort- 
gaged to  hims^  tot  the  security  of  his  nionfy.  The  Duke's 
kaown  valour  and  liberality  had  so  much  recommended  him 
to  Military  Men,  that  he  set  ont  weU  attended;  and  we 
have  stdl  extant  a  list  of  tiiose  Seigneurs  i.  e.  noble  and 
qualified  Persons  of  Normandy,  who  followed  his  Standard, 
and  signalized  themselves  with  bim  in  that  war.     Among

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them  we  find  the  name  of  Renavd  de  Carteret  (•),  a  "HtaX 
and  Family  of  great  Honour  and  Antiquity  with  ua  in 
-Jersey,  where  it  then  held,  and  still  holdi,  the  first  an4 
chief  rank  ;  nor  do  I  doubt  of  the  said  Renavd  being 
accompanied  by  some  of  our  bravest  Islanders,  pursuant  te 
what  is  observed  of  multitudes  going  on  that,  enterprize 
firom  almost  every  part  and  comer  of  Christendom  (f). 

The  Duke  remained  about  five  years  abroad,  and  acquired 
an  immortal  Renown  by  his  many  Heroic  Atchievements.  It 
was  indeed  the  most  glorious  part  of  his  life.  Happy,  if  he  had 
never  looked  back  towards  Europe,  and  had  acceptedof  the 
Crown  rii  Jerusalem,  which  after  the  taking  of  that  City  from 
4he  Infidels,  was,  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  all  the  Princes  in 
the  Christian  Array,  tendered  to  him.  But  news  coming  of 
the  death  of  WiUiam  Rufus,»aA  of  the  vacancy,  (as  was  rea- 
sonably supposed)  of  the  llirone  of  England,  Robert 
thought  it  more  eligible  to  go  fill  that  Throne  (which  now 
was  his  by  a  double  right,  viz.  his  birth,  and  the  agreement 
with  Rufus)  and  reign  over  the  English  and  his  own  Nor- 
mans, than  to  take  upon  him  the  Government  of  a  newly- 
erected  and  yet  unsettled  Kingdom.  How  great  must  his 
Disappointment  be,  to  find  at  his  return  the  place  already 
taken,  and  himself  once  again  supplanted  and  circumvented 
by  another  younger  brother  !  This  was  Henry  Beau-cler«, 
third  son  of  the  Conqueror,  who  happening  to  be  in  England 
and  present  at  the  death  of  Rufus,  took  the  advantage  of 
Robert's  absence  to  step  betwixt  him  and  the  Crown.  For 
a  while  these  two  Rival-Brothers  tried  their  strength  cuie 
against  the  other.  Valour  and  Right  were  on  the  side  of 
Robert,  but  those  could  not  stand  against  the  power  of ' 
English  Gold  (i),  by  raemis  whereof  Henry  was  enabled  to

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•any  Ae  war  into  Normandy,  witii  the  resolution  not  to  leave 
hia  brother  even  That,  but  to  strip  him  of  all.  By  the  same 
means  the  Fidelity  of  the  Normam  was  corrupted,  and  th& 
unfbrtimste  Duke,  deserted  and  betray'd,  fell  into  the  hands 
of  the  Usurper  of  his  Birth-right,  who  caused  him  to  be. 
transported  into  England,  and  riiut  up  close  prisoner  ia 
Cardiffe-Ctutle,  with  his  eyes  put  out.  There  he  languished 
many  years  in  darkness  and  misery,  till  with  the  extreme, 
indignities  his  unnatural  brother  continued  even,  then  to 
throw  upon  him,  his  great  heart  broke.  Nor  could  he  obtaia 
so  much  as  a  decent  Tomb  to  cover  him  when.dfiad,  that 
under  which  he  lies  in  Gloceiter-Catkedral  being  only  o£ 
wood,  as  Mr.  Camden  observed  iu  surveying  those  parts  (*)^ 

I  have  been  the  more  particular  iu  my  account  of  this, 
greatly  injured  Prince,  because  he  was  thelastofourDnkes. 
For  since  him  we  have  had  none,  but  either.  Kings,  in  whom 
the  Royal  Dignity  absorbed  the  Ducal,  or  mere  titular. 
Dukea,  who  are  of  no  consideration  in  this  place.  I  must 
fiirUier  do  him  the  justice  to  add,  that  notwithstanding, hia 
Misfortunes,  and  the  Triumphs  of  his  Brothers,  he  certainly, 
was,  as  the  eldest,  so  the  worthiest  of  the  three.  He  had 
&ults,  but  they  had  greater,  and  he  had  virtues  which  they; 
had  not.  It  was  their  duplicity,  and  his  open  and  generous 
heart,  that  gave  them  all  the  advantages  which  irom  first  to 
last  they  gained  over  him,  that  lifted  them  up  and  cast  him 
down.  I  conclude  in-the-words  of  aningemoua  Author  (i')^ 
That  as  the  noble  exploits  which  he  performed  in  the  Holy 
War  may  atone  for  many  errors,  so  they  much  outweigh, 
and  are  better  viorth  than  all  t/iat  his  Brot/iers-  ever  did. 
And  so  -I  pass  to  - 

Hkkry  I.  From  the  death  of -the-  Conquerori  Roberfi 
ReigQ  over  na  in  these  Islands  had  caused  a  cessation  of  ouc 
depencboce  npon,  and  subjection  to  English  Kings,  where- 
unto  we  were  now  brought  back  by  Henry..    But  wheb  'tis

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said  Uiat  after  Henry  had  orerthrown  hia  brotber,  he  did 
unite  ("),  or  did  annex  (t),  Nbmandy  and  these  Is- 
taods  to  the  Kingdom  of  England,  tbo8«  Learned 
Men  who  thus  apeak  cannot  be  nnderatood  to  have 
meant  it  of  a  proper  incorporating  Union,  but  only  of  s 
Conjnnction  of  the  two  States,  England  and  Normandy, 
nnder  one  Head.  For  those  remained  no  less  distinct  than 
before,  and  he  wbo  was  a  King  in  England  wag  truly  no 
more  than  a  Duke  in  Normandy  and  in  these  Islands.  But 
of  this  only  by  the  fray. 

King  Henry  now  reigned  on  both  sides  of  the  water,  in 
fiill  possession  of  all  that  had  been  the  Conqueror's,  and  no 
doubt  flattered  himself  with  the  hope  of  transmitting  the 
same  in  as  ample  a  manner  to  hts  Son.  '  Me  had  hone  but 
him  legitimate,  therefore  to  secure  a  Posterity,  of  which  he 
%a8  most  desirous,  he  married  him  yonng  (t),  to  a  daugther 
of  the  Eail  of  Anjou,  and  withal  made  him  Dake  of  JVor- 
mandy.  Sometime  after  the  solemnity  of  the  Nuptials,  and 
a  Peace  made  with  France,  the  King  attended  by  the  new- 
married  Couple,  and  a  nnmerous  Court,  came  to  Bar- 
fieur  {%),  m  order  to  embark  for  England.  Every  thing 
hitherto  had  succeeded  proapeTonsly  to  Henry,  but  now  such 
a  Calamity  hefel  him  as  was  judged  to  be  a  stroke  of  the 
ftvenging  hand  df  Heaven,  pursuing  him  for  his  injustice  and 
cruelty  to  his  brother.  This  Son  and  Heir,  from  whom  he 
looked  far  a  long  succession  of  Kings  to  enjoy  the  great 
Acquisitions  he  had  made,  was  on  the  sadden  snatched 
away,  by  a  strange  and  surprizing  Fate,  vdiich  denied  the 
unhappy  Father  even  the  poor  satisfaction  of  gracing  hia 
dead  Son  with  a  funeral.  For  the  Shiptbat  carried  him  was 
lost,  and  He  perished  in  the  waters,  never  seen  or  heard  of 
more.    With  him  died  two  more  of  the  King's  children,  a

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SOB  and  a  dangKter,  besides  many  fenona  of  the  finrt  rank, 
and  of  both  §exefi,  mostly  tbe  young  and  gay  part  of  the 
Court,  vho  had  obose  to  go  with  the  Prince  ;  in  all,  with 
the  ship's  erev,  to  the  number  of  near  three  hundred  ;  the 
irhole  manner  and  circumataoces  of  whidi  dreadfiil  Ship- 
wreck may  be  seen  at  large  in  Ordericus  Vitalis  (•),  who 
lived  at  that  time,  bat  are  too  long  to  be  inserted  here.  I 
shall  only  make  use  of  him  to  cwrect  an  error  in  the  First 
Edition  of  my  Book,  relating  to  this  afihir. 

I  say  there  pa^.  11,  speaking  of  the  Prince  and  his  Com' 
pany,  that  they  were  driven  by  a  storm  among  thete  Islands, 
and  were  east  away  wpon  Casquet,  a  dangerous  Rock  two 
leagues  West  of  Alderaey,  where  they  miserably  perished. 
I  quoted  in  the  margin  my  Authority  for  mentioning  Cat- 
qitet  thou^  it  seemed  hard  to  me  to  conceire  how  they 
shoold  be  carried  so  &r  out  of  the  way,  while  the  ship  in 
which  the  King  was  hcJd  its  course  with  a  fair  wind  to 
England.  I  sought  whether  there  might  not  be  another 
rock  <^the  same  name,  nearer,  and  more  in  the  passage,  and 
finding  none  I  acquiesced  in  the  Authority,  and  set  down 
Caaqtiet  as  I  found  it.  In  Orderic  the  matter  appears 
very  plain.  For  he  tells  us  that  the  rock  on  which  they 
split,  covered  at  high-water,  which  is  not  applicable  to 
Casquet ;  and  what  is  yet  plainer,  that  the  dismal  cries  and 
shrieks  of  those  who  found  themselves  perishing  were  heard 
from  the  shore  i  moreover,  that  when  the  T^de  was  down 
the  swik  ship  remained  dry  on  the  aands,  and  the  treasure 
that  was  in  it  was  saved.  All  (Jus  shews  that  they  went 
not  far  beyond  the  Harhoar,  and  were  lost  on  some  one  or 
other  of  those  many  rocks  which  lye  thick  about  Barjlettr, 
and  make  the  going  in  and  coming  out  very  perillous,  as  is 
observed  by  flie  French  coasters  (t),  who  must  know  tiie 
tame  well. 

He  Prince  had  very  imprudentiy  ordered  Wine  in  1^^ 
quantities  to  be  given  to  the  Seamen,  so  that  they  were  all 
drunk  when  the  signal  was  made  for  sailing.     They  let  the

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King  go  before,  boasting  that  they  would  soon  overtake> 
him,  and  stitted  not  till  it  wag  daric,  whereas  they  could  not. 
have  too  much  light  to  see  their  way  through  so  many 
dangers.  The  ^ssengers  themselves,  if  not  drunk  like  tbe> 
seamen,  were'  intoxicatod  with  something  else,  for  they 
scoffed  and  laughed  at  the  Priest  and  ReUgioua  Men  who- 
came  on  boaid  to  pray  for  a  Blessing  on  the  Voyage  ;  inso- 
much that  afew  others  more  serious,  disUking  such  libertine- 
Company,  left  the  ship,  went  back  a-sbore,  and  by  so  doing. 
had  their  lives  preserved.  fVaUingham  (")  rqiorts  of  this 
Prince,  that  he  had  threatened,  if  ever  ha  reigned-  over  the- 
English,  he  would  make  them  draw  at  the  plough  like  oxen  /. 
BO  early  did  he  betray  an  hereditary  dispositioii  to  Tyranny, 
and  Cruelty. 

Wbatevei  power  Time  might  have  to  moderate  //enry's. 
grief  for  the  loss  of  his  Son,  it  could  not  cure  bis  Ambition. 
'JHiat  Son  being  no  more,  for  the  sake  of  whom  and  of  a- 
Poiterity  he  had  involved  himself  in  so  much  Guilt,  an 
opportunity  lay  now  before  him  to  make  some  atonement,- 
by  at  least  restoring  Normandy  to  his  brother,  still  living 
and  his  ^naaaa.  Or  if  that  poor  Prince's  Blindness  ren^- 
dered  him  unfit  to  govern,  he  had  a  Son-  capable  of  it,  to- 
whom  right  might  have  been  doae.  But  Henry  woold  part. 
with  nothing.  Still  desirous  of  an.  Heir,  he  sought  to> 
obtain  him  by  a  second  Marriage ;  but  in  this  he  was. 
crossed  again  by  Providence  ;  se  that  at  his  Death  be  left 
only  a  legitimate  Daughter  (t),  who  carried  his  great 
Estates  into  another  Family,  viz.  the  Plantagenets  of  Anjou, . 
and  in  him  the  Male  Line  of  our  ancient  A*ortnan  Dttkes- 
was  wholly  extinguished.  Thus  was  an  end  put  to  that. 
Race,  when  through  the  Ambition  and  unnatural  Feuds  of 
the  Conqueror's  Sons,  it  declined  from  the  Justice,  and. 
Mercy,  and  other  Princely  Virtues  of  its  first  glorious 
Founders. 

I  have  said 'that  Henry  left  a  Daughter,  in  whom  the 
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'Right  of  Snccession  lay,  being  tegilimate.     But  although 

«he  lived  to  see  Two  Vacancies  of  the  Throne  due  to  her 
Birth,  yet  through  an  adverse  Fate  which  seemed  to  pursue 
Henry's  Children,  she  was  kept  out  of  it  to  the  last.     She 

"is  known  in  our  Histories  hy  the  name  of  the  Empress 
Mathilda,  or  Mavd,  and  was  then  Wife  of  Jeffrey  Planta- 
^enet.  Earl  of  Anj'oa  ;  but  had  been  so  before  of  Henry  V. 

'Emperor  of  Germany,  whereby  she  acquired  the  Title  of 
Empress,  retained  by  her  ever  after.     He  who  disputed  her 

■the  Throne  upon  the  Death  of  her  Father,  was 

Stephen,  Son  of  a  Daughter  of  the  Conqueror,  and  so  far 

lie  [oevailed  as  to  get  and  keep  Possession,  though  with 
much  contentiim  and  trouble,  till  he  also  died.  Then  came 
in  her  Son 

Henry  It.  by  whom  she  was  again  excluded,  hut  whe- 
ther with,  or  without  her  consent,  is  no  part  of  my  subject 

-to  inquire.     This  King  in  extent  of  Dominion  surpassed  all 

liis  iWleceBsors.     For  besides  England  and  Normandy, 

vhich  came  by  his  Mother,  be  inherited  of  bis  Father  the 
Counties  of  Anjou,  Maine  and    Touraine ;  and  by  Mar- 

Tiu;e  with  Eleonor,  Heiress  of  Guyenne  (whom  Lewis  VII. 
King  of  Prance  had  imprudently  piit  away)  that  noble 
Dutchy,  with  the  Em-Idom  of  Poictoa,  and  other  appurte- 
nances reaching  as  far  as  the  Pyrenees,  came  likewise  into 

''his  hands :  So  that  he  was  Master  of  well-nigh  one  half  of 
France,  and  to  him  the  better  and  more  valuable  half  on 

-account  of  the  easy  Communication  of  those  Provinces 
with  England  by  Sea. 

In  this  Reign  began  the  Declension  of  the  Abbey  of  St. 
Helier  in  Jersey,  once  the  Glory  of  this  Island.  I  men- 
tioned before  how  it  was  founded  by  a  Norman  Nobleman, 
in  honoar  of  the  Martyr  of  that  name.  It  stood  on  the 
same  Plot  where  now  is  the  Lower  Ward  of  Elizabeth- 
Cattle,  and  was,  if  not  a  magnificent,  yet  a  handsome 
Fabrick,  as  one  might  judge  from  part  of  the  Church  yet 
in  being  within  my  remembrance  ;  and  if  there  be  Truth 
in  the  Tradition,  that  All  betwixt  the  Castle  and  the  Town, 
wbichthe  Sea  now  overflows,  was  then  rich  Meadow-land, 
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the  Situati(»i  must  needs  be  very  delightful  (27).  It  was 
endowed  with  b  good  Revenue,  both  in  the  Island  and  in 
Normandy.  It  was  filled  with  Canons  Regular  of  the  Order 
of  St.  Avguitint  living  under  a  Discipline  and  Government 
that  gave  Reputation  to  the  House  (*).  Such  was  the  State 
of  it  when  the  Empress  Maud,  passing  from  England  into 
Normandy,  and  meeting  with  danger  at  Sea,  made  a  Vow 
that  if  it  i^eased  God  to  deliver  her  from  the  Distress  she 
was  in,  she  would  build  an  Abbey  in  the  place  where  she 
should  come  to  land,  which  proved  to  be  Cherbourg.  Mind- 
ful of  her  Vow  she  sent  for  Robert,  Abbot  of  St.  Helier  in 
Jkksbv,  and  committed  the  Work  to  his  Care,  as  one  well 
versed  in  such  Afihirs  (f).  Thus  was  the  Abbey  built,  and 
called  de  Voto,  from  the  Express's  Vow ;  and  in  reward 
of  his  service,  Robert  was  made  th«  first  Abbot  of 
it,  witliout  relinquishing  St.  Helier  .-  Yet  so  that  the  Two 
Houses  remained  distinct  and  separate,  although  they  had 
but  one  and  the  same  Superior.  And  so  far  no  harm  was 
done  ns.  But  it  was  soon  after  suggested,  that  the  Endow- 
ment t£  the  New  Abbey  fell  short  of  what  was  requisite  to 
auj^tort  the  Dignity  of  a  Royal  Foundation,  and  thereftve 
the  King  was  moved  to  have  St.  Helier  laid  and  annexed  to 
it ;  which  was  done,  to  the  great  prejudice  and  detriment 
of  the  Island.  For  whereas  before,  the  whole  Estate  of  St. 
Helier,  (which  says  R<Aertui  tie  Monte  (i),  was  tripliciter 
ditior,  i.  e.  thiice  richer  than  the  other)  had  used  to  be 
consumed  and  ^>ent  within  the  l8land,the  same  must  theucer 
forth  be  carried  over  to  Cherbourg,  after  a  snudl  portion 
reserved  for  the  raaintenance of  a  Prior  and  a  few  Canons. 
And  now  it  must  no  longer  be  called  the  Abbey,  but  the

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Priortf  of  St.  Helier  ,*  and  on  that  foot<^  a  Priory  it  stood 
until  the  Reign  of  Henry  V.  when  all  Priories  Alien  were 
mi[^reHed,  both  in  England  and  in  tbese  Islands  (*).  By 
its  beiag  thus  made  a  Cell  to  Cherbourg,  it  came  to  be 
involTed  in  the  Fate  ^  those  Hooses,  and  fell  along  with 
them ;  which  coold  not  have  been,  bed  it  remained  an 
independent  Abbey  as  it  waa  at  die  first.  Its  Riun  would 
at  least  have  been  protracted  to  the  Times  of  Henry  VIII, 
which  swept  away  indiscriminately  aU  snch  Religious 
Foundations.  To  finiidi .  this  account  of  the  Abbey  or 
Priory  of  St.  Jhlier,  all  Lands  «r  other  Possessions  what- 
soever belonging  to  it  within  the  Island,  were  seized  into 
the  King's  hands,  and  are  at  this  day  part  of  the  Roy^ 
Domaine.  Tlie  Fdiriok  mouldered  away  with  Time, 
nothing  remaining  but  the  CSioir  <^  the  Church,  which  was 
kept  up  for  a  Chapel  to  the  Castle  ;  and  even  of  Hat  there 
is  not  a  Sttme  now  left  standing,  it  being  demohshed  to 
make  room  for  Lodgments,  and  to  enlarge  the  Parade. 

To  Henry  II.  snoceeded  his  Son 

Richard  I.  i.  e.the  i'trrt  ofthe  name  aa  King  of  fn^^d, 
but  the  Fourth  as  Duke  of  Normandy.  Tbi*  is  the  last  of 
Engtith  Kingt  that  hdd  Normandy  by  an  allowed  and 
uncontrorerted  Right.  For  thoogh  both  He  and  his 
Predecessors  were  almost  peipetaally«t  war  with  the  French, 
yet  the  Dispute  was  not  about  the  Htle  to  that  Dutchy, 
but  about  other  Matters  and  Incidents,  such  as  frequeiitly 
happen  and  beget  di&tences  betwixt  neighbouring  Powers. 
AU  this  while  Normandy  and  these  Islands  were  so  intimately 
conjoined,  that  they  made  but  One.  Their  Intwests,  both 
Civil  and  Religious,  wcce  the  same.  Families  residing  in 
die  Islands  bad  Lands  and  Possessions  on  the  Continent, 
and  so  vice  verii.  Briefly  it  may  be  said,  that  in  every 
thing  we. were  as  much  Normata  as  the  Normans  them- 
sdves.  But  now  the  time  was  come  when  all  these  Ties 
which  united  us  to  them  and  diem  to  us,  must  be  dissolved, 
and  the  Islands  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  Normandy, 
unless  in  tfae  way  of  Ennemity  and  Hostility.     What

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In  the  mean  time  Arthur  was  laid  under  safe  Coefody,  in 
the  Castle  of  Ro&en,  there  to  wait  his  Fate.  It  vas  not 
long  e're  the  old  ^een  died,  and  then  his  Tarn  quickly 
came  to  go  after  her,  but  by  what  kind  w  manner  of  Death 
was  variously  giveB  out.  Sometimes  it  was  said,  that  he 
died  in  his  Prison,  of  mere  grief  and  angnish  of  AKnd  ;  at 
other  times,  that  endeavouring  to  escape  by  swimming  over 
the  Seine,  which  runs  under  the  Castle-walls,  he  perished 
in  that  River.  And  no  wonder  if  those  and  other  like 
Reports  w»e  raised,  on  purpose  to  divert  the  attention  of 
Men  from  the  true  Author  of  his  Death.  Those  Writers 
who  most  iavour  King  John,  are  forced  to  confess  that  he 
was  diffamatui  (*),  to  nm  their  own  word,  t.  e.  charged  by 
common  Fame  with  the  Morther  of  his  Nephew.  But 
D'Argeatri  ia  positive  in  the  mattw,  and  roundly  calls 
them  MetUeuri,  i.  e.  Liars  and  Sycophants,  who  went  about 
to  clear  the  guilty  King  ;  and  is  particniarty  angry  with 
MatthetD  Parit,  for  saying  only  of  the  Prince  nAitd  evantdt, 
i.  e.  he  vanished  ta  disappeared  <m  the  sadden,  as  though  he 
had  sunk  into  the.  Earth.  He  Relatim  which  he  himself 
gives  is  indeed  very  Tragical.  John,  saith  be,  (t),  leading 
his  Nephew  after  him,  as  a  Lamb  to  the  Staughter,  brought 
him  from  Ro&en  to  Cherbourg,,^  more  jftivaey  and  better 
opporttatitiei'to  ditpatch  him.  There  one  day,  late  in  the 
evening,  foUotoed-  only  by  a  few,  ke  got  on  horseback, 
making  the  Prince. ride  be/ore  him,  then  leaving  his  Atten- 
dants behind,  he  went  on  along  the  Coast,  till  he  had  found 
a  place  fit  for  his  purpose,  which  was  a  high  Giff  hanging

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otier  the  Sea.  Being  got  there  with  the  Prince,  fte  spurred 
hia  Horte  up  to  him,  and  with  his  Sword  ran  him  through 
the  Body,  the  poor  Prince  crying  in  vain  for  Mercy.  That 
done,  he  pulled  him  to  the  ground,  and  dragging  him  by 
the  /eet  to  tie  brink  of  the  Precipice,  flung  him  to  the 
bottom  in  the  Water,  not  being  yet  quite  dead,  nor  was  the 
Body  ever  seen  afttrwards.  On  the  Authority  of  so  grave 
an  Hutoriao,  I  venture  to  speak  more  affirmatively  oov, 
and  with  greats  assurance,  concerning  this  most  wicked 
Fact,  than  I  did  in  the  first  Edition  of  my  Book,  where  I 
left  it  aa  doubtful  and  uncertain.  Having  moreover  been 
twice  at  Cherbourg,  and  retaining  still  a  remembrance  of 
the  Coast  aoA  CU&  about  it,  every  thing  there  appears  to 
me  to  agree  with  his  Narration. 

When  the  News  came  into  Bretagne  of  the  Death  of  their 
young  Duke,  and  by  what  hand  the  barbarous  Deed  was 
coouttitted.  Horror  and  Indignation  filled  every  Breast  (*). 
A  general  Assembly  was  called  to  meet  at  Vennes,  where 
they  unanimously  joined  in  an  earnest  Petition  to  Philip 
Augustus  to  do  Justice  upon  the  Mnrtherer,  who  (they 
said)  was  accountable  to  him  as  his  Vassal  and  Fendatory . 
"nioBe  of  Anjou,  Poictou,  &c.  came  in  also  with  the  like 
Addresses.  This  was  exactly  what  Philip  wanted,  and 
encouraged  under  hand.  For  as  it  flattered  his  Pride  to 
have  a  King  of  England  cited  to  stand  at  his  Bar  nnder  the 
ignominious  circunutaneea  of  a  Criminal,  so  he  well  under- 
stood how  great  a  gainer  he  should  be  by  all  those  vast 
Forfeitures  which  John's  Condemnation  would  bring  in  to 
him.  Nor  was  be  in  pain  about  the  event  of  a  War,  by 
reason  that  to  pursue  so  foul  a  Murther  with  just  and  de- 
served Vengeance,  would  not  look  like  other  Wars  kindled 
by  Ambition,  but  rather  like  a  sort  of  Holy  fFor,  which  all 
Men  would  fevour  and  wish  well  to.  And  though  in  all 
this  aftur,  he  acted  only  out  of  private  and  selfish  Views  of 
his  own,  he  knew  how  to  conceal  those  under  the  specious 
shew  of  doing  right  to  the  injured.  Not  to  say  that  Kiaga,

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siataace,  but  oat  of  Aversion  to  the  Person  of  their  King  (*), 
What  wBs  it  then,  that  kept  our  People  from  being  carried 
along  with  the  Stream,  and  foUoring  others  in  m  general  a 
Defection  ?  That  which  most  readily  occurs  is  this,  viz.  that 
using  the  Sea  man  than  the  other  Normans  on  the  Conti- 
nent,  and  making  frequent  Voyages  to  England  (where- 
ever  since  Duke  fFiUuim's  Conquest  of  that  Kingdom,  the 
Ports  had  at  all  times  been  free  and  open  to  them)  they 
became  better  acquainted  with  the  English,  and  by  much 
and  long  mtercourse  had  contracted  a  strong  liking  and  in- 
clinatim  to  them  and  their  Manners  ;  so  that  when  things 
came  to  that  pass,  that  they  must  absolutely  declare  them- 
selves French  or  EnglUh,  th^y  preferred  the  latter  as  the 
more  eligible  Ccmdition.  But  still  it  will  be  asked,  what 
prospect  ?  what  probable  hope  had  they,  or  could  they  have, 
of  being  able  to  withstand  a  Power  so  vastly  saperim  to 
them  ?  Did  they  think  they  were  a  Match  for  France  f 
Would  not  a  rash  and  Iruitless  Opposition  serve  only  to 
aggravate  their  Misfortunes  ?  There  is  no  answering  these 
and  other  like  Questions,  but  by  resolving  All  into  a  kind 
and  favourable  J^ovidence,  which  graciously  intending  to 
preserve  these  Islands,  both  then  and  in  after-time,  from 
Slavery  and  Superstition,  inspired  our  People  with  the  bold 
Rescdntiofl  of  manfully  defending  themselves,  and  was  pleased 
to  bless  that  Resolution  with  success. 

So  long  as  these  Islands  remained  under  the  Covert  and 
Shelter  of  Normandy,  they  seem  to  have  stood  in  no  great 
need  of  Fortifications,  unless  perhaps  against  the  Breiont 
with  whom  the  Gorman*  had  frequent  Contests.  But  the 
great  superiority  of  These  made  Those  less  feared.  And 
as  -  to  any  danger  from  the  Wan  with  Prance,  there 
could  be  little,  or  none,  the  Scene  of  those  Wars  being 
mostly  in  the  Upper  Normandy  (f),  and  upon  the  Frontier, 
and  consequently  distant  from  us.  The  French  could  not

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ctmie  at  tu  bat  by  first  taking  in  the  Lotoer-^/brmandy,  and 
advancing  their  Conqneata  to  the  Sea-coast,  as  they  now  did. 
Not  that  the  Uandt  were  wholly  naked  and  defenceless,  it 
baing  certain  that  in  Jirsbt  Oouray-Catde  (for  example) 
aioDe  eaUBAMmt-Orgueil,  waa  already  then,  and  had  been 
leng  befoES  a  considerable  Fc^tiesa  ;  to  say  nothing  of 
Gromez  Cattle,  which  also  was  a  place  of  strength,  and  fO 
poasibly  were  some  others.  Bat  sore  it  is,  that  the  Ports 
and  Landing-places  had  been  left  too  much  exposed  to 
Descents,  which  gave  opportunity  to  the  French  to  gain 
entrance  into  the  Islands.  Nerertheless,  though  they  so 
fair  ^vaikd  at  that  tinM,  they  could  not  keep  their  gnnind. 
liuiy  woe  beaten  out  again,  and  forced  to  retire  with  loss. 
TtkKs  cane  a  second  time,  yet  neither  then  could  they  main- 
tain tbamialsea  against  a  Fe(^^  resolved  to  peri^  rather 
tbu  &llnndar  their  Vamtit.  At  the  I^eai  holden  before 
the  Itenerant  Jodgas  sent  to  Jm&iv  in  Edward  the  Second't 
Beign,.it  vaaaatfortfaby  fVitliam DemaTOft (*),  the  King'f 
Advocate,  That  a  certain  King  of  Fraace  {meaning  Philip 
Avgusttts)  had  ditinherited  John,  King  of  England,  of  the 
DtUe^  if  Normandy,  aad  had  alto  twice  ejected  him  out 
vf  thae  blandt,  &c.  Btit  thai  the  taid  King  John  had 
twice  re-mmqwred  the  taid  Jtkuidt,  &c(t).  This  wai 
spAsB  afies  the  usual  manner  of  cou^Umenting  Princes,  to 
lAom  Viotoaiet  nod  Saccesaes  are  ascribed  in  which  they 
•ddtnu  han  an;  penonal  share.  For  it  was  notontil  the 
Uands  had  Bude  that  Brave  Stand  now  montioned  tiiat 
Ki>g  John  exerted  himself  in  their  bdialf,  and  then  indeed 
ka  did  it  mnnly  and  vigonraaly.  No  sooner  was  he  a^^zed . 
of  the  hazasd  they  nm  of  being  orca-powered,  and  bom  down

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Bt  last,  should  the  French  return  with  a  greater  Force,  bntlie, 
not  thinking  it  enough  to  send  over  the  necessary  snccoun, 
hastened  htmself  in  person  to  animate  the  People,  and  keep 
up  their  Courage  by  his  presence  among  them.  Wherein  he 
behaved  so  differently  from  the  rest  of  his  Conduct  at  th&t 
memorable  Juncture,  that  'tis  matter  of  just  Astonishment. 
For  all  Writers  take  notice  of  his  prodigious  and  almost 
incredible  Indolence  under  all  his  great  Losses.  Whikt 
hardly  a  day  passed  without  bringing  him  intelligmce  of 
some  of  hia  Castles  or  Towns  taken  by  Philip  he  stood  like 
one  in  a  Lithargy,  stirring  neither  hand  nor  foot,  unmoved  and 
unconcerned  at  all  that  happened.  Neither  the  Rsproaches 
and  Upbraidings  of  the  English,  nor  the  lond  Cidla  and 
Cries  of  those  A^miKiRf  who  yet  stack  to  him,  coold  awtike 
him  out  of  his  Insensibility,  and  pot  him  upon  Action. 
Let  the  Fate  of  Ro6en  be  brought  in  for  instance,  Tbat 
great  and  populous  City,  by  having  been  the  Conrt  and 
Residence  of  the  Aorman  Dukes,  had  acquired  the  Dignity 
of  8  Capital,  from  which  it  must  look  to  be  degraded  by 
returning  under  the  French.  TliBt,  with  other  reasons, 
made  it  retain  an  inclination  for  Jo/tn  and  resolve  to  abide  a 
Seige,  in  hc^  of  relief  from  him  in  case  of  need.  Bat 
when  the  Town,  reduced  to  extremity,  sent  to  him  for 
Assistance,  the  Deputies  could  hardly  obtain  s  hearing, 
and  then  were  dismissed  with  this  short  answer,  That  he 
could  not  kelp  them,  and  they  must  shift  for  themselves  as 
welt  as  they  could  (*).  They  found  liim  playing  at  Chess, 
intent  only  on  his  Reasures  and  Diversions,  and  at  their 
return  made  such  a  report  of  his  Neglect  and  Snpineas, 
that  the  Town  immediately  capitulated.  Now,  is  it  not 
wonderiul,  that  this  very  same  I^inca  should  on  the  sudden 
rouze  himself  up,  shake  off  his  Sloth,  and  8y  to  the  Aid 
of  a  few  small  Islands,  who  till  then  had  looked  on  the  loss 
of  whole  Provinces  with  the  greatest  coldness  and  indifie- 
rence  ?  He  might  indeed  have  some  kindness  tor  these , 
Islands,  as  they  had  been   part  of  his  Appuiage  before  he 
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«u  King.  For  as  such  they  weie  givea  him  by  his  Brother, 
and  Predecessor  Richard  I.  with  other  Landa  in  England 
and  Normandy.  But  surely  that  could  not  work  him  up  to 
inch  a  pitch  of  zeal  and  concern  for  us,  which  was  lika 
putting  life  into  a  dead  Man.  And  what  then  miut  we 
think  of  this  ?  How  shall  we  account  for  it  ?  It  can  be 
done  DO  otherwise  hut  by  recorring  again  to  a  special 
Providence  that  watched  for  the  Safety  of  these  Ishuids, 
and  considering  John  only  as  the  Minister  of  that  Provi- 
dence. Had  he  acted  of  himself  all  the  Roles  of  Human. 
Prudence  would  have  led  him  to  neglect  as,  that  he  might 
attend  to  other  I^rts,  whick wanted  him  no  less,  and  were- 
of  br  greater  Moment  to  him  than  we.  For  tho'  we- 
woold  not  be-  thought  so  inconsideraUe  as  to  deserve  no 
ngard.ta  be  had  to  us,  we  have  not  the  Presumption  to. 
bncy  ooiselvea  of  equal  importance  with  Dominions  and 
Territories  like  those  which  this  wnhqtpy.  Prince  so  meanly. 
suffered  to  be  torn  and  wrested,  irom  him.  Therefore  I 
oonclade  that  it  was  purely  for.  our  sskes,  and  for  our 
Hnservation,  that  such  a  Spirit  wb8  pat  into  him  ;  and  am 
bold  to  say,  that  few  I^aces  have  been  so  evidently  tba 
Care  of  Heaven  as  these  Islands. 

Whatl  chiefljAim  at  in  dwelling  and  insisting  so  nuich.on 
this,  is  to  stir  npin  the  present  Inhabitants  of  these  Islands, 
my  loving  Countrymen,  a  just  and  grat«ful  Sense  of  ao 
visible  a  l^otection  fimn  above  ;  and  remind  them  of  taking; 
care  that  they  render  not  themselves  unworthy  of  the  conti- 
nnanceofitjbyiadnlging  Sins  and  Vices  which  provoke  God 
to  forsake  a  People.  'Tis  true,  that  the  great  Deliverance  ia 
this  Reign  was  wron^t  for  ouz  Fathers  more  than  500  Years 
ago;  but  *tisno  leas  true,  that  the  same  Deliverance,  in  the 
issue  and  consequences  of  it,  reaches  down  to  us  also,  their 
late  and  distant  Posterity  ;  with  the  farther  addition  of  a 
Blessing  which  they  had  not  the  happiness  to  enjoy,  viz.  the 
Profession  of  the  True  Religion.  For  those  our  Fathers 
lived  before  the  Days  of  the  Reformation,  and  all  they  could 
in  their  time,  and  in  their  Circumstances,  be  concerned  to 
Struggle  and.  contend  for,  was  only  the  Maintenance  of 
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ibeir  Temporal  Bights  end  liberties.  IWy  rod  Hm 
FrenehhoA  the  asme  ReUgtoq  and  Worship.  So  tlmt,  tipon 
rapposition  of  their  hsving  been  given  np  into  the  IiBnd<  of 
flie  Latter,  they  would  in  that  respeet  IiaTe  been  in  do  vorae 
condition  thafi  they  were  before.  Bnt  then,  apon  the  same 
sn|q>oaition,  nrhat  mast  have  become  cff  na  theb  Children  ? 
lia  plain  that  a^  the  Inheritance  they  conid  bare  left  us, 
most  ;;haTS  been  Popery,  and  Wooden  ^loet,  Hie  wretdbed 
Lot  and  Portion  of  oar  Neighbtmr-Normans  in  tbeirpresent 
State  nnder  the  French. 

To  retnmtoKing  John,  vbom  vehsre  leftin&elilBnda, 
hecodd  notbutbemncK  pleated  iridi  a  People  tliathad 
bdiaved  so  well,  and  accordingly  was  Terj*  Hbend  (tf  bis 
&voats  to  them  (29).  He  visited  the  Islands  wiA  ^tet.% 
care,  viewed  those  weaker  Places  which  liad  let  in  fbe 
French,  and  oaiued  the  same  to  bs  fortified,  fle  s^^int«d 
proper  Officers,  under  tha  Name  of  Warderu,  or  Keepers, 
to  have  a  watebfnl  eye  over  the  Ports  and  Harboots  (*),  so 
that  none  snipected  to  ctmie  witb  an  hostile  intention  ndgbt 
be  suffered  to  land.  And  having  provided  for  tiie  HiHtary 
Defence,  he  next  took  into  conaideration  tiie  Civil  Stat»  dl 
the  Islands.  He  set  ns  free  from  all  Foreign  Dependancn, 
and  settledns  upon  oarown  Bottom.  Mattcn  that  in  the 
last  resiHt  used  to  be  carried  to  the  Duke's  •Stehiquier  (f), 
in  JVbrmanrfy,  be  drew  to  himself  and  Ins  Comicil  in 
England.  7U1  others  he  left  to  be  determined  within  otir 
ownselveB,  by  a  Royal  Court  irfiieh  he  instituted  in  each 
of  the  two  l^inrapat  Islands,  Jsrbbt,  and  Ouemezey  ($), 
He  gave  na  a  Body  of  ComtitxtioTts,  whiiih  have  been  tiie 
Fonndation  of  all  onr  Ftsnchises  and  Immnnities  to  this

But  I  find  him  agiun 
ia  iaassr  (*),  in  the  fifteenth  Year  of  his  Bei^,  t.  e.  l^iae 
Yean  only  before  his  Dest^ ;  wbi(^  I  Aake  for  a  further 
IVoof  of  hiA  Care  ofna,  oontinned  to  the  laaf,  and&om 
which  even  the  TVoubles  he  nas  then  under  by  the  BtSbsUion 
«fihis  Buons  oonld  not  divert  him. 

Hern  Then  I  reflect  on  theigiest  Obligations  we  have  to 
An  King,  aodhow  well  he  deaerved  of  ns,  it  gaevea  me 
that  I  nmtot  allow  myself  to  apeak  of  ihim,  consistniUy 
wiUi  IVuth,  in  terms  whioh  might  testify  onr  Grratitode, 
anddohoooor  tohia  Memory.  Bat  his  iFanlts  in  Govein- 
ment,and  Vioes  .in.pnsate  life,  weie so flagmnt  and  'Do- 
toptoui,  that  they  oanin  no  wise  be  iOiceitted  or  pMliated. 
Unhiqipy  Piinee  I  So  stained  with  Gailt,,ttnd  tank  in  Fame* 
diat  even  'lliey  to  whom  he  was  the  greatest  Bfme&ctoTf 
must  beashamed  to  <9>enlheir  'Months  in  his  Commen- 
dMion.  All  that  can  tmly  be  mid  of  him,  is.  That  he  mu 
the  Instmment  of  Providence  Jor  oar  good. 

I  obsecvad  before  that  while  Normandy  and  these  Islands 
Went  together,  some  iGentlemen  had  passeBsioni  in  botii< 
Tha  now  was  grown  impracticable,  eaeh  of  the  two  va^j 
Kings  threatning  to  seize  the  Lkndfl  of  those  who  idid  not 
instandy  withdraw  from.nnder  tho  Obedience  of.bis  Enemy^ 
and  join  themsdves  to  him.  Andas.it  .was  vary  SAtoial, 
so  the  practice  generally  ran  fer  Gentlemen  to  stich.to  that 
ridewheretiiey  had  most  to  lose.  Tims  in  Jbrsbt  Ftocla- 
laation  being  made  for  the  Seigneurrde  Paimei,  id^OrtiUe, 
PiiKl,'OoiMiiendet,d'AtateviUe,  du<Pourmet,  ^Orglondret, 
&c.  to  repair  to  the  bland  under  .pain  irf  Confiscation  and 
fiebdlion,  and  thermniabnlk  of  -their  Estates  lying  in  Nor-

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mandtf,  'tie  do  Woadei  if  seeing  they  must  be  Losen  some' 
where,  they  choose  to  be  so  where  their  Effects  were  leasi 
considerable.  On  the  ether  hand,  the  iSeij^eur  lie  St.  06en, 
tfthe  Name  and  Famfly  of  Car/ere^  postponing  all  views  o£ 
Interest  to  those  of  Duty  and  Honour,  and  remaining  nn- 
moreably  fixed  in  his  Allegiance  to  England,  had  his- 
Lordships  of  Carteret  ('),  AngevUle,  and  diverse  others  (t),- 
which  be  held  in  Normandy,  and  were  his  ancient  Patri- 
mony, taken  from  him,  and  made  Forfeitures,  whereby 
none  lost  and  suffered  so  much  as  he  ;  those  Lordships  and 
Lands  in  JVormandy  much  exceeding  in  value  his  Jbrsry 
Estate.  Of  the  Merit  and  signal  Services  of  this  Family  to 
the  Crown  of  England,  in  msintuning  its  Rights,  and' 
asserting  its  Interest  in  these  Islands,  under  all  TWns  and- 
Changes,  some  of  them  discouraging  ena«gh,  the  foHowing 
Sheets  will  aflbrd  fiirther  instances'  (30). 

I  have  enlarged  on  this  Reign  greatly  beyond  the  former, 
it  having  been  of  all  others  the  most  IVying  and  Critical 
Reign  with  us.  It  was  That  which  rmt  and  severed  us  ftomi 
Normartdy,  our  Mother-Country,  once  a  Land  of  Brethren 
uid  Friends,  but  now  of  Enemies ;  for  such  to  us  the 
Normans  became  by  tiieir  Coalition  with  the  French  ;  and. 
the  more  dangeroos  Enemies  for  their  being  so  near  uB,  and 
as  it  were  at  our  doors,  (31).  Therefiwe  when  hereafter  I 
speak  of  the  i^VenrA,  and  of  their  Hostilities  against  these 
Islands,  I  woold  be  understood  to  include  the  J^ormans  with- 
them,  as  no  less  adverse  to  us  than  they,  since  our  Separa- 
tJcm  from  Hem.  But,  to  make  us  amends,  in  this  Reign> 
also  it  was,  that  we  had  the  honour  to  be  taken  into  a  nearer 
Relation  to  England  than  before,  something  like  aa 
Adoption,  the  more  grateful  to  ns  as  it  made  no  matmal 
alteration  in  our  Constitution.  From  being  mere  English 
StAjects,  we  then  came  to  be  reputed  Englishmen  {X)  *

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Bad  we  are  proud  of  the  Name,  yet  reckon  it  a  happiness  to 
be  safiered  to  live  under  our  own  Laws,  and  enjoy  our  ancient 
Usages,  tho'  it  must  necessarily  keep  up  a  sort  of  Distinction 
betwixt  the  itrictly  English  and  us.  Some  Writers  (*) 
Aot  well  acquainted  with  our  affiairs,  have  ao  made  ua  One 
-with  England  as  to  lay  us  within  a  particular  County,  viz, 
Hampshire.  But  this  ia  a  great  mistake.  Hampshire  ia- 
■«leed  ia  one  of  the  nearest  counties  to  ua  (f)  whose  Ports 
we  mostly  frequent  fin  CcMumerce  (32.)  On  any  other  sc- 
coont,  we  have  as  little  to  do  with  it  as  with  Northumber- 
land, the  remotest  from  us.  In  short,  these  Islands  are 
properly  A  peculiar  of  the  crown  op  enoland  ;  and  as 
in  England  the  Legislature  is  the  Sovereign  with  his  Two 
Houses  of  Farliameut,  so  here  'tis  the  same  Sovereign  with 
his  njost  honourable  Privy  Council. 

By  this  time  I  suppose  the  Reader  is  pretty  well  informed 
of  what  we  have  gone  through,  to  come  at  our  present  Set- 
tlement. It  remains  to  speak  of  the  vain  Attempts  made  by 
Xhe  French  in  the  succeeding  Reigns  to  break  in  upon  us, 
which  will  not  require  so  long  a  deduction  as  the  preceding 
.Transactions. 

Hknry  III,  Son  of  King  John,  lost  his  Father  being  him- 
self but  Tea  Years  old,  which  proved  happy  for  him  and  the 
Kingdom^  contrary  to  the  more  usual  fate  of  Minorities. 
The  Quarrel  betwixt  John  and  his  Barons  had  risen  to  such 
a  height,  that  they  had  set  up  Lewis  Son  of  Philip  Augus- 
tus, against  him.  At  their  invitation  the  Prince  came  over, 
&nd  a  cruel  War  ensued  in  the  Bowels  of  the  Kingdom. 
Bot  the  King  dying,  the  same  Barons,  in  pity  to  the  Youth 
and  Innocence  of  his  Children,  returned  to  their  Duty,  and 
fell  off  from  Lewis  ;  who  not  willing  to  let  go  his  hold,  sent 
for  a  reinforcement  from  France.  Those  Troops  were  met 
at  Sea,  and  defeated  ;  which  obliged  Lewis  to  drop  his 
{vetensious,  and  retire.    The  chief  Commander  of  the  Fleet

I  confess  I  have  no  direct  Authwity  for  Hm 
last  INu-ficolar,  but  it  imtat  be  for  Tltat,  at  for  some  otha 
Action  of  no  less  Merit  with  him,  that  Henry  some  Yean 
after,  under  an  apprehension  of  dsjiger  to  the  Islands,  is- 
sued  forth  his  Royal  Mandate  to  the  Brnmuof  the  Cinqme- 
PorU,  to  go  to  their  assistance  upon  the  first  aotiee  fpiHa 
the  Crovemor  ;  adding  ibr  a  reason  of  such  his  Care  e4  t]iem> 
That  they  had  deserved  welt  of  him,  and  he  owed  tkem 
both  Commendation  and  thanks  (f).  The  same  regard  be 
retained  for  them  so  long  as  he  lived.  For  albeit  the  Tnn~ 
bles  he  met  with  in  the  After-ConiBe  of  his  Reign  dxtef  him 
into  a  dishoDonrable  Treaty  with  France,  by  which  he 
yielded  up  JVormattdy  (J)  to  that  Crown  upon  very  mieqoal 
Considerations,  he  never  would,  nor  did,  make  CessioB  of 
these  Islands.  The  French  on  t3te  other  side,  tho'  the 
said  IVeaty  was  wholly  in  their  fevonr  and  to  their  advui- 
tage,  conld  not  yet  rest  satisfied  with  it.  Still  they  were 
uneasy  to  see  tliesa  Islands  in  English  huida.  Where- 
fore in  the  Very  next  Iteign,  which  was  that:  of 

Edward  I,  they  made  a  fresh  assault  npon  them,  in  whteK 
they  succeeded  no  better  than  in  the  firmer.  Ilie  Feo^ 
stood  sfontly  on  their  defence,  and  drore  back  thoM 
Invaders.  Them  is  still  to  be  seen  remaining  npon  Re- 
cord (§)  (33),  the  PMvision  tfaat  was  made,  by  order  finm 
the  King,  fi»  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  such  of  the  Inha-

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titants  as  were  slain  in  the  Conflict  they  had  with  the 
Enemy  ;  with  Gratifications  to  others  that  had  signalized 
themselves,  or  sustained  any  considerable  Loss,  on  that 
occasion ;  which  gratifi cations  were  extended  (o  some  of  the 
Clergy  (')  (34),  who  in  these  Islands  have  always  been 
examples  to  the  rest  of  Zeal  and  A&ction  to  the  English 
Government. 

Edward  II,  was  so  nearly  allied  to  France,  by  hia  marry- 
ing Isabel,  daugther  of  one,  and  sister  of  three  of  their 
Kings,  that  in  his  time  there  was  Peace  betwixt  the  two 
Crowns,  and  we  also  ceased  to  be  molested  from  that 
Quarter.  But  we  could  hardly  have  suffered  more  from  a 
French  Invasion,  than  we  did  from  -the  unhappy  Adminis- 
tration of  Aifeirs  in  this  Reign.  The  Commotions  in 
England  occasioned  by  it  are  well  known.  Our  particu- 
lar Grievance  was,  an  open  violation  of  all  our  most  valua- 
ble Rights,  by  the  Judges  of  Assize  coming  to  the  Islands, 
and  bringing  innumerable  vexations  upon  the  Inhabitants, 
Not  only  Publick  Privileges,  and  Publick  Grants,  but 
Private  Inheritances  and  Properties  were  called  in  question. 
No  Man  was  secure  of  ought  he  possessed.  There  was  no 
end  of  plying  us  with  Qtto  Warrantos.  And  as  if  it  had 
not  been  enough  to  be  thus  persecuted  at  home,  the  poor 
People  for  fiirther  trouble  were  remitted  to  a  long  and  char- 
geable attendance  on  the  Courts  at  Westminster,  directly 
contrary  to  our  Fundamental  Constitution,  which  exempted 
us  from  the  Power  and  Jurisdiction  of  those  Courts.(35)  The 
consequence  of  such  Usage  must  have  been  the  depopula- 
ting of  the  Islands,  and  thereby  laying  them  open  to  the 
French.  But  after  some  Years  sufering,  and  under  a  better 
Reign,  viz.  that  of  Edward  III,  upon  a  Petition  of  the  two

Ebwaud  III  ^8  pursuit  ai  his  Claim  to  the  Crown  of 
/'Vo/tce  by  Arms,  brought  (fur  old  Ememies  agslD  Dpon  us, 
who  gave  us  several  unwefeome  Visits  during  that  femoaa 
(Controversy.  Philip  de  Valois,  to  whom  the  States  of 
thiit  Kingdom  had  adjmlged  the  Snccession,  i^eventiag  his 
Competitor,  hod  prqjated  and  equipt  a  poweriVil  Navy  (f), 
which  he  now  sent  under  three  Admirals,  JIu^  Queriel, 
Babuchet,  and  another,  to  cruise  in  the  Channel,  and  (if 
possible)  keep  Edftsanl  at  home  upoh  the  defensive,  instead 
of  his  ailning  at  Conquest-s  ^biroad.  llies  was  tfie  Coast 
of  England  greViously  spoiled  and  anndyed  by  the  Enemy, 
the  rich  trading  Town  bf  Sovthampton  sack*  and  plundered 
by  them,  and  these  Islands  more  feriouidy  set  npon  tfam  ^^-er 
they  had  bteen  before.  Insonnrch  that  Gverrtezey  fell  into 
their  hands,  the  strong  Castle  of  Cornet  (till  that  litne 
thought  impregnable)  not  e^icepted.  They  fared  not  so 
weR  in  JbrbeV,  being  repulsed  before  Mont-Orgueil^ 
Castle  (+),  yet  did  n  great  deal  of  damage  to  the  open

Tbe8«  Issaltfl  of  the  French  alarmed  the  Parliana«Bt  in 
England,  sod  drew  a  Repreaentfttion  from  it  to  the  King, 
Ta  keep  the  Sea,  and  to  purvey  for  the  Navy,  and  to  Ue/eud 
the  Jstei  of  Jrrssv  and'  Qemiey  (f),  the  good  eflsct  of 
which  waseeea  soon  after:  For  the  very  next  Year,  thai 
Mighty  Fleet,  consisting  of  no  less  than  a  Uundisd  and 
twenty  Capital  ^upa,  betides  two  or  three  Huadied  othen  > 
fA  less  burthen,  and  carrying  Forty  Hioasaad  Men,  Abr^- 
mmni,  Bntsta,  Genoese,  &c.  totUes  geat  de  fait  el  de  mer, 
as  Froitsart  qjeaks  (+),  i.  e.  all  resolute  fellows  and  vsed  to

Thus  was  the  Evil  which  that  Fleet  had  done  to  England, 
and  to  these  Islands,  repaid  with  Usurr. 

All  this  while  the  French  were  Masters  of  Guemezeij, 
and  held  it  three  whole  Years.  And  tho'  it  was  happy  fur 
Jehsev  to  have  got  rid  of  them,  as  was  said  above,  it  could 
not  but  be  deeply  concerned  at  the  Misfortune  and  Cala- 
mity of  its  Sister-Island,  without  rescuing  of  which  it  very 
well  understood  its  own  Safety  would  always  be  precarious. 
For  such  is  the  Site  and  Nature  of  these  Islands,  that  the 
same  Fate  must  ever  attend  them,  and  the  Loss  of  One 
(I  speak  of  the  two  Principal)  will  necessarily  sooner  or  later 
draw  the  Loss  of  all  the  rest  after  it.  The  Deliverance  o>f 
Guernezey  was  too  great  an  Enterprize  for  those  of  Jersbt 
to  go  upon,  on  their  own  Strength  alone.  But  hearing  of  a 
Fleet  ready  to  sail  from  Englandvii^  Recruits  for  the  King, 
and  of  Orders  given  to  the  Commanders  Reynold  de  Cobham 
and  Jeffrey  de  Harconrt  to  attempt  in  their  way  the  recovery 
of  the  Captive  Island,  they  raisedaContributionof  six  thou- 
sand four  hundred  Marks  (t)  for  that  Service,  went  out  and 
joined  the  Fleet,  and  assisted  in  retaking  both  the  Island 
and  the  Castle  ;  many  Jersey- Men  of  note  losing  honou- 
rably their  Lives  on  that  occasion,  as  the  Sieursde  Vinchel^z, 
de  Matravers,  des  Augrez,  de  Garis,  de  la  Hougue,  Lem- 
priere,  and  other  Leaders  specially  named,  besides  private 
Adventurers  (J). 

The  Victory  before  Sluys  was  but  the  Prelude  to  those 
many  Great  Actions  which  followed  in  the  progress  of  this 
War,  and  gained  so  much   Glory  to  Edward.     For  more

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than  twenty  Years  together,  Hiatory  scarce  speaks  of  ought 
else  but  of  his  Triumphs  and  amazing  Successes.  Those 
also  were  Times*  of  rest  and  quiet  to  these  Islands,  the 
French  being  in  no  condition  to  give  them  any  disturbance. 
In  those  happier  days  there  was  an  Honour  intended  to  tis 
of  Jerssy,  which  it  may  not  be  improper  to  mention. 
The  King  of  Navarre,  breathing  Revenge  for  some  pre- 
tended Injuries  done  to  him  by  the  French,  desired  to  join 
Arms  with  Edwardr  and  proposed  Jersey  (*),  as  a 
eommodious  phice  for  the  two  Kings  to  rendesvous  at  with 
their  Forces,  and  thence  to  pass  into  Normandy,  where  the 
Former  had  a  powerful  Interest.  To  this  Edward  agreed, 
and  put  to  Ses  from  the  Thamet  with  a  Royal  Navy, 
steering  directly  for  Jersbt.  But  being  forced  back  by 
contrary  Winds  into  Portsmouth,  and  there  understanding 
that  the  felse  and  fickle  Aofarroiff  had  reconciled  himself 
to  the  French,  (37),  he  went  and  landed  at  Calais,  This 
Prciject  of  the  two  Kings  to  enter  ^ormandtf  by  the  way  of 
these  Islands,  though  it  csnie  to  nothing,  seems  to  have 
kept  up  ever  since  in  the  Minds  of  the  French  a  jealousy, 
lest  they,  viz.  the  said  Islands,  be  one  time  or  other 
made  a  Bridge  for  the  English  to  visit  them  on  the 
Continent. 

Propositions  «nd  Overtures  of  Peace  were  often  made, 
which  brought  on  only  now  and  then  a  short  uid  ill-kept 
IVuce.  In  one  such,  betwixt  Edward  and  Philip  de 
Valois,  at  the  beginning  of  the  War,  I  find  these  Islands 
comjo^hended  by  Name.  It  is  there  articled,  "  That  if  any 
"  Place  was  then  besieged  oy  either  of  the  two  Kings,  or 
"  their  Confederates,  in  Gascony,  Aquitaine,  the  Isles  of 
"  Qemeteye  or  Genesete,  the  Siege  should  be  raised  upon 
"  notice  of  the  Truce  (t)."  At  last  came  on  the  famous 
TVeaty  of  Bretigny,  at  a  time  when  Edward  was  in  his

pof.  3Q4.  1  bareuoly  to  add,  that  it  l^^lnai'abcea  Mid  and  nodcratovdi 
that  in  the  l>e>ty  of  BreligDy,aReacr>aiiiin  waaiu»d«  «rUu*8l»lMid>lo 
Eaglaodt  and  il  wuat  b«  fosnd  in  ttua  Clauact  or  so  where. 
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Xiuerneiey,  and  t^e  rest>  w%iich  Edttard  actually  axA 
quietly  then  held  Bnd  possessed ;  and  the  same  was  added, 
lost,  the  French  fibould  ^tond  that  they  had  acquired  a 
Right  to  them  by  the  Surrender  of  NoTniRndy.  Now  I 
oaaailt  hat  observe  again  a  special  ProvidMiee  in  this 
ResertatioD  made  ta  onr  fevour.  Fof  while  Edward  was 
tbus  I>art«ring  away  Croons  and  Provinces,  how  small  a 
matter  was  it  fol  Wm  to  thpow  a  few  Islands  into  the 
BargaiB  ?  He  Who  could  so  easily  part  with  so  fine  a 
CoHHtty  as  Normandy,  what  cbuld  make  him  stick  at 
giving  up  these  Islaads  along  Wit4t  it  i  What,  I  say,  but 
an  hivisiUe  Power  over-mliag  his  Counsels,  and  restrain- 
hig  bim  from  doing  'Fbat  which  vonid  ^ve  determined 
Wit  Ruin  beyond  tX\  hopes  of  R«medy  ? 

AIlhoBgb  in  t^e  ExectftiOB  rf  the  Treaty,  faHutea  and 
HoQ-perforOiances  tX  Articles  were  ctnMplained  of  on  both 
sides,  yet  still  the  face  ttnd  ftppeitranoe  <rf  a  P<»tce  subsisted 
fiw  abottt  nine  Years,  *hen  the  War  broke  ont  again  with 
Che  Mrae  fo^,  bttt  not  with  the  same  success  to  Mngland 
fts  befffl«.  EdKOrd  was  tio»  on  tbe  decline  &f  his  Life, 
etifeebled  both  ia  Body  Mtd  Mitsd  with  th«  Labour  and 
FatigRe  of  so  long  a  Cdnlfefiei<».  IHis  brave  Son,  the 
BMck  Prince,  la>f  laaguishing  onder  ft  Chnwieal  Distem- 
per, vr^ch  earned  bkn  otf  whvn  his  FaOier  sad  his 
ComOfy  nvDBt  Dteeded  h»n.  The  Kingdom  was  exhausted, 
Md  foA  of  IMscontenls.  On  the  contrary,  the  French  had 
greatly  t«tnev«d  their  Af!^irB,  end  hod  on  the  1%roae  a 
King  in  the  Flowtfr  of  his  Ag^  of  a  cool  ^ead  (*),  and 
great  Wisdom,  tfabnfee  cilled  Chmrhtie  Sage,  i.  e.  Vhartes 
tJte  tyise,  who  knowing  his  Advantages  was  iadeed  too 
wise  net  to  lay  bold  <A  them  aad  pursue  them.  In  fine, 
what  tbnmgfa  his  own  welKcanocned  Measuum,  «b«t  thro' 
file  Valour  of  his  renowned  Can&tiStb,  or  XJeneral,  Bertrand 
dtt  0«eBciin,  he  so  prevailed  end  beemne  in  a  few  Y^aa 
superior  to  Edward,  that  the  Latter  had  very  little  left  him 
hi  Fftmce,  not  only  of  what  he  had  won  with  hfe  Slvord,

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but  also  of  what  antecedently  and  of  antieat  Ki^ht  hu 
Predecessors  had  enjoyed  in  tliat  Kingdom. 

Let  us  now  see  what  Share  these  Islands  had  in  that, 
astonishing  reverse  of  Fortune. 

Not  long  after  the  Rupture,  the  French  let  us  know  that 
they  had  not  forgot  us.  Normandy  was  now  theirs  again, 
but  it  would  not  content  Ihetn  unless  we  were  theirs  too. 
Charles  had  at  his  Court,  and  in  bis  Service,  one  Yvajis  (*), 
of  the  Blood  of  the  antient  Kings  of  Wales,  an  irreconcilable 
Ekiemy  to  Edward  and  to  all  the  English,  on  account  of 
his  Father  having  been  put  to  Death  for  pretended  Rebelhon, 
and  he  himself  bereaved  of  his  Inheritance.  Inflamed  with 
B  desire  of  Revenge,  and  being  particularly  versed  in  Sea- 
afiairs,  none  was  thought  so  fit  as  He  to  be  employed  in 
reducing  these  Islands.  And  so  with  a  good  Fleet,  and 
four  thousand  Landmen  given  him  for  that  Expedition,  he 
sailed  from  Harjleur  in  JVormandy,  and  finding  Guernesey 
first  in  bis  way,  he  began  with  That.  The  Islanders  i^- 
oeived  him  with  great  Bravery  at  his  Landing,  but  being 
over-powered,  they  were  obliged  to  give  back,  leaving  four 
Hundred  of  their  Number  dead  upon  the  Shore.  The 
Castle  was  ne^it  beseiged,  and  vigorously  assaulted,  hut 
so  well  defended,  that  Charles,  who  did  not  imagine  Uiat 
the  gaining  of  it  would  have  proved  so  difficult  a  Work,  re- 
called his  Troops,  and  sent  Yvans  upon  another  Enterprize. 
The  old  Chronicle  of  Flanders  (f)  speaks  of  Hostilities 
against  the  same  Island  of  Ouernesey,  by  the  Admirals  of 
France  and  Castitle  (X)  the  Year  before  K.  Edward  died.

him.  It  KB*  that  fatal  Expedilioo  into  Cufife  that  occaaiooed  the  Rupture 
of  the  Peace  of  Sreligny,  and  coUBequently  all  the  Caiamiliei  eniuing  there- 
upon. Thia  Noteiaadded  to  take  off  (he  ■eeming-  drangeneia  of  aCajri/Ioa 
Heel  conlUK  aptinat  thcae  lalaoda. 
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But  these  came  only  as  Pjrates  and  Robbers,  for  the  sake 
of  Plunder.  We  must  not  expect  that  Jersey  should  be 
without  having  its  turn  to  sutler.  And  indeed  the  most 
terrible  Storm  of  all  fell  upon  it.  For  the  Constable  of 
Prance  himself,  mentioned  above,  not  thinking  it  a  Dispa- 
ragement to  bis  other  Conquests  to  add  this  Island  to 
them,  resolved  to  make  it  feel  the  weight  of  his  Arms.  He 
had  observed,  says  the  Author  of  his  Life  (*),  tltat  tfie 
Situation  of  Jersey  and  Guernesey  very  muck  favoured 
the  Descents  of  the  English  into  Bretagne,  where  the 
War  had  spread,  and  raged  as  hot  as  in  France,  and  where 
be  himself  then  was,  warring  against  the  English  ;  for  that 
hy  laying  up  their  Stores  and  Provisions  in  those  Islands 
so  near  at  hand,  they  were  easily  and  readily  supplied  from 
thence  tehen  they  wanted.  D'Argentri  in  like  manner  tells 
as,  that  Du  Ghietclin  eyed  these  Islands  as  la  retraite 
teure  des  Anglois  (f), «-  e.  the  sure  retreat  of  the  English. 
Finding  it  therefore  necessary  to  deprive  them  of  that 
retreat,  he  came  suddenly  to  Jersey,  at  the  head  of  an 
Anny  of  ten  thousand  Men,  wherein  were  the  Duke  of 
Bourbon  and  the  Flower  of  the  French  Chivalry,  and 
encamped  before  Mont-Orgueii-Castle.  It  does  not  appear 
that  the  Inhabitants  oflered  to  dispute  his  Entrance  into 
the  Island,  which  probably  would  have  been  in  vain. 
They  pat  all  their  hopes  under  God  in  the  Strength  of 
the  Castle,  and  in  the  Coarage  of  those  brave  Men  who 
were  in  it  to  defend  it.  Nothing  was  omitted  on  the  part 
of  the  Assailants  that  could  be  done,  after  the  manner  of 
carrying  on  a  Siege  in  those  days.  Some  of  the  Out-walls 
were  thrown  dowD  hy  Sap,  which  did  not  affect  the  main 
Body  of  the  Place.  At  ,laat  it  came  to  a  Composition, 
That  they  within  should  surrender,  if  not  succour'd  before 
MicheelmaS'day  next  ensuing  ;  and  the  Constable  should 
break  up  his  Camp,  and  depart.  Such  Compositions  were 
then  pretty  freqnent,  and  continued  so  to  be  a«  long  as  there

the  Words  of  Mezeray  (•)  ;  and  they  seem  to  have 
been  introduced  for  saving  the  HoDoiir  of  both  Parties, 
tvhen  alike  tired  and  wearied  with  a  Siege.  The  Constable 
heiiig  returned  into  Bretagne,  -soon  after  heard  that  am 
English  Fleet  had  appeared  at  Sea,  coming  to  relieve  the 
iC'astle  (t) ;  And  thus  en^d  that  Afiair,  and  the  Castle 
remained  untakeo.  This,  I  think,  was  the  only  Place 
belonging  to  England,  which,  when  all  others  that  he  at- 
tack'd  fell  before  him,  baffled  -the  Arms  of  that  great  and 
fortunate  Warrior. 

Richard  II.  Son  of  the  Black  Prince,  bad  his  Grand- 
father's Crown  and  Wars  devolved  upon  him  together  and 
at  once  ;  a  burthen  to  which  a  Child  who  was  but  elevrai 
Years  old  must  needs  be  very  unequal.  Edward  nistly 
dreading  the  conaeqifnces  of  -a  Minority  in  such  a  Conjanc- 
ture,  would  have  renewed  the  Peace  of  Bretigny,~^caA.  reoeded 
from  many  of  his  Pretensions.  Bat  the  French,  elated  "with 
their  good  fortune, -stood  aloof,  and  would  only  consent -to  a 
short  Suspension  of  Hostilities,  which  was  already  expired, 
when  Richard  began  his  unhaj^y  Reign.  Unhappy  indeed, 
not  only  to  the  Kingdom,  but  moreover  to  himself.  Under 
it  nevertheless  all  was  quiet  in  these  Islands,  and  the 
FrewcA  never  went  about  to  give  us  any  trouble.  Of  which 
unusual  forbearance  towards  us  the  reason  must  be,  as  I 
conceive,  That  having  formed  a  Design  -to  ret^ate  upon 
England  the  Evil  it  had  done  them  in  Edward'*  Days  (f ), 
and  relying  with  great  assurance  on  the  vast  and  almost 
incredible  Frepuations  they  had  made  ht  an  Invasion  and

it  would  have  been  absurd  for  them,  and  perfectly  needless 
(whilst  th«y  were  so  conMeat  of  carrying  their  Point)  to 
turn  their  Arms  this  way,  shice  they  very  well  knew  that 
the  Fate  of  the  said  Kii^dom  'would  determine  ours,  and 
that  the  gaining  of  it  mutt  of  course  throw  us  into  theii; 
Hands.  Aiid  when  that  Design  was  laid  aside,  and  the 
two  Crowns  did  agree  upsn  s  truce  of  eight  and  twenty 
Years,  which  was  strengthened'~by  the  Marriage  of  Ricftard 
with  babel',  the  Fremh  King's  Daughterj  their  hands  were 
then  likewise  tied  by  that  Convention  from  acting  against 
D6.  This  Interval  of  c^m  and  Tranquillity  in  these  Islands; 
whilst  Richard  reigned,  came  very  seasonably  to  relieve  us, 
and  give  us  time  to  breathe  after  our  former  Sufferings. 

Henry  IV,  not  contented  to  have  dethroned  his  Cousin 
Richard,  was  prompted  by  his  Guilty  Fears  to  take  away 
that  poor  Prince's  Life  also,  which  inhuman  act  made  him 
deservedly  odious  both  at  home  and  abroad.  At  home,  he 
was  perpetually  haunted  with  Plots  and  Rebellions.  From 
abroad,  he  was  defied  and  insulted  (t).  Being  obliged  for 
his  security  to  keep  a:  Power  at  Sea,  there  followed  a  bloody 
Engagement  betrwixt  it  and  a -Fleet  under  the  Admiral  of 
Bretagne,-  wherein-  the  English  were  worsted,  lost  forty 
Ships,  and  had  above  two  thousand  Men  Killed  ortaken 
Prisoiiers.  When  by  that  Victory  the  Enemy  had  cleared 
the^Sea  of  the  £n^^isA,  they  fell  upon  these' Islands  ;  and 
though  for  want  of  being  provided  with  things  necessary 
for  a  Siege,  they  could  do  nothing  against  the  Castles,  they 
wrought  all  the  Mischief  and  Damage  they  were  able  to  the 
Inhabitants  (t).  And  this  is  atl  I  find  in  this  Reign  that 
particularly  concerns  us.  ■

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Henrv  V.  was  no  soouer  on  the  Thronn  bat  he  Ui'd 
Claim  anew  to  the  Crown  of  France,  which  Claim,  though 
not  expressly  dropt,  yet  had  lain  dormant  during  the  two 
last  Reigns.  The  War  began  in  JVormandy,  which  Henry 
had  mainly  set  his  Heart  upon,  both  as  it  was  very  desirable 
for  its  own  sake,  and  as  it  would  open  a  way  for  him  to 
penetrate  further  into  France.  In  reducing  that  part  of  the 
Co&tantin  near  us,  wherein  are  the  Cities  of  Ca&tance  and 
Avranckes,  the  Towns  of  Oranville  and  Pont-Orton,  and 
the  strong  Place  of  Mont-Saint-Mlchel  (*),  these  Islands 
were  of  good  Use-  and  Seryice,  as  on  other  accounts,  so 
particularly  in  being  a  safe  Station,  in  those  short  and 
narrow  Seas,  for  the  English  Shipping  that  attended  upon 
the  Army  on  Land.  The  Duke  of  Clarence,  Henry'% 
Brother,  commanded  that  Army  (f)- 

Now  according  to  a  received  Tradition  with  us  in  Jersey, 
it  was  at  this  time  that  Mont-Orgueil-Castle,  ao  often  men- 
tioned already,  obtained  the  Name  it  now  bears,  being 
t>efi:n*e  called  Gouray-Castle  (J),  from  the  Village  of  Gouray 
which  lies  hard  by  it.  And  the  said  Name  of  Mont-  Orgueil 
does  so  exactly  suit  and  tally  with  the  lofty  Situation  and 
noble  A[^>earance  of  the  Castle,  that  he  must  have  been  well 
Acquainted  with  it,  and  have  taken  a  good  Observation  of  it, 
who  first  gave  it  a  Name  of  such  Propriety  and  Significancy. 
For  it  stands  on  a  high  rocky  Promontory,  joined  to  the 
main  Island  by  a  low  and  narrow  Isthmus,  and  proudly 
overlooks,  (I  had  almost  said)  threatens  the  neighbouring 
Coast  of  Normandy.  I  took  up  too  hastily  (p)  with  the 
common  Opinion,  which  makes  the  King  himself  the  Author 
of  that  Name.  Having  found  since  that  Henry  capie  no 
farther  this  way,  nor  nearer  to  us,  than  Caen,  I  rather  now

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inclioe  to  ascribe  the  same  to  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  who, 
as  was  said  before,  commanded  in  these  Parts.  Whilst  that 
Prince  lay  about  Coutance,  in  full  sight  of  Jhksey,  'tis 
scarce  conceivable  bat  that  either  Curiosity  would  move  him, 
or  the  very  Service  he  was  upon  would  oblige  him,  to  make  a 
trip  hither;  which,  both  in  his  coming  and  return,  needed  not 
take  up  above  eight  and  forty  houra  at  most.  And  being  here, 
and  seeing  a  Castle  that  made  so  stately  a  Figure,  and  had 
of  late  gained  a  great  reputation  by  the  repulse  it  had  given  to 
the  Constable  of  Prance,  it  was  very  natural  for  him  to  think 
it  deserved  a  more  Honourable  JVame  than  That  which  it 
borrowed  from  a  mean  though  antient  Village.  After  that, 
when  the  same  Prince  came  to  make  a  report  of  his  Expe- 
dition to  the  King  his  Brother,  he  could  not  fail  acquainting 
him  with  what  he  had  observed  concerning  this  Castle  ;  nor 
could  the  King  thereupon  do  less  than  order  it  to  be  well 
looked  to,  and  to  have  all  that  fiirther  done  to  it  which 
might  add  to  its  Security  and  Ornament  (•).  D'Argetitri 
takes  notice  of  the  English  being  bo  very  jealous  of  this 
Castle,  that  no  Frenchman  was  sufEared  to  come  within  the 
Gate,  without  being  first  blind-folded  (f).  Notwithstanding 
all  this  Caution,  and  the  intrinsick  Strength  of  the  Place,  a 
way  was  made  for  the  French,  to  get  into  it,  and  seize  upon 
it,  in  the  latter  end  of  the  weak  Reign  of 

Henry  VI.  which  happened  in  this  manner.  During 
die  Contest  betwixt  that  unfortunate  Prince  and  Edward 
IV.  for  Uie  Crown,  Queen  Margaret,  Wife  of  Henry,  went 
into  France  to  crave  Succour  of  Lewis  XI.  who  then 
reigned.  She  herself  was  a  French  Woman,  daughter  of 
the  Duke  of  Anjou,  and  nearly  related  to  Lewis.  But  that 
wary  and  politick  King  would  not  be  seen  openly  to  con- 
cern himself  in  her  Affoirs,  for  fear  of  renewing  the  War 
with  England,  which  bis  father  Charles  VII.  had  not  long 
before  terminated  by  the  total  Expulsion  of  the   English

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out  o(  France  (').  However  uaderhand  he  connived  at  ber 
transacting  with  a  great  Lord  of  Mirmandy  (f),  named- 
Peter  de  Brezf,  Count  de  Mavievrier  (*),  to  this  Effect  ; 
That  in  consideration  of  the  Aid  and  Assistance  he  should 
bring  to  King  Henry  her  Husband,  these  Islands  should  be 
made  over  to  him  and  his  Heirs  for  ever,  to  hold  them  inde- 
jwndently  from  the  Crown  of  England.  Being  one  who 
had  eminently  distinguished  himself  in  the  War  against  the 
English,  and  acquired  a  great  Nameamong  the  Soldin'y, 
He  soon  got  together  a  Body  of  two  thousand  Veterans; 
whom  be  took  with  him.  into  England,  and  there  did  as 
much  Service  as  could  be  done  in  support  of  a  declining  and 
sinking. Cause  (§)^  In-'  the-  mean  time,  to  make  sore  of 
his  Reward  (vastly  exceeding  and  ditpropmtionate  to  any 
service  he  could  do)  he  sent  one  Surdevat,  a  JVorman  Gen- 
Ueman  Ukewise;  with  «  competent  Force;  to  take  possession 
e! Mont-Orgueil-Castle /  which  the  English  Commander, 
who  was  of  the  Lanctutrian  Faction,  and  a '  Creature  of  the 
Queen,  had  secret  Orders  to  deliver  up  (38).  It  was  con-t 
trived  amongst  them  that  the  French  should  come  in  the 
Night,  and  the  Commander  be  taken  in  his  bed,  to  the  end 
the  thing  might  pass  in  the  World  for  a  Surprize  (ftvm  which 
the  strongest  Places  have  not  always  been  exempted)  rather 
than  a  premeditated  and  concerned  Treachery.  The  Count 
having  done  with  England,  came  in  person-to  Jersey,  and 
began  to  exert  his  AnthotiCy  there  ;  styling  himself  in  all 
public  Acts  set  forth  in  his  name,  "  Peter  de  Brexf,  Count 
"  de  Maulevrier,  &c.,  Lord  of  the  Islands  of  Jbrsky. 
"  Ouemesey,  Alderney,  and  the  others  adjoining,  Coansel- 
"  lor  and  Chamberlain  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  of 
*'  France  (||)  (39-) ;"      Whereby,  as   he  proclaiined  his  own

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C«pencUnce  on  the  aaid  King  of  France,  so  he  pUinly  gave 
the  Inhabitanta  to  understand,  that  they  likewise  must 
thenceforth  look  upon  themselves  as  Servants  and  &ibjects 
to  the  same  Master.  At  this  they  were  enraged.  To  be 
thus  betrayed  and  sold  to  the  French,  seemed  more  intole- 
rable to  them  than  to  have  been  conquered  with  the  Svord. 
The  Count  did  all  he  could  to  sooth  their  discontents,  but 
in  vain.  All  his  Promisses  of  gentle  Usage,  and  of  a  gra- 
cious GoTunment,  if  they  would  own  him,  and  transfer  their 
Allegiance  to  France,  made  no  impression  upon  them.  So 
that  in  about  six  Years  time,  he  could  not  bring  under  his 
Obedience  above  half,  t.  e,  six  Parishes,  of  the  Island  ;  the 
other  half,  headed  and  influenced  hy  Philip  de  Carteret, 
Seigneur  de  St.-Ouen,  standiag  out  in  Defiance  of  him. 
The  Island  is  extended  in  Length  frojn  East  to  West,  and 
had  then  at  each  extremity  a  Castle,  Mont-Orgueil  on  the 
£ast,  and  Grosnez  (")  on  the  West.  This  last  Philip  de 
Carteret  took  care  to  secure,  as  a  Place  of  Defence  and 
Safety  for  himself  and  those  who  with  him  adhered  to 
England,  whilst  Mont-Orgueil  was  held  by  the  Count 
with  his  Frenchmen  and  ^'ormam,  and  betwixt  these  two 
Parties  there  happened  (Battles  I  cannot  say,  but)  frequent 
Rencounters  and  Skirmishes,  Even  those  six  Parishes 
which  obeyed  the  Count,  were  not  better  affected  to  him 
than  the  rest :  but  lying  nearest  to  Mont-Orgueil- Cattle, 
they  were  forced  to  submit,  for  fear  of  Military  Executions. 
In  this  state  things  remained  until  the  quiet  Possession  of 
the  Throne  by 

Edward  IV.  For  then  Sir  Richard  Harliston,  Vice- 
admiral  of  England,  coming  to  Guerne$ey  with  a  Squadron 
of  the  King's  Ships,  Philip  de  Carteret  let  him  know  what 
a  hard  Struggle  he  had  to  keep  the  Island  &om  being  quit« 
over-run  by  the  French.  The  Admiral  thereupon,  leaving 
his  Ships  in  Guernetey-^aaA,  hastened  privatdy  to  him  at 
his  Monnor  of  St.  O&en  in  Jersey  ;  and  there  they  two 
entered   into  a  Consultation  ^>out  the  properest  Means  to 

I  Foaadklimt 
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recover  the  Castle,  llic  result  was,  to  go  about  it  instantly, 
before  the  French  knew  of  an  English  Fleet  so  near  them. 
Now  they  lay  confident  and  secure,  but  if  alarmed  with  the 
Apprehension  of  a  Siege,  they  would  provide  against  it, 
compel  the  Country  to  store  and  victual  them,  and  give 
notice  to  their  Friends  in  Normandy  of  the  Danger  threat* 
ning  them.  To  think  of  carrying  the  Castle  by  Force, 
would  be  Rashness  and  Folly.  What  only  could  be  done 
with  any  probability  of  Success,  was,  by  a  close  Blockade, 
to  reduce  those  within  to  such  Straits  and  Necesgities,  as 
should  make  them  even  glad  to  be  8u6tered  to  depart  with 
their  Lives  ;  and  for  effecting  this,  the  utmost  Speed  and 
Secrecy  were  requisite.  Accordingly  never  was  a  Design 
of  this  Nature  more  prudently  and  happily  conducted,  llie 
Word  being  given  by  Philip  de  Carteret,  went  in  a  moment 
through  the  Island,  passing  from  band  to  hand,  and  in  the 
Beginning  of  the  appointed  Night  the  People  took  to  their 
Arms,  and  marched  in  great  Silence  to  invest  the  Castle. 
At  the  same  time  the  Fleet  weighed  anchor,  and  sailed  from 
Quemezey  :  so  that  in  the  Morning  the  French,  to  their 
great  Surprize  and  Amazement,  saw  themselves  surrounded 
and  shut  in  both  by  Sea  and  Land.  Albeit  it  had  not  been 
judged  proper  to  make  any  forcible  Attack  upon  the  Castle, 
yet  there  was  a  good  deal  of  Action,  and  it  cost  the  Lives 
of  diverse  of  the  Inhabitants  in  defending  their  Lines,  and 
repelling  the  Sallies  of  the  Besieged  ;  and  the  Seigneta-  de 
Roael  is  particularly  numbered  among  the  Slain  on  one  of 
those  Occasions. 

All  the  while  the  French  were  contriving  how  to  get  Aid 
from  J^ormandy,  which  they  knew  would  not  fail  them,  so 
they  could  but  find  means  to  make  their  Condition  known 
there.  At  length  they  imagined  that  possibly  a  Boat 
might  pass  undiscovered  through  the  Fleet,  under  favour  of 
the  Night ;  and  it  being  the  last  and  only  Shift  left  them, 
they  resolved  to  put  it  to  the  trial.  Though  they  needed  but 
one  Boat,  they  caused  two  to^be  built ;  one  openly  upon  the 
Rampart,  in  View  of  the  B^iegers ;  the  other  near  the  for- 
mer, but  hid,  and   out  of  Sight.     The    Workmen   were 
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oftlered  so  to  time  their  Blows  and  strike  evenly  together  upon 
the  two  Boats,  that  Irom  the  Camp  without  no  Sound 
might  be  Heard  but  what  would  be  supposed  to  come  from 
the  Boat  on  the  Rampart.  By  this  Device,  that  which  lay 
out  of  Sight  was  finished,  while  the  Workmen  were  still  seen 
btaay  about  the  ofk'er.  Our  People  were  not  ignorant  what 
use  the  Boat  was  intended  foT,.but  having  no  Suspicion  of 
any  other  besides  that  which  they  had  in  View,  the  pretty 
Wile  might  have  succeeded,  if  an  Islander  (whom  the 
French  had  constrained  against  his  Will  to  take  l^y  with 
them)  had  not  shot  an  Arrow  with  a  Letter  tied  to  it  into 
the  Leaguer  which  laid  open  the  Stratagem  ;  advising 
withal,  that  the  next  Night  the  finished  Boat  would  be  let 
down  the  Walls  and  sent  to  Sea.  Of  this,  information  was 
immsdiately  given  to  the  Fleet,  which  kept  a  strict  Watch, 
and  the  Boat  was  intercepted.  And  so  the  French  seeing  all 
hopes  of  Relief  cut  off  from  them,  and  themselves  brought 
into  the  extremest  Distress  and  Want  of  all  Things,  beat  a 
Parley  and  surrendered.  Which  good  News,  when  signified 
to  the  Country  by  setting  up  again  the  Standard  of  England 
upon  the  Castle,  it  difiused  such  an  Universal  Joy  among 
the  People  as  is  not  to  be  expressed. 

The  Islanders  gained  much  Honour  by  this  Siege,  and 
had  thereupon  a  New  Charter  granted  them,  with  special 
Acknowledgment  of  their  good  Service,  and  the  same  has 
ever  since  been  inserted  and  repeated  in  all  our  Charters  to 
this  Day,  in  perpetwam  rei  memorian  (40),  "Sir  Richard 
Harliston  was  recompensed  with  the  Government  of  the 
Island.  But  what  Reward  was  conferred  on  Philip  de 
Carteret,  who  had  been  the  very  Life  and  Soul  of  the  Under- 
taking (41),  I  cannot  find.  However,  he  could  not  miss 
Iltat  which  always  attends  the  doing  of  brave  and  worthy 
Actions.  I  mean,  the  public  Esteem,  and  the  inward  Satis- 
faction of  having  faithfully  and  honourably  acquitted  himself 
to  his  King  and  to  his  Country,  following  therein  the  Ex- 
ample of  his  Ancestors.  It  has  escaped  me  to  observe  in  its 
proper  Place,  that  the  Count,  our  pretended  Lord,  had  left 
the  Island  before  the  Siege,  and  was  not  long  after  killed  at 
N 
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Montiehery,  iightii^  for  his  Master  Lewis  XI,  agninst 
thfi  CouDt  de  Cftarolois,  afterwaids  Duk«  of  Burgundy  (*). 

It  wM  evet  beat  with  us  whea  the  French  hod  other  more 
impoittuit  Work  to  eiii|Joy  ibeir  Handa,  and  'tie  to  their 
aspiring  after  gireater  Ceaquest  that  we  owe  those  quieter 
I'imes  which  we  are  now  entering  upon ;  Tiates.  that  take  i^ 
the  nbxAe  Spaee  betwixt  obi. two  Edwards  IV.  md  VI.  So 
that  nothing  of  moment,  concerning  the  Premck,  and  ns  of 
these  Islaiuk,  oecurriDg  nndei  tbe  Intermediate  Reigns,  1 
might  very  wdl  pass-  those  Reigns  over,  were  it  not  that  the 
Method  in  which  I  have  began  requires  to  hare  the  Line 
and  SaecessioB  <rf  onr  Kings  cenkimMd  unbroken. 

France  being  ddivered  from  the  English,  the  Crown 
remstated  in  the  Possessioaof  the  Ahenated  Fzovinees,  the 
R?yaJ  Power  advoaiced  to  a  greater  lieig^it  than  bsftrc  (-^X 
those  PvMpertttea.  pwJi  Ciaritt  VIII.  and  h»  Sticcenois  opon 
enlwging  tbek  Views  <^  Empire.  The  Kingdom,  though 
so  lamh  inereaaed  by  the  Losses  of  England,  and  b^  other 
Accessions,  was  now  too  liittte  for  t&ent.  Th^  sunt  pass 
the  At^,  and  exbend  ibeiK  Dominion  iato  he^  by  the 
Gony  sts  of  Na^es  and  MUatt.  NowondBi  if  being  en- 
gaged in  sach  an  Enterpnse,  aadpuisuiBg'itobetinately  by 
H  War  o£  msie  than  forty  Yews,  atteaded  with  a  great 
Variety  of  Events^  no  wondev,  I  say,  if  theis  Thou^ita 
were  Uiiaax  off  fpom  these  Islands,  ud.  tbey  1^  ua  at  rest, 
vhilsti  they  camiei];  Fire  and  Swoid  into  o^r  Parts  of  the 
W«dd^  Coincident  with  tjiat  long  War  were  the  IbUowing 
Beigiu  o€

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Hbnry  VII  oSers  biniBelf  next  to  U8,  a  better  Man,  and 
a  Bpeciat  Favourer  of  these  Islands.  Wbilst  he  was  only 
Earl  of  RichmoHd,  and  fled  from  his  Eoemiea  of  tlm 
House  of  York,  who  sought  his  Life,  whether  designedly,  or 
driven  by  oontrery  Winds,  he  landed  in  Jersey,  and  here 
lay  concealed  till  he  got  a  Passage  into  JJivtagne.  Being  a 
wise  Prince,  he  observed  some  Defecte  in  the  Government 
and  pvblic  Administratioa  amongst  us,  which  he  took  care 
to  amend  when  he  oame  to  the  Crown.  And  as  King  John 
had  given  ob  CojuUttttiont,  so  he  gave  us  Ordinances,  in 
xxxiii.  Articles,  to  he  Laws  to  us,  as  they  are  to  this  Day, 
except  where  Time  or  subsequent  Regulations  from  the 
CouQcB-Board  have  introduced  some  change  into  them,  t 
say  no  more  of  them  here,  because  they  will  be  mentioned 
again  hereafW.  The  last  Reign  which  coincides  with  the 
French  War,  in  Italy,  is  that  of 

Henrv  VIII.  a  IletgD  remarkably  checquered  with  Good 
and  Evil,  of  both  which  we  had  our  share  in  common  nith 
the  rest  of  our  fellow  Subjects.  Our  A BRsrv -Chronicler 
has  praserved  the  Memory  of  sorae  Things  under  this  Beignr 
fit  enough  to  he  remembered  among  ourselves  but  of  too 
private  b  nature  to  fall  properly  within  the  Han  of  this 
History.  They  mostly  relate  to  the  haughty  and  arbitrary 
Conduct  of  some  of  our  Governors,  who  set  up  for  petty 
Tyrants,  not  only  injuring  particular  Persons,  but  insulting 
the  Magistracy,  and  obstructing  the  public  Proceedings  of 
Justice  (42).  Such  an  one,  uid  most  notorious,  was  Sir 
Hugh  FaughoM,  screened  and  upheld  by  Cardinal  fVolsey, 
then  High  Cfaanoellor  and  prime  Minister  of  England,  to 
whom  1^  large  Bribe!  (*)  he  had  found  means  to  recommend 
himself.  So  great  b  Patroo^e  did  not  however  deter 
Helier  de  Carteret,  Seigneur  de  Handois,  and  Bailif  of  tho 
Island,  from  carrying  the  complaints  of  the  Country  with 
his  own  up  to  Court,  and  there  in  the  very  Face  of  the 
Cardinid,  calling  so  loud  for  Justice,  that  at  last  he  obtained

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it,  and  the  insolent  Governor  was  removed.  This  Hel'ier 
de  Carleret,  for  Love  to  his  Country,  Fortitude,  and  other 
1  ludablc  Accomplishments,  shines  very  bright  in  our  Annals. 
He  was  Brother  to  the  Seigneur  de  St.  Ouen,  and  so  of  a 
House  fruitful  in  Patriots.  But  I  forbear  entering  farther 
into  these  Matters,  as  being  beside  my  Purpose  ;  although 
perhaps  it  was  not  amiss  to  shew  (at  least  in  one  Instance) 
how  that  'tis  not  only  from  Enemies  without  that  we  hare 
met  with  Trouble,  but  sometimes  also  from  those  within 
whose  Business  and  Duty  it  was  to  protect  and  defend  ue. 
M  hich  I  doubt  not  is  often  the  Case  of  other  Governments 
remote  and  at  a  Distance  from  the  Sovereign. 

To  proceed  in  our  Narration  ;  The  French,  after  a  long 
alternate  course  of  Victories  and  Defeats,  of  Gains  and 
Losses  in  Icaly,  were  grown  weary  of  the  War,  and  had 
repassed  the  Mountains.  And  then  they  were  at  leisure 
again  to  think  of  us,  and  to  renew  their  Efforts  against  us. 
Which  they  soon  did  on  occasion  of  a  Rupture  betwixt  their 
Henry  II.  and  our 

Edward  VI.  The  first  thing  they  went  upon,  was  the 
seizing  on  the  little  Island  of  Sark,  wherein  they  found  no 
difficulty,  it  having  been  for  some  time  uninhabited.  And 
there  they  immediately  set  themselves  to  raise  Porta,  and 
make  Settlements.  This  was  a  new  Scheme  which  they 
had  laid  for  subduing  of  us,  viz.  by  continual  Alarms  and 
Incursions  from  that  Island  now  in  their  Power,  so  to  vex, 
harrass,  and  distress  the  others  (in  the  middle  and  center 
of  which  it  is  sealed,  therefore  very  commodious  for  that 
purpose)  that  they,  being  quite  tired  out  and  spent  with 
suffering,  might  at  length  for  very  quietness-sake  be  brought 
to  Submission.  And  it  must  be  owned,  that  coold  the 
French  have  kept  their  Footing  there,  they  would  have 
done  us  Mischief  enough.  But  this  fine  Scheme,  how  con- 
fidently soever  depended  on  by  them,  quickly  vanishetl  into 
Smoke,  aa  will  appear  by  the  Sequel.  Having  thus  secured 
the  said  Island,  and  left  four  hundred  Men  in  it  for  a  Guard, 
they  went  in  the  Night  to  Guernezey,  to  which  they  had 
but  two  Hours  sailing,  and  set  upon  a  Fleet  of  Ertglitk 
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Ships  lying  &t  anchor  in  the  Road  before  the  Town.  Many 
of  the  Captains  and  Officers  happened  to  be  ashote,  asleep 
in  their  Beds,  which  gave  the  French  some  advantage  in 
the  Beginning  of  the  Fight.  But  the  whole  town  being 
awakened  with  the  Noise  of  the  Cannon,  and  help  coming 
to  the  Ships,  the  Fight  was  maintained,  and  the  Enemies 
repulsed.  Hoping  for  better  Success  in  Jersey,  they  next 
bent  their  Course  thither,  and  anchored  in  Boulay-Bay,  m 
the  North  of  the  Island,  where  also  they  landed.  The 
Landing-place  is  a  hc41ow  Bottom,  encompass'd  with  high 
CliSs  and  Hills,  on  which  our  People  postiag  themselves,  so 
galle<l  and  annoyed  them  who  stood  drawn  up  below,  that 
they  kept  them  from  advancing  farther  into  the  Island  ;  and 
then  coming  to  a  closer  Engagement  with  them,  drove  them 
back  to  their  Ships,  killing  many  in  the  Pursuit.  The 
Action  was  warm,  consequently  not  without  some  Loss  on 
our  Side.  The  Sr.  de  la  Roque,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Royal  Court,  had  aa  Arm  cut  off,  of  which  he  died  a  few  days 
after  (43).  But  what's  most  remarkable,  is.  That  among 
the  Slain  was  found  a  PopisAPrjesf  of  this  Island  ('),  whose 
Love  to  the  English  Government,  and  to  the  Liberties  of 
his  Country,  so  prevailed  above  the  Discontents  which  the 
Change  of  Religion  in  this  Reign  wrought  on  Men  of  his 
Order,  that  it  set  him  on  to  appear  that  Day  in  the  foremost 
Ranks.  An  example  to  be  recommended  to  those  of  that 
Persuasion  in  England,  who  out  of  an  unreasonable  aversion 
to  the  Present  Establishment  (t),  would  bring  in  the 
French,  and  subject  their  native  Land  to  a  Foreign  Power. 
This  to  the  French  proved  one  of  the  unhappiest  Attempts 
they  ever  made  on  these  Islands.  At  their  going  into  St. 
Malo  to  refit,  no  fewer  than  threescore  dead  Bodies  of  Gen- 
tlemen, out  of  one  single  Ship,  were  brought  ashore  to  be 
buried.  la  the  whole,  their  loss  was  computed  at  a  Thou- 
sand Men.     And  the  King  of  France  himself  was  so  much

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out  of  Coantenance  at  the  Dis^pointtneot,  t)i«t  be  forbad 
all  speaking  about  it   (*). 

Q.  Mary's  Reign  ha^  been  thoaght  inglorious  for  tbe  loss 
of  Calais,  taken  by  the  French  after  the  EnglUk  had 
possessed  it  above  two  hundred  years.  It  was  nevertheless 
in  the  time  and  under  the  aaspices  of  this  Queen,  that  the 
same  Island  of  Sark  spoken  of  above,  was  re-taken  from 
Che  French  ;  though  indeed  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  re- 
gaining of  so  small  an  Isluid  countearails  the  Loss  of  a 
Town,  which,  on  the  side  of  England,  was  the  Key  of  France. 
The  French  Colony  in  that  Island  was  grown  very  thin,  their 
broken  Measures  causing  many  of  them  to  desert,  add  re- 
turn into  France,  so  that  few  able  to  bear  Arms  were  left  for 
the  Defenoe  of  the  Hace.  And  yet  even  those  few  were 
«nough  to  have  held  it  against  a  wlu^e.  Army.  For  the 
Xisnd  is  so  high,  and  inaccesnble  on  aU  sides,  and  the  Steps 
leading  up  so  steep  and  narrow,  that  one  Maa  armed  only 
with  Stones  might  have  k^  out  a  Thousand.  Tlis  Island 
notwithstanding  was  taken  by  a  Company  of  Flemings, 
Subjects  of  King  Philip  (Husband  of  Queen  Mary,  who 
coming  in  the  Night  to  one  of  those  I^Uis,  uid  finding  it 
nngoarded,  went  up  without  Resistmce,  uid  took  the  French 
IVisonets.  llis  is  the  Account  which  our  own  HisUman 
gives  of  that  Snrprise  (t).  But  Sir  Walter  Ralegh,  who 
was  some  time  Governor  of  Jersey,  and  informed  himself 
with  great  Care  ot  all  the  Singularities  of  tliese  Islands, 
gives  a  different  Relation  of  it.  For  he  says  it  was  taken 
by  a  Stratagem,  which  (or  Confarivance  and  Success  he  pre- 
fers to  many  of  the  AjQcients.  The  liland  of  Sark,  says 
he,  (f)  Joining  to  Gaemzey,  and  of  that  Qovemment, 
tea*  in  Qneen  Mary's  time  (he  should  have  said  in  King 
Edward  ih'6  Vlth's  time)  surprized  by  the  FVench,  and 
could  never  have  been  recovered  again  by  strong  hand,  lia- 
ving  Cattle  and  Corn  enough  upon  the  Place  to  feed  so

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many  Men  as  will  serve  to  defend  it,  and  being  every  xay 
so  inaccessible  t/tat  it  raig/U  be  held  against  the  Gceat 
Turk.  Vet  by  the  industry  of  a  Oentleman  of  the  N«th«- 
lands,  it  was  in  thi»  Sort  regained.  He  anchored  in  the 
Road  with  one  Ship,  and  pretending  the  Death  t^  Au 
Merchant,  besought  the  French  that  they  might  bury  eheir 
Merchant  in  hallowed  Ground,  and  in  ths  Chapel  of  that 
hie  i  offering  a  Present  to  the  FreH«b  of  such  Commodi- 
ties as  they  had  aboard.  Whereto  (with  Condition  that 
they  should  not  come  ashore  with  any  Weapon,  not  »o  mttch 
as  with  a  Knife),  the  Frencb  yielded.  Then  did  the  Fie-  , 
mtngB  put  a  Co£in  into  their  Booty  wot  filled  with  a  Dead 
CarcoM,  but  with  Swords,  Targets  and  Harquehuzes.  The 
FreBch  received  them  at  their  Landtag,  and  searching  every 
of  them  »o  narrowly  as  they  cottld  not  hide  a  Penkn^e, 
gave  them  leave  to  draw  their  Coffin  up  the  Rock*  with 
great  difficulty.  Sonre  part  of  the  Fmwh  took  the  Flemish' 
Boea,  androwedaboardtheir  Ship  to  fetch  the  Cemmeditie* 
prmmsedf  and  wheA  else  they  pleated,  but  being  entered^ 
they  were  taken  and  boxnd.  The  Fl^inga  on  the  Land, 
when  tkey  had  carried  their  Coffin  irao  the  Chapel,,  shut  the 
Door  to  them,  imd  kAbtg  their  Weapons  out  of  the  Coffin, 
set  upon  the  Fna^.  They  run  to  the  Ctiff,  and  cry  to- 
their  CompaMtens  aboard  tJle  ¥\emv^  to  eotne  to-  their  Suc- 
cour. Butjinding  the  Boat  eharged  wkh  Flening*,  yielded 
themeehee  and  the  Place,  I  have  sesn  Memoira  vbieh 
c^^na  the  takii^  of  this  Muid  by  Bseh  &  StratagmHi ;  bsft 
the  dthep  CSraunulaDfiea  of  'IiiBe:SBd  Fferaoaa  do mt  agsee 
vith  tb»  foregoing.  Story,  (^y

Bitnitt  igilur  phereltom  Implerant  armi*  &  eodbai, 
promurlDnefferaDliInantam  ftSacellnra  BaM  bgmsi',  phcretrnoi  apRrinnt, 
Incantoa  Snrcciuei invBriant,  ablrnncant,  Iniulam  Vaatani,  Ex.HSS.  Ptiihp- 
pt da  Carterel, Baq.aur. don- de 8t, Otlm, dtftuMI. 
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Reformed  of  that  Kingdom  (whom  Popish  Persecution  and 
Cruelty  had  forced  to  take  up  Arms,  in  their  own  Defence) 
she  sent  them  Six  thousand  Auxiliaries,  and  bad  the  Town 
of  Havre  de  Grace  in  J^'ormandy  put  into  her  Hands  by 
the  said  Reformed,  for  a  Place  of  Security  to  her  Troops, 
and  for  keeping  open  a  Communication  with  England.  But 
they,  entering  soon  after  into  a  Treaty  with  their  King,  were 
the  most  eager  and  forward  to  wrest  the  Town  again  from 
her,  joining  even  with  their  Enemies  the  Papists  to  besiege 
it,  and  send  away  those  who  were  come  to  assist  them,  and 
had  fought  for  them  (•).  Which  fickle  and  ungrateful  return 
made  the  wise  Queen  more  shy  and  reserved  towards  them, 
and  prevented  her  breaking  openly  with  France  upon  their 
Accoant,  yet  without  abandoning  them  altogether.  Peace 
and  Prosperity  to  herself  and  to  her  People  were  the  Fruit 
of  that  Counsel,  whilst  the  French  (now  more  at  Enmity 
than  ever,  notwithstanding  the  late  Pacification)  were 
sheathing  their  Swords  into  each  other's  Bowels.  This 
Civil  War  within  themselves,  did,  with  regard  to  us,  operate 
in  like  sort  as  their  Expedition  into  Italy  had  done  ;  that  is, 
it  made  them  forget  us  for  a  season.  And  were  it  a  Christian 
Wish,  one  would  not  be  sorry  if  such  turbulent  Nations  were 
so  always  employed  at  home  in  their  own  mutual  Destruction, 
as  to  be  thereby  disabled  from  disquieting  their  more  peace- 
able Neighbours.  The  Queen  well  knowing  the  Temper  of 
the  French,  and  judging  from  what  was  past,  that  upon  drop- 
ping their  Domestick  Quarrels,  they  would  cast  the  same  evil 
Eye  towards  these  Islands  as  formerly,  resolved  to  enlarge 
her  Royal  Care  of  them.  The  Retreat  they  had  afforded  to 
great  Numbers,  and  among  them  to  many  of  the  best 
Quality  in  France,  who  fled  from  the  Massacres  (f),  had 
rendered  the  said  Islands  yet  more  obnoxious  to  a  bloody 
and  superstitious  Court,  against  whose  Resentment  there 
was  great  need  to  arm  them.  Accordingly  in  Guernezey, 
such  improvements  were  made  to   Cornet-Castle,  that  for

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Strength  and  Beauty  it  yielded  to  none  thioughout  the 
Queen's  Dominions  (*).  In  Jersey,  we  had  a  New  on« 
built,  which,  as  founded  by  this  Queen,  bears  hei  glinious 
Name  (f),  and  will  be  mentioned  again  hereafter  more  thaa 
once.  Her  Grant  of  the  Island  of  Sark  to  Philip  de 
Carteret,  Seigneur  de  St.  O&en,  in  order  to  people  and 
plant  it,  shews  do  less  her  Concern  for  our  Tranquillity. 
For  though  she  might  therein  intend  to  favour  a  Gentleman 
whose  Family  had  highly  merited  of  the  Cro  tvn  we  should 
wrong  her  excellent  Wisdom  and  Judgment,  if  we  did  not 
8U[^ose  she  had  a  farther  View  in  it,  viz.  to  keep  the  French 
&om  nestling  there  again,  as  they  had  done  in  her  Brother's 
time,  and  thence  giving  us  fresh  Trouble  and  Disturbance. 

King  James  I.  was  a  moat  pacifick  Piiace,  who  having 
Uttle  left  him  to  do  for  us  in  the  way  of  Military  Defence, 
turned  his  llioughts  to  the  better  settling  of  Religion  in 
these  Islands,  and  bringing  them  to  a  Conformity  to  the 
Churdi  of  England,  which  he  happily  effected  in  Jersey  ; 
a  Work  doutbtless  more  acceptable  to  God,  and  which  will 
perpetuate  his  Name  among  u^  no  less,  than  if  he  had  in- 
vironed  this  Island  with  a  Wtdl  of  Brass.  A  Work  of  all 
others  the  most  congrnoua  to  his  peaceful  Reign.  Thus, 
when  God  would  have  a  Temple  among  the  Jews,  he  choss 
the  peaceful  Reign  (tt  Solomon  for  the  building  of  it,  and  not 
that  of  David,  though  otherwise  a  most  excellent  Prince, 
because  he  had  shed  mueh  Blood  upon  the  Earth,  and  had 
made  great  Wars  (X)-  These  two  Beigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
and  Kii^  James  I.  were  on  all  Accounts  the  best  Days  we 
ever  saw,  and  truly  the  Golden  Age  of  these  Islands  (44). 

King  Charles  I.  notwithstanding  his  earJy  Match  with 
a  Daughter  oi  France,  Sister  ot  Lewis  XIII.  found  himaeU 
unhi4|>[aly  diawn  into  a  War  with  that  Crown.  Lewis  had 
renewed  the  Persecution  against  his  Protestant  Subjects, 
and  laid  Siege  to  Roehelie,  their  strongest  Hold.    The  Duke

of  Buckingham  being  sent  with  a  good  Fleet  and  Army  lo 
their  Relief,  and  landing  in  the  Isle  of  Rh^,  it  so  provoked 
the  French,  that  they  tbreatned  to  revenge  the  AfEront  bj  a 
like  DesceBt  the  Year  following  on  the  Islands  of  Jbrsey 
and  Guemezey.  Which  being  known  in  Englatid,  proper 
Measures  were  taken  to  disappoint  them.  TTie  Earl  of 
Danby,  Governor  of  Gvernezey,  was  ordered  forthwith  to 
the  Islands,  with  Supplies,  and  Instructions  to  make  all  the 
Dispositions  necessary  for  n  good  Defence  (*).  lie  Garri- 
sons were  reinforced,  the  Militia  reviewed  and  exercised. 
Arms  distributed  to  such  as  wanted,  the  Magazines  stored 
and  replenished  ; 'and,  for  a  conclusion,  the  Earl  calling 
together  the  States  of  each  Island,  exhorted  them  in  a  set 
and  pathetick  Sf^ch  to  remember  their  ancient  Fidelity  to 
the  Crown  of  England  ;  which  they  cheerfully  promised, 
and  would  no  doubt  have  has  bravely  performed,  bad  the 
French  gone  about  to  execute  what  they  had  threatned. 
But  wbeUier  deterred  by  the  Preparations  made  to  receive 
them,  or  diverted  by  other  Incidents,  we  heard  do  more 
©f  them  (45). 

About  this  time,  at  the  King's  Direction  and  great 
Expence,  was  built  the  Lower  Ward  of  Elizabeth-Castle 
in  Jerbky,  taking  in  the  whole  Circuit  of  Ground  that  had 
heretofore  been  the  Site  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Helter ;  and  is 
called  the  Lower,  to  distinguish  it  from  the  Upper  Ward, 
which  Btands  higher  on  a  rocky  Eminence,  and  was  the 
Work  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  When  'tis  considered  how 
unreasonably  stiff  and  backward  to  supply  him  in  his 
greatest  Necessities,  this  good  King  found  his  Parliaments, 
from  the  vwy  entrance  of  bis  Reign,  it  ought  so  much  the 
inore  to  endear  his  Memory  to  ns  of  this  Island,  in  that  out 
of  his  Wants  he  would  spare  for  the  raising  of  such  a  F<Nrti- 
fication.  As  we  partook  in  his  Beneficence,  so  did  we  in  his 
Affliotions  and  Sufiferings,  which  now  came  on  apace  upon 
him,  and  were  such  as  no  Christian  King  ever  met  with  the 
like  from  his  own  People.     This  Island  had  given  Birth  to

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•  GeBtletoao,  who,  in  that  great  Apottacy,  preaerred  his 
Integrity  and  Loyalty,  and  was  a  means  to  establish  and 
«onfirm  us  in  ours.  This  was  Captain  Carteret  (afterwards 
Sir  George)  Controller  of  his  Majesty's  Navy,  a  Man,  says 
Lord  Clarendon  (*),  of  great  Eninency  and  Reputation  in 
Naval  Command.  He  stood  so  well  in  tiie  Opinion  even  of 
the  Pailiament,  for  true  Honour,  Courage,  and  Abilities, 
Uiat  when  they  committed  the  Fleet  to  the  Eaii  of  fVarwicA 
in  opposition  to  the  King,  the  two  Houses  had  cast  their 
Eyes  upon  him  for  Vice- Admiral.  But  he  knew  better  what 
became  him,  than  to  accept  of  an  Employment  from  them, 
unless  the  King  had  judged  it  expedient  for  his  Serricei 
Unhappily  his  Majesty  did  not  judge  itsuch,  nor  would  con- 
sent that  one  of  his  Servants  should  so  far  countenance 
their  undutiful  Proceedings  as  to  he  any  ways  cMicemed 
with  them,  which  the  Noble  Historian  laments  as  a  most 
fatal  Error.  For  (to  use  his  own  (t)  Words)  if  Captain 
Carteret  iad  been  suffered  to  have  taken  that  Charge,  his 
Inlerett  and  ReptUation  in  the  Navy  teas  so  great,  and  hit 
Diligence  and  Dexterity  in  Command  so  eminent,  that  it 
was  generally  believed,  he  would,  against  to/tatsoever  the 
Earl  of  Warwick  cotUd  have  done,  have-  preserved  a  major 
Part  of  the  Fleet  in  their  Duty  to  the  King.  Upon  this* 
Sir  George  withdrew  himself  with  his  Family  to  Jersey,  and 
being  well  assured  of  the  hearty  concurr^ce  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants, declared  for  his  Majesty  (46). 

And'  now  the  Swerd  was  drawn  mi  both  Sides,  and  the 
Nation  run  into  Blood.  No  C^mcessions  ^ta  graeioos 
Prince  could  make,  though  in  diminution  tii  his  just  Air- 
thority,  would  satisfy.  Hie  Rebels  grew  more  insolent  upon 
•very  Success,  and  moFe  averse  to  Peace.  God's  Counsels 
are  inscrutable.  Through  his  permission,  those  wicked  Men 
wentoatriumgluBgin  their  Villany.  They  beat  the  King  out 
of  the  Field,  and,  having  run  him  down  like  a  hunted  Deerj 
laid  their  impious  hands  on  his  Sacred  Person.    Yet,  amidst

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all  their  Prosperities,  this  little  Islaod  was  still  a  thorn  anft 
a  Goad  io  their  Sides.  For  to  make  a  Diversion  (*),  Sir 
George  had  caused  to  be  equi^qted  about  half  a  score  small 
Fregates  and  Privateers,  to  cruise  upon  Ships  trafficking 
under  Passports  from  the  Parliament's  Officers.  Those 
soon  struck  a  terror  all  over  the  C/umnel ;  Trade  was  inter- 
rupted ;  Merchants  complained  of  their  Looses  ;  few  would 
venture  to  Sea  without  Convoys  ;  and  (hen  it  came  to  be 
anderstood  what  Mischief  may  be  done  to  England  by  these 
Islands  being  in  the  hand  of  Enemies.  We  conld  not  avoid 
falling  under  that  odious  denomination,  among  them  who 
happened  to  be  Su&brers  by  us,  although  in  reality  we  were 
not  Enemiee  to  England  and  God  forbid  we  ever  should. 
We  were  so  only  to  Rebels,  to  those  who  themselves  were 
Enemies  to  their  King,  wherein  we  behaved  no  otherwise 
than  will  always  become  good  Subjects,  placed  in  the  like 
Situation  as  it  then  was  onr  misfortune  to  be.  And  here 
we  have  an  Example  which  methinks  should  never  be  for- 
gotten, but  remain  a  standing  Admonition  to  England  of 
the  Danger  to  it  from  these  Islands,  supposing  them  pos- 
sessed at  any  time  hereafter  by  the  French.  For  if  a 
Governor  of  Jbrsbt  with  a  few  small  Privateers,  conld  make 
himself  so  formidable,  what  would  not  a  vastly  greater 
Naval  Power  of  France  stationed  in  these  Islands,  as  most 
certainly  such  a  one  there  would  be,  what  (I  say)  would  not 
such  a  Power  be  able  to  do  (47)  ? 

The  King  had  sent  the  Prince  his  Son  into  the  fVett,  to 
have  him  out  of  the  reach  of  the  Evils  which  might  befal 
himself,  rightly  deeming  it  too  great  a  Venture  to  hazard 
both  their  Persons  together.  And  the  event  justified  bis 
Majesty's  Wisdom  therein.  For  by  that  means  the  Prince 
was  reserved  to  better  Times,  though  first  led  by  Providence 
through  many  great  Trials.  The  Forces  designed  to  act 
under  him  in  the  fVeat  not  answering  the  Service  expected 
&om  them,  and  the  Enemy  pressing  so  hard  uptm  him  that

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tliey  had  almost  pent  him  up  in  a  Nook  of  the  /mik/s'  End, 
he  was  forced  to  betake  himself  to  the  Isle  of  Silly  for 
present  Safety.  After  some  stay  in  that  poor  Place,  loyal 
indeed,  hut  destitute  of  Necessaries,  he  removed  to  Jersey, 
vhere  he  was  most  joyfully  received,  and  better  accomo- 
dated. He  found  here  at  least  what  to  bo  sure  his  generous 
Spirit  wotdd  chiefly  regard,  viz.  Hearts  full  of  Duty  and 
Affection  to  him.  The  King  had  appointed  a  Conncil  to 
attend  him,  among  whom  the  most  credited  and  confided 
in,  seems  to  have  been  the  Chancellor  of  the  Bxchfijuer,  Sir 
Edward  Hyde,  afterwards  the  great  Earl  ttf  Clarendon. 
No  sooner  were  those  noble  Persons,  with  their  Royal 
Charge,  arrived  in  the  Island,  but  their  first  care  was  to 
view  the  same  all  over,  and  take  a  good  Account  of  it,  and 
having  so  done  declared  their  Opinion,  with  which  the 
Prince  concurred,  77ia(  it  was  a  Place  of  the  greatest  xeeu- 
rity,  benefit,  and  eonveniency  to  repose  in,  that  could  have 
been  desired  and  wished  for  ;  tiU  upon  clear  information 
and  (Aservation  of  the  King's  condition,  and  of  the  State 
of  EngWd,  he  (the  Prince)  should  find  a  proper  Oppor- 
tunity to  act  (*).  The  Queen  his  Mother  was  then  in 
France,  who  by  frequent  Messages  and  Letters  solicited  his 
repair  thither,  seeming  not  to  Uitnk  him  sufficiently  safe  in 
this  Island.  But  the  Council  had  no  inclination  to  trust  the 
Hdr  of  England  with  those  who  had '  shewed  bo  little 
Kindness  to  the  Father,  and  had  originally  fomeftteil  the 
Rebellion.  Tlierefbre  the  Lords  Capel  and  Cotepepper 
'  were  sent  with  the  Prince's  excuse  to  his  Mother  ;  and,  to 
allay  her  fears,  were  instructed  to  tell  her  in  his  Name, 
That  he  had  great  reason  to  believe  this  Island  to  be  defen- 
sible against  a  greater  Force  than  he  supposed  probable  to 
be  brought  against  it .-  TVtat  the  Inhabitants  expressed  as 
much  cheerfulness,  unanimity,  and  resolution  for  the 
defence  of  his  Person,  by  their  whole  Carriage,  and  parti- 
cularly by  a  Protestation  voluntarily  undertaken  by  them, 
as  could  be  desired :  And  that  if ,  contrary,  to  expectation,

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the  ■  Rebels  ahould  take  the  htand,  he  eoiUdfrom,  the  Castle 
fa  Place  of  itself  *tf  very  great  Strength)  with  the  least 
hazard  removt  himtelf  to  Fraace,  tchich  in  ease  of  immi- 
nent danger  he  resolved  to  do  (*)  (48).  Tbegobd  Qneen 
had  suflnred  hersdf  to  be  ddoded  by  the  Arts  <d'  Cardinal- 
Matarin,  who  about  this  time  began  to  intrigae  widk  Croat' 
teeU.  They  wanted  the  Prince  in  Fremce  to  make  their' 
Market  at  hkn,  and  Axvie  the  better  Bargain  with  England, 
aocording  a»  Conjunctures  should  fall  out,  and  Tiroes  might 
vary.  No  Promises  were  spared  on  their  part  to  decoy  him 
over  to  them,  not  one  of  which  they  meant  to  keep,  as  the 
Prince  quickly  found,  when  vanquished  by  hie  Mother's 
tmpOTtunities,  and  at  last  by  her  most  peremptory  Com- 
mtHid,  he  went  and  put  hknaelf  into  their  Hands.  How 
little  he  was  CMuidered  ijr  assisted,  nay,  how  much  slighted 
aad  diaregaided,  is  too  unfrieasant  to-  dwell  on  ;  but  it  has 
often  been  my  admiration,  that  after  he  was  restored  to  \as 
Kingdoms,  he  would  ever  put  any  Confidence  in  so  (alae 
and  faithless  a  Court  (49).  The  time  of  his  abode  with  us,- 
was  about  two  Monthd  ;  bat  we  had  the  Honour  of  hi» 
Presence  again  when  he  was  King.  Hiose  of  the  Council 
who  could  not  approve  (A  his  going  to  France,  staid  here 
ItHiger ;  bat  Lord  Clarendon  (whom  I  so  call  by  antici- 
pation) longMt  of  all,  even  no  lees  than  five  and  twenty 
Months  :  And  that  respite  £rom  Attendance  he  employed  in 
making  a  farther  Progress  in  the  Incomparable  History  he 
has  left  us,  begun  some  Years  before,  but  ofteD  interrupted 
through  the  great  Agitations  of  his  Ufe  (50).  Having  ac- 
quainted the  King  with  what  he  was  upon,  he  received  his 
Majesty's  ThanksjaaA  soaa  aXtei  Memorials  of  diverse  im- 
portant Postages  under  his  Majesty's  own  Hand,  or  reviewed 
and  corrected  by  htm  (f) ;  and  Those  enabled  the  Author  to 
relate  with  greater  assurance  things  transacted  whilst  he 
was  at  a  distance  from  them,  viz.  whilst  he  was  with  the 
Prince  in  the  West ;  nor  could  he  desire  better  information 
of  the   Truth  of   those    Afiairs    than    from   bis    Majesty

liimaelf.  "Tis  a  pleasure  to  me  to  mention  these  ParttcnlHrs, 
because  methinks  there  U  an  Monoar  reflected  on  this 
Island  bom  that  Immorlal  fVork  having  been,  st  least  in 
part,  compiled  amongst  ns,  and  written  (as  I  may  say)  with 
Jkrs£Y-Ikk.  His  Residence  was  in  Elisi^tk-C<utie,vii\i 
his  Friend  Sir  Oeorge  de  Carteret ;  and  there  I  have  seen 
still  standing  (and  looked  on  with  a  sort  of  veneration)  the 
humble  House  (*)  (51)  where  that  Great  and  Good  Man 
apent  the  foreaid  _five  and  twenty  Months  on  that  Work ; 
the  House,  in  memory  of  him,  retaining  a  long  while 
after  the  Name  of  la  Maiton  du  Chancelier.  In  May 
1648  he  was  recalled  to  wut  again  on  the  Prince,  now 
preparing  to  go  for  Holland,  abundantly  convinced  of  the 
emptiness  of  French  Protestationa  and  Promises. 

Few  days  after  the  Priace  had  landed  in  Jbrsey,  the  King 
went  to  the  Scots  Army  before  JVewark,  and  from  his 
coming  lunoDg  them  we  are  to  date  the  long  and  cmd  Cap- 
tivity he  underwent,  never  from  that  time  to  his  Death 
having  had  the  Freedom  of  his  Person.  I  shall  not  follow 
liim  from  one  Durance  and  Confinement  to  another,  and 
only  observe  that  when  His  Majesty  made  his  Escape  from 
Hampton-Coiirt,  and  sought  a  place  where  he  might  securely 
repose  his  weary  Head,  beseems  to  have  had  Jersey  in  his 
View ;  for  that  at  his  coming  to  the  Sea-side,  i.  e.  SotuH- 
■amptoa-Jiiver,  where  Embarkations  for  these  Islands  are 
usually  made,  he  asked,  fVhere  the  Ship  was  that  should 
transport  him(i)  1  How,  instead  of  that,  he  was  earned  to 
ihe  Isle  of  Wight,  and  there  immured,  and  mode  a  closer 
Prisoner  thMi  ever  ;  how,  I  say,  he  was  carried  thither, 
whether  by  involuntary  E^ror,  or  designed  and  concerted 
Treachery,  has  been  Utherto  a  Mystery,  and  will  probably 
remain  so,  until  the  Day  appointed  fin  Ute  Manifestation  c^ 
Secrets  ;  and  then  shall  every  dark  Counsel  and  contrivance 
formed  to  destroy  him,  though  hatched  and  laid  as  deep  as 
Hell,  be  brought  to  open  light,  and  meet  with  its  deserved

Usage  of  him  in  Carubrook~Castle,  where  his  Life  was 
threatned  with  Poison  and  Pistol  (*)  ;  but  as  if  his  Restraint 
there  had  not  been  serere  enough,  they  transferred  him  t« 
Hurtt-Caatle,  a  most  unhealthy  Place,  without  iresh  Water, 
annoyed  with  the  stinking  Vapours  and  Smoke  that  arise 
out  of  the  neighbouring  Marshes  and  SaU>pans ;  and 
withal  eo  straitned  for  Lodgment,  that  this  Great  King  had 
hardly  there  Uie  Conveniencies  which  many  an  Ordinary 
Criminal  finds  in  a  common  Jayl.  T^  World  standing  in  a 
Maze  what  they  intended  next  to  do  with  turn,  their  Mean> 
ing  was  soon  known  to  be,  from  that  loathsome  Piison  to 
lead  him  to  a  Scaffiild,  which  indeed  to  him  might  he  thought 
a  Deliverance.  But  when  the  Report  of  so  monatFons  and 
unheard  of  a  Wickedness  came  to  us  in  Jersey,  it  struck 
ufl  all  with  Horror  ;  and  there  ai^>eared  a  Zeal  and  Por- 
wardneas  in  many  of  our  bravest  and  most  resolute  Islanders, 
to  endeavour  at  the  Peril  of  their  Lives  to  rescue  the  C^tive 
King,  by  surprizing  the  Castle.  The  thing,  though  difficult 
«Bd  hazardous,  was  not  thought  absolutely  in^fioasible  ; 
because,  as  all  Ships  from  these  Parts  and  from  the  West 
going  into  the  Port  of  Southan^ton,  must  and  do  of  Course 
pass  close  by  this  Castle,  so  it  was  presumed  that  four  or 
five  Vessels  of  this  Island,  with  a  sufficient  Number  of 
chosen  Hands  con(»aled  under  the  Hatches,  might  come  so 
near  without  creating  a  jealousy,  as  to  give  Opportunity  to 
(the  Men  to  sally  forth  suddeoily,  and  scale  the  Walls.  For 
«ome  Years  after  the  Restoration,  when  the  past  Evil  Times 
were  fresh  in  Men's  Memories,  and  miH«  the  Subject  of 
Dieooorse  than  they  are  now,  I  well  remember  to  }iave  heartl 
such  a  Design  talked  of  among  oar  People,  and  Gloried  in 
as  an  Instance  of  our  Loyalty,  at  least  in  Purpose  and  Inten- 
tion, but  was  yet  too  young  to  enter  into  an  Afiair  of  that 
Natnre.  So  that  how  far  the  Design  was  pursued,  or  what 
hindered  the  Execotion  of  it,  I  cannot  take  upon  me  to  say. 
'Tis  poeaible  the  King's  being  hurried  to  his  Trial,  before

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things  could  be  got  in  a  readiness,  might  cause  the  same  to 
miscarry,  fiut  this  I  may  with  confidence  afSrm,  that  there 
was  nothing  within  our  Power  which  we  would  not  most 
gladly  have  done  to  save  his  precious  Life.  And  'tis  no 
small  Comfort  and  Satisfaction  to  us  even  at  this  Day,  That  at 
whosesoever  Door  the  Guilt  of  that  Righteous  and  Innocent 
Blood  may  lie,  we  of  this  Island  have  no  otherwise  contribu- 
ted to  the  shedding  of  it  than  by  our  Sina  in  general,  which 
added  to  the  Sins  of  the  Nation  (a  dreadful  Load !)  pulled 
down  that  heavy  Judgment  on  us  all. 

When  the  horrible  Blow  was  given  which  laid  the  Head 
of  the  Royal  Martyr,  and  with  it  the  Crown  and  Monarchy, 
in  the  Dust,  this  Prince  was  at  the  Hague,  in  a  most  forlorn 
and  desolate  Condition.  He  saw  his  Inheritance  seized  by 
Traytors  and  Parricides,  and  all  Men  forbidden  to  own,  aid, 
or  abet  him,  on  pain  of  Death.  But  in  this  Island  we  des- 
pised their  Threats,  and  His  (now)  Majesty 

King  Charles  II.  was  readily  and  solemny  proclaimed, 
with  all  his  Titles.  Nuked  and  empty  Titles,  without 
Means  of  Subsistence  !  How  little  regard  otlier  Crowned 
Heads  had  to  his  Necessities  and  distress,  'tis  a  Shame  to 
»ey.  His  present  only  Support  was  from  the  Generosity  of 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  who  had  married  his  Sister,  the 
Father  and  Mother  of  our  great  King  William.  There  was 
not  a  Court  in  Europe  where  he  could  promise  himself  to  be 
received  and  treated  with  Dignity  ;  and  if  suffered  some 
time  in  Holland,  it  was  owing  to  the  Credit  and  interest  of 
the  foresaid  Prince  his  Brother-in-law.  But  wlien  they 
heard  there  of  a  threatning  Embassy  coming  &om  the  New- 
fangled Commonwealth  in  England,  they  were  impatient  to 
have  him  gone  ;  fearing  to  provoke  that  insolent  Crew  of 
Men,  who  by  not  sparing  their  own  King,  and  having  ready 
at  Command  an  Army  of  hotbrained  Enthusiasts,  Hushed 
with  Blood,  were  become  terrible  to  all  the  neighbouring 
Powers.  Once  His  Majesty  thought  of  trying  his  Fortune  itt 
Ireland,  but  all  hopes  failing  of  doing  any  good  there,  he 
laid  that  Design  aside.  To  Scotland  he  was  invited,  but: 
upon  Tenns  so  derogatory  to  his  Honour,  and  ofiertng  such

Violence  to  his  Consoience,  that  he  could  not  yet  bring  lina- 
self  to  submit  to  them,  though  aft«rward8  he  did,  through 
the  Inducement  and  OTer-persuasion  of  others.  In  this 
Perplexity,  not  knowing  wliitfaer  to  bend  his  Course,  he 
remembered  his  Loyal  little  Island  of  Jrrsey,  which  two 
Years  before  had  aiTorded  him  so  seasonable  a  Retreat  when 
he  could  set  his  Foot  no  where  on  Englhh  Ground  with 
Safely.  He  now  therefore  resolved  to  visit  it  again,  and 
there  rest  himself,  waiting  with  Patience  on  the  good  nyi- 
videnc'  -od  for  a  change  in  his  A&irs.     It  was  in 

Autumn  His  Majesty  came  to  us,  and  he  staid  with  us 

till  (he  Spri  ^  '''>i' owing.  As  he  found  us  the  same  dutiful 
People,  80  we  him  the  same  easy,  humane,  allable  I^nce  ; 
which  perhaps  needed  not  be  mentioned,  it  being  the  known 
Character  that  distinguished  htm  all  his  Life.  None  were 
-denied  Access  to  him,  neither  did  he  disdain  Invitations 
and  Entertainments  from  our  little  Gentry,  whom  of  him- 
self be  would  sometimes  honour  with  a  Visit  at  their 
'  Habitations,  as  he  rode  about  the.  Ishind.  With  all  Parts  of 
which  he  grew  so  well  acquainted,  (hat  (having  some  skill  ia 
the  Mathematicks)  he  drew  a  Mapttf  it  with  his  own  Hand, 
intending  no  doubt  to  keep  the  same  in  remembrance  of  a 
Place  where  he  had  enjoyed  more  Peace  and  Quiet,  than 
hitherto  any  where  else  within  or  without  his  Dominions. 
The  Map  at  present  is,  I  know  not  how,  got  into  the  ffeer 
f^an  Aldershelm's  Cabinet  of  Curiosities  at  Leipsic  in 
Saiony,  where  it  is  shewn  to  Travellers  (").  At  his  first 
being  here,  he  had  given  Order  for  the  Construction  of  a 
Fort,  to  be  in  the  Nature  (A  an  Outwork  to  Elizabetk- 
Qastle,  which  finding  now  perfected,  he  would  have  it  called 
by  his  own  Name,  Charles-Fort.  It  has  been  since  incor- 
porated wfth  the  Castle,  by  inclosing  n^itlf  Walls  and 
Ramparts  a  long  Slip  of  Ground  whjch  parted  them. 

The  ScoU  informed  of  the  King's  abode  in  this  Island, 
fallowed  him  hither  with  Messages,  praying  him  to  come 
nearer  to  them,  for  better  Convenience   of  Treating,  this

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Flscc' beeping  him  and  them  at  too  great  a  Distance  from 
each  other.  Whereupon  His  Majesty  left  us,  but  so  satis- 
fied with  the  hearty  and  chearfu]  Reception  he  had  found 
among  us,  that  aa  long  as  he  lived  he  was  pleased  to  retain' 
B  generous  Sense  of  it.  To  inquire  now  hy  what  Counsels 
be  was  drawn  into  Srof/anrf;  and  how  used  when  he  came 
there,  would  he  going  too  far  out  of  the  way.  'Tis  enough 
to  say,  that  acknowledged  at  last  he  was, for  their  King,  and 
with  an  Army  of  that  Nation  marched  into  j'^jglartd,  in 
hopes  to  be  joined  hyhis  more  trusty  Friends^ti<  '^pyalists 
in  this  his  other  kingdom.  Which  expeptg',  _  ^  failing  in 
great  measure  through  various  Acoidepts,  tind  a  Battle 
ensuing,  that  Army  of  Stots  was  put  to  the  Rout,  and  His 
Mt^esty  forced  to  abscond  for  the  saving  of  his  Life,  a  Price 
being  set  npon  fata  Head.  After  two  long  months  wan^ 
tiering  from  place  to  place,  in  continual  danger  of  being 
discoveredi  by  the  necessity  of  trusting  his  Person  in  many 
unknown  Hands,  it  pleased  God  to  open  a  Door  for  him  to 
escape  and  get  safe  beyond  Sea.  And  so  wonderful  was  the 
Deliveti)nce>  in  all  the  Circtifnstances  of  it,  that  we  may 
search  in  vain  every  History  from  the  b^innihg  of  the 
WorM  foi"  sn  Example  faf  such  another. 

During  those-  Tranaactibna,  the  Usurping  Poitefs  in- 
Bnglattd  ven  maldhg  great  Prepsratibna  for  the  tediicing  of 
this  Island  ;  enraged  at  our  owning  and  harbotirlng  the  King 
id  defiance  of  them,  tmi  alarmed  at  the  taking  of  so  many  of 
tteit  Traders  by  bhr  Privateers(*)  53,  whocohtinoed  chitting

ia  the  very  Harbours.  And  for  this  we,  who  had  the  King's 
Commission  to  warrant  what  we  did,  must  forsooth  be 
called  Pyrates,  by  those  than  whom  there  never  were  more 
lawless  and  impudent  Freebootert  ,•  having  no  authority  but 
from  themselves,  that  is,  none  at  all  ;  who  had  robbed  one 
King  of  his  Life  and  Crown,  another  of  his  Birth-right  and 
Inheritance,  and  the  whole  Nation  of  its  Peace  and  Happi- 
ness. They  called  us  Pyrates,  by  the  samn  Figure  that 
they  hanged  for  IVay  tors  the  King's  most  faithful  Subjects ; 
whilst  they  themselvss,  by  daily  accumulating  one  Treason 
upon  another,  had  a  l^ndred  times  forfeited  their  Lives  to 
the  Laws.  Such  bold  abuse  of  Language,  which  confounds 
all  Nations  of  Right  and  Wrong,  shews  any  set  or  Party  of 
Men  among  whom  it  prevails,  desperately  wicked,  and  sold 
to  Iniquity. 

In  October  1651,  the  Armament  fitted  out  against  us  put 
to  Sea,  under  command  of  Admiral  Blake,  whilst  Major- 
General  Haines  had  in  particular  Charge  the  Forces  ap- 
pointed for  the  Descent.  The  twentieth  of  that  month  (•), 
four  score  Sails  (which  were  but  part  of  the  Fleet)  appeared 
in  Sight  of  the  Island,  and  the  same  Day  came  to  an  anchor 
in  St.  Ouefi's  Bay.  That  Bay  lies  open  to  a  westerly  Wind, 
which  here  blows  at  least  one  half  of  the  year,  and  when  raised 
to  a  Storm,  rolls  in  such  a  Sea  as  no  Ships  can  stand  against, 
without  danger  of  perishing  every  Moment.  But  the  same 
unaccountable  Success  which  used  to  attend  the  Rebels  at 
other  times,  attended  them  also  now.  All  the  while  they,  lay 
in  this  Bay  tfaey  had  such  smooth  Water,  that  in  the  Memory 
of  Man  the  like  had  not  been  known  in  so  advanced  a  Sea- 
son. This  somewhat  startled  our  People,  but  nothing  in 
comparison  of  a  dismal  Report  which  on  a  sudden  flew  about

the  JKME\-Vyrwea  doing  muchmitchie/ui/on  I  In  WnternCaait,  »c. 
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the  Island,  of  the  King  being  Pmonner,  and  at  the  Mercy 
ctf  his  Enemies.  We  had  heard  of  the  Battle,  yet  stilt 
hoped  well  of  Hia  Majesty's  Person.  But  now  Sorrow  and 
Despair  might  he  seen  in  every  Face.  The  most  dispirited 
began  to  cry  out.  That  it  was  in  vain  to  contend  any  Itmget. 
with  Powers,  who  like  a  Torrent  bore  down  all  before  them. 
And  what  good  would  the  sacrificing  of  ourselves  do  the 
King  now,  when  perhaps  he  was  no  more,  and  had  already 
undergoa*  bis  blessed  Father's  cruel  Fate  ?  For  what  else 
was  to  be  expected  from  those  Bloody  Miscreants  into  whose 
Hands  he  was  fallen  ?  Here  it  was  that  Sir  George  de 
Carteret  had  need  of  all  his  Authority,  and  of  the  great 
Itespect  which  every  body  paid  him,  to  keep  many  from  lay- 
ing down  their  Arms.  Nor  peradventure  would  that  have 
done,  had  he  not  by  prudently  concealing  his  own  Fears, 
and  putting  on  an  Air  of  Uncodcemedness,  discredited  that 
Rc^rt  among  the  Troops ;  who  watched  his  Looks,  and 
seeing  no  Alteration  there,  concluded  that  he,  who  must 
know  more  than  they,  believed  nothing  at  all  of  the  Story. 
By  that  means  he  raised  their  Spirits  again,  and  brought 
them  on  to  fece  the  Enemies. 

These  lay  quiet  ait  that  Day,  and  the  Night  following. 
But  the  next  Day,  October  21.  early  in  the  Morning,  their 
Cannon  began  to  play,  wliich  was  answered  by  that  on 
several  little  Forts  and  Redoubts  in  the  Bay,  and  by  four 
and  tw^ity  Field-Pieces  always  following  the  Militia  upon  a 
March.  Some  of  the  lesser  Fregats  advanced  so  near  the 
Shore  as  to  bring  both  Parties  within  a  distance  to  ply  their 
small  arms  ;  our  Men  boldly  wading  into  the  Water  to  meet 
the  Enemies,  returning  their  Fire,  and  calUng  them  aloud 
Rebel*,  Traytors,  and  Murtherera  of  their  King.  This 
lasted  four  Hours,  afler  which  the  whole  Fleet  drew  off, 
and  went  to  St.  Brelade'a  Bay  (about  a  l.eague  from  that 
of  St.  OAett)  where  being  anchored,  they  sent  back  a  Squa- 
dron to  St.  O&en,  and  others  towards  St.  ^ubtn'a  Bay,  St. 
Clement,  and  OrouvUle  (*) ;  meaning  to  tire  and  distract

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ottr  Troops,  by  making  a  Shew  as  though  they  intended  fV' 
land  in  all  those  different  E^aces  at  once  ;  and  accordingly 
aeveral  Companies  were  detached  to  wait  on  their  Motions  ; 
th6  main  Body  of  the  Fleet  lying  still  in  St.  Brelade's  Bay. 
and  the  best  Part  of  the  Camp  there  likewise  to  observe  it. 

October  22,  a  Utile  after  Midnight,  the  Enemies  at  St. 
Brelade  were  perceived  to  ship  off  in  several  flat-bottomed 
BoatS)  which  tbtey  had  brooght  for  that  Service,  ten  or  twelve 
Battalions,  to  the  number  (as  was  conjectured)  of  about  four 
thousand  foot,  in  order  to  make  a  Descent,  which  the; 
attempted  by  break  o[  Day,  under  the  Covert  of  their  Ships, 
which  approached  as  near  to  the  Land  as  the  nature  of  the 
I^ace  would  give  leave,  sparing  neither  Powder  nor  Shot  on 
(hat  occasion.  But  seeing  themselves  beaten  from  two  smalt 
Forts  that  bed  been  raised  in  the  Bay,aad  the  TslanderB  drawn 
Bp  on  the  Sands  in  a  posture  to  receive  them,  they  thought 
fit  to  reiire  to  the  Ships,  which  forthwith  weighed  Anchor, 
and  returned  to  8f.  06en,  leaving  only  nineteen  Men  of  War 
in  St.  Brekuk's  Bay. 

T\bs  obliged  the  Oovemor  to  follow  them  again  to  St. 
06en,  after  he  had  posted  some  Companies  of  the  Militia^ 
his  own  Company  of  Fuzeliers,  and  all  the  Dragoons,  to 
oppose  those  that  remained  at  St.  Brelade.  The  Enemier 
being  come  to  St.  OAen,  directed  thefa"  coarse  Northwards, 
to  L'Etac,  the  ferthest  Pcant  of  that  Bayj  as  if  th^  meani 
to  land  there,  whither  tkey  w«re  accordingly  followed  by  the 
IslsBder».  But  it  soon  appeared  their  Dfeaign  «a8  only  to 
harrasa  our  Troops  ;  fi»  they  saddenly  taeked  about,  and 
steered  to  the  oi^iosite  Point ;  which  Motion  wa»  Uk^wise 
Utehded  by  our'  Fwces  on  shore  :  The  Enemies  playing  all 
the  frhile  forioosly  with  their  Cannon,  which  was  snsw6r^ 
la  the  same  manner'  as  the  Day  before^ 

Ute  Night  coming  on,  it  was  thonght  necessary  to  send 
the  Trooj»,  which  had  n6w  be«>  three  Days  and  two  Nights 
nbder  ArHt8,exceedingly  fatigued  i^th  so  many  Marches  and 
Cosnfer-mtH'chcis,  and  much  incommoded  by  a  small  Rain 
that  had  not  ceased  to  fall  ever  since  they  were  in  Action, 
to  refresh  in  the  neighbooring  Tillages  ;  the  indefatigable 
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Governor,  with  a  small  Body  of  Horse,  not  departing  all  the 
while  from  the  Shore  (54).  It  must  not  be  forgot,  that 
the  Ejoemies  were  that  Day  re-inforced  by  a  Squadron  of 
firesh  Ships,  which  joyned  the  Fleet  a  little  before  Night. 

lltBt  fatal  Night,  which  i^oved  extraordioary  dark,  and 
nnder  the  fovour  of  it,  the  Enemies  landed  a  Battalion  ; 
which  as  soon  aa  discovered,  was  with  great  Bravery  and 
Resolution  charged  by  the  Goremor  and  the  Horse  he  had 
with  him.  The  Charge  was  bloody  and  desperate  (*),  many 
of  the  Enemies  being  killed  and  wounded  (f).  But  others 
poured  <m  so  &Bt,  that  the  Infantry,  dispersed  along  the 
Coast  for  Beireshment,  as  was  said  before,  had  not  time  to 
come  in,  and  sustain  the  Horse ;  which  certainly  did  Won* 
ders,  by  the  confession  of  the  Enemies  themsetres,  who  have 
often  said  that  they  coald  not  have  stood  such  another 
Charge.  And  now  aU  fiirther  Opposition  ceasing,  there 
followed  a  general  landing  of  the  Rebel  Army  ;  and  the  very 
next  Day,  Oct.  23.  so  farious  a  Tempest  arose  ffom  the 
West,  that  if  they  had  not  by  such  lucky  and  timely  Reduc- 
tion of  the  I^and,  gained  a  Retiesit  for  their  Fleet  iqto  the 
Ports,  the  greatest  Part  ot  it  must  in  all  appearance  have 
perisL^ed  ;  as  it  ha^^ned  to  one  of  their  stoutest  Ships> 
which  was  d^Vd  to  pieces  against  the  Rocks,  and  not  a 
Mansaved^f  thsee  Kuodted  that  were  in  it.  Though  they 
were  yet  Masters  only  of  the  opea  Country,  and  not  of  the 
Castles,  the  Ne«s  of  that  Suocess  was  received  with  great 
Joy  by  thio  Men  sitting  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapet^nd  a  publick 
Thanksgiving  ordered  thereupon  (t)- 

Hie  Fort  of  St.  Aubi»,  whifiii  commands  the  Harbour  of 
that  Name,  might  have  proved  a  ^derance  to  the  Fleet's 
taking  shelter  t^ere.     Hie  first  thing  therefore  the  Enemies

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very  wisely  did,  after  they  were  landed.was  to  attack  the  said 
Fort.  And  though  Sir  George,  who  knew  how  important 
the  PrescrratioD  of  it  was  at  that  critical  Honr,  had  given  a 
most  strict  Charge  to  the  Officer  and  Soldiers  in  it,  to  hold 
out  to  the  last  extremity,  he  was  ill  obeyed,  and  with  grief 
saw  the  Place  yielded  up  almost  as  soon  as  summoned.  The 
MSS.  Relation  (•)  from  which  I  extract  these  Particulars, 
imputes  the  utter  loss  of  the  Island  to  that  too  precipitate 
and  hasty  Surrender  ;  reasonahly  supposing,  that  the  Ene- 
mies Ships,  quitting  St.  O&en's  Bay  to  come  into  St.  Aubin's, 
for  Security  against  the  Storm,  could  never  have  kept  upon 
their  Anchors  betwixt  the  two  Fires  of  Elizabeth-Cattle 
and  of  that  Fort. 

Nor  ^d  Mont-Orgueil  make  a  much  better  Resistance, 
which  may  seem  strange  after  the  Account  given  above  of 
this  Castle.  But,  alas  !  it  was  no  longer  the  same,  as  in 
those  ancient  Times,  when  a  Constable  of  France  with  ten 
thousand  Men  besieged  it  in  vain.  For  ever  aince  Eliztzbeth- 
Castle  had  been  made  the  Residence  of  the  Governor,  the 
chief  Care  was  laid  out  upon  That,  and  very  little  done  to 
support  This.  It  had  but  eighteen  Guns  mounted,  with 
five  Iron  Murderers,  when  Major-General  Haines  sate  down 
before  it,  as  I  find  in  the  Relation  he  sent  to  his  Masters  (55). 
Besides,  no  News  coming  yet  of  the  King,  Men's  Hearts 
were  thereby  so  brought  down,  and  their  Hands  weakened, 
that  'tis  rather  a  wonder  any  Resistance  at  all  was  made, 
when  People  could  not  now  tell  for  whom  they  fought  and 
exposed  their  Lives. 

The  Enemies  to  complete  their  Victory,  bad  the  hardest 
Task  still  remaining  behind,  viz.  the  gaining  of  Elizabeth- 
Castle.  TTiis  they  must  not  look  to  have  as  cheap  as  they 
had  the  others.  Sir  Qeorge  had  shut  himself  up  in  it, 
resolved  upon  a  Defence  worthy  of  his  Courage,  and  of  the 
Goodness  of  the  Cause  in  which  he  was  engaged.  With 
him  there  went  in  sundry  prime  Persons  of  the  Island, 
Magistrates,  Clergymen,  and  others,  desirous  to  give  Ptoofs

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tit  their  Loyalty  to  the  last.  The  tiamsoD  coDsisted  of 
three  hundred  and  forty  Men  mastered  for  Service,  with 
Provisions  for  eight  MonttiB  in  proportion  to  the  said  Com- 
^ement.  As  for  the  Castle  itself,  the  Description  of  it 
belongs  more  properly  to  another  Place  (*),  and  thitfaer  I 
refer  that.  After  a  previous  and  peremptory  Summons  from 
the  Commander  of  the  Rebels,  and  such  an  Answer  from 
the  Oovemor  as  became  him  to  give,  the  Cannon  was  point- 
ed against  the  Castle.  It  could  be  brought  no  nearer  than 
iS^  Helier'g  HiU,&t  the  Distance  of  six  hundred  sixty  three 
Geometrical  Paces,  i.  e.  of  about  three  Quarters  of  a  Mile, 
all  betwixt  the  Hill  and  ibe  Castle  being  Sea  or  Sand, 
without  firm  Ground  whereon  to  raise  Batteries.  One  may 
judge  that  firing  &om  such  a  Distance  could  not  much 
damage  the  Walls.  All  the  harm  done  in  many  Days  &om 
the  coatiniial  fire  of  twelve  Thirty-Six  Pounders,  amounted 
to  no  more  than  beating  down  some  Parapets,  which  were 
soon  made  up  with  'Dirf.  It  was  now  far  in  November,  and 
then  the  joyful  News  came  of  the  King's  sate  arrival  in 
France.  Whereupon  Sir  George  dispatched  Mr.  Poing- 
dsstre,  (the  worthy  Gentleman  mentioned  in  the  Preface) 
■to  congratulate  His  Majesty  on  his  miraculous  Deliverance, 
and  inform  him  of  the  Enemies  progress,  with  the  state  of 
the  Carrison. 

A  poor  Fellow,  brought  in  by  a  Party  that  had  been  sent 
out  for  Intelligence,  and  asked  what  the  Enemies  were 
doing,  said,  they  were  with  great  labour  drawing  up  St. 
Helier'B  Hill  two  monstrous  Guns,  the  like  whereof  had 
never  been  seen  in  the  Country.  It  was  easily  understood 
what  those  monstrous  Guns  were,  viz.  two  very  large 
Mortars,  which  being  fixed  threw  Shells  into  the  Castle  of 
near  thirty  inches  Diameter.  One  particulary  happening 
to  fiJl  upon  the  Church,  did  most  dreadful  Execution  (56). 
ITiis  was  the  old  Church  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Helier,  sub- 
sisting still  in  part,  and  having  under  it  a  Magazine,  in 
which,  among  great  Quantities  of  otter  Stores  and  Provi- 
sions, were  laid  twelve  Barrels  of  Powder  for  the  Service  of

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the  ArtiUety  in  the  Lower  Ward.  The  Bomb  broke  through 
two  strong  Vaults,  and  setting  the  Powder  do  fire,  scnttered 
Ruin  and  Desolaticm  all  around,  destroyed  the  l^visions, 
and  (which  was  most  lamentable)  killed  outright  forty  of 
the  best  Soldiers  of  the  QarriHon,  besides  Armorers,  Car- 
penters and  other  Workmrni  tueful  in  a  Siege.  So  terrible 
a  Blow,  and  unexpected,  caused  a  great  CoBstemstion  in 
the  Place,  and  gave  occa«ion  to  some,  more  isint-hearted 
than  the  rest,  to  talk  of  surrendring.  Such  Discourse 
could  not  he  pleasing  to  Sir  George,  who  by  his  Prudence 
quieted  all  for  the  pretent ;  yet  found  it  necessary  to  ac- 
quaint the  King  with  this  new  incident  and  withal  crave 
Assistance,  if  so  be  His  Majesty  could  prevail  with  the 
Court  oS  France  to  grant  it ;  and  with  thb  Message  be 
sent  his  Chai^ain,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Darcl  (*},  Mr.  Poing- 
destre  not  being  yet  returned.  The  King's  Answer  was  to 
this  effect,  "  That  all  his  Solicitations  at  that  Court  had 
"  been  in  vain,  and  would  still  be  so  though  repeated  never 
*'  so  often,  such  a  ConjuBction  there  was  of  Counsels  and 
'"  Interests  betwixt  Cromwell  (f)  and  the  IMme  Minister 
"  Cardinal  Mazarin  ;  adding,  that  he  would  not  deceive 
"  him  with  a  prombe  of  Succour,  which  he  was  in  no  con- 
"  ditiott  himself  to  give,  nor  could  obtain  from  others  ;  that 
"  he  relied  on  his  known  Experience  and  .'Ability  to  do  what 
"  to  him  should  seem  most  proper  ;  yet  advised  him,  rather 
"  to  accept  of  a  reasonable  Composition  whilst  it  might  be 
"  had,  than  by  too  obstinate  a  Defence  bring  so  many  loyal 
"  Gentlemen  with  himself  into  danger  of  beiag  made  Pri- 
"  soners  of  War."  Sir  George  seems  to  have  had  a  noble 
Ambition  that  this  should  be  the  last  of  the  King's  Garri- 
sons that  bent  under  the  Powex  of  the  Reb(^  as  in  fact,  (I 
think)  it  was  the  last.  Thenfbre  stitmg  the  Castle  still 
tenable,  no  Breach  made,  no  dispositions  of  the  Enemies 
km  an  Attack,  he  resolved  to  ke«p  them  out  at  least  some 
time  kmgef,  and  concealed  the  King's  Pertnission  to  treat,

der.  Asd  so  the  Siege  went  on  as  before.  But  at  lenglb 
Provisions  growing  short,  the  Ntunber  of  Defendants 
t^sesing  daily  by  Death  and  Desertion^  and  no  possibility 
feft  of  procuring  Supplies  or  Recniits  of  either,  he  called  a 
Council  of  OfKcers,  and  laid  the  Kill's  Letter  before  them. 
It  was  then  concladed  to-  yield  to  Necesnty,  which  the 
Bravest  Men  in  the  Course  of  a  War  are  often  forced  to 
do,  without  loss  of  Reputation.  In  short,  the  Garrison 
marched  out  upon  equal  aad  honourable  Terms,  and  by  the 
redditioR  of  the  TlBce,  the  Enemies  became  Masters  of  the 
whtrie  Island  (57).  As  for  Sir  George  he  went  to  Parin,  tty 
give  the  King  a  more  perfect  account  of  all  that  had  passed 
in  this  Affiiir,  and  then  settled  with  his  Fantily  in  France, 
where  te  remained  under  many  MoTtification*,  says  Lord 
Clarendon  (•),  by  ike  Power  and  Prosecution  of  Cromwell, 
fill  Hi»  Majesufs  happy  Restoration. 

Guernezey  had  some  Years  before  submitted  to  the  Usur- 
|>ers,save  Cornet-Ca6tle,-vihich  singly  stood  out  for  the  King" 
This  occasioned  a  sort  of  Intestine  War  in  that  Island,  the 
Castle  and  the  Town  exchanging  many  Shots  at  each  other. 
But  when  all  hopes  vanished  of  doing  His  Majesty  Service 
hj  a  farther  Resistance,  that  noble  Castle  also  opened  its 
Gate  to  the  Rebels  ;  wha  in  this  same  Year  1651,  (so 
titat  to  these  Islands)  made  an  end  qf  subduing  the  Royaf 
Party  every  where  intirely  (58). 

There  had  been  no  small  Apprehension  in  England,  lest 
the  King,  urged  by  his  Necessities,  should  be  induced  to 
put  these  Islands  into  the  hands  of  the  French,  for  Security 
of  such  Sams  of  Money  as  they  would  then  v«y  readily  have 
furnished  him  with.  And  that  such  a  thing  was  in  agila- 
tioD,  Whitlock  tells  us  the  Men  at  fVestminsler  had  advice 
hy  Letters  from  Abroad  ;  nay,  he  says,  those  Letters  spake 
not  of  a  simple  Consignation  only,  but  of  an  absoluto 
Sale  (t).     It  cannot  de  denied,  but  the  King  bad  it  in  his

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Power  to  have  so  disposed  of  these  I^ands,  if  Iter  hoA 
pleased  ;  and  had  met  with  Provocations  more  than  enoogb 
from  a  rebellioHS  Kingdom,  to  justify  almost  any  Measures 
he  could  have  gone  into  to  its  hurt  and  prejudice.  Now  sup- 
posing such  Counsel  ta  have  been  suggested  by  some  about 
him,  the  Event  however  shews  that  His  Majesty  generously 
rejected  it,  and  in  the  words  of  our  Great  Author  (*),  w(u 
so  strict  and punctualin  /lis care  of  the  Interest  o/England, 
token  he  seemed  to  be  abandoned  by  it,  that  he  choge  rallter 
to  suffer  those  Places  of  great  importance  to/all  into  Crom- 
well's Power,  than  to  depotite  them,  upon  any  Conditions, 
into  French  hands  ;  which  he  knew,  would  never  restore 
them  to  the  jast  Owner,  what  Obligations  soever  they 
entered  into.  None  understood  better  than  the  King,  viho 
had  so  long  resided  in  one  of  them,  how  much  it  concerned 
England,  that  the  French  should  never  have  any  thing,  on 
any  pretence,  to  do  with  these  Islands  ;  and  it  shews  the 
Greatness  and  Nobleness  of  his  Mind,  no  less  than  his 
Wisdom  and  Forecast,  in  that,  stifling  his  just  Resentment, 
he  would  trust  his  most  deadly  Enemy  with  them,  rather 
than  that  Nation.  By  being  in  Cromwell's  hands,  they 
would  remain  to  th^  Crown,  that  Crown  to  which  His 
Majesty  doubted  not  hot  God  in  his  gobd  time  wonld  restore 
him  ;  whereas  if  once  possessed  by  the  French,  they  would 
be  lost  irrecoverably.  As  to  our  particular  Interest  in  this 
Affair,  no  greater  Calamity  could  have  befallen  us  than  such 
a  IVansaction  with  France.  "Rien  indeed  we  had  been 
undone  for  ever.  But  having  an  intire  Confidence  in  His 
Majesty's  Honour  and  declared  Afieclion  for  us,  it  never 
entered  into  our  Thoughts  that  he  would  pledge  or  sell  us 
to  our  old  Enemies,  and  purchase  their  Assistance  at  the 
Price  of  our  Ruin ;  and  so  were  exempt  of  those  Fears  and 
Apprehensions  which  disturbed  Others,  conscious  of  their 
Guilt  and  Demerits  towards  him. 

We  were  now  fallen  under  the  Arbitrary  Rule  of  Tyrants,

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wliose  little  Finger  we  found  heavier  than  the  Loins  of  our 
rightful  Kings ;  witness  the  Sequestrations,  Compositions  for 
Estates  (*)  (59),  disqualifying  for  0£Gces,  imposing  of  sinfilt 
Oaths  and  Engagements,  and  other  Vexations,  which  f<^ow- 
ed  upon  our  being  made  their  Conquest,  or  rather  their 
Prey,  ffaiites  sought  out  those  who  were  reputed  to  have 
Money,  and  kept  them  in  arrest,  till  he  had  extorted  a' 
Ransom  irom  them  (f).  Five  thousand  Soldiers  were  put  af 
Free  Quarters  (f )  upon  the  Country,  and  left  without  Check 
or  Controul  to  commit  the  greatest  Insolencies  (60).  Who 
being  a  frantick  Herd  of  Sectaries  of  all  sorts,  vented  with 
full  Licence  their  fanatical  Rage,  (which  they  called  Zeal) 
against  the  Established  Religion  (!{),  turning  the  Churches 
into  Guard-houses  and  Stables,  abasing  them  in  a  manner  yet 
more  indecent  and  unfit  to  be  named,  spilling  on  the  Ground 
the  water  designed  for  the  Baptism  of  Infants,  disturbing 
the  Publtck  Assemblies,  and  invading  the  Pulpits,  with 
other  Profanations  and  Impieties,  very  shocking  to  the  good 
People  of  this  Island,  who  had  been  bred  in  a  becoming 
Reverence  for  the  sacred  Institutions  of  Christianity,  tram- 
pled upon  by  those  Hypocrites, 

His  Majesty  being  restored  to  his  Kingdoms,  was  pleased 
to  remember  the  Services  and  sufferings  of  his  Subjects  of 
Jersey  ,  and  as  he  conferred  many  Marks  of  bis  Royal 
Favour  on  Sir  George  de  Carteret,  whom  he  brought  near 
his  Person,  madehim  Vlce-Chamberlain  of  bis  Household, 
and  one  of  his  Privy  Council  (61)  ;  so  he  ever  expressed  the 
greatest  Kindness  for  the  lahabitaots ;  taking  them  into  his 
special  Protection,  and  interposing  betwixt  them  and  every 
Attempt  made  to  infringe  their  Privileges,  or  bring  any 
hardship  upon  them.  And  that  by  means  of  something 
durable  and  lasting.  Posterity  might  be  apprized,  as  of  our 
constant  Attachment  both  to  his  blessed  Father  and  him.

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SO  of  his  singular  Afiection  for  us,  he  presented  the  Bsilly  abtl 
Magistrates  with  a  large  silver  gilt  Mace  (*)((^),  having 
engraven  on  it  by  his  Onler  an  Inscription  which  we  value 
sod  hold  more  precious  than  the  Gift  itself,  though  that  he 
very  considerable.  For  it  beats  an  honourable  Testimony 
of  our  Fidelity,  and  particularly  recites  how  His  Majesty 
had  twice  found  tulam  rcceptum,  i.  e.  a  safe  retreat  in  this- 
Island,  dum  cteleris  dUhfiibw!  erclnderetur,  i.  e.  when  he- 
was  excluded  from  his  other  Dominions.  The  Inscription' 
is  in  the  Appendix,  Number  II.  In  time  of  war  and  Dan- 
ger, he  had  a  watchful  Eye  to  our  Safety,  ^  which  let  this^ 
Instance  suffice.  Daring  his  Abode  with  its,  he  bad  ob- 
served a  Defect  in  Elizabeth  Castle  ;  which  was,  that 
betwixt  the  Loiver  fVard  and  the  Fort  called  by  his  Name, 
there  remained  a  long  narrow  Neck  of  Land  open  and 
without  Defence,  except  from  the  Fire  of  the  next  Itampart,- 
Here  His  Majesty  apprehended  an  Enemy  might  possibly, 
incase  of  a  Siege,  lodge  and  entrench  himself,  llierefore 
at  breaking  ont  of  the  War  with  France  in  the  Year  1665, 
he  caused  the  same  to  be  strongly  walled  in,  and  mounted 
with  Ordnance,  and  thereby  gave  the  Castle  all  the  Perfec- 
tion it  seems  capable  to  have,  because  no  room  is  left  for  an 
addition  of  New  Works,  unless  by  laying  the  Foundation  of 
them  in  the  Sea,  which  at  every  Half  Flood  surrounds  and 
shuts  the  Place  in  on  every  Side.  This  did  his  Majesty  inr 
great  Goodness,  and  at  no  small  Charge,  for  our  better 
Security  against  the  Frenrji,  by  whom  we  were  then 
thieatned. 

King  James  II.  has  been  handled  so  severely,  and  his 
Miscarriages  so  aggravated,  by  Writers  of  all  sorts,  that  I 
hoiiX  it  ungenerous  to  run  with  them  in  the  same  Cry  against 
him.  Of  him  therefore,  and  his  short  and  unfortunate 
Reign,  I  shall  only  say  thus  much,  and  less  cannot  be  said ; 
That  as  in  England  he  had  determined  to  bring  in  Popery 
by  a  Popish  Army,  so  in  this  Island  by  a  Popish  Garrison. 
He  sent  us  early  a   Commander  of  that  Religion,  with  a 
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Pricat  to  prepare  the  way  for  it ;  and  Elizabeth  Castle  begtm 
to  fill  with  Soldiers  of  the  same  Principles  or  of  no  principles 
at  all,  who  would  have  served  the  Purpose  aa  well.  When  the 
unhappy  Prince  left  the  Kingdom,  and  withdrew  into  France, 
those  Men  bad  that  important  Fortress  wholly  in  their 
keeping  ;  and  might  think  they  could  answer  their  Master's 
Intentions  no  way  better,  than  by  delivering  it  up  to  that 
Power  unto  which  he  himself  had  fled  for  Refiige,  Here  was 
Cause  sufficient  to  make  us  uneasy.  But  it  pleased  God  to 
inspire  oar  Magistrates  with  such  Wisdom  and  Force  of 
Persuasion,  that  in  some  Conferences  with  the  Commander, 
they  prevailed  with  him  to  admit  the  Inhabitants  to  mount 
the  Guard  in  the  Castle  by  equal  proportions  with  the 
Garrison.  This  abated  of  our  Fears,  as  it  lessened  oar 
Danger  ;  and  left  us  to  wait  the  Issue  of  the  pablick  Conn- 
sels  and  Deliberations  in  England  for  settling  the  Govern- 
ment, which  ended  in  placing  on  the  Throne  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Orange,  by  the  Name  rf  (63) 

King  William  and  Queen  Mart.  In  this  great  Change 
we  rested  and  acquiesced.  For  though  we  could  not  comply 
with'the  Seditious  Practices  oiForty-One,  and  rather  chose 
to  stand  the  ^ry  of  a  powerfdl  armed  Faction,  which  bore 
us  down  at  last,  as  has  been  seen  ;  we  were  not  so  dull  as 
not  to  know  how  to  distinguish  betwixt  a  flagrant  Rebellion, 
that  tore  up  Foundations,  and  opened  a  Scene  of  Blood  and 
all  manner  of  Iniquity  j  l>etwixt  That,  I  say,  and  a  Revolu- 
tion manifestly  tending  to  preserve  to  ua  the  two  most 
valuable  Things  in  the  World,  True  Religion  and  Civil 
Liberty  ;  albeit  some,  with  no  good  Design,  have  drawn 
odious  Parallels,  and  laboured  to  fiiid  a  resemblance  of  one 
to  the  other.  In  the  Introdnrtion,  mention  is  made  of  an 
Address  to  their  Majesties,  to  which,  in  as  much  as  it  testi- 
fies our  witling  Subjection  to  the  Royal  Pair,  onr  Joint 
Sovereigns,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  give  a  Place  here  (64).

WE  acknowledge  Your  Majesties  great  Goodness  in 
giving  us  access  to  Your  Royal  Presence,  and  leave  to  lay 
this  Address  at  Yowr  Feet.  fVe  are  the  Representatives  of 
a  People,  who,  though  distingtushed  from  others  of  Your 
Majesties  Lieges  in  Language  and  peculiar  Customs,  con- 
cur with  them  in  the  common  Interest  of  Your  Kingdoms, 
and  yield  to  none  in  Zeal  and  Affection  to  Your  Majesties 
Sacred  Persons  and  Government.  fVe  are  Your  Majesties 
ancient  Subjects,  the  remainder  of  that  goodly  Patrimony 
which  Your  renowned  Progenitors  once  possessed  on  the 
Continent ;  rescued  from  the  unhappy  Fate  of  the  rest, 
by  that  great  care  which  they,  in  all  their  Wars  with  France, 
ever  took  for  the  Preservation  of  this  important  Place  / 
extending  upon  all  exigencies  their  Protection  to  us,  and 
constantly  supplying  us  with  every  thing  requisite  for  our 
Defence :  Which,  by  the  Blessing  of  God,  has  had  such 
Success,  that  though  our  Situation  exposes  us  to  those  for- 
midable Neig/ibours,  who,  in  the  course  of  above  six  hundred 
Years,  have  often  formed  Designs  against  us,  and  actually 
invaded  us,  they  have  been  as  often  repulsed  ;  insomuch 
that  after  the  Revolution  of  so  many  ages,  (wherein  whole 
Kingdoms  have  been  torn  asunder,  and  divided  from  each 
other)  we  have  still,  at  this  day,  the  happiness  of  remain- 
ing united,  as  at  the  first,  to  the  rest  of  Your  Majesties 
Dominions.  We  humbly  conceive  this  Island  to  be  no  less 
important  to  Your  Majesties  now,  than  when  it  was  thought 
so  by  Your  Royal  Predecessors.  The  known  Endeavours 
of  the  French  for  some  Years  to  increase  their  Naval 
Power,  with  their  late  bold  entring  the  Channel,  and  dis- 
puting to  Your  Majesties  the  Empire  of  the  Sea,  sufficiently

James  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  England  Sfc.  To

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and  Jamca  Hussey  Doctor  of  the  Civil  Law,  and  one  of 
the  Masters  of  our  Court  of  Oiancery,  Greeting.  Whereas 
in  our  Princeli/  Care,  and  earnest  desire  for  the  Establish- 
ment and  Maintenance  of  Justice,  and  for  the  Security  and 
Wealth  of  our  Subjects  generally  in  our  Realms  and  Domi- 
nions, we  have  been  very  mindftU  of  the  good  Estate  of  out 
loving  Subjects,  the  Inliabitants  of  our  Isles  of  Jersey 
and  Guernezey,  and  other  t/ieir  Dependances,  a  Portion 
remaining  as  yet  unto  us  in  Possession  of  our  ancient 
Dukedom  of  Normandy  ;  and  have  been  and  are  the  rather 
moved  thereunto,  both  for  their  entire  and  inviolate 
Fidelity  borne  by  them  towards  us,  and  our  Predecessors 
Kings  and  Queens  of  this  Realm  of  England,  testified  and

Let  me  only  add  this  notable  Passage  of  that  great  Oracle 
of  the  English  Iav,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  Coke  (•),  The 
Isles  (f  Jersey  and  Gransey  did  of  ancient  time  belong  to  t/te 
Dutchy  of  Normandy  ;  but  when  King  Henry  I,  had  over- 
thrown his  elder  brother  Kobert  Duke  of  Normandy,  he  did 
unite  to  the  Kingdom  of  England  perpetually  the  Dutchy 
of  Normandy,  together  with  these  Isles.  Jind  albeit  King 
John  lost  the  Possession  of  Normandy,  and  King  Henry  HI. 
took  Money  for  it,  yet  the  Inhabitants  of  these  Isles  with 
great  constancy  remained,  and  so  to  this  Day,  do  remain, 
true  and  faithful  to  the  Crown  of  England.  And  the  . 
Possession  of  these  Islands  (being  Parcel  of  the  Dutchy  of 
Normandy)  are  a  Good  Seisin  for  the  King  of  England  of 
the  whole  Dutchy.

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Description  of  the  Island. 

THE  Coasts  of  Normandy  and  Brclagne  Proviuccs  of 
France  meet  in  almost  a  Right  Angle,  and  form  a  Spacious 
Golf  or  Bay,  which  takes  its  Name  from  Mont-Saint-Michel, 
a  famous  Abbey  of  Benedictins  8eat«d  at  the  bottom  or 
inmost  recess  of  it.  In  this  great  Bay,  betwixt  Cap  de  la 
Hague  in  Normandy,  and  Cap  de  Frehelle  in  Bretagne, 
the  Islands  of  Jersey,  Guernezey,  and  the  rest,  He  as  it 
were  in  a  clnster,  yet  at  reasonable  Distances  from  each 
other  (*)  ;  and  nearer  to  Normandy  than  to  Bretagne, 
Jersey  is  the  brthcst  within  the  Bay,  as  Otternezey  lies 
more  without,  towards  the  British  Channel.  From  Jersey 
to  Carteret  or  Port  bail  in  Normandy  the  Traject  ia  about 
six  Leagues,  and  the  Land  being  very  high  on  both  sides. 
Churches  and  Houses  may  he  discerned  from  either  CoBst(66) 

Latter  Obaervations  place  Jersey  in  Forty-Nine  Degrees 
ten  Minutes  of  North- Latitude,  and  Two  Degrees  twenty 
Minutes  of  West-Ijongitude  from  the  Meridian  of  London. 

In  Length  it  exceeds  not  twelve  Miles.  The  Breadth, 
where  it  is  broadest  (viz.  at  the  two  Extremities,  for  in  the 
middle  it  is  narrower)  is  betwixt  sis  and  seven. 

The  Figure^sembles  an  Oblong  Square,  or  Parallelo- 
gram, the  longest  Sides  whereof  are  the  North  and  South, 
the  narrowest  the  East  and  West.  The  North  Side  is 
exceedingly  raised,  and  looks  down  on  the  Sea  below,  from 
Pif]&  of  forty  and  fifty  Fathoms  perpendicular  height,  which 
renders  the  Island  generally  unaccessihle  on  that  Side.  The 
South  Side  is  much  lower,  and  in  some  Places  level  as  it 
were  with  the  Sea.

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1  cannot  better  oomptwe  it  than  to  a  broad  Wc<lge,  or  to  a 
Right  angled  Triangle;  the  Bam  whereof  may  be  supposed  to 
be  the  Sea  ;  the  Calhehix,  those  high  ami  craggy  C'lifis  which 
it  has  on  the  North  ;  and  the  Ilijpoteunna,  the  Surface  of  the 
Tsland  which  declines  and  falls  gently  from  North  to  South. 

It  receives  two  great  Benefits  from  this  Situation.  The 
Ft>s(  is  that  those  Rivulets  (for  I  cannot  call  them  Rivers) 
with  which  this  Island  abounds,  do  hy  this  means  run  fur- 
ther, and  receive  a  greater  increase  and  accession  of  Waters 
(whereby  they  become  strong  enough  (o  turn  forty  Mills  (•) 
that  sup\)ly  the  whole  Country)  tlian  they  would  do,  should 
the  Island  vise  in  the  middle,  and  all  the  Streams  by  an 
equal  course  descend  on  every  Side  to  the  Sea.  This  consi- 
deration would  be  of  no  great  Moment  to  a  larger  Country, 
but  is  of  unexpressible  I'se  and  Advantage  to  so  small  an 
Island.  The  Second  EeneRt  which  we  receive  from  this 
Situation,  is,  that  by  (his  Declivity  of  the  Land  from  North 
to  South,  the  Beams  of  the  Sun  fall  more  directly  and  perpen- 
dicularly thereon,  than  if  cither  the  Surface  was  level,  and 
parallel  to  the  Sea,  or,  which  is  worse.  Declined  from  South 
to  North,  as  it  does  in  Guirrnezey,  For  there,  by  an  odd 
Opposition  io  Jersey,  the  Land  is  high  on  the  South,  and 
low  on  the  North  ;  which  causes,  if  1  may  so  speak,  a  double 
Obliquity  ;  the  one  from  the  Position  of  the  Sun  itself, 
especially  in  time  of  the  Winter  Solstice  ;  the  other  from 
the  Situation  of  the  I^nd  ;  and  is  probably  the  Reason  of 
the  great  difference  observed  in  the  Qualities  of  Soil  and. 
Ait  in  both  Islands  (67). 

This  Declivity  of  Jemey  is  not  a  smooth  and  even  Decli- 
vity, as  some  might  think.  The  Surface  is  extremely  broken 
and  unequal,  rising  and  falling  almost  perpetually.  For  as 
on  the  North,  it  is  an  entire  Hill,  with  few  and  short  Vales, 
so  on  the  South,  South-East,  and  South-West,  it  is  cut  into 
sundry  fruitful  Valleys,  narrow  at  the  Beginning,  but  grow- 
ing wider  as  they  draw  still  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  Sea, 
where  they  end  in .  several  Flats,  of  good   Meadows   and 
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Pastarea.  Mr.  Poingdestre  thought  that  this  unevenness 
and  inequality  of  the  Surface  added  much  to  the  Quantity 
and  Proportion  of  the  Grooad,  and  that  the  Island  was  so 
much  the  more  capacious  and  productive,  by  how  much  the 
more  the  Surlace  was  expaoded,  rising  with  the  Hills,  and 
descending  with  the  VoUeya.  But  herein  I  must  take  the 
liberty  to  depart  from  so  great  a  Man.  It  being  demonstra- 
ble, that  »  Country  that  is  exactly  level,  will  contain  as 
many  Houses  and  Inhabitants,  will  produce  as  many  Trees, 
Plants,  &c.  as  another  Ckmntry,  whose  Surface  i»as  nneven 
and  unequal  as  can  be,  but  whose  Basis  or  Plane  is  no  more 
than  equal  to  the  other.  Therefore  the  true  Dimension  of 
any  Country  is  not  to  be  taken  from  those  Gibbosities  that 
swell  the  Surface  in  one  Place,  or  dioae  Profundities  that 
depress  it  in  another,  bat  &om  the  trae  Basis  or  Plane  of 
that  Country  (68). 

The  nature  of  the  SoQ  admits  of  great  variety,  which 
proceeds  &om  this  diflerence  of  higher  and  lower  Gronnds. 
The  higher  Grounds  are  gritty  and  gravelly,  some  stony  and 
rocky  (69),  but  others  of  a  Ene  and  sweet  Mould.  The  lower 
ere  deep,  heavy,  and  rich.  Generally  there  is  little  barren 
Ground  in  the  whole  Island,  almost  none  bnt  what  is  capa- 
ble (tf  receiving  some  profitable  Culture,  and  recompensing 
ene  way  or  other  the  Pains  of  the  labouring  Husbandman. 
We  mnst  except  a  pretty  large  IVact  of  once  excellent 
Lands  in  the  West  of  the  Island,  which  within  these  two 
hundred  and  fifty  Years  have  been  so  over-run  with  Sands, 
that  the  Country  on  that  side  bears  the  Image  of  a  Desart. 
This  is  said  to '  have  happened  by  Irvine  Vengeance  (*)  on 
the  Owners  of  those  Lands  fbr  detaining  the  Goods  of

I  mean,  Qf  those  high  Westerly  Wuids  .that  blow 
bere  at  almost  aU  Se^ons  of  the  Year,  and  on  this  -side  of 
the  island  are  daily  seen  to  drive  the  .Sands  iVom  the  bottona 
to  tlie  top  of  the  ;bigbeBt  Clifis  (70).

Bretagne  in  ■  France.  They  hare  often  ^ne  as  far  as  Dant- 
zjcinthe  Ao^fcA,  iitfitcdthitberbj  the  Ch«i^aesB  of  the 
Mwhet^ 

This  Decay  of  Tillage"  amongst  us  has  sprung  from  «■ 
Co«liti(Mi>of  sui^  Causes  as  these.  1.  From  the  Improve- 
ment of  Navigation  and  Foreign  Commerce,  which  took' 
anvay  maoy^  haQdsemployedheforeinw<[fli[injf  attheOmund, 
snd  brought  uv  Com'  from'  Oat-lanitish'  Markets,  cheaper 
than  the  HuBbsncTBian- oooldafibrd  it  athome.  2:  From, 
the  increase-  of  tho  Stoohing^  Manufactare  (73),  which  (to 
speah'  tiath)  has'  rendei«d  the  gener^Hy  of  our  poorer 
People  lazy  and  idle,  giving  them  an  AvenionAo  Husban-' 
dry-work,  as  a  more  painful  Oecupationc  3.-  Prom  the 
Conversioir  of  the  best  Arable  Lands' into '  GardeBS  aiul 
Ordiardsi  for  the- growth  of  Cider,  BCommodity  with  which 
«e  aro  now  over'Stockf,  whilst  wervilsnt  the  more  necessary 
Support  of  Life;  Tho'  it  must  be^  confeaaed  that  »nce  the 
present  W8r(t),  i^icb  has  rained  our  IVade,  our'  People 
senaiUe  of  their  Error;  and  pressed. by  tbcevidknt  Necessity 
of  the  thing,  have  applied' themselves'  with  more  industry 
loan  emfdoyment.  they  had  B^leotbd)  and  bare  begun  to 
put  their  Hands  a^aia  to-  the  Plough  ;.  so  that  we  may, 
soon  gvow'up'tO' a  Condition  of '  subsisting,  if  not  whclly 
fo>m  ourselves-,  yet  with  alittle  Help, from  fia^an<f~  (74). 
I  mi^tt  have  named'  another  great-  Obstruotion  to  Tillage; 
bntsach-as  can^harcUy  now  be  removed.  "HKthG  prodigious) 
Augmentation  of-  Inelosures  ({),  F«u>e8,  Hedge-rows,  ands 
(>)  Lib.  1.  piice  Iff.

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High-wareH  ;  which,  though  they  add  much  to  the  Beauty 
and  perhaps  Strength  of  the  l«land,  yet  hold  they  no  Propor-^ 
tion  to  the  BigBeaB  o(  it,  aod  waste  a  great  ded  of  good 
Land  that  might  be  turned  to  better  Acconnt.  For  I  verily 
believe,  that  these  which  I  have  mentioned,  together  with 
the  Gardens  and  OMhards,  the  Situation,  Avenues,  and 
Issues  of  Houses,  take  up  very  near  oue  Third  of  the  whole' 
Island  (75).  One  ia  not  to  imagine  such  lev  Fences 
here  as  in  England,  but  gfe&t  Bulwarks  of  Earfh  (for  so  I 
think  I  may  properly  enough  call  them)  raised,  with  much 
Labour  and  Expence,  six  asd  eight  Foot  high,  sometimes 
more,  answeTably  thick  and  solid,  planted  with  Quick-sets' 
<Hr  11mber-tree»,  nany  of  them  faced  wHh  Stone  to  a  com- 
petent height,  as  you  see  the  outside  of  a  Rampart  in  s 
FortificBtioD.  And  for  such  they  woald  serve  against  a* 
prevailing  Enemy,  to*  whom  we  might  dispute  every  Field. 
But  still,  I  say,  they  are  attended  with  this  Inconvenience,- 
that  they  are  too  mach  midtiplied,  and  take  up  too  much- 
Ground,  is  a  Country  where  there  is  already  tittle  enough  in> 
{Mvportion  to  the  Ishabitsnts. 

These  iDcTosures  are  great  Enemies  to  the  Pleasure  and 
Diversion  of  Gentlemen,  who  cannot  well  hunt,  especially 
on  Horse-back,  ualess  about  the  Sea-CoMts,  where  a  few  of 
the  worst  Lands  remain  open,  or  inclosed  with  low  Fences. 

Having  mentioned  the  many  Higb'Waies  as  great  wasters 
of  the  Ground,  I  shall  add,  that  there  are  Hired  Sorts  of 
them  in  this  Island.  1.  Le  Chemin  du  Roy.  i.  e.  they 
King's  High -way,  which  is  to  be  twelve  Foot  broad,  besidra 
two  Foot  more  to  each  Bank  or  Side,  in  ^  sixteen  (76). 

2.  Le  Chemin  de  hidt  pieds,  i.  e.  the  Eight-foot  way,  of 
eight  Foot  in  the  middle,  and  font  by  the  Sides,  in  all  tvelve. 

3.  Le  Chemin  de  qualre  piedt,  i.  e.  the  Four-foot  way,  like 
the  Roman  Acttu,  serving  only  for  Carrisges  on  Horse-back. 
Over  all  these  there  are  in  each  Vintaine,  or  Tything,  par- 
ticular Officers  appointed  to  inspect  them ;  and  yearly  about 
Midsummer,  thete  is  a  Perambulation  of  the  Magistrates, 
in  one  or  ipore  of  the  IVishes,  to  inquire  in^  what  repair 
those  Wales  are  kept,  which  is  performed  very  solemnly. 
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iThe  Oanstabte  of  the  Parish  where  the  Perambulation  is  to 
bfl,  takea  with  hiiu  twelve  of  the  principal  Men  of  his  Parish 
and  meets  the  Ju«%e  stteiided  bj  tlbree  of  more  of  the  Jurats- 
OB  Horse-bach  ;  before  whom  rides  the  Viscount  or  Sheriff, 
with  his  Staff  of  Office  erected,  one  End  on  the  Pommel  of 
his  Saddle^  In  ttncient  time&  it  was  trtini  Laneei,  with  a- 
Lawtce.  He  keeps  the  midcHe  of  the  way,  the  Constable 
with  the  twelve  Men  walking  on  foot  b;  his-  side  ;  md  when 
his  Staff  encounters  with  a  Bough  or  Branch  hanging  over 
the  way,  the  Owner  of  the  Hedge  is  fined  ;  but  if  the  Fault 
be  in  the  Bottom  of  the  way,  not  the  Part;  bordering,  hut 
the  Overseers  for  that  Ftntaine  are  amerced. 

We  had  anciently  another  way,  of  very  diflerent  Use, 
called  Perquage,  from  the  Latin  Pertica,  because  H  was 
exactly  four  and  twenty  foot  broad,  which  is  the  Measure  of 
a  Perch.  Here  were  but  Twelve  of  them  in  the  whole 
Island,  bearinning  one  at  every  Chorch,  and  firom  thence 
leading  strait  to  the  Sea.  The  Use  of  them  was  to  conduct 
thither  those  who  for  some  capital  Crime  had  taken  Sanc- 
tuary in  any  of  the  Churches,  and  had  been  sentenced  to 
abjure  the  Country,  according  to  an  ancient  Practice 
amongst  ns.  Having  abjured,  they  were  led  by  the  Chnrch- 
mui  along  those  Perquage*  to  the  Sea,  which  Perquages 
were  still  a  Sanctuary  to  them.  If  they  straied  never  so 
little,  they  lost  the  Benefit  of  the  Sanctuary,  and  became 
liaUe  to  be  seized  and  suffer  the  Penalty  of  the  Law  (77). 
These  Perquage*  may  be  ranked  anuug  the  Singularities 
of  this  Island,  but  the  Reformation  which  abolished  Sanc- 
tuaries, abolished  these  also.  Hiey  then  fell  to  the  Crown 
as  wastes,  and  were  granted  by  King  Charle*  II.  to  Sir 
Edward  de  Carteret,  who  for  a  yearly  Rent  parcelled  them 
ODt  to  those  who  had  Lands  bordering  upon  them. 

We  have  in  Jersey  a  Method  of  Agriculture  differing  in 
sundry  particulars  &om  that  of  England.  But  so  in  Eng- 
land itself,  the  way  of  managing  Land  is  not  every  where 
alike.  I  shall  Mention  one  thing  only  relating  to  that  Sub- 
ject, which  Mr.  Camden,  in  discribing  this  Island,  did  not 
think  below  his  Notice.     'Tis,  that  Nature  having  denied  us 
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tbe  Benefit  of  Chslk,  Lime,  and  Marlft,  (76)  has  eup|^ie<l  ue* 
with  wluit  fully  answers  the  End  of  them  in  Kusbmidry.  It' 
i«  a  Sea-weed,  but  a  Wesd  more  valuable  to  us  tlisn  tiie- 
choisfist  Plant  oaltJvatcdin  our  Gardens.  Wff  cdl  it  Vraic, 
in  ancient  Recoide:'  Feriaeum  and  Wreccom,  and  gmw7 
plentifully  cm  the  Bocks  about  the  Islimd;  1'is  galheredT 
only  St  certaiii  times  appomted  by  the  Magistrate^  and  noti- 
fied to  die  People  by  the  public  Cryer  on  a.  Market-day  (79).- 
There  ore  two  Seasons'  of  cutting-  it,  the  one  in  Smnmer,  thff 
other  about  thrVemal'Equinox,  The  Sammer  Vr&ic,  being: 
first  well  dried'  by  the  Sun  on:  tbe~  Shore,  serves  for  Kitchen* 
fewel  in  Country-hoaees,  md  makes  a  hot'  glowing  Fire  ; 
and  the  ashes,  which  arc  coreftilly:  preserved, .  serve  for 
Manure.  We  hold  them  ecptivalent  to  a  like-  Qaantity  of' 
Lime.  TTie  Winter-  Vmic  being  spred-on  the  Green'  Swerd,. 
and  sAot  buried  in  tBe  Purruwn  by;  tbe-^ugh>  'tis  incredi-. 
ble  how  with  its  fetuactDoug:  Snbsta&oe  it  medienites  ancC 
fertilizes  the  earth,  imbibing  itselfintoie,  softening  the  GkA; 
and  keeping  the  Root  of  the  Cora  moist  dining:  the  niost^ 
pBTohing  Heats'  of  Summer  (*)~(S0).  hi-  starmy  wen^er,^ 
the  sea  does  often  tear  up  from  tlie  rocks  vast  Quantities  oK 
this  usefol- Weed,  andomts  it  oD  the  Shore,  where  the-  glad:' 
Husbandman  gathers  it,  and  pn^r  Officers  attend  to  see^ 
it  distributed  in  just  Proportiaii». 

Hie  Genius  of  the  soil  is  naturally  nrudi  inclined  tb- 
Wood,  and  the  Hamour  of  the  People  snits'wtth  tbe  Genius^ 
of  their  Soil  (81).  The  whole  Island,  e^techdly  the  mere 
inland  Part,  is  so  tfaiek  planted,  that  to  one  who  takes  a- 
Frospect  of  it  from  some' higher  Ground,  it  looks  like  an' 
entire  and  continued  Forest ;  though  inwalking  throngit  it, 
not  a  Wood,  hardly  a  Thicket  or  €oi^ice,  is  to  be  seen,  but 
many  Hedge-rows  and  OiiefaRrds.  Nothing  can  be  imagined 
mere  ddigbtfnl  than  the  faoe  of  t^ie  Island,  when  the  Trees 
setalong^tbe  Highways,  andin  the  Avenoes  of  Houses,  am 
covered  with- Verdure,  anditbeOrnhnrdsarefoH  of  Blossoms. 
For   aa  the  one  affrvds  a  Pleasant  S3>ade,  so  t}ie'  others 

Biug  wilh  Vraic,  See  the  DeKtiiilioa  oTlbetc  Idles  by  Lkcos  Jacuitun  Debts, 
Provail  eftkt  Chnicha  Iheit. 
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recreate  the  Eye,  and  pevfume  the  Ajr.wUh  a  sweet  l''ra- 
Kranoy.  BntstULitmuat  be  confeased,  that  so  much  Shade 
is  prejudicial  to  the  .Gronth  of  Corn  and  Pasture  (82)- 
Though  we  have  mu«h  Wood,  we  are  not  so  well  Btwed  with 
good  and  large  Timber.  The  Cause  whereof,  is,  tbat  trees 
with  us  planted  for  Timber,  Bse  once  in  seven. or  eight  Years 
pruned  to  the  very  Itq),  which  keeps  them  -slender,  and 
cnakes  the  Timber  knotty  ;  the  Hualondman  being  forced 
tothis.Course,  not  merely  for  the  sake  of  Fewel,  but  to  pre- 
vent his  little  Plots  and  Inclosures  from  being  orer-spred  by 
Abe  Iwo  luxuriant  Branches.  And  yet  even  such  Timber 
aervfls  well  enough  for  all  cpnunon  Uses,  njid  here  and  there 
•Sticks  are  found  fit  for  the  building  of  good  ^ps. 

The  Ordinuy  Drink  of  ibis  Jaland  is  Cider,  .an  ancient 
ijiquw,  being  meatioited  both  by  TertuUian  andSt.  Attgw- 
im.  This  last,  writing  against  the  Afanicheet,  who  objected 
io  the  Catholicks  their  .drinkii^  Wine,  whereas  themselves 
abstained  wholly  trom  it,  anawen,  not  by  .denying  khePact, 
hit  bf  retorting  ;up{in  those  Uoreticks,  that  Ihougb  it  was 
true  .liiey  diank  no  Wwe,  they  iwould  tpkc  down  very  freely

tdBMttt  tiel  fxftemw  ii).  Ft<m  Khich  Passages  of  the  two 
African  Fathen,  CVmdia^  4^  Perron  (who  l>y.Uie  way  ;wa8 
bom  in  is9SKt(X)  °^  I:^n>t«at9Bt  ll'oreints)  infers  .th»t  Cider 
was  first  known  in  ^rtOBi  i  Mtd  -t^itnice  toought  e^lf  into

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Biscay  ('),  a  ProTince  of  Spain  unAnendly  to  the  Vine  ; 
which  being  the  very  Case  of  Normandg,  Cider  in  after-time 
made  its  way  thither  also  (t).  The  same  Account  of  the 
Progress  of  this  Drink  is  given  by  the  learned  Huet,  Bishop 
of  Avranchei,  in  his  Originet  de  Csea  (+),  where  more 
Authorities  are  cited  to  support  that  Argument.  From 
JVormandy,  Cider  easily  got  into  this  Island. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  Country  in  the  World  that  (t« 
the  same  Extent  of  Ground)  produces  so  much  Cider  as 
Jersey  does,  no  not  JVormandy  itself.  Mr.  de  Samariz  his 
way  of  guessing  at  the  Quantity  throughout  the  Island,  was, 
to  allow  one  Vergie  of  Orchard,  i.  e.  three  quart««  of  an 
English  Acre,  to  every  House  one  with  another,  and  two 
Tuna  of  Cider  to  a  Vergie.  The  Houses  (to  make  a  round 
Sum)  he  computed  at  Hiree  Thousand,  though  there  wiere 
then  more,  and  the  number  is  since  increased.  So  he  con- 
cluded the  whole  Quantity  to  amount  to  Six  Thousand  'I\ins, 
or  Four  and  Twenty  Thousand  Hogsheads. 

*Tifl  not  to  be  imagined  the  Island  should  produce  the 
same  every  Year.  "Hie  Years  alternate.  A  good  Year  is 
usually  succeeded  by  a  bad  One.  But  a  good  Year  com* 
nionly  supplies  us  for  that,  and  the  next  ensuing,  beyond 
Use  and  Necessity,  even  to  Excess  and  Debauchery.  For 
this  vast  Quantity  of  Cider  must  be  wh(^y  consumed  among 
ourselves,  very  little  being  exported  abroad,  though  it  be 
the  only  Product  of  the  Island  of^whicb  we  have  an  over- 
plus to  spare  (83). 

Many  of  our  Orchards  are  planted  something  in  imitation 
of  the  fkmcHis  Qutncun^  (§),  and  all  of  them  in  an  Order 
that  gives  them  a  Beauty  beyond  what  I  have  observed  in 
Gtoceater  or  Herefordshire,  where  appears  little   f^xactnesa

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ill  the  Position  and  mutual  Aspect  of  the  Trees  (84).  Nor  is 
there  better,  larger,  and  more  generous  Fruit,  than  what 
grows  in  this  Island  ;  but  we  fasve  it  in  snch  Henty  (*),  that 
'tis  nctt  posaiblfe  we  should  be  as  nice  in  gathering  it,  and 
improving  afterwards  by  Artthat  Sea  of  Liquor  which  is 
drawn  from'it,  as  others  are  who  have  less.  Tht  common 
I^Bctice  is  to  mingle  all,  sweet  and  sour,  too  often  ripe  and 
green,  confusedly  together.  Such  Cider,  kept  two  or  three 
Yean,  or  more,  in  large  Vessels  holding  several  Hogsheads, 
becomes  as  strong  and  inebriating  as  Wine,  which  the  Efiect 
it  has  among  ear  People  too  visibly  declares.  Where 
Gentlemen  are-ouriaus  for  their  own  drinking,  and  oull  the 
choicest  Fruit,  then  rock  aad  bottle  the  Cider,  as  is  done  in 
England,  it  yields  in  nothing  to  the  celebrated  Redttreak, 
or  rather  «nii)as8es  it,  in  that  it  Ins  more  Body  (f).  We 
find  by  experience  that  the  best  Fruit  for  eating,  is  not  the 
best  for  Cider.  We  prefer  the  hitter-sweet  to  all  other,  but 
the  Cider  requires  more  time  in  refining. 

Every  House  that  has  a  plantation,  though  but  of  three  or 
four  Vergiei,  is  provided  with  a  Mill  to  grind  the  Fruit. 
There  is  tint  a  Troagh,  made  of  six  or  seven  great  Stones 
stroi^ly  cemented  together,  and  hollowed  deep  with  the 
Point  of  the  Hammer,  the  whole  exactly  circalar,  and  of 
twelve  or  fifteen  foot  Diameter,  In  this  TVough,  a  large 
and  heavy  Mill-stcme,  turned  round  by  a  Horse,  stamps  the 
Apples  for  a  Mash.  The  Mash  is  then  carried  to  the  Press, 
where  being  very  artiiilly  piled  up,  the  Juice  is  squeezed  out 
to  the  quantity  of  foar  or  five  Hogsheads  at  a  time.  One 
Trough  will  keep  two  Presses  going,  and  where  there  are 
two  such  in  a  House,  there  will  easily  be  made  four  and 
twanty  Hogsheads  of  CxAxx  per  Week.  Those  Troughs 
(here  called  Tours)  come  to  us  from  Chauzey,  a  small 
French  hlamL  about  eight  or  nine  Leagues  to  the  South  of

No  longer  ago'thsn  C^ieen  Mary'a  Reign,  there  wu  so 
little  Cider  made  in  1^  Island,  tJiat  the  InhahitaBte  were 
necessitated  to  apt^y  to  her  Cor  leave  to  import  yearly  from 
England  Cuetotn-&ee  five  hundred  Tuns  of  Beer  for  their 
tProvisioD,  besides  one  hundred  and  fifty  Tuna  more  for  the 
Garrison  (85). 

In  older  and  more  remote  Times,  our  Drink  va*  Mead. 
Which  vhen  made  strong,  and  for  keeping,  was  called 
f'itloi  (*)  ;  when  weaker,  and  for  present  spending,  had 
(he  Name  of  Botchet ;  both  answering  to  the  Udr&meliaaA. 
MelicratoH,  of  the  Ancients.  For  then  the  leland  abounded 
with  large  and  numerous  Apianes,  wluoh  thrived  exceed- 
ingly, but  have  not  been  so  much  minded  since  the  increase 
of  Cidw.  Yet  to  this  Day  Jbrsby •honey  will  searoe  admit 
of  a  Compsrisoa,  and  in  the  Island  itself  bean  more  thaa 
<]UBdrnply  the  Price  at  what  .comes  to  its  from  Normandy  at 
Bretagne. 

Could  Men  be  eatiafied  with  the  common  Drink  ef 
Nature,  Water  I  mean,  no  People  in  the  World  ore  better 
supplied  with  that  tban  we.  It  is,  in  my  t^nioD,  the  peat 
Wonder  of  this  Idand,  that  whereas  'tia  but  as  it  w«re  • 
great  Rock  in  the  widst  of  the  Salt-Sea,  it  aboiinds,  perhaps 
beymid  any  other  CoKQtry  under  Heaven,  with  ^ireah  wad 
excellent  brings,  which  gu^  oat  of  the  stimy  Strata,  aad 
bubble  up  every  where,  running  in  a  thousand  pretty  Streanu 
along  the  Daks,  till  they  lose  themselves  in  the  great  recep- 
tade  of  Waters,  ihe  Ocean  (86).  On  higher  Grounds, 
where  Wdls  must  be  sunk,  we  seldom  seed  go  dee^Mt  tKan 
uz  or  seven  Fathotas,  e*re  we  meet  wttk  looat  pure  aad 
sweet  Water. 

Nor  do  ««  want  Water  far  Physiok,  aay  mora  than  fiff 
common  Use.  Some  years  ago,  there  was  discovered  in  St. 
Mary's  Parish  (87),  a  Spring  strongly  impregnated  with  a 
Purging  Mineral  ;  to  wbieh,  in  prater  Casea,  oar  Sick  may 
have  recourse,  instead  of  going  as  heretofore  to  Dinan  in 
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Mretagne,to  tbetr  bo  small  Trouble  and  Expenoe,  besides 
Aat  the  way  thttiier  vae  often  akut  up  by  a  War.  The 
Approbstion  given  to  Ibis  Wat«  by  Dr.  Charletoa,  alearned 
English  nijsiciaBr  thea-sojouriiiag  witb  ua,  helped  to  puli 
it  into  credit. 

Hough  ws  ue  nob  so  great  Flesh-eatets  as  in  England, 
ouf  ShnnUe  on  s  Mttfket-day  is  well  provided  witb  good 
and  whotscune  Meat ;  Beef,  Mutton,' Lamb,  ^c.  whose  sweet 
and  tendw  Flesh  amkes  many  prefer  it  to  what  is  elsewhere 
both  larger  md  fatter  (88).  This  must  be  owing  to  tha 
Sbortnesa  of  our  Grass,  and  its  not  having  the  Ranknees  of 
richer  and  deeper  Pastures.  Hence  also  the  peculiar  good- 
ness of  ooT  Batter.' 

It  aiqiearB  fifom  Mr.  Camden,  that  in  his  time  this  Island 
was  noted  fov  heaving  Sheep  with  Fouf  Horns  (*).  But 
his  iofevmotHn  io'-this  Matter  seems  not  to  have  been 
^together  exact.'  For  the  E^wes  iadeed  had  itP  uiore  than 
four,  bat  tJbe  Rams  had  aix,i>(z.thKeoQ«aoh  Side,  one  bend- 
ing forwards  in  •  Semicircle  towards  the  Nose,  another  back- 
wards toward^  the  Neck,  and  the  tUrd  standing  up  erect  in 
the  mtddt  cS  the'  other  two.  lltese  are  no  longer,  or  very 
rarely,  sees.'  Being  of  the  smalbwt  kind,  conse^aesUy  not 
sopiwfitaUe  t«  the  Owners,  it  put  otur<Pepple  upcm'  intro^ 
ducing  a  larger  Breed  from  England,  which  with  time,  and 
riiange  of  Paature,  are  sunk  again  into  a  less  eiie  (89). 

Horses  we  have  not  mody  good  for  the  Saddle,  but  enough 
for  the  Cart  and  Plough,  atrwig  tho'  small)  less  ailbje^  to 
Duten^ere,  and  that  will  bisar  more  fatigue,  and  fare  hfii>der 
withont  incoinremeiice,  than  English  HoHwe.  I  havs 
midom  seen  any  foundered  and  Wae,  so  tliat  tbere  is  but 
tittle  BuainesB  here  for  Farriers  (00). 

Our  constant  Game  is  only  the  Hare  aad  Rabbit:  (91). 
There  are  neither  Bucks,  Stags,  Wolves,  nor  Foxes,  in  this 
Island  ;  irilich  require  more  spaoioos  Cotmtrie«  to  range  in. 
Of  fowl  we  have  (dentyof  all  Sorts, whether  Barn-fowl.Wild'- 
fowl,  or  Sea-feiH ;  anung  the  latter  the  bmous  Solond  Gceae, 
>  pttjimai  qiLal¥ar  csnu'tiM  cmufictnt-    Dc 
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called  here  Bernacle*,  which  corae  only  in  v6ry  cold  Weather. 
That  those  Fowls  ore  bred  of  a  rotten  I^ank  or  Rib  of  a 
Ship,  which  has  been  Iih^  floatibg  in  the  Sea,  uid  imbibing 
i  a  Salts,  is  the  vulgar  Opinion  here.  Many  will  teU  yon 
they  have  seen  them  yet  sticking  to  the  Wood  ;  some  no 
bigger  thav  Mushrooms,  and  almost  of  that  Shape  ;  some 
a  little  more  bronc^t  into  form ;  others  perfectly  fledgedy 
and  just  ready  to  fly.  Tb«  new  Philosophy  which  explodes, 
Equivoc^  Generations,  and  tesuhes  that  the  smallest  Insect 
derives  it  being  &om  a  Parent  Male  and  Femide,  has  noE 
yet  made  its  way  amongst  us.  And  indeed  is  there  a  Place 
in  the  World,  where  the  most  do  not  still  believe  that  in- 
numerable Creatures  proceed  from  Corruption  (93)  ? 

The  JBRSSr-Partridge  (*),  with  Pheasant's  Eyes,  red 
Legs,  and  Feathers  of  various  Colmirs,  is  one  of  the 
beautifiiUest  Birds  in  Nature,  and  has  b«en  often  sent  alive 
to  Persons  of  Quality  in  England  as  a  great  Rarity  ;  but 
the  Flesh  is  not  much  better  than  of  the  common  grey 
Partridge.  The  many  Hedges  breed  and  s£Bird  Shelter  to 
an  infinite  Number  of  small  Birds,  who  chirp  it  merrily  all 
Simng  and  Summer  long,  and  delight  the  Traveller  with 
their  pretty  Mdody.  ^it  the  Husbandman  pays  dear  foi 
that  Masick,  for  the?  aw  very  destructive  to  Ins  Com  utd 
Frait. 

It  were  strange  if  an  Island  so  situatedr  near  a  Continent 
and  amidst  Rocks  and  Shelves,  shoidd  not  be  well  supplied 
with  Fish,  snch  Flacra  being  where  they  most  delight  to 
haunt.  And  better  supphed  it  would  yet  be,  did  our  Pet^e 
follow  the  Fishing  Trade  as  much  as  in  Ouemezey,  where 
every  Day  of  the  Week  Boats  come  in  laden  whb  fresh 
Provision  from  Uie  Sea.  It  will  be  eofficient  to  mention  a 
fbw  of  eacji  Species.  I.  For  Shell  and  Rock-Fish,  besides 
Oysters,  Lobsters  (f).  Crabs,  and  numberiesa  more  of  that 
Tribe,  we  have  the  Ormer,  a  Fish  known  (I  think)  only 
hereabouts.     Ormer  (says  Mr.  Poingdettre)  is  a  Contraction

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of  Oreille  de  mer  [Aura  marina]  a  Name  giveo  to  it  because 
«f  its  form,  resembling  the  Ear  of  a  Man,  but  twice  as  bjg- 
The  Fish  within  the  Shell  is  a  solid  Lump  of  white  Pulp; 
very  delicious,  add  coming  nearest  in  Taste  to  the  Flesh  of 
Land-animakr.  Hie  Shell  in  the  inside  is  of  the  Colour  and 
Brightness  of  Mother  of  Pearl,  and  has  been  used  instead 
of  ie  for  inhid  Works.  It  has  no  Under-shetl  like  the 
Oyster,  but  the  Fish  clings  to  the  Rock  with  its  back,  and 
the  Shell  covers  the  Belly.  "Hs  found  only  at  Low-water 
Marks,  in  great  Spring- Tides.  2.  For  Flat  Fish,  we  have 
an  infinite  store  of  Raya,  some  with  prickles,  and  those  are 
the  Tliombacks,  othenr  without  them,  targe  Turbots,  Sofes, 
Flaise,  etr,.  all  these  in  abundance.  3.  For  Scale-Fish,  we 
have  still  a  greater  Variety.  In  the  Spring,  Base  come  by 
Shoals  BO  near  the  Shore,  that  Cart-Loads  have  been  taken 
at  a  Draught.  But  the  moat  esteemed  is  the  Mullet,  both 
red  and  grey,  and  another  we  call  Bar,  a  dainty  Fish,  often 
two  foot  long.  He  commonest  and  to  be  had  at  all  times 
is  the  Frac,  a  Sort  of  Sea-Carp.  4.  For  Rough-coated 
Fi8b,_80ch  as  go  amongst  us  by  the  Names  of  ffaua,  Routser, 
&c.  as  they  are  coarsest,  so  are  they  the  cheapest  of  all 
Fish,  therefore  bought  by  the  meaner  sort  of  People.  But 
the  Sea  about  this  and  adjoining  Islands  might  be  stiled 
the  Kingdom  of  CoogeiB,  so  great  is  the  Quantity  taken  and 
brought  to  MaAet  at  all  Seasons,  some  weighing  from 
thirty  to  forty  Pcmnda.  Otho  de  Orandimn,  Lord  (or 
Governor)  of  these  Islands  in  the  Reigns  of  Edward  I  and 
II,  forced  an  Impost  upon  Congers  salted  for  IVanapor- 
tation  ;  and  it  amounted  to  four  hundred  Livre  ToumoU 
by  the  Year,  at  only  one  Penny  Toumoi*  for  every  Conger 
above  ten  Poimds  Weight  so  salted  and  transported  (•)  (93>. 
My  Design  is  not  to  give  a  complete  Natural  History  <rf 
the  Island.  T  might  else  take  a  Notice  of  diverse  more,  re- 
moi^ble  for  some  peculiarity  or  other  ;  as  the  Sirene,  ot 
Mermaid,  so  coUed  from  its  having  Teats  like  a  woman ;  the 
Qronnard,  to  which  oar  FishermeD  have  given  that  Name 
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by  lea&on-of  IbegrutUitig  Nohe  itmakcs^wheo  itfiadiirBelP' 
intanglett  in  the  Net.  It  is  of  a  perfect  blood-colour,  vitli' 
the  Head  almost  as  big  as  the  rest  of  the  Body.  But  I  must 
Bot  <»iiit  the  Zaiifon  (as  much  as  to  says  little  Lance, 
because  'tis  somewhat  like  one)  which  has  this  Property>- 
that  'ti*  never  found  in  the  water,  bat  in  some  moving 
Sand-bank  left  dry  by  the  Sea  at  Low-ebb,  aad  there  it 
fudes  and  bturiea  itself  pretty  deep,  tilt  the  Sand  being 
stirred  with  an  Inm-hook,  it  leaps  up,  aad  is  -taken  by  hnnd- 
fulla.  It  was  formerly  a  great  Pastime  with  youag  People  of 
both  Sexes,  in  the  warm  Nights  of  JiUy  and  August,  to  go  a 
etching  this  Fish,  which  they  ddled  aller  au  La*fOft.  For 
the  Night  is  best  for  that  Sport,  and  the  Fish  gllstnv  on  the 
Sand.  It  mightbe  preparedas  an  Anchore,  Ixrt  is  usually 
eaten  frash,  and  when  not  ke;>t  too  loi^,  aad  weU  dressed  is  a 
verygoed  Dish.  Wealways  thought  it  stBgular  to  this  Place,. 
bat  Mr.  Ray  ttSh  us,  that  they  have  it  also  in  Coratcall, 
where  they  call  ft  a  Sand-eel  (*). 

The  Sea  being  so  bountfl'dl  to  as,  we  may  the  better  be 
without  Fresh-water  Fi^,  of  which  (for  want  of  great 
Rivers)  we  have  oaly  the  Carp  and  the  Eel,  found  plentifully 
in  Gentlemen's  Vwiers  or  Fish-ponds,  especially  in  the  fine 
Canal  Ssntarez.  Beyond  dl,  there  is  a  luge  Pond  in  the 
West  of  the  Island,  taking  op  in  compass  about  twenty  Acres 
tA  Ground,  snti  belonging  to  the  Seigneur  de  St.  O&en, 
where  grows  a  Carp  of  such  anasual  bigness,  aad  of  so  excel- 
lent a  taste,  that  *ti8  hardly  to  be  e<iuall'd  laEvrope.  S(Hnr 
have  been  brought  into  Emgbmd  that  were-  three  foot  four 
inches  bug  (94). 

The  only  blemish  and  fsgraoe  of  the  Island  (as  'tis  by 
some  Bcconnted)  is  the  great  multitude  of  Toads  which  swam 
in  it,  and  are  chiefly  seen  in  Summer  and  moist  Weather. 
It  most  be  owned  they  are  ne  very  agreeable  Sight,  though 
many  of  them  have  their  Skins  finely  speckled  and  varie- 
gated 'Tis  oommonly  said,  Poitoitmu  ea  a  Toad ;  but 
where  that  Poison  lurks,  or  in  what  manner  it  operates,  we 
are  yet  to  find.  They  neither  bite,  nor  sting.  They  lye  in 
(■)  Wiulam  of  God  in  mc  Works  of  tbc  Crcalioa.     Put.  I-  pag-  >40- 
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oar  sweet  Water,  and  Among  our  best  Fruit  when  it  falU  on 
the  Ground  ;  and  'tis  not  known  that  ever  any  Man  received 
any  injury  firom  their  doing  so.  The  notion  our  People  have 
of  them,  18,  that  they  draw  out  what  is  noxious  and  impure 
in  the  Elements,  and  thereby  contribute  to  health  ;  and  this 
they  pretend  to  prove  by  the  contrary  example  of  Guernezei/, 
which  will  not  suSer  a  Toad  to  live  in  it,  and  yet  is  thought 
sot  so  healthy  as  Jersey.  However  that  be,  these  and 
others  such  unsightly  Creatures,  found  both  on  the  Land  and 
jn  the  Waters,  seem  wisely  contrived  and  designed  by  the 
Almighty  Creator,  as  foils  to  set  oS  the  Beauty  of  his  other 
WOTks.  As  likewise  we  are  more  Southerly,  and  conse- 
quently wanner  thaa  England,  so  in  proportion  we  have 
more  of  the  Serpentine  Kind  ;  but  the  Heat  not  being  intense 
enough  to  exalt  their  Venom  to  any  dangerous  degree,  we  find 
them  as  harmless  as  the  Toads.  They  hurt  only  such  other 
Creatures  as  Providence  has  allotted  for  their  Food.  And 
as  for  those  pretty  greeo  Lizards,  which  in  a  hot  Summer's 
day  are  seen  basking  in  the  Sua,  looking  earnestly  and  as  it 
were  with  pleasure  upon  a  Man  as  he  passes  by,  scarce  flying 
unless  they  apprehend  themselves  to  be  pursued,  they  are  an 
Ornament  rather  than  a  Deformity  to  the  Island.  We 
receive  the  greatest  annoyance  irom  Moles,  which  abound 
with  us,  to  the  vast  detriment  of  Com  and  Grass,  but  doubt- 
less to  Uie  Beuefit  and  Melioration  of  Pruit-Trees,  by 
perforating  the  Ground,  and  giving  the  rain  a  freer  passage 
to  the  Roots.  "Tia  those  great  Banks  of  Earth,  raised  here 
for  Fences,  that  aflord  to  aU  these  Creatures  their  proper 
latibula,  and  that  increase  their  Breed.  Were  the  Country 
as  open  as  iu  other  Places,  we  should  have  fewer  of  them(95} 
The  Island  is  (praised  be  God)  generally  healthy.  And 
naturally  it  must  be  so,  considering  tlie  height  and  declivity 
of  the  Land,  and  (in  consequence  of  that)  the  rapidity  of 
the  Streams,  together  with  those  Fresh  Breezes  which  blow 
almost  continually  from  the  Sea  ;  the  Unsalubrity  of  any 
Country  arising  chiefly  from  a  low  Ground,  and  a  stagnating 
Air  and  Water.  Hence  Men  have  sound  and  robust  Bodies, 
and  live  to  a  good  Age,  if  by  esceases  <^  one  sort  or  otheV 
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they  do  not  impair  their  Healths,  and  shorten  their  Days. 
There  are  Places  by  nature  so  sickly,  that  the  Inhabitants 
cannot  help  sncking  in  poisonous  Miasms  with  >the  Air  they 
breathe  ;  bat  most  unezcusable  are  those  Men,  who  by 
iiregular  Living  bring  Diseases  upon  themselves,  which  ar« 
not  of  the  growth  (as  I  may  say)  of  t^eir  Country.  I  know 
none  such  here,  nnless  tt  be  an  Ague  in  September,  after  the 
Toil  and  Labour  of  Harvest ;  to  which  therefore  I  would 
rather  ascribe  the  same,  than  to  any  intemperature  in  the 
Heavens  (96).  Mr.  Camden  slightly  meirtions  it ;  thea 
adds,  that  there  was  no  business  here  for  Physicians  (•). 
'Tis  not  so  now,  since  the  coming  of  the  Gouts  and  other 
Distempers  unknown  to  oar  more  sober  and  virtuous  Ances- 
tors. 

Tlie  Cold  here  in  Winter  is  not  so  great  as  in  other  Parts 
under  the  same  Latitude.  But  we  are  very  subject  to  high 
winds,  which  blow  mostly  from  the  west,  and  against  which 
we  have  no  nearer  shelter  than  the  great  continent  of  North- 
America,  the  next  Landtous  on  that  Side. 

That  vast  and  amazing  chain  of  Rocks  that  invirons  the 
Island,  some  above,  others  under  water,  some  nearer,  others 
further  aS,  and  the  many  strong  Tides  and  Currents  that  run 
among  those  Rocks,  all  these  render  the  access  to  us  very 
difficult  and  full  cf  hazard,  except  to  such  as  are  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Coast.  That  many  of  those  Rocks  were 
once  firm  Ground,  which  the  force  of  the  Se^  has  torn  from 
the  Shore,  washing  off  the  softer  and  looser  Earth,  and 
leaving  only  what  it  could  not  dissolve,  is  more  than  barely 
probable.  For  thus  we  are  well  assured,  that  four  hundred 
Years  ago,  part  of  the  great  Bay  of  St.  O&en  was  a  rich 
Vale,  which  the  Sea  has  swallowed  op.  Not  only  ancient 
Records  speak  of  a  People  inhabiting  that  Tract,  but  to 
this  day  at  Low-water  great  Stumps  of  Oaks  shew  them- 
selves in  the  Sand,  with  evident  Marks  of  buildings  among 
the  Rocks  (97).  Thus  also  the  Islet  whereon  £/ua6eM- 
Cos^^e  stands,  was  joined  to  the  Main-Land  when  St.    Ma-

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gluire  came  hither  about  the  Year  565  (•)  (98),  and  I  have 
treason  to  helieve,  so  continued  some  hundred  Years  after. 

As  for  the  Tides  about  this  and  the  other  Islands, 
"  They  are  (says  Mr.  de  Samarez,)  very  extraordiuary,  and 
"  differ  from  the  rest  in  the  CkanneL  They  receive  their 
"  Motion  ,at  the  Month  of  the  said  Channel,  and  take 
"  different  impressions  ^m  the  several  Heads  of  Lands, 
"  and  Ledges  of  Rocks,  nloog  and  thro'  which  they  pass. 
"  They  tend  East-South-East  to  the  Bay  of  Mont-Saint- 
"  Michel,  by  reason  of  its  flatness.  In  that  bay  tlie  Sea 
"  flows  and  ebbs  ordinarily  &om  fifteen  to  twenty  Miles, 
"  and  fills  it  in  the  space  of  two  Hours.  When  'tis  lull, 
"  the  Motion  of  the  Tides  is  checkt,  and  they  arc  conveyed 
"  Northwards  along  the  Coast  of  JVbrmandy,  and  so  in 
"  twelve  Hours  quite  round  the  Islands.  The  Currents 
"  succeed  so  one  another,  that  there  is  no  Still-Water  here, 
"  as  in  the  Cliannet^i  Low -ebb. 

The  Island  is  divided  into  Twelve  Parishes,  so  laid  out 
that  all  have  Cummunication  more  or  less  with  the  Sea. 
St.  Saviour  has  the  least,  lliis  seems  to  have  been  done 
for  the  sake  of  the  Perquagex,  those  Sanctuaries  to  Crimi- 
nals described  abevc.  The  Parishes  are  again  subdivi<led 
into  Fintaineg,  so  called  fi^m  the  Number  of  Twenty 
Houses  which  each  such  Subdivision  is  supposed  to  have 
anciently  contained,  as  in  England  Ten  Houses  made  a 
Tytbing.  Though  the  name  remwns,  some  Vintaines  have 
now-more  than  three  or  four  times  the  Original  Number,  and 
in  that  respect,  though  not  in  extent  of  Ground,  exceed 
many  Parishes  in  other  Countries.  In  St.  O&en  they  are 
called  Cueitleltes,  I  know  not  for  what  reason. 

This  Scheme  exhibits  all  the  Parishes  with  their  Subdi- 
vbions.

CueiUettes  and  Viatainet  in  all  fifty  two  (99). 
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St.  Helier  is  the  Head- Town  of  the  whole  Island,  and 
the  next  to  it  is  St.  Atibin,  which  last  gives  name  to  the 
Bay  wherein  they  are  both  seated,  three  Miles  asunder. 
It  is  a  Bay  of  fine  white  Sand,  firm  and  level,  which  makes 
travellii^  smooth  and  pleasant  from  one  Town  to  the  other. 
The  Situation  of  St.  Helier  is  both  commodious  and 
delightful.  On  the  South- West  it  has  the  Sea,  with  a  fiiU 
view  of  Elixabeth-Ca9tle,  and  of  the  Road  for  Ships.  AU 
round  on  the  North  Quarteza,  it  is  fenced  against  cold. 
Blasts,  by  Hills  rising  up  gradually  into  the  Island.  Fromi 
the  bottom  of  those  Hills  to  the  Town  lies  a  flat  of  Meadows, 
watered  by  a  desr  Stream,  which^  after  16  has  eimched. 
them,  enters  the  Town,  runs  along  some  of  the  Streets^ 
nay  under  some  of  the  Houses,  so  that  by  a  Bucket  let 
down  throi^h  a  Tnip*dooT  the  Water  a  brought  i^i  with 
the  greastest  ease.  How  far  the  nearer  Neighbourhood.,  of 
another  great  Hill,  one  PMminence  whereof  hatpin  a  man- 
ner over  the  Town,  may  be  a  Benefit  or  a  Noisance  to  it, 
I  will  not  undertake  to  decide.  As  'tis  a  Common,  it  should 
be  beneficial,  for  the  sake  of  Herbage ;  and  to  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies,  it  affiwds  a  lovely  Walk,  with  a  most  extended 
Prospect  on  all  Kdes.  This  is  the  Hill  mentioned  before 
by  the  Name  of  St  Helier's  HUl  vulgarly,  le  Mont  de  la 
Vaie  (100).  In  the  Reign  of  Edward  VI.  when  the  Duke 
of  Somertet  had  l^e  Govemmeot  of  this  Island,  there  was  s 
talk  of  building  a  New  Town-open  this  HUl  (■)  (101),  and 
inclosing  it  with  Walls;  which  so  dottbtlesswoidd  have  been 
a  Place  of  very  ffceat  Stiengtlr,  but  destitute  of  the  Com- 
modities the  present  Town  enjt^  below,  aa  particularly  of 
fresh  Water.  It  seems  as  if  ^st  nufortunaie  great  Man- 
intended  to  fortify  himself  in  these  Islands  against  hia 
powerful  Enemies,  for  tlws  also  he  began  a  Cittadd  in 
Aldemey,  which  by  his  DealJi  nrnuned  uDfinished.  Hie- 
Town,  in  its  present  enleiged  Sljate,  contaaos  about  four 
hundred  Houses  (102),  laid  out  into  several' wide  and  well- 
paved  Streets.  In  the  Center  is  a  large  Quadrangular  Place, 
faced  on  each  side  with  handsome  Buildiags,  among  them

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with  the  Seat  of  Justice,  called  la  Cokue  Rot/ale.  There  s 
Market  ( 103)  is  kept  every  Saturday,  more  resembling  a  Fair 
than  an  ordinary  Market,  by  reaBon  of  the  great  Concourse 
of  People  resorting  to  it  from  the  remotest  Parts  of  the 
Island,  not  only  to  buy  and  sell,  but  to  dispatch  all  sorts  of 
Business,  or  even  purely  to  enjoy  the  Conversation  of 
their  Friends.  Hie  Town  is  inhabited  chiefly  by  Mer- 
chants, Shop-keepers,  Artificers,  and  Retailers  of  Liquors  ; 
the  Landed  Gentlemen  generally  living  upon  their  Estates 
in  the  Country.  In  short,  here  is  scarce  any  thing  wanting 
for  Necessity  or  Convenience.  Besides  the  Stream  running 
through  the  Place,  there  is  a  farther  Supply  of  good  Water 
from  WeDs  and  Pumps.  The  Com-market  (la  Halte  d  hUJ 
is  a  Piazza,  under  a  Pile  of  Building  supported  by  Pillars, 
where  the  Country-people  with  their  Com  stand  dry  in  all 
Weathers.  And  so  likewise  the  Shamble  (aio)];^  la  HaUe 
or  la  Boucherie)  is  a  spacious  Room  inclosed,  so  that  in 
passing  the  Streets,  neither  the  Sight  nor  Smell  are  offended 
with  dead  Carcasses  of  Beasts,  exposed  on  Stalls,  or  in  open 
Shops,  as  is  too  common  elsewhere.  Whoever  has  observed 
the  Diflerence  betwixt  s  clean  well-built  Town,  and  an 
irregular  jnmble  of  Houses,  with  miry  Streets  and  Lanes, 
(and  many  a  Coontry-Market-Town  is  no  better),  will  not 
think  these  Remarks  trivial,  or  out  of  the  way.  As  to  the 
Number  of  Inhabitants,  by  taking  them  at  a  Medium  of 
Five  to  every  House,  which  seems  nearest  to  truth,  we  may 
pronounce  them  Two  Tboosand  of  all  sort^,  without  fear 
of  erring  much  on  either  hand  (104).  And  herein  I  do  not 
include  the  Dwellers  in  the  €ha-  Vtntainet,  who  amount  to 
some  Hundreds  more,  and  are  Parishioners,  though  not 
Townsmen.  Forallthese  the  Church  in  the  Town,  though 
very  capacious,  and  fllled  with  Galleries,  is  no  more  than 
barely  sufficient  (105.)  This  Description  of  St.  Helier 
would  not  have  fitted  it  in  Mr.  Camden's  Days,  nor  even 
so  low  as  1694,  when  my  Book  was  first  published;  many 
Particulars  here  mentioned,  with  others  which  for  Brevity  I 
omit,  being  latter  Improvements. 
St.  Aubin  is  a  town  of  merchants  and  masters  of  ships,  who 
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first  settled  in  that  Place  (otherwise  not  so  proper  to  build 
on,  because  too  much  straitned  between  Hills  and  the  Sea) 
for  the  sake  of  the  adjoining  Port,  the  best  and  most  fre- 
quented in  the  Island.  In  extent  and  Bigness,  'tis  less  than 
St.  Helier  by  more  than  one  half,  hut  vies  with  it  in  the 
INeatness  of  the  Houses.  For  here  they  are  almost  all  new, 
whereas  among  the  more  elegant  modem  ones  of  St.  Helier, 
there  are  not  a  few  remaining  of  antick  Fashion,  which  in 
Comparison  make  hut  an  indifierent  Figure.  And  here  also 
every  Monday  is  held  a  Market,  improperly  so  called,  it 
being  rather  an  Exchange,  or  Meeting  of  Merchants  and 
others,  about  AJfairs  relating  to  Navigation  and  Foreign 
Commerce.  The  Town  lies  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Brelade, 
and  because  the  Church  is  at  a  Distance,  with  the  way  to  ic 
over  a  bleak  Hill,  the  Inhabitants,  most  of  them  easy  in 
their  Fortunes,  are  building  a  handsome  Chappet  tor  Di- 
vine Service,  by  a  contribution  among  themselves  (106). 

The  Fbrt,  as  Nature  made  it,  and  as  it  was  threescore 
Years  ago,  did  not  enough  cover  the  Ships  within,  against 
some  particular  Winds.  TTierefbre  a  strong  and  massive 
Stone- Work,  or  Pier,  in  imitation  of  that  of  Guemezey,  has 
been  carried  into  the  Sea,  which  locks  them  in,  and  now  is 
a  safe  and  quiet  Harbour  for  them.  In  this  Pier  "  a  Sixth- 
"  Rate  just  floats  at  a  dead  Neap,  and  a  Ship  of  two 
"  hundred  TVins  at  all  times  (•)."  Our  Trade  does  not 
require  greater  Vessels  than  of  a  hundred  and  twenty  or 
thirty  Tuns,  and  for  those  there  is  always  entrance  at 
Half- Flood.  Large  Ships  and  Men  of  War,  such  as  some- 
times visit  us  from  England,  must  keep  without  in  the 
Road,  where  is  very  good  Ground  for  anchoring.  The 
Pier  joins  to  the  Fort  of  St.Avhin,  and  as  that  defends  the 
Ships  &om  the  Violence  of  the  Winds  and  Waves,  so  this 
protects  them  against  the  Insults  of  a  Enemy  (107).  By 
a  landable  Emulation,  St.  Helier  is  raising  such  another 
Great  Work  at  a  convenient  Place  near  it ;  which  is  so  far 
advanced  that  it  already  does  good  Service,  and  will  do 
more  when  brought  to  Perfection  (106). 

(■}  Mr.  Lt  BailiiU't  Frwpcct  of  ibc  FoH,  Harbour,  and  Town  of  SI.  ^i>i<'>i' 
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After  SO  much  said  of  the  two  principal  TownfF,  it  were~ 
superfluous  to  enumerate  smaller  Hamleta,  and  Clusters  of 
Houses,  scattered  up  and  down  the  Island  ;  (109)  the  whole 
heing  indeed  so  full  of  Habitations,  that  it  more  resemhles 
a  great  Village  than  an  open  and  Champaign  Country.  By 
looking  into  the  M^,  one  may  see  bow  thick  they  stand  in 
the  several  Vintaines.  and  yet  the  Numbers  there,  fall 
short  of  the  present  Numbers.  Tot  'tis  not  less  than  fifty 
Years  since  that  Account  was  taken  by  Mr.  de  Samarez, 
and  inserted  into  his  Original  Draught,  of  which  the  Map  in 
this  Book  is  a  Coi^,  and  in  that  time  the  Numbers  have 
been  considerably  augmented.  Tbey  are  doubled  in  the 
Fintaine  de  la  Ville,  but  'lis  not  so  in  the  reat.  This  in- 
crease of  Houses  ia  very  much  owing  to  the  Division  of  Land 
among  the  Childrenof  a  Family  (HO).  A  younger  Brother, 
having  hut  a  few  Vergiei  &>r  his  Lot,  shall  take  it  into 
his  Head  to  lodge  hinuelf  (as  the  Phrase  here  is)  upon  his 
tittle  Fund,  and  so  up  rises  a  New  House  where  never  any 
was  before.  And  an  increase  of  Houses  inferring  an  increase 
of  People,  it  follows  that  these  also  must,  in  those  fifty  years, 
be  multiplied  in  Proportion.  I  computed  them  at  between 
Fifteen  and  Twenty  Thousand,  but  must  now  enlarge 
the  Account,  and  allow  them  to  be  the  Twenty  Tliousand 
full,  and  upwards.  And  even  90,  I  am  aware  some  will 
think  the  Estimate  too  scanty,  believing  them  to  be  many 
more  ;  while  others  will  lo<4i  on  it  with  admiration,  that  on 
so  small  a  Spot  of  the  E^tb,  there  should  Twenty  Thou- 
sand Souls  be  found,  all,  excepting  a  very  few.  Natives  of 
the  Place  (•). 

This  Throng  of  Inhabitants,  and  Multitude  of  Hands 
to  defend  the  Island,  makes  its  Strength  and  Security. 
Therefore  whatever  might  tend  to  thin  their  Numbers,  must 
also  in  the  Nature  of  the  Thing  tend  to  weaken  the  I^ace,

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tad  expose  it  to  an  Elnemy  (111).  An  oppressive  Govem- 
ment,  a  dimiautioD  of  its  privileges,  hardships  and  Dis- 
coursgementa  laid  on  ita  IVode,  and  the  like,  would  in 
time  do  that,  and  sink  its  Thousands  to  Hundreds. 
Were  not  the  Island  thus  populoos,  it  conld  not  defend 
itself  ;  and  nothing  but  great  I^vileges  and  Immunities 
quietly  enjoyed  will  keep  a  People  together,  and  promote 
their  increase,  who  by  their  Situation  are  continually  in  the 
Month  of  Danger.  But  of  this  again,  in  a  more  proper 
Place  (•). 

Buildings,  both  in  Town  and  Country,  are  substantial  and 
strong,  being  all  of  Stone.  The  commoD  Stone  of  the 
Island  is  a  Rag-St«ie,  hard  and  brittle,  and  therefore  not 
easily  brought  into  form.  There  can  be  no  want  of  it  in  a 
Country  that  is  itself  but  a  huge  Rock,  covered  to  a  greater 
or  less  Depth  with  a  Coat  of  Earth.  But  besides  that. 
there  is  is  the  Parish  of  St.  John,  on  a  hill  called  Mont- 
mado,  a  rich  Quarry  of  excellent  Stone,  rising  in  great 
Kocka,  and  capable  of  being  cut  and  shaped  into  regular 
-Squares,  like  the  Portlaad-Slone  in  England.  The  Rag- 
Stone  singly  serves  tolerably  well  for  meaner  houses,  and 
be^  the  Weather  out  better  than  Phuster  at  Loom.  But 
'tis  more  usual  to  employ  both  sorts  blether  ;  namely,  the 
M<mt-mado  for  Comers,  Doors,  Windows,  Mantle-pieces,  (f } 
^c.  the  Rag-Stone  for  filling  up  the  Interstices  in  the 
Walls  ;  and  houses  thus  built  are  very  compact,  and  make 
a  handsome  Shew.  Here  and  there  Gentlemen  and  rich 
Merchants  will  have  theirs  fitced  wholly  with  Mont-mado, 
er,  instead  of  tiiat,  with  Chauzey-Stone,  which  comes  from 
the  little  'French  Island  of  that  Name  mentioned  befiMre. 
They  are  both  of  a  fine  Grain,  and  wre  viDught  with  the 
Pmnt  of  the  hammer  almost  M  sleek  as  polished  Muble. 
Hie  MoHt-mado  is  (tf  a  reddish  Wtnte^  and  the  whiter  the

France  or  England  supply  ua 
with  Lime,  having  none  of  our  own  ;  and  the  latter  with 
Blue  Slate,  to  cover  our  Churohes  and  finest  Seata.  But 
this  coming  pretty  dear,  we  must  for  the  most  faxi  be  con- 
tented with  I'hatcbing  ;  which  here  is  done  with  long  well- 
chosen  Wheat-Straw,  as  little  Imused  as  poswible,  laid  on 
eo  artificially,  bound  so  firm,  and  cut  so  smooth  and  even, 
that  the  Work  aot  only  \ooka  well  to  the  Eye,  but  will 
resist  a  storm  of  Wind,  better  than  1  have  observed  commoa 
Tyling  to  do  in  England,  These  Jersey -houses,  with  proper 
Case  «ill  stand  some  hundreds  of  Years,  and  would  much 
surpass  the  slighter  Buildings  of  other  Countries,  were  the 
Finishing  and  Furniture  answerable  to  their  s<didity.  But 
our  People,  especially  the  middle  sort,  have  m<»e  regard  to 
strength  and  Durableness,  than  to  Ornament.  And  there 
is  good  Reason  fw  it  from  the  Tenure  of  houses  and  Land 
amongst  us,  which  is  not  for  a  certain  limited  Term  of  Years 
only,  like  Farming  in  Englcuid,  but  d  fin  d'ft&itage,  as  we 
express  it,  that  is  to  say,  for  ever.  Hereby  a  Man  being 
perfectly  master  of  what  he  possesses,  prudence  will  direct 
bis  layings  out,  not  in  things  of  mere  present  aatisfiiction  or 
Curiosity  only,  and  that  will  abide  no  longer  than  himself, 
but  in  such  as  may  pass  to  his  Children's  Children,  who  are 
to  enjoy  the  Tenement  after  him.  And  in  this  View  he 
builds  substantially,  and  does  many  other  things  for  a  lasting 
Improvement,  which  one  who  holds  only  fot  a  Time  has  not 
encouragement  to  do. 

Trade  with  us  is  subject  to  many  ebbs  and  flows,  according 
as  we  have  War  or  Peace  with  our  Neighbours.  In  1694 
I  complained  of  its  being  ruined  by  the  ^rmateun  of  St. 
Mcdo,  who  then  reigned  in  these  Seas,  and  in  a  manner 
blocked  ua  up.  At  lenght  we  ourselves  took  to  the  same 
course  of  Privateering,  which,  tho'  gainful  to  some  particular 
Persons,  could  not  make  us  amends  for  the  Loss  of  a 
peaceable  open  Trade,  the  Benefit  whereof  is  more  general 
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and  dillusive.  Since  things  have  been  (juieter,  we  are  got 
■Lgain  into  oar  old  IHok  of  Busineas,  and  yearly  send 
aereral  good  Ships  to  JVew-frntrnttaad  (•),  (112)  which 
irom  tltfince  proceed  into  the  Mediterranean  with  their 
lading  of  Fiah,  call  at  the  Markets  tliere,  and  bring  home 
good  returns  to  their  Owners.  Tiaa  is  the  prime  Trade 
we  carry  <hi  abroad  ;  and  as  none  is  lairer,  and  less  liable  to 
Objsctims,  'tis  evidently  our  Interest  to  pursue  it  with 
greater  Api^cation  than  any  other.  There  is  a  dishonest 
clandestine  Trade,  too  much  grown  into  Practice  every 
where,  and  England  has  sometimes  (though  I  verily  think 
wiUiout  good  Foundation)  conceived  a  jealousy  and  dis- 
trust of  this  Island  on  that  account.  So  far  as  I  understand, 
what  there  is  here  of  that  kmd,  is  at  least  to  the  advantage 
of  England.  I  mean  the  runningof  Tobaccos  into  France, 
which  increases  the  sale  and  Consumption  of  an  English 
Commodity.  Yet  neither  do  we  run  those  Tobaccos  our- 
selvef,  or  do  it  very  mrely ;  butthey  among  the  French  who 
allow  themselves  in  that  Way,  come  and  take  them  of 
us  (113).  We  have  but  oneeoost&at  standing  Manufacture 
for  Exportation)  namely  thatof  Knit  Hose.or  Stockings,  of 
which  many  thousand  Pairs  axe  weekly  made  in  the  Island  (t) 
and  sold  at  St.  Helier  every  Saturday  by  the  Knitters  to 
the  Merchants  ;  who  heretofore  used  to  carry  or  send  them 
to  Paris  and  Rouen,  and  even  as  far  as  Lions,  in  France, 
and  there  had  a  good  price  for  them.  But  when  the  famous 
Colbert  set  himself  to  advance  the  Commerce  and  Manufac- 
tures of  that  Kingdom,  he  ceused8o.high  a  Duty  to  be  laid 
on  this  Traffick  as  amounted  to  a  Inhibition.  London  is 
the  pr^ent  Market  for  them,  ttom  whence  they  are  with 
other  Englith  Goods  dispersed  into. various  parte  of  the 
World.  The  Wool  they  are  wrought  with  comes  to  us  from 
England,  two  thousand  Tods  unoombed  being  by  Conces- 
sion of   Parliament  allowed  us  yearly,  for  supporting  the

And 
England  is  no  loser  by  that  Concession.  For  whereas  it 
takes  littie  or  nothing  of  us  save  thoee  Stockings,  we  draw 
from  it  all  sorts  of  Merely  and  Grocery  Wares,  Honshold- 
. goods.  Leathers,  Corn,  JVetecattle'Coai,  &c.  which  must  be 
answered  with  Money,  where  the  [ffoduce  by  die  Stockings 
is  deficient,  as  it  always  is,  and  always  will  be,  to  the  amount 
of  considerable  Sums.  This  should  be  a  caution  to  our 
Veople  to  import  only  things  of  Necessity  and  none  of 
Luxury,  lest  the  Ballance  turn  too  much  against  them, 
which  in  (he  end  would  prove  fatal  to  the  Island.  Our 
Fore-fathers  lived  well  though  Aey  traded  less,  because 
their  Maooers  wwe  modest,  simple,  and  &ngal. 

Estates  in  Land  cannot  b«  great  in  a  Country  where 
there  is  so  little  of  it,  and  seldom  to  be  bought  under 
thirty  years  purchase.  So  that  what  is  meFrily  said  "  of  a 
"  Gentleman's  walhing  in  a  morning  some  M^les  outright 
"  on  his  own  Grounds  for  his  Health"  is  a  piece  <^  Wit 
quite  lost  amongst  us,  no  Gentleman  in  this  Island  having 
«o  extended  a  Wa}k  or  his  own  Property.  'Tis  a  work  of 
Time  and  of  great  Isdnstry,  to  enlarge  an  Inheritance 
here  ;  and  when  done  tis  most  commonly  so  by  acquiring 
Rents  charged  on  other  Men's  Elstates.  A  Rent-Charge  is 
not  a  thing  unhnown  in  England,  but  here  t^ose  Rents  are 
differently  constituted,  being  made  payable  in  Com,  or 
things  of  the  like  Nature.  Such  a  Rent  may  originally  be 
created  thus.  A  Man  who  wants  Money,  sells  (for  example) 
a  Quarter  of  Wheat  upon  himself,  that  is,  binds  himseff 
and  his  Heirs  for  ever,  with  the  annual  Paymrat  thereof ; 
and  this  seme  Rent  shall  perhaps  afterwards  pass  from  the 
first  Purchaser  through  many  Hands  successively,  every 
.Seller  still  guaranteeing  the  Buyer.  Thus  again  the  Pro- 
.{M^etor  of  a  Tenement  with  Land  lets  it  out  to  another, 
fi}r  so  many  quarters  of  Wheat  for  ever  yearly ;  nay,  though 
it  be  but  a  House,  with  not  a  foot  of  Land  to  it,  as  in  the 
Town,  'tis  let  in  the  same  manner  for  a  Rent  in  Wheat, 
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vliich  seems  absorb,  yet  is  our  Prnctice.  The  Term  fop 
payment  of  tbeae  Rente  is  Mickeelnuu,  from  whence  to  St. 
Lawrence's  J>a,j  next  following  (*),  they  may  be  paidia 
specie.  After  that,  it  must  be  in  Money,  according  to  » 
certain  Rule  or  Stsndard  set  by  the  Royal  Court  ;  which 
always  meets  vpon  that  Day,  and  from  as-  Account  laid 
before  it  of  the  several  rates  that  Com  has  been  sold  at  in 
the  Market  every  Saturday  throughout  the  Year,  detenuiaea 
tiw  price  (tf  the  Rents  remaining  unpaid.  Now  then  when 
'tis  asked  what  Elstate  a  man  has  irthis  Island,  the  question 
is  not,  how  many  Pounds,  as  in  England,  or  how  many 
Livrea  as  in  France,  but  how  many  Quarters  of  Wheat  he 
is  worth  yearly.  And  this  makes  Estates  with 'us  somewhat 
variable-  and'  uncertain,  seting  tbey  must  rise  and  Ml 
according  to  the  price  of  Com  each  year  intbeMm-ket(I15). 
A  JsRSEY-E^tate  of  a  Hundred  Quarters  of  Wheat,  may 
be  supposed  pretty  near  eqaal-  to  one  of  seventy  Pounds  in 
England  j  and  he  that  is  wortli  two  or  three  hundred  such 
Quarters,  is  cailed  a  Rich  Man  is  this  Island. 

OavelkiTtd,  or  the  Partition  of  both  real  auA-  person^ 
Elstates  among  Sons  and  Daughters,  is  our  ancient  Usage) 
and  destroys  many  an  Inheritance,  by  mincing  it  into  sevend 
parcels  ;  which  pentdventare  in  the  nexb  Gtaeration,  shaU 
be  subdivided  again  into  still  lesser  Portions,  and  ao  on,  till 
an  Estate  is  reduced  almost  to  nothing  (ll6^j 

In  short,  he  who  is  ambilions  oi  raisiiig  a-  great  Estate; 
must  look  out  for  another  Cbontry,  for  'tis  not  to  be  done  in 
this  Island.  But  a  Man  of  moderate  Desires  (and  ougtrt  not 
•very  Christian  ta  be  such  ?)  may  enjoy  -  hiinself  very 
comfortably  in- it,  always  mppoaing  Peaceable  Times.  The 
cheapness  of  Things  makes  a  little  Money  go  a  great  way  ; 
and  the  Esemptton  we  enjoy  firomi  Taxes,  and  Impoaitions 
an  what  a  Family  consumes,  renders  a  small  Estate  equi* 
valent  to  one-  of  better  value  elsewhere. 

Tbe  Language  ia  French;  IMvine  Service  and  Preaching, 
Headings  in  Court,  Pubtic  Acts,  Conversation  among  the 
more  genteel  and  well-bred,  all  these  are  in  good  French  ^ 
(*}  Anguii  10. 
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but  what  the  Vulgar  do  speak,  is  confessedly  not  so.  Yet 
even  I'hat  is  not  so  properly  a  corrupt,  as  an  obsolete  and 
antiquated  Frexck.  For,  excepting  the  viciouBness  of  Pro- 
nunciation, it  seems  to  be  the  very  same  that  obtained  in 
France  in  the  Reigns  of  Franc'ii  I.  and  Henry  If  ;  aa 
appears  from  the  Books  and  Writings  of  that  Age,  wherein 
one  finds  abundance  of  Words,  retained  to  this  day  by  our 
PeofJe,  which  a  polite  modea-n  Frenchman  would  not  use, 
perhaps  does  not  understand  (*)  (117).  AllLangu^ea  are 
subject  to  change,  but  none  has  undergone  more  or  greater 
alterations  than  the  J^rencA .whether  for  better  or  worse  is  not 
agreed  among  their  own  Writers  ;  some  of  whom  complain 
that  their  Language  has  been  impoverished  by  too  much 
refining  it,  and  casting  off  Words  of  great  uSeiiilness  and 
signlficancy.  After  all,  there  are  spoken  in  many  R'ovinces 
of  that  Kingdom  varioas  Jargtmt,  not  a  whit  bett«  than 
the  worst  amongst  ns  ;  and  idiat  is  asid  by  them  of  them- 
selvesy  que  les  gens  de  Qutdili,  et  let  gent  de  Lettrex,  patient 
bien  par  tout,  i,  e.  that  Peojile  of  Fashion,  and  Men  of 
of  Learning,  speak  well  every  whraci  is  (1  trust)  no  less 
RppU<;able  to  otJiers.  It  ought  not  therefore  to  deter 
Engliak  Parents  from  sending  their  Children  hidier  to  learn 
French,  though  at  the  hazard  of  carrying  b&ek  a  fev  less 
modish  and  less  elegabt  turns  of  Sjpecoh,  which  Books  and 
good  Company  wMl  eaaily  oorrect  afterwards.  Here,  the^ 
will  be  out  (^  the  way  of  Men  who  icho  lye  in  ioaii  to 
deceive,  and  their  Religion  and  MoMls  will  be  safie,  vhicfa 
cannot  be  said  of  the  Places  they  go  to.  Add  to  this;  a 
saving  and  lessening  of  Expence.  Albeit  French  be  onr 
ordinary  Language,  there  are  few  GMtlemen,  M«rchantB, 
or  considerable  Inhabitants,  but  speak  English  bdemblyi 
The  better  to  attain  it,  they  are  teat  young  into  Engtdnd. 
And  among  the  inferior  sort,  who  have  not  the  lik«  means 
of  going  abroad,  many  make  a;  shift  to  get  a  good  smattering 
of  it  in  the  Island  itself.  More  especi^y  in  the  Town  of 
St.  Heiier,  what  wiUt  tliis,  what  with  the  confluence  of  thfe 
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Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Garrison,  one  hears  well-nigh  as 
much  English  spoken  as  French.  And  acconlingly  the 
weekly  Prayers  in  the  Town-Church,  are  one  Day  in  French, 
and  another  in  English. 

In  this  Island  are  many  very  Ancient  Families,  not  only 
among  the  Qualified  Gentry,  but  even  among  those  of  a 
middle  rank  and  degree.  Of  which  latter  there  are  some  of 
several  hundred  Years  standing,  as  all  our  Records,  and 
particularly  the  Old  Extent  of  1331  (*),  plainly  testi^. 
This  18  owing  to  the  Perpetuity  of  our  Tenures,  not  subject 
to  removes  and  changes,  as  in  other  Places,  where  by  fte- 
qaent  Transmigrations  such  Families  soon  wear  out  of 
remembrance,  and  their  Original  is  forgotten  (118). 

Gentlemen  possessed  of  the  principal  Seigneuries  at 
Manners  (for  they  are  not  all  of  equal  regard  or  Dignity) 
have  the  same  civility  paid  them  as  in  France,  of  not  being 
addressed  to  by  their  Family- Name,  but  by  that  of  their  '^'- 
gneitrie,  wMch  gives  them  a  character  of  Diatmction.  Thus 
of  the  Name  of  Carteret  there  are  the  Seigneurs  de  St. 
O&en,  de  la  Trimt4,  de  Finchel^z,  &c.  of  that  of  Btmdiml, 
the  Seigneur  de  Melesehe  ,•  of  that  of  Dumaresq,  la  Dame 
de  Samarez,  thi  Seigneur  dea  ^ugr^s  ;  of  thatof  Zempners, 
the  Seigneur  db  Dilonient ;  of  that  of  Pipon,  the  Seigneur 
de  Nomtiont  ;  and  so  of  others.  The  Faftiily-Names  are 
moetly  Nirman,  Some  Bfbt&n,  with  a  few  English  firora 
King  Johrt't  time  downwards  (1 19).

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CHAPTER  in. 

Military   Government. 

The  chief  OfBcer  in  this  Island,  he  who  more  immediately 
represents  the  Person  and  Authority  of  the  Sovereign,  and 
has  the  precedency  of  all  others,  ia  the  Governor.  Whilst 
the  Island  was  suhject  to  the  Kings  of  France  of  the  first 
and  second  Race,  the  Governors  were  stiled  Comitea  and 
Duces,  i.  e.  Counts  and  Dukes.  Thus  Loyescon,  who  com- 
manded  here  in  the  time  of  Ctotaire  and  CHerehert  about 
the  Year  560,  is  called  Comes,  a  Count ;  as  we  learn  from 
the  compilers  of  the  Life  of  St.  Magloire,  th«  Apostle  of  this 
Island  (*).  And  Amwarith,  who  had  the  same  command 
under  Charlemagne  two  hundred  Years  after,  is  called  Dux, 
a  Duke  ,-  as  appears  Irom  the  passage  alledged  before  (fj^ 
concerning  Qeroaldut,  Abbot  of  Fantenelle,  that,  is  quadam 
LegaXione  fungehatur  in  Insuld  cut  Nomen  est  Augia  [i.  e. 
3erse\'\  cui  tempore  illo  praefuU  Dux  ntnnine  Amwarith  («}, 
Under  the  Dukes  of  Normandy,  and  the  first  English 
Kings  after  the  Conquest,  the  Government  of  all  these 
Islands  was  usually  given  to  one  Man,  called  sometimes 
Dominus,  sometimes  Ballivua,  sometimes  Costos  Insularum, 
i.  e.  Lord,  Bailly,  imd  Warden  of  the  Islands.  But  Henry 
VI.  gave  them,  together  with  the  Isle  of  Wight,  to  Henry 
de  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  with  a  very  extraocdinary 
'Htle,  viz.  that  of  Kino,  as  is  said  in  an  ancient  Manuscript 
Chronicle  of  the  Abbey  of  Twekesbury  cited  by  Mr.  Selden 
in  his  Mare  Clamvm  (§),  which  speaks  thus.  Obiit  Do- 
minus Henricus  nobilis  Dux  Warichiie,  et  primus  Comes 
Anglice,  Domintis  le  Dispenser  et  de  Abergavenny,  REX  de 
Insults  Wight  et  Gardsey  et  Jardsey,  Dominus  quoque  Cas-

est  in  medio  Chori  Theokesburise.  When  the  Islands  were 
separated,  and  particutat  Governors  assigned  to  each,  they 
we're  stiled  Captains,  and  at  last  Governors,  which  Title 
Tas  fixed  by  a  special  Order  of  Council,  June  15.  IG18. 

This  Office  has  been  anciently  held  by  Persons  of  very 
great  Note  and  Eminency,  and  we  can  reckon  among  our 
Governors  the  Sons  and  Brothers  of  some  of  our  Kings  ;  as 
1.  ^oAn  Earl  of  Mortain,  afterwards  King,  who  had  these 
Islands  settled  upon  him  in  the  nature  of  an  Appanage  by 
Atc/iartj  I.  his  Brother  ;  3.  Prince  A't^wartl, afterwards  King 
£(Ju>ar(f  I,  Son  and  Successor  of /^nry  III,  who  enjoyed 
them  in  the  same  right  in  the  Life  of  his  Father ;  3.  Edward 
Dake  of  York,  Son  of  Edmund  Doke  of  York,  who  was 
-fifth  Son  of  Edward  III.  This  Prince  was  slain  at  the 
Battle  of  Azincourt  in  1415  ;  4.  John  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Brother  of  Henry  V,  and  Regent  of  France,  where  he  died, 
-and  was  buried  at  Ro&en  ;  5.  Humphrey  Duke  of  Glocester, 
Brother  also  of  Henry  V.  He  was  Murthered  at  St. 
Edmunds'bury,  and  lies  in  the  Abbey-Church  of  St.  Albans. 

From  the  time  of  Henry  V'll,  Jersey  has  of  itself  been  a 
distinct  Government.  His  coming  into  this  Island,  as 
mentioned  in  the  First  Chapter,  gave  that  Prince  the 
opportunity  of  acquainting  himself  with  our  Afiairs  ;  and 
ihen  very  probably  he  saw  the  inconvenience  of  committing 
the  Regimen  of  all  the  Islands  to  one  Person  (120).  At  his 
Accession  to  the  Crown,  he  found  that  Post  filled  by  Sir 
Richard  Hartiston,  who  had  so  seasonably  assisted  Philip 
de  Carteret  in  recovering  Mont-OrgueU  Castle  from  the 
French.  That  Gentleman  was  a  Partisan  of  the  House  of 
York,  yet  in  regard  of  the  good  Service  he  had  done,  the 
King  would  not  remove  him.  But  he  did  that  himself  some 
Years  after,  by  weakly  giving  Credit  to  the  imposture  of 
the  Dutchess  of  Burgundy  and  her  PerktTtcfYarbeck. 
Fot  at  her  call  he  went  into  Flanders  to  serve  that  interest, 
and  never  returned.  In  all  other  respects  he  was  a  worthy 
Man.     A  Tower  built  by  him  in  Mont-Orgueil  Castle  and 
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from    him    called  HaHiston's    ToKfr,    will    preserre   his 
Name  amongst  us   whilst  that  Castle  stands  (121). 

Matthew  Baker,  Groom  of  the  Bed-chamber  to  the  King, 
wBsthenmade  Governor  of  Jbrsby,  and  another  appointed 
for  Guernezey  and  the  smaller  Islands.  But  the  wise  King 
was  deceived  in  this  Man,  though  one  would  think  he  might 
have  known  him  better,  having  had  him  so  near  his  Person. 
He  behaved  so  ill,  and  was  pursued  with  so  loud  a  cry  from 
the  Island,  that  in  the  end  he  was  ejected  ;  and  from  his 
abuse  of  Power  the  King  took  occasion  to  moderate  that  of 
future  Governors,  by  depriving  them  of  the  Nomination  of 
the  Bailly  and  other  Officers  of  Justice,  of  which  again  by 
and  by. 

Thomas  Overay,  by  education  a  Merchant,  and  several 
times  Mayor  of  Soutfiampton,  thence  taken  into  the  Court. 
This  proved  one  of  tlie  best  Rulers  we  ever  had.  Without 
being  deficient  in  any  thing  belonging  to  the  Military  Part 
of  his  Office,  he  more  earnestly  applied  himself  to  mrice  his 
knowledge  in  Trade  useful  and  beneficial  to  the  Island,  so 
that  it  flourished  in  his  Time,  uid  as  our  Chronicler 
speaks  (•)  devint  ric/u  et  opulente,  i.  e,  grew  rich  and 
wealthy.  He  constantly  resided  on  his  Government,  lived 
beloved,  and  at  his  Death  was  followed  with  Lamentations 
and  Tears  to  his  Grave  in  St.  George's  Chapel  within 
Mont'  Orgueil  Castle,  where  he  lies  interred. 

Sir  lAgh  Vaughan  and  David  PAiVijos  were  joined  in 
one  Patent,  but  not  agreeing,  the  latter  on  some  Considera- 
tions surrendered  to  the  former,  who  remained  sole  Governor. 
'A  Mfm  of  low  birth  and  extraction,  yet  in  great  grace  and 
favour  with  Henry  VIII,  for  some  uncommon  feats  of  bodily 
Strength  and  Valour.  His  Character  has  been  given 
already.  After  his  Expulsion,  the  King  in  mere  pity 
allowed  him  out  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Govenunant  two 
huadred  pounds  a  Year  for  a  Subsistence  ;  a  great  fall  for 
one  who  is,  said  to  have  been  at  one  time  Captain  of  the 
Kill's  Life-Qusrd,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  High-Baily  of 
tVettminster,  and  Governor  of  Jersey  (122). 
(•)  Chroo.  .MSS  ii  JsatET.  Ch.  XIV. 
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Sir  AHlhoni/  Ughtred,  nearly  allied  by  his  Wife  to  Queen 
Ann  Boleyn,  and  not  unworthy  of  that  Alliance.  He-  had 
been  Governor  of  Berwick,  and  eminently  serviceable  in  the 
ScoltUh  Wars.  Notwithstanding  his  relation  to  the  Court, 
and  what  farther  expectations  he  might  have  from  it,  he.lived 
and  died  in  the  Island,  and  was  buried  in  St.  George's 
Chapel  with  his  Predecessor  Overay. 

Sir  Arthur  Darcy  held  the  Government  not  long.  The 
Ijord  Vaux  was  ambitious  of  having  that  Employment,  and 
withal  BO  imprudent  as  to  pMt  with  a  good  Estate  in  J^orlh- 
amptonshire  to  Sir  Arthur  in  exchange  for  the  same,  even 
before  he  was  assured  whether  the  King  would,  or  would 
not,  Confirm  the  Convention  between  them  two.  When  be 
came  to  apply  for  that  purpose,  the  King  plainly  told  him 
he  would  not  trust  the  keeping  of  such  an  Island  as  Jersby 
to  one  who  could  not  keep  his  own  Lands  ;  yet  gave  him 
leave  to  demise  the  Office  to  a  third  Person  whom  his  Ma- 
jesty should  approve,  and  to  receive  a  Recompence  for  it. 

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  Viscount  Beaucamp,  was  the  Pur- 
chaser ;  whose  great  Rise  afterwords,  even  to  the  Protector- 
ship, not  allowing  of  his  coming  amongst  ua,  he  governed  us 
by  Deputies,  being  ever  ready  to  hear  favourably  the  com- 
plaints for  which  they  too  often  gave  occasion,  and  to  do  the 
Inhabitants  justice  (123).  When  the  good  Lord  fell  into 
his  troubles,  he  willingly  resigned  the  Government  to 

Sir  Hugh  Paulet,  in  whose  Family  it  continued  during 
3  Generations.     For  to  Sir  Hugh  succeeded  his  eldest  Son 

Sir  Amias  ;  and  to  him  likewise  his  eldest  Son 

Sir  Anthony.  The  two  first.  Men  of  great  note  in  their 
time  for  Political  Wisdom  and  Abilities,  and  acordingly 
much  trusted  and  employed  by  King  Edward  VI.  and  Queea 
Elizabeth  in  their  Negociations  and  Councils.  Zealous 
lV>moters  of  the  Reformation  of  Religion  in  this  Island,  but 
too  much  leaning  to  the  Puritan  Scheme,  as  will  appear 
hereafter. 

Sir  Walter  Ralegh  came  in  after  the  Paulets  the  Year 
only  before  his  Royal  Mistress  Queen  Elizabeth  died,  and 
was  attainted  the  first  of  King  James,  so  that  we  were  soon 
W 
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bereaved  of  the  ha))ptness  we  promised  ourselves  ander  go 
excellent  a  Person.  His  bare  name  in  the  List  of  our 
Governors,  does  honour  to  the  Island  (124). 

Sir  John  Peyton  is  next,  betwixt  whom  and  John  Heratet, 
commonly  called  Monsieur  de  Sk,  Sauveur,  a  Man  of  ^irit, 
happened  a  very  warm  Contest  about  the  Place  of  Bailly,  of 
which  the  last  stood  possessed  by  a  Grant  from  the  Crown ; 
the  Governor  insisting  on  a  Power  by  his  Patent  to  dispose 
of  the  Place,  and  to  put  in  and  out  whom  he  thought  fit. 
And  true  it  is  that  anciently  the  Governors  had  such  a 
Power,  but  Henry  VH  finding  it  abused,  and  grown  ex- 
orbitant, sUK>t«S8ed  it,  and  reserved  it  to  himself, 
by  an  express  Article  (*)  in  his  OrditmnMt,  which 
says.  That  the  King  s/mU  have  the  Nomination  of  the 
BaUly,  the  Dean,  the  ViscouHt,and  of  hi*  Procurator  (i.  e. 
his  Attorney  General)  in  the  taid  bland  j  and  that  neither 
the  Captain  (i.  e.  the  Governor)  nor  the  Juratt,  shali  m 
any  wise  concern  themtelves,  or  intermeddle,  in  the  di^to- 
siiion  of  those  Offices,  whereby  even  the  liberty  of 
recommending  seems  to  he  interdicted  them.  Inconsequence 
of  this  Law  (for  those  Ordinances  were  given  to  os  for  Laws, 
as  has  been  said  in  another  Place)  the  Chtuse  in  former 
Patents,  that  allowed  the  Governors  eonstittiere,/acere,  et 
deputare  omnes  et  singtdos  Officiarios  in  preedictd  InaulA 
necessarios  et  consuetos,  was  dropt  for  a  Hme,  and  upon 
Vacancies  application  was  made  directly  to  the  Crown.  I 
say,  for  a  Hme  ;  For  by  Some  Collusion  at  the  Seds  (how 
else  it  could  be  done,  I  conceive  not)  ^e  subsequent 
Governors  found  means  to  get  the  impowraing  Clause 
mserted  again,  and  in  Sr.  John  Peytons's  Intent  it  ran  thus, 
eonttitaere,  facere,  et  deputare  Ojflcium  Batlivi  dicta 
Tnsulee,  et  omnei  et  smgtdos  Ofictarios  in  preedictA  IntulA 
neeessariat  et  consmetos  ;  where  the  Office  ofBtUUy  is  drawn 
in,  which  waa  not  in  the  general  Clause  before.  Here  then 
lay  the  Point  in  dispute,  whether  the  Ordinance  of  Henry 
VII,  ratified  by  his  Son  and  Successor  Henry  VIII,  or  the 
I^tentary  Oause,  should  stand ;  which  being  thought  before 
(•)  ThrtieXtSth. 
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King  Jtaaet  and  his  Couocil  fov  a  detemination,  the  fonnec 
eairied  it ;  with  the  addition  of  another  Office  withdrawn 
from  th«  GoTeraor*a  Nomination,  namely  that  of  Advocate, 
or  SoUiciter  Gaaeral,  and  therft  the  Matter  has  rested  ever 
since.  See  the  King's  Reasnre  signified  thereupon,  in  the 
Appendix,  Nutab.  Ill  (125). 

Sir  ThomoM  Jermyn,  a  great  Courtier  in  that  Reign,  had 
in  Sr.  John  Peytotu'a  Life-time  obtained  the  Reversion  of 
the  Government,  which  at  the  other's  Death  fell  to  him 
accordingly.  He  eBJ«yed  it  long,  and  by  a  like  Reversion 
transmitted  it  to  his  younger  Son 

Henry  Jetmyn,  afterwards  Eiarl  of  St.  Albans.  This 
Lord  was  Chamberlain  to  Queen  Mary,  Consort  of  King 
CharUs  I,  and  attended  het  into  Prance,  where  he  remained 
with  her  Majesty,  as  chief  I^ectortrf  her-Family,  until  the 
Restoration.  In  the  mean  time  the  Island  being  threatned 
with  an  Invasion  from  England  by  the  Rebels,  (126) 

Sir  Oeorge  d6  Carteret,  who  till  then  had  only  the 
Lieutenancy  under  the  Earl,  was  added  to  him  in  the  Par- 
ticipation of  the  Government,  with  equal  AuthcM-ity  in  all- 
Hings.  Wherein  ne  inconvenience  could  hi^pen  through 
a  ctmcurrenceaBdjealonsy  of  Command,  because  Sir  George 
was  alone  npon  the  V\aoa  i;  of  whom,  and  the  noble  defence 
he  made  against  Uie  Rebels,  a  large  account  has  been  given 
before.  Hie  Troubles  being  over,  and  the  King  restored, 
the  Partnership  ceased,and  the  Government  remained  solely 
in  the  Bari  ;  a  ferther  Grant  whereof,  in  Survivorship  after 
hhn,  he  had  intertst  enough  to  procure  for  TltomoA  Jermyn 
HUq  ;  his  eldest  Brother's  Son;  whom  in  the  interim 
he  made  bis  Deputy.  But  the  imminent  Danger  of  tlie 
Islsnd-in  1665^  spoken  <^  ia-the  Introduction,  calling  loudly 
for  a  SolcUet  of  Name  and  Rcputatioa  (which  the  Earl  was 
aDt)'toeonuBand«itbe  PlacAj  itwas  [Ry^osed  to  give  him 
<Hie  thouaapd  Poofrdft  a  Year  out  of  the  Exchequer,  in  lieu  of 
the  Profits  of  the  Government,  and  that  another  should  go 
Id  his  stead  with  a  Special  CommissioD,  reserving  to  him 
and  his  Nephew  their  respective  Rights  entire  and  untouch- 
ed, in  which  he  acquiesced. 
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Sir  Thomas  Morgan  was  the  Brave  Man  thus  Conimis' 
sioned,  whose  great  Merits  towards  us  have  been  remembered 
in  the  aforesaid  Introdnction,  and  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  I  shall  only  say  this  farther  of  him,  in  commendation 
of  his  great  Vigilance  and  Care  of  his  Charge,  that  he  never 
allowed  himself  to  be  long  absent  from  it ;  and  would  sit 
whole  days  on  the  Carriage  of  a  Cannon,  hastning  and  en- 
couraging the  Workmen  employed  in  the  New  Fortifications 
of  Elizabeth-Castle,  which  were  carrying  on  under  his  Order 
and  Inspection.  Though  he  fell  not  in  Battle,  he  may  be 
said  to  have  died  in  the  Bed  of  Honour,  by  dying  on  hig 
Post,  i.  e.  in  the  Island,  after  he  had  put  it  in  abetter  State 
of  Defence,  and  every  way  on  a  better  Military  Foot,  than 
it  ever  had  been  before.  He  dead,  a  like  Commission  was 
directed  to  (127) 

Sir  John  Lanier,  another  brave  Officer,  who  had  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  that  Body  of  English  Auxiliaries 
which  served  Bome  time  in  France  under  the  unfortunate 
Duke  of  Monmouth,  natural  Son  of  King  Charles  II. 
Among  those  Troops  did  the  more  fortunate  Duke  of  Marl- 
borough himself  first  learn  the  art  of  War.  Sir  John,  after 
the  fatigue  of  several  Campagnes,  and  the  loss  of  an  Ey?, 
would  gladly  have  set  up  his  Rest  with  us,  and  pursued 
Fortune  no  farther.  But  it  was  not  given  him  so  to  do. 
For  the  Earl  of  St.  jilbans  dying,  his  Nephew,  now  Lord 
Jermyn,  claimed  the  Government,  or  to  have  the  thousand 
Pounds  yearly  Pension  continued  to  him,  one  of  which  could 
not  be  denied  faim.  King  James  II.  was  then  on  the 
Throne,  who,  to  spare  bis  Exchequer,  chose  to  let  his  Lord- 
ship enter  upon  the  Government,  and  recfdled  Sir  John,  to 
whom  he  gave  a  Regiment  of  Horse.  To  finish  the  account 
of  this  Gentleman,  by  going  early  into  the  Revolution  he 
preserved  his  Command,  was  sent  into  Scotland  to  take  in 
Edinburgh-Castle,  assisted  in  the  reduction  of  Ireland, 
and  serving  under  King  William  in  Flanders  as  one  of  the 
Generals  of  Horse,  lost  his  Life  at  the  Battle  of  Stein-Kirk 
in  1692(128). 
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Thomas  Jjorcl  Jermyn  had  long  before,  ihz.  whilst  be  wa» 
Deputy  to  his  Uncle,  intitlcd  himself  (o  our  respects  by  the 
Easiness  and  Aflability  of  his  Manner.  His  natural  good 
Understanding  did  also  in  great  measure  supply  his  want  of 
Experience  in  Military  Aflairs,  Huiminity  and  good  nature 
were  hw  proper  Character.  He  died  (129)  in  the  second 
Year  lA  Queen  Ann,  and  in  him  ended  that  Courtly  Family 
of  the  Jermyns  poaseased  of  a  Reversionary  Right  to  the 
Government  of  this  Island  ever  since  the  beginning  of  the 
ReigD  of  King  James  I.  To  this  Lord  inclusively,  and 
then  living,  I  brought  down  the  Succession  of  our  Gover- 
nors in  the'  First  Edition  of  my  Book,  and  am  now  to  add 

Henry  Lumley  E^q^.  ;  only  Brother  of  the  late  Earl  of 
Scarborough  >  first,  a  Colonel,  then  General  of  Horse  ; 
"  present  at  every  Battle,  and  every  Siege,  with  King 
"  William,  or  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  in  twenty  Cam- 
"  pagnes,  in  Ireland,  Flajiders,  anJ  Germany"  as  the 
Inscription  on  his  Monument. declares  (*).  What  rais'd 
the  Glory  of  this  gallant  Man,  viz.  his  great  Employments 
in  the  Armies  Bbroad,turned  very  unhappily  to  our  I'rejudice. 
For  aa  those  were  pleaded  in  excuse  for  not  visiting  his 
Government,  never  seen  by  him  unless  in  the  Map,  so  it 
must  be  s  great  loss  to  us,  to  have  year  after  year  the  whole 
Income  of  the  said  Government  drawn  out  of  the  Country ; 
which  not  abounding  in  Money,  did  then,  and  will  always 
very  eensihty  feel  such  a  Drain  rmA  Export  (130).  We 
cannot  however  bnt  acknowledge  his  readiness  to  serve  the 
intecests  of  the  Island  on  all  other  occasions,  and  his  Civi- 
lity to  the  Inhabitants  whose  affairs  in  England  needed  at 
any  time  his  Countenance  and  Favour, 

The  right  honourable  Sir  Richard  Temple,  Lord  Viscount 
Cobham,  the  present  Governor. 

This  Office  has  been  held  sometimes  quamdiu  Domino 
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Regi placueril  (*),  sometimes  quajuiiine  beni  gesserit  {ffr 
sometimes  for  a  certain  and  tleterminate  Dumber  of  Years  {%), 
sometimes  daring  Life  (§),  at  ether  Times  during  Life  and 
some  odd  Years' be^nd  it  ([|)>  wtd  again^  wiUioat  condition- 
or  limttatioD  of  Time  (H). 

To  Bv^pott  the  IKgnity  of  this  Office,  the  Kuig  allows' 
the  Governor  his  whole  Revenue  ia  the  Island,  a  small  part 
thereof  deducted  for  Fees  and  Salaries  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Civil  Jurisdiction.  In  ancient  Tknes,  this  Revenue' 
consisted  in  seven  Mannors,  the  I^ttimony  of  the  Dukes- 
of  Normandy,  by  Henry  TI.  let  out  in  Fee-&rm  to  sundry 
Tenanta,  at  the  yearly  rate  of  four  hundred  uid  sixty  Lwrea 
toumois  (131);  as  also  in  diverse  other  Money-Rents, 
specified  in  the  Old  Extent  (a)  made  an.  5,  Ed.  3.  by 
CommisMoners  sent  to  inquire  into  the  State  of  the  Royal 
Demean  ;  all  tc^ether  to  the  amount  of  more  than  a  thou- 
sand Livres  tournois  annually,  a  lAvre  tournois  (Libra 
Turonensis)  being  then  as  much  as  an  English  Pound 
sterling  is  now.    And  besides,  there  belonged  to  the  same

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Revenue  several  parcels  of  Landa  and  Meadows,  Wheat- 
Rents,  Wardshipe,  Services,  Escheats,  Forfeitures,  Fines, 
and  other  Emoluments,  certain  and  casual,  not  reckoned  like 
the  others  in  Money,  which,  with  them,  made  up  a  pretty 
Estate  for  the  King  in  so  email  a  Country.  But  now,  the 
Lwre  tournoU,  according  to  n4iiich  the  Money-Rents  were 
then  valued,  is  fallen  eo  low,  that  the  abovesiud  thousand 
lAvret  UmmoU  are  brought  under  one  hundred  Pounds 
sterling  ;  and  maiqr  Alienationa  have  been  made  of  the 
Crown- Lands  and  Rents,  some  begg'd,  othera  sold,  particu- 
larly by  King  Charles  11,  to  supply  his  Necesaitiea  in  his 
Exile.  At  present,  the  Revenue  consists  principnlly  in  the 
Com-Tythes  of  ten  Parishes  (*),  which  having  been  appro- 
priated to  diverse  Religious  Houses  in  Normandy  in  time  of 
Fbpery,  were  by  Henry  VIII,  vested  in  himself  and  his 
S«ccessors  (132).  By  a  latter  £:i;Cen£,  the  whole  is  com- 
puted St  fifteen  thousand  Livretper  annum  ;  for  the  collect- 
ing whereof  the  Oovernor  appoints  a  peculiar  Officer,  stiled 
le  Recmeur  du  Roy,  i.  e.  the  King's  Receiver. 

Our  Kings  heretofore  were  wont  to  di^Kise  of  this  Revenue 
more  thriftily  than  they  now  do,  laying  «n  it  the  whole 
Chaige  of  the  Garrison  (t)  (133),  causing  the  remainder  to 
be  accounted  for  in  their  Exchequer,  and  out  of  That  allow- 
ing aproportion  to  the  Governor,  greater  or  less,  as  he  could 
agree,  or  had  an  interest  in  the  Prince's  favour.  Ilius 
John  dee  Roches,  Warden  of  the  Islands  in  Uie  Reign  of 
Eebmard  HI,  bad  <mly  the  short  allowance  of  forty  Pounds  a 
Year  (X).      like  more  usual  way  was  to  let  the    Giovwnor

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receive  the  whole,  paying  a  certain  Sam  oat  of  it.  And  bo 
Thomas  de  Ferrariis,  and  Tliomas  de  Hampton,  in  the  same 
Reign,  were  charged  each  with  five  hundred  Marks.  The 
last  that  had  it  with  these  Deductions,  was  Sir  Thomas 
Jermyn,  chu'ged  with  three  hundred  Pounds.  But  this 
Management  was  not  constantly  the  same.  For  Phillip  de 
Aubigny  ,  Drogo  de  Barentin,  Otto  de  GrandUon,  &c.  in 
the  times  of  King  JoAn,  Henry  l\l,  Edward  I,  &c.  enjoyed 
all  the  Profits,  as  the  Governors  do  at  present  sine  compvio. 
So  did  those  Sons  and  Brothers  of  our  Kings,  mentioned 
before,  who  seem  to  have  had  the  entire  Regalities  of  the 
Islands  given  up  to  them  in  the  amplest  manner  ;  therefore 
not  impr6peily  called />ojntnt  Intutarum,  i.  e.  Lords  of  the 
islands.  See  the  Grant  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  brother  of 
Henry  V.  in  the  Appendix,  JVumb.  IV. 

The  Power  of  the  Governors  has  likewise  been  greater  or 
less,  as  their  Commission  has  at  different  times  been  either 
enlarged  or  restrained.  Anciently  the  governor  was  a  person 
of  a  Mixt  Power.  I  mean  that  he  had  the  administration 
of  both  the  Civil  and  Military  Authority.  He  was  Judge 
as  well  as  Governor  ;  had  the  disposal  of  all  Places  in  Court, 
Church,  and  Garrison.  Which  Mixt  Po#er  the  Title  given 
him  of  Bailly  {Ballivus)  (*)  was  construed  to  imply  and 
declare.  For  though  the  Word  Bailly  does  now  sound  low 
and  mean,  and  in  an  English  Reader  raises  no  great  Idea 
of  a  Person  in  that  Employment,  yet  in  former  days  the  said 
Employment  was  very  highly  and  very  honourably  accounted 
of,  and  is  so  still  by  the  French,  among  whom  we  are  to 
seek  for  the   Meaning  and  acceptation  of  Names  of  Office

Apud  not  (Anglos)  konestioria  satpe  nottr,  sed  plerunque 
minister  infimus  {*).  And  because  in  France  (where  the 
Provinces  ere  generally  divided  into  Bailliages  and  Senes- 
ekautdes,  JurisdictioDS  well  nigh  the  same)  the  Bailhj  sits 
on  the  seat  of  Judgment,  not  in  a  Gown,  after  the  manner  of 
other  Judges,  but  with  a  Sword  by  his  Side,  therefore  he  is 
%fi.\A.io\>Qun  Magistral  de  PEpie{\^),'\.  a.  Magistrate  of 
the  Sword.  Such  a  Magistrate  was  the  Governor  here, 
trusted  both  with  the  Military  and  the  Civil  Sword  ;  thence 
also  called  Custos,  i.  e.  Warden  or  Guardian,  as  being  both 
Castas  Terras,  and  Custos  Legum,  i.  e.  Guardian  of  the 
Land,  and  Guardian  of  the  Laws.  In  process  of  time  he 
reserved  the  exercise  of  the  Military  Part  alone  to  himself, 
transferring  the  Judicial  to  another,  who  thereby  gained 
possession  of  the  Titleof^fiae//^,  while  he  himself  retained 
the  sense  and  meaning  of  the  Word  in  the  Name  of  Custos, 
or  Warden.  Thus,  that  Office  which  at  Brst  was  but  one, 
became  two  ;  yet  so  as  he  who  had  the  Judicial  Part,  and 
was  now  called  the  Bailly,  was  still  a  Dependant  and  Crea- 
ture of  the  other.  So  were  the  other  Ministers  of  Justice. 
\\  hich  was  a  great  ohstruction  to  a  free  Course  of  it,  since 
they  must  be  at  the  beck  and  devotion  of  him  iiata.  whom 
they  derived  their  Power.  King  John  began,  and  King 
Henry  VII  completed  the  establishment  of  a  Jurisdiction 
wholy  independant  from  the  Governor  ;  the  latter  taking 
away  from  him  the  Nomination  of  the  Bailly,  and  of  the 
other  Officers  of  the  court,  as  has  been  said  more  than  once 
before  ;'  and  absolutely  forbidding  him  in  any  wise  or  by 
any  means  to  interpose  in  Matters  that  were  of  the  Cogni- 
sance of  the  Civil  Tribunal  (t).  But  though  the  Governor 
has  no  proper  Jurisdiction,  yet,  in  regard  of  his  Dignity,  his

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Presenoe  is  often  required  in  court  (13G),  and  is  in  tome 
flort  necessary  for  the  passing  of  some  acts  there  ;  namely, 
such  as  concern  the  King's  ^iervice,  the  maintenanee  of  the 
Public  Peace,  the  safety  and  good  gOTemmentof  the  Island. 
He  has  the  Court  under  his  Protection,  being  obliged  to 
assist  the  BaiUy  and  Jurats  with  his  Authority  in  the 
Execution  of  their  Judgments.  He  has  power,  with  the 
concurrence  cf  two  of  the  Jurats,  to  arreBt  and  imprison  any 
Inhabitant  upon  vehement  suspicion  of  IVeason.  No  Inha- 
bitant may  go  out  of  the  Islutd,  no  Poreignermay  sojourn  or 
settle  in  itfwithout  his  knowledge  and  privity.  No  Convention 
of  the  States  can  be  held,  nor  any  Matter  therein  transacted 
without  his  consent  ;  but  this  with  soma  Restrictions,  of 
which  more  hereafter.  On  the  other  hand,  at  his  Admis- 
sion, and  before  he  can  do  any  Act  of  Government,  he  must 
produce  his  Patent  or  Commissimi  in  Court,  and  mnsi 
swear  to  maintain  tl}e  Liberties  and  Privileges  of  the 
Island  (137).     See  his  Oath  in  the  Appendix  Nnmb.  V. 

His  more  peculiar  and  immediate  Province  is  the  Custody 
of  his  Majesty's  Castles,  with  the  Ccnnmandof  the  Garri- 
son, and  of  the  Militia  of  the  Country,  which  last  he  models 
and  regulates  at  his  Pleasure. 

Elizabeth- Castle  is  now,  what  ifont-OrgueU  was  hereto- 
fore, the  principal  Portress  of  the  Island  ;  as  oonsiderahle 
for  Natural  Strength,  extent  of  Fortifications,  and  all  the 
necessary  Furniture  and  Appendages  of  a  Garrison,  as  an; 
England  has  to  boast  of  at  home  or  abroad ;  with  us 
vulgarly  called  te  ChiUeaa  de  V Islet,  or  simply  P Islet  fq.  d. 
Insuletta)  because  standug  on  a  small  Isluid,  and  taking  up 
its  whole  Circuit,  little  less  than  a  Mile,  litis  Castle  is  not 
the  WofIe  of  one  Time,  nor  of  one  Reign,  as  the  pr«ceding 
History  shews.  The  Itrst  design  of  it  was  laid  in  1351,  the 
fifth  of  Edward  VI,  in  pursuance  whereof  bU  the  Bells  in 
the  Island  (*),  reserving  only  one  to  every  CSinrch,  were 
ordered  to  betaken  down,  and  sold,  for  defiraybig  part  of 
the  Charge.    In  1586  and  the  Years  following,  under  the

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long  Regency  of  the  Pauletg,  the  Upper  Ward,  whicb 
|M-operly  is  Queen  Elizabeth's  Castle,  was  built ;  every 
Hoiue  in  the  Island  ooutribBting  four  days  work  towards  it. 
The  Zower  Ward  ia  King  CharUa  the  First's  Castla,  begun 
1636.  CkarUs-Fort  was  added  during  the  IVoubles.  Last 
of  all,  the  Qreen  was  wallfld  in  on  the  menaces  of  the  French 
in  the  War  of  1665.  All  which  particulars  having  been 
nienti<med  before,  need  no  &rther  enlargement.  A  Regular 
Fortification,  in  the .  striot  sense  of  the  Word,  it  is  not, 
neither  could  be,  by  reason  of  the  necessity  of  following  the 
Flexures  and  Sinuosities  of  the  Ground,  in  order  to  take  it' 
all  in,  and  leave  nothing  without  for  an  Enemy  to  set  his 
Foot  upon  From  the  nearest  Land  whence  it  may  be  batte- 
red, as  it  was  by  the  Rebels  in  1651,  after  a  Breach  made 
(if  a  safficient  Breach  can  be  made  at  so  great  a  distance) 
the  Assailants  must  wait  the  Fall  of  the  Tide,  then  match 
three  Quarters  of  a  Mile  over  the  Sands  e're  they  come  to 
the  foot  of  the  Walls,  exposed  all  the  while  to  bU  the  Fire 
from  thence,  and  carry  their  point  in  few  Hours,  or  be  over- 
whelmed by  the  flowing  back  of  the  Sea.  So  that  if  there 
be  a  place  impregnable  by  its  situation,  one  might  presume 
this  to  be  such.  If  its  being  taken  by  the  Rebels  be  object- 
ed, I  refer  to  the  Relation  given  above  of  that  Matter.  .  But 
the  shortest  answer  is,  that  'tis  now  in  quite  another  state 
and  condition  of  Defence  than  it  was  at  that  time.  Much  has 
been  done  to  it  since,  and  much  is  doing  daily  ;  the  Honour- 
able Board  of  Ordinance,  apprized  of  its  importance,  allowing 
very  liberally,  not  only  for  necessary  Repairs,  but  likewise 
for  all  fitting  Improvements  (138), 

I  wish  I  could  give  the  same  account  of  Mont-  Orgueil,  so 
famed  in  our  Old  Story,  and  of  an  Antiquity  beyond  our 
earliest  Records.  But  that  noble  Castle,  under  whose 
Walls  the  French  have  so  cJReA  digged  their  Graves,  has 
much  lost  of  its  Reputation,  through  the  unhappy  neigh- 
bourhood of  a  Hill  somewhat  overawing  the  Rampaf  t ;  an 
Inconvenience  less  regarded  in  former  t)aya,  by  reason  of 
the  wide  and  deep  Vale  interposing  betwiict  the  Hill  and 
the  CHtle,  which  hindered  Approeches.     "Tis  now  in  a 
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manner  slighted,  and  considered  as  indefensible.  And  yeC 
that  great  Soldier,  Sir  Thomas  Morgan,  did  not  judge  it 
altogether  so.  All  his  time  it  was  kept  well  mann'd,  and  in 
good  Order.  But  possibly  our  Superiors  may  think  it  need- 
less to  maintain  two  grand  Fortresses  in  so  small  an  Island, 
and  in  that  case  there  can  be  no  dispute  which  of  the  two 
ought  to  have  the  Preference.  The  Castle  stands  (and 
«ill  long  stand,  unless  purposely  demolished)  on  its  own 
strength  and  firmness,  and  ond^  its  disgrace  retains  an  Air 
of  Greatness  that  strikes  the  Eye  (139). 

The  Fort  of  St.  Aubin  (otherwise  called  la  Tour,  because 
formerly  no  other  than  a  great  Tower  on  a  Rock,  but  now 
fortified  with  Bastions  planted  with  Cannon)  is  of  good  nse 
for  clearing  the  Road,  and  protecting  the  Ships  within  the 
Her  ;  into  which  last  nothing  can  pass  but  by  the  Permis- 
sion, and  under  the  Guns,  of  the  said  Fort  ( 140). 

Tliese  Places  are  garrison 'd  from  England,  not  always 
alike,  but  as  the  interchanges  of  Secarity  or  Danger  make 
it  expedient.  At  present,  a  Season  of  general  tranquillity, 
we  have  only  five  companies  of  Invalids.  In  worse  (imes,  it 
has  been  usual  to  allow  to  Jersey  and  Guernesey  jointly 
one  entire  Regiment,  viz.  to  each  a  Battalion.  Sir  Thomas 
Morgan,  coming  to  the  Government  at  a  particular  Conjunc- 
ture, brought  us  a  gallant  Troop  of  Horse,  but  none  have 
been  sent  hither  since  (141). 

Concerning  the  Militia,  one  is  not  to  frame  a  notion  of 
them  from  the  Country- Train 'd- Bands  in  England,  to  whom 
they  are  in  nothing  like.  They  more  resemble  Regular 
Forces,  both  in  Habit  and  use  of  their  Arms.  *Tis  a 
Maxim  wiHins,  that  every  Man  of  competent  Age,  whether 
rich  or  poor.  Gentleman  or  Peasant,  owes  Duty  in  Person  ; 
BO  that  all  here  are  Soldiers,  with  this  difi«rence  only,  that 
the  better  sort  bear  the  Commissions,  and  are  made  Lea- 
ders to  the  rest. 

This  Militia  consists  of  two  Troops  of  Horse-Gugrds, 
five  Regiments  of  Foot,  and  a  IVain  of  Artillery  ( 142). 
Our  want  of  good  Horses  for  the  Saddle  has  been  taken 
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notice  of  before.  'Tia  not  amiss  therefore  that  wc  can 
mount  two  such  Troops  (143). 

The  Foot,  before  Sir  Thomas  Morgan,  were  all  Indepen- 
dant  Companies,  and  one  only  to  a  Parish,  consequently 
over-large  and  unweildy.  Having  divided  them,  and  of 
one  made  two  at  more,  he  formed  them  into  three  Regi- 
ments, all  in  Red  Coats,  the  Martial  Livery  of  England. 
Succeeding  Governors  have  improved  upon  his  Plan,  and  by 
multiplying  the  Companies  have  increased  the  Regiments 
from  Three  to  Five.  As  the  Companies  are  levied  by 
Vintaines,  so  are  the  Regiments  by  Parishes,  whereof  Two 
go  to  make  a  Regiment,  Bometimes  Three,  for  the  sake  of 
Equality,  according  to  this  Scheme. 

To  the  First  Regiment,  St.  Ouen  (•),  St.  Mary,  St.  John. 

To  the  Second  Regiment,  Trinity,  St.  Martin. 

To  the  Third  Regiment,  St.  Saviour,  GrouvUle,  St. 
Clement. 

To  the  Fourth  Regiment,  St.  Helier,  St.  Lawrence. 

To  the  Fifth  Regiment,  St.  Peter,  St.  Brelade. 

These  Regiments  have  their  particular  Colonels,  Lieute- 
nant-Colonels, Majors,  &c.  with  a  Company  of  Fuziliers 
to  each,  pickt  and  chosen  Men.  But  how  two  Country 
Parishes,  of  no  very  great  compass,  should  be  able  to  furnish 
and  set  out  one  whole  Regiment,  is  what  (I  beKeve)  will 
surprize  and  astonish  the  Reader. 

Five  and  twenty  Field-Pieces  of  Braas,  mounted  on 
Carriages,  with  proper  Tumbrels  for  the  Ammunition,  make 
up  the  Train  of  Artillery  ;  commanded  by  a  Colonel,  two 
Majors,  twelve  Captains  and  Lieutenants,  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  Gunners  and  Pioneers.  These  Pieces  are  kept 
in  the  Churches  of  the  I^uishes  to  which  they  respectively 
belong,  and  by  which  they  are  maintained,  ready  to  be 
drawn  out  for  Service  to  any  I^rt  of  the  Island,  at  a  minute's 
warning  (144). 

Of  all  these  Forces  there  is  a  general  Review  once  a 
Year  on  the  xxixth  of  May  (145),  in  honour  of  the  Happy

line  having  in  Front  ElaiUtelh' Castle,  and  th«  Ses.  When 
thuB  drawn  up,  the  Hone  on  the  Wings,  the  Infantry  in 
the  Center,  the  Artillery  conveniently  posted,  and  the  Go- 
vernor as  General  at  the  Head  of  all,  giving  his  Orders  by 
his  adjutants,  such  a  Body  makes  no  contemptible  Appear- 
ance ;  and  being  unanimons  in  their  affection  to  England 
and  hatred  of  a  French  Dominion,  would,  'tis  presumed, 
behave  not  ill  on  a  Day  of  Action.  As  for  particular  Re- 
views by  Companies  and  Regiments,  to  exovise  and  disci- 
pline the  M«i,  they  are  frequent,  and  in  time  of  War  al- 
most Weekly  (146). 

Moreover  for  the  safety  of  the  Coast  round  the  Island,  in 
Places  accessible  to  an  Enemy,  there  are  Guard-Honses 
built,  and  Batteries  erected  with  one  uid  fifty  Eighteen- 
Pounders  thereon,  given  by  his  Majesty  King  William  oat 
of  bis  Stores  in  the  Year  16^  ;  and  each  Battery  has  its 
particular  Captain,  Gunners,  &e.  under  the  direction  of  the 
Colonel  and  Majors  of  the  IVain. 

No  mention  has  yet  been  made  of  the  lieutenant- 
Governor,  nor  indeed  had  we  any  properly  such  till  of  late 
years,  that  is  to  say.  One  of  the  King's  own  Appointment, 
and  in  the  Fay  of  the  Crown  (147).  He  is  instead  of  those 
Deputies  and  Commandants  who  bad  but  a  secondary  and 
delegated  Authority,  and  whose  Perquisites  arose  from  the 
Profits  of  the  Government.  This  Officer  seems  created  on 
purpose  to  supply  the  now  customary  Non-residence  of  the 
Governors,  and  is  therefore  supposed  to  be  always  present 
upint  the  Place. 
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Civil  Jurisdiction, 

As  the  Power  of  Anns  and  Military  Commaod  is  in  the 
GoTemor,  or  Lieutenant-Governor)  so  the  sacred  Trust  of 
administriog  Justice,  and  protecting  Men  in  their  Civil 
Rights,  is  in  the  Bailly  and  Twelve  Jurats.  These  coosti- 
tate  our  Magistracy,  of  which  the  BaiUy  is  the  Head.  He 
holds  immediately  from  the  King,  whom  he  represents  in 
Court ;  and  there,  in  token  of  his  independsQce  (148),  has 
his  Seat  raised  above  that  of  the  Governor  (*).  The 
Jurats  are  hii  Assessors,  not  made  like  him  by  the  King, 
but  elected  by  the  People.  They  are  of  King  John'a  Insti- 
tntion,  who  seeing  Justice  dispensed  here  summarily  and 
arbitrarily,  by  one  who  had  the  two  Swords  in  his  Hand, 
assisted  only  by  the  Franct  Tenant,  or  principal  Free- 
holders, following  their  opinions  no  forther  than  he  listed, 
and  holding  Heas  no  ofiener  than  thrice  a  year,  found  it 
necessary,  in  lien  of  Assistants  (^  so  little  weight  and 
significaocy,  to  establish  Twelve  stated  and  perma- 
nent Judges,  to  sit  with  the  Governor,  and  have  such 
check  upon  him  as  that  without  their  Consent  and 
Concurrence  he  should  be  able  to  do  no  Judicial  Act  of  any 
force  (t).  And  when  he,  the  stud  Govonor,  withdrew  from 
meddling  in  matters  of  Contentious  Jnrisdiction,  a»d  tamed 
those  over,  with  the  name  <^  Bailly  to  another  (as  is  said 
in  the  last  Chapter)  the  same  IVuat  with  respect  to  the 
BaiUy,  remained  in  the  Juratf,  and  so  continues  to  this 
time. 

These  Twelve  it  pleased  the  King,  in  the  Charter  of  their

meaning  thereby  to  have  them  patfake  of  the  power  of  two 
sorts  of  Officers,  viz.  the  Coronen  in  England  and  the 
Jurats  in  Gascony  j  for  here  I  take  Coronatorea  Jurali  to 
be  a  Compound  of  two  Substantives,  which  is  not  unusual. 
The  Coroner  is  an  Officer  unknown  in  FrancehMt  apudnos 
(ftn^os)  says  Sit  Henry  Spelman  (t),  Officialis pervetustus 
est,  ad  tuendam  pacetn,  et  dignitatem  Regiam,  in  quovia 
Comitatu,  populi  suffragiia  constitvtus,  &c.  After  the  same 
manner  speaks  Lord  Chief  Justice  Coke  (f).  This  Office, 
says  he,  in  ancient  times  was  of  great  estimation,  for  none 
could  itave  it  under  the  degree  of  a  Knight.  How  it  fell 
from  that  estimation  does  not  concern  us,  those  Twelve 
being  instituted  when  it  was  in  full  credit  and  power.  As 
for  the  name  of  Jurats,  it's  Original  is  from  Gasr.ony,  that 
part  of  France  which  King  John  afTectioned  most,  and 
where  he  maintained  himself  longest.  And  this  is  the  name 
that  adheres  to  our  M^strates,  that  of  Coroners  being 
dropt,  and  no  longer  mentioned.  For  thus  all  Orders  from 
the  Sovereign  run  at  present,  To  our  trusty  and  well  beloved, 
tlie  Bailly  and  Jurats  of  our  Island  of  Jersey.  In  the 
Language  of  the  Country  'tis  Jur4z,  but  among  the  People 
they  are  more  commonly  stiled  Justiciers  (149). 

Their  business  being  not  only  to  give  hearing  to  Liti- 
gants, and  decide  Controversies  of  meum  and  luum,  as  inmost 
other  Judicatories,  hut  also  to  enforce  on  all  Persons  a  gene- 
ral obedience  to  the  Laws,  to  watch  over  the  Public  Tran- 
quillity, in  a  word,  to  extend  their  Care  to  every  thing 
whatsoever  conducing  to  good  Order  and  Polity,  they  seem 
not  unlike  those  Twelve  JVomophulaces,  in  some  Grecian 
Commonwealths,  of  whom  we  read  in  ancient  Authors  (§) 
(150).  Nor  has  any  other  Magistracy,  that  I  know,  so 
enlarged  a   Jurisdiction ;  those    manifold    Powers    being

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nnited  in  thera,  which  elaewhere  are  divided  and  parcelled 
•ut  among  Judges  and  Officers  of  various  Denominations. 

As  CoToneri  (though  the  Name  be  diansed)  they  are  of 
Popular  Election.  Hie  Conttitutiont  will  have  them 
chosen  per  optimatex  Patriee  (*),  which  excludes  from  being 
Electors  men  of  no  substance  or  interest  in  the  Conntry.  I 
am  sorry  to  say  the  Practice  now-a-days  runs  too  much  to 
the  contrary,  whereby  a  great  deal  of  abuae  and  corruption 
kaa  crept  into  those  Elections,  and  perhaps  no  evil  amongst 
OS  calls  louder  for  redress  (151).  However  it  be,  the  manner 
of  choaing  a  Jurat  in  Jbhsbv  is  this.  On  the  Death  of  any 
of  them  (and  rarely  otherwise  than  by  Death  does  a  Vacancy 
happen,  by  reason  the  Office  is  for  Life)  the  court  issues  out 
an  Act  or  Writ  of  Election,  fixing  the  Day,  which  is  always  a 
Sunday  ( 152),  and  appointing  one  of  their  own  Body,  or  some 
other  proper  Person,  to  collect  in  every  Parish  the  Sufiagea 
of  the  People.  The  Writ  is  delivered  to  the  Minister,  who 
after  Divine  Service  reads  it  from  the  Pulpit,  and  in  few 
Words  (if  he  sees  fit)  recommends  to  the  Assembly  the 
choiceof  auchan  one,whom,  for  his  Knowledge  and  Abili- 
ties, his  Integrity  and  love  of  Justice,  his  Zeal  for  the 
established  Religion  and  Qovemment,  and  ^  Uke,  they 
deem  most  worthy,  and  best  qualified  for  the  Place.  The 
People  give  their  Votes  one  by  one  as  they  go  out  at  the 
Church-door,  and  he  who  has  the  Majmity  throughout  Uie 
Island  is  declared  dudy  eleoted.  Mr.  Camden  seems  to 
have  understood  that  each  I^uish  must  have  its  partioalar 
yurot,  because  the  Numbei<^ both  is  the  same,  viz.  XII. 
But  that  is  no  rule  with  as.  It  often  baf^ns  that  a  Parish 
has  none,  whilst  another  has  two  or  mote.  And  be  it  noted, 
that  'tis  not  for  the  sake  of  a  Salary  that  this  Office  la 
ambitioned,  for  there  is  none  at  all  belonging  to  it.  What 
is  chiefly  scnght  in  it,  is  Rank  and  DisUnctton,  with  the 
privilege  it  gives  Gentlemen  of  having  their  own  private 
Suits  in  Coturt  more  readily  dispactched  (153). 

'Tis  not  necessary  that  all  the  Twelve  should  assist  on 
every  occasion.    Many  accidents  would  render  the  same

and  a  Cause  heard  by  a  few,  may  be  brought  on  a^in 
before  a  Corpa  de  Cour,  that  18,  before  Seven,  presumed 
equipollent  to  a  full  Body.  Bat  without  the  BaiUy  (or  his 
Lieutenant)  there  can  be  no  proceedings  of  any  Kind.  He 
is  the  Mouth  and  Organ  of  the  Court.  He  presides  in  all 
the  Debates,  sums  up  the  Opinions,  and  pronoances  Sen- 
tence ;  yet  has  no  deliberative  Voice  himself,  unless  when, 
upon  an  equal  Division  of  the  Bench,  he  throws  hb  Weight 
into  one  scale  to  end  the  Matter.  But  in  case  of  a  Majo- 
rity, he  is  bound  to  follow  it ;  which  hinders  not  his  acting 
with  less  controul  in  other  Afiairs  of  daily  occurrence.  For 
after  all,  the  Dignity  and  Prerogatives  of  hie  Place  are  very 
great,  and  command  respect  (154). 

The  whole  Authority  of  Public  Judgmetils  residing  thus 
in  the  Bailly  and  Jurats,  there  go  next  to  constitute  the 
Court  diverse  Ministerial  Officers  under  them  ;  as  le  Pro- 
eureur  du  Roy,  or  Attorney  General  ;  PAvocal  du  Roy,  or 
Solicitor  Gmeral ;  le  Viconte,  or  High-Sheriff ;  le  Greffier, 
or  Clerk,  wtio  has  the  Custody  of  the  Rolls  and  Records  ; 
Six  Pleaders  or  SolUcitors  nt  the  Bar,  stiled  ^vocals  de 
Barreau-;  two  Under- SherifBs,  called  Dinonciateurs,  be- 
oaose  'tis  their  part  to  publish  the  injunctions  of  the  Court ; 
and  lastly,  VHuisBter,  or  Usher,  a  necessary  Attendant  for 
the  preserving  of  Order.  To  whom  let  me  add,  (though 
not  properly  a  Member  of  the  Court)  PEnrfgistreur,  at 
Keeper  of  the  Register  for  Hereditary  Contracts  ;  which 
having  first  passed  (*)  the  view  of  the  Magistrate,  most 
next,  on  pain  of  Nullity,  be  brought  to  this  Officer  to  have 
an  Entry  made  of  them,  whereto  all  Men  may  have  recourse, 
no  secret  and  unregistred  sale  of  Lands  or  Rents  being  of 
uty  validity  in  this  Island.  All  which  Employments  now 
i»med  (saving  the  lliree  first,  held  by  Patent)  are  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Bailly. 

The  Court  thus  composed,  and  every  Person  belonging  to 
it,  from  the  Bailly  to  the  lowest  Officw,  sworn  to  a  diligent 
(■)  Tb«Dc«  called  Paunnen*- 
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tind  ffUthful  discbnrge  of  the  Duty  of  his  Post ;  the  Court, 
I  say,  thus  compesed,  is  a  Royal  Court,  having  cognizance 
Bt  all  Heas,  Suits,  and  Actions,  whether  real,  personal, 
mixt,  or  criminal}  arisiug  within  the  Island;  the  case  of 
IVeasoaooly  excepted*  and  some  other  mattets  of  too  high 
s-Natnre(*)  reserved  to  the  Kinf  and  the  Lords  of  his 
Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy  Councti,-  to  whom  alone 
^is  Court  is  runmediately  subordinate.  Nor  have  the 
Courts  of  fVestmintler  oughtto  do  with  oe,  (h-  may  any  way 
iatermeddl'e  with  our  Al^irs,  though  otherwise  we  greatly 
reverenee  them,-  as  acting  under  the  same  Royal  Name  and 
Authority.  The  Truth  is,  we  were  never  subject  to  those 
Courts,  no  not  before  King  John's  days,  the  Founder  of  the 
present  Power  and  Jurudiction  within' ourselves.  The 
Governor  held  the  Pleas,  aa  has  been  said,  and  in  extraor- 
dinary Cases  Resort  was  had  to  Abraionety,  but  never  to 
England.  In  after-time,  contentious  Persons  not  acquiesc- 
ing ia  the  determination  tA  the  Magistrates  here,  sued  for 
Invocation*  at  fFetAKins/er,  which  were  too  easily  granted, 
and 'Writs  came  over  daily  to  summon  People  thither,  till 
Vexations  grew  so  great,  and  Complaints  so  loud,  that  a 
remedy  was  obtained  in  the  beginning  of  the  Retgn  of 
Edward  III  ;  And  accordingly  when  towards  the  end  of 
the  same  Reign,  an  attempt  was  renewed  to  bring  a>  Matter 
of  Trespass  from  the  Island  into  the  King^  Bench,  the  Court 
would  not  admit  iti  and  decreed  thus  Quia  negotium  pree- 
dictum  in  Curid  'hie  terminari  non  protett,  ed  quod  Juratorea 
Insula  preedictce  coram  JusticiariU  hie  venire  non^postunt, 
nee  dejure  debent,  nee  aliqua  negotia,  de  In*uld  praedictA 
emergentia,  non  debenl  terminari  nisi  aeciaut&m  consuetu- 
dinem  Insalae-praedictae  ;  idea  totum  Recordum  negotii 
mittatur  in  CaneeUariam  Domini  Regit,  ut  indi  JiaH 
Oxnmwsto  Dammi  Regis,  cui  vel  quibus  Domino  Regi 
placuerit,  ad  negotium  praedictvm  in  InaulA  praedicti. 
audiendum  et  terminandum,  secundUm  consuetudinem 
Intulae praedictae  (t)-     Hence  the  Great  Lawyer  (J)  fronl .

Writ  runneth  not  into  these  Ttle*,  the  lUce  exemption 
belonging  to  them  all.  Vot  which  another  eminent  Man  of 
the  same  Professioa  (*),  gives  these  two  Reasons  ;  I, 
because,  says  he,  the  Courts  there  (in  the  Islands)  axdthote 
here  (at  Weaminster)  go  not  by  the  aame  rule,  method  or 
order  of  Lax  ;  2.  because  those  Islands,  though  they  are 
parcel  of  the  Dominion  of  the  Crown  of  England  yet  they 
are  not  parcel  of  the  Realm  q/*  England  nor  indeed  ever 
were;  but  were  anciently  parcel  of  the  Dutchy  of  Nor- 
mandy, and  are  those  Remains  thereof  which  all  the  Power 
of  the  Crown  and  Kingdom  of  France  have  not  been  able  to 
wrest  frenn  England. 

Bot  thoQgh  the  King's  Writ  runneth  not  into  these  Isles, 
the  same  Great  Lawyer  obserres  from  the  foresaid  Record, 
that  his  Majesty's  Commission  under  the  Qreat  Seal  doth  (f), 
which  we  readily  acknowledge,  there  bung  diverse  instances 
of  snob  Commissions  issued  forth  both  in  former  and  letter 
Days,  yet  always  upon  urgent  and  anoommon  Emei^ncies. 
And  the  Comtnissioners  have  been  generally  taken  &om  the 
Chancery,  or  have  been  otherwise  Men  versed  and  knowing 
ia  the  Civil  Law,  the  service  being  thought  to  require 
Persons  so  qualified.  Their  coming  suspends  the  ordinary 
Forms  of  Jostice  ;  but  first  they  most  exhibit  their  Com- 
mission in  Conrt,  and  have  it  there  enr(^ed  ;  and  then  they 
c»n  in  no  case  concerning  Life,  Liberty,  or  Estate,  determine 
any  thing  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  Jurats,  who  are  to 
sit,  opine,  and  make  conjunctive  Records  of  their  Proceedings 
with  them ;  uid  iastly,  they  must  Judge  according  to  the 
Laws  and  Customs  of  the  Islet  (155). 

Even  ^cts  of  Parliament  do  not  bind  us,  unless  we  be 
therein  specially  named  (t).  And  when  such  Acts  are  to 
be  notified  to  us,  they  come  accompanied  with  an  order  of 
Council,  to  give  them  Saactiion  and  Currency  here  (156).

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Conrta  of  Justice  Bre  saj^xttod  liable  to  or  Bometimes  in 
their  Jadgments,  and  thereon  is  founded  the  liberty  of 
Appeals.  Here,  a  Decision  by  fewer  JuraU  on  the  Bench 
may  be  reviewed  in  a  larger  Assembly,  as  has  been  already 
noted.  Bat  if  after  that,  the  Party  really  or  pretendedly 
^grieved  still  declines  snbmissiwi  to  the  Court,  uid  wilt 
needs  pursue  the  matter  farther,  his  recourse  must  be 
directly  to  King  and  Council,  under  the  following  Regula- 
latioDB,  vis.  That  no  Appeal  for  Moveable  Goods,  or 
Pergonal,  Ettate,  be  allowed,  unless  tuch  Estate  be  of  the 
value  of  three  hundred  Livres  toumois ;  nor  for  Inheritances 
or  Real  Estates,  unless  of  the  value  of  five  Livres  toumois 
•per  annum  (*).  If  the  Court  denies  to  allow  of  the  Appe^, 
then  it  becomes  a  Doleance  ;  concerning  which  'Ua  likewise 
ordered,  Tluil  Doleances  being  of  an  odious  nature  as 
intended  principally  against  the  Judges,  whose  honour  is 
to  be  maintained^or  the  sake  of  Justice,  in  case  the  Com- 
plainant shall  not  taake  good  his  Doleance,  his  Majesty  by 
the  advice  of  his  Council,  will  lay  such  Fine  upon  the 
Party  failing,  as  the  case  shall  require  (t). 

Nothing  has  been  represented  more  to  our  disadvantage, 
and  has  done  us  greater  discredit,  than  the  frequency  of 
those  Appeals  and  Doleances,  and  their  being  frar  the  most 
part  about  Interest  comparatively  of  little  moment.     Pudet 

heec  opprobria  nobis It  would  indeed  be  happy,  if 

every  Sentence  in  t^  Island  were  bo  weigh'd,  and  well 
considered,  as  to  stand  the  Test,  and  never  need  being 
reversed,  when  brought  under  exsminatioa  in  England. 
This  would  eBectoally  discourage  litigious  Fen<xis  from 
importuning  the  Honourable  Board,  and  raising  a  Clamour 
against  the  Justice  of  their  Country  (157).  At  the  same 
time,  God  forbid  that  the  poorest  Man  in  the  Island  should 
not  be  heard,  and  have  right  dene  hija,  (where  only  he  can 
^^y  for  it)  when  oppressed  by  a  wKinf  JudgneBt.

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In  Criminal  Causes  there  lies  no  Appe&l.  But  in  regard 
that  our  Lawa  did  not  explicitly  distinguish  between  Man-' 
elaughtei  and  Wilful  Murther,  and  both  were  equally 
Capital,  it  was  some  time  ago  provided  by  a  Rule  from  above, 
that  where  there  does  not  evidently  appear  prepense  and 
deliberate  Malice,  the  Court  shall  not  proceed  to  senteace 
till  the  Fact  be  laid  before  his  Majesty,  and  hie  Pleasure 
known  (159).  liaised  be  God,  there  hag  been  very  littla 
occasion  for  that,  or  for  animadverting  on  other  Crimes 
punishable  with  Death.  A  public  Execution  is  not  seen- 
here  in  many  years. 

Whereupon  I  cannot  but  add  this  remark,  that  the  Case 
of  Treason,  excepted  from  the  Cognizance  of  the  Batlly 
and  Jurats,  affords  no  instance,  and  is  a  Crime  utterly 
unknown  and  unheard  of,  amongst  us  (159).  True  it  is; 
that  during  the  bibody  Quarrel  betwixt  the  Houses  of  York 
and  Lancaster,  ivo  Gentlemen  who  had?  some  concern  iii 
this  Island,  came  unhappily  under  the  imputation  thereof. 
One  vaa  Jeffrey  fVallU,  Seigneur  de  St.  Germain,  a  Lan- 
cojfruin,  and  Retainer  of  the  great  Eail  of  Warwick,  with 
whom  he  fell  at  the  Battle  of  Barnet,  fighting  against 
Edward  XV,  for  which  his  Memory  was  attainted,  and  hia 
Estate  seized.  The  other  was  Sir  RickardHarlitton,  ones 
Governor  of  thia  Island,  where  also  he  had  made  some 
purehases,  a  Yorkist,  deluded  into  a  Defection  &om  Henry 
VII,  which  caused  his  ruin.  They  were  neither  of  them 
properly  of  the  Island,  so  that  nothing  they  did,  or  suffered 
can  be  charged  to  our  account,  and  bring  a  reproach  upmius. 

To  return  to  the  Court ;  though  there  is  but  one  Tribunal, 
and  the  Judges  always  the  same  Persons,  yet  by  reason  of 
the  great  variety  and  diversity  of  Causes,  some  requiring  one 
Method  of  proceeding,  some  another,  some  more,  some  less 
considerable,  the  Court  is  necessitated  to  assume  Four 
distinct  Characters  or  Denominations  ;  and  a»  it  alternately 
acts  under  then,  is  called,  either  la  Cour  d'Hiritage,  or  la 
Cour  de  Catel,  or  la  Cour  du  Billet,  or  lastly ^^  Cour  du 
Samedt ;  of  each  of  which  something  must  be  said. 
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tjt  Cour  d'ffi'rilage,  the  first  and  most  sulemn  of  the 
Four,  is  so  named,  for  that  it  admits  of  nono  but  Hereditary 
Matters  to  be  treated  and  discussed  in  it ;  as  Partitions  of 
Estates  betwixt  Co-heirs,  Diilerences  among  Neighbours 
about  Bounds,  New  Disseizins  and  Instrusions  on  other  Men's 
T^ods,  Pre-emptions  between  Kindered  (•)  which  we  nail 
Itetraii  Lignager  { 100)  (retraclus  congangui/teorum,  &ztdjtM 
protimeseos)  the  Property  of  Rents  (f)  due  for  Tenements 
or  Lands  let  in  Fee-farm  (retiittts  fuinliaTius)  and  other 
things  of  the  like  nature.  The  opening  of  this  Court,  on 
the  first  day  of  it,  which  is  usually  a  Thursday,  is  with  a 
great  deal  of  Circumstance  and  Formality.  The  Governor, 
the  Bailly  (or  their  Lieutenants)  and  the  Jurats,  enter  the 
Cokue  with  the  Royal  Mace  carried  before  them,  and  sur- 
rounded by  a  Guard  armed  with  Fertuisans.  The  Bench 
must  be  full  that  Day,  nothing  but  real  Sickness,  or  absence 
from  the  Island,  being  allowed  in  excuse  for  a  Jurat  who 
does  not  then  appear  in  his  Hace.  Seven  is  the  least 
Number  required  to  keep  the  Court.  All  Gentlemen, 
holding  Fiefs  of  the  Crown  by  that  Service  called  in  Records 
Secta  Curiee  must  be  there  also,  and  answer  to  their  Names, 
or  be  fined.  Some  of  these^Fiefs  being  in  the  King's  bands, 
the  Governor  answers  for  his  Majesty.  Tlie  Advocates  renew 
their  Oaths.  The  Provots  and  Serjeants  who  are  inferior 
Officers  belonging  to  the  Revenue,  attend  to  give  an  account 
of  all  Ek;heats,  Forfeitures,  and  other  Casual  Profits  and 
Emoluments  accrued  to  the  Crovn,  if  any  such  there  he. 
There  likewise  Political  Ordinances,  made  for  the  good 
government  of  the  People,  are  confirnied  and  continued,  or 
if  need  be,  abrogated,  and  new  ones  made  (IGl).  Against 
the  rising  of  the  Court  there  is  a  handsome  Entertainment 
provided  by  the  King's  Receiver,  where,  besides  the  Governor 
and  Members  of  the  Court,  those  Gentlemen  afore   men-

*Tia  Baid  thrice  a  y«ar,  because  we  hare  so  many  terms,  and 
this  Court  is  the  opening  of  every  Term.  After  the  first 
day,Bpent  mostly  in  Preliminaries  uid  Matters  of  Form, 
the  Court  goes  upon  Business  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
following,  till  the  end  of  the  Term,  the  Twelve  Jurats  assist- 
ing by  turns,  Three  at  least  at  a  Time. 

La  Cour  de  Catel  is  (as  the  Name  imports)  for  deciding 
disputes  about  Chattels,  Moveables,  and  Arrears  of  Rents. 
For  as  at  H^itage  Rents  are  sued  for  without  relation  to 
arrears,  so  here  the  same  are  sued  for  with  reference  only  to 
those  Arrears,  and  may  be  so  as  far  back  as  thirty  nine 
years.  Bat  the  great  Basiness  of  this  Court  is  the  Adjudi- 
cation of  Z>ecrees.  Now  a/>ecreewithus  is  this.  .  When  a 
man  has  so  involved  himself  in  Debt,  as  to  be  unable  to 
satisfy  his  Creditors,  and  is  quite  bom  down  with  Prosecu- 
tions, he  publickly  makes  Cession  of  his  Estate,  which  we 
call  renoncer,  i.  e.  to  renounce,  and  the  Estate  is  then  said 
to  be  en  Dicret,  i.  e.  subjected  to  a  Decree.  Whereupon 
all  Persona  interested,  are  by  three  Proclamati<ms,  and  a 
fourth  Peremptory,  cited  to  come  in,  and  insert  in  a  List  or 
Roll,  kept  open  for  that  purpose,  their  several  Demands,  on 
pain  of  exclusion.  After  this,  they  are  called  in  order,  that 
is  to  say  the  last  Creditor  first,  and  so  on  retrograding. 
The  last  Creditor  is  asked  by  the  Judge,  whether  he  wUl 
substitute,  and  put  himself  in  the  place  of  the  Cessioaary, 
and  take  the  Estate,  paying  the  Debts  that  are  of  an  older 
date  than  his,  or  give  op  his  Demand.  If  he  assents  to  the 
Substitution,  the  Decree  is  at  an  end,  and  the  Estate  is 
adjudged  to  him.  If  on  the  contrary  he  says,  that  he  will 
rather  lose  his  Debt  than  take  the  Estate  on  such  condition, 
the  Judge  proceeds  to  him  that  stands  neiit  in  order  of 
Time,  and  so  on  retrograding  still,  and  propounding  the  same 
Question  to  all,  till  so  many  have  renounced  and  quitted, 
that  the  encumbered  Elstate  being  pretty  well  eased,  some 
one  be  found  who  may  with  little  or  no  loss  venture  apon  it. 
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snswering  far  the  Debts  tbot  reiama  unrenotineed  ;  aad  of 
awk  Mt  one  it  is  said  g^il  se  fait  TMeait,  i.  e.  that  he 
maker  or  declares  hmuelf  Tensot.  It  has  been  obseired 
titai  mote  of  those  Debts  are  for  Arrnrs  of  R«nta,  than  for 
Mon^  dne  upon  Bcmd.  A  few  jeais  can  of  those  unpaid, 
viH  soon  eat  out  a  araaA  Estate  overchargttd  with  them. 
And-,  concerning'  Bonds,  'tis  likewise  obsemible,  that  here 
Ih^  are  not  merely  perscBal,  as  in  Ettgband,  bat  real,  and 
carry  an  espress  Hypotheca  «-  Mortgaga  on  oil  PoeMtssions 
moveable  and  imnoveatd^of  Che  Debbff  ;  so  that  a  Decre- 
ted  Estate  is  no  less  afifected  by  them  than  by  any  other 
Demand  upon:  tit.  This  is  oax  wt^  of  ahaiing  a  broken 
Estate  among  Creditors,  wherein,  instead  of  faring  all 
alike,  as  in  a  cue  of  Bankruptcy,  the  oldest  Creditors  have 
a  vast  advantage  over  the  rast.  How  hx  this  is  agreeable 
to  Equity,  I  shidl  not  interpose  ray  C^initm  (162).  At  this 
Conrt  alsoraod  nauBlly  on  the  first  day  of  it,  Crimintds  and 
Male&otors,  of  th««  be^  ray  such,  take  their  IVial  (163)  ; 
Proclamation  being  made  before,  HbAt  Jiutice  Royaie,  that 
is  to  si^,  the  ^BBs  of  the  Crown,  will  be  held  that  day  ; 
whereat  Seven  JaraU  at  least  most  be  ^esest,  if  the  Crime 
be  Ci^ilal ;.  otherwiae  Thitee  suffica  for  the  Ordinary  Fleaa 
ofCh^/. 

La  Gcmr.  du  Billet  is  an.  Extraon&ary  Court,  first  set 
iq>  sobsidtarily^  when  Decreea  grtw  so  frequent,  and  took  np 
80  much  time  as  hardly  to4eav«  roam  for  other  Business. 
Wkaret^n  Mattsrs  of  less  Mbment„  aS' Arrests,  Distrains, 
Salts  for  Airaacs  of  Rents,  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  the 
like,  were  xanKH/ed  and  transj^red  to  this  New  Court ; 
which  is  AeoAarn  named  te  BUtst,  becaase  aK  Causes 
Inonght  into  itareheard  in  order,  as  they  we  set  down  in  s 
Siliet  or  Sarolt  affixed^tatbe  eoast-^^ate^  iriio^by  all  Per- 
sona, coacamed^  injecting  diat  Scrcdl  m^  know  almost 
within,  an.  hoax  when  the;  shall  bo  called,  wititout  losing 
their  time  in  f^iitless  expectation  and  attendance  (164). 

Lastly,  La  Cour  db  Skumdi^  or  Sattiniajf-Comt,  is  ano- 
thasEatraffiDdiaaT^  wad  Snhsidiaiy  Court,  and  properly  but 
a  Branch  of  the  ftHiner.  In  Term-time  it  is  aimointed 
Z 
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principally  for  Uie  King's  Causes  (*),  and  those  of  tfe 
Jurats,  whicli  are  privileged,  and  not  lied  to  the  commoB 
cule  of  Billef  :  Out  of  Term,  for  Causes  of  Brevity,  which 
will  sulfer  no  delay,  as  Causes  -relating  to  Navigation  and 
Sea-aHairs,  Contracts  betwixt  Merchants,  Breaches  of  the 
Peace,  and  other  daily  Occurrences  that  require  no  Solemnity, 
hut  may  be  dispatched  de  piano.  .  And  not«,  that  wbea 
Sentence  has  been  pronounced'  at  Heritage  or  Catel  (the 
two  ancient  Ordinary  Courts)  before  less  than  five  Jurats  ; 
or  at  the  Extra(»dinary  Courts  before  less  than  Three  (for 
Moveabke  of  the  vahie  of  fifty  Livres  tournois  and  upwards) 
the  l^rty  aggrieved  may  a^ieal  before  the  Body  of  the 
Coart,  consisting  of  Seven  at  least ;  provided  it  be  at  the 
Charge  of  the  Appellant,  paying  three  Lavies  tournois  to 
t/te  Judge,  one  to  each  Jurat,  the  like  to  the  Procurator, 
Viscount,  Greffier,  and  Advocate  in  the  Cause  (t).  Whioh 
I  mention  on  purpose  to  shew  how  moderate  the  Fees  of  the 
Law  are  with  us,  when  a  Re-hearing  may  be  had  before  the 
whole  Court  at  the  small  cost  of  about  twenty  Shillings 
English  Money  (1G5).  They  are  the  same,  or  rather  yet 
lower,  in  all  other  cases  and  instances  ;  so  that  I  moke  no 
doubt  but  more  Money  is  given  in  Westminster-hall,  in  one 
great  Cause  only,  than  all  our  Advocates  together  get  for 
their  Pleadings  in  a  Twelvemonth  (ICti).  "fis  some  com- 
fort to  a  People,  who  are  not  rich,  that  they  can  have  Justice 
without  ruining  themselves  in  the  pursuit  of  it. 

These  Courts  (except  the  Satuyday-Covrt,  held  or  inter- 
mitted as  there  is  occasion)  have  their  prop»  Times  and 
Seasons  fw  sitting.  But  instead  of  Four,  aS  in  England, 
we  have  only  Three  Terms.  The  First  begins  always  the 
Thursday  immediately  before  Michailma»-day,  and  is  res- 
piled  during  the'  whole  Month  of  November,  that  people 
may  attend  to  sow  their  Wheat  (J),   and  gather  in  their

the  Land ;  a  lahorions  but  most  necessary  Work,  for  'tis  in 
eiiect  fetching  Ikead  out  of  tke  Sea.  I'hat,  togetlier  with 
turning  up  and  preparing  the  ground  for  the  Sumtner-Comj 
employs  all  hands  in  -  March  and  part  of  ^pril.  '  The  Third 
and  last  begins  the  Thursday  next  after.  St.. George's  day; 
and '  continues  till  -  Midsummer,  when  the  long  Vacation 
follows,  in  which  there  is  no  Pleading,  unless  some  Causes, 
that  could  not  be  dispatched  during  the  Term,  he  put  oif  to 
the  first  or  second  Week  in  Septemtier,  Harvest  being  then 
over  ;  and  these  Causes  will  sometime^  take  up  the  remain- 
der of  that  Month,  till  Miehaelmas-Tetm  be^us  the  round 
again.  This  account  of  the  Tu-ma  shews  they  were  not  hit 
upon  by  chance,  but  with  great  wisdjom  and  design  calculated 
for  the  ease  and  convenience  of  the  People,  and  the  manner 
<^  living  in  this  Island.  They  intrench  as  little  as  possible 
on  any  Business  of  necessary  and  general  concern.  Where 
it  is  otherwise.  Justice  loses  its  name,  and  turns  to  Oppres* 
sion. 

And  now  leaving  these  difierent  Denominations  tlie 
Court  at  times  goes  under,  we  must  return  to  consider  it  as 
but  One,  and  speak  of  the  Laws  which  are  to  be  the  Bulc 
md  Measure  of  its  Judgments.  But  surely  none  will 
expect  1  should  enter  into  a  Detail  of  those  Laws,  though  it 
has  been  often  wished  that  a  Collection  were  made  of  them, 
and  in  it  the  several  IWticolara  distinctly  noted  wherein 
they  vary  from  the  Laws  (tf  England  ( 1G8).  Such  a  Work, 
done  by  an  able  hand,  would  be  of  good  use,  in  regard 
lliat  not  only  all  Causes  and  Suits  within  the  Island, 
whether  by  the  ordinary  Judges,  cff  estraonlioary  Commis- 
sioners, from  England,  bat  Appeals  also  before  the  Council 
Board,  are  to  be  determined  secundum  Leges  et  Consvelu- 
dines  Insula  ;  which  laws  and  customs  being  little  known 
out  of  the  Island, 'tis  scarce  possible  but  Judgment  must  some- 
times be  given  contrary  to  the.  same.    Peradventure  there 
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m&y  Brue  hveftfter  Bodie  Wortkj  Pcnoneqnal  to  that  Taak, 
"Tia  esou^  for  mfl  to  obnrre  in  groM  that  (wr  Lsire  nay 
be  reduced  mder  ^mm  Four  Haads.

He  has 
besides  Twelve,  ot  more,  principal  Hooseholders  for  his 
Assistants,  ewem  to  be  always  nsdy  at  his  cbH  when  the 
Public  Serrice  requires  it,  thence  termed  Serment^,or  <^- 
eieri  dM  Ctmnitable.  Two  Procureurt,  whose  buriness  n 
to  assert  the  Rights  of  the  Parish,  and  (if  need  bej  to  Sue 
£»r  them.  Ute  name  of  the  Offioe  answers  to  that  of  At- 
torney :  But  'tis  not  necessary  they  should  he  professed 
Ijmtjtm.  Add  to  these  a  Vintenter  over  every  purticalat 
yintauu.  By  the  vigilance  of  these  Offices,  Peace  and 
Order  are  munttuned  in  the  Parish,  lesser  O&nders  arA 
checkt  and  ctsracted,  greater  Criminals  are  ^fff^mded  and 
brought  to  Justice,  Public  Rates,  (when  needful)  an  levied 
with  equality,  and  all  other  things  an  done  which  are  found 
conducing  to  the  good  govemmeot  of  the  Community.  la 
every  Parish  Assembly,  if  it  be  fin  Secular  Affiura,  the 
Omttahle  presides,  thooj^  a  Jvrat  be  present ;  if  for  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  Chordi,  'tia  the  Minister. 

Speaking  of  the  Ait//y.  it  JuH  been  omitted,  that  he  is  the 
Keeper  oftKe  FwMie  &al,  yet  w  that  ha  nnnot  use  it 
luleBs  assisted  by  three  Jwaa.  It  is  kept  in  a  Purse,  sealed 
with  die  Private  Seals  of  the  three  Juratt  who  wen  at  the 
last  Opening.  When  occasion  calls  next,  the  SaUly  delivera 
the  Parse  into  the  hands  of  the  then  assisting  JuraU,  who 
finding  the  Seals  intire,  break  them  ttpea,  and  having  done 
with  the  Public  One,  put  it  ap  agun  into  the  Purse,  sealed 
as  befon,  and  return  the  same  to  the  BaiUyt  or  his  Lieute- 
nant.   This  Seal,  with  the  right  and  power  of  nsiag  it  for 
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coniirraing  Contracts,  and  other  purposes,  was  given  us  hy 
Edward  I  ;  and  from  the  Antiquity  of  the  Characters  in  the 
Inscription  thereon  (*),  seems  to  be  the  very  same  Numeri- 
cal Seal  we  received  from  that  great  King  more  than  four 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  so  carefully  and  religiously  has 
iE  been  preserved.  See  the  Giant  of  it  in  the  Appendix 
JVumb.  VI. 

The  Judgment-Hall  where  the  Court  sits,  is  called  la 
Cohu0  Royale  (f),  and  stands  in  the  Town  of  St.  Helier. 
'Tis  a  large  and  handsome  Fabrick,  faced  with'  Mont- 
mado-Stone,  and  frontipg  the  Market-place  (171).  The 
Court  sits  below,  and  above  are  spacious  Chambers  for 
laying  up  the  Records,  for  occasional  Conferences,  and  for 
the  Entertainment  which  the  King's  Receiver  makes  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Cowr  d' Hiritage  {112).

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Convention  of  the  States. 

This  is  properly  a  General  Council  of  the  Island,  wherein 
every  Inhahitant  is  supposed  present,  cither  personally,  or 
by  representation .  And  as  there  may  be  a  likeness  of  Polity 
and  Government,  where  none  is  pretended  of  Dimity  or 
Power,  the  name  of  States  ought  not  to  offend,  because 
assumed  in  imitation  of  more  August  Assemblys.  The 
Earl  of  Clarendon  indeed  at  his  being  in  Jersey,  hearing 
o(  a  Meeting  o/ the  States,  expressed  some  surprize  at  our 
use  of  the  word,  but  found  no  impropriety  in  it,  when  he 
became  acquainted  with  our  Constitution.  For  many  Ages 
past  we  have  been  in  possession  of  this  Honour,  nor  has 
the  Crown  ever  denied  to  receive  Deputations  and  Addresses 
from  us  in  the  nameof  T'Ae  iS^afes  o/'Ai's  Majesty's  Island 
of  Jersey,  the  customary  Stile  on  those  Occasions.  It  will 
not  therefore  (I  hope)  be  thought  too  great  a  presumption  to 
say,  that  this  Convention  is  an  Image  and  Resemblance  of  an 
English  Parliament,  a  picture  of  it  in  Miniature.  It  is 
composed  of  the  Jurats,  or  Court  of  Justice,  as  the  first 
and  noblest  Body  ;  of  the  Clergy,  as  the  second  ;  and  of  the 
Constables,  as  the  Representatives  of  their  Parishes,  by 
whose  Votes  those  Communities  are  bound  and  concluded  ; 
the  King's  Procurator,  the  Viscount,  and  the  King's  ^dvo' 
cate,  though  they  represent  no  Estate,  being  also  admitted 
propter  dignitatem  ( 173).  This  Convention  cannot  be  held 
but  by  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  or  of  his  Lieutenant, 
who  has  a  Negative  Voice  therein,  as  the  Parliament  cannot 
meet  but  at  the  Pleasure  of  the  King,  nor  pass  any  thing  into 
Law  without  his  Royal  Assent.  The  Bailly,  or  his  Lieute- 
nant, is  the  standing  I^olocutorin  these  Assemhlys,  as  the 
Lord  High  Chancellor  and  the  Speaker  are  in  the  House  of 
Peers  and  House  of  Commons.    As  there,  so  here,  every 
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Member  present  has  Voice  DeliberatiTe.  No  States  can 
be  beld  without  Seven  of  each  Body,  at  the  least ;  and  in 
case  of  absence,  he  whose  excuse  is  not  allowed,  is  liable  to 
be  fined.  Foreigners  preferred  to  Benefices  are  excluded, 
unless  naturalized  (')  (174)  ;  it  not  being  thought  safe  or 
prudent  to  trust  Strangers  with  the  Secrets  of  the  Island  till 
they  have  given  good  proofs  of  their  aflfection  to  the  Govem- 
mect  they  live  under. 

It  is  indifierent  at  whose  Motion  this  Convention  is  catted  ; 
whether  at  the  Governor's,  when  he  would  propose  ought 
for  the  King's  Service  ;  or  at  the  Magistrates,  when  the 
Interests  of  the  Island  require  such  a  public  Conaultation. 
But  ft  mutual  agreement  there  must  be  (175),  and  iben  the 
Day  being  fixed,  the  DenuncitUor$  (who  are  Officers  of  the 
Court)  sommon  the  Members.  It  has  nevertheless  hap- 
pened} that  B  Governor,  through  wantonness  of  Power,  has 
in  the  greatest  urgency  of  Bfikirs,if  not  absolntety  dented, 
yet  delay'd  his  consent  to  those  Meetings,  beyond  all 
reasonable  Time  ;  and  has  put  a  Negative  upon  their 
Deliberations,  when  there  was  no  manner  of  ground  fiir  it. 
This  was  the  Case  under  Sir  John  Peyton't  administration, 
which  (in  conjunctionwiHl  other  Pointa  in  dispute  betwixt 
him  and  Hie  Bailly),  created  so  much  disturbance  in  the 
Island,  that  Commissioners  (f)  were  sent  aver  to  make 
inquiry  into  those  matters  ;  upon  whose  Report,  it  was  by 
his  Majesty  in  Cooncil  July  2,  1619,  ordered  as  follows. 
7%at  if  the  Bailly  or  Justicef  thalt  requite  an  Assembly 
of tlie  StateSi  the  Oovemor  i/uUlnot  defer  it  above  fifteen 
dayt  r  except  he  have  such  cause  to  the  contrary,  either  in 
respect  of  the  K^bty  of  the  hUmd,  or  our  special  Service 
otherwise,  at  he  unit  answer  tons,  or  to  the  Lords  of  our 
Council  f  whereof  he  shall  give  as  present  advice,  as  possi- 
bly wind  and  weather  may  serve:  And  concerning  the 
Governor's-  Negative  Tofce  in  the  making  of  Ordinances,  it

made  in  their  Assembly;  are  btttProvisiontU  Ordinances, 
and  have  no  power  or  property  of  Laws  until  they  be  con- 
firmed by  ut.  And  thia  has  been  the  standing  Rule  ever 
since. 

He  great  Business  of  these  Meetings,  is  the  raising  of 
Money  to  supply  Pahlic  Occasions.  For  as  in  England, 
Money  cannot  he  raised  upon  the  Subject  but  by  Consent 
of  Parliament,  so  here,  'tis  a  received  Maxim,  that  no  Levies 
can  be  made  upon  the  Inhabitants,  unless  agreed  to  by  their 
Representatives  assembled  in  Common  Council  (177).  Nor 
have  the  States  a  power  of  themselves  to  create  new  Subsi- 
dys  or  imposts  ;  but  only,  upon  extraordinary  Emergencys, 
when  the  safety  and  defence  of  the  Island  requires  it,  or 
application  must  be  made  to  the  King  by  Persona  sent  over 
at  the  public  Charge,  to  levy  what  they  judge  sufficient  for 
'those  purposes,  by  fixed  and  equal  proportions  according  to 
the  Antient  Rate.  In  these  Assemblys,  Accounts  of  the 
Public  Receipts  and  Espenoeftar^  sta^  Bod  audited  (17S) ; 
Differences  arising  abotit  the  dispofltU  Md  admll^ration  of 
the  Church -Treasury  s  (*}  are  examined  and  determined  ; 
Works  proposed  to  be  done  for  the  common  benefit,  are 
maturely  weigh'd  and  considered;  Deputys  are  appointed 
to  carry  up  our  Grievances,  and  sollicite  our  afiairs  at  Court ; 
Good  and  wholesome  Ordinances  ngainst  Profaners  of  the 
Lord's  Day,  Blasphemers  of  God's  Holy  Name,  common 
Swearers  and  Drunkards,  and  other  riotous  and  disorderly 
persons,  are  enacted  under  proper  penaltys  ;  and  in  a  word, 
all  other  matters  are  transacted  therein,  as  are  thought 
most  expedient  to  preserve  the  honour  and  reverence  which 
is  due  to  God  and  to  Holy  Things,  the  fidelity  and  obe~ 
dience  we  all  owe  to  His  Majesty  and  those  who  act  under 
his  Authority,  the  Peace  and  Tranquillity,  the  Weliare  and 
Happiness  of  the  whole  Island.  And  yet  it  must  be  con- 
fessed, that  many  of  these  things  arc  of  the  Competence 
(*)  Wfa«t  thoie  ar«  will  be  explalntd  bereafter. 
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and  Jurisdiction  of  the  Court.  Bat  out  Magistrates  deem 
it  prudential  to  take  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  States, 
wisely  considering  that  their  Concurrence  must  -ad4  force 
and  vigour  to  die  like  Sanctions  (179). 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

Privileges. 

By  the  grace  and  favour  of  our  Kings,  this  Islood  eojoya 
many  Tala&ble>  aod  some  uncommon,  Privileges  ;  and  the 
Motives  asaigoed  for  granting  them,  are  these.  I.  Ta 
reward  oue  Loyalty  and  Fidelity  to  the  Crown  of  England. 
We  have  merited  these  Privileges  hy  our  good  Services^ 
2.  To  engage  us  to  he  loyal  and  faithful  still.  We  can 
have  no  temptation,  whilst  we  enjoy  these  Privileges,  to 
wish  for  a  change  of  Masters.  3.  To  better  our  Condition, 
which  under  the  disadvantages  of  our  Situation,  would 
otherwise  be  most  intolerable.  There  would  be  no  living  in 
this  Island  for  SaglUh  Subjects,  without  great  Freedoms 
and  Immunities  ;  which  few  would  envy,  if  they  knew  at 
what  price  we  purchase  them. 

Whoso  locJu  into  our  History,  which  is  but  a  continued 
Series  of  Dangers  and  l^oubleSj  and  considers  how  exposed 
we  are  to  new  and  fresh  Attacks  upon  every  incident  that 
may  at  any  time  occasicm  a  War,  will  hardly  think  any^ 
Encouragement  too  great  to  keep  ic  heart  a  People  so. 
circumstanced.  Trade  is  the  Life  of  an  Island.  A  War 
destroys  ours,  and  brings  on  a  Charge  equal  to  a  Tax.  A 
Man  of  several  hundreds  a  year  in  England,  is  not  so  high 
rated  to  the  Militia,  as  one  here  of  but  so  many  Scores. 
The  very  Poor  snSer  in  pn^rtion.  For  though  their 
Poverty  exempts  them  from  finding  Arms  of  their  own,  it 
does  not  excuse'  tliem  from  bearing  the  Arms  of  others, 
obliged  to  provide  and  maintain  a  certain  number  (180). 
They  most  by  frequent  Detachments  keep  Watch  round  the 
Cvast,  to  prevent  snrprize,  and  repair  to  their  Colours  at 
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the  sound  of  every  Alarum  (*} ;  whereby  the  Labour  of 
many  days,  which  should  sobsist  them  and  their  families,  is 
lost  to  them.  I  could  urge  much  more,  but  let  this  suffice 
to  shew  bow  reasonable  it  is,  that  a  People  that  must  always 
stand  Sword  in  hand  as  (I  may  say)  ready  to  meet  an 
Enemy  who  in  few  hours  can  come  upon  them,  should  have 
some  Indulgence  shown  th«m,  and  by  peculiar  Grants  and 
Concessions,  be,  in  other  leppeets,  made  aa  easy  as  their 
liting  in  so  ill  a  neighbourhood  will  permit.  Frontier- 
Places  are  usually  thus  favoured.  To  be  plain,  if  this  and 
the  other  Islands  are  thought  Vforth  keeping,  their  Privileges 
ought  to  remain  inviolate  ;  there  being  the  ^ame  Reasons 
ta  continuing  those  stiU,  which  prevailed  ^br  g^^tin^  them 
at  first. 

What  our  Privileges  were  under  our  ancient  Dnkes,  before 
and  after  the  Conquest,  to  the  Time  of  King  John,  or  v(he- 
ther  we  had  any  at  alt  distinct  from  the  rest  of  our  Fellow- 
Normans,  cannot  now  be  known  (181^.  We  claim  no  higher 
than  that  King's  Constitutions,  the  Original  of  our  present 
Liberties  and  Franchises.  Sacqeediug,  Kings  have  enlarged 
and  extended  those  Constitutions  &rther,  and  seem  to  have 
vied  with  each  other  who  should  njost  testify  their  appi^)ba- 
tion  of  our  Condaot  by  Additional  Favours.  To  enumerate 
their  several  Charters,  and  dwelt,  minutely  on,  every  tiling 
therein,  would  be  tedious.  In  geq.eral,  by  them  we  are 
declared  a  Free  People,  subject,  to  no  Authoritj  bat  what 
emanates  directly  and  knmediately  from  the  Crown.  'Tis 
there  said,  that  universally  throughout  the  King's  Dominiona 
and  Territories,  citrd  vet  ultrd  tnara,  we  eljsll  be  treated,  not 
tanquAm  alienigenae,  i.  e.  as  Foreigners  and  Aliens,  but 
tanqudm  indi^enae,  i.  e.  a?  Native  EhglisJanen  ;   and  thi&

Itwtead  of  entring 
into  8  deduction  of  them,  I  beg  leave  to  refw  to  Queen 
BlizabeUCa  Charter,  in  the  Appendix,  Aumd,  VII,  where 
an  Inquirer  will  find  satiafootioa.  That  esjcdiaat  I^ncea^ 
to  jwtlj  admired  for  the  Wioden  of  ber  CJrovemmeBt,  is 
particularly  noted  for  dispensii^  her  Grants  with  a  wary 
and  sparing  band  ;  whilatotherslavidi  theirs  out  eo  wantonly 
and  undisceroedly,  that  to  be  ev'a  loaded  with  them  is  no 
argument  of  Merit.  Such  a  Quawi'a  Chsrtor  therefore,  sa 
fell  9Bd  so  »m[de,  dgoes  os  hononr,  at  the  aanie  time  that  it 
Con£en  benefits.  For  it  shews  that  she  distingtiiriied  nw, 
and  looked  on  oar  state  and  concGtioo.  as  deserving  in  a 
very  singular  manner  her  Royal  Regard  and  CoDsideration. 

Out  Exemption  firom  Parliamentary  Aids,  i»  not  m  ^o- 
yerly  a  Grant  Qr  Privil^e,  aa  a  natnial  atul  necasswy  Cddsc- 
qiienceofonrbeing^  A  Peculiar  ofthbGrovn  ;  agreeably  to 
that  Saying  of  a  Great  Man  of  the  Law,  cited  once  befbre(*), 
l^at  though  we  are  parcel  of  the  Dominion  <if  the  Crowa 
of  England,  yet  we  are  not,  nor  never  wets,  parcel  ef  the 
fteaha  of  En^and.

Mr.  Camden  speaks  thus  of  it,  though  by  a  mistake  fae 
applies  it  to  Guerrtezey  cmly.  Veteri  Regum  Aoglis 
privUegio,  perpetua  hie  sunt  tjuani  indud^  i  6t  Odlifl, 
aliisque,  quamvis  bellwm  exardetcat,  ultri  citrdqtie  hue  tine 
periculo  venire,  et  commercia  gecuri  exercere,  licet  ;  (. «. 
*'  By  an  ancient  Privilege  of  the  Kings  of  England,  there 
"  is  here  a  kind  of  Peipetual  IVnce ;  and  hew  hot  sotvn 
"  the  War  be,  the  French,  iwd  othws,  have  free  LilM-ty  ta 
"  come  hither  to  trade,  and  to  depart  again  in  safety  (*). 

Mr.  Selden  urges  this  Privilege  as  an  Argntnent  to 
support  his  Hypothesis  of  the  King  of  England's  Dominion 
over  the  Narrow  Seat.  J^eque  enim  /acili  conJecUuidtim

"  betwixt  the  oeighbouhng  Nations  round  eboat  then, 
'*  unless  it  be  d^ved  from  this  Mitritim  DoilriiakM  t4  the 
"  Kings  of  England  (f). 

Dr.  Heylin,  after  repeating  almost  verbatim  *hat  Mr. 
Camden  had  said  before  hnn  of  this  Privilege,  aoea  on  ,a 
Privilege  founded  upon  a  BuE'  of  Pope  Si»tu»  IV,  Me 
texlA  year,  as  Iremembet,  of  Mt  Popat^m  I'SiimatiVi. 
then  reigning  in  England,  and  Liwis  XI.  met  the  French. 
By  virtue  t^  which  Bull  all  those  stand  ipaofa.cto  excommu^ 
nicate,  which  antf  waif  moleit  the  JbthaiiUmts  of  ifds  kit  of 
Guemaey  (t)  or  (M^  which  resati  unto  ihiir  itlandt  either 


Ifge  to  Cuemaey  ont). 
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bjf  Piracy,  or  any  other  violence  whatsoever.  A  Bull^rM 
published  in  the  City  of  Coiutance,  unto  whote  Diocese 
these  /glands  once  belonged,  aftencards  verged  by  the 
Parliament  ofPsra,  and  cor^rmed  by  our  Kings  t^  Eng- 
land to  this  day.  The  Copy  of  this  Ball  /  myself  have 
seen,  and  something  also  »/  the  practice  of  it  on  Record  i 
by  which  it  doth  appear,  that  a  Man  of  war  of  Fntnca 
having  taken  tm  Eoglish  Ship,  and  therein  some  passengers 
and  Goods  of  Gveroezey,  made  Prize  and  Prisoners  of  tfie 
Engluh,  b%U  restored  t^e  of  Guernezey  to  their  liberty  and 
to  their  own  (*). 

Even  Strangers  have  acknowledged  this  Privilege,  uid 
entered  it  into  their  Books  of  Navigation  and  Commerce. 
Thus  the  Anonymooa  Author  of  les  Us  et  Covtianes  de  la 
mer,  printed  at  Aouen  1671,  speaking  of  Frizes  taken  at  Sea, 
Mys  that  a  Prize  is  not  good,  si  elie  a  est4  faite  en  lieu 
tPaeyte  ou  de  refvge,  comme  sont  les  Isles  et  Mors  de  Gerkat, 
et  Grenezay,  en  la  coste  de  Normandie;  attsqveltes  les 
Fianfois  et  Anglois,  pour  quelque  guerre  qu'il  y  ait  entre  les 
deux  couronnes,  ne  doivent  insulterou  courre  Fun  sur  faiUre, 
tant  et  si  loin  que  s'estend  faspect  ou  la  va&e  des  dites  Isles, 
i.  e.  "  if  the  Prize  be  made  in  places  of  Secuity  and  Refuge 
(jtlaces  exempted  and  privileged)  aa  are  the  Isles  and  Seas  of 
Jersey  and  Guernezey,  on  tfae  Coast  of  Normandy  ;  where 
the  French  and  English,-wha,tever  War  there  be  betwixt  the 
two  Crowns,  ought  not  to  insult,  and  in  a  hostile  manner 
pursue  each  other,  so  long  and  so  for  as  they  have  the  said 
Islands  in  prospect  and  in  view  (f). 

I  can  trace  this  Privilege  no  higher  than  Edward  IV. 
Now  that  King  coold  enforce  it  tmly  on  his  own  Sabjects, 
which  would  not  haveanswered  the  Design  of  it.  The  Con- 
sent of  other  Princes,  especially  of  the  King  of  France,  and 
of  the  Duke  of  Bretagne,  to  bind  it  in  like  manner  on  their 
People,  was  equally  necessary.  It  happened  that  those 
Powers  lived  at  that  time  in  (.at  least  seeming)  amity  willi 
England,  whieh  focilitated  their  Concurrence.     But  Edward

would  not  trust  entirely' to  tli»t.  He  aj^ied  to  'the  Pqie, 
whose  Authority  ran  high  :iii  those  days,  pn^ying  him  to 
strei^hen  the  Privilege  with  hia  Cenaares  on  the  Injriiigm* 
of  it.  Wheret^Km  the  BtiU  was  sent  of  which  Dr.  Heylin 
•peaks,  received  with  great  respect  by  those  aeveral  Princes, 
and  by  their  order  published  with  mtwe  than  ordinary  Solem- 
nity io  all  the  Ports  of  their  Dominions  lying  towards  these 
Islands,  to  the  end  none  who-navigated  s  these  Seaa  might 
plead  ignorance.  The  fiitUliesnow  before  me,  contained 
in  an  Inspeximus  of  Henry  VIII,  under  the  j^ood  Seal  of 
England.  It  shews  in  perfeotion  the  Stile  c^the  Court  of 
Rome,  when  its  Anathemas  stniGk  Terror  into  all  Men. 
For  the  sake  of  the  Carious  I  have  thrown  it  into  the 
Appendix,  ^umb,  VIII,  it  being  too  limg  to  be  insu-ted  in 
this  place  (182). 

If  it  be  asked  that  we  shew  somethiag  of  this  I^velege 
upon  practice  in  subsequent  times,  let  the  Facts  uid  Exam- 
ples following  serve  for  Answer,  ^nno  1533,  duriog  the 
War  betwixt  Henry  VIII  of  England  aad  Francu  I  of 
France,  a  Ship  of  Guemeiey,  taken  in  the  Channel  by  s 
Privateer  of  Morlaix,  was,  by  order  of  the  Count  de  Laval, 
Governor  of  Bretagne  for  the  French  King,  released  upoa 
Rea  of  this  Privilege.  See  the  Count's  Letter  to  the  Ma- 
gistrates of  Morlaix  in  the  Appendix,  JVuntb.  IX.  Anno 
1524,  a  Prize  made  by  one  Pointy,  and  brought  into  Jbrsbv, 
because  taken  within  the  Precincts  of  the  Island,  and  there- 
fore contrary  to  this  Privilege,  was,  in  an  Assembly  of  the 
States,  the  Governor  and  King's  Commissioners  present, 
declared  tortionary  and  illegal,   and   Pointy  adjadged  to 

make  lestitntion  (•)  (183).     Anno ^whOe  the  Duka  of 

SpToertet  held  the  Govenimoot  of  this  Island,  some  English 
Privateers  came  into  the  Fort  of  St.  Aidnn,  and  finding 
there  several  French  Merchantmen  trading  under  the  aecB> 
rity  of  this  Privilege,  would  have  made  prizes  cf  them,  but 
were  opposed  by  the  Deputy-Governor,  who  protected  the 
Merchants,  and  raising  the  Militia  fmced  the  Piivateers  to 
depart  out  of  the  Island  (t).     Anno  1614,  in  a  Plea  before

Cte«&MS&<kismiBT.    Cta.XXT. 
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fliie  Parliament  of  Brelagne,  in  bebalf  of  three  Jbrsey  -Mer- 
chants'taken  by  the  French,  the  Court  gfsve  eenteace  that 
these  Islaods  bad  the  Privilege  de  rater  neutres  pendant  lei 
guerres  iPentre le$  deux  Rot/aumes  ;  i.  e.-"toremBiD  neuter 
"  during  the  War  betwixt '  the  two  Kingdoms."  (*)  Anno 
1628,  a  Bark  laden  with  goods  from -St.  J^Uo,  consigned 
to  one  BaUlehaehe  an  inhabitant  of  Jirskv,  was  set  upon  in 
the  Road  by  the  Captain  of  aa'  English'-  Printeerj  named 
Barker,  who  was  ordered  to  restore  the  Bark,  pursuant  to 
this  Privilege  (t)  (184).  ■  Lwtly,  in  the  greatest  heat  of  the 
War  about  AoeAe/andthe  lile  of  ilAi^,  the  Hosiers  of  Parts' 
and  Rouen  tud  free  access  to  these  Islands,  and  carried  off 
many  Bales  of  Stockings,  as  those  of  Coutmtce  oonlinued  to 
do  down  to  the  Re^  of' King  Charter  II  ;  our  Ports,  whilst 
carefully  watchsd  and  gaatded  agoiDat  Hostilities,  being  c^ea ' 
to  all  who  cama  to  trade  -with  na  ia  «  peaeeabte  manner. 

Herethen  is-a' v«T  notablaPriril^e,- and  (I  think) 
abundantly  proved  ;  if  Charters,  Bkoad  Se^,  the  Judg- 
ments of  Courts  on  Reo(»d,  uid  Books,  are  allowed  in  prcx^' 
of  any  thing.  And  thongh  at  first  aight,  this  Privilege  h>oks 
BS  if  calculated  only  for  the  good  of  these  Idands,  no  doubt 
but  the  neij^^nrlng  consenting  Powers  like  wise  fouiKl  tbeir 
BOoompt  in  it ;  Neutnt  Forts  being  of  common  and  general 
benefit  Is  Nations.  Richard  III  indeed  bad  got  into  his 
head  (as  alt  Tyrants  and  Usuipov  u«  suspicioas)  that  the  - 
Bull  obtained  by  his  Brother  Eehomrd,  and  the  In^^pence 
granted  to  these  Islands,  mi^t  be  prejudicial  to  him  and  hie 
Kingdom  ,*'  iosonttich  that  he  issued  out  a  Commission  to 
make  enqrary,  which  Rymer  has  publtiAed  ($).  Butnotiiing 
appearing  to  have  fcdlowed  thereupon,  'tis  plain  be  found  no* 
ground  for  saeh  an  appr^enaion.  As  for  tte  Pope's  part 
in  this  affiur,  he  oo«ldDot  deny  his  Protection  to  tlte  Chnreh>

We  of  the  Islaadt 
Tei«  under  the  Jnrisdiction  of  a  Foreign  Bishop,  the  Diocese 
ef  Coutanee  not  being  aa  nov  confined  within  the  MatD' 
Land  of  Normandy,  but  extesding  itself  to  ua,  and  taking 
as  in.  The  great  Gorman  Abbots  had  the  AdvowBon  and 
Impropriation  of  all  the  Churches  hero,  vith  other  Estates 
besides  in  Land  (18^).  So  tiien,  the  Clergy  mast  of  neces- 
sity  go  over  to  Coutanee  for  Orders  and  InstitatioD)  or  for 
other  matters  occasionally  to  he  transacted  with  their 
Diocesan.  Thither  also  must  Appeals  from  the  Bishop's 
Commissary  he  carried.  The  Abbots  most  have  their 
Stewards  and  Agents  goii^  and  coming  to  collfict  (heir 
Revenues,  and  nanage  their  respective  interests.  But  how 
could  this  be,  without  a  Communication  kept  open  between 
the  Islands  and  the  Continent,  even  in  time  of  War  ?  They 
likewise  whom  a  mistaken  Devotion  broaght  hither  to 
visit  pretended  Holy  Places,  and  Privileged  Churches  (for  we 
were  not  without  snch)  (*)  mast  pass  and  repass  unmolested. 
These  things  being  laid  before  Sixttu  IV,  no  wonder  if  he 
thundered  as  he  did  against  all  who  should  obstruct  the 
Navigation  to  and  from  these  Islands  to  the  cutting  off  the 
Int«rcoaM  betwixt  a  Pastor  and  his  Flock,  and  to  the 
manifest  injury  of  so  many  Religious  Persons  concerned  in 
the  Freedom  of  these  Seas.  So  long  therefore  as  the 
Censures  of  Rome  were  dreaded,  there  was  an  andistnrbed 
ingress  and  regress  h,ere  for  all,  even  Enemies,  who  came 
unarmed.  And  snch  for  a  good  space,  was  the  state  <rf' 
things  in  tiiese  I^rts  ;  which  also  coincided  with  those 
peaceful  Times  spoken  of  in  the  First  Chapter,  when  the 
J^encA  were  wholly  intent  on  their  Conquests  beyond  the 
^Ipt.  But  now  followed  a  great  Change.  Henry  VIII 
quarrelled  with  the  Pope,  and  seized  on  all  the  Possessions 
of  the  NortnoH  Abbott  in  these  Islands,  who  after  that  had 
no  farther  business  here.  He  left  us  indeed  under  the 
Bishop    of    Coutanee,   hut  the  ensuing  Reformation  by 
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Edward  VI  and  Queen  Elizabeth  threw  him  out  too. 
llien  did  the  French  begin  to  be  troublesome  again  on  their 
return  from  their  Wars  in  Italy.  And  to  the  Foundations 
■inking,  on  vhich  tfaii  PrivUege  had  been  first  built,  and 
on  which  it  mainly  stood,  it  shook,  yet  fell  not  all  at  once. 
In  Disputes  about  Prizes,  it  was  sometimes  appealed  to  with 
success,  as  in  the  Instances  above,  but  was  oftner  disre- 
garded. We  have  it  perpetuated  in  all  our  Charters, 
though  with  small  hopes  of  receiving  any  advantage  even 
from  Thai  ;  and  perhaps  we  ourselves  have  put  a  bar  to  all 
future  Claims  and  Pretensions  to  it,  by  our  Privateering  in 
the  late  Wars  (186).  In  short,  like  many  other  antiquated 
things,  it  seems  to  have  no  place  or  being  now  but  in  Books 
and  Rirchments  ;  and  'tis  principally  out  of  respect  to  those 
Learned  Men,  who  have  done  as  the  honour  to  take  notice 
of  it  as  a  great  Rarity  and  Peculiarity  of  these  Islands,  that 
I  have  said  so  much  about  it. 
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Religion. 

Tliere  ere  still  to  be  seen  in  this  laland  some  Old  Monir- 
ments  of  Psganism.  They  are  great  flat  Rag-Stones^  of 
vast  bulk  and  weight,  raised  three  or  four  foot  from  the 
groand,  and  born  up  by  others  of  a  less  size.  We  call  them 
Poquelayes,  a  Word  I  can  hear  of  no  where  else,  and  there- 
fore take  it  to  be  purely  local.  But  these  Poquelayes  ue' 
indubitably  the  same  with  the  CromlecAx,  ao  accurately 
described,  and  largely  accounted  for,  by  Mr.  Rowlands  in 
his  Mono  antiqua  restaurataC),  and  Mr.  Toland  in  his  ^ 
Specimen  of  the  Critical  Htstory  of  the  Celtic  Religion  (-f), 
besides  what  is  said  of  tbem  by  others.  Hiey  are  found 
more  or  lees  in  all  these  Parts  of  the  World,  where  the- 
Superatition  of  the  Druids  those  famous  Priests  among  the 
ancient  Celts  (t)  and  Britons,  obtained  before  the  days  of 
Christianity  ;  and  are  the  Altars  whereon  Sacrifices  were 
ofifered  by  them,  not  of  Beasts  only,  but  of  living  Men 
also,  as  Casar  (§),  Tacitus  (||),  and  all  Historians  bear 
witness.  Now,  because  in  this  Island,  these  Poquelayes  of 
Cromlechs  are  generally  erected  on  eminences  sear  the  Sea, 
I  was  inclined  to  think  them  dedicated  to  the  Divinities  of 
the  Ocean,  But  heron  I  stand  corrected  by  Mr.  Toland, 
who  having  seen  my  Book,  observes,  that  the  Culture  of 
the  inland  Parts  is  the  reason  that  few  Poquelayes  are 
left,  betides  those  on  the  barren  rocks  and  hills  an  the  Sea- 
side t  nor  is  that  Situation  alone  sufficient  for  entitling

them  to  the  Marine  Powert,  there  being  proper  Mark*  to 
diitinguith  tuch  wheresoever  situated  (*).  I  must  own 
thia  animRdveiBion  to  be  just,  being  apprized  thst  here  and 
there  in  this  Island,  one  meets  with  a  Field,  or  enclosed 
ground,  bearing  the  name  of  le  Clot  de  la  Poqvelaye,  an 
evident  sign  and  token  that  on  the  same  Spot,  thea«  fbnnerly 
stood  one  of  those  Altars,  since  remored  and  carried  away 
to  make  room  for  the  plongh.  Mr.  Poingdestre  judged 
them  in  all  more  than  half  a  hundred,  so  that  in  prc^iortion 
to  the  bigness  of  the  Island,  they  must  have  been  as  nume- 
rous here  as  in  the  Isle  of  Ajtglesey  itself,  which  was  the 
chief  residence  of  the  Druids.  The  present  Age,  being 
very  inquisitive  into  such  Antiquities,  it  will  not(T  presume) 
be  disagreeable  to  the  Reader,  to  have  three  or  four  of  the 
most  intire  of  these  Poquelayes  presented  to  his  View  in

Now  Ihli  alio  I  take  fer  ft 
TeMple,  one  I  mean  of  the  lea*  eort.  For  'll*  ijb*errGd  that  tboae  Temple* 
•r  Ibe  Dnidt  differed  in  magnllnde,  aa  Cbritiian  Churchea  do  nnw.  It 
•taada  near  RomLUam,  on  a  Cliff  or  Hill,  called  I*  Cimptron ;  and  into  the 
ride  of  Ihe  aane  Hill  ar«  CararH  wroaght,  leading  Into  om  BBOlher,  Ihe 
enlnace  three  foot  high  aad  two  wide ;  bat  far  what  ■••  iatended  I  am  not 
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taken  the  IMmenftioiu  of  them  with  gnat  exactness.  I 
would  only  add,  that  the  Kg^t  of  thoee  Barbarous  Altars^ 
which  have  so  often  been  besmeared  and  seen  smoking 
with  Haman  Blood,  should  remind  ns  and  others  among 
whom  they  still  subsist,  of  God's  infinite  grace  and  mercy, 
in  extiogui^ng  so  hellish  a  Superstition  by  the  Crospel  of 
his  Son.  The  Romems,  though  themselves  Idolaters,  yet 
abboiring  Human  Sacrifices,  did  all  they  could  to  put  a  stop 
to  them  where  they  found  them  practised,  ^ving  no  qnarter 
to  the  Druids  the  Ministers  of  those  execrable  Rites.  Bat 
the  otter  abolishing  of  them  was  reserved  to  be  the  glory 
and  triumph  of  Christianity. 

The  first  Providential  step  towards  the  Convertion  of 
these  Islands,  was,  the  Migration  of  great  numbers  of  Holy 
Men,  Bishops  and  Priests,  tmd  a  pious  Laity,  out  of  Great 
Britain  into  Emories,  flying  from  before  the  face  of  the 
prevailing  Heathen  Saxoru.  Amtmg  those  Fugitives,  the 
most  cons|»cuons,  as  for  the  Sanctity  of  his  Life,  so  for  the 
Eminence  of  his  Character,  was  St.  SamtQTi(l88),  who  had 
been  a  Metropolitan  in  Britain  ;  but  whether  of  Vork,  or  of 
Menevia  (now  St.  Davids')  is  so  little  agreed  upon,  that 
after  all  the  pains  taken  by  oui  most  Learned  Utker  (*)  to 
collect  and  compare  Vouchers  on  both  sides,  the  matter 
remains  in  obscurity.  That  he  was  a  British  Archbishop, 
and  carried  the  Pall  with  him  into  Armorica,  is  certain,

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Iwd  cotifesBod  b;  all.  His  reception  ther6  likewise  was  an- 
swerable to  the  Rank  he  had  held  is  bis  own  Country,  the  Sea 
oiDot  beiag  confered  upon  him,  and  in  his  favour  erected  into 
a  Metropolis  (*>.  Aad  because  the  same  was  but  of  narrow 
Extent,  aaequal  to  the  Dignity  to  which  it  was  now  raised, 
great  Accessioaa  were  made  to  it  by  the  MuuificeDce  of 
Princes  (f).  These  Islands  were  then  under  the  Kings  of 
Praace,  who  had  lately  embraced  Christianity ;  and  ChUde- 
bert.  Son  t^  Ctovis,  made  a  gift  of  them  to  St.  Samsoa,  for 
an  Augmentation  to  his  small  Diocese  ;  as  we  learn  from 
lyjirgentri,  who  affirms  that  he  himself  had  perused  the 
Writings  of  that  Donation.

The 
other  three  therefore  mast  be,  Erme,  Sark,  and  Gnernezey, 
as  some  affinity  remuning  in  the  names  plainly  enough 
indicates.  Aldemey  is  not  in  the  CiTant,  because  too  remote 
from  Dot.  In  those  days,  albeit  Christiuiity  did  already 
predominate,  and  Bishops  were  established  in  every  consider- 
able City,  yet  Paganism  kept  still  and  long  its  footing  in  Vil- 
lages (11),  and  distant  comers  ;  the  Territory  of  Dot  particu- 
larly continuing  to  be  so  infected  with  it,  that  the  re'mainder

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of  St.  Samson's  Life  scftrce  sufficed  for  (he  rooting  of  it  oA  i 
whereby  it  came  to  pui,  that  be  could  not  give  the  attentitn 
he  wished  to  the  Csreof  these  Islaoda,  which  d«volTed(»)b)» 
SuocesBor.  Nererthelesa,  in  remembrance  of  him,  when  the 
Islands  became  Cfaristiatt,  a  Parochial  Chorcb  was  built  and 
dedicated  to  his  Name  in  Gueriueey,  to  this  day  called 
I'Eglwe  S(  Paroisse  de  St.  SamstHi.  He  was  a  wcHiby 
Prelate,  famous  in  his  Ume  (*).  He  subscribed  to  tb«  Hid. 
Council  of  Parit,  and  finished  his  Course  about  the  year 
365. 

Most  of  the  Sees  in  Armorioa  were  then  filled  with  British 
Bishops,  who  had  accompanied  St.  SamMn  in  fais  flight ; 
but  in  bis  own  Diocese  and  Metropolitan  IMgnJty,  he  left 
his  Nephew  St.  Magloire  (a  Brit<m  Kkewise)  to  succeed 
him  (t).  And  this  was  He  whom  it  pleased  God  to  make 
the  hai^y  Instrumeat  ef  bringing  these  Islands,  which 
fate  in  darkness  and  the  ghadow  o/ death,  to  the  Knowledge 
of  hi«sdf.  This  Holy  Man,  the  better  to  felfiU  the  work  of 
an  Evangelist,  resolved  to  quit  his  Kshoprick  ;  and  accord- 
ingly resigned  it  to  St.  Budor,  one  of  his  Diecii^es.  llien 
taking  with  him  a  select  nnmbw  of  proper  Assisf  ants,  he 
tuledfbr  the  Islands.  JBAsBvlies  the  neatest  to  Z)o/,  bow- 
ever  for  that  time  he  pwsed  it  by,  and  landed  in  Sark, 
which  is  some  tsagoes  beyond  ;  chnsillg  that  small  Race  for 
recollection  and  prayer,  betora  he  entered  fiuther  on  his 
Ministry.  And  there  he  raised  a  littte  Monastery,  or  Cd- 
lege  of  treats,  for  a  sn|^ly  to  the  Islands  in  after-times,  by 
whom  I  make  no  ^wbt  but  Hm   Word  of  iSaivation  was

1^  little  Monftsterf  wu  still  in 
being  eight  hundred  yean  itfteri  viz.  in  the  Reign  of  Edward 
HI,  as«ppMra  from  an  Accon^tt  in  the  Rememhratieer''t. 
Office  (*)  (189),  mentioi^g  an  annual  Pension  allowed  hy 
the  Crown,  Conventui  Sancti  Maglorii  m  Inauid  Sargiemi, 
i.  a.  "  to  the  Coavent  oC  St.  Magloire  in  tha  lalaod  of 
Sark,"  Having  done  this,  he  sailed  again,  and  came  to 
Jekbey  ;  where  by  his  powerful  Preaching,  his  exemplary 
Living,  and  the  mi^ty  Works  which  God  wrought  thio* 
bia  meana  (if  the  Writers  of  his  I  jfe  may  be  credited)  he 
laboured  so  suceeasfelly,  that  the  Govemojr  (whom  some  caU 
Loyescon)  and  all  the  InhabitanU,  renouncing  IdoIUry,  were 
baptised  into  the  Faith  of  Christ.  The  rest  of  his  Life  he 
qieot  in  the  Island,  for  here  alAo  he  died,  and  was  buried  in 
a  little  Chapel  hard  by  the  Free-School  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
tSoDfOKT.  Of  this  Ch^wl  the  Foundations  are  stilt  visible, 
and  the  School  is  bom  him  called  PEeole  d«  St.  Magloire 
conuptly  St.  Manlier.  To  pcooeed  a  little  fiirther  in  our 
account  of  one  to  whom  under  God  we  owe  that  we  are 
Qtristiana,  his  Body  haviag  rested  inihia-I^od  upwards  of 
two  hundred  and  sixty  yearSf  Nomitni  {aX.  JVeomeuita) 
who  then  reigned  in  Bretagne  (ft»  now  Arvtorica  was  so 
caUed)would  have  it  over,  to  repoaite  it  in  the  MonasUry  of 
LeSon  near  Dinan,  which  he  waa  founding  (f).  lliere  it 
lay  till  the  irruption  of  the  Nomuua,  for  fear  of  whom  the 
Religious  fled  with  it  to  Chartreg,  higher  up  in  the  Country. 
From  Chartresit  had  another  remove  some  time  after,  being 
translated  to  Paris,  where  Huguet  Capet,  aft^wards  King

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of  France,  and  Foimcler  of  the  present  Royal  Race,  csoscJ 
an  Abbey-Church  to  be  built  for  its  reception,  bearing  the 
js&meof  St.  Bar thelemy  S{  St.  Magloire^*)  (190).  These 
extraordinary  honours  done  to  his  Ashes,  are  not  set  forth 
here  by  way  of  approbation,  but  only  for  a  proof  df  those 
eminent  Virtues,  and  Zeal  in  propagating  Christianity, 
which  spread  his  Fame,  and  handed  it  down  to  the  followiiig 
Generations.  The  Day  whereon  he  h  commemorated,  is 
Oct.  24  (t) 

Tliat  Heavenly  Truth  irfaich  he  had  pracbed,  received 
forther  confirmation  from  the'  coming  of  another  Venerable 
Prelate  amongst  us.  TTiis  was  Preetextatva,  Archbishop  of 
Ro&en  in  AVwfrta,  wh«m  Fredegund  wife  of  CkUperie 
King  of  Prance,  by  violence  and  calumny  had  got  to  be 
driven  from  his  See,  and  banished  into  this  Island  ($). 
Finding  here  a  Christian  Church,  yet  in  a  State  of  Infancy, 
he  woold  not  be  wanting  to  tender  it,  and  promote  its  growth 
in  Piety  and  Knowledge.  His  Exile  lasted  about  ten  years, 
whereby  he  had  time  and  opportnnity  to  exert  his  Charity 
towards  ns.  AH  the  while  the  People  of  Hoien  lamented 
the  absence  of  their  Pastor,  and  called  aloud  to  have  him 
restored  to  them.  He  was  so  ;  btit  not  long  after,  the  cruel 
Queen  sent  an  Assassin  who  murthered  him  in  his  Church, 
for  which  he  is  honoured  as  a  Martyr  (§),  and  Orderic 
Uticensig  has  this  Distych  on  him, 

Occubuit  Martyr  I'reetextatus,  Fredegundb 
Reginee  monttu,  pro  Christi  nomine  Jesu  (If). 
Thus  did  Christianity  gain  entrance   into  these  Islands^ 
and   that  at  a  time  when  it  was  yet  pure,  unmixed  with  any

hartM  Errors,  either  in  Faith  or  Practice.  It  was  the 
same  Christiaaity  which  the  (Md  British  Churchet  pro- 
fessed, antecedently  to  Aastit^a  mission  into  England  by 
Gregory  the  great.  For  they  vho  first  preached  it  to  us, 
were  themselves  Ministers  of  those  Churches.  Bishop 
Jewell  *tis  well  knowtr,  c&altenged  the  Adnrsaries  of 
tbe  Rafomiation  to  shew,  though  but  in  one  single  Point, 
that  Popery  (tniely  ench)  had  any  existence  in  the  World 
for  the  first  six  hundred  years  after  Christ.  Our  Conver- 
sion falls  within  those  Years.  It  was  wrought  within  that 
Period.  Which  I  desh%  to  bare  weU  noted,  lest  some,  by 
eonfoottding  Times,  go  away  with  a  notion,  that  our  St. 
Sanuon  and  St.  Magtoire  were  belike  sacb  Saintt  as  they 
whom  Rome  has  canonised  in  latter  Ages,  and  with  whose 
forged  Miracles  the  P<^h  Legends  are  filled.  Those 
deserve  the  Honour,  as  mnch  as  These  (or  most  of  them) 
are  unworthy  of  it.  And  yet  even  Thosa  Good  Men  could 
not  have  thetr  pioa9  Labours  for  Religion  transmitted  to 
Posterity  by  Monkish  Writers,  without  some  allay  of  Fable 
and  Fiction  ;  which  an  inteDigenC  Reader  will  neglect,  and 
rest  on  well  attested  Facts,  or  ssch  at  least  as  from  collate- 
ral CircmnstaDces  have  a  fair  a|^>earance  of  Cre<hbility. 

The  coming  in  here  of  the  JVormans  followed  the 
Establishment  of  ChristiaBity  ;  yet  not  ontitl  by  lenght  of 
Time  it  had  sunk  into  the  hearts  of  Men,  and  got  strength 
to  stand  against  the  Assaults  and  Persecutions  of  those 
Barbarians  ;  concerning  vhom,  and  their  declared  ennemity 
to  Christ's  Religion,  I  refer  to  what  4»  said  in  the  First 
Chapter.  We  have  indeed  but  one  Martyr  ren>embered  by 
name,  of  whom  they  made  a  Sacrifice  to  their  Gods,  viz.  St. 
Helier  (*)  (191)  i  hut  they  who  took  so  much  delight  in 
shedding  Christian  Blood,  would  hardly  be  satisfied  with 
that  of  only  one  Hdy  Man  amoi^t  us.  'Tis  owing  to  the 
darkness  and  remoteness  of  those  Ages  that  we  have  no 
Memoirs  4^  other  Sufierers.  Such  Memoirs,  if  extant, 
would  shew  these  Islands  reeking  with  the  Blood  of  the 
Inhabitimts,  and  every  Sacred  Mansion  therein  made  a  hei^

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of  rnbbiah.  For  how  should-  we  escape  shating  in  the' 
common  desolatioB  of  other  Christuui  Countries  about  us  io-. 
those  calamitous  days  ?  But  behold  a  wonder  '.  of  those 
same  cruet  Heathoos  and  Persecutors,  it  [deased  God- 
to  make  Convsrts  ;  briefly,  to  work  suoh  a  Chaoge  in  tbem, 
that  they  became  a  Religious  Feoi^e.  I  moan,  as  Reli^cm 
theo  stood.  For  it  had  already  lost  mudi  of  its  first  Purity. 
Many  CovruptioBS  were  already  crept  into  it.  The  Zeai  of 
Christians  ran  then  chie6y  upon  building  of  Cbotches  cwd 
Monasteries,  and  filling  them  with  Relicks  <rf  Saints  :  in' 
whioh  the  iVomuuu  quickly  outdid  all  others  (*),  meaning 
thereby  to  atone  for  the  havock  they  had.  made  of  so  many 
Holy  places  whilst  they  were  yet  Pagans.  For  one  they 
had  destroyed,  tbey  built  two.  Insomuoh  t^at  bo  Province- 
of  France  can  vie  with  Normandy  for  numbers  of  BeUgioua- 
Foupdaliaojs.  RoUo  dieir  Chief,  and  first  Duk«,  led  the 
way  (t)  i  his  Saccessors  ibUowed  the  example ;  and  there 
was  eearee  a  Man  of  Rack  and  Estate  among  them,  but 
would  be  Foander  of  some  House  vi  Devotion. 

Id  JsRsar,  small  u  the  IslaBd  v»,  ttieve  awae  a  goodly 
Abbey,  that  of  St.  .ffo^ier(t)i  fonr  Priories, «««.  J^oimimt,

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ituuutut  ID  Z^Uin  ;  but  here  more  nearly  answers  to  what  is 
England  is  called  a  Barrow,  i.  e.  a  Pile  of  turf  and  earth 
raised  with  the  hands  on  body  or  bodies  of  one  or  more  illus- 
trious Dead,  slain  in  single  Combat  or  in  War.  Of  these 
Iloguet  we  hare  divers  in  Jersey  (*)  (193)  but  this  esoeeds 
the  rest,  both  in  height,Bndin  the  Circumference  of  the  area 
which  it  takes  up.  The  Tradition  conoeming  it  and  the  Cha- 
pel above  it,  is,  that  a  certain  JVoriMim  Nobleman,  Seigneur 
de  Hambie,  being  killed  in  this  Iriand,  his  Widow  caused 
this  extraordinary  Monument  to  be  erected  over  him,  and 
had  it  carried  up  to  that  height,  purposely  that  &om  her 
Window  in  J^ormandy  she  might  at  all  hours  have  a  sight 
bi  th«  Place  where  the  dear  Man  l&y  interred.  The  Chapel 
on  the  top,  as  it  added  to  the  height,  and  brought  the 
beloved  Ot^eot  still  nearer,  so  it  served  at  the  same  time 
for  Masses  to  be  said  therein  for  tlM  Sonl  of  the  Deceased, 
according  to  the  Superstition  then  in  vogue.  And  thus  Ux 
the  Traditioa  has  nothing  impTobable  in  it.  For  the 
Seigneurs  de  Hiwtbie  were  well  known  in  their  time,  and 
make  a  figure  is  the  History  of  Normandy.  They  were 
Foundersttftbe  Abbey  of /r(imMe(t),notfaT  from  Cotttanoei 
and  their  Family  name  being  Paitnel,  latinked  info  Paga- 
nellui  {t)t  ^y  communicated  Uie  same  to  a  F^f  which 
Ui«y  possessed  in  this  Island,  still  c^ed  le  Piefde  Paisnel. 
But  there  are  othet  Citcumstanoes  aeconqianying  the  Story, 
which  have  too  much  the  Air  of  Romance  to  be  taken  in 
here.  Hie  whole  from  the  Lbtin  MSS.  wiU  be  found  in 
the  AppentUx  Ntonb.  X.

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Rovers  at  Sea,  aod  give  notice  of  tbeb-  approRch  ;  and  that 
the  Chapel  was  built  aftMnranls  by  one  McUnm,  Dean  of  the 
Island,  about  the  Year  1520.  But  I  cannot  see  the  neces- 
sity of  such  Specula,  where  the  Land  is  so  high  as  naturally 
and  of  itself  to  afford  a  free  prospect  all  around.  And  'tis 
from  taking  too  slight,  or  too  distant  an  observatioo  of  the 
Chapel,  that  the  same  learned  Gentleman  abscribes  it  to 
Afabont  whb  ('tis  true)  made  an  addition  U>  it,  but  such  as 
is  easily  distinguishable  &om  the  more  ancient  Building. 
Mahon  had  been  to  visit  the  Holy  Places  at  JeruKUem,  and 
at  his  return  thought  that  by  setting  up  a  Representation 
of  OUT  Lord's  Sepulchre,  he  might  excite  a  greater  fervour 
of  Devotion  among  the  People.  Accordingly  he  lenghtned 
the  Chapel  to  the  East,  and  excavated  a  Hace  under  the 
Altar,  with  Passages  leading  down  to  it,  which  imitated  not 
ill  the  Repository  of  our  Lord's  Sacred  Body,  as  Sandyt 
and  other  Travellers  describe  the  same.  Our  Chronicler 
represents  this  Man  as  a  great  Deceiver,  who  by  feigned 
Visions  and  Apparitiona  in  this  Place,  drew  many  OSeriogs 
to  it,  and  no  small  gfun  to  himself  (*),  In  a  word,  it  was 
the  great  Scene  of  Popish  Superstition  and  Imposture,  whilst 
that  Religion  had  footing  amongst  us. 

It  has  been  shewn  above  how  all  these  Islands,  by  the 
concession  of  a  King  of  France,  were  annexed  to  the  See 
of  Dol  in  Armorica  or  Bretagne,  which  was  a  detaching 
them  (at  least  as  to  Spiritual  Concerns)  from  the  Province 
to  which  they  natorally  belonged,  viz.  Netutria.  Bat 
when  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  years  after,  another 
King  of  France  yeilded  up  Netutria  to  Rollo  and  his  Nor- 
mans, and  These  fell  out  with  the  Britont  about  the  Limits 
of  their  Territories  and  other  mattws,  they  would  not  suffer 
an  Alien,  and  often  an  Enemy,  to  have  any  thing  any  longer 
to  do  here.  They  withdrew  us  from  him,  and  placed  us 
under  a  Bishop  of  their  own,  the  Bishop  ot  Coutance  ;  who 
being  the  nearest,  was  for  that  reason  the  fittest  to  have  the 
superintendency  over  us.  By  the  advantage  of  this  mutual 
Neighbourhood,  we  sometimes  enjoyed  the  Presence  of  our

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Bistiop,  K  happiness  which  in  these  latter  Times  we  an 
nnacquainted  with.  I  have  in  my  hands  a  IVsnscript  from 
the  Archives  of  Coutance,  recording  the  Year  and  Day  of 
the  Consecration  of  every  Chuvh  in  Jbrsey,  which  neces- 
sarily supposes  the  Bishop  present  on  those  Occasions  ( 194). 
For  I  do  not  remember  that  the  Power  of  conseoratii^ 
Churches  was  wont  to  be  delegated  to  an  Inferior  Minister. 
Under  this  Bishop  we  continued  till  the  Reformation, 
notwithstandiog  our  Separation  from  Normandy.  Once 
King  John,  in  a  fit  of  anger  for  the  loss  of  that  Province,  had 
resolved  to  transfer  us  to  Exeter  (*)  ;  bat  either  changed 
his  mind,  or  by  his  troubles  was  diverted  from  doing  it. 
Henry  VII,  went  farther,  having  actually  procured  a  Bull 
from  Rome  to  lay  us  to  Salisbury,  and  then  another  (upon 
cancelling  the  first)  to  remove  as  to  PP'inchetter ,-  yet  neither 
of  them  took  e£fect  though  the  Bull  for  Winchester  be 
entered  in  Bishop  Langton'a  Register  (t)  (195).  It  may 
be  seen  in  Rymer  (X),  and  likewise  in  the  Appendix  Numb, 
XI.

Now  for  the  exercise  of  such  Acta  of  E^iclesiastical 
Jurisdiction  as  be  could  depute  to  another,  the  Bishop  of 
Coutance  had  in  each  Island  (rf  Jessey  and  Ouemezey  a 
Commissary  with  a  wot  of  Archidiacooal  Power,  but  bettex 
known  by  the  name  of  Dean  i  and  if  the  Bishops  otDol  had 
tke  same,  which  can  hardly  be  questioned,  the  Office  mast  be 
<^thelikestandinghereas  diristianity  itself.  The  said  Dean, 
in  executing  his  CommiBsion,  met  sometimes  with  opposition 
from  the  Governor,  and  was  forced  to  seek  relief  &om  the 
Soveraign,  as  in  the  instance  b^w  among  the  Notes  (§).

Hiese  Copies  having,  in  a  l<Hig;  course  of  years,  passed 
through  the  hands  of  many  TVsnscribers,  'tis  no  wonder  if 
there  be  found  in  them  nme  Vsristicms  and  ErriMS,  which 
can  hardly  he  rectified  but  by  a  new  CoIUCioB  widi  the 
Original  at  Coutance,  if  it  were  worth  Oie  while.  I^ke 
them  as  they  are,  and  they  snfficiently  sbew  liow  the  Chur- 
ches in  this  Island  w«re  in^overiahed  and  pdlaged,  to  enrich 
with  their  Spoils  the  Religious  Hooses  in  Normandy.  It 
might  reasonably  have  been  expected  that  the  RefmMUitm 
(towards  which  I  am  hastning)  shoold  bave  redressed  this 
great  abuse  ;  so  that  when  those  Houses  were  stript  c^  their 
Possessions  here,  the  Tythes  at  least  had  reverted  to  their 
Primitive  Designation ;  the  Crown  contenting  itself  with  the 
Patronage  of  the  Cburohea,  and    with   the  Bcizure  of  the 
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Hanoon  and  Lands.  Yet  so  it  wu  not.  All  was  alikv 
swallowed  up,  and  without  distinction  thrown  into  the  Re- 
venue ;  Whereby  the  now  Protestant  lucombeats  remain 
«xcladed  from  all  Demands  beyond  the  poor  and  scanty 
Propwtions  specified  in  the  Extract  above.  But  because 
therv  will  be  oecaaioa  to  lesnme  this  Subieet,  I  shall  say  no 
more  of  it  at  preaeot. 

If  a  People  of  tfaemselres  rdigtousty  disposed  (whioh  i 
beg  leave  to  say  has  been  some  time  onr  Character)  aie  not 
there  withal  competently  knowing  and  enlightned,  they  will 
nabunUy  give  into  every  thing  that  has  a  shew  of  Piety,  be 
it  never  so  idle  and  childish.  Sach  was  onr  State  ander 
Popery,  no  place  being  more  overrun  with  little  and  low 
SoperstititHis  than  this  Island.  But  the  time  was  now  come 
for  this  Darkness  hanging  ever  u  to  vanisb  at  the  Light  of 
the  Reforaiation,  wbidi  in  ita  beginning  and  progress  with 
uB  kept  pace  with  England.  Henry  VIII.  quarelled  with 
the  Pope,  rather  than  with  the  Fofe"*  Religion  ;  and  so, 
•xe^  his  casting  out  those  F(»eignerB  who  made  a  prey 
of  us,  he  left  things  little  better  than  he  found  them.  In 
the  Reigs  of  his  Son  Edward  VI.  the  Wnrk  proceeded,  as, 
more  ord^ly,  so  likewise  mcfe  vigoroosly,  and  the  Glorious 
Day  brightned  upon  n«.  ^e  English  Liturgy  or,  (as  it 
was  then  more  commonly  enUed).  the  Service-  Book,  was 
translated  into  French,  sent  hither,  and  used  in  all  our 
Chun^ea  (197).  Under  Queen  Mary,  the  Mass  was  set 
W^  again  ;  bat  through  a  singular  Mercy  of  God,  the  Pcrse- 
cuti<m  did  not  rage  hen  as  in  othw  Places.  While  that 
Qaeen  made  Bonfires  ef  Protest^*  in  England,  od» 
Biekard  Aoerty,  a  Popish  Pritat  in  this  Ishmd,  was  hanged 
for  Sfurthet  by  Sentence  6i  the  Royal  Court  (*)  (198>  He 
was  a  greet  ^emy  and  PiersecKtw  of  &e  Married  Clergy, 
but  at  the  same  time  kept  a  Whoie^  wlto  beiug  brought  to 
bed,  the  Wretch  to  conceal  Us  shams  raurdMred  the  Inftat, 
unknown  to  the  Mather.  Whereopoa  he  was  ^[avhended, 
and  in  spight  of  all  the  oppoMtioQ  made  by  Pauls*  the  P^kh 
Pean  (who  wcaild  have  bad  him  coaveued  boKve  the  Bish<^ 

<•]  Cbron,  MSS.  d*  JaatiT.  Cb-  XXtX. 
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of  Coutance  as  his  proper  Judg«)  suflered  tlie  Death  he  deseiT' 
ved.  This  must  seem  an  Act  of  great  courage  and  resolu' 
tion  in  the  Court,  to  any  who  considers  the  Power  and 
Credit  of  the  Popish  Clergy  in  that  Reign.  It  was  not  so 
in  Ouernezey,  where  such  an  inhuman  barharous  Deed  was 
committed,  as  the  like  is  not  to  be  met  within  either  ancient 
or  modem  Martyrologies.  A  poor  aged  Widow,  and  her 
two  Daughters,  whereof  one  named  Perrotin  Meuseyhai 
married  a  Minister,  who  was  fled  for  the  security  of  his  own 
Life,  were  condemned  to  be  burnt  for  Heresy.  The  Minis- 
ter's wife  was  big  with  child.  When  she  came  to  sufi^, 
her  belly  bnrst  through  the  violence  of  the  flame,  and  a 
lovely  Boy  issuing  forth  fell  gently  on  the  feggots.  The 
Child  was  taken  up,  and  carried  to  the  Magistrates,  who 
sent  it  back,  ordering  it  to  be  thrown  in  with  the  Mother. 
Tlie  cruel  command  was  obeyed,  and  the  innocent  Babe 
baptized  in  Fire  ("). 

But  now  came  on  the  more  happy  days  of  good  Queen 
Elizabeth,  which  restored  to  us  True  Religion,  in  a  perfect 
agreement  with  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  the  use 
again  of  the  Liturgy,  as  in  the  time  of  her  Kxitber.  And 
it  being  a  tiang  utterly  inconsistent  for  a  Protestant  Pec^e 
to  be  under  the  Govemment  df  a  popish  Bishop,  we  were 
discharged  &om  owning  and  acknowledging  him  of  Coutance 
any  longer.  In  the  year  1565,  which  was  the  seventh  of 
the  Queen,  I  find  two  agents  here  from  him,  to  lay  before 
the  Royal  Court  sundry  Claims  and  Demands  in  his  Name, 
as  Ordinary  of  the  Island  ;  ofifering  to  give  Institution  to 
some  Livings  then  void,  on  the  Queen's  or  Governor's  pre- 
sentation, without  regard  to  the  old  patrons  the  abbots. 
What  answer  the  Court  returned  to  the  Message  needs  not 
be  said  ;  however,  the  bearers  were  treated  and  dismissed 
civilly.  Then,  or  soon  after,  we  had  the  Bishop  of  fVin- 
Chester  given  us  for  oar  Diocesan  (199). 

In  those  same  days,  the  Protestants,  in  France  being 
cruelly  persecuted,  the  nearness  of  this  Island  invited  many 
of  their  Ministers  to  take  sanctuary  here,  first  and  last  during

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the  -Reign  of  the  Queen  to  the  number  of  well  nigh  Fifty  ("), 
The  Cause  for  which  they  suffered  spake  too  loudly  io  theii 
favour  not  to  proGure  them  a  kind  reception.  Some  of  them 
were  men  of  distinction  for  Birth  and  Learning,  and  All  so 
much  superior  to  our  own  Clergy  at  that  time  in  the  Talent 
of  eloquent  and  pathetic  Preaching,  which  they  had  practised 
in  France,  that  they  grew  into  marvellous  esteem.  And  had 
they  pleased  to  Bcquiesce  in  the  Elstablished  Order,  and  by 
their  Example  confirm  the  People  in  the  just  reverence  that 
had  thus  far  been  paid  to  it,  their  coming  amongst  us  would 
have  been  indeed  a  Blessing.  For  so  effectually  did  they 
beat  down  every  Superstition  remaining,  that  in  a  little  while 
not  a  Papist  was  left  in  the  Island,  nor  has  there  been  one 
ever  since.  But  they  were  too  great  admirers  of  their  own 
Way ;  in  which  if  they  were  not  permitted  to  go  on,  they 
sticked  not  to  declare  that  they  would  retire,  and  bestow  their 
labours  elsewhere.  To  hear  this,  was  very  grievous  to  an 
honest  well-meaning  People,  who  feared  to  be  left  without  a 
Supply  of  able  Ministers  to  preach  to  them,  the  difference  of 
Language  making  it  impracticable  to  have  assistance  from 
England.  In  short  these  Strangers  so  wrought,  that  they 
got  possession  of  the  Church  of  St.  ffelier,  the  Town-Church, 
where  the  Siettr  de  la  Ripaudiere,  a  principal  Man  amongst 
them,  introduced  their  Discipline,  ordained  Elders  and 
Deacons,  and  giving  notice  of  a  Solemn  Communion  to 
be  celebrated  on  a  certain  day,  after  their  manner,  drew 
multitudes  &om  the  other  Parishes  to  partake  and  join  with 
them.  Nor  did  this  yet  satisfie  them.  They  prevs^ed  with 
many  of  the  chief  Inhabitants,  and  even  of  the  Magistrates 
(still  fearing  a  desertion,  and  want  of  Ministers)  to  petition 
the  Queen  for  leave  to  have  all  the  other  Churches  in  the 
Island  modelled  like  unto  St.  Helier.  This  the  Queen 
thought  too  much  to  grant.  I  am  sure  it  was  a  great  deal  too 
much  for  them  to  ask.  She  therefore  yielding  only  in  part 
to  their  importunity,  did  limit  and  restrain  her  Indulgence 
to  the  single  Church  of  which  they  were  already  possessed  ;

nued unalterably.  And  this  her  Pleasure  she  signified  by 
her  Council  to  the  Bailly  and  Jurats,  in  the  following  Letter. 
After  our  very  hearty  commendatUMis  unto  you  ;  Whereas 
the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty  understandeth,  that  the 
Isles  of  Jersey  and  Guernezey  have  anciently  depended  on 
tfael^ocesectf  Con«^ance,  and  that  there  he  certain  Churches 
in  the  same  Diocese  well  reformed,  agreeably  throughout  ia 
doctrine  as  it  is  set  forth  in  this  Realm  :  Knowing  therewith 
that  you  have  a  Minister,  who  ever  since  hia  axtival  in  Jer- 
sey, hath  used  the  like  order  of  leaching  and  Administra- 
tion as  to  the  said  Reformed  Churches,  or  as  it  is  used  in  the 
French  Church  at  London :  Her  Majesty,  &r  diverse 
respects  and  considerations  moving  Her  Highness,  is  well 
leased  to  admit  the  same  Order  of  IVeaching  and  Adminis- 
tration to  be  ccmtinued  at  <S^.  Hetier's,a8  hath  been  hitherto 
'accustomed  by  the  said  Min  ister.  Provided  always,  that 
the  ResidDe  of  the  Parishes  in  the  said  Isle,  shall  diligently 
put  apart  all  Soperatitions  used  in  the  said  Diocese,  and  ao 
Cfmtinoe  there  the  Order  of  Service  ordained  and  set  forth 
within  this  Realm,  with  the  Injunctions  necessary  for  that 
{Hirpose ;  wherein  you  may  not  faile  diligently  to  give  your 
aide  and  asustance,  as  best  may  serve  for  the  advancement 
of  God's  Glory,  And  so  fare  you  well.  From  Rickmond 
the  7th  day  of  Avgu»t^  Anno  1565.  N.  Bacon.  Will. 
Nwthamp.  R.  Lecester.  Cul.  Clyntoa.  R  Rogers.  Fr.  Knols. 
William  CecU. 

I  am  ashamed  to  say  how  the  Queen's  gracious  Conces- 
sion was  atmsed.  The  Establishment  is  the  other  Churches, 
•o  extreesly  fenced  and  guarded  by  her  Royal  Command, 
was  daily  uedctrrained.  The  People  were  taught  to  dislike 
m  it,  now  one  thing,  and  then  another.  By  degrees  the 
vei^  Native  Clergy  snfiered  themselves  to  be  led  away  with 
Prejudices  against  it,  or  perh^is  to  comply  with  what  they 
could  not  help.  So  that  in  few  years  all  Church-Order 
appointed  by  authority  was  subverted  throughout  the  Island. 
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Hie  like  was  duie  in  Quernezey,  whither  a  Daplicate  of  the 
same  LettM*  aa  above,  mutatis  mutandig,\aA  been  sent  to  aa 
little  purpose.  Utey  who  had  it  in  their  powo*,  and  whose 
duty  it  was,  to  have  checkt  these  NovelUes,  to  wit,  tha  Go- 
vernor in  each  Island,  Sir  Amiaa  PatUety  in  Jshsbv,  and 
Sir  Thamtu  Leighton  in  Onernezey,  were  the  most  forward 
to  encouag*  them ;  whether  out  of  I^rinci^,  or  <^ctation 
of  I^tpolarity,  or  a  mean  view  <^  Self-interest  in  the  Sup< 
pressioa  <^  the  Deanrios  (*)  (SOO),  whidi  of  course  must 
&U  with  llie  Eatabliflhment.  I  wiU  not  determinle.  Perhaps 
^1  these  va^t  cxmcur  t*^ether.  And  now  every  thing 
being  ripe  for  a  tiiorough  Change,  and  New  Laws  for  an 
Ecclesiastic^  Regimen,  excluding  Episcopacy  and  Liturgy, 
seady  concerted  and  prepared,  a  Synod  of  the  Ministers  and 
Eldras  of  all  the  Islands  was  c^led  to  meet  at  the  Town  of 
St.  Peter  Port  in  Gvernezey  ;  where  in  presence  of  both 
Governors,  those  Laws  received  the  Sanction  which  such  an. 
Assembly  could  give,  and  were  set  forth  under  this  Title  ;

4t  Ide»  de  Jkksby,  et  de  Guemesey,  Serk,  et  Oriny,  orres-

i.  e.  "  The  Ecdasiastical  Polity  and  Discipline  of  the  Refin:- 
"  med  Cfanrdies  in  the  Isluids  of  Jersry  and  Gvemezey, 
"  SerkfhtA  Oriny,  unanimoasly  concladed  and  ^^reed  uptm 
"  by  the  Governors  of  the  said  Islands,  axtA  the  Ministers 
"  and  Elders,  assembled  at  the  Synod  held  at  Gtiemezey 
"  in  the  name  of  all  the  said  Churches,  on  the  28th  day  of 
"  the  Month  of  June,  in  the  Year  1576." 

Thns  were  we  drawn  to  depart  fi-om  that  Union  with  the 
CAicrcA  of  Bnglmtd,  which  was  our  Happiness  and  our 
Glory,  to  let  in  Presbytery  ;  xX  which  after  a  time  we  grew 
BO  less  weary  than  we  were  (bnd  of  it  before,  as  will  be 
shewn  by  and  by.     There  was  then  a  Faction  in   England,

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labouring  to  overthrow  that  primitive  aod  beautifiil  Order, 
which  with  great  deliberatioa  and  wisdom  had  been  settled 
in  the  National  Church  at  it's  Reformation  &oin  Popery. 
Nothing  could  please  that  Party  more,  than  to  hear  of  what 
was  done  in  these  Islands.  It  raised  their  hopes,  and  made 
them  more  insolent.  As  with  People  embarked  in  the  same 
Cause,  they  must  needs  now  c^n  a  Correspondance  with  us. 
To  that  end  Cartwright  and  Snape,  two  fierce  Incendiaries, 
and  noted  Leaders  among  them,  were  dispatched  hither  ; 
whom  the  Governors  entertained  with  great  Kindness, 
making  the  first  Chaplain  of  Comet^attle,  and  the  other 
of  JUont-Orgueil,  to  each  of  which  Poets  a  competent  Salary 
was  annexed.  In  what  Year  precisely  they  came,  and  bow 
long  they  staid,  I  cannot  say.  Mr.  Strype  finds  Cartwright 
in  GuernezeyiD  1595  (*),  and  I  find  them  both  there  at 
the  holding  of  another  Synod  in  1597,  in  which  they  sate, 
and  to  which  they  subscribed,  at  the  head  of  all  the  Minis- 
ters, and  next  atter  the  Governors  ;  Sir  Anthony  Paulet, 
Son  of  Sir  ^miat,  being  the  Governor  of  Jbrset.  I  make 
no  question  but  this  Second  Meeting  was  brought  about  by 
the  management  of  the  two  Agents  above-named,  in  order 
to  form  a  League  or  Association  betwixtns  and  the  Puritans 
in  England,  so  that  the  Polity  and  Discipline  might  be  the 
same  both  here  and  there.  In  this  Synod  accordingly,  held 
&om  the  1 1th  to  the  17th  of  Oc^oier  inclusive,  it  received 
farther  Sanction,  and  was  confirmed  by  New  Subscriptions 
of  the  Governors  and  all  others  present.  It  is  digested 
into  Twenty  Chapters,  and  each  Ch^ter  into  several  Arti- 
cles, but  cannot  come  into  this  Work  without  swelling  it  too 
much.  Whoso  pleases,  may  consult  a  Translation  from  the 
French  in  Dr.  ffeylin's  Survey  with  his  .Annotations  (as  he 
calls  them)  thereon  (f).  At  the  beginning  of  the  Great 
Rebellion,  when  the  Faction  renewed  their  Attempts  against 
the  Church,  they  caused  the  Polity  to  be  re-published,  as 
the  Pattern  they  meant  to  go  by  in  their  intended  Refbrma-

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tion.  Oae  meets  with  this  now  and  then  in  private  hands, 
the  Title  being  a  little  altered,  for  there  it  rumi  thus  ;  The 
Orders  for  Ecclesiastical  Discipline.  According  to  that 
which  fuUk  been  practised  since  the  Reformation  of  the 
Church  in  his  Majesties  Dominions,  by  the  antient  Minis- 
ters, Elders,  and  Deacons,  of  the  Isles  of  Gamaey,  Gersey, 
Sark  and  Aldemey  /  confirmed  by  t/ie  Authoritie  of  the 
Synode  of  the  foresaid  Isles.  London.  Printed  in  the 
Year  1642  (201). 

It  was  a  bold  Step  in  the  GoTemors,  not  only  to  suffer 
those  Unlawful  Assemblies,  but  to  countenance  every  thing 
done  therein  by  their  Presence  and  their  Signature.  I  call 
them  Unlawful  AggembUes,  because  they  met,  and  enacted 
Laws  Ecclesiastical,  binding  the  Subject,  without  the  Royal 
Licence,  nay  directly  contrary  to  her  Majesty's  Injunctions. 
And  what  seems  more  surprizing  still,  is,  that  this  should 
be  done  under  a  Queen  jealous  almost  to  a  fault  of  her  Au- 
thority, and  who  ever  looked  on  those  New  Reformers  as  a 
tnrhnlent  set  of  Men,  dangerous  to  the  State  no  less  than  to 
the  Church,  as  in  the  event  they  proved.  Would  she  allow 
of  that  in  these  Islands,  which  in  other  Parts  of  her  Realm 
she  pursued  with  all  the  Severity  of  her  Laws  t  And  yet  so 
it  is,  that  &om  thenceforth  to  the  end  of  her  Reign,  no  murks 
occur  or  can  be  traced  of  her  Displeasure  at  what  was  acted 
here;  and  the  Innovators  went  on  as  quietly  in  their  Work, 
as  if  they  had  got  a  Warrant  irom  her  for  all  they  did. 
Whence  *tis  reasonable  to  conclude,  that  the  whole  A£nir 
was  artfiilly  concealed  and  kept  remote  from  her  Knowledge. 
She  put  a  special  '^rast  in  the  Paulets  (*),  and  never  sus- 
pected them  of  remisness  where  they  had  power  to  make 
her  obeyed,  much  less  of  being  byassed  by  private  and  sel- 
fish Views  to  prevaricate  with  her. 

Well  nigh  thirty  years  had  we  thus  stood  broken  off  from 
the  Church  if  England,  when  King  James  came  to  the 
Crown.  To  whom  it  was  most  untruely,  yet  with  an  amazing 
assurance  suggested,  that  the  Discipline  had  been  permitted

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and  allowed  to  tbese  Islands  by  the  Qaeen  his  Predecessor 
The  Supplicants  therefore  prayed  to  have  the  same  coa- 
firmed  by  His  Majesty.  The  King  had  scarce  been  three 
Mmths  in  England,  when  the  Petition  was  brought  up. 
So  that  it  looks  like  a  Desij^n  to  pieraot  by  the  eu-liest  ap- 
pKoation  bis  being  better  informed,  and  learning  tiie  Trnth 
iroin  some  other  band.  And  tJiough  in  the  Con^rmatioH 
below,  mentirai  is  made  of  tbe  Lordt  of  the  Council,  I 
cannot  help  thinking  that  the  Matter  never  came  before 
them ;  their  Lordships  having  in  the  Council- Books  where- 
with  to  coniront  that  confident  aaaerUon  of  the  Queen's. 
Unlimited  Indulgence,  I  mean  their  own  Letto*  to  the 
Bailly  and  Jurats  recited  above.  But  the  I^uty  never 
wanted  a  Friend  at  Court.  Some  body  in  place  and  credit 
helped  them  oat  mi  this  occasion,  and  prooored  a  favonrablo 
Answer  to  their  Address,  in  the  form  fiiHlowuig.

stand,  that  it  phased  Ood  to  ptU  it  into  the  heart  of  the  late- 
Queen,  our  matt  dear  Sitter,  to  permit  and  aUcw  wUo  the 
Isles  of  Jarset,  awL  Goemecey,  partsti  of  xmr  Dutchy  of 
Normandy,  the  use  (f  the  Oocemment  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  in  the  said  Dutchy,  whereof  they  have  stood  pos- 
sessed until  our  cormng  to  thU  Crown  :  For  this  Cause,  We, 
desiring  to  follow  the  piout  erample  of  our  said  Sister  in 
this  behalf,  as  well  for  the  advancement  of  the  Glory  of 
Almighty  Ood,  as  for  the  education  of  his  Church,  do  wUl 
and  ordain,  that  our  said  Isles  shall  quietly  enjoy  their 
said  Liberty,  in  the  use  of  the  Eedesiastieal  Discipline 
there  now  established  ;  forbidding  any  one  to  give  them 
any  trouble  or  impeachment,  as  long  as  they  contatn  them- 
$elves  in  out  obedience,  and  attempt  not  any  thing  against 
the  pure  and  sacred  Word  of  Ood.  Given  at  our  P<Uaee 
at  HamptoD-Court,  the  Sth  day  of  Anguat,  An.  Dom.  1603, 
and  of  our  Reign  in  England  the  First  (303). 
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This  New  Grant  (or  Confirmation)  obtained  upcm  a  false 
Allegation,  must  be  void  and  null  in  the  very  nature  of  the 
thing.  For  is  it  not  clear  as  the  Sun  that  the  Party  had  ex- 
tended the  Quest's  iavour  beytmd  the  Bounds  she  had  set 
to  it  ?  She  granted  them  One  Church,  and  they  invaded 
them  all.  With  what  &ce  could  they  tell  her  Successor, 
that  she  had  given  way  to  the  Change  they  had  made  over 
the  whole  Island  ?  Is  there  not  a  great  deal  of  Obliquity 
in  all  this  ?  However,  such  was  the  Lenity  of  those  Times, 
that  the  thing  was  no  forther  inquired  into  ;  and  they 
enjoyed  the  fruit  of  their  guile  and  deceit  to  the  Death  of 
the  Pauiets,  and  the  coming  of  a  new  Governor  to  Jersey. 
Tliis  was  Sir  John  Peyton  (*').  a  Gentleman  no  way.  dis- 
posed to  give  up  any  point  whereby  that  Office  should  he 
lessened  in  Power  (x  Income.  By  his  Patent  be  had  all  the 
Benefices  in  the  Island,  the  Deanry  only  excepted,  left  to 
his  Nominaticni.  Bat  here  he  foand  a  Discipline  encroach- 
ing on  that  Right,  so  as  to  reduce  it  in  a  manner  to  nothing. 
For  though  the  Colloquy  (f)  seemed  wiUing  upon  occasi<») 
to  pay  him  a  compliment  as  Patron,  yet  in  reality  they  bore 
themselves  as  such  ;  refusing  to  admit  any  for  Minister  of 
A  Church,  who  had  not  a  Vocation,  as  they  worded  it,  or  call 
bom  themselves  ;  that  is,  who  was  not  in  effect  of  their  own 
choice  and  Section.  Hence  arose  contention  and  strife, 
both  sides  standing  stiffly  on  their  several  Pretensions. 
It  came  at  length  to  pass,  upon  Vacanoy  of  a  Church,  that  a 
Native  who  bad  studied  at  Oxford,  and  been  E^iiscopally 
Ordained,  applied  for  the  Living  to  the  Governor  ;   who

The5fMd,or  Eccledailical  LeBtmlalBre,haTing  the  dlreetlou 
overall;  lo  be  heM  alternately  In  JBKtCT  and  Oiicninijonce  ht  two  year*, 
or  oflenerirneed  were,  bya  llcpalalloa  of  Hhibiter*  and  Elder*  fram  the 
CaHtqmiti.     In  the  CMa^ng  of  GarrncHjr  tbe  (mailer  fslauda  were  comprized- 
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himselfUia  not  unlikely  set  him  on  to  ask  it,  as  foreseeing 
that  the  Colloquy,  by  having  a  Person  of  that  Character  put 
upon  them,  would  be  provoked  to  some  extravagance,  of 
which  he  well  knew  how  to  make  advantage.  And  thus  it 
proved.  For  they,  stomaching  and  resenting  it  as  the 
highest  Breach  that  coald  be  made  in  their  Discipline, 
would  by  no  means  be  brought  to  acknowledge  the  presentee 
as  one  lawfully  coiled.  So  the  matter  was  carried  above, 
were  their  narrow  uncharitable  spirits  sufficiently  exposed 
them,  and  prepared  the  Lords  of  the  Council  to  have  less  re- 
gard to  what  should  afterwards  come  from  that  Quarter  (203). 
This  was  not  all.  For  they  also  embroiled  themselves 
with  the  Civil  Jurisdiction,  chiefly  throng  the  arbitrary 
proceedings  of  the  Conitistories,  who  would  meddle  in  every 
Business,  pry  into  the  Secrets  of  Families,  and  bring  under 
their  Censures  the  smallest  Errors  in  the  domestick  life. 
Against  such  vexations,  the  Sufferers  implored  the  protection 
of  the  Magistrate,  and  Prohibitions  went  forth,  to  repress 
the  petulency  of  those  little  Parochial  Tribunals  that  assumed 
so  much  to  themselves.  And  when  once  the  Court  shew'd 
an  inclination  to  look  into  those  Matters,  and  to  take  the 
Ditcipline  down  from  it*s  heights,  complaints  and  accusa- 
tions seased  not  to  come  in  daily,  in  which  the  Ministers 
were  not  spared.  A  warm  fellow  brought  in  a  charge  against 
them  of  Tyranny  and  Hypocrity.  Hereupon  the  People 
were  miserably  divided.  For  as  the  aggrieved  were  not 
few,  so  those  many  Elders,  Deacons,  and  Under-instru- 
ments  engaged  in  maintaining  the  Discipline,  made  up  a 
pretty  large  Body.  The  better  sort  of  the  Inhabitants, 
seeing  those  Confusions,  and  dreading  the  consequences  of 
them,  began  to  bewail  their  departing  tcom  the  wiser  and 
more  moderate  Government  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
to  cast  about  how  to  retreat,  and  return  to  the  same.  They 
were  now  reconciled  to  Episcopacy  and  Liturgy,  after  IVial 
of  the  inconveniences  attending  the  Way  they  bad  been  in, 
and  in  pursuance  of  those  Sentiments  drew  np  a  Representa- 
tion to  be  laid  before  King  and  Council.  Both  Sides  making 
their   appeoiaoce  there   by  Deputies,  the  Disciplinarians 
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tranted  not  Confidence  to  plead  their  Cauae,  and  to  support 
it  with  the  best  Arguments  they  could  devise.  I  omit  what 
passed  in  those  Debates  ;  Complaints,  Answers,  Replies,  Sfc. 
which  for  a  long  Space  took  up  the  patience  and  attention 
of  the  most  Honourable  Board.  Their  Lordshipa  saw,  that 
unleas  the  Ministers  were  left  to  recover  themselves  from 
their  EVejudices  by  length  of  time,  and  had  some  Latitude 
allowed  them  in  the  use  of  the  Forms  prescribed  for  Divine 
Service,  they  would  infallibly  run  into  a  Schism,  and  the 
People  would  be  more  divided  than  ever.  This  was  by  all 
means  to  be  prevented,  and  nothing  done  that  should  exas- 
perate. With  great  mildness  therefore  it  was  declared  to 
them  at  the  Boardf  by  the  mouth  of  Archbisht^  ^bbot, 
"  That  for  the  restoring  of  Peace  and  good  Order  in  the 
"  Island,  His  Majesty  found  it  necessary  in  the  first  place 
"  to  revive  the  Office  of  Dean,  and  would  appoint  to  it  one 
"  from  among  themselves,  who  should  have  Instructions 
"  given  him  by  way  of  Interim  (*),  for  his  and  their  present 
"  Conduct  till  things  could  be  more  perfectly  settled.  That 
"  to  attain  to  such  Settlement,  they  were  to  go  back  to  their 
"  respective  Charges,  and  confer  with  their  Brelhren  in  the 
"  Island,  about  compiling  a  New  Body  of  Canons  and 
"  Constitutions,  as  near  in  Conformity  to  the  Church 
"  of  England  as  their  Laws  and  Usages,  (from  which  His 
"  Majesty  had  no  intention  to  derogate)  would  bear. 
"  That  the  Liturgy,  which  had  formerly  been  translated 
"  into  French  for  their  use,  should  again  be  sent  to  them, 
"  yet  without  tying  them  to  a  strict  observance  of  every 
"  thing  therein  (t)  ;  His  Majesty  having  so  good  an  opinion 
"  of  their  Judgment,  that  he  doubted  not  but  the  more  they 
"  grew  acquainted  with  the  Book,  the  better  they  would 
"  like  it."     This  gentle  Dismission,  without  sharpness,  or

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angry  reflexions  on  what  had  pasBed,  vrtnght  the  Minratov 
into  8  Temper,  and  they  went,  and  prepared  a  Dnuight  aa 
they  were  enjoyned.  Ilwy  bad  bsfore  them  the  Canona  of 
the  Chorch  oi  England,  and  frmn  those  they  ccrilected 
-  Heads  Mtd  Materials  for  their  Work  ;  not  totgeHmg  here 
and  there  a  quinkliag  of  Uieir  Polity.  Bat  whereas  they 
had  been  directed  to  advise  with  the  Civil  Magistoate,  t« 
the  end  there  nn^t  be  no  claal)h^;  thereafter  betwixt  the 
two  Powers,  this  it  seems  was  not  done  entirely  to  the  satia- 
fectiea  of  the  latter  ;  who  therefore,  when  the  Miusters 
went  ap  with  their  Scheme,  f<JIowed  it  with  Exe^tiraMi. 
The  Kkig  had  ooRiraissicKied  the  Archbishc^  nt  Canterbury 
Abbot,  the  Lmd  Keeper  Williams  BifAqp  of  Lincoln,  and 
the  learned  Andrew*  Kahop  of  Witichetter,  to  examine 
what  the  Ministers  shoald  ofier.  TlioBe  reverend  Fzelales 
ooasidered  erery  Article  maturely.  In  the  wbt^,  some 
things  they  expni^^ed,  others  they  modified,  and  %h»y  fill'd 
«p  Deficiencies.  Briefly,  all  &Tther  CoDtndictioB  ceasing, 
and  the  I^vtiea  declaring  their  acceptance  of  the  said 
Canom  and  Conatittttions  in  the  Form  to  which  they  were 
now  brov^ht,  the  same  were  laid  before  Hia  M^esty,  and 
received  hia  Royal  Assent  June  30,  in  the  year  1623,  being 
the  twmty  first  of  his  R^gn.  That  by  the  length  of  them 
oni  Narration  may  not  be  broken  and  interrapted,  a«  in  the 
former  Edition,  I  have  removed  them  into  the  Appendix, 
A'umb.  XII. 

Thus  did  the  Chorch  of  England,  Uke  an  indalgent 
Mother,  take  as  again  into  her  Bosom,  after  we  had  £or  half 
a  OtntBTy  estranged  ourselves  from  her,  and  been  under  a 
ftesbylOTy.  Kit  why  (may  some  object)  did  aot  wa  upon 
snch  oar  Return,  submit  to  all  her  well  known  Ralea  and 
Orders,  vitboat  having  Particular  Cament  made  lot  us  ? 
Why  thia  Singolarity  ?  The  Reasons  are  obvious  enough 
from  what  has  been  said  already  ;  neverthriess  to  dear  the 
Point  still  fio-ther.  I  will  add,  Firtt,  that  this  was  occa- 
sioned through  the  necessity  of  complying  with  the  Laws, 
and  Usages  of  this  Island.  For  though  in  Matters  of  Faith, 
and  Institutions  <tf  Divine  or  Apostolical  Apptriatment,  and 
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■1  whatererelse  is  heltl  Bsaeatial  to  an  Orthodox  ChristUu 
Church,  there  cannot  ba  too  great  aa  Unifmnity. ;  yet  ia- 
the  outward  Face  and  Habit  of  the  same  Church,  some- 
Things  may  nst  so  well  comport  with  the  CooBtitution  (tf 
one  CouBt^,  as- with  that  of  another  ;  and  coiuiequenUr. 
n«ther  needy  nor  indeed  ought,  to  be-  equally  argedaod' 
insisted  upon  in  all  Haeee.-  Tbe^CaooDS  of  the  Church  of 
'  England  are  accomodated  to  the  Laws  of  the  Kiogdomy 
and  both  tally-  very  juatly  bother ;  whereat  Jheie,  they 
would  have  met  with  stubborn  old  Castoms,  apt  at  every 
foot  to  jure  and  contend  witk  them,  ao  that  tlw  Peace 
■ought  by  otu  Return  to  tlie  Church,  must  have  been  as . 
distant  from  us  as  b^re.  In  oo»  vixd.,  we  think  act  oar> 
selves  the  lees  of  the  Cburah  of  Engkmd,  because  of  some 
Variations  in  Matters  of  mere  Circumstanoe  only.  Again, 
Secondly,  the  danger,  which  threatned  us  of  . a  Schism 
<|ihroa^  the  obstinate  adberi^  of  some  to  the  DUciplme, 
and  the  ^isig  back  ai  others  to  the  Church)  requited  to 
have  tluBgs  so  modMsted  and  attempered,  that  All  might 
be  loought  touute  if  possihlein<one  commonSysteoi  ;  and- 
fbr  -that  end  these  Cd»Qn«  were  given  us,  and  wers  framed 
widi  great  Condescention  to  the  troubled  State  we  then 
were  in.  Nothing  justifies  the  Wisdom  of  any  Measures . 
like' Sueoess.  And  so  ii'v^rj  h^ipily  proved  in  our  Case. 
For  the  Canoru  «««  well  received  in  the  Island,  and  the 
end  was  attained  focwhidi  they  were  desi^ed^  The  Mi- 
nisters, who  had  the  first  drawing  of  thenj  up  (and  no 
small  point  of  Wisdom  it  was  to  charge  the  Mioisters  with 
that  Work)  coaid  not  consistenlly  with.theDHielves,.a£tei:- 
the  advBoees  tJwy  had  nad«)  do  otherwise  than  set  an . 
example  iA  Conformity  to  the  People.  Hesee  it  came,  that 
Ae  Churches  thfcttged  with  the  same  Numbcs-s  as  usual. 
No  Separate  Congregations  were  galheted  in  Opposition  to 
the  Public  Wofship,  aor  from  that  day  to  this  bas  there 
been  a  Cooventiele  in  the  Islands  Here  may  be  seen  four - 
or  five  hundred  orderly  Commwiicaiits  at  the  Seorament  at: 
a  time,  even  in  Country  Churches.  'Tis  true  that  the 
Imterim  dispensing  with  Genuflesioiiy  the  Commuiucaats  . 
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for  a  while  reniBined  in  a  standing  Posture  during  the  Action:, 
but  now  all  receive  reverently  npon  their  Knees.  To  finish 
this  Argument,  a  perfect  Harmony  and  Unanimity  in  Reli- 
gion reigns  amongst  our  People.  If  they  are  not  so  happy 
as  to  be  intirely  free  &om  Disputes  about  other  Aflkirs,  they 
have  at  least  the  Comfort  of  walking  together  into  the 
House  of  God  as  Friends  (•)  (205). 

There  had  been  no  Dean  in  Jehsey  since  Panlet  (t)  the 
last  Popish  one  in  Qneen  Mary's  time.  That  OfEce  being 
now  revived,  was  conferred  on  the  reverend  Mr.  David 
Bandinel  (*),  recommended  by  Archbishop  Abbot,  who  took 
early  notice  of  him,  and  distinguished  him  from  among  the 
other  Deputies  negotiating  for  their  Brethren  at  the  Conncil- 
Board.  The  Archbishop  was  too  good  s  Man,  to  have 
employed  himself  for  one  that  had  not  Abilities  to  sustain 
that  Office  with  Dignity  (206)  ;  and  the  Character  which 
Dr.  Heylin  (§}  gives  of  Dean  Bandinel,  from  the  acquain- 
tance he  contracted  with  him  in  the  Island  in  the  Year  1G28, 
confirms  very  advantagiously  the  Archbishop's  opiuon  of 
him.  Now  as  the  Bailly  here  is  at  the  head  of  the  Civil,  in 
like  manner  is  the  Dean  at  the  head  of  the  Spriritual  Juris- 
diction ;  and  as  one  has  the  Jurats  for  his  Assessors,  so  has 
the  other  the  Ministers  ;  to  wit  those  who  are  Rectors  of 
the  Churches,  not  mere  Auxiliaries  or  Lecturers  only.  And 
thus  the  Constitution  of  the  two  Courts  is  very  much  alike, 
the  Instituted  Ministers  coming  in  for  a  Participation  of  the

He  wai  myGaardlaD  inmy  Nooage, 
and  1  had  ao  many  Obllgaliaai  to  him  c4herwl>e,  that  'tlalh?  leaat  thing  I 
cando,  upon  Ihii  occaaion  of  mcnliooing  bia  Ancestor,  to  Euasrcrate  these 
few  liiica  to  bl*  Memory.

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Ecclesiastical  Regimen.  Tliey  had  the  whole  among  them!, 
whilst  their  Colloquy  and  Presbyterian  Parity  substisted  ; 
and  it  was  thought  reasonable  to  reserve  them  a  Share  in 
conjunction  with  the  Dean,  for  the  better  keeping  up  the 
Credit  of  their  Function.  Thi»,  together  with  the  Right 
of  Entrance  into  the  Assembly  of  the  States,  gives  the 
Rector  of  a  Parish  greater  weight  here,  and  makes  him  more 
considered,  than  one  in  England  having  five  or  six  times 
his  I'referment.  There  seems  also  something  Primitive  in 
this  Partnership  of  Church  Power.  'Tis  an  imitation 
of  thosa  Ancient  Councils  of  Priests,  whom  the  Bishop 
took  to  sit  with  him  in  his  Consistory,  and  assist  him 
in  jadging  Causes  brought  l^fore  him.  Two  or  three 
Ministers  with  the  Dean,  or  Vice-Dean,  suffice  to  hold  a 
Court ;  but  as  many  as  please  may  come,  and  the  Opinion 
is  to  be  taken  of  all  that  are  present  (207).  This  Court 
keeps  the  same  Terms  with  the  Civil,  but  ordinarily  sits  only 
npon  Mundayt,  and  has  belonging  to  it  a  Qreffier  or 
Register,  two  Advocates  or  ProGt<n^,  with  an  Apparitor  and 
others  to  execate  it's  Summons.  For  the  rest,  let  the 
Canons  in  the  Appendix  be  consulted.  One  thing  however 
I  may  not  pass  unobserved,  because  'tis  part  of  our  Privi- 
leges, viz.  That  when  an  Appeal  goes  from  this  Court  to 
the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  as  superior  Ordinary,  or  (in  case 
of  the  Vacancy  of  that  See)  to  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury, those  Prelates  are  to  hear  and  determine  the  same 
in  their  own  proper  Persons,  and  not  send  us  to  substituted 
Judges  or  Officials,  on  whom  we  in  no  wise  depend.  Their 
Sentence  moreover  must  be  Final,  freemg  us  from  the  trouble 
and  expence  of  farther  Proceedings  before  Delegates. 

The  number  of  the  Beneficed  Clergy,  or  iDcumbents,  inclu- 
ding the  Dean(*),  is  just  equal  to4hat  of  the  Parishes.  And  so 
populous  aiB  These,  that  a  Minister,  exerting  himself  with 
diligence  and  fidelity,  will  always  find  abundant  employment 
in  the  care  of  one  only.     Therefore  our  Canons  absolutely

rBow  of  tb«n.  Most  certainly  the  Fkovieion  for  the  Clergy, 
in  this  Island  is  no  way  adequiate  t»  their  Labours.  The 
same  Canons  which  tye  them  down  to  a  single  Living,  oblige' 
them  to  constant  Duty  in  the  Pulpit  twice  every  Lord's- 
day,  not  to  q>eak  of  their  contingent  weekly  wo^k.  Will  it: 
he  permitted  me  to  say,  that  even  their  happiness  in  beingp 
nniversally  owned  and  followed  by  their  People,  increases, 
their  Burthen  ?  whilst  in  England  the  Tejecting  all  Service- 
and  assistance  of  the  Parish-Minister  by  IXseenters,  bringS' 
him  ease,  though  not  audi  as  a  Good  Man  would  make  his' 
choice.  Much  of  their  time  is  taken  np  to  vititiBg  their 
Sick ;  who  more  earnestly  tkan  I  have  observed  in  other 
I^u»8,  desire  the  Company  imd  CoBfloIatioBs  of  th^  Minis- 
ter in  an  hour  of  trouble  end  affliction.  I  <»nit  many  things-' 
of  the  like  nature.  And  now  what  E^cotiragement  have 
they  to  bear  thnn  npuadey  all  thip?  I  speak  of  Woridlf 
Encouragement.  For  as  to  the  inward  Satis&etion  spring- 
ing up  within  their  own  Minds  from  a  conscientious  discharge 
(tf  their  Duty,  'tis  what  will  consist  with  aoy  outward  State- 
and  Condition.  Their  Dividend  oat  of  Uie  Tytbes,  accord- 
ing to  the  Extract  from  the  Black  Book  of  Omtanee  inserted 
above,  is  meui  and  insafficient,  and  some  of  them  have  no- 
title  even  to  that  (308).  I^ir  JVotalt  ("),  nM»«  commonly 
called  Z>eser««,  which  are  the  Tytlusof  s&iaU  paro^  of  Land 
not  yetbccdienupTheothe  Alien^ons  were  first  made  in 
favour  of  tiw  Monasteries,  but  nnce  brought  under  culture,, 
are  iac(»Hidert^Ie,  and  atiU  become  more  BO  by  the  EocroBch-

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TtKnts  of  the  Under- Farmers  of  the  King's  Revenue  (209). 
The  Governors  would  have  swallowed  them  up  all  at  once, 
had  they  not  been  restrained  by  a  Decretory  Letter  of  the 
Privy  Council,  June  ult.  1608.  Those  Profits  and  Emola- 
ments  called  Surplice-Fees  in  England,  are  things  fear  the 
most  part  unknown  here,  and  I  believe  were  formerly  drop- 
ped by  the  Mtniaters  themselves  in  pare  aversion  to  the 
Name  (210).  Their  best  income  at  this  day  arises  from  Uie 
improvement  of  Fniit- Trees  for  Cider,  which  is  a  Mainte- 
nance very  casual  and  uncertain,  all  Years  not  being  equally 
jvoductive,  nor  every  Parish  planted  alike  (211).  Again, 
here  they  are  fixed  for  Life,  quite  out  of  the  way  and  road  of 
Preferment.  If  sometimes  they  seek  to  be  removed  from 
<H>e  Benefice  to  anoUier  within  the  Island  (for  two  together 
they  cannot  hold)  'tis  oftner  for  reasons  of  convenience,  than 
<tf  advantage  ;  the  diderencein  the  value  of  the  said  Benefi- 
ces  not  being  so  great,  as  to  make  them  much  gainers  by  the 
change.  The  Deanry  is  the  only  thing  they  can  have  in 
their  eye  to  animate  them,  and  to  flatter  their  hopes.  But 
besides  that  one  <mly  can  have  it,  in  a  Succession  of  perhaps 
nany  years,  t^cmel  Attempt  was  lately  made  to  bring  in  a 
French  Proselyte,  a  Person  unqualified,  over  all  their  heeds, 
to  the  creating  a  Precedent  that  must  have  taken  away  all 
heart  and  courage  firom  them  (212).  I  know  but  one  parti- 
oular  wherein  they  are  a  little  eased  in  point  of  Interest, 
which  is,  that  instead  of  being  themselves  at  the  Charge  of 
keeping  np  their  Presbyteret,  as  the  Bnglith  Clergy  are 
their  Parsonage  and  Vicarage-houses,  the  same  falls  on  the 
respective  Parishes  ;  hut  there  must  be  no  neglect  on  their 
part  to  preserve  those  Manses  from  the  injuries  of  the 
weitther  (213). 

Such  is  the  Temporal  State  rf  the  Clergy  here,  of  which 
8<Hne  account  seemed  necessary,  in  order  to  shew  the  reason- 
ableness of  giving  them  better  encouragement,  if  possibly  a 
way  may  be  found  to  effect  it.  And  why  should -we  despair 
of  it,  knowii^  what  at  this  very  time  is  doii^in  Bnglandf 
where,  what  through  the  Beneficence  <rf  the  late  Queen 
^/ine,  of  pioos  and  Religions  no  less  than  triumphant  me- 
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inory,  in  giving  up  her  revenue  of  the  first  fruits  and  tenths 
for  a  perpetual  fund  of  charity  to  the  more  indigent  Clergy  ; 
what  through  the  generosity  of  not  a  few  worthy  own- 
ers of  Impropriations,  in  Bugmenting  small  vicarages  with 
a  portion  of  the  great  tythes  or  a  pension  in  money ;  many 
poor  Incumbents  have  already  been  ia  some  measure  re- 
lieved, and  a  [U'ospect  is  opened  for  others  to  hope  for  the 
like  succour  and  assistance  in  their  turn.  By  Rules  and 
Orders  declaratory  of  Her  Majesty's  gracious  intention  (•), 
every  Living  in  England  the  real  value  whereof  does  not 
exceed  fifty  pounds  per  annvm,  is  reputed  poor,  end  intitled 
to  the  Royal  Bounty.  Now  it  may  easily  be  made  to  ap- 
pear, that  all  the  Livings  in  this  Island,  rated  one  with 
another,  fall  considerably  short  of  that  sum.  Which  I  do 
not  mentioir  by  way  of  complaint  for  our  being  left  out  of 
that  charity.  I  am  sensible  we  had  no  claim  to  it,  neitho: 
therefore  did  we  use  any  endeavours  to  be  comprehended  in 
it.  I  urge  it  only  fcv  proof  of  the  insufficiency  of  such  a 
yearly  income,  for  the  support  and  encouragement  of  one 
who  has  devoted  himself  and  the  labours  of  his  whole  life  to 
the  service  of  Religion,  and  the  cure  of  Souls,  seeing  it  has 
been  so  judged  and  declared  in  England.  Nay,  1  will 
venture  farther,  and  be  bold  to  affirm,  that  in  true  con- 
struction and  estimation  of  things,  a  Living  of  no  greater 
Value  is  really  poorer  here  than  in  England,  inasmuch  es 
it  must  ever  go  single,  by  the  Canon  against  Pluralities. 
But  though  the  Queen's  Bounty  respects  us  not  directly,  it 
may  be  of  great  benefit  and  advantage  to  us,  by  setting  a 
noble  Example  to  succeeding  Princes  of  goodness  and  com- 
passion towards  a  Suffering  Clergy  (314).  And  as  we  of 
these  Islands  are  more  intimately  attached  to  and  de- 
pendant on  the  Crown  than  others  of  its  Subjects,  so  I  trust 
we  may  presume  on  suitable  returns  of  grace  and  favour 
from  it.  It  was  doubtless  a  most  fatal  Error  at  the  Dissolu- 
tion of  Monasteries,  to  confound  the  Tytlies  originally  be- 
longing  to  Parish-Churches,    and    afterwards    by   Papal 
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Authotltf  appropriated  to  those  Houses,  to  coafoand  them 
.  (I  say)  with  other  superfluous  and  superstitions  EudownientB, 
and  60  secularize  all  together  (215).    Surely  a  distiction 
ought  to  have  been  made,  being  things  of  a  very  di&iont  oa- 
tore.  And  indeed  nothing  has  cast  a  greater  reproach  on  the 
Refiwmstion,  and  given  its  Enemies  a  more  specious  handle 
to  charge  it  with  the  Guilt  of  Sacrilege,  than  that  nnha[^y 
IVansaction.    'Tis  on  evil  now  past  remedy,  unless  irom  the 
Voluntary  Benefaction  of  the  present  Possessors  of  those 
Ty thes  ;  many  of  whdm  (it  must  be  gratefully  acknowledged) 
convinced  of  the  Iniquity  of  the  Thing,  and  pitying  the 
impoverished  Churches,  have  thought  themselves  bound  to 
make  some  Restitntion.     In  doing  whereof,  as  they  have 
exonerated  their  Consciences  in  proportion  to  their  Libera- 
lity, so  have  they  wisely  consulted  their  Temporal  Interest ; 
if  there  be  Truth  in  the  Observation,  that  no  Estate  ever 
prospered  that  was  got  out  of  Things  consecrated  to  God,  no 
not  though  the  Things  bad  been  abused  to  Si^rstition,  be- 
cause it  was  possible  to  convert  them  to  better  porpoees. 
Hie  Religions  Houses  in  JVormandt/  being  out  of  the  reach 
of  Henry  VIII,  the  great  Destroyer  of  such  in  Englandy 
all  he  could  do  was  to  seize  on  what  they  held  here ;  which 
accordingly  he  did,  and,  together  with  the  rest,  the  Tytheg 
of  the  Parishes.      These  Tythes  are  still  in  the  Crown, 
whereas  in  England  they  were  generally  and  most  prolusely 
squandered  away  among  Fovoorites  and  Courtiers.     Queen 
Elizabeth  at  her  accession  found  some  yet  ondisposed  of, 
which  (says  Bishop  Kennel  *)  she  was  ashamed  to  keep,  and 
therefore  made  haste  to  exchange  them  for  Manours  and 
Lands  of  Vacant  Bisbopricks  (f) ;  as  perhaps  thinking  it 
a  less  evil  to  take  the  latter  into  her  hands,  than  to  increase 
her  Revenue  with  the  Portion  of  the  Priest  serving  at  the

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Altar.  And  so  (as  fiu  as  I  can  fiod)  the  Crown  had  qttito 
rid  itaelf  of  those  lythea,  except  in  these  Islands,  where  it 
retains  the  I^perty  of  them,  and  the  Govemofs  enjoy  them 
in  pait  of  their  Salary,  wtiidi  is  only  a  Temponry  Right, 
ceasing  at  tlie  expiration  of  their  Office  by  Death  or  Remo- 
val. And  no  donbt  'tn  mnch  better  for  na  that  the  said 
lathes  have  continued  in  the  Crown,  than  if  they  had  been 
made  Lay-Fees,  as  in  England ;  there  being  mote  reascm 
to  hope  for  CcnDmiseration  to  the  Clergy  from  a  Great  and 
Magnanimous  King  or  Queen,  than  from  Subjects  and 
Private  Persons,  often  of  narrow  tempers,  and  nnfiieadly  to 
die  Charch.  And  here  it  can  be  no  ofence  to  point  to  some 
Ways  tad  Means  for  bettering  the  condition  of  the  Clergy  in 
this  lelandf  by  the  Bounty  and  IjugesaoF  the  Crown  (216). 
Tlte  ^tt,  and  most  beneficemt,  would  be  to  reinstate 
titen  in  the  fall  l^thea,  their  ancient  Pstrimony,  wrested 
from  ibom  by  Popish  Usurpations.  All  which  though  it 
may  seem  much  to  give  back  at  this  ^y,  is  well  known  to 
be  no  more  than  what  some  choice  and  noble  SjHrits  (*) 
have  done  in  England,  to  theu  great  honour,  and  (I  dare 
say)  the  peace  and  quiet  of  their  Minds.  The  second,  not 
coming  up  to  the  flwmer,  yet  still  an  Act  <^  Grace  fuid 
Goodness,  would  be,  to  grant  to  each  iBcamboit  a  Lease  of 
the  lythes  of  his  Parish,  nndei  mch  Covenants  (t)  as  to 
leave  room  for  him  to  make  some  advantage  ot  them  in 
lettukg  them  out  again  to  his  Parishionen.  By  the  benefit 
of  such  Leases,  the  poor  Clergy  in  Irdand  (the  1^^^  of 
whose  OiHR^ies  were,  as  here,  in  the  Cnnrn)  got  Tdief>  rad 
had  a  more  comfortable  Provision  made  ^  tfaem,  in  the 
BeigB  of  the  Blessed  Mart^  King  CMarie»  I,  at  the  in- 
tawaty  and  joint  sollicitation  of  ibe  incoD^par&ble  Primate 
Uiher,  and  Bishop  Ltmd  then  of  Lmdon.  AaA  this  is  a 
very  good  Example  ;  for  a  ftiUer  aoconnt,  lAerwrf  I  refer  to 
lire  King's  Order  thereupon  to  the  L«ds  Justices  of  that

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particular,  and,  have  belped  out  many  a  depauperated 
Cure  (*)  (217).  Now  tlie  Crown  being  both  Patron  and 
Im{HX)pristor  here,  'tis  so  reasonable  for  us  to  hope  for  the 
aame  favour,  (I  had  almost  said  justice)  from  it,  that  when 
I  look  back  to  Times  past,  and  call  to  remembrance  how  good 
and  gracious  our  Princes  have  ever  been  to  us,  in  how  man; 
greater  Instances  they  have  displayed  their  Roy^  Munifi- 
cence towards  ns,  I  cannot  bat  think  'tis  owing  purely  to  our 
own  indolence,  and  neglect  of  due  application  to  the  throne, 
that  the  thing  has  not  been  done  before  now  (218).  I  am 
well  assured  that  less  than  the  yearly  Sum  of  two  hundred 
pounds,  given  in  this  Way  of  Augmentation,  ^nd  parcelled 
out  among  the  Clergy  here,  in  proportion  to  the  greater  or 
less  value  of  the  Livings,  would  be  received  with  the  utmost 
thank&lness.  And  if  it  be  said,  that  such  a  Subatractioa 
from  the  Tythes  would  break  in  cpon  the  Governor's  Patent, 
which  lays  claim  to  the  Whole,  I  answer,  that  'tis  not  pre- 
tended this  Bene&ction  should  take  place  during  the  Life 
of  the  Possessor,  but  only  from  the  passing  of  a  New  Grant 
to  the  next  in  Ncmlnation  to  that  Office.  For  then  the 
Crown  being  diseugaged,  would  be  at  liberty  and  have  in  its 
power  to  make  what  reservation  it  thought  fit  out  of  the 
Revenue  ;  which  being  turned  iato  an  Augmentation  to  the 
Clergy,  the  Crown  would  thereby  part,  with  nothing  but 
what  went  from  it  another  way.  Such  Reservations  have 
been  very  usual  with  us,  insomuch  that  when  Sir  Walter 
Ralegh  himself  had  the  Government  given  him  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  she  struck  off  Thrse  Hvndred  Pounds  a  year 
from  it  (t),  which  she  took  into  her  own  disposal,  and  made

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that  Great  Man,  so  renowned  for  his  eminent  Services  to 
Her  and  the  whole  Nation,  be  contented  with  the  Remainder. 
It  may  be  expected  that  I  should  take  notice  how  the 
ChnrcheB  here  are  supplied  and  recruited  upon  Vacanciea. 
At  the  beginning  of  our  Reformation,  and  all  the  while  we 
lay  nnder  a  Presbytery,  nay  even  since  that  time,  the  Youths 
of  this  Island  designed  for  the  Ministry  were  sent  to  study 
bmong  the  Protestants  in  /Vance,  and  particularly  at  Saumur, 
after  the  iamous  du  Plesais  Momay  had  brought  Professors 
to  teach  Academical  Learning  in  that  Town,  of  which 
Henry  IV,  had  made  him  Governor.  Those  our  young 
ConntrymeQ  being  to  preach  in  French,  it  seemed  most  suita- 
ble to  have  them  educated  in  a  Hace,  where  by  hearing  that 
Language  spoken  in  ita  purity,  tiiey  would  he  enabled  at 
their  return  to  the  Island  to  appear  in  the  Pulpit  with 
greater  advantage.  But  thence  arose  an  inconvenience  for 
which  no  Refinement  of  Language  could  make  amends, 
namely,  their  being  trained  up  in  Foreign  Systems,  and 
taking  a  Tincture  of  Principles  and  Opinions  not  altogether 
consistent  with  those  of  the  Church  of  England.  When 
therefore  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Island  attended  the  Council- 
board  about  our  ReonioD  to  the  said  Church,  the  King  was 
humbly  moved  to  allow  some  Hacea  in  one  of  his  Universi-

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ties  to  the  benefit  of  the  same  young  Penoos,  to  the  end 
that  the  hc^  and  expectance  thereof  might  draw  them 
thither,  and  they  by  that  means  have  their  Studies  put  under 
a  better  Direction.  The  thing  was  more  readily  promised 
than  it  could  be  executed.  Such  Places  were  to  be  founded 
on  purpose,  and  the  Court  shewed  no  haste  to  go  about  it. 
In  short,  all  was  at  a  stand  till  Arohbisht^  Laud  came  info 
Power,  whose  large  and  active  Sool  embraced  and  took  is 
the  Care  of  all  the  Churches.  It  happened  very  providen- 
tially, that  a  good  Estate,  consisting  of  Houses  in  London 
and  Lands  in  Buckinghamshire  escheated  to  the  Crown. 
The  Archbishop  laidhold  of  the  opportunity,  and  preventing 
the  Courtiers  got  a  Grant  of  it  from  King  Charlei  I.  for 
the  endowing  of  Hiiee  Fellowships  in  Oxford  ("),  for  the 
Islands  of  Jerset  and  Guemexey,  to  be  hdd  by  them  alter- 
nately ;  the  Alternation  to  proceed  in  this  Order,  viz.  That 
on  which  soever  to  the  two  Islutds  the  Election  of  Two 
Fellows  should  chance  to  fall  first  (as  it  must  of  necessity 
be)  the  other  Island  should  come  in  for  the  Two  next 
TWns,  and  bo  on  in  a  continual  Rotation  for  ever  (t).  It 
vras  withal  provided,  and  deolaied  to  be  the  good  King's 
intention,  that  after  a  competent  time  spent  in  the  Univer- 
sity the  Bsid  Fellows  should  go  back  to  the  Islands,  ibidem 
Deo  servituri,  i.  e.  there  to  serve  Crod  in  the  Work  of  the 
Ministry  (t)  •  None  therefore  bnt  they  who  from  the  begin- 
ning design  to  enter  into  Hdj  Orders,  are  regularly  eligible 
into  those  Places.  *Ta  an  abase,  and  a  contradiction  to  the 
Will  of  the  Ri^al  Founder,  that  any  should  enjoy  them,

Islands,  as  that  Jkrest  being  the  biggest  has  Three  of 
tiiose  Scholu^hips  allotted  to  it,  and  Chtemezey  which  is 
less  has  only  Two.  These  were  given  by  that  most  pious 
Bad  puUic-spirited  Pt^fe,  oar  honoured  Diocesan,  Bishc^ 
Morley,  upon  hU  taking  into  aerioui  coiuideration,  that  the 
Inhabitants  of  these  hlandt  hare  not  those  advantages  and 
encouragements  for  the  Education  of  their  Children,  which 
on  their  behalf  are  desirable,  and  which  others  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's Subjects,  do  enjoy,  as  'tis  expressed  in  the  Instrument 
of  Donation  (_*)  ;  wherein  also  are  mnch  the  same  Limita- 
tions as  in  the  King's  Grant,  which  therefore  I  shall  not 
repeat.  Now  those  Eodowments  have  bo  &r  (q>erated,  and 
<done  good,  that  onr  Students  have  generally  ever  since  taken 
titeir  Learning  in  Oxford,  and  c<»)sequently  been  there 
seasoned  and  principled  like  others  of  the  English  Clergy. 
None  go  now  to  Outlan^sh  Schoc^,  and  those  Ministers 
with  us  who  had  been  Disciples  of  Oomarus  (t),  Camermt, 
uid  other  Pn^ssors  of  Saumur,  are  long  since  extinct. 
But  then  on  the  othw  hand  it  has  too  often  hajqwned,  that 
when  &ie  Bameyoung  Grendemen  have  by  the  hen^t  ttf  those 
Endowments  attained  to  acapadty  of  serving  tJieir  Country, 
(hey  have  dechned  that  Service,  deterred  aa&  disbeartned  at 
ths  Smallness  of  the  Frefoment  waitii^  their  return  hmne. 
l^ey  have  disse  to  remun  in  England,  hopii^;  for  something 
better  them  ;  and  so  have  made  room  for  Sttwigen,  PreTich 
R^iigees,  of  whom  we  are  never  without  eone  among  the  na- 
tive institned  Clwgy,  besides  those  who  eie  t^en  in  as  Secon- 
iaxies  and  Assistants  (230).  Thus  has  the  voA  aS  those  En- 
dowmentsbeen  in  great  measere&ustvated  and  defeated,  acff

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will  it  or  can  it  be  otherwiae,  nntill  itshtiU  please  the  Chnm 
to  raise  the  livings  here  to  what  ma;  reasonably  be  deemed 
a  Safficiency,  in  one  or  other  of  those  Ways  which  I  have 
taken  leave  to  indicate  in  the  foregoing  Paragrtqih.  Some 
years  before  these  Foundations  by  King  Charles  I.  and 
Bishop  Morley,  a  plain  honest  Man  <^  the  Island  (221)  had 
given  two  and  thirty  Quarters  of  Wheat-Rent  to  the  same 
good  purposes,  on  special  condition  that  only  such  poor 
Scholars  as  shewed  a  towardliness  and  disposition  for  Learn- 
ing, whilst  they  wanted  means  to  support  the  charge  of  going 
to  the  University,  shonld  come  in  for  the  whole  or  a  share  of 
that  Charity.  This  is  what  we  call  le  don  de  Laurens  Bau- 
daint.  And  as  for  those  first  Rudiments  which  must 
prepare  and  fit  a  Lad  for  the  College,  we  have  two  Free- 
Grammar-SchooU  (232),  indifierently  well  rented,  and  so 
seated  in  compliance  to  the  oblong  figure  of  the  Island,  that 
each  serves  commodiously  enoogh  for  the  Children  of  Six 
Parishes.  To  the  East,  and  in  St.  Saviour's  Parish,  is  the 
School  of  Saint  Magloire,  teasing  its  Name  from  the  Apostle 
of  the  Island  ;  to  the  West,  and  in  St.  Peter's,  is  that  of 
Saint  ^thanase,  or  (which  I  think  truest)  Saint  Anattate. 
These  are  wholly  under  the  direction  and  government  of  the 
Dean  and  Ministers,  with  absolute  ezclosion  of  all  others 
whomsoever  j  for  which  the  Founders  Neel  and  Tehy  (the 
first.  Dean  of  Prince  Arthur's  Chapel  (223)  ;  the  oUier,  a 
Merchant  in  SotUhamjOon,  but  both  originally  of  the  Island) 
got  a  Patent  from  King  Henry  VII.  By  secreting  that 
Patent,  the  Clergy  were  for  several  years  kept  out  of  this 
Right  >  nor  could  they  recover  it  but  by  an  Appeal  above, 
where  an  attested  Copy  from  the  Bolls  soon  decided  the 
matter  in  their  favour  (224).  And  to  obviate  a  like  attempt 
tot  the  future,  I  am  desired  to  print  the  said  Pat^it  among 
the  other  Recent  mUba  Appendix,  Atoni.  XIII.  It  may 
seem  a  trivial  Remark,  which  nevertheless  I  cannot  fi^bear 
making,  vit.  That  here,  even  among  the  meaner  sort  of 
People  of  either  Sex,  there  are  few  but  can  read  and  write, 
fewer  indeed  than  are  commonly  seen  elsewhere.

Notliii^  is  more  wanted  in  this  Island  than  &  Public 
library,  the  Place  being  out  of  all  commerce  of  the  Learned 
Wfurld,  and  the  Clergy  through  the  meannesB  of  their 
income  undo*  s  Disability  of  laying  out  much  Money  upon 
Books.  And  such  a  Library  sboald  not  (I  thiak)  be  solely 
appropriated  to  the  Clergy,  but  iree  and  open  to  the  better 
«ort  at  least  oi  the  I^aity,  and  be  furnished  accordingly. 
Reading  would  give  our  Gentlemen  justw  Notions  of  Things, 
enlarge  their  minds,  and  render  them  more  uwfal  and  ser- 
viceable to  their  Country.  There  is  already  some  Advance 
made  towards  this,  by  the  Promise  of  man  than  Two 
llioasand  Volumes  in  most  kinds  of  good  Literature,  the 
execution  of  which  Promise  is  only  suspended  till  a  conve- 
nient Place  can  be  provided  for  the  reception  of  the 
Books  (225). 

Concerning  the  Churches  here,  their  Antiquity,  their 
Strength  and  Stalulity,  something  has  been  spoken  already. 
They  are  Oothie  Structures,  large  and  capacious,  and  so 
they  need  be  to  contain  the  People  resorting  to  them.  Most 
of  them  have  lofty  Stooe-Spirea,  whose  height  added  to 
that  of  the  Land,  has  once  or  twice  in  my  time  exposed  them 
to  be  struck  and  their  tops  thrown  down  by  Lightning. 
Thrown  down,  I  say,  not  burnt,  as  Spires  of  Timber  cased 
with  lead  are  liable  to  be,  to  the  destruction  of  the  whole 
Pile,  if  the  Flame  be  not  kept  &om  gaining  the  Roof  below. 
Here,  the  Roof  of  those  Fabricka  is  a  solid  Arch  or  Vault  of 
Stone,  without  a  stick  of  Wood  employed  therein,  the  out- 
ward Cover  of  blue  Slate  being  laid  immediately  upon  the 
Stonework,  in  a  Bed  of  strong  Cement  or  Mortar,  "niis  was 
the  JVonwon  way  of  building  Churches  six  or  seven  hundred 
years  ago,  and  a  good  defence  it  is  against  Fire  and  Decays 
by  Time.  But  such  Places  are  subject  to  Damps,  sticking 
to  and  discolouring  the  inside  of  the  Walls,  which  for  that 
reason  reqoire  frequent  washing  and  whitening,  to  keep  them 
neat  and  clean.  Herein  I  must  own  we  are  too  negligent, 
as  well  as  too  sparing  in  such  farther  Ornaments  as  would 
well  become  Places  where  we  believe  God  voachsaves  hia 
special  [oesence,  and  meets  his  People  to  receive  their 
layers  and  to  bless  them.    And  yet  there  is  in  every  Parish 

H  2  ,  lie 
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a  Fund  for  that  rery  purpose,  thenoe  called  te  Tritor  de 
VEglUe,  i.  e.  the  Treasure  of  the  Church,  consiBtin;  of 
several  Qnarters  of  Wlieat-Reots  given  BDcientlr  by  pious 
Persons  fiir  the  use  of  those  Sacred  Fabrioks.  But  an  ill 
Custom  lias  prevailed,  to  make  this  Fond  (so  far  as  it  will 
go)  answer  all  the  Calls  of  Fublick  Service  aod^Expence,  even 
.tlie  most  Secular  and  Foreign  to  Religion  (226).  lam 
unwillingtocliargesucha  Miaapi^ication  with  Sacrilege,  but 
bow  it  can  be  strictly  justified,  (V  construed  to  consist  with 
the  intention  of  the  Donors,  1  profess  I  do  not  understand  ('). 
This  Treasure  of  the  Church  remembers  me  of  another,  viz, 
le  Tritor  det  Pauvrei,  i.  e.  the  Treasure  of  the  Poor,  some- 
times called  simply  la  Ckariti.  It  is  constituted  like  the 
former  but  more  &irly  sdminiBtered.  Besides  it,  there  is 
la  Boete,  i.  e.  the  Poor's  Box,  held  by  a  Deacon  at  the 
Church-door  every  Lord's  Day  after  Divine  Service,  where- 
into  well  dispoaed  Persona,  as  they  go  out,  cast  their 
Oferings  ;  an  Usage  not  unfit  to  be  retained,  though  first 
introduced  by  those  French  Re/omert  of  whom  mention  ts 
made  above,  who  also  brought  in  the  name  and  Office  of  Xoy • 
HeacoBs  yet  subsisting  with  us  (227).  Add  to  this  le 
TVottc,  which  is  a  Wooden  Engine  strengthned  wilh  Irons, 
festned  to  the  Wall  of  tha  Churoh  without,  having  a  Cavity 
at  top,  and  a  slitoi  fissure  just  big  enough  to  admit  of  a 
Orown-piece  to  pass  through,  the  head  (wherein  the  Cavity 
is)  made  to  opea  and  abut  under  the  Security  of  strong 
Looks  and  Keys,  lie  use  of  this  is  for  the  private  convey- 
ance  of  Alms  which  the  Giver  would  have  knows  only  to 
Oad,  the  invisible  witnesa  and  Bewarder  of  ovary  good 
Work  done  in  secret  (t)  ;  and'tiaseldombutattke  op^iing 
there  is  Money  found,  in  greater  or  less  quantities.  By 
these  and  other  Means,  such  Relief  is  laid  in  for  the  I^xxr,

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n  npenedes  the  necetsitif  of  recturrtDg  to  PttrUh-IUtes  and  ■

Failure  of  the  Fmita  of  th«  E^irtb,  a  CalBmttjr  which  thto' 
the  good  Pnmdence  of  God  does  aot  happea .  often.  The 
Wheat-Rents  are  a  certain  Fand,  other  things  are  more 
Casual ;  and  the  whole  amonnt  of  those  Rents  for  both 
TViaorx,  throughout  the  Island,  is  469  Quarters  the  Parti- 
ouleiB  whereof  will  be  seen  in  the  j^ppendix  JVttmb.  XIV. 

None  of  our  Bishops  since  the  Reformation  have  visited 
OS  (238).  To  supply  therefore  in  some  manier  the  defect 
and  want  of  Con^rmatUm,  great  Care  is  had  of  the  Public 
Catechizing  of  Children.  Private  Instruction  goes  before, 
and  some  Gompeteney  of  Ageia  required;  and  then,  their 
mswering  to  the  Interrogations  put  to  them  st  Chutcb,  in  ■ 
the  presence  and  hearii^  of  the  whole  Assembly)  is  under- 
stood and  takeaibts  Ratification  of  their  Baptismal  Vow, 
sad  an  owning  of  the  Obl^^<ions  of  Christianity,  to  the  dia- 
obatge  of  their  9ponsera.  Nor  Can  any  more  be  done  hwe, 
as-we  are  eivcnmstsaoed,  to  qualify  Catechumens  for  the 
Holy  Communion,  tovhioh  they  are  after  this  admitted. 

To  cbneiade.  As  in  the  fanner  Part  of  this  Work  I  hdve 
scoMntedfortbe  sevcrtat  RerolntionsiBoorCivilStAte,  so 
ia-this  last  Chapter  i  have  tittoed  bom  the  beginoid^  the 
various  ToT&B  and'  Changes  which  we  have  undergone  in 
ReKgioa,  to  our  tmi.  settling  in  the  Church  of  England. 
I  wish  I  cotdd  braly  say,  that  oaz  Practice  was  in  all  Things 
mUFwerahle  to  our  I^ofessioB,  and  did  credit  and  honour  td 
the  exs^eot  Ch»ch  which  ha«  adopted  us.  But  We  are 
faflen  into  evil  llmee.  When  so'great  and  gmenU  s  Corrup- 
tion, both  inPrioei^es  and  Mannms,  has  spread  itself  evory 
whflte,  Ife  woold  be  next  to  a  Miraele-  if  wC  were  not  tainted 
with  it  in  some  Degne.  Too  sare  it  is,  that  we  are  mnch 
gone  off  from  itt*  good  Old  Way  of  oto  Fatten,  and  that  if 
we  have  enlarged  oitt  Aoquaiatance  sod  Commeroe  with  the 
World  beyond  them,  it  has  not  proved  to  the  bettering  of  our 
Morals.  Having  oonfessed  thm  much,  I  mast  do  mj  Conn- 
try  the  justice  to  say.  that  (blessed  be  God)  we  are  not  yet 
80  depraved  and  abandoned  as  to  throw  Contempt  on  Reli- 
gion, and  have  the  most  awM  and  venerable  lostitotions  of 
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it  in  derision.  To  forsake  ChriBtian  Aasemblies  and  Saers- 
ments,  and  tire  openly  as  an  Infidel  (all  which  it  seems  goes 
for  nothing  in  some  Places)  would  here  render  a  Man 
infamous,  and  even  debar  him  of  Public  Trtuta  and  Em{Joy- 
ments.  The  main  reproach  we  tie  under,  is  on  account  of 
our  DirisioDS  (229).  Now  supposing  tbem  as  great  as  they 
are  represented,  yet  they  who  upbraid  us  with  them,  do  it 
with  a  very  ill  grace,  being  themselves  far  more  obnoxiouS' 
and  divided.  There  are  two  Points  about  which  a  People 
are  most  apt  to  break  out  into  forties  and  Factions,  vtz. 
Religion  and  Civil  Government.  But  in  respect  of  these, 
we  are  all  of  one  Heart  and  Mind,  and  there  is  not  the  least 
variance  or  Disagreement  amongst  us.  Dusentert  we  have 
none  of  any  sort  (230),  as  has  been  observed  before  ;  Whig 
and  Tory  are  Names  here  without  Significancy,  and  applica- 
ble to  no  body.  In  short,  I  take  the  multiplicity  of  Sutea 
and  Chtcaneriet  of  Law,  to  be  the  unhappy  source  of  all  our 
Brawls  and  Squabbles  ;  and  Men's  Interests  in  this  Island 
are  so  involved  and  entangled  one  with  another  by  Ovaran- 
tiet,  and  other  Ways  peculiar  to  us,  that  some  Controversiea 
will  necessarily  arise.  Neither  are  Men  forbidden  to  seek 
relief  from  the  Law  in  defence  of  their  Properties,  always 
provided  that  they  have  a  guard  upon  themselves,  keep  their 
Temper,  oflbnd  not  against  Charity,  and  do  not  improve 
Questions  of  Right  into  Personal  Fends  and  Quarrels,  to  the 
extinguishing  of  Love  and  Amity  betwixt  the  nearest  Rela- 
tions and  Neighbours.  Therein  is  the  Fault,  and  we  are 
particularly  charged  with  it.  If  the  Charge  be  true,  we 
ought  to  take  shame  to  ourselves,  nothing  being  more  con- 
trary to  the  Spirit  of  Christianity  than  Disputes  and  Con- 
tentions carried  to  those  Heights.  As  for  the  late  tumult 
in  the  Island,  with  the  Occasion  and  Conseqnences  of  it,  'tis 
a  Matter  with  which  it  becomes  me  not  to  meddle.  It  lies 
before  His  Majesty  and  Council,  whose  great  Wisdom  will 
doubtless  find  means  to  allay  the  Heats  and  Passions  of 
angry  Men,  and  restore  Tranquillity  to  the  Country  (231).

dealings  and  imparliality.  It  alio  coataiu  the  beat  accoantextanl  ofthecon- 
(e»t,  whether  tbe  Refurmed  Church  of  Eaglnud  or  that  of  Geneva  ibanld  pre- 
vailln  theaelslandi,  and  hy  what  meiuia  tbe  forn  which  had  been  introdnced 
by  Edward  VI,  waieventually  eilabUib«d  under  Jame*  I.  Heylln  lalledfrom 
Eai^andHarch6,1838,  ornewaiyle,  1639,  landed  in  Jeneyun  the  61b,  and 
left  il  ou  the  Uth  of  the  aame  month,  makia^in  all  aitay  of  oulylOdayi. 
Hia  information  Ii  remarkably  accnrate,  and  Mr.  Fallemlg-ht  have  explained 
Ihereaaon  oflbalnDexpecledaccaracy.  Heylin,  •■  Chaplain  to  tbe  Earl  of 
Danhy  had  not  only  every  opporlnnity  of  obtaining  very  eiteniive  tofonna. 
tian,bnltohaveitflromthefiratSir  Phllipde  CBneret,of  SI.-Ouen,  whowai 
thenBailirortheldaDd.ThiaBtrPbilip  waaamanof  high  atiainmenU.and 
from  ISOft  till  hia  death  in  1S43,  hia  name  i*  cootlDvally  tniicd  wllb  all  the 
public  traniactiona  of  Jeraey,  either  aa  Jarat,  Bailiff,  or  Lieulonant  Gover- 
doT.  Dr.  Heylln  was  the  friend  and  btograpber  uf  Arcbblahop  Lsod,  who 
aTtef  repeated  appllcallona  to  the  Crown  from  the  hland,  was  chiefly  iiialrn- 
mentalln  prcKnrlog  the  endowment  of  the  Jeraey  Fellowahipi  in  1630.  I  am 
therefore  fucilned  to  beHeve  that  mort,  Ifnol  all  the  facli  in  Heylln's  work 
were  ani^ned  by  that  loyal  and  diatingnlabed  Gentlemaa.  II  ia  become  rery 
scarce,  and  it  were  much  to  be  wished,  that  it  ahould  be  republlaed  (•). 

We  raaDDt  doae  ihft  note,  wlthontofferhiK  some  ettracta  which  may  not 
be  unacceptable  to  our  readers,  an  eihlblting  the  then  state  fn  which  Jersey 
bad  probably  beeu  alstionary  fbr  aome  centitriea  beAire,  compared  with 
its  ftitgteM»\iM  hi  wealth  and  eoaaoqaeaee  to  what  it  was  a  Centnry  later  ia 
the  dayi  of  Mr.  Falle,  and  whh  lis  preaeni  commercial  and  agricnhnral 
prosperity  in  1B3S,  when  the  ObuHwl  latanda  import  to  the  aaonnt  of 
<»0,000  from  Great  Briton,  and  export  to  the  tunonnt  of  £110,000;  Ibaa 
•bowing  even  in  a  Commercial  pohit  of  view  the  ndae  of  thoae  lalaada  l» 
the  larger 'Comnry.

All  the  nodent  Charter*  and  official  Doeamenl*  are 
invariably  premiied  with  an  acknowledgement  of  the  loyalty  of  the  Inba- 
bttanti.

Tha 
lalaada  retain  their  language,  their  laws  and  coalonH,  which  are  totally 
diitlud  from  Ihoae  of  Eogtaud,  whuae  I^rllament  doea  not  poaitaa  tbe 
right  to  leg^late  for  them  wilbonl  Ihe  inlerveatloD  of  King  aod  0>nndl< 
When  act!  of  ParlUmant  are  to  extend  btther  they  are  Iranimitled  by  aa 
Order  of  Cooiidl,  and  even  then  they  cannot  be  carried  Into  eSircl,  till 
Ihey  hare  been  regtalered  tn  the  Royal  ConrI  of  the  lala&d.  May  then

iNtBODUCTlON. — J^OtB  9,  p.  XV, 
Mr.  Falle  for  many  years,  either  a«  Rvdor  of  Trloily  or  of  SI.  Saviour, 
waa  a  freqnenl  and  acllfe  member  of  the  Slates  of  Jeney,when  reiident  in 
tbelslaod.  His  uaine  appears  tn  a  Committee  as  early  ai  Ihe  19tb  March 
1680.  Thaactby  which  Mr.  Falle  was  deputed  to  England  by  tbe  Stales 
la  of  Ihe  30lh  of  September,  1692,  aid  two  years  after  that  Aaaembly  voted 
biro  and  bl>  Co1le«^e  John  Dared,  their  tbatiks,  (Dec.  30, 1694.)  It  waa 
probably  that  successful  Deputation,  and  the  patronag'e  of  Lord  Jermyn, 
the  then  GorernoT  of  Jersey,  which  opened  (he  way  to  Mr.  Rllle's  anb- 
aequent  prefermenl  In  Bi^Bnd,wheTehenltimately  fixed  hia  residence.

DDring  the  cItII  wars,  nnder  Charles  the  I,  a  larjfe  part  of  (ha  Island  of 
Guernsey  had  sided  with  the  Parliament.  This  probably  occaiioned  the 
mistake  of  Vaucour,  as  whatcTcr  differences  of  opinion  might  elisl  nbout 
internal  policy,  there  neTer  was  an  inatanoe  In  tbc  Channel  lalandi  of 
the  Inbabitants  being  desirous  of  passing  under  a  foreign  dominion.

After  the  Reatoration,  Dr.  Daniel  Brevlnt  was  preferred  to  the  Deanery 
of  tJDColn.  That  diatingfulshed  scholar  and  divine  wrote  several  theo- 
'o^cal  work*,  especially  one  entitled  The  CliTUlian  Sacrament  and  Sacrifice,  &c. 
($«  Falle't  Library,  A.  I.  3.)  composed  as  be  tells  oa  "  at  Paris,  althe 
■■  instance  of  those  two  incomparable  Princesses,  who  for  mauy  yean 
«  employed  me  inlhelr  serTice."  And  again  "And  realty  though  thejr 
"  did  understand  all  these  icbolaatick  points,  eapeciaiiy  the  Ptneeet  ^ 
"  Turtnt,  whose  clear  and  qaick  apprehenaion  ;  and  neat  and  nnartificial 
"  eloqaence  were  wonderful,  &c."  (See  Preface).  His  banishment  oc 
cnrred  from  1651  to  1660,  baviag  followed,  dnring  thai  period,  the  fortnnes 
of  his  So* ereign,  and  those  of  his  Patron  Sir  George  Carteret.  Dr.  BrcTlnt, 
though  a  uatiie  of  Jersey,  was  of  French  extraction,  one  of  whoae 
Biicaslors  Cosme  Brevint,  a  French  refugee  mluiater,  is  mentioned  in  Iha 
MS.  Chronicles  of  Jersey,  lately  published  in  Gnenuey.  (See  Chaptcra 
iikf  iii  and  Liii.)  His  father  Daniel  Brevint  waa  Rector  of  St.  John's, 
Jersej,  whose  nama  often  oconrs  in  tbe  prooeedings  of  the  States,  from 
1S»3  to  1615,  and  In  Heylia's  SoTTcy,  Book  VI.  Chap.  ii.  Daniel  Breiint 
was  bom  about  the  beginniiq;  of  the  Seveuteentk  century.  After  Charles  I 
bad  founded  fellowihips  «t  Oiford  for  ifae  Channel  Islands  in  1636,  he  waa 
.  elected  lo  that  in  Jesus  College,  from  which  he  wss  aflerwardi  elected 
for  hia  loyalty  dnring  the  ciTil  wars.  According  to  Ihe  Oilard  GradHle, 
'    be  took  hia  dagree  c^   Doctor  in  DiTiaity  la   Fehrtury  16<2.    Ha  died

We  bare  a  legeod  of  that  Saint,  publUhed  at  Ren ne*  in  16S0,batit  ia  ao 
mlied  Dp  irith  flclimi,  that  it  coald  scarcely  impoae  on  the  credulity  of  the 
moat  nnenligbtened age  of  ealholicsor  pagan*.  (•)  The  hermilagenupro- 
bablyjolned  to  the  mainland  at  the  lime  Ibal  Si.  Hcljer  inffered  marljTdam, 
vole**  we  are  to  (npposcthat  it  bad  already  been  ioialaled  by  that  great 
CQlaslropbe,  which  happened  ia  A.  D.  709,  in  the  Bay  of  SI.  Michael  and  oo 
Ibe  Deighbonring  cooat*,  a  ftct  which  teem*  to  be  eilablltbed  beyond  all 
doubtby  the  late  work  of  Ibe  iDgenioni  Abb6  Manet,  Inillled  :  ••DeVitatun- 
ci'n  It  de  ntat  aclatl  di  la  Baie  du  Mma  St.  MUM,  &c."— St  .-Halo,  1839. 

Hi*  eell  i*  built  about  half  way  np  Iba  Hermitage  rock  ;  a  raised 
recei*  on  the  left,  a*  yoago  In,  «aa  Bcooprd  ant,  for  the  hermit's  bed  of 
•tone-  Tie  maaonry  is  of  small  stone*,  aad  bespeaks  the  most  remote  antU 
quity.  Tbe  leading  factl  of  the  legend  may  be  true.  St.  Helier  was  sume 
goadBodholyman,who,inanBge  when  seclnsioo  frum  the  world  was  philan- 
thropy, and  aniteritie*  and  penance  usurped  tbe  place  of  trne  religion  and 
Tirtae,  aoagfat  this  road  to  eminence  and  nscfnlnei*. 

The  courage  and  rare  flrmness  of  pnrpose,  which  enable  nne  to  meet  a 
craeldaadi  in  dtfencaofhU  principles,  would  natorally  endear  bis  menarj 
(ahiscoantrymen,  and  the  tradilion*  of  sBcceeding  ages  would  add  tbe  mar- 
TelloD*  In  their  admiraiioaof  what  wa*  erIglBally  no  more  than  hnmaa, 
tfaoDgb  extraordinary  *irtne. 

The  Hermitage  rock  is  oa  the  wbol<,  oae  of  Ibe  moal  interesting  pieces  of 
■Dllqaily  in  Jersey.  Ataumo  former  p^iod  It  was  intended,  according  to  Mr. 
Somaresq's  Mann*cHpt,lo  remoTe  it  as  being  likely  toaffect  tbe  defence  of 
Eliiabeth  Caitle,  and  in  1890  a  plaa  w«s  ■nbmitted  to  (he  Stales  of  Jersey  to 
GOniect  it  with  that  fortress  by  means  of  a  break  water  ;  but  the  heaTy 
expesce  it  would  have  occaaiooad  prcrented  Its  beiug  carried  intoelKct.

The  Hohiequeot  obaerTatloas  of  our  Historian  on  the  Abbey  of  St,  Helier 
re4nire  some  explanation.  It  appears  from  a  Record  of  the  Fleas  held 
in  Jersey,  tbe  2d  of  Edward  11,(1308)  by  the  Justices  Iliaeralit,  de  Frcain^ 
field,  de  Barentia,  and  de  Dillon,  that  the  Abbot  of  Cherbourg  was  sum- 
moned lo  establish  his  title  to  bis  possessions  in  Jersey.  tVhcreupon  he 
exhibited  two  Grants  of  Henry  II,  by  the  former  of  which  that  Manarch 
had  endowed  the  Abbey  of  St.  Hetier  with  the  Milt  of  St  Helier,  with  its 
Hull  and  service  {retifanliK)  with  tbe  advowson  of  the  Church  of  Trinity 
and  with  (he  marsh  of  Si.  Helier.  the  Grant  is  dated  Chester,  but  without 
the  year  or  the  day  of  the  month.  It  would  bowerer  seem  that  this  Grant 
was  made  preiionsly  lo  Ibe  dellTerance  uf  the  Empress  Mand  from  the 
perils  of  shipwreck  and  the  fonndatioo  of  (he  Abbey  of  Cherbonrg.  The 
latter  Grant  ha*  nodatewbaicver,  but  slates  in  sobiiance  that  by  iheadrice 
of  Rotthredus,  Ihe  Iheu  late  Archbishop  of  Rouen,  that  the  Rerenuca  of  the 
Abbey  of  St.  Helier  and  of  St.  Mary  of  Cherbourg  were  insnfficienl  lo 
maintain  two  reg^nlar  fommnnities,  he  had  united  them  and  ordered  (hat 
Cherbourg  should  be  Ihe  principal  seal  of  the  Abbey.  The  Canooi  were  of 
the  order  of  St.  Justin,  accord  in;;  lo  the  statutes  of  Victor  of  Paria.  ItwM 
farther  ordered,  that  five  Canons,  at  least,  should  b«  maintained  in  the 
Priory  of  St.  Helier,  where  they  were  lo  live  re^larly  under  the  svper- 
intendance  of  the  Abbot  of  St.  Mary's  Cherbourg.  This  latter  deed  is 
attested  by  Will iam,  Archbishop  of  Rouen. 

The  Abbey  of  SI.  Helier  unless  it  bad  reTenues  out  of  tbe  Island  was 
bnt  slenderly  endowed,  nor  is  it  lAviuns  bow  il  could  be  three  times  rieher 
than  thai  of  CherbsDrg.  Tbe  property  which  Ibe  Abbot  «a«  summoned 
to  account  for  before  the  Jusiiccs  IliDeran(,wBs  a  Yearly  rinl  of  301  linres 
losrDois,  30  quarlers  of  wheat  reut,  twenty  he«s,  three  capons,  and  100 
eggs,  with  appDrtenances  in  the  Pariah  of  St.  Lawrence.  Add  to  this  a 
small  hearib  money  fVom  each  of  the  tenants  in  Ihe  Parish  uf  St.  Helier,  aa 
well  as  the  easualty  of  wrecill. 

It  is  not  trident  what  is  meantby  the  Harah  of  St.  BelitT,  but  sail  is 
mentioned  in  coanectioo  with  the  (own  mill,  I  shtmld  apprehend,  that  it 
must  hate  been  the  meadows  between  the  mill  and  the  sea  shore,  part  of 
which  meadows  form  the  site  of  Ihe  present  town  of  91.  Heller,  and  saeh 
parts  of  the  beach,  if  any,  as  might  bare  been  dry  land  under  Henr  j  It.

■p  in  Jeraey  nearl;  in  the  aame  manner  aa  Ibey  are  at  Ibii  da;.  It  la 
ramarkable  that  tbe  Aral  idea  of  a  pablic  Re0alw  of  all  title  deeda  for 
Ibe  aale  and  tranafer  of  properlj  Id  the  laland,  bnt  which  waa  aoi  carried 
lata  effect,  till  1601,  la  to  be  found  in  tbe  ISth  and  17lb  Articlea  of  that 
Charter.

Hewaa  a  brave  man,  and  bis  cnndnct  In  therecovery  of  IheCaalle  of 
Monnt-Orgueil,  as  narrated  b;  Mr.  Fslle  and  by  tbe  J  erse;  Chronicler,  waa 
bigfal;  meriloriona.  (Cbap.  V,  VI,  k  VII.)  The  Royal  Patent  which  appoin- 
ted HarliatoD  GoTernor,  Is  expreaied  in  the  moat  flattering  terms- — "  Sdatia

That  inatrument  laoflbeXIII  of  Edward  IV,  (1473),  or  not  long  afler  he 
had  obtained  the  qni«t  poaaeaaion  of  the  &own  bjthe  decti lie  battle  of 
Tewkeabnry,  Id  1471.  Four  yean  after  ward*,  1477,  (he  XVll  of  the  same 
reig-n,  Harllaion'i  brother,  William  Hareby,  tima  aaaociated  with  him  in  hla 
Office  of   Gorernor.

3b,  and  the  latter 
tolSgroati,  ISsoni,  6  dealers,  to  Perrotiue  Famg^el,  relict  of  FblMpJobap, 
of  Gaernsey,  for  the  seriicei  he  bad  rendered  daring  tbeale^  for  the  reeui 
very  of  Monat-Orguell  Casllci  flrom  the  Connt  de  MaaleTrier.  This  ftct, 
sohononrsblelolhe  Island  and  toHarliitODjisaot  BenlloDedby  any  ofour 
historians,  or  rather  Chroniclers- 

It  is  impossible  to  know  whether  Philip  de  Carterel  ever  oblaioed  any 
reward  t^om  the  Crown.  His  sun  married  tbe  unty  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Harliston,  the  same  Lady  who  was  afterwards  the  interesting  mother  of 
twenty  sooa,  tbe  heroine  of  the  Jersey  Chranider,  whose  history  though 
perhaps  a  little  embelliibed,  hu  every  appearance  uf  being  ■ahstantlally 
true.

Thia  allndes  to  a  stngnlar  lolerruptloii  caosed  by  Sir  Hugh  Tanghan 
in  the  regular  admhiistralioa  of  Justice,  by  threatening  the  Bail ly.  Heller 
de  Carteret,  that  he  wonid  mn  him  tfarongfa  with  hla  sword.  If  he  and 
the  Jnrats  did  not  decide  In  bl>  fhToor.  The  firmues*  of  the  Ballly 
preTailed,aad  the  GoTcmor  lost  his  caase.  The  whole  of  that  ourioa*  ' 
clrcamitance  Is  related  la  the  15th  Chapter  of  the  Jersey  Chronicles 
pp.  43 — 15. 

The  reader  may  not  be  sorry  to  know  that  the  Gorernor  and  tha  Ballly 
had  then  separate  and  oppoalte  personal  Interests  in  the  matter  before  the 
Court.

Carleret.la  1643)  theaecond  conlaioaa  Joarnil  of  Major  Lydeotl'a  goTcrn- 
Ment  and  of  Ihe  '\*tf  at  the  Caillef,  and  Enclndea  a  (pace  of  icarcely 
Three  moath*.  The  laat  ia  the  nosi  volaminoDi,  and  containi  ■  laintitn 
narratire  of  the  adminialratioa  of  Sir  George  De  Oirleret,  which  laited 
eight  yaara,  daring  which  he  governed  the  litand  with  DDlinited  power, 
Bad  almwl  independent  of  hli  RoTerpign,  whom  he  ■hrltered  twice  in  hla 
d[itreaa,aBd  rendered  thi*  place  an  aaylnm,  where  great  nnmberi  of 
Engliab  nilea  reaorled,  whom  Ihoae  calamitoui  time*  had  driven  tian 
their  hoBea,  while  hi*  privateer*  nade  hira  the  terror  of  the  neighboarlng 
aeafl.

It  were  to  be  witbed 
that  the  origfnnl  tsi  itbl  eiiaied,  a*  it  wanid  throw  a  great  deal  of  ligfat 
on  the  moat  tatrretllafr  year  of  that  critical  period. 

The  celebaled  Ailliam  Pryane  bad  been  confined,  for  1010*  year*,  aa  a 
(tale  priioner,  in  Moant-Orgaril  culle,  (ill  he  wa«  releaied  by  an  Order 
of  Ibe  Hone  of  Commona  In  1010.  During  that  seainn  of  calamity  he 
collracted  an  intimacy  with  Sir  'Philip  De  Carteret,  wbo  h  LienlCDanl 
Governor  renided  chiefiy  in  that  fortreii.  Some  yean  afterward*,  when

■nre  than  ■  fortDight  befbre  Captain  Carteret  occupied  the  laland,  Cbeia- 
lier,  an  lapartlal  obserrer  of  thoae  aceuea,  eipreaae*  himaelf  thoa  about 
Ihcpulitlcalfeellngof  IhefBhabltaDtt,  lohiaChruulcle,  11  Part, Sect.  4tt. 

**  Le  pnple  dt  Clttt  jnt  ileU  txtrtmement  /raid  n  cei  torlet  f^iffaini,  el  f  ai

The  qnolalion  la  as  ImporlBDl,  that  we  ofier  II  in  the  aulbor'*  own 
worda,  wiibont  oen  gitingii  a  Iraoalation.  Tbia  account*  for  the  faei lily 
with  which  Captain  Carteret  occupied  the  laland  with  an  iniignificaat  force. 

The  lilaad  had  been  much  diitracted  by  local  feuda  aud  panic*,  for 
•ome  year*  before  the  Cirll  wara.  Tbote  trei|Ufnl  jealouaie*  and  bicke- 
ring* bad  been  cicited  by  the  exleiiaiie  power,  and  (he  accumulalion  of 
offices  In  the  petsoo  of  (he  elder  Sir  Pbllip  De  Carteret  and  of  hi*  family. — 
fStt  PmAt  MatlitandChttatitt.J 

That  gentleman  waa  Seigneur  of  SL.Ouen  aad  bad  been  educated  at 
Otford.  He  was  a  maa  of  conaiderable  abilitie*,  and  in  point  of  family 
and  fortnne  the  flrat  peraouage  in  Jeriey.  Hi*  father  died  early,  but  hia 
iiiolher  Rachel,  a  daughter  of  the  well  known  Baillj, George  Faulel,  lived 
lo  a  very  advanced  age,  and  survived  him.  As  soon  as  he  had  attained 
hi*  majority  In  1605,  he  waa  elected  a  Jural  of  tbe  Royal  Court)  aad  fro* 
that  time  till  hit  death  in  1M3,  he  ancces^fnlly  held  the  chief  and  tbe  moal 
honoorable  officea  in  hit  country.  On  the  death  of  hia  friend  Johit 
Heraalt,  in  IBM,  he  waa  appointed  Bailly  vf  the  hlud,  to  wfaleb  be  wMed 
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•oM)  iflrr  Ihe  offc»  of  Lieuteaaat-Co'eraDr  lo  Str  Thomu  Jcrnjn,  oliicfi 
he  held  ta  (hr  end  of  hii  life,  la  Ibe  Report  of  (he  RojbI  ConiniUiiMier* 
Conway  and  Bird  in  1617,  he  i>  neMioDSd  with  cumnendilioo,  Kod  looa 
■nsr  he  wu  deputed  by  tli^  Stale*  (u  nefMial.e  wilh  lh«  Privy  Coopcil  fur 
Ihe  C(labli''hnienl  of  a  eel  uf  ClDona  InbrigghHck  Ihii  Utpad'to  Bonrorniitir 
Tiilh  the  Church  of  England.  As  it  will  appear  in  anolherpart  of  ■thoMi 
Note*,  it  wai  in  a  f^rpat  meaiure  oninj;  to  hiai,  that  that  DegudailoU'waa 
broufcbl  to  a  laliifaclory  iaiue.  It  ii  Eommunly  (uppeied  1b*(  he  lupfiHed' 
Heylin  nllh  neiirly  (he  whole  nf  the  informalion,  which  he  acquired  aborit 
Jmey  duriBg  hii  ibnrt  reaidenee  ibere  in  itIB,  and  which  he  afterward* 
publiihed  in  hia  Tour. 

The  ft-iendahip  of  luch  a  man  ai  Prynae  apeaki  highly  la  favour  of  Ibc 
inle([rily  and  hdievolence'Df  Sir  Philip,  who  had  been  able  to  conciliate 
a  priiooer,  wDa  wai  aa  differeut  from  him  id  hii  political  prindplea,  sai 
the  natural  auitcrily  of  whoae  diapc*i(iuo  bad  been  emperalcd  by  d*II 
and  rfligions  ptrieculicia. 

Prynne  Justiflea  the  conduct  of  Sir  Philip  In  hit  owa  WaTt  by  instnn- 
Btin^  that  if  left  lo  act  after  hit  own  Jad|^nieB(,  be  would  have  aided  wUh 
the  PartiaoieDl.  I(  waiTery  natural  fbr  him  lo  Imagiue,  or  rather  (o  wiab, 
that  he  had  bronghi  over  hit  friend  to  hie  own  pulilical  opinlona.  Il 
it  however  reatonable  lo  luppoie  that  the  noble  uatnre  of  Sr  Fbilip 
eiecrated  the  tyraony  which  dltgraced  (be  forner  pBr(  of  the 
rei^  of  Chorlet  I,  and  tincercly  •ynpalhlted  over  thote  aufferlnga  of  Ilia 
pritooer,  which  were  au  diiproporlioned  to  the  nature  of  hia  uffence.  But 
il  it  equally  improbable,  that  after  aSairt  had  aaaunied  a  more  aombre 
Bapect,  and  that  be  had  to  make  hit  option  between  loyally,  or  a  dereliclioa 
uf  duty  lo  bit  -SoTereig-o,  he  would  have  fell  a  moiuenl'i  hetilallon  at  to 
what  line  of  condocl  be  ought  lopunue.  Be  it  em  il  may  In  anialler, 
which  could  ooiy  lia*e  been  known  to  Him  who  it  the  Searcher  of  the 
inmost  reccHea  of  the  humitn  hcar(,Sir  Philip  followed  (he  notl  honourable 
and  conaiiiudooBl  courae,  and  clvsed  a  long  publle  career  of  forty  years, 
a*  a  victim  in  the  royal  caaae. 

After  the  Realoration  hit  ^mity  and  friendt  canted  a  long  and  laboured 
euiogium  of  hit  conduct  to  be  iDaeTlcd  in  Ihe  Record*  of  the  Rojal  Court. 
{Licrt  da  SomtrH,  Ko.  65,  Nic.  94,  IMS.)  We  have  given  that  Documest  M 
the  vnd  of  Ifaia  Sketch. 

Sir  Philip,  however,  waa  not  •  faulttett  character,  and  tbrouKhont  Iha 
whole  of  hit  loug  public  life,  there  aeemi  lobave  been  an  inordinaledfaire  la 
enrich  himtelf,  and  (o  aggrandite  hitlhmily,  by  obtaining  for  Ibem  every 
office  nf  irott  or  emotnraent  In  the  country.  In  a  limited  Society  like  that 
of  Jeraey,  )l  conld  not  Ihil  to  excite  a  great  deal  of  dltconleoi,  nnd  the 
breHking  out  of  Ihe  civlT'wBT  In  England  nffbrded  hit  adtervariea  an 
opportunity  lo  endeavonr  to  procure  hia  ruin.  Unhappily  for  him  they 
■uccecded  at  far  at  he  wai  peraonaliy  concerned.  Twenty-two  Artlclea 
were  ethlbited  agaiutt  him  to  the  Parliament  in  1649,  and  though  aome 
•r  Ibaae  Articlet  may  have  been  either  eiaggerated  or  falte,  nnd  (ha(  a 
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llili  diiiKuca  uf  line,  it  Hay  be  Inpoaiibk  lo  prove  otheri,  jet  enauith 
remiin  ibsi  can  be  aubatanliatcd  from  utber  autborUies  Ibao  that  of  ibe 
Pmdo  Malta,  which  contsini  a  capj'  at  Ihote  Aiiicie*.  It  appearafrom 
the  Recorda  that  G<r  Philip  conplaiDcd  Ihe  aane  year  of  oerlaiD  libellom 
pilutcd  Articlea  agtlinat  him,  *blch  bad  been  circalalid  in  ittmtj,  hj 
Henry  Dnaiarciq,  Seigoenr  of  Sauniarf*,  and  by  the  two  Bandinela. 
They  pleaded  not  jtniliy,  and  offered  to  refer  themalterio  Ibe  King  and 
ta^n  Parliamnt.'-Licrt  ivSamtii,Ko.»,  94t.  Stfttmbrt,  lOAi. 

The  two  Act!  of  Ibe  Court  du  not  recite  the  Aniclri,  bal  merely 
char^  Ihe  derendanl*  irilh  haiing  pobiitbrd  ■  cerlain  libel  containioK 
TBrlau*  aniciei  frndio^  to  hb  dlihonoor.  Certainly  the  ispBtaliuo*  ibcy 
contained  were  not  only  rtiicotaled  tu  ^te  oCteee,  but  tu  dedroy  tlie 
LieDleDanl.Gotcrnor'i  public  character. 

The  5lb  Anicle  charfcea  him  with  IntrBBtio^  "  with  all  the  cbiefcal 
place*  and  offlcea  ihoae  of  hi*  own  name  and  family,"  &c. 

A  (light  impeelion  of  ihe  Recorda  will  »bow  that  a  larg«  proponion  of 
the  membera  of  the  bench  were  pemoni  uf  hi>  aame.  In  1614  he  took 
adianlage  of  t-n  Ininii,  which  he  rrceited  when  on  the  bench  from 
Philip  Marel,  then  Kin^  Atloroey-Geueral,  locanae  hi*  dlanhaBl  from 
office,  ui  that  be  might  ■eeure  that  liiaatioii  for  hi*  own  brolher  £lia«  Do 
Carteret.  In  1638  he  ublained  the  reTeraion  of  Ihe  olfice  uf  Bailly,  for  Ihe 
iameEtia*  DeCarlerel.and  bia  ton,  afterward*  tbe  celebrated  Sir  George 
De  Caiierel,  at  the  lame  line  thai  Helier  De  earleret  ancceeded  the 
former  ai  Allw^ey-General. 

The  6lh  Article  charge*  bim  farther  wilh  oeeupytag  TaribBi  office! 
"  iDcomputible  lo  one  peraon,  for  Ibe  iudlffereol  admiDialratlou  of  Jnilice-" 

He  waa  Lieuienant-Goternor,  Chief  H*gi«trale,  and  Farmer  of  the  Boyal 
AevcDue*,  which  ailaatluia  are  now  very  properly  deemed  lo  be  tneom- 
paiible  with  each  other,  and  the  partial  tmioD  of  which,  ai  a  aubteqaeut 
period,  aa  deacribed  in  Ihe  Second  Volnme  of  Sbcbbeare'a  Hillary  of 
Jeraey,  waa  prodacllTe  of  Ihe  mnat  aerloaa  incooirnlcncea. 

The  laat  AHlele  ii  remailiable,  and  abows  tbal  ibe  ([mingga/D^ceiia 
a*(  fumUs  «a*  *  tery  old  gricTance,  and  ■'  thai  (*eie  4«  ao  rttitfio— 
gtanttd  Bf  <tfficn,  ipeciallg  iko—  qf  Judicature"  bad  eTidenliy  a  reference  to 
Ihoae  Palenu  for  Sir  Fbilip'a  relaliooa. 

Tbete  reteraion*  were  already  odioua  la  tbia  «na1l, and  then  aeduded 
U  land,  aim  oat  two  bondred  year*  before:  Ibey  were  after  a  pertioaciuua 
oppoaltion  finally  aboiiihed  by  the  Briliah  LegiaJature. 

Thi*  injndiciooa  didrlbation  of  Ibe  royal  patronage  had  a  fotal  effect.  It 
Giciied  JraloDBiea  and  animoaiiie*  againai  Ibe  De  Carlereia,  which  a*  aooa 
aa  an  nppotlQDJty  offered.  Induced  Iheir  opponenta  to  Inlrigac  with  the 
Parliament,  which  at  onetime  nearly  alienated  the  laland  from  Ihe  Royal 
caiue,  and  al  anoiber  ex^oaed  it  to  Ibe  imniDeal  danger  uf  being  diamem- 
bered  from  the  Brilith  dominion*. 

The  name*  uf  Darid  Bandine),  Dean  of  Jeraey,  and  of  hia  aon  Jamea 
Bandioei,  are  iniimalely  cunoeeled  with  Ibi*  Inlealiae  alrnggle,  aud  ibeir 
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Tale  wu  not  rerjr  disiimiliir  i«  ihai  uf  Sir  Philip  De  C>rirr«l-  Our  MUio< 
rlxi,  who  llTed  (O  near  Ibore  lime*,  aud  «ho  conlil  nol  haie  bpcD  igooriDl 
of  ibe  cuudDet  acd  the  mliforlnuei  of  iboae  pr rxns,  Fcem*  tu  bate  iiileii- 
lioiially  coDiipieri  (hein  tcobllTlon.  Ii  ii  inipiiuiblr,  bI  ibiii  diflance,  lo 
eollpct  mtwe  thAn  ■  few  mlterrd  not  Ices  about  IndiTtduali,  «ba  lhD'i)|;h 
p(i*ie>Bed  of  rome  local  connaquence,  were  uut  tnfficlemljr  influenlial  la  be 
diailn^ltbvd  in  Ibe  general  history  of  the  empire.  It  would  baie  been 
mnre  cominendBbte  hid  Mr.  Fade  examined  the  Dalnre  rf  the  animotUj 
the;  bore  lo  ihe  De  Carterrlii,  and  left  bis  readen  lo  form  an  imparlial 
upluion  of  Iheir  ntrn.  David  BaDdlnet  Is  (aid  to  bate  been  ap  Italian, of 
noble  el  I  radian,  and  perhapi  he  might  hare  been  a  ProteBtnnt  refugee,  who 
had  Bed  ft'om  the  inlulerance  and  perieculion  of  hii  native  land.  At  Ibe 
lime  of  the  civil  war,  he  mnat  bare  been  a  Terj  old  man,  a*  hia  name 
oecura  «■  Rector  of  St.  Brelade  In  a  alllinf  of  the  Slate*  of  ihc  6lh  Oclober, 
1607.  He  became  Dean  of  Jemey,  by  a  Rojat  Patent  of  Jame*  I  Id  16S0. 
Heylln  enter*  (ally  into  the  ■I'bjeelof  bis  appoinlmei>l,andilma*l  beowned 
that  be  elTe*  an  ample  apecimrD  of  Ihr  lalent  of  thai  diiiue  for  inlrigae, 
which  enabled  him  to  triumph  oier  hit  compelltor*.  In  every  prufmiaa 
nen  will  natnrall;  leek  their  own  adTBDcemeni,  aiid  Baodinel  did  no  more 
than  wbat  many  othen  of  mure  apparent  ■auelhj  and  amoDg  all  other 
■ecla  of  CbriallaiiBi  would  not  acruple  lo  do  at  the  present  day.  But  it 
DDght  not  to  be  forgoltcn  that  the  circa tiistBac««  are  probably  eiaggerated, 
Bnd  that  Sir  Pbitip  De  Carteret,  from  wbom  Heylln  had  received  bia 
informBtioo,  gave  all  tba  deepened  colonrtng  of  an  adTcraary  tu  that 
Iranaaclion .  Aa  Sir  Philip  had  oone  i>f  bU  conncctioui  in  Ibe  Church, 
bis  ainbitionWBsnol  directed  into  Ibat  Chnanel,  audbeace  the  two  BandiDcIa 
had  obtained  the  Rectoriea  of  St.  lUarlln  and  St.  Mary,  which  were  then  sup- 
poaed  to  be  the  two  best  beneflce*  in  Jersey.  The  rider  B|ndlael  bad 
Ion;*  enlerlatned  a  deadly  aoimotll;  agaln«l  Sir  Pbitip  De  Carteret,  lo 
gratify  which  he  eipouned  the  pHrManieulariaii  parly, and  penecnted  bia 
viclim  with  onchrialiaa  and  unabated  raucour  lo  the  briok  of  the  grare. 
It  ia  howGTer  lo  be  feared  that  Sir  Philip  bad  been  the  aggroaor  in  endea- 
vouring to  deprive  blm  of  the  Iqial  endowmenta  of  bia  deatiery.  We  shall 
ha«e  occasion  lo  apeak  again  of  Ihoto  individual!,  aud  we  may  Jnit 
observe  In  this  place,  that  the  descendants  of  David  Bandinel  recoTered 
n-om  the  effeclB  of  his  oveTwhelmlnf  mMbrtnties  :  that  several  of  Ibem 
have  been  dialingnisbed  for  their  Icarniof  and  piety,  and  that  (he  Ban- 
dineta  have  ever  alnce  been  numbered  among  tbe  firti  familie*  of  the 
Island. 

CalamitoQ*  timet  are  generally  productive  of  onDsoal  eiertlnna 
and  of  daring  ezplolls.  Tti€  troablea  of  tbe  reign  uf  Charles  I  had  Ibe 
aame  effect  even  in  •  sphere  ao  limited  as  thai  of  Ihe  Isle  of  Jersey. 
Amoog  Ibe  men  who  seemed  Id  have  been  born  lo  steer  tbe  (empcsluoua 
oceau  of  civil  discord  aad  political  inlrigne,  Ihece  arose  In  Jersey  Michael 
Lempritre,  at  one  line  Ibe  sncMMfnl  rival  of  the  De  Carlerel*,  and  Ml 
uiolber  a  protcrtbed  wanderer  (iroM  his  boiBe. 
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While  He  ijoipalhUe  over  hU  ■nffering*  dariDg  an  exile  of  eight  jrira 
from  IA43  to  ieal,a>dpl*iledb;  himself  ioibe  Paeudo  HMlix  and  by  Che- 
TBlier,  (Sm  f.  6  of  Ht  foraur,  sad  I  Part  S.  3  of  the  latltr),  aod  curruboralcd 
by  the  Records  ufJeney,  it  caaaol  be  denied  that  (hey  bad  been  id  a  grral 
meuura  roeriled,  aod  tbal  hii  ambiliuD  aiid  d»1oy>lly,  iu  acceptlag  ihe 
offlce  of  Bailly  from  a  Parliaaienl  id  rebellioD  againil  hit  SoTereifp,  and 
who  bftd  no  cooalilDliooal  right  Iu  di>|ioae  uf  that  appoinlment,  were  highly 
reprebeiulblr.  Hi*  cruel  Ireatneat  of  the  elder  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret,  as 
will  appear  Id  Ihe  following  pagei,  will  form  a  ■trikicgcuntraat  with  il,e 
nild  beiieioleoce  and  ihe  uammprniDUing  loyalty  of  ibat  accomplitbrd 
GeDUeman.  Such  are  Ihe  fatal  effeela  of  penunal  haired,  inflamed  by 
polilicat  diMeDiinni  and  unprincipled  BDibitioD  !  He  was  descended  fr<HO 
aa  aodeDt  and  aflacDt  faraily,  ard  had  been  a  Jural  for  aome  yt'ara,  nbeu 
by  Tirtne  of  hia  pari  i  amen  I  a  ry  Graot  he  became  Chief  Magialrale  of  Jersey 
OD  Ihe  dealb  of  Sir  Plillip  De  Tarieret.  He  w»»  iood  after  expelled  from 
hia  .office  by  Sir  George  De  CarlcTel,  iDd  fled  to  England  with  isTeral 
olhera  implicated  io  tlioae  Iroableo.  It  was  duriDg  that  period  ofadieraily, 
that  be  aad  bU  friends  Dumareaq  aad  Heraalt,  compoaed  tfae  Pseudo 
Bfaalix  in  answer  to  ione  of  PryoDe's  caloDiDioui  alleHalioni,  On  hia 
retDM  to  Jeney,  after  lie  aabjugalina  io  16&t,  he  reaumed  Ibe  office  nf 
Bailljillll  the  RealoTatlon,«faeii  he  lost  It  aaecoDdliDie.  He  sDriited  that 
disgrace  for  aome  years  ;  bat  Ham  Ibat  time,  nciiber  his  name  dot  that 
of  hia  frlcada  DDmareaq  and  Heranlt  ever  occorred  agaio  id  the  Reoorda 
•a  beiag  laTeitcd  with  any  aSces  of  iropt.  Wbea  be  returned  tu  Jersey 
is  IBM,  »i\  the  proceeding*  whid  had  taken  place  against  him  aad  bla 
ftdbcrcDi*  daring  the  adtaiDidratioa  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret,  were 
anDnlled  by  bd  Order  of  Parliament  of  tke  lOlb  of  Sepiember  1615,  hut 
wbicb  had  nM  been  regklcred  before.— C«r(  qf  Cdlii  4tk  Dtctmlur  1«M. 
Httherto  we  bate  coDsldcred  bin  as  a  bad  and  ambiiions  maa,  inSa' 
eneed  by  ctU  pastiona,  and  rechleta  of  the  meana  he  employed  for  their 
gratificatian.  He  waa  luw  become  a  Haglilrate,  and  It  does  nottppear 
that  be  made  an  Improper  or  a  vipdiclWe  ase  of  bis  power,  as  had  beendoDe 
by  Hr  Genrge  De  Carteret.  Hr.  Le  Geyt,  wboie  father  had  bean  a  Jorat 
and  a  aealo«a  Royalisl,  aayi  bat  little  Id  hia  MaDOicripta  abont  hia  Judicial 
admlniatratioo,  tboogh  Ibe  lafereacea  Ihatniglitbe  drawafrem  tbatliltle, 
•re  CTidently  in  hi*  faioor.  Od  laipeclion  boweier,  Ihe  Reeordt  were 
beller  kept  lu  hia  lime,  thaa  Ihey  had  erer  been  before,  aod  ll  ia  from  that 
date  that  tbej  bcgla  to  be  in  aay  toierable  order,  or  Io  be  legible  wlthovt 
dlUculty.  The  Jadgmenta  nf  hb  Court  were  in  general  mcsceptlanable. 
The  Prliilegel  aad  Charters  of  Ibe  lalaad  reDiained  BBtonched  dvring 
tbe  CommoDweahb,  and  generally  tpeakiog,  the  furm  aad  manner  of 
adminiatering  Jintice  and  of  other  official  bDsinesa  coDlineed  to  b«  lb* 
same  aa  they  hod  been  nnder  the  late  King.  It  was  then  that  the  Bailly, 
who  was  a  man  of  ability  sad  a  natlTe,  laterpuacd  bia  creAtto  preaerie 
the  coaslitDiiqa  uf  bit  cooAtry,  aad  to  mlligata  tbe  military  deepottatn 
wUcb  CroHwell^  GoTeman    were  eitrdslng  over  hia  fcltew   cilliena. 
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Surely  thai  m*u  cuiild  no)  bivr  bpcn  dettitule  or  lulcgrilj  or  palriuliini, 
who  could  iffeelionmch  la  favour  afe  wnbjugalvd  people,  «ha«c  pralracletl 
rnliiatiee,  and  ilill  eoncMled  bwtililj  offered  >o  line  loabato  ihe  eias- 
peralioD  of  their  conqacror*.  The' freqneDl  and  aerlmoatuD*  ineBtion 
which  Dr.  Shebbeare  makei  nf  bin  lo  bin  Hiilorj  of  Itnej,  appearm  to 
have  uri|[ioaled  Id  Ihe  uDworlhy  moltTe  of  iuaullliij;  hit  docendanli  at 
the  elpeoce  uf  hlMorlcal  truth.  Tbvre  i*  very  Utile  knowD  abuDt  Iho 
(wo  other  anthot*  of  ihe  Fumda  lUaHix,  Henr;  Dumareaq  aud  Abrabam 
Herault,  except  that  they  «ere  both  Jurata,add  had  been  lavulved  iu  t  he«aB« 
praacriplioD  as  Michael  Lempri^re.  The  foriDcr  wa*  ScigDmrof  Saumarfa, 
and  Ihe  tailor  wan  an  iobabilaDl  of  St.  Heller,  and  reaumed  hU  ■  eat  on 
the  beuch  on  his  relarn  la  Jeivey.  in  1661. 

Sir  Geor^  De  Carlerel  It  tlielaal  whom  ne  ifaall  haTe  lo  menlioD,  iboBBh 
he  wH  uudoubledly  ibe  moil  incceitful,  and  the  moit  Inporlaal  charaoter 
io  uBr  inaolar  hitlory  of  tfaoae  nobappy  limci.  It  ha>  becD  aaual  lu  apeak 
with  anqaalined  approbation  uf  bi«  condncl ;  bat  Iba  fact  !■  that  bla  loyalty, 
hia  courage  and  hi*  tucceia  ,  bare  bad  Ibe  effecl  uf  eailla;  a  veil  oitr  bla 
darker  (loaliliei,  while  Ihe  aludied  lileDce  of  Ibe  Hlalorlan,  and  thereat 
Dumber  of  jeara  which  have  ■!  nee  elapaed.bave  effaced  from  Diem  or  y  maoy 
reprebrnaiblc  traoaaollon),  which  wi>rc  well  known  while  tbcj  were  recent. 

Little  I*  known  for  certain  of  the  early  life  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret. 
He  waa  Ibe  Dephcw  and  aon-in-law  of  the  elder  Sir  Philip  Da  Carteret, 
aod  on*  of  lh«  aoaa  of  Ellaa  De  Carteret,  <it  SI.  Peter'*,  who  wai  Allomey- 
GencTBl  of  the  laland  from  ISU  to  1038,  atid  wboae  monumeDt  with  a  Latin 
inacriplion,  t*  11111  lu  boeen  In  the  Church  of  that  Pariah.  Tbedrcua. 
alanoea  connected  with  bia  entranoe  into  Ihc  navy,  and  bla  aDbaeqaeal  pro- 
ICreaa  in  thai  profeaaion  arennknowu.  Family  Benealogiet,  except  when 
they  can  be  cvDfirmed  by  anihentic  docninealt,  areof  little  value.  It  bai 
not  been  pmaible  lo  aicerlain  Ihe  eiact  dale  of  bia  birib,  though  it  la  eeriaia 
that  he  moat  have  beeu  but  a  ynan^;  man  al  Ihe  breaking  out  of  Ibe  tron- 
blea,  a*  he  waa  a  aon  of  a  younger  brother,  apruug  frvfn  Ibe  marriage  of 
Philip  De  Carteret  in  1581.  (St  Ciraiigut,,  Chap.  XLV .)  Hi*  name  BrtI 
appear*  io  a  Latin  PalenI  regialered  at  lUrilagt,  iu  the  Royal  Court,  (Fal- 
918,  \(Uk,Jane,  1638,}  when  hli  father  and  bimaelf  ubtalned  the  reTenlon 
of  the  office  ofBailly,  on  theresignalioo  of  Ibatuf  AttorDcj-General  bythe 
former.  Captaio  De  Carteret  (for  so  be  woa  thcu  called,)  waa  created  a 
Baronet  aceording  10  Heylln'a  Peerage,  tbe  8tb  May,  1645,  and  tt  aaid  lo 
have  ditlinguiahcd  himaelfagalntt  tbe  Turk*.  Thia  maal  huwever  mdoabl- 
edty  mean  againat  tbe  Barbiry  piraiea,  at  Charlea  I  never  had  any  war 
ngainti  Ihe  Oltoman  Empire,  and  becaoae  IbeRecordt  of  Jeraey,  during  (he 
grealcat  part  of  Ihe  Seventeenth  Cenlury,  arc  full  of  doaamenta  relating'  to 
the  redeMption  of  nalivetfron  oapltvily  amoog  Ihoto  barbarian*.  Sec  alio. 
Chevalier,  111  Part, Sect.  144, alwutaomcJerteyMca  whom  Sir  George  had 
redeemed  f^om  alavery  among  Ihe  Tarlu  at  Algien. 

If  w«  tuppotu  that  Sir  George  obtained  Ibia  reveraioD  when  he  became 
of  Bg«  la  163S,  it  will  agree  wiib  tbe  lecoed  Article  of  (he  Chtuge*  eibi- 
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biled  bj  Sir  PhlKp  Dc  Cnrtcrel'*  CDemie*  ^.Ihc  Hauie  or  Common*  in 
IBia,  and  which  have  been  preserved  ia  Die  PieudB  Mailix,  \a  which  beU 
represPDled  a*  having  aubadlated  hU  oepheir,  o(  about  23  utariaf  agt  tu 
garero  the  Utaud  in  his  absence.  The  Authors  uf  tho^s  Arlielei  could  hsvu 
had  no  reason  to  diagulac  his  ag;e,  iMfnhich  Ihe;  mtghl  have  been  su  easily 
detected.  These  particolaTs  would  appear  unimportant,  were  ii  not  fur 
Mr.  Fallc'a  obnervalioDS,  which  he  supports  by  a  t|uolatloa  from  Lord 
Clarendon,  It  cannol  be  denied  that  Da  Carteret  had  great  merit,  but  it 
would  appear  iucredible  in  the  present  age,  that  so  younya  mao,  couTd 
have  already  acquired  that  dlslingnished  repMaliuD,  In  his  profession, 
which  would  have  induced  a  British  House  of  Commons  la  offer  him  the 
second  eummatid  with  the  rank  of  Vice-Admiral.  Doubts  may  therefore 
be  entertained  about  lb<i  aecuracy  o(  the  two  Historians,  and  it  may  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  high  character  here  giveu  (a  Sir  George,  was  rather  what 
he  Justly  deserved  at  a  subsequent  period  uf  his  life,  than  tha  cunse- 
quence  of  any  (hiug  he  had  yet  done  when  hs  became  Lieutenani-GavcrnDr 
at  Jersey  In  1(H3. 

Sir  George  De  Carteret  was  an  extrBordinary  mau,  who  rose  Id  trouble, 
some  times  to  the  highest  emineuce.  Sprang  ft-om  au  aucieni  mii)  hunour- 
able  family  in  a  remote  part  of  the  Empire,  he  had  to  bigin  the  world 
withont  fortune  or  conneetions.  He  must  however  have  already  recom- 
mended himself  by  some  superior  merit,  to  have  beeti  placed  by  his 
Sovereign  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  civil  wars,  in  snme  highly  respoasiblp 
silualiooB,  as  we  shalt  have  occasion  to  obferve  ia  the  ceorse  of  this 
narrative.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  great  deal  of  ancr^  lu  hia 
character  ;  and  (o  a  mind  capable  of  forming  great  designs,  he  naitsd  the 
courage  to  execute  them,  and  the  perseverance  necessary  to  their  success. 
There  is  somelbing  cbivalroos,  one  might  almost  say  romantic,  to  behold  ■ 
loyal  and  gailani  soldier  posted  in  this  small  insulated  spot,  boldly  asserting 
the  cause  of  his  persecuted  Sovereigns  ;  still  faithful  to  them  under  every 
reverse  of  fortune  and  Infltcling  lucalcnlable  mischief  on  their  eneaiea. 
The  astonishment  will  slill  further  increase,  thai  he  should  have  been 
able,  with  his  own  slender  resonrces,  and  without  any  asslstaove  fron 
the  English  Royalists,  to  maintain  himself  there  during  eight  years,  and 
that  U  should  have  oltimalely  required  lbs  aiertisus  of  Blake,  the  6rst 
naval  commander  uf  that  age,  with  a  large  land  army,  tu  compel  him  te 
•urreader.  Aud  when  obliged  at  last  to  capitalale,  ha  managed  matlcra 
with  BO  much  address,  and  obtained  such  favourable  terms,  that  one  might 
nlmosl  suppose,  he  had  himself  dictated  the  terms  of  capiLntaiiou  to 
the  coaqnerors. 

'■•rhe  emissaries  of  the, Parliament  had  prevailed  in  Gucraaey, l.ui  had 
been  unable  to  gel  possession  of  Castle  Comet,  so  Ihsl  this  fortress  and 
the  Wand  kept  up  akiud  of  petty  warfare,  and  occasionally  Bred  at  each 
other.  The  garriton  was  supplied  from  Jersey  during  the  whole  of  Sir 
George's  administration,  and  bad  it  not  been  for  his  leaauuable  usisianiv 
ibc  Castle  wonld  have  easily  tbiten  into  the  power  of  its  asBaillauts 
T  2 
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Ai  if  (0  add  a  furlher  lustre  to  faU  «pl<-jidid  career,  )>e  had  Inicc  ibe 
^urj  to  enlerUin  hU  exiled  SoTerelgn  wilb  a  uuin«roai  anile,  when  eier; 
Mber  part  of  bi*  doiDinioai  had  either  railed  Ihe  (landard  of  reiro1t,ur  had 
beea  awed  iDtoiubmiiiioa  amidst  the  neutral  defection. 

II  «aa  not  only  the  guod  fnrluoe  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret  that  he  waa 
•Dcceaiful  aa  a  miltlary  commander,  but  that  hia  cunacieDce  iDi|[ht  hare 
applauded  bim,  that  the  canae  which  be  had  embraced  vaa  to  defend  the 
Jnat  right*  of  his  Sovereign,  and  the  coiiiiUution  of  bla  coaDtry.  "Hie 
poiirer  of  Parltaioent  can  be  recogniaed  in  the  Channel  Iilanda,  bat  through 
the  interiaediam  of  the  King,  and  therefore  he  and  hii  uncle  Sir  Philip 
acting  iadependcBtly  of  ail  other  motive*,  irere  perfect);  right  Id  repelliB^ 
the  interfereoce  uf  the  Tebelliuua  parliament.  Had  it  not  been  fur  the 
timel]'  interference  of  Sir  George,  the  pari  lam  en  tar  Ian  party  would  have 
prevailed,  and  puaterity  woald  have  had  to  lametit  that  ao  many  ccntnriea 
of  loyalty  had  been  marked  by  a  mumenlary  stain  of  dlaaffccliuD. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  hia  pmdeuna  and  deeiaion  prevented  the 
llland,  a1  one  part  of  tbiit  lameolable  struggle,  from  fklling  into  the  hand* 
of  France,  and  that  It  waa  the  dread  of  hii  honeat;  and  pnlriotiim  vrhlch 
prevented  (he  Governor,  Lord  Jermya,  afterwarda  Earl  of  SI.  Atban>,  fram 
aelllng  it  to  that  Power,  There  ii  atill  a  fltmily  Iradilion,  that  aubaeqaently 
to  the  year  1B&1,  when  he  vibilcd  Pari*,  Cardinal  Maiarlne  bad  him  con- 
flaed  for  ■  iburi  time  in  the  Baaiille.  Almoat  Iwo  renturlea  before,  the 
deaperale  forlnnea  of  .Margaret  of  Anjou,  Ihe  Queen  of  Heury  VI,  bad 
IndDced  her  to  sell  the  l*land  lo  the  Count  de  Haulevrier,  fro«  whom  It 
wna  retcaed,  aa  we  have  already  aeen,  by  one  of  lb;  De  Carlerela ;  ao 
that  It  waa  alto  Ibe  glory  of  .Sir  George  lo  have  rivalled  hla  ancestor,  and 
(o  have  saved  bis  coontry  from  a  foreign  yoke  under  similar  clrcnmalancea 
uf  treachery.    We  ibali  resume  this  lubject  In  Note  59. 

The  gi«at  mind  of  Sir  George  Ve  Carlerel  could  not  be  limited  within 
•uch  ■  aarrow  apbere  of  action.  He  became  a  proprietary  Gnvernor  of  a 
Proviuce  in  North  America,  la  which  he  gave  Ihe  name  of  hia  cuunlry,  and 
wber*  he  induced  many  of  ils  nalivca  M  settle.  There  la  atill  an  act  of 
Ibe  Slates  of  Ibe  Sbth  of  September  1600,  recommending  emigration, aa* 
meana  of  relieviog  pauperism. 

The  lubabltanta  of  Jeraey  bad  long  been  deiiiroas  of  having  a  fund  lo 
build  a  ner.  The  Royal  Patent  of  ISaS,  grautlag  them  a  imatl  doty  on 
wine*  and  spirits  fur  that  purpose,  alludes  in  ils  Preamble  lo  an  Act  and 
Petition  uf  the  Slalea  of  as  far  back  as  1618,  a  copy  of  which  still  exists, 
tboDgh  the  original  bas  beea  lost  with  the  second  hook  of  the  States.  The 
building  of  a  Pier,  and  Ihe  erection  of  a  Callrge  and  a  House  nf  Correctlan, 
aeem  (o  have  excited  the  altenilon  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret,  even 
during  the  most  embaratsing  period  of  the  civil  wars.  It  appears  from 
nn  Aet  uf  ihe  States  of  the5lh  of  March,  1645,  H,  and  alio  from  another 
Act  of  the  lOih  of  December  1646,  preierred  by  Chevalier,  111  Pari,  Sec- 
tioae  141  and  283,  and  also  from  Section  207,  thai  Sir  George  De  Carteret 
waa  fully  beul  upon  the  eslabliibmcDt  «f  a  Hoase  of  Correction-     Tbenr 
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Mn  be  DO  doubt  Ibernfore  Ibal  Ibat  PalenI  was  finally  oblained  fay  h<a 
iDBtriioiealalily  and  inflnmce  wilh  the  goTprnment  of  Cbar|i»  II,  after  (he 
inhabitanii  bad  bad  already  tbal  object  in  viev  far  half  a  cenlnry. — fSn 
Jtitty  Codtqf  Lawi,p.9i.J 

Thus  far  Ibe  characler  of  Sir  George  waa  that  of  a  hero,  a  patriot,  and  a 
Btaleiman,  and  calcnlaled  to  captirale  the  linaginaltnn  ;  but  candour  will  not 
permit  us  to  toppreii  the  truth,  or  prevent  our  animadverting  with  acTrrity 
on  aome  reprehensible  tralli  In  the  conduct  of  oar  di«lingni*h?d  countryman. 
Heatinmed  at  a  critical  moment  the  ^rernmenl  of  a  lillic  IilaDil  and  held 
it  for  bia  Suvrreign  ;  but  be  made  it  during  a  peiiod  of  violence  aud 
general  calamity,  Ihe  meana  of  bl*  (nbacqucnt  aggraadliement  and  of  the 
prwperily  of  bia  family.  The  grcate»l  pari  of  Ihe  bUtnry  of  hit  adminis- 
tration, in  the  tediooi  and  prolix  narratiie  of  Chevalier, contlam  of  uninle- 
rciling  pHiralecring  expedition*,  which  had  Ihe  vtfect  of  aevcrely  annoying 
Ihe  [^rllamcTitarian  parly  and  conviocing  them  of  Ihe  importance  of  Jersey. 
Dnmareaq,  In  hia  ItfanDacript  (Cliap.  X.)  says  Ihal  he  carried  off  £60,040, 
and  though  tbal  author,  whoae  grand  falher  Henry  Dumareiq,  had  bccu 
an  adveraary  of  Sir  George,  might  have  been  unfriendly,  yet  be  would  not 
have  made  such  an  asierliun,  bad  il  been  without  any  foundation.  Thia 
certainly  waa  not  the  loyalty  nf  an  Artsltdea  or  of  a  William  Pitt,  Cheva- 
valter  aaya  alio,  Ibat  Sir  George  made  good  and  lawful  prim  of  aeveral 
London  vesaela  coming  frotn  Ibe  ATediierraDean,  and  who  knew  oothfug  of 
tbe  commencement  of  boallMliei,  and  tbal  merely  becaoae  the  cepilal  had 
declared  again*!  Ibe  Ring'.  Sncb  waa  the  aapprarrudure  of  a  fort aue  which 
enriched  ita  owner,  and  raised  hi*  deacendanti  to  the  Engliih  Peerage- 
Sir  George  afler  the  Restoration,  waa  made  controller  of  the  Navy,  till 
be  waa  .Involved  In  Ihe  disgrace  of  hit  friend  Lord  Clarendou,  when,  accor- 
ding lo  Smollett's  History  of  England,  be  waa  dismissed  from  hi«  sllualiou 
liir  pecnlalioo. 

While  Uen I enan I- Governor  of  Jersey  In  1644,  Sir  George  raised  a  farced 
loan  OD  the  inhabitaota  for  the  public  service ;  but  Ihe  following  year  having 
proonred  the  condemnation  and  confiscation  of  the  estates  of  Michael  Lem- 
pridre  and  his  adherenla,  who  had  fled  from  Ihe  Island,  he  appiiedtheir 
lauds  and  rents  to  the  repayment  of  that  loan.  TboHe  who  accepted  of  the- 
offer,  received  properly  of  an  necerlaiu  leoujre,  from  which  they  were 
aubaequentiy  ejected  after  tbe'SobJugaliuD  uT  the  Island,  or  else  llicy  were 
told  Ihal  they  were  lo  wait  till  Ibe  King's  affairs  should  be  in  a  more  pros- 
perous Blare,  whlcb  was  not  aflerwards  the  case,  ao  ihey  lost  equally  ihcir 
money.  Hence  perbapa  has  arisen  the  tradititm  tbal  Charles  II  had  bon- 
rowed  money  from  tbn  inbabilaata,  which  he  never  repaid.  On  Ihe  contrary 
Sir  George  waa  created  a  baronet,  and  obtained  a  grant  of  Helfche,  and 
olher  manors,  which  were  pareela  of  the  Crown  Lands  in  Jersey,  all  which 
lie  afterwards  secnred  tohimaelfby  theCapilnlalion  of  Eliiabeih-Castle, . 
on  Ihe  plea,  that  be  had  been  Ibna  rewarded  for  his  services  against  Ihe 
Turk*.  The  Royal  revenues  had  forsDerly  been  more  considerable,  as 
will  appear  from  a  comparlsoa  of  Ibe  King'a  Rent  Roll  or  Sxltnt  of  I60T 
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wilh  that  of  1668'  TtiBl  diminulloD  had  lakcD  place  during  Ihc  diflieultica 
<it  (he  laiish  and  imprarideDt  Charlea,  aud  il  1i  remarkable  Ihat  duriDgf  bla 
Tei1d«nt«  in  Ellzabrlh  Caade,  hi>  principal  adhrrenla  oblained  Trom  him 
Horn*  uf  the  ni<wt  el i gib le  Royal  Domaina  in  Jcraej  ;  tome  of  Ihe  GranU 
uf  which  are  ntlll  ritant,  and  rc[;i>tered  Id  the  Hrit  Book  tif  PBlenlii. 

Sir  George  lived  daring  ttie  exaipernlion  of  civil  diBcord,  and  when  reii- 
(fiou*  toleralinn  and  forbearnace  were  alincMt  unknown.  Thongb  (ome  ailow. 
nncr*  mual  unqneationably  be  made  for  cireumslancea,  (here  >tilt  appaara 
(o  bare  been  mDnie(hing  par(iculaTl]r  rindlctire  in  hii  nn(ure.  Af(er  be  had 
been  >ppoiti(ed  Lienfenant-GoverDur  of  Jcnej,  it  wai  tu  be  expected  that 
he  woDid  endeavour  to  bring  to  cimdign  pDniaboient  (boae  wbo  had  (rea(ed 
bii  rela(i«e  and  predeeeaaur.Sir  Philip  De  Carteret, wi(b  unbeard  sf  cm- 
eltit  i  but  it  reilecia  an  eternal  diagrace  oii  an  Mberwiae,  brare,  and  lojal 
soldier,  to  hare  intrigued  to  get  over  auch  men  aa  Pole;,  Vaugban  and 
llarriaon,  wbo  by  virtne  of  a  Dock  Sujal  Cammiation,  were  made  to 
minister  to  hia  vengeance  and  avarice,  by  the  indiacriminate  eondeamalioa 
of  all  hi*  political  oppvnenla.  {ChmalUt,  III  Pirl,  55  Stctum.)  The  hamble 
actora  in  Ihoae  deplorable  acenea  elperienced  from  him  no  mercy,  aad 
were  alripped  of -ibetr  little  all,  lilt  Ike  iron  hand  of  necca ulty  anatcbed 
ft  again  from  the  graap  of  (he  oppreisor.  How  different  waa  the  conduct 
of  Michael  Lempri^r^  aHerwarda,  who,  when  (he  loyal  Islaodera  were  proa- 
(ratc  a(  the  feci  of  (heir  conqneron,  obtained  in  the  shape  of  a  pardon 
fVom  Cromwell,  an  exemption  for  the  amall  proprielora,  from  (he  payment 
of  any  compoailioni  for  (heir  calalea  '. 

I(  haa  been  obaerTcd  (bat  not  more  (ban  one  third  of  the  iBhabilanls 
were  creT  io  the  interest  of  Parliament.  I(  is  Indeed  trne  (bat  on  Couvti- 
iDliuoal  gronnda,  we  bad  unthin^  (u  dn  with  (hat  assembly,  bn(  It  ia  equally 
(rue  lba(  (he  former  pari  of  the  relg:ii  uf  Charles  I  bad  been  an  arbitrary, 
that  good  and  wife  men  might  wiih  a  safe  conscience  appear  in  (he  cause 
of  liberty.  The  subseqnent  deroled  loyally  of  the  Island  made  ample 
amends  for  (his  early  tendency  to  defecllon,  aad  it  <s  to  be  presumed  (hat 
Dol  one  of  the  inhabitanls  woold  hare  perseTcred  in  that  coarse,  bul  thai 
all  would  bdTC  joined  unanimonily  in  Ibeir  sympalby  for  (heir  nafortnnale 
.Sovereign,  wUh  (he  exception  of  a  few  wanderers,  whom  the  acverily  of 
Ihe  I.iculPHant-GuTernor  had  banished  and  deprived  of  (heir  for(une«,  and 
who  perceivrd  no  prospect  uf  ever  being  resiored  to  their  homes,  bnl  by 
apparent  adherence  to  the  liclorioaa  parly. 

About  the  lime  iha(  the  civil  wars  broke  ont  in  England,  Ihe  labud  of 
Jersey  had  long  been  agilaled  by  internal  disaenaiona  among  the  principal 
lnbabi(Bn(a,  for  whicli  it  baa  been  no(ed  at  every  period  of  its  history  ;  a 
pet(y  contention  for  power  nnd  distinciton,  and  though  on  a  very  limited 
apherc,  not  oulike  Ihe  cabal*  of  the  Grecian  Republics  of  old,  or  (bote  of 
Ihe  amall  Italian  Sioiea  uf  the  middle  age*.  The  two  late  reign*  had 
wiinrssed  the  accendancy  of  the  Paulcia,  and  the  dispulea  between  Sir 
John  Peyton  and  the  Baillj  Merault,  which  terminaied  io  Ibe  triumph  uf 
the  latler.    These  had  been  replaced  under  Charles  1  by  the  family  of  the 
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De  CarlereU,  of  whom  Sir  Philip,  uf  Si.  Oncn,  wni  ibeheail.a  maD  wlioae 
lalmt*  and  palrio(i«m  ironld  have  rendered  bim  ourlby  ot  Ihe  blgbcst 
•lalioo,  bat  wbo  had  unfortaDately  eicil^d  ihe  Jealouiy  and  Ihe  envy  of 
■F*er»l  nf  bii  co-lenporaTicK,  Tbe*e  aTailin^  llieinselvcit  uf  Ibe  oppor- 
tanily  of  Ibess  dtiMtroDf  timei,  aong-ht  to  bnmbte  tbcir  muel  *uccef»ful 
rital,  BDd  to  precipliats  hia  fVom  bin  high  tlcTtiiion,  lo  advance  [hemietTca 
by  Joinings  Ihe  parly,  who  bad  laken  op  arm*  a(piin8l,the  crown. 

When  the  Island  ifM  brought  back,  after  a  temporary  aeceaaion,  during 
the  reitma  of  Elizabeth  and  Jamci  I,  to  conrormily  with  (he  Church  of 
En^rand,  David  Bandinel,  then  Reclor  of  St,  Brelade,  was  appoinlvd  Deaii 
by  a  Royal  Fitcnl,  dated  90th  of  January  lfl30,  aa  *e  have  bad  occaiioa  to 
nealion  before.  The  great  lythea  uf  Ihe  Farisb  of  St.  Saiioor  had  bcca 
witbdrawD  from  the  reienaes  of  the  GovrrnoT,  and  annexed  to  the  Dean's 
Office.  After  having  peaceably  enjoyed  II  mure  than  30  yean.  Sir  Philip 
De  Carteret,  vho  In  addition  to  hii  other  appninlnienlB,  irai  aiao  farmer 
of  Ihe  Goveroor'a  revenue*,  brought  an  action  against  Ihe  Dean  lo  deprive 
hin  of  thoae  tylhea,  on  the  piea,  that  the  Patent  of  Sir  Tbaroaa  Jermya, 
the  Governor,  which  contained  a  grant  of  those  tjthes  was  nider  than 
that  of  the  Dean  ;  bat  as  no  auch  Patent  waa  produced,  the  Court  had 
di^ded  )m  favour  of  Ihe  defendant.  Sir  Philip  appealed  from  thia  decision 
-and  proenred  a  Warrant  ftom  Cbarlea  I  to  sequestrate  thoae  tyibea  till  it 
covid  be  Mtablished  to  whom  they  belonged-  Sir  Philip  was  evidently  Ibo 
aggreaior,  and  highly  blaueable  for  attempting  «n  invasion  of  property, 
wheee  destination  bad  been  so  long  aecured  by  a  Royal  Patent.  Had  be 
ancceeded,  U  wwild  have  annihilaled  the  dcaconal  dignity,  uniesa  the  crown 
had  prtvelded  for  it  by  some  other  endowment-  The  Warrant  was  pre- 
■ented  to  Ihe  Royal  Oiurt,(be5th  of  May,  lS43,1>ut  as  Bandinel  defended 
himself,  he  obtained  Jasttce,  and  aq  Order  of  Council  of  tbeeili  of  ADgnst,_ 
164S,  retastaled  bim  in  the  enjoyment  of  hi*  property.  {Chnalltr  I  Part, 
Seetiea  16,  tt  Litre  d»  Bomedi,  No.  it,  IT  Sept.  I  043.,; 

The  raokllnf  which  soch  an  tniqaitoii*  lran*Bction  tended  to  excite  in  a 
banshty  and  vindictive  boaom  could  not  be  mistaken  and  the  indulgence  of 
that  feeli^was  by  a  kind  of  fhtaiity,  the  indirect  cause  of  the  dealroctioa 
of  liDtb  tlKMe  ladividnalf,  and  of  tncaleulable  mischief  lo  ibrir  country. 
It  was  during  (bat  stale  vf  Irritation  ihat  Ihe  civil  war  broke  oat  In 
England.  Sir  niliip  waa  then  extremely  unpopular  with  aeveral  of  hia 
eolleaguea  on  Ihe  bencb,  and  Bandinel  gladly  availed  blmscif  of  the  diasa- 
ti*At<7ti«B  of  aoaie,  and  of  (be  ambition  of  others,  to  make  them  the  inslru- 
■MMa  to  gratify  his  own  private  resentments.  Michael  Lentpriere, 
Seigneur  of  Maofhnl,  was  Ibe  ablest,  and  perhaps  the  moat  amhiliuna  of 
ttrase  geatlemen,  while  he  plainly  saw  thai  Ihe  conlinDatiuo  of  Sir  Philip 
De  Carleral'a  aaeendaucy  waa  luconpalibla  with  his  own  prospects  of 
advanoemenl.  Sir  Philip  was  In  London,  at  the  beginning  of  Ihoaa  coni- 
nniieMs.and  according  to  the  Fseodo  Hastii  was  highly  coanlcnanced  by 
n-ynae ;  but  tbongh  be  migbt  have  negoeialed  for  the  peace  of  the  Island, 
tt  wu  iMt  likelj  that  he  would  ever  have  been  prevailed  upon  lo  dectare 
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again*)  ihe  RIpb<  Hi*  oppiuieniR  from  Jeraey,  liappcoei)  la  be  alio  in  fdH- 
dun,  and  prppored  a  Perillon  wilh  33  Article*  igainft  bin>,  to  be  laid  brfore 
Ihe  Hou*e  at  Conmoa*.  Thne  wcra  ihown  lo  aeTeral  of  ihe  mnnbrra, 
bul  thruagb  Prjnne'imaaagemeDlthe^wcrenol  |M'e*enli>d.T)ie]i  ptntfcrei 
hoiieTcr,  and  Ihe  Pelilion  aod  Arlicin  were  prMenled  to  the  Lord*,  wh* 
sumniiHied  Sir  Pbilip  lo  appear  before  them.  He  forecaw  ibe  impending 
■torm  and  prclrndhig  that  Jersey  wa*  ia  dan^r  of  yt*\ng  invadrd  by  a 
French  armj'  froai  tlrittnf,  ublaiued  permiasioci  bj  mean*  of  Prynaeand 
hf*  fri«nd*  to  return  home,  wi  lb  oat  Riiin;  in  any  aniiwer  lo  ihnae  Arlida. 
It  w>*  Ihui  that  bo  eacaped  llie  machlaaliun*  of  hi*  enemie*,  and  wa« 
enabled  to  keep  Jeriey  for  hli  Sotereign.  Ii  i*  of  ihii  precipitate  retraal 
that  hi*  enemies  bitterly  complalo,  and  indeed  it  ii  not  Ihe  least  extraor- 
dinary occurreuce  of  tboceellrnordinary  time*,  that  It  wa*  a  lealot  like 
Prynne,  who  uniDleolioDally  might  have  eared  Sir  Philip  frotn  the  blodr, 
and  preiented  the  occupation  of  the  laland  by  Parllarneat.  It  i*  inpaa- 
■ibte  not  Id  admire  Ihe  way*  of  Providence  ia  Ihe  *urprl*iD^caacBteM)iM> 
of  bnman  efcoft.  Had  It  ool  been  for  the  friendahip  which  PryiiDehad 
farmed  with  Sir  Philip  durinit  hi*  accidental  impri  sou  meat  in  Jeriey,  it  i* 
probable,  that  Ihe  latter  would  not  have  been  suffered  to  leave  Londoa,  that 
the  Uland  woald  have  been  *ecared  for  Ibe  Parlianenl,  and  that  Ihe  bril- 
liant and  *acce«*ful  career  of  Sir  Georga  De  Carteret,  woHldbave  oaver 
lakea   place,  oar  the  people  had  aa  opporlDDlty  of  dialiDKaiabfair  Ibeir 

On  his  return  to  Jersey  he  found  that  those  Articles  bad  been  priated, 
aod  were  theu  circulated  there  by  hia  political  adveraarle*.  Chevalier 
Diealioua,  bul  dne*  uoi  give  those  arilclea  at  full  length  ;  bat  aa  a  great  part 
of  the  Bubaequenl  hialory  I*  connected  wilh  tbem,  and  that  they  were 
alwaya  made  the  pretext  to  prevent  any  accomadalion,  we  ■hall  borrow 
Ihem  from  the  Psendo  Maitix.  The  existence  of  Ibose  Article*  I*  farther 
Mcenaiaed  from  3  Act*  of  the  Cmir  Ju  Samtdi,  N-  46,  September  34, 1643-

Sir  Philip  oa  hi*  retoro  retomcd  tbe  go*eranool,  bot  aa  rarly  aa  Hareh 
1M3,  the  Parlianenlarino  Parly  In  Guernsey  had  prevailed  «*er  lh« 
loyal  part  of  the  liibabilani*  ;  bol  were  Dnable  to  lake  Caalte  Conct,  into 
which  Sir  Peter  Oiborne,  the  Ueulauant-Garernor,  had  reiired.  Wiib 
the  aisiilftnce  it  frequeotly  recelTrd  from  Jeraey,  it  wai  tucceMfnlly  de- 
fended to  the  cud  of  the  war.  He  dow  began  to  loBDifMl  openty  hi* 
iDClinatiou  for  the  Royal  Cauie  by  the  apimiDlment  of  loyal  officer*  ia  Iha 
liarriann  and  in  Iha  milllla,  at  the  lame  time  doing  all  in  hia  power  to  recall 
the  population  to  their  doty,  a  part  of  whon  ware  loclioed  to  diaaffeetion, 
ftoa  that  flcklcBcaaof  the  Tulgar,  erer  ready  to  be  diecoateiited  with  the 
eiUIIng  aatberitlea,  and  ta  aatieipate  great  adTauiagei  iu  political  cbangra. 
Ai  the  aeiDe  line  ha  prepared  to  rnial  any  effort  which  might  be  made 
by  the  Parllameniariaoa,  and  proclaimed  iraliori  all  who  would  nol  Join 
him  to  deelare  fur  the  King.  On  hti  late  relnro  from  England  h«  had 
brought  back  with  him  «  Commiaalon  of  array,  which  he  laid  before  the 
Slalea  ou  Iha  lOlh  of  February  1643,  3,  by  which  all  loyal  •abjeclu  were 
required  lo  aaaiil  him  In  the  defence  of  the  laland  and  Castlea,  «■  they  were 
bunnd  oD  their  allegiance,  and  in  obedience  to  hi*  Hajealy'a  Coninaad*. 
(PMade  Miulir,  p.  3d— 28;  and  Cknalia ,  1  Part,  8.  M.) 

Itii  auppoted  that  Ihla  Commiatlon  bad  been  trananltted  lo  Sir  Pbillp, 
to  defeat  the  deilgna  of  the  Parliament,  who  had  tbea  an  lateollon  to 
appoint  the  Earl  of  Stamford  to  be  GoverDor  of  Jersey  in  the  room  of  Sir 
Thoma*  Jernyn,  whoanppurted  the  Royal  Cauae.  The  Earl  of  Warwick 
waa  hnwefer  ahortly  after  made  the  Parliameoiarlan  GoTrrnor. 

nhea  Sir  Philip  presented  thU  Cuaniiulon  to  the  Siaiei  he  called  the 
Earl  of  Stamford  a  traitor,  and  aflcr  advlilog  them  and  tbe  people  at  large, 
hsadded  thmt /brliu  part  it  weald  kitpthtCiulUt  fir  the  King.  HIh  obeer- 
Talieoa  were  well  rtfceired,  and  the  CuwoiIhIoo  wa*  ordered  to  be  reglaler- 
•d,  a  copy  of  which  haa  been  preaerred  In  the  Pieado  Haitli,  but  the  orU 
ginal  haa  perlahed  Id  the  Second  Book  of  Iha  Statea.  Wilhis  a  few  daya  of 
thla,  the  CowaiUaion  waa  pnbllcltly  read  In  ten  oal  of  the  lwel*e  pa- 
rlabea,  by  mean*  of  aoch  of  tbe  Captalna  <^  the  parochial  bandi  of  Hilltia 
aa  were  fotonrablo  to  him,  to  Inaligale  the  people  to  oppose  any  Gaieraor 
who  might  beeenlbylhe  Farllameol.  Thia  was  followed  by  a  itrong  Act 
af  adherence  lo  ba  ilgoed  by  (be  people,  and  coaflmed  by  «u  oaifa  ta 
■apport  Iha  Lleateiiaiil-Goremor  Impliritly  aocordlDg  to  the  teocr  ef  tha 
Soyal  ConnlaaloD.  Accarding  to  the  Paeado  MMtIz  the  greater  pari 
of  tha  Inhabitauta  refnaed  to  siga  it ;  and  after  waking  allawaocaa  for  the 
U  « 
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prrjudiee*  i>r  the  Auihor,  li  is  evident  Ibml  tba  ncMur*  did   not  m«ec 

itilb  geaeril  apiiroballun. 

In  IhF  neaa  lime,  hi*  nephew  Captain  George  Cniierei,  was  emplojFpd 
hj  tha  Kiag  to  lali  at  St'  Mala  the  priiea  which  had  been  captured 
on  the  hriiaaeatarlana,  with  tbs  proceed*  vf  which  he  lappKed  the 
Rojraliati  In  the  Wait  of  England  wtih  ammaDliiaa,  and  viclnailod  the 
CmiIm  of  Jenejr  and  Gaernney.  Captain  Caneret  came  toJeraejwIth 
a  cargo  of  prize  goodi,  whlcb  be  wai  coocytng  to  St.  Malo,  and  wai  well 
rccciTcd  by  hia  nneie,  the  Ueutenanl-GoTernor.  Tbii  eieiled  ibe  indig- 
nation of  the  parliameDlarian  parly,  aud  haalened  the  approacbing  crhia. 
Sir  Philip  excaaed  hinaelf,  obccrTlng,  Ibal  it  ««•  not  in  hi*  power  (o  hinder 
■n  officer  who  waa  aeting  under  a  CummlMlua  from  hia  Majcaiy,  and 
indeed  that  be  eanid  not  bUne  a  lervaDt  fnr  lerving  his  muter.  Tbi* 
■late  of  thing*  did  not  la«t  long,  the  Gentlemen  who  had  lately  eihiblled 
charge*  Mgalnal  bim  to  Partiament  renewed  Ibelr  ■oticllationa,  and  ablaiaed 
a  ConniisaiuB  from  tha  Colnmltlea  for  Ibe  defeace  of  Ibe  Kiogdoa  to  appre> 
bend  Sir  PhlMp  Do  Carteret,  and  to  brini;  bin  over  to  aaawer  fiir  hia  cod- 
duct  befiire  the  House.  Hts  properly  waa  lo  be  isld  under  seqneatrattoo  Rsd 
Ibe  eiecutioa  of  (his  CcmmiRBlm  was  inlrnated  lo  Ave  of  the  Jurats, 
Francis  De  Carteret,  Henry  Dumaresq,  Michael  Lcnpriirc,  fieajamln 
BIsson,  and  Abraham  HcTBaii,  but  lb«  flrslnf  these  declined  lo  act.  Tbcj 
werefsriher  directed  to  pnt  down  all  tumult*  and  fheliou*,  wblch  might 
be  raiaed  in  Sir  Pbiiip's  fkronr,  and  to  sospend  all  persuns  from  once*  of 
traitor  command  «bo  bad  espoDsed  his  party.  The  Commissluiers  had  ' 
power  lo  arrest  and  imprisnn  all  refl'sctory  prnon*  or  loyatlsls,  If  they 
shuntd  *ec  cause  ;  and  lastly,  all  bis  MtO^'j''  sobjecti  were  ordered  out 
lo  obey  Ibe  aothorlty  of  Sir  Pbllip  any  lon^r.    fPieaifo  Mntix,  p.  ZbJ 

A  report  seem*  (o  bare  been  then  Id dnstriooaty  spread  In  the  Island,  that 
Ibe  ProiestBDl  Religion  was  in  danger,  and  ibat  as  the  Qaeen  was  a  Calb^ 
ne,  sn  wsi  the  King  Inclined  la  popery.  This  was  Ibe  principal  reasoo 
which  Indoced  many  well  disposed  bnt  crednious  iDhahltsnt*  lo  Jun  Id  tbo 
csDse  of  disaffedion.  A*  fbr  the  chiefs,  this  was  a  mere  pretence,  Ihrir 
real  motiTe*  were  personal  hatred  and  ensy  of  Sir  Philip,  and  the  desire 
to  aggrandise  IbcDsclTcs  by  his  destrnetlMi. 

SooB  after  this  Sir  Pbilip  convened  the  Stale*  to  ley  befbra  them  another 
Commission  which  he  bad  receired  fk-on  the  King.  fPtnda lUatlir,  f.M.J 
Al  this  meeting  none  of  the  I^rllsroentsrisn  Commissi  oners,  with  tha 
eieepiton  of  Michael  Lerapriire,  were  present.  Their  Commlssioa,  •■ 
well  as  snaiher  lo  apprebfod  Sir  Peter  Osborne,  bad  been  iransmitled  to 
them  secretly,  and  Ihey  only  waited  fur  an  opportunity  to  csrry  It  ia  exe- 
cnllan.  Sir  Philip  had  been  informed  of  the  clrcnmslance,  and  was  on 
his  gnard  agalnal  ibeir  macblnalious  i  bnt  he  did  not  etpcct  thai  they 
would  dire  to  lay  bands  on  bim,  as  long  as  he  was  in*ested  with  the 
King's  suitaority.  Str  Pbilip  came  lu  the  Court  Bouse  where  Ibe  StMe* 
were  held,  with  a  delaehmeal  of  fVom  30  lo  ie  soldiers  la  guard  tha 
doors,  W  was  then   Iha  case  when  iba  Siatea  Met,  *  remains  uf  which 
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■alltlarj  |)ar*il«  I*  Hill  ob««rvabl«  oo  Iha  firai  dty  of  iba  C<iuri  of 
nnicgt.  After  Sr  Philip  bad  cammoDicmlad  tha  Commiwioa  which 
be  had  received  fron  the  King,  Michael  Lempri^re  rote  lo  tay  iIibi 
be  had  aliu  lo  lij  before  Ihcni  a  rummiuioo  frum  Ihe  Parliemenl,  lo 
apprehend  ibe  Lleulenaiit-Ga>ernar,  aod  to  Head  him  to  Eaglaad  lo 
Muwer  Ihe  charKci  again*!  bin.  We  caaaai  bal  admire  Ibe  audaciif  and 
Ibe  flrmncM  uf  nerre  of  the  iodirldaal,  who  could  Ibua  aiagly  preaeat  inch 
•o  offeniire  documeai  amidat  Ihe  nproar  and  coafuaion  which  il  nalo- 
ratlj  oceationed.  Tba  Siatee  boweier  woald  not  evco  luffera  eopyof  it 
to  be  rrad,  becaoae  (hey  would  uut  ia  any  manner  recogniite  any  Commii- 
rion  coming  Aram  Ibe  Parliameol,  and  Ibe  more  ao,  aa  Ibey  preleuded, 
Ibal  it  waa  not  ■aliiftclury,  bat  muat  bo  a  cnuDterfelt  CemRiiuivn, 
and  inainled  for  ibe  prvduction  uf  the  original.  The  icene  that  followed 
was  highly  uDlrageoua  and  dingraccful,  and  ihc  accninl  ihal  ihr  Pieudo 
Maaiix  and  Chevalier  give  of  <l  ia  Ihe  fame  in  aubatance.  After  Michael 
Lempridre  had  prnenled  hia  Conimi*>ion,  and  atlampled  in  vain  to  obtain 
a  hearing  about  lla  coDlcnta,  hia  opponeola  obliged  hin  to  remain  lo  lb« 
end  of  the  aiitin;;,  thai  be  roighl  hear  the  Royal  Conmiaaiou  read.  Sir 
Philip  laid  that  the  ■ubtlanor  uf  that  Commiaalon  lo  him  wan  lo  keep  the 
laland  and  Caatlea  for  hia  M^jealy,  lo  uppoae  all  other  aulMprlty,  aod  lo 
require  iheai  lo  maintain  ihat  Commiaaion  aad  lo  induce  ihe  people  to 
declare  fbr  the  King.  He  added  beaidea  ihal  Ihe  lelandere  had  noibing 
to  do  wlih  (he  Parliameal,  bulonl^wilh  Ibe  King  and  hi*  Piivy  t^uncil. 
Lempriire  replied,  That  il  waa  not  beeeaaarj  to  declare  IbcmaeNea,  but 
thai  ainoe  Sir  Philip  had  done  it  ao  decidely  for  Ihe  Ktog,  be  ooght  lo 
ha>e  cibihited  leaa  duplicil;  in  hia  dealinga.  Thia  so  inflamed  bim,  Ihal 
ha  retorted  that  be  waa  a  traitor  and  an  apoalale,  and  cammanded  oua 
«f  tba  Officera  uf  the  Coarl  lo  lorn  him  oul  of  tba  Aaaenbly  aa  a  Iraitor. 
Lempridre  aaked  bim  lo  gite  him  Ihe  reaaon  why  be  called  him  a  traitor. 
The  reply  waa  that  il  wa*  fur  ileairing  a  governor  from  Ihe  Parliauenl, 
who  bad  aince  been  declared  lo  be  a  iraiior  by  the  King,  mcaniag  the  Earl 
of  Slamfurd.  With  unabated  flrmneta,  Michael  Lemprljre  alill  inalaled, 
that  Sir  Philip  De  Carlerel  tbould  oliey  Ihal  Wairaut  for  hia  apprebeoaion, 
aodjaatify  himaelf  before  the  Parliament.  Leniprifre  then  attempted  lo 
ruth  uoi  of  Ihe  Court  Hooae,  hoi  he  waa  mel  at  Ihe  eutrance  with  the 
balberda  and  drawa  aworda  of  ihe  auidierk  poinled  at  hia  breaal,  and  driven 
back  by  ihen  into  the  Araembly.  It  ia  uneerlaio  whether  ihia  altempt 
lo  wiihdraw  himeif  waa  with  ibe  view  of  railing  a  force  lo  apprehend 
Sir  Philip,  or  whether  il  had  aome  other  motive.  In  the  mean  time  « 
report  rapidly  apread  oM  of  doora  Ihal  Lempridre  waa  forcibly  detained  la 
the  Conn  Uonae.  Jamaa  Slocal,  ooa  of  the  Mililla  Cotonele,  rode  throagh 
Iba  pariah  of  81.  Sarluur  to  raiaa  the  people  lo  eone  lo  Lempriire**  aaaia. 
lance,  who  waa  one  of  their  fellow  parUhionera,  white  aome  armed  detach- 
tventi  ftwn  the  pariabea  of  St.  Cleneut  aud  Si.  Onan  were  already 
advatMing  lowarda  St.  Haller  to  hia  relief.  1i  ia  to  be  preenmed  Ibal  thia 
t  had  been  lakau  by  ihe  Comniaaioaera,  l«  gel  a  large  body  of 
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profit  oDiIeT  anM,  who  mlghl  «liboat  dlfflculij  o(irpa<TCr  tbe  drtadi' 
meDI  nil  am  Sir  Philip  had  ((at  ion  ed  to  guard  liir  Court  Hotie, and  apprc- 
hond  him  wUhont  ao;  TMiiiance  ■■  lie  can*  out  of  Ihe  Slam.  Bat  Id  Ibe 
KMD  while  hit  Oirndi  conlrl**d  to  read  a  boy  lo  lororm  blm  Ihat  tb* 
Billill*  cf  aoine  of  Ihr  paiUbra  wai  rlilngr,  and  ihai  lome  dclacbmenla  of 
It  were  tireadj  oa  Ibeir  march  tcwarda  (be  (una.  Aa  aooo  a*  he  bad 
Tfceired  tbie  iDlelliKeBce.he  raleed  Ibe  Slate*,  and  made  a  prrcipilatB 
retreat  lo  Elluhelh  Castle-  Had  be  not  taken  that  itrp,  he  would  iDavi- 
tablj  have  beca  arretted  bj  hi*  roenilet,  and  tent  to  England  aa 
Ihej  were  directed  lo  dt>  by  their  Commi«>lon.  From  that  day  Sir  Pbilip 
never  agaio  relumed  to  St.  Qelier-  At  the  book  of  ihe  States  Is  lost,  It  !■ 
Bol  eiiy  lo  aicertala  dates,  bnt  this  memorable  iltllnffmBil  have  takes 
plate abODi  Ihe  end  of  March  1613-  (Pmifa  JlfoilLr  4  Chnaliii,  1  Perl,  S. 93) 
Had  the  ParliainenliriBi]  CommtssicneTs  luceeeded  in  apprehending  Sir  Phi- 
lip In  the  Statet,  It  Is  nul  probable  that  the  Caillcl  would  have  be* n  surren- 
dered lo  them  ;  but  the  ezperlmeot  would  have  been  fatal  lo  him,  as  bs 
would  bate  been  sent  lo  EoKlaad,  where  he  would  have  beea  detalaed  aa 
a  hosta^,  If  aot  doolaed  lo  perish  on  Ihe  scaRold. 

Within  a  hw  day*  after.  Sir  Philip  convened  the  Stale*  loneel  in  Eliia. 
bcth  Castle,  where  a  Petition  in  bis  fhvonr  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
was  approved  of  with  respect  to  the  I^rllamenlarlsn  Commission,  In  which  the 
Petilimiers  expressed,  Ihat  he  was  ready  lo  answer  the  charges  atainst  him 
In  Kirs  and  Parilsment,  but  not  to  Parliament  alone.  {Ptetide  Sfailir  p.  3S, 
and  Citralier,  1  Pari,  S.  94.)  Prynne  was  of  opialoo  thai  If  It  bad  been 
presented,  It  would  have  had  a  coooillatory  effect,  and  waatit  tart  teltM 
Ih*  Iiland  in  fsiffsFii-  Tbe  dispatches  Were  Intrusted  to  one  Osmond  Cooke, 
a  dependent  of  Mr.  Prynne,  and  to  John  Le  Conteur,  one  of  Sir  Philip's 
aceots,  the  same  person  who  was  aflerwards  a'  Dfnonclator  of  the  RoyaT 
Court.  Tbcy  were  however  lulercepted  and  laid  before  Ihe  Committee 
of  Ihe  defence  of  the  Kiogdom,  who  Jndtred  the  dispatches  10  be  of  a 
daogeroos  tendency,  and  had  them  suppressed.  As  to  Ibe  messengers,  ibey 
were  sent  to  prison,  from  which  ibey  were  however  soon  after  TeleaseJ 
by   Mr.  Prynne's  Interest. 

It  wss  probably  dnrlog  this  mission  of  Osmond  Cooke  that  Sir  Philip 
had  f-jrmed  a  plan  tu  extricate  himself  A-om  Ihe  anuoyanca  of  tbosa 
Articles  agsinsi  htm.  It  was  a  Cummisslon  wb<cb  waa  tu  have  been  cm- 
powered  10  hear  and  decide  all  canaes  and  differences,  which  inTglit 
have  happened  there.  The  plan  appears  to  have  been  concerted 
between  Kr  Philip  and  Mr.  IVynne,  and  was  even  snbsrquenily  acknow- 
ledged by  the  latter  before  the  Committee  of  Examination.  The  scheme 
though  bleated  by  Sir  Philip's  adversaries,  (Ftnde  MeiH*  p.  B6),  wss 
praellcable  and  conslilntional,  and  the  precedeata  of  the  Royal  Commis- 
sioner* of  1417  and  1«I8,  la  which  Sir  Philip  himself  had  taken  aa 
active  pan,  werefVesbtn  the  recolleetion  of  both  parlies.  Tbe  Covmls- 
alonersbad  been  l^enionsly  seiectedlo  defeat  the  intrigne*  of  bis  entries; 
Mi.  Prynne,  Sir  Piter  Osberac,  LicaieBait-GoTcraor  of  Guernsey,  aod  one 
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Captkin  Dnrell.  Bat  Ibe  th'mg  had  bean  ovFrdonr,  for  when  OiBooit 
Co«h«  pmeated  Ihc  CumalMioa  at  Oifurd  for  ihe  Royal  iiiftnitorc>  Hla 
H^jMiy  refnicd  lo  t^tfo  It  oa  treing  Prynov'a  namr.  Sir  Pliillp  had  de- 
pended Mocli  on  tbia  ■eheme,  far  If  Ihcy  had  acqailtrd  hini  In  Jtnry,- 
Ihere  nanld  bave  been  an  end  of  the  malter,  or  if  foand  friU'Ti  i*  wonld 
DM  hare  benefited  the  Pari  lam  eotarlani,  fur  irilh  the  Caellea  In  bia 
paa(e*>ian,  be  mi^hl  bare  bidden  deflance  to  all  Ibeir  effurl*.  (Pmdkr 
Matlix  p.  6&.)  Hli  nephew  Sir  Geort^  bad  reconree  lo  ibe  iame  expe* 
dieni  (WB  jean  afler  in  pruonring  Ihe  Royal  Coiiiin=*alon  fnr  the  prvfll- 
gale  John  Nlcbalaa  Vau^an,  and  bia  lito  atioolale  CommiiBioneri,  lo* 
enable  bim  lo  effect  Ihe  rain  of  bia  putillcti  adrcraarlc*. 

A*  tt  I*  In  the  reeotleellon  of  meal  of  our  readcra,  that  Ibe  precedent  of 
Le  Contear  wu  addneed  tor  l6e  nDmlnalian  of  a  third  Deacmclator  In 
1832,  we  ahall  qnole  what  CBerallcr  aaji  of  thai  indlridaal.  "  Ce  mfima

Sir  Philip  De  Carteret  wonid 
bare  been  tried  by  CnmmiiMonera  of  bia  own  choiM,  and  acquitted 
nf  ihoae  cbar^a,  which  conld  not  fbll  to  bare  earned  him  a  great  deal 
of  uneaalneaa.  After  the  ReatoratioD  Le  Coiitenr  retained  hie  place,  bat 
he  dtiea  not  •eem  lo  hate  been  very  •ncceaifal  lo  It,  ai  he  cloaed  hie  long^ 
prafeealmial  career  by  hdn;  a  Bankrupt.  rStt  Aetioftht  Salardag'i  Cmrl 
rflla  IBlA  ef  Apiti, untf  ft*  9tk  <^  May,  1670, aad  Citvelitr,  III  Port, 5.  68-^ 

Wo  are  now  come  to  that  period  when  matter*  were  baateuinf  to  a 
orUls.  The  hrllamenUriao  Commiaalooera  were  in  paeaeialun  of  the 
laland,  while  Sir  Philip  De  Carlerel  held  Elliabelb  Caalte,  and  Lady  De 
Carteret,  Ibal  of  Mount  Org uei I  for  the  Kiofr,  In  which  the;  were  be- 
aleged,  or  rather  blockaded  by  their  eoemiei.  The  whole  of  their 
oper^Iione  amoonted  buwerer  to  little  more  than  an  tntermplioa  of 
tbe  uinal  comma nicatlooa,  and  oeetilooally  eichanginga  few  ahoia.  It 
la  not  Ibe  intestloD  of  thla  work  to  enter  tato  minute  parlicnlara,  which 
woald  be  nnlaiereailnj  to  wnnj  of  oar  reader*,  and  have  beeidea  tb« 
effect  of  inereaalni;  tbia  publication  io  an  incouTenient  ilie. 

A  calonny  had  been  rataed  agaiaal  Sir  Philip  and  hi*  nepbew  CapMla 
De  Carlerel,  that  they  tkronred  lbs  Irlah  rebek,  who  aboal  that  time 
had  oommitted  tbe  moat  horrible  maaaaere*  on  ihe  Proleataali,  whoa  In 
tot  they  had  ieet  about  3800  Crowaa  in  theeerVicc  ol  Pallia  men*  afkinet 
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(hiMe  rebrlm.  Thai  wm  prwbiU.T  for  lair*  no  *ame  cuntncln  fur  mip- 
plias,  uT  fur  ■uae  uther  iradlo^  >pecalatlMi«.  7  him  accnMltoa  wtt  not 
bowoer  wiihout  prodncipg  its  hHnrful  rSeett :  Sir  Philip  bad  the  morf t- 
flctriuD  to  pcrceira,  ihai  It  li>d  alicurrd  a  ^rcat  part  nf  Ibr  Inbabllauia 
Tram  him  aod  the  Royal  Ca«>e.  Sodq  after  iha  ilega  had  bag^aa.  Sir 
Philip  recfifcd  a  Conmiuian  from  tba  King  to  make  piod  and  Uwl^l 
priiea  of  all  Tpnela  bcloaiiDB  '<>  *)"  hrllaaentariaD  parly,  and  abo«l 
the  aama  liina  he  Irarerard  the  IiUnd  with  ■  •mall  body  of  bone  to  Moam 
OrBUcil  Cattle,  aud  returned  with  icarcely  any  moJeilaliao  lu  hi*  tmm 
qoarlera.  Tlila  iraa  tbe  laM  lime  Ibal  be  eier  came  out  of  EUlabetk 
C»tle  III)  bia  death,  which  happened  uon  after.'-f'CAeca/trr  1  Par(,S.  3».^ 

ll  ii  here  that  we  hare  to  IPlTodnce  aa  III  oncned  cbaraeler  who  Agnred 
IB  Ibnae  iroubin,  Peter  D'Atnignj,  a  Freoch  refufcre  Miniaier,  who 
IhrOHKh  Sir  Phillp'i  lutereal  had  oblaioed  Iheliiing-of  St.  Halier.  Thia 
iadlvldual  eaterlaiued  ■  deadly  hatred  a^init  hii  forner  beaefaftor,  and 
beiag  a  fDBD  of  IntriKue  and  anme  connigv,  be  laid  aiide  bla  min<*le^)a^ 
fuaetiona,  aecordiog  Id  ChcTaiier,  to  direoi  ia  peraon  the  operUloM 
Bgainel  Eliiabctb  Cailk.  In  the  mean  while  that  Caalle  waa  amflymp- 
plied  wllh  pruTlaioui  by  Captaia  De  Carlcrel  from  St.  Halo.  IVAialTny  and 
BaDdlne)  bad  fbroierly  beco  at  variance,  but  their  natBal  asimeally 
■plnal  Kr  Philip,  and  a  latent  fur  dofuir  etil,  effected  their  rccoDcillatiea. 
Tbe  canaa  of  D'Aaai^y*!  hatred  lo  Sir  Philip  i«  uahnown. 

Frtacit  De  Carteret,  of  I*  Hagoe,  waa  one  of  the  Five  ParliameotariBB 
CumnliaiMicrB;  bnl  be  declined  (o  act  with  hi*  colieaguea,  and  oo  Ibe 
wfaule  wa>  nior«  dlipoaed  to  obey  Ibe  King:  than  the  ParliaBcnl.  On 
the  IMh  of  April  1643,  Sir  Philip  addre*«ed  him  an  eloqieat  and  pathetic 
letter,  lo  which  he  deprecated  the  eTila  which  impended  mer  hia  eooDiry, 
the  Tery  autlcipation  of  wblch,  ■*  he  (eld,  made  hia  heart  to  bleed ;  that 
he  wa*  rrady  to  appear  before  the  parliament  to  vindicate  hia  eoaduct,  aa 
■ouu  a*  hi*  Uajcaty  would  bale  provided  for  (be  goveronenl  of  the  laiand 
during  hi*  abuccc*  ;  Ibal  tbongh  he  wa*  not  obliifcd  tu  appear  there  by 
tbe  lawBor  tba  privilege*  of  ibe  laland,  yet  that  be  woaid  do  it  for  the  par* 
chwe  of  peace,  aod  then,  (lllie  hia  lllnatrlMia  eo.tempra«ry  Lmrd  Straffbrd 
h«d  done  a  little  beforej  he  added,  that  If  nolhinf  bnl  Ibe  lou  of  biB 
oOce*,  vr  even  ot  bis  life  conld  aaiiafy  the  people,  he  reai|aed  thsae 
oOeea  Into  tbe  KId^'b  bands,  and  enboilttad  bi«  life  lo  the  Jostice  of  tba 
>aw(.  He  concluded  by  propoaing  a  conference  for  a  mntuai  aocotnaods- 
llon  of  (hose  unhappy  dtsseDiioos.     (Ciimlitr  I  Par',  S.  26 ) 

Snch  were  Ibe  efforts  ef  that  able  and  upright  aiBD,  wbe.  If  he  had  met 
with  a  reoiproca)  spirit  of  eoBciUalioa  on  tbeparluf  hia  sdversariea,  ntaaj 
of  the  erila  which  afterwards  happened,  would  have  been  averted.  We 
regret  that  iti  great  length  preclude*  a*  tnm  pBbli*bfDg  lone  of  bis 
ODrraapoBdence,  which  waa  highly  hunonr*ble  to  the  head  aad  heart  of 
tbe  writer,  and  wbkh  woatd  plainly  show  that  whatever  might  have  beeB 
hi*  iodtvidnal  blliags,  er  the  error*  of  his  pablie  career ;  loytklty  to  his 
prince*  and  atlatAmeBl  to  bii  emintry  acver  ceased  lo  be  tbe  pradomhiaiit 
Dsssions  of  hii  sou).

Il  wm  III  jadgcd  iu  bim  lo  order  ibe  ShrrllF  lopru- 
cUIn  it,  u  Iht  exclniiiM  of  tbotc  indUidual*  from  thit  ■■Dciily,  kodM 
hmf«  lb«  effect  of  dcfealiuK  lis  objeei.  It  wm  to,  for  wbvn  tbe  Sheriff 
tried  to  rod  It  ia  tbe  market-place,  a  riot  eniDed,  Troai  wbicb  ihe  Sheriff 
■nd  Sir  Phllip'a  rrienda  were  rquilly  glad  to  e»ctp«. 

The  CoiDBiinianere  eacoDraged  Ihe  muJiiladi!  to  raiee  ballerle*,  and  to 
dig  IrRDch'*!  (o  aecDre  ibemielrn  Bgaiamt  ■orlic*  frtnn  iba  Cutln-  Sir 
FlilUp  wai  aooielimeo  obliged  to  Gre  at  ihem,  hnl  be  did  il  to  rclBolaBlly) 
•■d  it  wai  *o  painful  to  blm,  IhM  be  made  auolber  alievpt  at  reeoDcillalion, 
and  wrote  b  dethaca  of  bla  couduci  lo  ihe  Royal  Court,  with  a  reqoeat  that 
ttafj  iboDld  fl«e  il  every  degree  of  publicity.  II  wa*  eummauicaled 
aaeerdlngty,  but  Ibe  Conmheioaera  lu  whum  it  had  |dd(  b««n  officially

Sir  Pbilip  Beit  alleBpled  to  force,  or  mbrr  lo  iatimldala  the  town  bj 
■ring  at  it,  a«d  Making  a  tally  at  the  lame  lime.  (/■■*  id.  1O430  The 
•iptriment  failed  and  bla  deiacbmeni  waa  repulied  with  fume  loai.  It 
tWTcrtheleaa  iacreaeed  Ibe  acinal  ilate  of  eiaaperailoD,  and  from  tbal  day 
fail  aoldiera  were  no  longer  allowed  lo  come  out  uf  the  Caalle  into  Ihe  Tow* 
to  pnrcbaat  asy  proiiiiona.  Nolwithataudlng  ibne  dUcooragiug  elreom- 
alancea.  Sir  Fbilip  ititl  perteTered  to  ncgociato  for  peace,  but  vithonl 
aucceu,  lilt  al  lenglb  be  began  lo  prcTent  all  reetela  from  entering  the 
harbour  of  St.  Aubin-  The  Commiaaiourn,  on  Ibelr  part,  forllGed  the 
town  as  well  a*  Ihey  could,  and  garricsned  it  with  a  detachment  of  70  or  80 
mlllLiameD,  beiidea  beeping  watch  and  ward  Ibrougbool  the  different 
pariabea-  Some  Pallia m en tarian  frigaica  ba* ing  come  over  from  Gnaroaey, 
Uw  CommiHiooera  directed  a  parly  of  aliont  4ft  men,  to  ante  aona  of 
Iba  moat  obDoiioni  and  inflnentlal  Royalbla,  wbow  Ibey  ordered  to  ba 
confined  on   abipboard.    (PmilB  Mattii  and  ChuaUtr  1  Parl,8.3i) 

Al  laal  on  the  18th  of  June  an  anawer  wan  returned  lo  tbe  propoaala, 
which  Sir  Philip  bad  made  through  the  Royal  Conn,  on  Iba  Bih  of  ilutt 
nonlb.  It  wu  aifued  nol  only  by  8  Juratt,  bat  by  B  Conatablea,  aotbat 
it  night  botaid  lo  ba*e  cootainrd  tbe  aclnal  aeuaeof  Iho  ronnlry.  That 
paper,  which  (ocordiog  to  Chevalier  bad  been  drawn  up  by  Dean  Baudinel, 
waa.  of  a  BOat  eiaapernllng  nature,  and  attribnted  all  tbe  etili  which 
had  already  happened,  lo  bad  AiUh,  and  want  of  prindpta  in  Ibe  Uenle- 
nanl-Goieruor,  to  whom  it  offered  nu  oilier  alteroatita  Iban  thai  of 
appearing  before  tha  Parliament,  to  clear  blmielf  froB  Ihe  crime*  and 
Mtadcmeanora  laid  lo  hia  charge.— (CAroo^  1  Pari,  S.  35.) 

Il  waa  therefore  iMpoMible  for  the  parilea  lo  come  lo  any  amicable 
negodatioo.  Hie  ParllMnenUtrian  Commiaaiooera  well  knew  that  iherewa* 
no  chance  of  aecorlag  their  power,  or  even  their  peraonat  aafetybot  by 
Ihe  djagrace,  or  dealrncllon  of  Sir  Philip  DeCartaret;  wbUe  Ihat  geulle- 
man  wu  equally  reaolrcd  to  adbme  to  hii  loyal  d 
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lorrcNder  Iha  laland  lata  Ihe  hgndu  of  the  «neml««  of  hte  SorerrifB.  Ntir 
wu  b»  prl*al«  iDlereii  )«■  concerned;  (arlbe  moneDl  he  w(rald%a*e 
rMlcncd  bli  power,  Ibcre  vuald  Iibts  been  uo  oplioa  tor  him,  belweea 
etile  aad  eooBactilon;  or  bit  appearance  >i  tbe  bar  of  the  Haaa*:  iit  Cow- 
moot'  Bat  at  that  diaadroui  period,  it  wonld  have  been  like  derslinf 
him(t'lftotheic«a'otd,or  •)  leaii  In  perpetaal  Imprlionnent.  It  lamllj  ■ 
matter  of  aarpriae,  that  men  of  so  mucb  dlacHmiatlion,  aa  Ite  chlefa  af 
botli  parliei  nnilnabledly  were,  ■bonid  bare  >u  long:  peraialcd  la  «  mo«fc- 
erj  of  oegodalioii,  wblcb  coald  uaiin  an;  naoaer  b««tt«aded  wlthaoj 
fbToorabie  reauli.  • 

On  tb«  lit  of  July  IMS,  Sir  Phiiip  wrMo  to  Mr.  JiAn  Dnmareaq,  bl« 
lieutenant  Baili;,  that  be  bad  Hii  Majnly'a  Comniaaioa  luaapprcaa  th« 
ftctiooa  Inlrigne*  of  the  Dean,  Daiid  Bandioet,  Ihlt  h«  waa  not  to  be 
admitted  lo  an;  of  their  meeting  or  deliberaiiooa,  and  that  he  cbarfed 
him  wtih  high  IreaaoD.  He  alio  addreined  the  lame  da;  a  letter  lo  the 
Statea,  tn  aniwer  la  iheir  caniBinDicttian  of  the  IBth  of  Jaor.  He  prenhetl 
hhoRera  of  accommodattoowlth  loiue  cxtrrnel;  *e*ere,  thoogb  perbapa  ue- 
ihed  animadTenlniia  un  Dean  Saodincl,  ailriboliog  to  him  the  late  aniwer 
which  bad  bccoaeailuhimbjihr  Slate*,  and  aajriog  that  eTery  llnenfii bora 
the  Imprint  of  the  blaclcueia  of  hit  envenomed  pen. — Here  Mr  Philip's 
coble  nature  gave  *  vent  lo  hia  tujured  fee)iu|^  by  Ihia  etpreaaion  tt  m 
nataai  rancour  ;  for  It  ia  madneia  tn  write  tha*  aboal  a  powerful  enernj, 
the  oiily  effect  of  which,  is  lo  render  every  foture  attempt  at  ncgoclatloa 
■Iterly  Impracticable,  The  termi  ha  proposed  were  nearly  tha  atime  In 
aubalaoce  aa  the  forBer,  a  desire  to  prevent  hosliliHea,  but  an  nneom- 
promiaiug  determination  nut  to  give  np  the  Castles  except  lo  an  ofieer  «f 
(be  King's  appointment.  He  fnrther  expressed  b Is  readiness  to  do  all  in 
bla  power  to  coHply  with  the  wishea  of  the  people,  and  that  If  it  was  the 
public  opinion,  (bat  be  abunld  appear  befnre  the  Parllameal,  he  wonld 
immedlaiely  comply,  provided  bis  accuaers  were  there  aiau,  and  that  he 
had  the   opportnolty  of  afkir  trial.     {Ckaialier  I  Part,  S.  X.) 

On  the  IBib  of  July  the  Statea  were  convened  again  lo  deliberate  aboat 
(he  answer  to  be  retnrued  to  Sir  Philip's  proposals.  That  Assembly  accor- 
ding lo  Chevalier  presented  a  seeming  unanimity,  but  it  was  the  nnaaimlt; 
of  public  bodies  in  dan^roos  timea,  when  they  art  auder  the  influence  of 
terror,  and  every  member  endeavours  to  ward  uff  his  own  Individual  peril 
by  *  rivalry  In  enhvervlency  to  the  exiatiug  despotiam.  This  anawer  waa 
as  nsnal  a  repetition  of  grievances,  and  concluded  by  Informing  Sr 
Fhtilp,  Ibat  It  waa  the  general  wish  of  Ihe  people,  that  be  ahosid  imme- 
diately repair  lo  England,  to  vindlcalc  bis  adminlstrttloo,  thai  in  Ibe 
Meat)  time  be  abouid  dismiss  all  the  foreign  soldiery,  whom  be  had 
lately  Introduced  Into  the  conotry,  aud  that  he  afanuid  appeal  a  day, 
when  he  waa  to  auTrender  Ihe  Casliea  to  the  Comni  salon  era.  llie-Deea 
had  drawn  op  this  paper  abo,  aud  brought  11  with  him  ready  to  be  sub- 
nitled  lo  the  States.  It  could  have  no  other  effect  Iban  Ibal  of  allll  Here 
Irrilalinf  both   parties  agalnal  caeh  elher,  and  precluding  Ihetery  pcesi- 
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bilil7  of  «  raeoB*ili«tiOB,  Hnca  •ecordia|  ta  tbi*  Chmaidcr,  if  it  had 
■M>t  b*ea  for  the  pen  »»d  pernlcioaa  eouD*«li  ef  that  tungfbtjp  and  riudic- 
tiie  Charcbnaa,  Sir  Pkiiip  aad  Itaa  Pari ian enlarian  CuainiMion era  would 
have  cone  to  eeiaa  equitable  conpeeitluo,  which  would  bare  preTcaled 
■oat  of  tbe  eviln  which  drew  their  devoted  counlrf  ialu  Ihe  rortez  of 
tbe  calaniliea  of  the  Britieb  Itland*. 

Bat  aoutber  acene  wai  now  lo  pre^Ml  Itaelf,  aad  linl*  renaiaa  to  be 
reoorded  bat  tha  lameolable  cataalrophe  of  Sir  Philip  Da  Carteret.  Grtef 
and  diaappolnlment  bad  bj  degreea  depreaaed  bia  manlj  iplrit,  and  nuder- 
Mined  bia  eiuking  frame.  HI*  *ool  waa  a  pre;  (o  tbe  workiags  of  iudlK' 
nation,  tbet  a  ton^  life  ipent  ia  the  eeTviee  af  bii  Kiogf  and  cnanirj 
ahoatd  be  repaid  with  the  blackaal  lagratilude  of  hli  foilow-ciliiena, 
while  perbepe  bii  faoiily  pride  waa  deeply  wounded  at  the  certaintf,  that 
bia  eeeniee  were  eaAarourlng  la  deprive  bin  of  all  bla  cou>equencr,  and 
lo  humble  him  io  the  duat.  Bat  above  all  Ihe  oonactoBaneai  of  tbe  uo«> 
nridable  siifortaBee,  which  were  about  to  fkll  on  bii  country,  overwhelmed 
bin  with  Borrow,  and  aeoeleraied  bi*  diualaiiun.  Abont  ibia  time  oac 
of  hla  eoDB  died  to  Elliabeth^Caalle,  and  it  wai  with  difficallj  that  lie 
oblained  permiaaioa  for  hli  lonanta  to  come  and  reeeire  the  rorpae 
antalde  of  that  fortrcfa,  lo  have  it  depoaited  in  Ihe  Ibnilr  aepnlchre 
•(  St.  Onen.  The  two  Bandlnelt  and  D'AmIkoj  atlll  pretended 
that  there  waa  mine  deception  in  Ibii,  and  that  Sir  Philip**  ten  wai  not 
really  dead,  who,  now  ibal  be  wa*  taken  in  bia  own  anarei,  bad  recourie 
to  every  inblerfive  looblniB  peace  and  inpnoity.  II  waa  Iboelbat  IbeiB 
eeoleaiaslie*  vade  aa  mworth  j  and  ■aebriatian  nae  of  their  ioBuenee, 
and  pennaded  the  Parliamentarian  Commiiiionan  to  be  nnfeeliDg;  and 
inhuman-  %r  Philip  paroeivia^  that  be  waa  daily  becoralag  weaker,  and 
tint  hii  diuolnliou  waa  rapidlr  approaching,  waved  official  forma,  and 
addreieed  a  letter  directly  to  the  Parliamentarian  Commlaaioaeri,  a  mode 
of  eommanicalioo  which  he  had  hitherto  deollned  to  adept,  and  «ent  It  to 
Ihem  by  the  Porter  of  tbe  Caitle.  Tbe  letter  wb  dated  Ihe  leth  of  Anguat 
1643,  and  Inclcsed  the  Royal  pardon,  which  the  Sheriff  bad  berti  prevented 
before  from  prod  aiming  by  Ihe  populace.  It  ia  the  teller  of  adyineman, 
and  li  worth  iranaerlhlng.  "  Oenilenen,  I,  having  received  Ihe  King-'a 
gractoQ*  pardon,  embraced  It  with  a  great  deal  of  Joye,  hoping  thai  before 
God  ihall  call  me  awaye,  I  (bould  ice  lomo  beginning  of  the  quiet  of 
thoae  diaordera  of  Ibla  Conntrle  ;  which  leeiag  1*  not  likely  to  prove,  it 
being  God'*  pleMora  to  call  me  to  hi*  mercie  Ibat  1  naya  not  aee  the  fur- 
ther iDCreaae  and  roiaerlei  of  thli  Connlrie.  I  deeire  ia  your  Chriitian 
ebartly,  that  joa  wenid  permlll  Mr.  La  Cloehe,  or  any  other  that  you  will 
•ead  with  him,  to  adminialer  unto  ne  inch  coqiforta  a«  are  neeeiiarie  and 
naoall  In  theae  estrenillci,  and  that  yo«  will  pcrmill  my  poor  wife  to 
come  unto  me,  to  doe  me  that  laat  daty  ••  to  doee  np  my  eye*.  The  Lord 
forgive  yoD  aa  1  doe  forgive  yon  all.  I  pray  aaffer  Ibia  bearer  to  go  to  Ihe 
Old  Caatle  lo  fetch  my  wife,  and  tend  *ome  other  to  Mr.  La  Cloche  with 
all  apeed.    Thia  ia  the   laA  reqnwt,  |  ahall  ever  maka  unto  yon>    The 
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Lord  tt  Merdrun  to  jou  M,"  &c.  The  OflkminfoBen,  tb*  tUta,tM 
D'Ami^jt  read  (hia  Imi«  wiib  ■  great  deal  of  pleaiore,  tnn  the  aallci- 
paiioo  Ibat  the  dearh  of  (he  IJeateoant  Oo*eriior  wonld  aooa  enable  (hea 
to  get  poiaenfoa  of  Ihe  &*lln.  flnch  li  tbe  wIckedDcai  and  Ibe  bliadaoM 
of  mortal! !  It  would  hare  moderated  tbeh-  eialtallM  -coold  ihej-  have 
read  luio  fglnrltj,  and  leeo  that  the  remoial  of  Ihetr  adTmary  waa 
openlDK  the  path  for  tbe  ndrancfment  of  ■  mao,  the  p-eater  eneify  vt 
whoae  ebaraetor,  aad  whoie  trbiiTRy  dltpoaltlon,  woald  aooo  coafiaaa  ib«lr 

"  Tbe  Lord,"  aald  ihey,  in  tUtAr  aoairer,  ■*  ta  iriaa  in  coaMel  aad  wa*- 
derfbl  in  ■Ireniitb.'*  (■). — "  The  L<ird  opea  tbe  cyta  of  joqr  mderataadlar, 
that  700,  (thoDgb  it  be  lair),  may  bewail  all  rhe  mlaery  yoa  hare  broafhl 
Bpaa  tbii  people.  Aa  fbr  hot  part  we  heartily  detire  God  to  for^rc  yoa 
all  ibal  la  paal,  waibiog  all  junr  alna  away,  bj  a  alDccrc  rcpentwioe,  la  the 
blood  of  Chrht."— "  Yon  ahoatd  do  rery  well,  Sir,  In  eaaa  God  ahoold 
call  yon  to  renil  the  cnaiodj  of  ihia  Caiile  into  the  haada  of  ifaia  Eatate  lo 
Iieep  it  for  bit  Majetty'i  aerrice."  fCtttalier,  Pari  I,  S.  400  Can  there  ba 
a  BTcaler  mockery  of  reli^oa  and  Cbriaiian  charily  • 

The  pardon  which  waa  now  uflclally  oOtoredfwaa  aa  til  Judged  meaaare. 
It  ia  not  known  who  had  procarcd  ll  from  tbe  King,  but  It  waa  not  the 
amnraty  which  on^t  to  bare  been  olfered  by  a  SorDrcign  airag^i«K  for 
hia  crown  agalai)  a  powerful  fbclloo,  which  bad  iben  ibe  anpport  of  many 
pMid  and  wiae  nien,  who  atill  rrmrmfarred  (he  grieraneea  of  the  fbrner 
part  of  bla  reign.  The  rrry  offer  of  a  pardoe  waa  Indignantly  receired  by 
a  people,  who  bad  been  peraoadedlcbeiieTe  ibal  they  had  only  taken  up 
■rma  lo  elpet  (he  Lieatenanl-GoTcraor  ftom  bla  poal,  bat  were  uoeouaaioac 
of  baTlir^beea  gnllty  of  rebeliloo.  That  enri one  Proelamalion  coadoded 
with  (he  threat,  that  Hla  Majeaty  waa  reaotred  In  caae  of  tbelr  obatinacy 
to  rrfane  ail  fkt  Chtrlet'i  mi  Ptioiltgei  JhrmtHn  grmtlad  nnU  litm,  oad  le 
lake  lie  JMil  forfmltiti  of  Ihtir  ttlatat  aenrdiag  le  law. 

Tbe  CommiaatoDcra  eagerly  took  adrantage  of  thia,  and  (be  polHIo  and 
in*rterate  Deftn  drew  up  tbe  aaawer  aa  oaual,  which  Ibe  Commlaalonera 
forwarded  Ihe  pen  day  to  Ifae  IJeatenaat..Go*emer.  The  aentimenla  it  ei- 
presMd  were  inaet  Dncbarilable  and  DnfccHag,  and  aa  If  logire  a  keener 
edge  to  ita  upbraidlnga  tbu*  aaaaned  the  bypocritieal  caal  of  rellgioB, 
aod  dired  lo  employ  the  language  of  Chriatlaaity.  The  Coomiaaioaer* 
refuard  to  Irl  him  bare  Ihe  minister  of  hi*  ehoice,  and  even  bb  ftmily 
were  nol  to  be  allowed  In  riait  blm,  bat  ua  the  cuodiilaa  of  bia  taratuc 
Captain  Lane,  a  Comlah  Oflcer,  out  of  the  Caalle,  which  he  wai  alao 
recooimendcd  lo  cauie  lo  be  aarrBudared  lo  the  Parliamnit  in  lb«  event

Thh  refaaa)  to  aUow  Sir  Philip  lo  bo-fiaHed  by  a  niaider  of  hU  own 
«h«l«c,  and  lo  aee  hil  &nltr>  did  not  io  ancb-origiuate  in  bnnwnily  aa  in 
poHdcal  eonatderatlona.  Hia  eaeoiiea  had  Battered  themielv«a,  that  a  A^ama 
enfeebled  by  diaeaae  and  a  ainil  ahrioking  tnim-  the  terrora  of  diaaolvtlMl, 
wvald  gladly  haie  pnrohaaed  tbatpenniaaiou,  on  the  proffered  condliion  of 
gifiog  up  the  CaitlM.  Such  a  crooked  policy  cannol  bn  mentioned  with  ton 
■•Dcb  reprobation,  bnl  tike  moal  olber  mneh  la  Milan  kchemea  of  Ibe  kind,  it 
•adedia  dinappolDtaaeot,  and  only  afforded  a  ptaoaibld  pretence  fer-therigo- 
too*  retaliation,  which  Sir  Gcorg«  De  Carlerel  aoon  after  iofllaied  «•  thoae 
pathical  adteraariea. 

Tbe  aame  day,  hia  mother,  a  >ei>erable  matron,  of  eighty  year*  oT  agci 
md  her  two  danghtera  applied  to  the  Commiiiloner*  and  to  Ibe  Deau  and 
l^Awlgny,  for  permiaalaa  to  go  lo  the  Cutt«,but  (hey  were  refuied.  A 
aimllar  appllrallon  of  the  old  Lady  had  been  aetit  before,  and  now  when 
■he  aaw  thai  ahe  conM'  not  pre*ail  on  ttaoae  snreleaiiiig  heart*,  aha 
«fl^ed  to  give  a  aunr  of  money  to  the  poor;  but  eTcn  then  the  peroil*- 
aion  waa  nut  granted.  Hil  frteuda  were  not  allowed  to  convey  bim  eTcn 
IhereA'e^hment  of  a  bottle  of  aprhig  water,  and  of  a  few  oaueea  of  an  gar- 
candy-  The  populace  had  been  wrought  up  to  ancb  a  alale  of  frenzy  by 
S'Aaaigay,  thai  bftd  any  one  been  (buatf  to  carry  him  any  refreibmeota,  he 
woalA  bare  been  eipoaed  to  their  eilreate  liolcuee.  After  tbia,  two  or 
Ibreedaya  elapaed  wllhoat  aay  comBnateatioD  with  the  Caatle,  when  ila 
Porter  etune  to  Ibe  Town  (oaaythal  Sir  Philip  waa  getting  worae.  The 
naie  day  Lady  Da  Carteret  who  waa  io  Monnt-Oi^eil  Cattle  aent  a 
yoaag  femaleio  enqaira  after  her  bnaband'a  health,  and  lo  carry  him  a 
rrilgioaa  baoh  lo  -eoaalM  him  In  hia  alekneH ;  but  ahe  waa  atoj^Hnl  by  the 
goarda  whA  compelled  her  lo  return  Into  the  Iowd. 

Daring  Iheae  trouhlea  there  had  been  aa  iDterruplioo-of  the  admlnia- 
traltoB  of  Juatlce  ;  bat  oo  tbe  2Snd  the  Coori  met  to  afpoiat  a  Judge  in  the 
raon  of  8fr  PhlHp  De- Carteret,  who  waa  dead  In  taw,  aalbcy  aaidibut 
•a  )l  conld  net  agree  about  the  choice,  it  waa  adjourned  for  a  wetk. 

Tbe  Commlaiioaara  balng  al  ImI  tooched  with  aune  renorae  of  their 
tarbarily  aent  •  mm  t»  enquire  after  Sir  Philip'a  health,  aa  they  oould 
•ol  hellere  thai  he  waa  ao  aeartiia  end.  Tbe  meBaengar  intbrmed  theM 
as  hiaretum,  that  he  waa  very  111,  and  that  it  waaeipected  be  could  i»ot 
•eoovcr.  The  raqneat  lo  allow  hH  wife  to  vialt  hinvwaa  reiteral4>d,  bat 
far  that  day  (he  permlialoB  waa  granted  only  to  biamother  g  the  riquaat 
af  one  of  her  daaghlera  wae  lot  oompUed  wHb^  ootwilhaundiag  whkh 
aba  aBdeatnarad  to  aoeenfaBj'ber  agedptrant,  but  abe  waa  detained  w 
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Ibe  way,  uid  told  that  they  would  not  hoAt  her  to  ^  tola  tfae  Oultc. 
Opprnied  wlib  friet,  abe  fell  from  hrr  bone  lod  hinted,  and  jet  tb* 
ioeiorable  sf^nia  of  umnliigaied  rovenge,  coadeolrd  her  hack  alowlj  loio 
■he  toira.  At  lo  the  aOlicted  lad;,  that  lait  deaeendant  of  thoM  Paolela, 
who  had  formerly  ^Ttraed  IhU  l«land  wlib  Dnlimitedaaiharii;  for  half 
a  reniorf,  aha  waa  allowed  to  nn  In  wUh  «  aerraut  lo  aro  her  ton,  whoa 
■he  fDaDd  daagrroualjr  lll,«ud  becowlo^  worae  eTery  hoof.  She  Ibco 
aent  back  b'r  aemiit  to  the  towa,  to  aaj  that  he  wm  vatliiiK  worae,  and 
thai  he  requeated  lo  be  allowed  lo  lea  bla  attier  Jodllb.

Bredni,  tbe  hiber  of  Daniel  Brevlnl,  who  waa  anbieqoeotl;  Deno  of  Lla- 
coln,  to  repair  lo  him  ;  but  thai  worih  j  paalor  aa  be  bad  aei  been  aent 
for  by  the  dying  nan,  declined  the  appllcatlan  tnm  nollfea  uT  dellraey. 
II  waa  I  hen  that  Mr.  Hollei,  aoutber  clerfryoiaD,  waa  aent  laadmlalaler  t* 
him  the  coaaolationa  of  retlKloo  in  bla  laal  aomrDla. 

Tbe  Chrooleler  retaiea  thai  nal  mora  than  alx  hoara  before  Sir  Phllip'a 
dealh,  he  waa  ao  eje  witneaa  lo  a  oirenmatance  ao  cruel,  barbaroua,  and 
lubuman,  tbai  be  weatioaa  It  witb  Merited  reprobaiioa.  A  man  eame  !• 
VAuigoy  lo  inrorro  h'.n  ihat  a  basket  nt  frolt  wtu  being  carried  to  th« 
Caalle  for  Ihat  f  enlleman'a  refresbnent,  and  whether  It  waa  to  be  aaSercd 
to  paaa.  "  No,  nu,"  replied  thai  ecKlaaiaatle,  "  rnn  after  [I,  and  do  not  let 
it  pBi*  ;  It  would  do  belter  for  ua  than  for  him."  D'Aialgny  had  neverlhe- 
lea*  Jnai  heard  that  tbere  were  oo  lon^r  any  hopea  of  bla  reeorery.  Tbv 
meaienger  waa  too  ftir  grane  lo  ba  oierlaheo,  and  the  ftalt  reached  lie 
deal  Inal  ion. 

It  waa  not  till  Ibe  laal  day  of  bia  life,  that  Lady  De  Carteret  obtained 
■he  permlnlon  of  Ibe  Cunntlatlonera  to  vialt  her  huaband,  bat  it  waa  too 
lale,  aa  the  fboDd  him  in  the  agoniea  of  ilentb,  and  acarcely  aemlble.  He 
however  raiaed  bla  hand,  aa  If  to  ■bow  that  he  waa  CMHdbna  of  her  pre- 
aence,  and  lo  bid  her  a  1a*l  fkrewell. 

Thua  expired  Sir  Philip  Do  Carlarel;  on  the  Urd  of  Angaal  1643,  a 
victim  to  the  malice  and  penecntton  of  hi*  enemiea.  He  waa  in  bla  (KHh 
year,  hariog  been  born  at  hit  Father**  aeat.  In  the  late  of  Sarfc,  to  Fobra- 
ary,  IS83,  4-  Hb  life  wae  cot  abort  by  i n ten le  anilely,  inoreailntc  *eia- 
lion,  and  perbap*  waal  of  exerHae  thrangh  bla  conflnement  in  a  fortreaa, 
in  which  he  had  been  blockaded  Ave  montba.  He  may  therefbre  beaaid 
ID  hare  periabed  In  Ibe  canae  of  bli  Sorerelgn,  aa  maoh  aa  if  he  bad  hlhn 
on  Ihe  field  of  bailie.  He  died  afler  an  illneaa  of  13  daya,  bnl  Ibe  preciae 
nalnre  of  bla  laat  alckneaa  i*  uol  meatloord.  He  waa  a  peraonafo  of  bigb 
dignity,  loaded  with  ■  long  rnanieralioa  of  feudal  lltlea,  enjoying'  Inportaal 
office*,  and  who  had  rei-eUed  maay  lokena  of  the  Royal  fhrotrr.  Thna 
accidental  dlitlactlooa  may  be  barely  aeolluced  ;  btit  It  k  with  Ihe  bright 
parta  of  bia  character  tliat  poaterity  la  delighted.  HIa  loyally  lo  hia  Sove- 
reign condoned  In  hIa  laal  brralb,  and  be  preferred  to  hear  every  ineoo- 
venlesce  rather  than  betray  bS>  Ituat.     The  greater  port  of  hia  tnUrDrliae* 
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were  occaaluaitd  bj  Ibc  eatj  wbich  biit  laog  career  of  praiperiij  bad  tx- 
cilrd.  He  waa  bowever  wortby  of  the  iD^taal  office*  lo  irbich  he  bad 
becD  elevaied  by  hia  So*ereiga.  Hia  Icltera,  maoy  of  nhich  have  been 
preiervod,  abcw  him  lo  have  been  a  man  of  capacit j,  and  thai  both  fron 
bU  edoeaiiao  and  cxperitDce,  he  vm  laiiaately  aequaialed  wilh  Ibe  ooa- 
•lilDilon  and  the  local  aaagca  ef  hia  cuontry.  But  tbe  mo*l  iolerMliog  part 
of  hii  cfaaraGtcr  ia  lu  be  aoitght  ia  hia  moderalioa  and  forbearaoee,  formiug 
■n  advanta^ona  mnlraal  wilh  Ibo  vlrnlepse  and  crneitj  oT  hii  adreriarlea- 
Nor  were  hia  pcnient  eodaraoce  nnder  aofferinj  and  bii  chriitian  (or^tr- 
naaa  leia  reaarhable  in  bl*  iMter  daya.  Be  and  hU  prcdcmaor  John 
Hcraalt,  the  Bailly,  did  nueb  lo  cuDfim  and  eitend  Ibe  privilege*  uf 
Janey ;  but  in  point  of  mildnaaa  and  benerolance  Sir  Philip  waa  >npe- 
rior  lo  ibat  npriEbl,  bnt  ralbar  lo»  higti  apirited  ■aKUlrata.  Hi*  death 
ia  laid  to  bars  baen  getierally  laawnled,  wd  Udeed  if  ha  bad  lired, 
■be  Uland  ulxhl  hare  pie*er*ed  lie  loyalty  without  any  of  tbe  eiil* 
that  alleaded  the  ligoron,  bat  tyrannical  adaiaiatralion  at  Sir 
GearK«  De  Carteret.  Sir  Philip  waa  blmrd  with  a  nomeroua  pro. 
geay,  moat  of  whom  larvived  biai.  Tbe  elergyoian  wbo  alfended  him, 
*«r*  the  Chronicler,  «aa  parDcnlnrly  ■truck  aud  edtScd  wilh  the  truly 
Chrialian  *|^rit  of  thii  good  nan,  who  left  thr  world  and  il*  Iraitailory 
■cene*  withoat  repel,  far|;iTlBg  all  men,  al  he  hoped  to  he  forgireu.  In  the 
•aauraace  Ibat  he  bad  made  hia  peace  wlib  hia  Haker>  II  laay  iheretbrc 
b«  affirmed  tbalancr  a  careful  anrfey  itf  ihli  Uland  h  It  waa  nndcr  Jameal, 
and  Charlea  I,  Sir  Pbilip  waa  II*  mo*t  diatlngnlahed  peraonagc,  and  er«B 
at  tbla  line,  hU  lalenla  and  Integrity,  aJlher  aa  a  roagialrate  ar  a  politician, 
would  be  conaidcred  aa  beings  of  the  hig-heal  deacriplioo. 

Hii  widow  and  bia  aen  aeat  loSl.  Malo,  lor  a  SorfeoB,  to  embaloi  hii 
eorpae,  which  waa  aecordiagly  done,  and  Iben  depnalled  In  a  lead  cuffia. 
It  remained  nnbaried  for  avme  lime,  according  l«  a  reqaeat  he  bad  Bade  ott 
hia  dealb  bed  ;  bnl  hia  braloa  aod  eniraila  were  buried  In  tbe  Caaile  near 
tbe  Old  Church.  fCin<iiitr,Partl,SS.iim4ia.J  Afterwarda  when  hi* 
•acocaaor  Sir  George  Do  Carteret  waa  In  power,  be  ea  used  hie  reowla*  to  be 
coaieyed  lo  Ibe  fhaily  tosh  of  hia  anceatora  al  81.  Ouao,  wilh  all  Ihe  pomp 
aad  diq>lay  of  TCneritlou  and  reipact  whieb  it  waa  in  the  power  of  a  trium- 
phant parly,  to  heatow  on  the  memory  of  a  lamented  chief.  Hi*  widow  waa 
an  Eogliah  Lady,  a  dnnghler  ofSir  Francla  Dou*e,froai  Hamphire.  fHeg-  . 
lin'*Smrw«f,p.9a8.J  Hie  Barrired  him  but  a  ahort  time,  having  expired 
after  a  abort  Hlaet*  iu  Honnt-Orgueil  Caatte,  the  umal  place  of  her  real- 
Jence.oBlbaMlhafJaaiuryfollowiDg.  CCIknimIiir,ParlU\,SS.faaiiJli.J 

Tke  eitreaie  length  of  Ihia  Note,  which  baa  been  occaaiooed  by  the 
iDlcreatlng  aaaterlala  aow  for  the  Aral  time  laid  befire  the  Public,  oblige* 
•a  to  be  conidae  In  the  remalaing  part  of  oar  narrative. — The  Farliameiit 
daring  tbeae  Irooblea  had  lately  appdoted  tbe  Earl  of  Warwick  Governor 
nt  Ibe  Cbaanel  lalanda  in  Ihe  room  of  Sir  Thonu*  Jermyn,  a  dedded  Roy>- 
liil,  aad  hi*  Lordship  bad  aioce  named  Leooard  Lydooli,  li«^,a  young 
■MB  of  88  yvara  of  aga  and  a  Major  in  Ihe  armyi  lo  be  hia  Lieulenanl- 
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GoTcrnM'  of  Jin«j.  It  happtatd  opportnvlf  for  Iba  PtrlUnenttrisft*^- 
Ibat  tbis  e"'>'*'D*'>  •iriTed  A-om  Eoglaod  tbr«a  dij*  ■/(«■  Str  PbiOp  Da' 
Cu-lerM'a  deraue.  He  bronglit  only  a  TaW  ofGeen  and  armi  aad  annnltlaa- 
wltb  blM,batiKitroopa.

If  LydeAtl 
Badbroaght  OTerabodjof  eTmSOOmeD,  Itwai  IbeopiaioaoftbeCbroakler 
Ibat  they  would  ban  ktpt  the  lilaml  in  check, aad  IbU  It  wootd  have  ahlaaa- 
rely  rcDMloed  ia  Ibe  I'owenioD  of  tbehrllameMariana.  Ljdcott  ii  aald  lo 
bafediacoveredthlaerrer  whtoo  it  waatctoIate.fDr  UwBBeTldenlihBlCaplaia 
De  Carteret  conld  dm  ba*e  broagbt  a  lulBcienl  nanber  of  men  frooi  Sl.Malo, 
(o  conleDd  wilb  lueh  a  force.  II  woald  aeem  bowever  to  be  doubtful  whe. 
tber  all  the  blame  ought  lobe  atiribniedlo  the  Jtraey  ComBiaaiooer«,wbo 
Ttadkale  tbemKlf«>  In  the  hendo  HmIIx  al  Ibe  eiproce  of  PryDoe. 
Tbey  repeatedly  mcnliaa  an  tatended  Jeraey  eipedMloa  abent  ibta  lime; 
which  wo*  laid  Slide  by  Prynne'*  pernlcioM  intrigieo,  and  which  aceardiag 
to  theiD,aec«aloaed  the  flnal  loaa  of  the  liland  to  Ibe  ParllaDtent- 

Otber  reaioua  leeia  naeb  more  probable  to  faave  preveDtod  that  eipe- 
dillM,  and  to  have  beea  of  more  weight  than  either  Pryone'a  adTico,  or  the 
•oliritatloni  of  (he  Commiiaiunen.  The  laaue  of  Ibe  cralest  waa  itill  very 
doDbtfBI  at  that  period  of  the  ciiil  war,  and  ParllameBt  had  ihea  ob)ee(a 
of  IB  nob  hig'her  Impotiaiice  where  lo  employ  tbelr  ftireea.  The  Talneof 
Jeraey  bad  not  yet  been  aacerlaiaed;  Dorwaalllill  the  vigoroai  adminie- 
tratlOD  of  Mr  Gporge  De  Carteret,  that  bia  iucoeaifnl  •nnoyance  of  Ibe 
Bvgliab  trade,  rendered  the  peaaeaalon  of  JetBejIadiapeBaaUeto  iba  aier- 
eaBllle  aecarlty  of  the  couquaror*. 

Tbaaa  dMkrent  parlicniari  are  Inlimitely  aonneded  with  our  asbJeMi 
to  ebow  «•  bow  many  comlngellriei  maltera  depended,  and  bow  lillte  at  oaa 
lima  wOBid  bare  ftaatrated  Ihe  aicendancy  which  Sir  George  Carleref, 
■noo  after  acqnired,  and  tbat  ardosr  of  loyalty  whicb  the  Itlaad  wbb  abeal 
to  diiplay  to  the  admlrBlloo  of  after  agea. 

On  the  seib  of  AugatI,  three  deya  after  Lydootfi  arriial,  the  Stale*  met 
lo  bear  bli  CoDmlaaloa  of  Lieulenanl  Governor  read.  The  Cwmmhaioa 
haair  wlih  all  the  Earl  of  Wnrwtc^'a  tillea,  M  well  •*  Ihe  prooeedlagB'Or  (be 
Slattt  of  Ibat  day  bave  be«a  preaarrcdby  CheTalier,^Par(It,S.  3iJ  Niaa 
Janta  were  prcaeol,  Are  Rectora,  and  all  Ibe  Cooatablei  except  that  of  St. 
OeMeat.  Hr.  Le  Oeyt,  one  of  the  Jnrati,  Bad  fttber  of  ear  Bfterwarde 
eelebralad  commeatalor,  waa  alao  one  of  tbii  aaaembly,  which  wm  cobi. 
poaad  of  nea  diieetly  oppoaed  lobla  real  priadplaa.  The  original*,  Hko 
■ttay  mere  paper*  of  tbe  kind  bnTe  pirlabcd  wllb  Ibe  Second  Boob  e#  (be 
Slat**,  and  oar  Cbrgnlder  1*  ralaable,  weni  1(  oal;  fer  haTinf  pr«*ct«ed 
B«nral  aariou*  dooaneDU  whitA  are  naw  no  wbar*  eb«  (o  be  fboad. 
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Tha  SlatM  ardrr*il  thttllit  Mtb  vf  office  ihonld  b*  ■dminUlerad  to  the  new

ally oonflded  to  the  loflneatlai  men  who  can  command  a  majority  in  that 
Aaaenbiy. 

At  the  aane  Slaiea  Michael  Unnpriire  produced  hi*  appolutmeut  fVom 
the  Pai-lianent,  to  be  Bully  >a  the  room  of  St  Philip  De  Carteret.  He 
had  now  reached  Ibe  object  of  hii  ambition,  for  which  he  had  periFCDted  hia 
pradacratoT,  and  scattered  widely  throoBb  bl*  country  the  aeeda  of 
dinffectioo.  Ibe  ai^ntmenl  of  the  Goternur  and  Ihe  Baitly  helnnga  l« 
lh«  Crown,  and  iherefore  any  iaterferencc  In  thoie  matlers  on  Ihe  part  of 
Ihe  ParUamoDt  wa*  a  direct  mnrpatloa.  Beoce  a*  Ibeae  two  functlooaHM 
were  illrg«lly  appunted,  it  required  in  belter  tlmea  do  aort  of  legal  pro- 
ceaa  to  aecure  their  expoliion. 

A«  BOon  as  the  Earl  of  Warwlck'i  Letter  and  Lempritre'a  Commli^oa 
bad  been  read,  the  pasaire  States,  wlthonl  eveo  one  single  member  darlof 
lo  niter  a  murmur,  silently  acqilnced,  and  to  glTc  a  greater  solemnity  to 
Ihe  baslaesi,  Hicbael  Lempriire  was  awora  In  first  after  the  ninat  forma, 
that  he  might  afMrwards  administer  the  oatb  to  the  Lieuteuant  Goreraor, 
which  wal  the  asms  a*  tbat  In  (he  Jersey  Code  of  Laws,  (;>.  SS3.} 

Tb«u  two  functionarie*  were  awom  in  on  the  S9tb  of  ADgnsi,  1IM3,  aad 
held  their  ephemerons  officea  till  Ihe  21*1  of  NoTsmber  following,  wheM 
they  precipitately  Bedfrom  Ihe  lalaud  on  Ibe  landing  of  Captain  DeCarreret. 

From  the  beginniag  of  March,  1943,  whea  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret  retired 
lo  EllMbetb  Caatia,  till  the  Slat  of  Nofcnbcr  fottowing,  the  Island,  with 
Ihe  escepllon  ot  Ibe  Castles  was  In  Ibe  hands  of  (he  Parliamantarlana. 
llie  greater  pari  of  the  Inhabitanta  were  loyal,  bnt  the  frar  of  HI  (reatmeni 
oooipeiied  them  to  rtmala  qniet.  The  Castlei  never  were  in  any  danger  of 
beiag  taken  by  (heir  aaaallania,  for  they  hai  not  the  meana  to  annoy  (hen 
HDch  by  land,  nor  bad  tbey  the  commnad  of  Ibe  set.  The  operatloM 
•gdnal  Eliiabelh  and  Honnt-Orgoeil  Caallea  were  howerer  carried  oa 
ratber  more  briskly  nnder  thai  OScer'a  admlnialration,  than  they  had  been 
is  (he  farmer  part  of  Ihe  blockade.  The  Chronicler  baa  preserred  a  very 
ninate  Jonrnal  of  the  siege  of  the  Castles,  which  though  highly  amnstag 
and  sTen  Intcreallag,  la  too  long  to  be  eien  abrldgad  in  Ihl*  pTae«.  Per- 
hapt  we  may  arall  oarteNe*  of  soaie  fulura  opportonlty  lo  lay  It  boforo 
the  publie. 

On  the  ISth  of  SapienlMr  Ihe  Lieut enani-OoTeriMr  held  a  general  re- 
view of  Ihe  militia  at  81.  Heller,  and  after  an  loOammatory  apeech  agalael 
the  Boyaliau  ordered  the  mea  to  lake  an  oalh  of  Bdellly  to  Ibe  King,  Ibe 
I^rliamenl,  and  Ihe  Governor.  A*  be  did  not  underttaad  Rvaob,  Ibe 
«*ih  waa  sdMiaiiterad  bj  ITAMlgny.    It  «u  lakco  by  aona  with  aridtat 
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reluclBDCP,  and  alhen  thongfit  lo  *liide  il>  ubll^iiun  lij  nrnlDs  Ibeir 
backi,  wbile  il  wai  heing  adnlDliirred.  Jofan  Dpnaretq,one  of  Ihe  niBItU 
Coloneli,  haviDg  objecied  lo  Ibe  oath,  was  Am  pat  under  an  amit,  and 
arierwardt  deprWed  of  bl*  caminUilaD.  Tbia  evatlrman  w««  afterwarda 
Sir  Geoi^  De  Carlcret'i  Lipatcpant  Bailfj,  ('dtculwr,  Part  til,  S.  }1.J 

Tbo  beileicera  railed  batierlei  on  tbe  town  bill,  now  Fori  Re^ot,  and 
theCaille  fired  at  ibe  tovn,  wbich  wa*  then  w'KboDi  anj  prolectloD  to- 
ward* th«  S»a.  No  mitchlef  of  any  caoaeqaence  bowcTcr  happened ;  tbe 
beiiefera  fired  bat  36  >boCi  dnring  tbal  ilige  at  Elliabelb  Caatle,  wbich 
oa  (he  utber  band  fired  339. 

Lydcmt'B  appolnlmem  by  Lord  Warwick  waa  of  Ihefilh  oTJaly,  11143; so 
that  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret  bad  been  soperaeded  on  acconnt  of  bii  loyally 
about  lix  weeka  before  hii  dealb.  After  Ibal  erent  Hia  Majeaty  appc^oted 
Captain  George  De  Carteret  lientenaul  Gorernor  of  Jersey  oa  the  3rd  of 
October,  in  the  aaiDe  year. 

Lydcott'a  proapecla  of  auccoa  were  dimtnlrbin;  daily,  and  he  had  the 
nnriiGcaiinu  lo  find  that  aane  of  the  EaglUb  oOlcera  whom  he  had  broag-hi 
over  with  bin  had  baaety  deaerled  him,  and  RUrrendered  Ihemielvei  lo  the 
dnwaf^r  Lady  Carteret,  who  waa  io  Moaot-Orgneil  Castle,  tn  wboie  pre- 
acnce  they  burned  the  caamiaaions  (hey  bad  received  from  (he  Parliameol. 
fPteuda  Ma4tii,p.  iS,andClieoalier,  Pari  )[,  S.  48 J  Aahe  bad  no  troopa  the 
greater  part  of  tbe  inbabilanta  were  only  wailing  for  an  opportanily  to 
declare  for  Ibe  King,  and  erea  among  hia  own  parly,  there  were  many  on 
wboae  coorage  or  fidelity  be  enuld  not  place  any  reliance.  He  (herefbre 
todt  (he  precanlion  to  keep  a  caller  in  readineaa  for  hia  departure. 

la  the  mean  lime  maiiera  were  baaleaing  to  a  criala.  Lydcott  and  the 
Commiaaioaera  who  were  aow  coarinced,  that  It  waa  impoaaible  lo  relaia 
their  occnpatioD  of  the  laland,  endeavoured  lo  negoclale  wiih  the  connau- 
der  of  Mount  Orgueil  Caiile  for  an  accomodailoo.  Tbia  atate  of  thing* 
laa(edba(far  a  few  day*  till  Ibe  arriral  of  Caplato  De  Carteret  from  St. 
Halo,  Id  Ibe  evening  uf  the  19ih  of  November-  Several  of  the  Royaliila 
bad  formeriv  gone  over  la  bim  during  tbuie  tronhlea,  and  being  anx- 
iona  to  return  now  lo  their  tiomea,  bad  now  acconpaoied  that  aetive 
oSeer  Id  hi*  etpedllian.  The  iaiander*  were  by  Ihia  time  tired  of 
Lydcott  and  the  Parliamentarian  CommiaaioDeri,  and  the  Tery  nest 
murning  Ihe  inbabitaola  cf  the  adjoioing  pariabei  of  Grauvllle  and  St.  Mar- 
tin came  lo  join  bim,  and  took  ibn  oalh  of  allegiance  lo  the  King-  A  day 
lalar  wbich  waa  Ibe  31*1,  Ibe  people  «f  SI-  Brelada  roae  and  retook  tbe 
Tower  of  St.  Aubin,aBtroDg  place  commanding  that  harbonr,  and  wbieh  had 
lately  ftallen  into  the  banda  of  Ihe  Partiamentariana-  The  defeclloa  wa* 
sow  became  general,  and  (he  reporta  which  honrty  reached  Ihe  Uentenaut 
GoverDor  and  hii  frieada,  exaggerated  the  forcea  of  Capt.  De  Carteret,  who 
In  fhcl  had  reached  Mount  Orgueil  Caalln  wiih  only  iwo  or  three  annll 
vaaaala,  and  might  perbapa  have  been  aucceaafulty  reaialed,  had  tbey  poa- 
aaaied  eiiher  conrage  or  preaence  of  miud.  But  Ibe  aurpriae  bad  been 
au  complete,  Ihat  they  only    couaulted  their  terror,  to  that  at  tbe  very 
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Ihuneot  (hat  the  furmcr  had  had  bia  (able  laid  ool  fi>r  mpper,  thej  previ. 
pitalely  weal  w  buard  a  imaU  armed  veaacl  at  oiue  o'clock  in  Ihe  evea- 
1n^, leaving  aone  of  hii  lerODU,  and  (he  beit  pari  of  hia  baggage  behiud 
bim .  lUlchael  Lrmpriirp,  D'Aiiig^Df,  aod  a  few  olhcra,  who  bad  bern  moat 
deept;  Im plicated  ia  the  disturbance*  escaped  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 
The  Pieado  MaiKi  girei  Dearly  the  Bame  account  of  Ihia  fli^l,  bul  labuura 
bard  to  prove  tbat  it  did  nul  take  place  with  ao  much  precipilaliou.  fPteuda 
Miutlx,p.69,  and  Chmalitr,  Part  \t,S.  b3J 

It  ia  north  while  lo  relate  thia  amall  but  tndden  revulutiun  ia  (he  aimpU 
Uuguai^eof  the  Cbrontcler.  "  The  other  ladividnaU  who  hud  been  of  the 
aame  party,  eodeavoared  that  very  night,  aud  aa  aoon  aa  they  heard  of 
Lienlenant-ljuTeraor  Lydcolt'a  departure,  to  get  boali  to  (are  ihemaelrea, 
how,  aud  where  they  ronld.  They  had  a  favoorable  wiud  to  take  theia  (o 
G-iernaey.  Thoie  who  conld  ant  then  get  away,  hid  (hemaelrei,  and  after- 
wards gol  out  of  tho  country  iiiig1y,and  as  oppnrlunitiea  occurred.  The 
report  of  thia  sudden  deparinre  spread  immediately  throughout  Ihe  whole 
Island,  aud  Ibal  very  night  every  one  laid  down  hin  arms.  It  was  ■ 
aiiracle,  that  no  blood  waa  ihed  ua  either  side.  Only  a  few  hour*  before 
(his  happened,  the  Ivhole  ef  Jersey  was  in  arms,  and  there  were  some 
amall  diilrlclB  ao  divided,  tbat  they  were  on  (he  point  of  coming  lo  a  con. 
Bid.  It  waa  mn  eifeet  of  Providence ;  for  every  thing:  "as  auddenly  ap. 
peaied,  and  both  parties  equally  laid  down  their  arma."  fli,  S.  b3.J 

During  the  late  sieges  Captain  Carteret  had  resided  at  St.  Malo,  from 
whence  he  iupplied  Ihe  Cities  with  provisione,  since  their  communitalion 
with  the  land  had  been  cut  oiT  by  the  blockade.  He  had  also  reinforced 
Iheir  garrisons  with  SRiall  bands  of  EDg:libh,  Scotch,  and  Irish,  as  well  aa 
with  a  few  Freochmen. 
Thedayader  Lydcolt'a  departure,  Ca plain  Carteret  came  into  the  Inwu, 
attended  by  ihe  parishioners  of  Gronville  and  St.  Marlin,  and  a  small  body 
of  regular  soldiers.  He  had  marched  with  all  the  military  parade  in  bis  pow. 
er,and  before  he  entered  the  town,  he  vialted  the  abandoned  batlerics  «  hicli 
his  eaemies  had  raised  on  the  Town  Hill  toballer  Eliiabelh  Castle.  It  would 
have  checked  the  ardour  of  hia  emltation  could  he  have  extoided  hia 
giaoee  Into  that  falnrity,  which  Providence  haa  ao  wisely  enveloped  in  ob- 
Bcnrily  beyond  Ihe  ken  ofmorlala.  Hewoald  have  seen,  that  Just  eight 
jeara  after,  and  from  the  very  sileof  those  l<alleries,  destruciiun  would  be 
hurled  on  some  of  his  most  faithful  adherents,  that  his  slroDg  bold  would 
be  rendered  unleiiahle,  and  that  be  would  then  be  unable  lo  save  himself 
bul  by  coming  to  a  eonifiosition  with  the  very  men,  to  whom  be  was  at  this 
tine  inclined  lo  shew  do  mercy. 

He  waa  well  reeeived  by  part  of  the  Inhabilanta,  while  many  could  not 
ooaceal  thdr  dejectioa  at  hi«  sncceaa.  Several  of  them  had  either  Hed 
or  bid  themaelvee  OD hi*  arrival,  till  after  havlnggraduaily  recovered  from 
thHr  feara,  (he  greater  part  of  Ihem  returned  to  their  own  bousea. 

He  now  Msumed  the  tone  of  a  master,  and  gave  orders  for  a  meeting 
of  Ihe  Slatea  (o  be  held  in  Trinity  Chnr«h  ou  Ihe  Mtb  of  November,  which

Tbo  *nrj 
iieii  li.unday  after  Captain  Da  Caitcret'a  arrival,  he  had  a  Proclamation  of 
bi»  own  read  In  arer;  Churcb,  aiatins  Uli  M^cMy'a  delarmloalian  to 
BialDtain  the  Proteiiant  Religion  in  tbia  lilaad,  wilboal  naj  alteralton  aa  it 
was  nnder  the  reign  uf  the  lale  Queen  Eliaabclb,  or  in  olher  wordi,  Ikat  ha 
would  rerl*e  Ihe  Preibyicrlan  CNaciplinc.  Tbia  waa  fallowed  bj  an  Act  of 
the  Slate*  10  dayi  after,  which  repeated  the  aama  aentimcata.

Thej  were  apprebeodedou  the  Mb  of  December, lS4-'),aDdcomDiitted  to  Ell- 
mbelb  Caatle,  ttom  wheace  they  were  afterward*  ramovrd  to  Ihal  of  Hoaat 
OrgaelL  Their  bvaiilily  bad  formerly  been  very  fktal  to  Sir  Philip  Oe  Car- 
lerel,  and  now  by  a  common  ticiasiiude  Id  human  aAiIra,  they  were  ia  lb* 
power  uf  their  enemlea. 

Band! ael,  like  mo* I  nanofunateady  principle*,  when  he  foaod  (a  Utile  be- 
fore Caplaio  Da  Cancrcfa  arrival,)  that  Lydcoit  would  nut  be  able  to  main, 
tain  bimieir,  made  oierlurea  to  the  Lady  De  Carteret  fur  a  reooadtlalloii' 
bat  they  were  eluded,or  ratber  r^ected.  Lydouil  waa  Informed  of  ihik,  and 
wlahed  to  apprebeud  Baodinel,  who  however  took  preoanlian*  lo  defeat  hi* 
ialentlMii.  This  unforluaate  man  wa*  the  dupe  of  hi*  own  dapllcity,  and 
whichever  parly  prevailed,  he  «ai  (ore  lobe  one  of  itiflrit  victim**  D'Aa- 
aigny  Bade  alas  oSera  of  >Dbm1>»ioD  to  Lady  tJa  Carieret,  but  her  late  boa- 
baud  had  been  loo  deeply  iDjared  lo  admit  of  any  compromlae,  aad  ihcrefore 
the  appllcallon  waa  UDSncceaeful.  Ill*  remarkable  Ihal  the  Plendo  Maaliz 
make*  nu  menlioa  of  either  'of  the  Bandlnel*  or  of  D'Auigny  ;  aud  perhapi 
it>  author*  might  have  been  aahamed  of  luch  nawurtby  obaapiuoa,  whoao 
violence  had  been  greatly  lujuriou*  to  their  cauae. 

Prynne  and  Chevalier  agree  io  aaylng  that  llie  latter  had  formerly  been  a 
Monk,  and  Ihal  baviogeone  lo  Jeraey  afler  em)>raciDgpTote*lanthim,he  waa 
patroniaed  by  Sir  Philip  De  Carlerel,  whom  be  afterward*  treated  with  the 
blaekeat  ingralilDde,     (Pteudo  Matlix,  Pagt  73,  and  CAna/ttr,  S,  4B.) 

Here  we  may  take  leave  of  D'A*algD7,Bndobaerveihaihe  reiuraed  after 
Ibe  con(|ne*t  in  1651,  and  waspreaented  to  the  living  of  Et.  Martin,  which  he 
held  till  the  Reatoralioo.  A*  he  wd»  an  Intrader,  the  Governor,  lb*  Earl  of 
St.  Alban'*,  a*  patron,  wrote  a  letter  lo  Ihe  Caarl  lo  di*mi**  him,  aad  at  the 
aame  lime,  by  a  alreioh  of  power,  ordered  him  not  lo  e^erclae  hia  mioiatry  la 
iheltland.  Noibing  it  knowu  of  what  afterward*  becane  of  that  violent 
and  wretched  individual. 

The  Bandiael*  were,  afterward*,  accordiog  lo  the  Reoovda  reatovad  lo 
Mount  O^neil  CB*tle,  for  tbeir  more  aecnre  caatody,  but  In  poinl  of  hct,  lo 
render  ibelr  coo Bnement  more  ■oIltar;aadirk*ome.  For  *one  lima  Iheir 
fhnilioa  bad  free  aeceva  lo  them,  but  Ihii  alto  waa  afterwarda  prevented, o« 
the  pretence  ibal  h;  tbl*  meana,  the  prlwoer*  cant  eyed  iuMligeaoe  about 
whatwaagoiagoninlbeCaalla.     ClaeaiMr  Pari  III,  8.  U-  *

It  in  well  kaown  tbal  all  deeda  for  real  properly  in  Jerafy  mu>t  be  officially 
oxeoaled  ia  theprnence  of  the  Baillyandiwo  Jurat*.  Id  coniequaaeeof  a 
Boyai  Order,  Michael  Leopriira  was  expelled  from  the  Bench,  and  afaw 
days  after,  I  he  Royal  Cuort  directed  thai  all  the  deed*  wbicb  bad  been  exe- 
cuted before  bini,be  declared  of  noralidity  in  law,  and  abould  he  pnhildy 
horned  by  (he  hangman.  Thaa  Sir  George  waa  iaSicling  an  ineffectual  pn- 
niahmrnl,  which  cuuid  not  reach  the  intruder  Id  the  office  of  Baiily,  bol  whiah 
mighl  cauae  aerloua  iacunvenience  lo  the  uaoffendioft  buyera  and  aellert  of 
real  properly.

Bui  Ihe  lime  waa  appronchiii^  when  the  wruoga  uf  Ihe  iaie  Sir  Philip 
De  Carleret  were  lo  be  awfully  viailcd  oa  the  uDforlnnate  Bandinela.  Tbay 
had  now  been  confined  about  14  loonlha  on  a  ebarge  of  high  irFaaonin  the 
Caallea,  and  though  tbey  wure  nol  trealed  wiih  any  parlicular  aenrity, 
therewaa  no  proapeol  of  their  oblaining  ifaair  rtleaae.  The  caiaalrophn  of 
archbiahop  Laud  ahoul  Ihia  lime,  who  had  fornerly  patf  ooiaed  the  elder 
Bandiiiel,  is  laid  lo  have  aSecled  him  much,  and  lu  hare  larii Bed  bint  with 
the  dread  of  a  aimilar  ftiie.  It  had  been  hi*  haired  ufSir  Philip  De  Carteret, 
which  had  given  a  hiaa  lo  hia  pvliliral  opIoiuD*,  aa  he  coold  not  but  have 
foreaeen,  thai  if  Ihe  Parliameut  eoaqnered,  hia  own  iodiTldual  rain  would  be 
InToWed  iu  ibal  of  Ibe  epiaoopal  hierarchy,  or  that  if  the  Kay»liala  pr«- 
>a<lpd,  he  would  incnr  all  the  dreadful  coaaequeuce*  of  a  charge  of  high 
treaaon.  The  manner  of  Iheir  eaeape  ia  related  with  lO  much  aimplioily  by 
the  Chrauicler,  aod  * u  much  apparent  rrracily,  that  we  cauoot  do  belter 
■ban  iuaert  the  aubatauce  of  il  io  tbia  plaes.  (Chni^tT,PQ,rtU\,S.ii.J 
The  priioaera  baring  bored  aeieral  {[imblet  hclei  in  a  door  which  aepa- 
raied  their  room  from  another,  aiarled  a  plank,  and  got  eaally  IhroBgh 
Ibal  aperlure  into  Ibe  adJoinloB  roan.  Tbera  waa«  eloaet  belweaa  It  a»d 
Iba  Caaile  wall,  which  aaema  lo  hare  been  cloaed  up,  at  ibey  bad  a  hole  lo 
make,  through  which,  after  haviag  taken  out  aoma  aloaea,  tbay  crapt  onl 
aide  waya  wilb  much  difflcully-    Tbia  bronghl  them  in    contact  with  a 
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OBalluiJ  DBrrow  wiudotf ,  almoat  at  the  ivp  vf  Ibe  bdltlementa,  HicronBM 
■hDogb  vrryntueb  odtof  rF|»<r  cmitlll  befasiljr  recogDUnl.  KiaalBol  at

■>n(  GoTemor  of  Jeraey*  Thi*  pradlglsmly  hl^  wall  nnder  ibe  wln- 
d«w  r«««froa>  the  lop  of  aabarp  end  craggy  rocb,  fntn  whence  (he  de««ii(' 
WB*  ae  ateep,  tfial  oue  would  be  la  llDmlnenl  danger  of  lm<Dg  one'i  bo1d> 
aod  belag  precipitated  lalo  (beaea.  Tba  prlaonen  had  wailed  finr  a  night 
Aeowable  f<ir  their  purpoae.  It  biew-a  fanrricaoe,  oue  coold  scarcely  haTS 
atoad  npright  in  lbs  Caille,  and  t(i  liolence  tore  up  treei  by  the  root*  td 
differeat  parti  of  the  neigbbourbuod.  It  wai  amid  the  darkaeu  and  horror 
•f  tbia  diamal  night,  at  abuol  balf  paal  three  hi  the  morning  of  the  l(Kb  of 
Fekmry  Id44  b,  that  the  unhappy  prtionen  effected  their  eicipe.  Tbey 
kad  made  »ropa  of  oordkge  andnapklni,  tied  end  loend,  and  aecnred 
it  by  meaoiof  aladie  toaeravice  in  the  wall.  It  wo  with  the  grcaieat  d)r< 
icnlty  that  they  oould  creep  oat  of  the  wtadow  ildewayi,  whea  each  in  bla- 
taiagraaidag  Ihka  fr^l  rope,  allpped  dovni  from  ih!i  tfemeadoua  belgM  It  la 
iMprsbaMc  Ihat  (hey  bad  reoonnollred  th<i  place  in  Iha  day  lime,  fur  had  tbey. 
becB  aware  af  (bo  great  Bteratioa  of  (He  wall,  Ihey  would  bate  never 
nade  ihiaatteii^it,eaion7a«  they  were  Id  IhdrieBan,.  Tke  yauager  Baa-' 
4hMl  came  out  flnl,  but  the  rape  wii  too  ihorl,  and  be  fell  ee  Ibe  rucki  on 
whlcb  be  w»  dnadfull;  bruUed.  Hh  wretched  (klher.  Ignorant  of  hli  ftle,. 
but  molTnl  to  baiard  aH  fhr  tiM  recarerj-  of  Ma  Hbert/y  and  (orraeiie  him- 
••It  ftwn  the  oaitain  veagcaooe  of  hia  poHttoal  enemiet,  graaplae  >be-  rup«, . 
the  lower  end  at  which  be  had  leoared  roand  hia  walit,  allpped  doirn  the 
wall  I  but  whaobe  had  rraabedahont  half  the  deioeal,  the  rope  broke  altop- 
Ha  fell  and  waa  daabsd  oa  lb«  rocko,OB  which  he  waaioaeverely  hart  about 
lb«  body  and  (he  bead,  thai  aeverai  of  hia  baoee  were  fractared,  attd  ibal 
ha  baaama  iDnnedlately  iiMenilMe.  K'ani  Ihe  corooei^  Intiaeai  ('Cad',. 
Xay 80, 164ft)  vfle would  beint  loiappuaethala  coaooialea  af  Ibe  brata  waa 
tlia  real  oanie  af  lib  death.  Ai  he  fVII  from  a  greater  height  ihaa  bla  »am^ 
Ohl  nwy  aeeoont  for  thoBora  tatnediately  flHal  effeete  of  hh  fhtl. 

It  waa  Mot  long  bewever  befbre  Jamea  Bandiaci  recovera  d  hlDMeif  ■  HMIa^ 
•BdwaainrpriiAd  taDndhli aired parral  In  Ibat  deplorable iliaatlea.  A(  Irat 
halhoDgbthe  waadead.bnl  aflerwsrdi  perceiTfug  that  he  had  yet  aameram- 
aaat*  ef  Itfc,  be  had  the  preaenee  of  mlad  to  tarn  bim  aa  bio  back  o*  ihe 
paaa  attlie  fb«i  of  tb«  Caaiie  walh.  Ha  then  covered  hte  wltb  Ma  daak, 
•ad  Ml  hta  to  hia  ikta  aa  Ibaf  devoted  apol.  A*  le  Mmaeir.terror  Made  Ma 
fctgel  hh  own  bral<ea,aBdaddedipeedIoh)affig1rt  la  qoeil  of  toMe  friesdiy 
larhing pkoe.

■elf  amoag  hie  frlaade.  Bat  hia  dlatreaa  wma  too  iDleaae,  aad  the  daDgvr  at. 
teadaat  en  pity,  too  lerrible,  te  enable  bin  to  Sod  May  proteetlon.  The  dread 
•f  offandiiig  a  poererfui  and  vlndktloe  ijrraat  had  deadened  ihe  very  feellnge 
of  nalare-  Hla  Bolher,hi«  brolber,  bli  brelber'la-law,aA'yd  af  the  eeareb 
that  would  be  aiade  fur  bii  apprebeaaloa  would  nal  harbour  hiaii,boi  removed 
blm  ebewhere.  Eteoihe  wife  of  hia  friend  Henrj  Dumareaqof  Senaares, 
■hen  bimaelf  an  etUe,  eloeed  her  doer  agatoal  bin,  (III  at  laat  ha  waa  bar- 
bonred  by  a  widow,  al  (he  booae  of  a  Mr.  Fraaeia  Laoe  la  ibe  parieb  of 
St.  Lawrener,  who  waa  Ihen  ataa  afugltlTefor  bli  pulilloal  opialone* 

The  very  dayafler  hla  eecepe,  erdera  were  l*e««d  fer  bb  apprcbenaiM. 
(Cnr  da  SamaH  II  Fdrrbr,  1644-ft}t  aad  all  Ibe  Conatablea  were  directed  to 
nake  a  Keaeral  aearcb  for  blm  Ibreoghoal  (heir  reapecll  *e  parlahei.  Tbe  Ll«>- 
ti>n>ni  Oorernor  laid  abe  an  enbarfe  oa  all  *eieebtoprev«D(  bla  getting' eM 
of  (be  I*laDd,aDd  offered  at  Ibe  aaiae  il«ie  a  reward  at  900  franeafor  bb 
apprelienclen.  At  lenglb.afler  a  dtligeat  aeareb  ef  Iwndaya,  he  waa  dieeo. 
Tared  II)  In  bed,  and  aufferlag  ft-oM  the  effrata  oT  bb  ftall.  Captain  Ds  Cert«. 
rel  en  receirfng  Ibie  lateH'geitac  repaired  blaeelf  to  the  wide**!  apartment 
•tSl.LawraDee,tbBibamighl  apprehend  him  blmw^  at  If  he  bed  wiahed 
to  feaal  hla  owo  eyea  with  Ihe  wrelcbedneee  of  a  proilrate  enenj.  He  wa* 
Imatadlately  ramaadad  lobla  formerprieoa  la  Meant  Orgaetl  Caalle,  where 
flndingblmaelf  very  HI.  be  oaaaod  hlaeelf  to  bereoommeaded  te  lb*  prayer* 
<rf  the  faUbful  In  aaata  of  (be  pariah  ehueobee,  aad  (bb  prebaUy  waa  Ibe 
osty  manaer  in  wbieh  the  Ihea  depreaaed  Patllameaiarian  party  oodM  todt- 
recUy,  Iboagh  publicty,  eiprae*  their  eeaa*  of  theae  berrore,  aad  of  ibetr 
coBimi aeration  for  Ihe  aaffarar.  la  ether  rwapeata  be  waa  treated  mher 
kiedly  Id  the  tDaalle.tiU  by  degree*  be  partially  reentered. 

The  day  that  b*  waa  retaken,  the  Deu^reMalee  wen  aenelgned  to  aa  banf 
ble  grave,  DBdera  targe  ha>nho*«,ia  SI.  Vwli*^  Cbaieh  yaed^ef  whlebparleh 
ba  had  bam  recler.  Tbae  perbhad  (bb  dlgaiOry  alter  bavlar  bewa  Deaa 
of  Jwaey  (at  S&  yean.  He  laeaid  Ub«r»b*aa  amaa  oT  geaat  capBaltyi 
bn(haagb(y  and  orerbeariDgfa  bl*  pvpWily.  Itwae  bb  mbbrtaoc  (e 
have  fOlea  oo  evil  tinea,  threagh  wWob  It  weald  bav*  reqaired  eunwwi 
matn  pradeaee  aad  dasterity,  to  hma  carried  hta  la  ealbly.  Hb  dtaeea. 
alone  wltb  St  Philip  D*  Ca*(«rel,  were  efMBlly  fclai  la  fa 
1»  tb»  caiuury ;  bat  tf  the  latter  wa*  aAqaeatbnaUy 
KMaaaraTiBcadioaaacliof  Dm  bapetaawaapMl  aad  ibavladlMlve  nature  of 
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«ii  iMliao.  HnornehjInSirl^ilip  in  fall  last  Bium«nts  «•>  UBclirrariia, 
■ad  UDwurth;  of  a  m>D,  but  itill  raore  «<>,  of  ons  who  oogfal  to  bave  been 
a  miaialer  of  p««oe.  After  erery  illowaDce  la  made,  Ihal  cruelly  tsSir 
Philip  De  Carteret  leaTM  an  ladellbla  stain  on  hit  Diemory,and  baa  the 
•ffecl  of  dimioiabfog  that  (ympath;  wliich  wonlH  have  allacbed  to  hii  me- 
lancholy tatr,  when  the  honr  of  hl>  relribotlon  arrWed.  IHi  death  however 
untimely,  perfaapa  aa red  him  from  an  ((^omiolooa  eod,and  uoght  ibereTore 
to  h»te  been  the  leai  regretted  by  hi*  own  party.  Sir  Gcorgfe  De  Carteret 
«ai  Tioleut  and  unforg^Ting-,  and  there  caa  be  Utile  doubt,  that  same  motilha 
after,  when  hi*  Koyat  Commliaionera  'came  over  to  inqnlre  into  char^ei  of 
high  Ireaaon,  Baodlncl  wuirld  have  eipiated  on  fe  icaSbld  ihe  wroogi  which 
be  bad  iDflicted  on  hli  deceaied  naete. 

He  bad  ao  Immediate  aacceiaor  In  the  Deanery,  which  remained  vacant 
llll  after  the  reaiuralloo,  ihongh  the  Rayaliita  were  oatenaibly  fighting 
for  epiacopacy,  and  an  appointment  cootd  bare  eaiily  been  made,  aa  thia 
lalaod  wai  not  occupied  by  their  cnemiei. 

There  was  a  atraiigB  ilmllarity  in  another  particular.  Grief  had  cut 
Hborl  the  Lady  De  Carleret'e  thread  uf  life  within  a  few  mutilhi  of  her 
baahand'i  death,  and  aa  to  the  Deau'i  widow,  ahe  found  in  lei*  than  a  year 
a  relief  la  Ihe  grave  from  all  her  sorrnwB.  Her  ton  requetted  permiiiion 
lo  viail  her  in  ber  lait  aickneat,  hut  (he  lanie  cruelty  which  bad  formerly 
been  eierciied  toward*  Sir  Philip  De  Carleret'i  reialivex,  waa  now  retorted 
upoohim,  and  he  wai  refuied.     f'CjSewiiiVr,  Par/ III ,  S.  HI  and  Ibi.J 

BhI  even  then  the  reieiilmenti  of  Captain,  now  Sir  George  De  Carteret, 
who  had  lately  been  created  a  Biroiiet  by  hi*  grateful  Sovereign,  wai  not 
yet  aBliafied.  Wlicn  hi*  Royal  Com miaii oner*  arrived,  Jnmea  Bandiael  waa 
aummooed  before  ihem  to  take  hii  trial  for  high  Ireatoii.  AAer  having 
appeared  ODee.the  oarorluDale  man  receired  an  inlimation,  that  hi*  trial 
wan  lo  be  but  a  mockery  of  Juitlce,  that  hi*  condemnation  would  Immediate- 
ly follow,  and  that  that  very  day  wonld  wltne**  hi*  eiecution.  Chevalier 
■ay*  tbal  every  preparation  had  bi>en  made  at  the  gallow*,  a  few 
day*  before,  for  the  derlroclloo  of  this  political  victim.  A*  *oonastbeiie 
report*  reached  him,  despair  entered  iolo  hi*  inmoat  soul,  for  be  had  been  loo 
dacply  Implicated  vrilh  the  di*affecled  pari  j  to  have  the  mmt  diitant  chauce 
of  a  pardon  ;  he  was  seised  with  a  dellriou*  fever,  aud  hi*  life  wa*  in  imml- 
nent  danger.  Never  waa  the  maiim  of  the  Koman  Poet  more  applicable 
than  to  this  case,  when  despair  affordr.d  the  only  chance  of  aafely  The 
Commi**i oners  after  having  heard  the  report  of  the  Sheriff  and  nf  two  me. 
dioal  men,  who  had  bMU  sent  to  visit  him,  put  off  the  trial,  becauae  it  aeen- 
cd  lapracticable  to  proceed  white  he  was  In  that  slate.  No  law,  however 
arbitrary,  wootd  punish  one  who  had  lost  hi*  intellects,  and  lyraaoy  Itself 
wosld  be  disappointed  of  Ita  principal  gratiflcatioD,  when  its  viclim  would  be 
naooDaciona  of  Ihe  suffering*  he  wonld  be  made  lo  undergo.  Thia  hap- 
pened oo  the  26ih  of  July  \Oib,  afler  which  Ihe  prisoner's  enemies  atemed 
to  have  forgotten  him  in  his  dungeon,  fill  the  16th  of  March  followiag, 
when  death  relieved  bim  fron  all  bis  Iroable*.     His  Mother  bad  preceded 
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Vtm  III  Ihe  QTUTe  (carceTy  a  month  before,  and  hia  rcntainR  were  driiatiied  in 
St.  Martin**  Charchyard  iifar  thoic  of  hU  di^cpaied  parents.  He  survived 
hi*  foil  rrom  tlic  Castle  wails  only  fourteen  cio»(lis,  from  (he  dreadfui  con- 
tusion* from  which  he  ncier  perrecliy  recovered,  and  which  in  all  probabllllj 
■hoTicned  bis  existence. 

A  aataral  death  rcscacd  Ibc  two  Bandinels  from  Ihe  implacable  animosily 
of  Sir  George  De  Carteret,  aud  here  Juslice  mighl  hare  been  satiaficd.  On 
the  llith  of  May  fcjllowing  Ihe  Royal  Conitnisiionem  confiocaled  Ihe  slender 
palrimonj  of  these  two  offender*,  a  punishmenl  which  cnuid  doI  reach  Ihera 
in  Ihe  tomb,  hut  which  might  (^'atify  rapacity  by  Ihe  beg:(^ry  of  (heir  inno- 
cent descendant*.  The  whole  race  was  aUo  declared  to  have  incnrred  a 
coTTuptlnu  of  blood,  and  to  be  for  eier  incapable  of  holding  an;  place  of 
honour  or  profit  la  any  part  of  bis  MaJcily'H  dominions.  El  iti  Comnu- 
latnt  bumfrnif  /ear  ract,  ii  (he  etnphaticst  exprefsion  of  Ibe  honest 
Chronicler.  ('Par(TII,S.  SOS.^Here  periecntlun  was  ttaid,  because  it  was  im- 
possible to  sink  that  unhappy  l^inil;  into  a  lower  state  of  infamy  and  degra- 
dation. But  in  the  course  of  the  Ticissimdes  of  hnman  aShlrs,  it  rose  again 
fNim  ila  hnmillatiao  afler  Ihe  eipulsion  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret,  aud  lu  a 
few  year*  resumed  ill  farmer  rank  In  gociely. 

It  Is  well  known  that  by  the  Chai-ter  ofKing  John,  the  cognizance  ofbigh 
Ireasoo  Is  specially  reeerred  to  the  Crown.  Hr  George  De  Carteret  wished 
lo  hate  bta  adreraariea  considered  as  baring  been  guilt;  of  (hat  offeuce, 
and  that  the  wrongs  done  lo  himself  and  his  fbmiti',  abonld  b;  a  atrang« 
perversion  of  term*,  Im)  considered  an  dliloyallf  to  Ibe  King.  Bni  there 
was  no  tribnaal  eotnpetenl  tu  try  and  convict  them  in  Jerse;.  II  became 
then  unavoidably  necessary  tu  have  Royal  Commissioners  sent  here  for 
that  object,  who  were  lo  be  moulded  lo  his  own  purposes,  and  la  be  men  of 
his  own  choice.  Nearly  five  cenlnries  of  nnde>ial:ng  lojvlly  were  now  to 
be  obliterated  b;  a  Commission  to  try  charges  of  high  treason,  and  the 
spoils  of  one  part;  were  aboat  lo  b«  appropriated  by  a  Ticiorioua  faction  to 
increase  Ibe  Infinence,  and  Ihe  wealth  of  their  leaders.  These  Cnmmls- 
aioncTs,  Foley,  Tanghao,  and  Janion,  arrived  on  the  loih  of  April  1645,  and 
Ibelr  Comniislon  wa*  presented  at  the  Coarl  of  Heritage  on  the  24lh  of  the 
same  muntli.('CjUiia/i<r,  Part  III,S.  M.J  Tbe  Stales  also  met  on  ihalda;,bBt 
wilb  their  Joumala  the  Royal  Commiasioii  of  lho«e  Commisilonersj  and  Iha 
proceedings  of  Ihat  sitting  bare  been  lost.  Tanghan  waa  the  only  ooe  who 
understood  French,  their  Clerk  was  one  Perret,  a  Frencbmao,  and  a  Catho- 
lic. Every  thing  that  was  done  by  those  Commisiioners  was  not  only 
RdbII;  aunulled,  bnt  every  vestige  of  their  proceeding*  ba*  vantsbed  from 
the  Records.  Mr.  Le  Geyl,  when  he  meultons  Ihe  different  Royal  Commis- 
sioners, is  eulirel;  silent  abont  these,  as  If  at  inbaeqaent  periods  all  men 
had  been  ashamed  of  those  vile  tools  of  arbitrary  power,  aad  b;  a  malaal 
canscnt,  had  connigned  their  names  and  their  demerlts-to  oblivion.  The 
last  lime  they  are  mentioned  in  Ibe  Records,  Is  In  bd  Order  of  Conadl 
of  April  37tb.  ieB9,  (Saa*di,  No.  &S,  October  llh,  IWI9.J  whieb  flually 
coDfirmed  Ihe  realitotlon  of  all  the  Jersey  property,  which  had  been 
X  i 
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coDHicaled  >a  iOti  and  ISIG,  declarlnc  Ihal  wlial  b«tl  been  done  by  lbo«e 
Cooi'nfwioneT*,  oTanjarihein,ibniildbe  of  do  Talidllf  In  law.  Thh  Order 
wan  iidued,  whpn  Sir  George  De  Carteret  wa*  hiDiielf  in  dligraee  aOer  Ibe 
fall  or  Lord  Gatendun.  Tbe  Chroulclfer  aaji  "that  these  were  (he  pcriona 
whom  Sir  George  Dc  Carteret  employed  to  procnre  the  condemnation  of 
bla  enemies,  and  thai  he  bad  done  hy  lbe)r  mean*  daring'  the  ciril  war, 
«hai  i>u{;hi  to  hare  been  merTcd  for  nore  peaceful  lime*.  That  it  appear* 
aa  if  he  had  been  actuated  by  bis  ana  personal  feelings  1o  be  rf'Tcnfed  oa 
ihe  absent  who  bad  fled,  for  vhlch  ihe  Innocent  bad  to  anfler  long  after' 
KiTiIo,  nnd  IbM  he  was  himself  Anally  d*pri*ed  vf  tbvae  conticationi  by 
Ihe  power  of  (hose  Tery  men,  whom  he  had  doomed  lo  death,  aa  woald  be 
eiident  aboBl  ihe  end  of  his  history. "  Foley,  was  lbs  only  Csmmiaiiioner 
whu  was  a  Protestant.  That  clrcumilance  alone  was  calculated  to  produce 
the  woml  effects  in  an  n^,  when  Ihe  passions  of  mankind  were  particu- 
larly alive  a(  the  recotlectioii  of  tbe  recent  Irish  massacres,  and  the  yet

Tbe  laic  Perllameniariaa  Commiialonera,  Dunaresq,  Lcnprl^e,  and  (fa- 
raull,  were  cundenined  as  ccninmaciaus,  l<i  he  hanged  in  efllgy,  «nd  their 
property  conRscaled. — They  were  to  be  eiaosted,  when,  and  whereTerthcy 
might  be  lakeii.  Nearly  fifty  oiber  ladi*idiial»  «h«  bad  Sed,  aeiieral  «r 
whom  beloDgcd  lo  (he  humbler  classes  of  sMiety,  were  InrtiscilwiaBlrly 
Inrnlved  In  the  same  coud  cm  nation. 

Many  who  bad  hcea  implicated  in  tbe  dislnrbauees,and  had  not  boea 
able  tu  eicape,  were  apprebendcd,  and  after  tvSmiag  lan^  imprtaoomMi** 
could  oat  obtaio  tbrlr  release  but  ud  the  payment  ofiHegal  aad  arbitrary 
fines.  At  the  very  lime  tbal  these  proatwulloas  for  high  (reason  were  stiH 
carrying  on  Id  Jersey  against  Michael  Lempri£ra  and  hie  adbereals,  Ihej 
oblaiDcd  an  Order  of  ParliaoeX  fStplimttr  10,I645J  to  reverse  Sir  George 
DeCartrret*s  violent  prKcediags  against  them.  Yearaelapoed  beforn  tbia 
Qsder  conld  be  efGcient,  bat  ilia  Royal  Parly  having  heea  tnaUy  overpow- 
ered, it  wu  tagiatcred  in  1096.  ('Cwrl  ^  Caiti,  If^c,  4. J  H  la  remarkable 
that  thrfcc  Cuamiaaioncra  ivsre  nut  su  liberal  af  ibe  punlshmenl  t€  death, 
euept  la  cascaof  conlumacy-  Had  (h  ey  done  the  swaa  with  regard  lo  tboaa 
who  wrre  in  their  pnwer,  iheir  iDiquiiy  would  probably  have  been  arrested 
by  au  uBsi^arlng  relaliatioo  agatutt  the  Kuyalisls  in  another  quarter.  (My 
on*  paraon  perished  in  Ibe  course  of  their  Judicial  praceedtuga;  for  aa  op- 
purtnoa  draib,  a«  we  hare  sees  before,  had  rescued  the  Bandinels  from 
public  IgnoMiny,  and  spared  Sir  George  De  Cof  lerel  the  stain  of  that  na- 
■ucaoaory  cruelty.  Maainiliaa  Meaaervy,  a  yoang  guntteaian  of  good 
faaily  and  foir  infaarKaaca,  wbu  bad  formerly  been  ecensed  of  coining,  and 
pardoaad,  C^*«  C«r  da  SamtdifW  Srptimifr,  1649,  Pimdo  Maflu,p-  SO,  anif 
CAn>a;wr,Par(iII,S.T3;itarough  tbe  interest  of  Sir  PbUip  De  Carteret,  wan 
new  cbargred  witb  high  treasoo.  Tbe  CuawiiaslaBeta  afler  exanriainga  faw 
wUBaaa*i,and  w)lbMtaJary,e«ademiiedbiMiodealh,aadhadhiaiax«euled 
that  vary  day.  He  reqoealed  l«be  hFUried  at  St.  Savionr,  the  Kccier  *f  wUch 
pariab,  Mr.  Poiegdeslre,  a  Rsyaliat,  aorl  Hr.  Falle^i  ptadeccraor  in  that 
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ir*iii(;,  liaJ  Ihc  corpic  remnved  to  hl«  owd  hauKC,  nud  driiotiU'd  tlie 
neilday  Id  tlie  Oiurcli  yard.  Tberc  U  howeier  no  entry  uf  It  in  Ihu  Pd- 
riHh  RegUner,  and  tlie  ArrlitTes  of  Ibe  Uland  ace  HkewUc  uuiulllad  by 
any  record  of  that  Judicial  alrodly.  Er«ry  memorial  of  it  vould  have 
pert*tied,  bad  not  the  circamilaDOG  been  ioctdeBlally  Tnenliwied  In  au 
Order  of  Cooncil  Iwued  sooa  after  the  Rntoraiicn,  on  the  pftiition  of  hi* 
or|ihau  cliildren  aboal  the  rMtUaliou  of  lome  conflacalcd  property. 

The  reaano  that  to  llllle  remalDi  conceraiD;  thoae  Royal  ConnDiHloncrR 
of  144S,  l«  that  th«lr  proceeding  were  probably  entered  in  a  leparate  book', 
Buhadbeea  done  by  Ibe  Ruyal  ComiaiaeioDen  Gardiner  and  Huaiey  in  1607. 
Such  an  affenalre  document  wunld  naiurall;  have  been  deilroycd  by  tlic 
Crumwelliani  In  1651,  nnleaB  tbe  Royaliiti  had  ftlrcady  taken  that  *Iep  la 
afoidcidtlns  tbe  exasperation  of  iheirconquerori.  TheloiB  of  tbc  ■ecuad 
Book  of  the  Slat ei  may  he  RnpiKwed  lo  have  oecurred  Id  Ihc  aaiDC  manner- 
Sir  George  De  Carteret  had  formerly  railed  a  forced  loan  oa  the  inhabi. 
tanli,  and  he  nowavailed  hlimelf  of  circamttancea  fr.r  lt»  eiliuclioii.  He 
ofl^edlhem  eonfluated  land*  and  retils^  but  Ihoie  who  declined  to  accept 
of  that  payment  were  told,  that  they  mast  wall  till  sdme  future  period,  when 
Ibe  Kind's  afllilrs  would  be  in  a  belter  alato,  wliicfa  wai  in  other  «ord«, 
that  they  woatd  receive  nothing. 

We  are  now  come  to  thai  polat  when  Mr.  Falle'e  narrative  may  be  rein- 
med>  Thoae  *eeda  of  diinnlon,  an  account  of  which  he  has  totally  aup- 
prraaed,  do  not  extend  beyond  lfi45.  From  that  limo  the  Island  was  per- 
ftclly  loyal  and  Iranqnit,  aad  perhaps  all  the  fugilivei  wonid  hare  I>een  glad 
la  have  rftumcd  aa  peaeeable  aubjecta  to  their  homes,  had  Ihey  not  been 
prevented  by  ibe  inexorable  acverily  of  Ihe  Lieutenant  Gorrrnor. 

On  the  Ath  of  March,  IM5,  Ihe  Stalen  published  a  kind  ofStale  paper  or 
Slaalfest,  eiplalniog  the  reason*  of  their  adherence  to  the  King.  It  alludes 
lodirecllyto  wbalit  calls  Ihe  iB<sTeprcseulai<onBoftbeolherpariy,and  on  tbi 
whole,  it  is  a  masterly  perfurinauoe.  Its  author  ia  nnknown,  aud  its  length 
precludes  nsfromipserlingil  in  Ibis  publication,  (CAn>u/itr,Parl  1II,S.  152.) 
A  great  part  of  Ihe  remainder  of  Sir  Geurge  De  Caitcret's  admiaislrattaa 
toosisls  of  an  account  of  his  priia  leering  eulerprisef.  Under  c'ery  revcr«e 
In  Ihc  fortunes  of  his  Sovereign,  be  persevered  in  this  course,  till  at  last  it 
excited  Ihc  clamours  and  Ihe  iudignaiioii  of  Ihc  Eoglish  merchai>ls  to  such  a 
degree,ihal  ll  occaaiooedihe  invasion  under  Ulake, attended  wiih  the  pilluge 
and  Ihe  conquesl  of  Ihe  country. 

He  was  Ihc  first  to  show  ila  importance  to  Cugland,  and  Ihc  ruinous  con- 
aequcnces  which  wonid  rcauli,  if  it  was  in  the  poticssioii  of  an  enemy.  Hia 
predatory  annoyance  which  he  carried  from  thence  wa&  fatal  lu  Ihc  inicrcs'"  of 
irade,  and  rendered  Jersey  not  much  heller  thanabannl  of  ])uccaneers,oraa 
lb*  Pscudo  Maalix,  and  ChevaHer  expreaa  it,  a  aecond  Dunkirk. (•)  {Papt  el

eoce  in  the  very  centre  of  Europe,  principally  by  tbe  reaonrcei  of  prizei.  The 
maa  who  could  couceiTeand  execute  anch  apian  wa«  worthy  of  admiratloo, 
n bile  his  rapacity,hiiaTBricR,  hit  de<potism,and  his  croell;  bale  neaped 
general  leprobaliou,  by  having  been  officiously  witbheld  from  tbe  preia, 
and  the  knowledge  of  pmlerliy.  After  the  Revtoration  Sir  George  De  Carle- 
retreiignedihe  offipeof  Bailly  to  his  couaia  Sir  Philip  De  Canerel  of  SI. 
Ouen.  He  never  after  made  any  peroiauent  residence  in  Jersey.  His  boo 
fell  in  the  bame  engagement  against  ihe  Dutch,  in  wfaichlheEart  of  Sandwich 
was  killed.  As  lo  hlmiieirhe  died  at  an  advanced  age  in  England,  in  1681, 
and  a  fewmoDthi  after  hii  death,  his  grandson  was  created  Lard  Carteret. 
Thai  uoblemao  was  the  Br^t  individual  uf  a  family  of  Ibelrucold  Norman  ei- 
traclion,  who  bad  been  raised  to  ihe  peerage  for  many  ages,  aud  in  JOOb, 
hfe  obtained  a  permission  from  tbe  King  to  dispose  uf  all  bis  property  in  Jersey - 
The  male  posterity  of  Sir  George  De  Carteret  after  having  run  a  disliiiguished 
career  among  the  English  aristocracy  became  extinct  in  the  person  of  Robert, 
Xarl  Granville  inlTTS.  Tb  at  of  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret  bad  already  eipired 
in  I7IS  in  his  great  grandson  Sir  Charles  De  Carteret  of  St.  Onen,  whose  mo- 
nnnenl  is  lo  be  seen  in  Weslmiuster  Abbey.  As  lo  Ihe  office  of  Bailly 
It  ctmtinaed  as  a  sinecure,  or  rather  an  honourable  heir  loom  In  the 
family  of  the  De  Carterets,  till  the  death  of  the  late  Lord  of  that  name 
in  1B26,  when  Sir  Thomas  Le  Breton  who  had  long  acted  as  bis  Lienlenaut 
was  appoinledlo  thai  highly  responsible  sitnallon. 

It  has  been  shown  from  the  foregoing  narrative,  thai  there  was  a  violenl 
struggle  between  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret,  Michael  Lemiviire,andSir  GM>rge 
l>e  Carteret,  for  Ihe  administration  of  Jersey  during  those  civi)  wars.  Il 
is  difficntt  to  nseertain  lu  the  success  of  which  of  the  three,  the  country 
would  have  been  moat  benefitted.  Sir  George  De  Carteret's  career  was 
■plendid,  vigorous, and  patriotic  ;  but  his  adminislralion  drew  the  Island  to 
act  a  promlnenl  part  in  the  great  theatre  of  events,  for  which  il  was  un- 
filled, and  he  left  it  afterwards  a(  the  merry  of  its  enraged  conquerors, 
after  having  secored  his  own  retreat  by  an  advantageona  capitulation.  A* 
(o  Lemprifre,  his  power  was  not  only  an  usnrpatiun,  but  bis  prematurely 
declariug  for  tbe  Parliamenl,  while  the  larger  part  of  the  population  were 
opposed  to  him,  and  he  was  without  any  troops  to  ensure  his  s access,  was 
extreme  rashness,  in  which  he  could  have  only  consulted  bis  ambition  or 
bis  animosities,  all  which  waa  productive  of  incalculable  misfortunes  lo 
fais  adherents.  His  ambition  and  party  feeling  threw  him  Into  the  bands  of 
Parliament,  and  the  evils  which  jresul ted  from  ihut  disastrous  measure,

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oi]|;lil  lo  be  a  leuoD  la  ony  people  neirer  to  ha»c  recourie  to  an  eylernal 
inierfrreace.  It  remaiiw  only  to  consider,  If  Sir  Philip  Dc  Car- 
ferel  had  >urtlved  aad  recuiered  hla  power,  it  would  have  been  for  the 
adTBDlagf  iif  alt  parlieH.  The  mnderalloo  and  the  general  mildaeu  of  bii 
character  afford  itrong;  preEumpliuoa  in  the  affirmalive,  at  ibe  aame  limn 
that  hla  loyalty  would  h»e  li«ea  a*  decided  at  Ihal  ufhik  nephew.  He 
would  haie  held  Ibe  Island  for  Ihe  King,  but  il  would  have  been  wiihoot 
any  oTlhoxe  viol^nl  meaaarel, which  r«nder  the  bad  feeling:!  of  civil  dii- 
card  irreconcilable.  His  adniiuiitralion  might  not  have  becD  brilliant,  bis 
predatory  warfare  by  oeo  would  not  hare  carried  diimay  into  the  merean- 
tile  Internt  of  that  age,  he  would  not  with  unwearied  cfforta  hare  prc- 
Tenled  Blaks  during  three  days  from  landing,  nor  would  he  have  chival- 
ronaly  defended  one  of  Ihe  lail  fortresses  of  his  exiled  sovereign  ;  but  be 
wonld  have  rendered  the  people  peaceable  and  happy,  and  when  Ihe  day 
of  laeiitable  submlssioa  would  have  arrived,  it  wuald  have  been  attended 
with  scarcely  any  of  the  evils  of  war.  The  death  of  that  geniieman,  at 
that  parlicnlar  time,  «a<  one  of  the  greatest  mUforlnnes  which  could  have 
befblleD  the  country. 

If  It  had  been  pos*ibte  lu  have  Iben  observed  a  strict  neutrality,  it  woald 
have,  after  all,  beenJhe  moat  advantageous  conne.  It  would  have  been  the 
b«t  policy  for  Jersey  10  bave  abataiaed  from  all  hostilities  during  those 
lamentable  c<Nnmotions,  and  not  exposed  itself  to  be  crushed  dnrlng  the 
mighty  straggle  of  the  contending  parties.  The  true  interest  of  Jersey  In 
all  those  critical  emergeucies,  is  to  attend  chieBy  lo  the  pre«ervalion  of 
lis  Trade,  its  Charters,  and  its  Privileges,  and  by  Its  Deniralliy,  to  find  nu 
difflcnlty  iu  conciliating  afterward*  which  ever  side  may  eventually  happen 
lo  b«  the  eonqneror. 

Oar  ancestors  acted  on  these  principle*  at  (he  Revolntion  of  1688,  when 
Ihey  secured  their  constllnlional  rights  in  Ihe  first  place,  and  iguletly  submit- 
ted lo  Ihe  Guvernment  of  William  III.  The  devatlallon  of  Jersey  in  I6M,and 
nearly  forty  years  of  reflection  had  cooled  a  blind  and  imprudent  leat  for  one 
of  tbOM  very  Stuarts,  James  II,  who  had  formerly  resided  among  them,  and 
Tor  whose  family  they  had  so  devotedly  fought  and  bled. 

It  is  a  consoling  reflection,  tbalouly  one  Individual  perished  hi  Jersey  for  a 
political  offence  during  those  dissensions,  of  which,  after  a  very  short  time, 
scarcely  any  vealige  remained  amonglhe  islanders.  There  seemed  to  have 
been  a  mutual  desire  aCler  Ihe  Restoratiuu  lo  bnry  Ihe  very  remembrance  of 
them  in  oblivlou.  It  is  indeed  true  Ihflt  Cromwell's  Ballly  a..d  all  Iho  mem- 
bers of  hla  Conrt  of  Justice  then  disappeared,  and  never  again  returned  lo 
power ;  but  it  Is  equally  the  Ikd,  that  ihe  principal  fomille*  were  again  coo- 
necled  by  intermarriages  among  themselves,  and  that  their  imDCdiate  de*. 
ceadanttwere  iudiffereutlyelected  and  admitted  into  alt  Ihe  Insular  a(Bc«* 
ofhonour  aad  respectability.  The  motive*  fbr  tbia  mutual  oblivion  were  ob- 
vious. Those  who  had  been  implicated  in  the  insurrection,  were  nal orally 
anxioDs  that  Ihi*  *tain  ou  Iheir  name*  should  not  descend  lo  poaierity,  and 
lb«c  vhuse  arariee  and  severity  had  aggravated  evils,  which  night  hate 
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been  niilKa led  byconcilialioB,  nulicd  ihai  ibvir  clitliniioiir  should  tie  oraacdf 
from  Ihe  rcrallev;)ioii  nf  their  cnunlrjaieii.  Nor  U  it  llie  letul  rMuritabls 
circDDBlancf  ,iD  ihe  strange  Tici»iiad«  uf  hnmau  niiiin,  IhilSir  Philip  I> 
Carteret  ii  now  reprcacnted  la  ihe  female  iloB  by  fuor  co-betreMMitbrM  ef 
wbom  were  married  iuibefamlHrB of  BaDdlnel,LriD|fri£re,BadMetMTTyi but 
tbeir  portion  of  the  iaherilauce  liai  been  aiimaled  by  sale  to  itran^r*. 

TbeSl.Ooenetlaiea  onlhedeatbof  Sir  Charlea  Oe  Carteret  in  1716  re- 
verted tn  Jubn,  Lord  Carteret,  a  dciceodaot  of  Sir  Geor^  De  Carteret. 
Tbal  nobicroaoaent  anagfeul  to  Jeracy  to  sell  aume  ortheenMIM  to  pay  the 
dcbla  of  Ibe  late  Sir  Charie*.  lo  thi*  manner  the  lalaud  «f  Serk  and  other 
properly  were  then  tlieuated,  with  the  proceed*  of  which  Payue,  Ihe  ageat, 
withdrew  to  Holland,  and  wat  uever  more  heard  of.  Thia  waa  the  fiart 
blow  to  Ihe  dlmiantion  of  (h?  Si.  Ouen  poMeHione,  (he  remnant  of  which 
waa  ahsred  la  the  femite  line,  in  1776,  uo  the  death  of  Roberl,  Earl  of 
GraariUe,  an  we  here  already  observed. 

A  small  part  of  the  ample  poaaeuiiwB  of  Sir  Philip  De  Carirret,  with  the 
barunlal  munsioD,  yet  reutiDn  in  the  haadi  of  the  deacendaDi  of  the  eldeal 
of  Iboie  co-heire»ei,  A  feeling  of  veneration  ha*  however  anrvWed  far 
St.  Ouen '■  Ma4ior,tu  wbichao  many  of  Ibe  cbivalromrecalleolluit  of  Jersey, 
and  of  ita  ancient  inhabitant!  are  attached ;  nor  is  it  wjtbont  aove  r^el, 
that  wo  lake  leave  of  )U  departed  inhabitanU,  who  were  dartag  a* 
many  age«,thefovourcdiif  their  So veroiipia,  and  Ihe  ieaderi  ef  tbekbrate 
and  toyal  eonatrymen  in  tbe  defence  of  their  eonntry.

Tlie  Drel  riail  of  Cbarles  II,  vben  Prince  of  Wales,  In  (bis  IiUnd,  wa» 
not  alteoded  wilb  any  Ibing  very  r cm ar liable,  except  Ihe  eitraordlaary 
ctrcamalance  of  a  fafilive  Prince  fluding  ■  welcome  TFceptlDa  among;  a  tern 
loyal  subjects,  who  were  unconlamtnated  by  the  general  defeetion,  and  uo- 
awed  by  (he  fear  uf  incurriDg  ihe  ven^ancc  of  the  conqDcron. — After  hav- 
ing retreated  from  place  (opiace  in  ihe  West  of  England,  he  sailed  at  lenftlh 
from  (he  Snily  Islands  to  Jersey.  It  Is  not  many  years  ago  Ihmt  (here  was 
n  cullediua  of  Cbarlei'  official  leiters  written  at  ibat  period  (o  Sir  George 
He  Carteret,  in  (he  poasesiion  of  Ihe  Da  Carterets  of  Vincbele*  de  Hint. 
What  baa  tioeo  become  of  Ihoae  papers,  I  know  not.  When  shown  lo  me 
once  by  the  Ule  Thomaa  Anley,  Esq.,  one  of  Ihe  Jarals  of  Ibe  Royal  Coart, 
iliey  did  uol  seem  to  contain  any  thing  remarkable,  except  that  (bey  were 
signed  by  Sir  Richard  Fanahawe,  who  was  then  the  Prince's  SecrelBry> 
Sir  Ralph  Huplon,  wbo  had  commanded  in  Ihe  West,  Sir  Edward  Hyde,  and 
several  other  distinguished  characters  allended  him  to  Jersey.  Chevalier 
m  hia  Chronicle  conlaioa  a  long  and  interesting  account  of  the  two  visit*  of 
that  monarch.

Mr.  Falle  In  the  honesly  of  hia  heart  doabis  how  Charles  II  could  afler- 
wards  trual  Ihe  Court  of  France.  He  seems  to  have  trilfully  shot  his  eyea 
(0  the  eharaclcr  of  (bat  profligale  monarch,  who  after  hia  Restoralion  coold 
BO  far  forget  his  Imperial  dignity  as  lo  accept  of  a  pension  from  France. 
Our  ancestors  adhered  I o  Charles  in  his  dislress,  and  after  bis  Restoration 
they  often  experienced  his  favour  and  proteclloo.  Hence  even  lo  (his  day, 
his  memory  is  perhaps  held  no  where  in  such  estimation  oa  In  this  Island.— 
This  brings  me  to  tho  charge  made  by  Whitlock,  al  page  S4,  That  there 
had  been  an  intenlioa  of  selling  the  Channel  Islands  to  Prance.  I  must 
own  tbat  Whitlock  had  strong  reasoas  to  eotertain  such  an  apprebensios, 
which  seems  to  have  been  JosliGed  by  the  sDbseqnent  conduct  of  Charles 
when  un  the  throne.  Wheo  Charles'  canae  had  become  hopeless,  (here  was 
a  great  templalion  to  lisve  disposed  of  these  Islands  for  hia  own  individual 
advantage.  If  that  was  nut  done,  one  must  seek  for  some  alroager  obstacle 
than  the  King's  reluelance,  to  whom  indeed  It  was  next  lo  Impossible  to 
have  made,  such  a  bargain.    Jenne's  History  of  Jersey,  p.  126,caDtalaB  an 
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Act  of  AiKiciMion  ligDod  by  lord  Capel,  Sir  EJward  Hjd«  (r^rdClartn. 
don,)  Sir  Ralph  HoplOD,  anil  Sir  Gtorg-.  De  Carteret  to  oppott  the  alirna- 
lion  of  Iheae  Ulaodi  to  France,  In  coniequeace  of  the  reported  inlrlgue*  of 
thnir  Garcrnor,  Lord  Jsrmyn.  Tbat  paper  It  too  long  to  be  inmerlFd  liere, 
Ibe  original  uf  which  ii  ia  the  secood  Tolume  of  Lord  CtareaiioD'B  atale 
(■•pert,  p.  379.  The  blaine  is  Ibereia  thrown  on  Lord  Jermjn,  lhon|[h  it  i« 
etideni,  that  he  i*ai  mere!;  the  pawiTO  inilrument  of  the  Qneen,  ind  per- 
hap«<ifCharlci,  then  Prince  of  Wales.  Lord  Ciai-eadon  irai  too  honnurable 
■  nan,  an  well  as  Sir  Ralph  Hoploo,  a  braie  officer,  wbo  bad  louf  ht  refuge 
here,  after  having  fon^hl  Ihe  kiug'*  battle*  in  the  Wet!  of  Englaiid,  and 
Lord  Capel  irham  bin  loyally  broaght  afterirarda  lo  Ihe  acaffbld,  not  to  bava 
oppoaed  aucb  a  nefarkias  scheiDe.  As  to  Sir  George  De  Carteret,  he  bad 
tbea  (he  eaiirs  military  cooiiDand  of  the  Island,  and  aeliher  hi*  allachmenl 
lohis  natlTespot,  nor  his  lutereat,  orbii  futilyanociatiunsand  national  re - 
collediw*  would  have  ever  *Dff'cr«d  him  to  ^r*  ap  Ibe  Idaodi  to  France. 
We  arc  not  like  Mr.  Faile  Implicit  adnirera  of  Sir  George.  Ambiltoni, 
•elflsfa,  and  vindictive,  he  availed  himseir  of  Ihe  misfoTlanra  of  ihe 
tine*  Id  aggrandise  himielf,  but  h«  wav  a  nan  of  great  eivll  and  military 
talenta,  and  of  auqaotionable  loyalty  and  patriollsm.  Lord  Jermyu  and  Ihe 
Coorl  of  France  bad  therefore  every  reaion  to  expect,  that  anch  a  man,  If 
compelled  to  make  the  alteraalive,  woald  rather  cone  to  some  composition 
Kith  the  Parltaoenl  thaa  betray  tb«  llhiid- 

Anolher  obatade  woald  have  been  Ihe  oppoaliioa  of  Ihe  inbabitaDl*  found- 
ed on  their  atlachneol  to  Eoglaad,  and  to  the  Prateatsnl  religion,  a*  well 
a*  lo  thtAr  anoeatral  coatempl  and  aveiwioa  to  a  French  domination.  An 
attempt  to  aell  Ihem  lo  Fraace,  would  not  only  have  probably  failed,  bnt 
it  would  have  cooled  their  loyally,  and  recoociled  them  lo  the  Parliamenl, 
BO  that  Ibe  Island  would  have  been  entirely  lost  lo  tbe  uofortnDale  Charlea. 
Neither  Sir  George  nor  Ibey  had  forgotten,  that  not  two  ceuturic*  before, 
daring  the  civil  wars  of  Yorii  and  Lancaster,  Margaret  of  Aojou, under 
nearly  limilar  circomatancrs,  had  sold  the  Island  to  Count  Maulcrrler. 
They  bad  therefore  a  J  oat  cause  of  alarm,  ll  would  Hot  therefore  have 
been  so  eaiy  for  Charles  to  have  disposed  of  Ihese  Islands, as  Mr.  Falte 
would  ins  ion  ate. 

It  must  also  be  vecoliecled  that  France  conid  not  have  accepted  of  inch 
a  bargain  without  a  war  with  Englanif,  which  it  I*  improbable  thai  Cardinal 
Uaiarine  wonld  have  nndertalien  at  that  lime. 

Lord  Jermyn  had  his  Patent  of  Governor  of  Jersey  with  Ihe  reversion  lo 
his  nephew  Tliomaa  Jermyn  renewed  on  the  accession  of  Charles  II.  That 
Paleul  was  however  cancelled  soon  after,  and  Lord  Jermyn  and  Sir  George 
Be  Carteret  were  appointed  Joint  Governor*  ;  but  aa  the  latter  resided 
in  Ihe  iaiiuid,  and  bad  all  the  power  In  his  own  hands,  Ihe  former  became  a 
mere  cipher,  holding  at  most  a  lucrative  linecure. 

Tbe*e  eiplanalioo*,  though  rather  long  for  a  note,  wero  nece**ary.  Our 
anceituri,  do  doubt,  look  tbe  most  loyal,  hooourable,  and  conatituliooal  tide, 
and  covered  Ihemselre*  wKh  glory  ;bal  it  cannot  be  admitted,  that  it  wonld 
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have  beta  In  lh«  power  of  tb(ir  needy  and  fsgllWe  Sovereign,  to  brnvB 
iraaiferred  Ihem  like  •  pelly  German  prlacipality,  to  the  alleflBnce  of  ■ 
foreign  power.

IBl.J 
Ttiii  may  be  the  pn^r  plaos  to  menttua  that  the  celebrated  Pryapo, 
afler  having  icrerely  laOered  for  bia  democratical  prlncfpln  In  Eugland 
had  been  ooadned  for  lome  year*  in  Bf  aunt  Orftnell  Culle,  from  whence  he 
waa  releairdhilMO  by  an  order  flrom  Ihe  Parliament.  It  ia  painttal  !• 
dwell  00  the  tyranny  of  fDr«er  agt»,  and  to  reflect  how  the  abnae  of  power 
evenlnally  recoila  with  a  teafold  weight  ea  the  hoada  oT  the  oppreiiora. 
Some  of  the  very  men  who  had  been  initrnmental  to  the  enwaalve  pnaiah- 
mentof  Pryaoe,  were  glad  within  ■  few  yeara  l«  shelter  theBselveafraai 
the  fnry  of  political  oommotioM  in  the  very  spat  of  hia  eaile. — It  h  ■  plen- 
aingtrait  In  theebaracterufthe  elder  Sir  Philip  Do  Carteret,  to  whotecn»- 
tody  Prysne  had  been  entromted,  that  notwithatanding  hia  ileadj  and  In- 
.plleit  loyally  to  hia  Sovereigs,  he  eoaoiliated  the  eeteem  of  hia  aoatere  prl- 
(oner  by  bia  hamaniiy,  who  ■eena  aflwiTBTd*  to  have  Amb  all  la  hi«  power 
lo  protect  him  from  the  vindtctlve  effarta  of  hia  adveraarlei.

Siuce  the  GoTernmenl  of  the  island  had  been  placed  in  1643  under  Sir 
Gporge  De  Carltrel,  he  bad  been  iiiiceaaiiigl;  employed  in  priialvering 
BRainai  Ibe  Parliamentarians.  The  damage  Ibat  he  cauaed  them  during  the 
eiicht  ypari  that  he  waaiii  power,  mualhste  been  iucslculBbtf,  as  indeed  the 
list  which  Mr.  Falle  ha*  eitracied  trota  Wbiilock  menioirs,  muit  haie 
made  but  a  very  small  pert  of  it.  Chevalier  mentions  in  bi*  Chronicle,  tbat 
■inong  other  priiea,  there  waa  a  Tery  large  veaael  laden  with  mrlitarj  etmeai 
for  CromweH'a  army  In  Ireland,  dnring  bia  campaign  of  1660,  the  loaao^ 
which,  Bccordlug  to  him,  excited  (he  nimo«t  iudlgnatioa  of  the  rulera  of  the 
conmonwealth.  All  lhe«e  clrcumalancca  cuuld  not  fail  to  proroke  tbe  ren- 
geancs  of  tb«  parliament  on  Sir  George  and  hi*  loyal  ialandera.  Nor  were 
all  the  Jersey  priialeer*  the  properly  of,  or  manned  bj  Jeraeymen  ;  many 
of  then  belonged  to  Engliah  loyal  refugee*.  Chevalier  meiiliooa  a  very  affect- 
ing c'trcumitance  (diout  one  oflhoae  privateers,  commanded  by  a  Captain  Tfau' 
mas  Amy,  oue  of  the  Amya  from  Ibe  Deighbourbood  of  Boicaade  in  Cornwall, 
■ad  who  B  little  before  had  followed  Charles  II,  then  Prince  of  Wales  to  tbi* 
island.  Aa  be  happened  to  he  with  bia  privateer  at  a  small  dialance  from  the 
land,he  waadiacoTeredandcbaaedbysone  of  the  paillameDtary  cruiaer*. 
During  (eu  day*  no  tidings  were  reccired  from  bin,  and  the  genenl  Imprca. 
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kion  waslbat  he  had  beep  captured.  He  escaped  however  rrom  thaldanfcer, 
bat  hii  reluro  waa  marked  by  a  nceue  of  ihe  deepen  affliction  and  lympalby. 
His  wire.alioaCarDithwoman.of  the  ancioiit  ftiniilj  of  the  Emjs,  of  Elaf* 
near  Trnr«,  bad  been  aTernhelmed  with  Ihe  apprehension,  Ihat  her  bus- 
band  had  fallen  into  the  hand*  or  ihe  enemy.  Thia  had  brouuhl  on  a  prema- 
ture labuac,in  which  «be  and  her  infaut  had  periihed,  in  the  btwom  oryoulh, 
andan  exile  rrom  her  native  laad,iu  the abaeoce of  ber  buaband  and  amou^ 
Iran^rs,  It  wai  her  aecond  child.  Her  iDonuineiil,a  black  marble  alab,  was 
diicovered  in  guad  preiervatiou  in  lS0O,inSI.  Helier'aChnrch.lhelnscriptioa 
on  which  baa  been  •everal  lime*  piihlinhed,  but  these  above  pnrlicalarg  about 
her  melBDchoiy  fate  are  not  K«>i«rally  icnown.  I  iaaerl  the  inacriplioo  with 
an  Eogliah  traualatiou.

The  haraiitng  service  to  which  Sir  George  De  Carlerefa  troop*  were 
elpoeed  in  consequence  of  the  hostile  fleet  hovering  on  various  parts  of  the 
coaai  ha*  alio  been  adverted  to  in  Dnmaretq'a  MS.  Chap-  III-  from  which  it 
appeara  that  the  militia  waa  rendered  Id  a  great  measure  Inefficient,  because 
no  measures  had'been  taken  to  supply  them  with  provisions,  which  Ihey 
could  only  procure  by  a  lemporary  diipersion,  of  whlcb_the  enemy  took 
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adraDlBge.  II  muil  be  omied  tbst  to  ihl*  cup,  (he  cualMl  wu  bepeRM  on- 
the  pari  of  (he  iahabllanK,  agKinit  the  aTerpuvering  forcei  brthe  inndera^ 
mud  that  All  Sir  George  cuuld do, ww  lomtiDtaiu  biicharaclerofbbrave 
oMa,  aad  to  leoure  (he  bre(  poniible  teraiB  fat  faimielf  eud  (he  lithebl(BBl>.

Ultie  restatance  tecH*  to  haie  beeu  made  except  by  EIInbelb-Cistla>- 
St.  Aubiu'a  Fort  waa  sorrendered  at  the  Srst  BDminoDa,  Mid  the  ca^nlatioo 
of  Mount  Orgoeil  Ckstle  was  signed  on  the  STth  of  October  IWl,  the  Par. 
liamedlarlaDa  having  landed  oo  the  43rd.  The  capitalaiion  i«  in  Le  Jenne'a 
Appendix,  p.  1S2.  That  forlreas  was  still  the  aanetat  wheo  it  was  besieged 
In  Tain  by  a  Conalable  uf  Franca  In  the  Foarteenth  Ceoliiry,  bnt  the  tnren- 
tton  of  artillery  and  the  Improved  Manner  of  UMokIng  fm^fled  places,  had 
rendered  it  onteaaUe.  He  terms  were  honourable  anjadvaoDigeons  for 
the  besieged.  Sir  George  had  girea  the  command  to  hia  cousin,  afterwards 
Sir  Philip  De  Carteret,  Baroaet,  ait4  Saigusv  of  St.  Oucd,  who  died  Bailiff 
of  the  Inland  in  16S3,  aad  who  by  his  fkodal  teaore  owed  partof  a  Knight's 
service  with  two  horsemen  in  that  Caatle.  Captain  Elia*  Dumareiq  and  John 
Le  Hardy  conimaaded  Ihen  the  militia  of  (he  parishes  of  Trini(y  and  Sr. 
Martin.  The  milUia  was  not  yet  fbrmsd  into  r^iaaoU,  bat  each  parish, 
had  a  particular  commandl^  oSccr,  ealled  its  Captain. 

Hoonl  Orgneil  wa*  thus  described,  by  Mr.  Damareaq,  Chap.  IV,  (o  have 
been  in  I6ec>,  which  was  also  probably  the  state  In  which  the  Uivedera  found 
It  id  1661.  "  Mount  Oi^ueH  Castle  al(uMad  upon  the  point  of  a  high  rock 
eaatward,  ww  formerly  (he  only  Fort  His  HiO^ly  ^*^  there,  called  la  old 
records  CatleliMm  d*  Qunit ;  of  that  aotiqaity  thai  no  records  speak  of  it* 
bcginpiog,  an<)  was  nudoobledly  strong  in  the  time  uf  bows  and  arrows, 
the  upper  tower  being  siity-fonr  foot  high ;  of  that  beaniy  and  sireagth 
that  Eew  wall*  exceed  it,  being  bulK  against  the  lolid  rack,  thai  reaches  to 
(he  lop,  and  orerlooks  the  neighbouring  hilli  for  a(»ie  miles ;  bnt  all  the 
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^tDtan  ))lirl  )■  much  ilccajieiliaai)  moti  of  IU«  lodgiup  ruinalcd,  wherr  for* 
tnerly  Ihe  Chiefs  of  Ihe  Uland,  had  lume  houm  to  receive  Ibem  in  time  of 
danger ; — aod  there  are  reai*  paid  for  tbe  lanR  lo  thia  daj." 

The  deiign^f  aliKhliDg  it  baa  of  late  iteea  renewed,  Mtd  seTeral  Snrveja 
<aken,  but  douo  exprerain^  Iieiter  Ihe  naefalneM  of  it  than  one  taken  four- 
acore  and  ten  fear*  eince  ;  the  Report  bearing  date  the  lOlh  of  September, 
I6B3,  tIi  :  "  That  Ihe  Lord*  had  been  credlhlj  informed,  that  tbe  Caatis 
of  thai  Iilaad  ia  rery  ill  lealed,  bein^  neither  fronlire,  citadel,  nor  lerrice- 
mble  for  the  retreat  of  tbe  poor  jahabitaula  of  (he  lilaod  Id  caae  of  need, 
Dorstandiag  near  Road,  Haven,  Harboroagb,  or  olher  place  of  deacet]t,bnt 
noat  daogeroualj  nmoag  nild  laukeo  rocka,  ii  nnSi  to  offend  an  enemy,  or 
la  receive  succour  ;  and  towardm  tbe  iaod  lyeth  aDbject  to  a  aiiBbtyhill 
but  400  foot  distant,  and  ao  overtopt  and  commanded  by  it,  that  ho  man 
poaaibly  can  ibew  bia  (ace  in  defence  of  Ibii  aide  Best  tbe  hill,  beildea 
many  nnperfect  defence*,  which  givea  na  good  came  lo  Ihtqk  Har  M^ealy*a 
charges  already  employed  in  fortifying  this  Caallr,  be  to  small  pnrpoee,  Ac-"

There  taa  tradithm  that  theitege  of  EtlEsbelh  Castle  lasted  sEi  weeks  and 
nradaysiDorean  it  have  lasted  much  longer,  aslheetiemy  landed  on  the  33d 
of  Ocle4>erieftl,  aDdtookpaaaeasioQof  thalforlreu  on  tbe  1 5th  of  December 
followlpg.  The  dateof  tbe  fhlDngorthatmal  shell  haa  not  been  preserved; 
batafragtncDlaf  ill*  ailllUi  tbe  armoury  of  tbe  Ckstle.  Ii  was  a  13  inch 
shell,  and  about  2  inchea  Ihldi,  and  ladeed  Ihe  largest  then  In  use,  Mr. 
Falls  make*  a  dngnlar  mlalake,  or  eiaggeralion  by  telling  bla  readera  that 
tbe  shells  thrown  into  the  Caalle  were  Ihirtj  incha  £ameltT,  There  never 
weresbellaof  that  immenBedl>meter,and  it  la  probable  llnl  the  bisiorlan 
has  Mliataken  the  diameter  hr  the  drculaferenoe.  Even  this  latter  snppoeitios 
Wubld  not  be  aocarats,  as  it  would  awke  thelbellmaoh  smaller  than  It  actual- 
ly  was.  Theie  U  alao  there  ap^r  of  military  boota  aald  to  have  belonged 
to  Oiarles  II,  in  goad  praaervallon,  and  exactly  oorrespoDdlDg  with  the  cos- 
tnme  obaervafale  In  pclatinga  of  that  period.

The  Battle  of  Worcester  was  fonght  no  the  3rd  of  September  IMI,  A-on 
which  Charles  escaped,  andafter  many  dlfficnlliea  reached  France  on  the  3ed 
of  October  following,  and  by  a  aiagnlar  coiDcidellca,oDtheTeryday  that  the 
{larliaaeDtariaua  landed  in  Jeraey.  The  Parliament  bad  therefore  losi  no 
time  after  that  liattle,  to  analbilate  the  rematua  of  (he  Royal  party  lo  Jeraey. 
Sir  Geoi^e's  conduct  Is  however  inexplicable,  that  be  shoold  have  protracted 
hiareaiatancesolong.  In  a  canaethatwaa  then  utterly  hopeless,  and  whet  hh 
obstinacy  would  in  all  probability  be  attended  with  the  total  deatrtwtloB  at 
bimaalf  and  hU  adhsreuts.  But  his  osnal  good  fortune  did  not  abaudoa 
him  under  those  eMbaraselng  ctrcinutBines.  He  obtaimd  permission  of 
bis  Soverriga  to    safrcndcr  on  reasonable  termi,  anii  he  availed  himseir 
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■o  well  ofil,  lliat  lie  oblained  a  most  ad'anlngcoiis  cspiliilalion.  Bf  one 
of  (lie  article*,  Ihe  Cattle  nn»  lu  b;  [;iven  up  on  Ihe  Ifxh  cf  Decentbc  r, 
ea  that  the  Kip|re  iHsled  abour  *evca  weeks.  Snme  very  powprful  rcBsune 
inu»l  have  operatedun  the  benie^r*  lo  Laie  graotcil  lUch  (iivounible  teroiB 
10  an  adTCfiary,  i*hu  had  id  Utile  claims  lo  Iheir  indulgenre. 

If  ve  were  lo  hazard  a  conjeclurf,  il  wuuld  be  ihat  Sir  Georgv  being  in  a 
forlreia  Ihcii  Ihougbl  (n  be  nlmust  impregnable,  he  could  not  have  been  driirn 
from  ll  wilhuul  a  large  expenditure  of  hluod  and  trpaRare,orIhe  Parliamcnla. 
riana  might  have  feared  lliai  if  the;  refused  him  term*,  lie  wuuld  neGMiale 
logive  it  up  to  France,  The  captlulaiiuii  was  drawn  up  in  Pnurleen  A  nicies, 
by  the  liril  ot  which  Sir  George  ohlaiiied  a  lull  iiidemniiy  foralllbathe  had 
doue,  waa  e'en  ei^empied  from  paying  any  compotiliona  for  his  proyerly  lilie 
Ibeolher  liayalintii,  waa  conflrmed  id  (be  quiet  ciijoymeDI  uf  all  the  pniitea- 
aions  he  bad  at  the  time  of  the  ioTaiian,  and  what  is  *l<ll  mure  remarkable, 
ia  Ihat  a  grant  which  he  had  obtained  from  the  iate  King  fur  his  good 
aeriiceaafainif  Ml- ruTitt.Ihough  in  realiljlo  reward  his  everiion*  in  fovonr 
uf  Ibe  Royal  Cause,  was  confirmed.  Aa  Ibis  capilulalluu  is  an  historical  do- 
cument uf  some  impurtance,  we  ahat],nalwilhslaDding  its  length  present  it  lo 
our  readers.  Those  aer^icea  against  the  Turks,  was  the  redemption  ofa  few 
Jerse;  caplirei  from  Ibe  Atgeriues.  fChtialier,  Pari  III.S.  IH.J 
(■;  Capilulatiou  of  Elizabeth  Caslle,  in  Ihe  Island  of  Jersey,  gtanled  lo 
Sir  Geoi^e  De  Carteret,  by  Culonel  James  Halacs,  Gommanding  the 
Parliameaiary  forcei  besieging  Ibal  forire**. 

Article  I.— That  Sir  George  De  Carterel  shall  receife  a  falMndemntljr 
for  all  ha  has  done  during  Ihe  traable*  ap  lo  Ibis  day  i  thai  b«*ball  peace- 
ably enjoy  all  his  goods,  chaltels,  houses,  leaves,  aod  gratis,  lawfally  lo 
liim  belonging  a(  Iha  coaling  of  the  Parliamentary  forces  In  this  Island, 
that  he  sball  be  al  liberty  to  diapose  of  the  said  property  according  to  hia 
will,  wiihout  compoundini;  for  it,  and  (o  li*e  or  die.  In  the  conntriea  snbject 
lu  Ihe  Parllameiil,  without  being  obliged  to  take  an  ualh  or  coTenaut,  pro- 
vided always  that  he  may  undertake  nothing  againsi  Ihe  Parliament,  Ihat 
Ihe  said  Sir  George  De  Carteret  shall  be  allowed  lo  go  lu  and  from 
France  without  any  hindrance  ;  That  be  ahBl)  have  and  hold  for  eTer 
the  Lordship  of  Meleches,  and  Ihat  in  virtue  of  a  p'ant  made  lhereor,iD  the 
ISih  year  of  Ihe  reign  of  Ihe  late  King,  to  reward  him  for  his  good  servien 
against  Ihe  Turks,  and  wIlhoDt  composition*,  olher  lands,  rents  and  reie- 
aues  belonging  to  the  said  King  from  wbicb  ha  is  released  and  excepted  by 
Ihia,  and  all  Ihe  succeeding  articles,  and  that  one  of  Ihe  vessels  now 
moored  near  Ibe  said  Castle,  ahall  be  with  all  iia  apperlenances,  at  bia  dia- 
poaal  fur  bis  own  passage. 

II.— That  all  persons,  who  are  within  Ihe  said  Castle,  sball  retain  all 
their  poaaessioas  ailualed -within  iho  Parllamenlary  quarters,  sucb  as  they 
are  at  presenl.     That  Ihey  will  be  indemnified  for  al]  they  have  done  dnriag 
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Ilie  present  war,  up  la  Ihii  day ;  that  >  term  of  nine  monlhi  nball  be  gtnat- 
ed  Ihem  la  bgiiIr  for  their  compmilian,  irhich  ia  not  lo  exceed  two  years  <>C 
Iheir  Inronie  accnrding  to  Ihe  rale  eilablUhed  bf  Parliameni  Tor  lha(  pur- 
poae,  aud  is  Id  be  railed  in  (bin  Itland,  by  Ihoie  wbom  Parllainciil  may 
appoint  for  Ihe  lelaiidcr*,  and  la  England,  far  Englishmen  and  otlicrs  ;  Ihat 
no  oath  ahall  be  tendered  lo  them  ;  that  Ihe;  will  underUke  aolhiogagalnut 
the  Parliament  under  pain  of  llie  coiifincalinn  of  Ihrir  pruperly,  and  fur 
those  who  have  none,  under  Ihe  ponalty  of  a  reasaimblc  •iito,  of  wbiuh 
they  (hall  give  aecnrily,  io  cane  Ihcy  *hould  remain  any  lunger  in  Ihe  States 
of  the  Parliameal.  That  no  civil  actiuai  for  debta  or  olher  mailers  shall  bo 
brought  against  Iham  before  Ihe  nine  moallw  provided  by  Ibis  Anicle,  ho 
expired,  aad  that  il  will  be  left  lo  the  Parliament's  good  pteasurv,  to  allow 
the  Seigneur  of  St.-Ouen  lo  cump^iind  for  Ihe  Idle  of  Sarlc. 

111.— Thai  no  real  hitherto  paid  by  virtue  of  ibe  Patent  then  in  force, 
■hall  be  sued  for,  or  demanded, aad  thai  no  body  shall  be  molested  for  having 
either  |tld  or  received  any. 

IV. — That  all  pcraous,  nbo  may  wish  lo  live  abroad,  shall  enjoy  Iheir 
properly,  as  if  Ihey  were  presenl  on  the  rpol ;  thai  they  will  be  allowed  to 
■eil  it  lo  the  best  advantage  Ibey  can,  and  that  ihey  will  have  passpovli 
given  to  them,  when  they  may  require  Ihem,  lo  remove  Ibemielres,  their 
money,  or  olher  gooda,  where  they  may  think  proper,  after  having  paid  the 
aforeaaid  cnrnposllioii. 

v.— That  Hra.  Le  Monlais  and  Mr*.  Scale,  and  their  children,  will  have 
pMiports  lo  gu  lo  and  fro',  and  shall  poiscaa  the  whole  of  their  estate* 
vilhonl  any  conposilion. 

VI. That  John  Le  Bron,  belonging  lo  Sir  George  De  Carteret's  e*la- 

bliihmenl,  shall  enjoy  wiihool  oomposition  his  property,  which  amounti  bat 
lo  eight  Jacobuse*  of  yearly  rent. 

VII.— That  if  Sir  George  De  C»rierel,  or  any  of  Ihoae  who  are  now  with 
htm,*hould  be  deiiron*  of  going  lu  Virginia,  or  lo  any  olher  Amsrieaa  Settle- 
ment,they  will  have  passporl*  lo  go  there,  without  being  moIe*led  In  Iheir 
persona,  vessels,  servant*,  or  goods,  and  will  be  allowed  to  remain  there 
peaeeably,  provided  they  do  not  undertake  any  thing  agaluat  Ihe  Parllameut 
of  England. 

VlH. — That  Sir  George  De  Cartcrel,  with  all  his  military  and  naval 
officer*,  either  in  active  service  or  invalids,  lugeiber  wilh  the  private  sol- 
dier* and  gentlemen  leaving  Ihe  abavesald  Castle,  shall  inarch  out  wtlh 
Ibeir  horse*  and  arms  of  ail  sorts  lo  some  convenjeni  plaoo  within  the  Island,

The 
largcEl  of  Ihcse  followi  Ihe  Soulh  Easlern  line  of  coast,  and  eileoda  from  the 
Town  of  SI  tlfliorloMooutOrcpieil  Caslle.  ll  is  Ihe  besi  io  ihewlioleU- 
hiiid.  AiiolhcrdeBoriptiunoflandBarclheBlopesiorcoHfa.aa  Ibeyarelecb- 
oically  called,!  which  line  (he  narrow  TolleyB  in  crery  direction.  Thcj  are 
out  mueli  elevated,  but  generally  steep,  and  of  a  lighl  »oil,and  unfit  fur  the 
plough  or  paeturea.  Some  arc  rockj,  and  produce  nuihing  but  furie.  The 
better  iiiadsof  those  slopes  arc  planted  nilh  forest  lree«,  which  grov  ibere 
with  titlleor  no  trouble  10  the  owner.  There  are  very  few  errppices.  Theae 
alupci  surround  eitent.ive  plateaux  of  table  land,  not  so  rich  indeed  aa  ibe 
low  lands  above  mcmioned,  hut  Hi  for  all  Ihc  purposes  of  Agricullure.  These 
plateaus  form  Ihe  largest  part  of  Ihe  Island-  A  stranger  od  entering  Ihe 
town  ofSl.

Tho  declivity  of  Jersey  is  froni  North  loSoulh,  which  roandi  off  and  ia 
continned  on  Ihe  Soalh  East  and  South  Weal  aides.  Thai  drclivily  is  bro- 
ken and  ramified  into  innumpratle  amall  Talleya  with  Iheir  streams  flawing 
towards  the  sea.  The  descent  towards  Ihe  sea  on  Ihe  North  i>  not  mure 
than  B  mile  widp,  in  some  places  not  even  so  mnch,  the  waters  being  dis- 
charged  through  Ihe  sleep  and  romantic  glens,  which  divide  Ihe  over  hang. 
Ing  cl\tb.  A  narrow  strip  of  land  between  Ihe  North  and  South  Coasts 
separates  Ihe  course  of  Ibn  waters,  and  in  that  dlrf^clion  one  may  go  on 
nearly  level  groood  from  Hount-Orgaeil  Castle  to  Grosnei  Pranl,  hy  Ihe 
Chorchciof  St.  Martin, TrLnity,SI.  John  and  SI.  Mary.  The  Island  Ihoagh 
hilly  ia  not  mnch  elevated,  and  Honl-Mado,  in  fit.  John's  Pariah,  which  ia 
Ibe  highest  laud,  is  not  more  than  between  three  or  four  boudred  feet  above 
the  Sea.

Thfl  Qnenvaia  are  a  amall  dislrlM,  which  In  Ihe  midst  of  a  coDUlr;  of  Ihe 
blghesl  ftrliiity  present  (he  image  of  an  Arabian  aandy  desert.  Attempts  hare 
been  made  to  bring  it  into  cultivation,  and  nnder/a  proper  aysiem  of  Agrinl- 
tnre,  that  does  not  seem  to  be  impracticable.  The  late  Sir  George  Doa  foTBRd 
albrm  there  ofaboiit  50Terg<cs,whlch  at  this  very  moment  h  atill  Bouriahin;. 
The  great  secret  of  cnllivaling  the  Qaenvmii  ia  to  have  recoarae  to  those 
planla  that  will  thrive  in  a  sandy  soil, such  as  lucerne,  rye,&c.  Lneeme  will 
aecore  a  sufficient  snpply  of  green  food  as  well  as  hay.  It  is  true  that  tbo 
Quenvais  have  been  covered  with  drifts  of  sands,  and  that  Ihe  snbsoil  majr 
be  a  rich moald,  but  Ihe  eipencaof  aneoTering  il  would  be  immense, beaidea 
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tbat  (h«e  drift*  af  tand  would  reuder  thai  aa  eoilen  and  ihcr^furc  InefTrc- 
loal  labour.

IThere  la  a  tradition  that  the  Quenvala  were  not  alwaya  thna  deaolate,  and 
that  tbejr  were  overwhelmed  in  aacient  dayi  for  the  iohuRiBtiil  j  of  the  lobi] 
bitania,  who  plundered  flva  Spaniib  yeasela  Wrecked  there  on  St.  Cetherlae*a 
Day,  the  3»th  of  KoTcmber.  It  <■  farther  uwerted,  that  >be  lubsoil  la  a  re- 
goiable  monld,  and  tbaleTen  remains  of  building*  have  been  diicovercd  in 
aoineplaaet,wberelhe  land  haa  been  reroofed.  If  li  upneceaiary  to  baTe 
reconrae  to  Ihe  wonderfu]  ieffcnds  of  Ignwant  age>,when  the  phenomeoa  of 
oalore  may  be  accoonted  for  by  BaluraicauiM.  If  Ibe  Qacoiaia  were  ever 
tmcoTcred  with  land,  (and  1  belicTe  it  to  hare  been  once  Ihe  cage), it  waa  ' 
when  the  cooat  uf  St.  Oaen'i  Bey,  pn^ected  farther  out  to  the  wmlward,  and 
that  the  high  wiiida  were  not  able  loraiae  the  aand  from  the  then  line  of  coaal, 
«Dd  ta1teepitan*peudedloDKandfarenough,tofall  likeaihoweron  theHince 
derated  district.  It  ia  Impoaeible  to  fii  the  precise  dale  when  the  encroacb-

The  tradilioM  attached  to  those  oaks  are  a  further  cnrroboralioo  of  Ihe 
anppoaitian,lbat  when  the  tract  offl'Etao  was  submerged,  the  QueuvBls,  In 
cooseqacnee  of  Ibe  coast  baring  been  altered  and  straitened,  were  over- 
whalmed  by  the  sand.

Tbe  prufMirtion  uf  barley  to  wheal  now  cultivated,  ii  much  leiaihan  ialhe 
day*  of  Mr,  FaUe,  uor  U  there  mnch  now  coflrertFi]  iolo  bread,  niial  in  cob- 
■utned  uii  Ihe  farm,  U  gruuud  into  mealnilb  beaa*,  and  used  lo  l^tlen  awine- 
Thegeneial  proaperity  ofihe  coualry,  or  rather  the  pnod  effeelt  of  the  eco- 
aony  and  itidiulry  (iflhe  popiilBlioii,have  placed  Ihcm  above  having  recourse 
toaucb  a  bomely  fare.  Aad  Indeed  barley  bread  won  Id  now  he  aa  11  Itte  heard 
of  in  Jersey  as  in  the  South  of  Englnad,  were  fl  not  for  a  few  iudividnal), 
who  still  hare  aame  made  either  from  cbuice,or  frvro  curiueliy.

I. —  ■'  The  Island 
tbal  could  heretofore  nol  mig  niaintaihili  iwhabllanti  tcilh cornihal  also  export 
anme,  aa  by  the  oflen  prahibilioua  may  he  read  ia  our  aucieut  Roles,  Is  bow 
obliged  to  depend  upoa  foreiga  cora."

It  would  be  dilDcult  (OBScertaia  the  rise  and  progress  of  Ihe  aloeklag 
inanufbelury.  It  must  bate  been  already  very  considerable  more  than  a 
venlnry  before  Mr.  Falle,  a*  Ihe  Slates  of  that  lime  seem  lo  have  been 
seiied  with  Ibe  aaiue  paaie  as  the  worthy  hislortsa,  thai  (his  tbrirlng  raaoo* 
fbetare  waa  prejudicial  to  agriculture.  We  quote  part  of  an  Act  of  Iha

The  camtnuniealion  «ilh  SuulhampliHi  waa  then  very  irregular,  and  irUen 
tbe  cuming  in  of  the  Tradera  waa  aomelimea  delayed  by  coalrary  wlada, 
ihe  people  were  aeited  with  a  panic,  ai  If  Ibey  had  been  menaced  nllti  a 
temporaiy  famine.

Before  [bat  time  the  roada  were  very  Indlf- 
f«Tea(,  aad  eilremely  daogeroua,  or  rather  uoflt  for  any  kiod  of  genlle- 
maa'i  carriages  ;  few  of  which  ludeed  were  kepi.  At  to  the  Mldionmer 
Perambulallon  of  wbii;h  Mr.  Fatle  givn  auch  a  ■olema  account,  it  U  atill 
kept  up,  and  oor  readera  may  oat  be  lorry  to  coolraal  It  with  the  Indlcrona 
accouot' of  the  lame  cpremony  aa  gircn  by  Dr.  Shebbear*,  an  author  how- 
ever whoio  candour  ne  are  far  from  reconm ending.  fHtttorf  tf  Jeney, 
Vol.  I.  Chap.

"  But  tbe  Viacount'a  daya  of  ^aalaat  iisporl  are  thoao  In  which  b«  aur- 
Tey*  tbe  high  roedi  of  bia  soTereign  ;  and  Ibin  indeed  hii  pomp  and  laag- 
nlScenoc  are  adequate  to  tbe  dignity  of  the  occaaiun. 

"  Eiery  pariah  is  annually  to  be  laapected,  and  each  of  thcin  to  engaga 
Ibe  ragitatiou  of  a  day.  Ou  Ihia  feailTal,  fbr  tbey  are  fed  for  Ibelr  troaUe, 
ibe  Jurata,  the  cunalablea,  cenleuicra  and  aermeut^,  attend  the  viaoosBI. 
He  mounta  bli  ilicountal  hone,  with  hia  vlacooDlal  staff  uf  ufflce,  perpen- 
dicularly erected  on  the  viicountal  pummel  of  bis  Tlieonntal  aaddle,  and 
thaa  auperbly  adfancea  In  ifneat  of  advenlnrea  on  tbe  public  road. 

."  Whatefer  branchea  of  tbs  treea  have  the  miaforlnue  to  nSircal,  by 
their  touch,  the  dignity  of  hla  rlicoonlal  staff  lu  the  procesalon,  they  are 
aenteuccd  to  tbe  ax,  and  the  roads  to  an  amende,  wherever  tbey  are  defec- 
tive in  duly. 

"In  this  review  the  viscount  and  bis  attendanta  are  Ibe  Jodgea  of  Ihepatha 
and  track*  below,  and  Ibe  horae  decldeaof  the  offending  branchea  which  are 
above, and  thv  objectauf  their  judgment  are  Inverted.  For  tbehoogha  to- 
commode  not  the  horae,  nor  the  ruada  the  rider.  HoweTer, though  theae 
powera  of  Judgment  are  not  distrlbo ted,  they  are  equally  divided  between 
man  and  beaBl,iawbich  they  arealike  concerned,  and  this  seems  lobe  the 
Juatrat  diatrlbullon  of  Judgment  thai  is  practised  In  the  Island.

When  spread  oat  ou  grass,  its  effects  will  depend  on 
the  seaaoa  ;  if  the  weather  i«  moist,  and  wiih  gentle  shuwen,lhe  rraic  soon 
^li  decomposed,  and  wiiiproduceabundant  cropcof  hay  ;  but  if  there  isa 
drought,  it  is  jhriveiled  op,  and  becomes  totally  useless.

The  (brmer  no  longer 
flnda,  a*  In  |;oud  policy  he  ought  to  do,  the  meani  of  dispoaing  of  bii  aor- 
plna  produce  for  (be  home  eonaunpiion  of  the  country.  He  I*  become 
dependau(  on  tbe  Eugliib  market  for  the  sale  of  hia  fruit  and  cider,  the 
latter  of  which  ia  mostly  lent  at  cooliderable  risk  and  elpence  to  Bristol. 
As  to  tbe  beat  fruit  it  is  seat  offlodifTereut  parts  of  England,  which  are  In 
fkct  more  accessible  lo  ns  (ban  to  the  cider  connirfes.

The  Jcraey  orcbardi  are 
boweTGr  en (iret;  free  from  the  nliletoe.  Cider,  or  rather  fruit, i»  now,lf  poa- 
•iblemare  plealifnl  IbanBl  any  former  period.  But  Ibe  fatal  habll  of  drink- 
ing aphitii  haa  oofortunalcl;  m  far  prevailed  that  ihe  conaumpliou  uf  eider 
baa  mDch  decreaaed.  We  aie  not  to  rale  iheraiucof  orcbardi  by  Ibeir  el- 
tnnl,  aa  there  H  no  prtidact  whieb  variea  in  the  aame  propo^lion.  One  rei^a 
ofttoodarehard  ground  will  prodace  more  thati  6*e  other  lerg^ea  in  badcnndi' 
lion,  which  nay  be  owing  (o  the  poorneta  of  Ibe  land,  want  of  aheller,  decayed 
plaDtationa,  mianianagenicnt  in  not  manaring,  or  by  turaing  catltelooae  among 
Ihe  apple  Ircea.  The  loferiarilj  of  cider  i*  in  many  caaea  owing  lo  an  im. 
proper  aiaorlnieat  of  apple*,  and  lo  Ihe  beat  fruit  being,  aa  1  hare  already  ub- 
acr red,  ei purled  lo  England,  which  leave*  bnl  Ihe  viinilfaltt  {qaitinii,)  and 
the  refiiaa  of  Ihe  crop  for  the  mill.  Cider  afler  a  lime  gcli  alrong  and  heady, 
but  it  i*  by  no  tiiean*  pleasant,  and  it  fa  now  rery  unconmaoioBee  any  one 
inloxioaled  wilh  inch  a  brrcrage.  The  Jeraey  cider  may  be  made  aa  good 
■illiat  uf  any  other  country,  and  will  keep  aa  long  in  bottlci;il  li  only  la 
want  of  good  management,  that  ili  preieol  inferlurily  la  owing. 

It  ia  the  miiforlDne  of  ordinary  cider  that  it  will  not  like  wine  inproTe  In 
the  caik,  aud  hence  the  oUcidn  (or  man  than  a  ftar  old  J  ii  alwaya  aold  al  a 
lower  price, aa  being  of  an  iaftrior  ijaallty.

TheieprohibitioDswerefrequeuily  renewed  fill  the  matter 
waa  finally  settled  by  an  Order  uf  Council  in  January  1820,  which  probibiled 
under  seTere  peualtlee  the  importation  of  French  applet  and  elder.

Those  atreama  [fane  onl  of  (be  InnDDierable  little  Tillaye  into  which  the 
Island  ia  dirertified.  Many  of  these  baie  a  circniton*  conne  of  several 
miles,and  rislngmoatly  ataboal  amile  from  the  North  coatt,  flow  io  a  somh- 
erly  direclloo,  the  most  eoniiderahle  of  which,  afler  turning  severBl  milli, 
fall  into  St.  Aubio's  Bay.  In  dry  seas ona  many  of  the  well i,  as  well  as  the 
rivulets  want  waters,  which  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience.  ThemoM 
remarkable  wclis  are  one  in  Mount  Orgueil  Castle,  and  another  in  Fort  Re- 
gent, which  was  luiiit  about  thirty  yea  rs  ago,  and  is  more  than  300  feet  def  p 
tram  the  surface  of  the  hill, and  goes  down  conaiderahiy  below  tbe  leiel  of 
thespB.  Elizabeth  Cattle  ia  bsdlji  supplied  with  well  water,  Bnd  its  cbiet 
resource  is  prlucliinlly  from  rain  water  prrserTedin  cisterns.

lllil  deacrlptioo  of  Ibe  former  Market  of  St.  Heller  la  correct,  witb  ■  Ultle 
cxaKgeratiofc  6uurUb  however. — The  ■lalli  and  *ctlen  of  (actable*  were 
ezpuaed  In.  the  open  air  withont  anyahellar.  The  flih  ««a  aold  on  aoraa 
alone  alepa  In  Ihe  Sijnare,  where  tbe  ilatae  of  George  II  U  allll  erected. 
The  corn-market  wa*  indeed  under  a  plaiza  where  I*  Dow  Ihe  Royal  Saloon  ; 
but  a  viler  or  mure  offendve  receptacle  of  Ullh  never  exlited.  The  (bain- 
blea  werp  in  a  long  low  room,  on  the  aite  of  which  waa  till  lately  a  ^ard 
house,  which  1i  now  o*ed  aa  a  lock  up  room  by  the  Police.  There  were 
two  Tovra  of  alalia  to  thoae  ■hamblea,  ao  that  the  buyera  were  fVeqnenily 
cramned  upon  each  oiher,and  Incky  waa  be  who  conld  f  el  bone  wilhoy 
Ihe  acquUition  of  lome  grreaae  on  hi*  clothe*,  which  be  had  obtained  with- 
out purchase.  The  decorationi  werea  petty  barber**  ahopal  tbeentrance, 
and  a  amail  room  at  Ihe  other  end  to  weigh  Ihe  meal. 

The  Squari^ia  ililt  a*  formerly,  a  place  vthere  people  retort  aa  to  a  fair, 
every  Snlurday,  from  all  parte  of  the  la  land,  to  meet  either  on  buiinea*  or 
pleaaure.  It  i«  a  central  apot,  a  kind  of  exchange  where  perion*  can  meet 
nithout  having  the  trouble  of  going  to  each  other'*  bouaea  often  ailnated  in 
diitanl  part*  of  Ihe  country. 

The  ioconveuieace*  of  the  old  market  were  at  length  *o  aerlouity  fel  I, 
that  it  waH  given  up,  and  a  new  one  creeled  at  a  great  expence  about  the 
year  IHUO,  which  for  regularity  of  arehileclnre,  convenience,  and  cleanll- 
neao,  may  well  vie  with  any  other  market  of  ita  >lie  in  any  pari  oflhe  Brl- 
li«b  Dominian*.

Tbe  town  cbnrcli  woald  ngl  be  tufficicDlIf  cmpBdoM  for  the  wants  uf  the 
popuUlioD,  had  not  other  placei  of  worabtp  beeo  aince  buiti  witliio  the 
pariah.  Or  tbece  Ibcra  are  three  very  haDdvameCbapeifur  the  Church  of 
England,  in  which  the  aerTtce  H  porrormed  In  tbe  Engliah  Loagruagp,  St. 
Paul'i  in  1811),  St.  Jamei  in  1BS7,  and  All  Saints  in  183».  There  are  alio 
aeTcral  dliaeiitin;  coogregfatloui.  The  old  Parochial  Charchyard  wat 
clo*ed  iu  IBSd,  and  a  new  cemetery  wai  purchaird  by  the  parUhiouert  at 
tbe  Eatteru  end  of  tbp  Town.

Dumaresq'a  accoBBt  of  the  Fort  and  Harbonr,  at  iia  flonrisbing  period,  Ibe 
reign  of  Charles  Ik  "  The  Island  where  the  Fort  of  St.  Aubin  is  built,  is 
also  iu  the  sea,  and  opens  and  sbuti  iu  the  same  manner  as  the  former,  but 
mach  less  ;  and  nearer  by  half  to  a  great  hilt,  from  whence  It  la  commanded. 
It  is  kept  by  three  or  four  Alea  of  naaqaeleera,  that  are  drawn  by  lurna 
from  the  other  companlea,  commanded  by  a  serjeanl,  that  has  bis  residence 
there  constantly.

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warehnuan,  it  afforda  a  proud  aad  dUtlnicahhri  fiwlanca  of  ^uecnaAit  In- 
duilTj.Ihe  prodigy  and  Ihrtrlnmph  of  ari  orer  uatnral  difficaltiM.  Twocen- 
turinago,  the  ihlpping  employed  In  the  NewfauBdIand  trade,  wiufcred  at

pier.  That  was  subseqaenlly  granted  by  Chartea  II  tn  1B68  ;  bat  little,,  or 
rather  no  proereta  waa  madp  fur  a  long  time  iu  coQitraclIng  a  harbour  at 
at.  [lelier.  We  hare  the  authority  of  Mr.  DDnaresqror  it,  who  wrote  ia 
ltiB5-  We  quote  from  that  well  inrormed  ma i^ii Irate.— ■*  There  la  a  imall 
pier  uotlulahed  under  the  Caitle  valla  fEtiiaUth'iJ  at  the  Kaal  side  by  a 
■all;  port,  where  the  Cattle  boota  are  nauatly  kept,  and  where  greater  (e>- 
aeU  may  be  rafn ;  but  the  enlraace  w  narrow  and  daugeraua,.  Ihon^h 
good  euoufrh  Tor  boalr. 

"  There  iaalao  under  the  Churchyard  of  the  aaid  town,  a  abeller  Tor  boats, 
which  with  the  help  at  the  brook  that  cornea  down  there,  mlg:bt(w(th  uo 
Kreat  chai^fet,)  be  made  toaecore  greater  veatcb,  that  would  be  a  great 
coDTeaiency  tn  the  commerce  of  thM  Town,  which  )■  at  great  charffea  In 
bring  their  nterchandkes  by  land  from  St,  Aubia*a,  wfalcb  U  above  three 
mile),  there  being  do  barbour  nearer  for  Tcatela  of  a  conaiderable  burtbeia. 
For  the  Bforeaaid  C<w(/i  Bridfte  ia  only  fit  for  tbo  ■amner  and  fhir  weather, 
Ahoat  half  amilc  from  thia  Town,  there  waa  once  a  pier  draigaed,  and  be. 
gan  at  the  Weatern  Point  of  the  Town  Hill,  called  Haere-^rnt/^,  afure  mca. 
lioDed  ;  but  found  iDeonrenlent.  and  to  laid  aajde,  aa  vince  aootber  at  the 
South  Point  of  the  (aid  Hill,  called  Hanrt-dtt-Pat,  waa  intended  for  greater 
Teiaeln,  than  tboae  it  ia  now  fit  ftu',whieh  uae  thoSt.  Halo'i  trade.  But  its 
entrance  ia  also  so  narrow  and  full  of  rocka,  that  it  diacooragea  the  bestow, 
ing  atiy  charges  about  it."    I'M"  tf  Piilip  Dunarwi,  Clap.  VU  J 

The  llmn-Ntuf,  at  bh  it  ia  now  eoroniooly  called,  the  Sontta  Pier,  waa 
afterwards  completed,  and  coolinned  to  be  used,  lilt  a  few  yeara  ago,  It  waa 
foQud  tubeinad3ngeron«atBle,wheDll  was  rebuilt  on  a  (afer&  laore  acieu- 
liflc  plan.  That  Pier  &  what  li  called  the  old  Uuay  projects  flrom  the  Wealrm 
Point  of  the  Town  Hill,  sonething  in  the  shape  of  ao  elbow  expanded 
nearly  at  right  angles,  which  meafured  on  Le  Graa'a  Plan  of  the  Town  of 
Kt.  Helier,  eilends  240  yards  out  towards  the  sea  with  an  average  breatb 
of  abosi  35  yards.  Prom  Mr.  Falle'i  time,  (1734)  till  the  begianiog  of  the 
present  century,  St.  Heller  had  no  otber  harbour.  A  roadof  aboal  half  a 
mile  lon(r,  wiuding  along  the  aide  of  the  Town  Hill  led  from  it  to  the  Toaa. 
At  low  water  the  carta  took  a  rather  ahorter  way  for  reaching  tbe  resseU 
in  (he  harbour,  by  gwng  over  tbe  sands.  About  1700,  the  Slates  of  the 
Island  laid  tbe  lirat  atone  iif  the  preaent  forth  Pier.  The  work  was  tbea 
carried  on  for  some  time,  and  afterwards  discontinned  for  several  years, 
|irobably  for  waul  of  auffieleut  funds.  It  was  howerrr  since  reanmed,  and 
by  meana  of  loana  and  an  Improrcd  maaBgeraeut  of  the  revenue  from  tbe 
dutiea  on  wines  and  aplrllf,  tliat  roagtiiaceni  undertaking  was  at  length 
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braoeht  (o  its  compli-linn.  It  I*  calculutrd  Ihar  il  cont  (vro  milliuns  of 
tnott,  or  above  £80,000,  an  immenw  laiD  fur  »uch  a  small  Klaiid  '.  and 
what  it  illll  more  remarkablF,  U  tbal  Ihe  debt  wtikh  wan  1|icurr«d  on  Ibat 
■cconnl  U  now  oenrly  exlmcaiihed.  Smealon,  ihc  celebrated  engioeer, 
vhohadfoTwierlr  builllhe  Eddj  cIoup  Pghl  buune,  wn*  here  in  ITBH  &  i^ve 
•  ptsD  for  a  harbour  at  SI.  Heller's.  It  was  iiol  adopted,  and  woutd  liave 
been  lomelhlDif  amiUrr  Iban  Ihe  prrpcnl  barbuiir,  Whpn  ihn  wortu  were 
rMoiTifd,  our  eouDlrjman,fhe  lato  Duke  of  Boaitlun.aliu  furnished  a  plan 
la  1808,  which  in  lome  inesinre  partauli  of  the  bctdneis  and  mag;nil!cence 
of  his  aim  viewi.  The  Norlh  Pier  would  have  been  elonj^led  traniemrl; 
■t  aboDt  lao  7*rd>  from  1u  Southera  eilremil;  wbicli  was  (hen  finiihed, 
a  little  (o  Ibe  West  of  what  i*  now  called  Caalla  Mtrecl.  The  baaon 
would  bsve  Iben  formed  a  kind  of  triangle,  the  baie  of  wblch  would 
bare  rnted  on  the  ahore  from  Caatle-atreet  lu  Ihe  tbot  at  the  town 
hilt  in  Muleaater-atreet.  Il  1*  difficult  to  make  one«elf  inleillgibic  to  ^nentt 
reader*,  without  the  aulstance  if  plans,  and  therefore  weeameitlyrecom- 
tnend  a  refereoce  (o  the  lately  pubHihcd  plan  of  the  Town  of  St.  Helief,  by 
Mr.  Etlai  Le  Gro*.  What  i*  catted  the  North  Pier  la  a  mole  of  MO  yards 
ton;  and  30  wide,  Tunain^  out  aeaward*  and  parallel  to  the  Town  hill,  till 
where  il  la  aeparaled  fmn  Ihe  South  Pier  by  an  enlrance  of  3D  yards  wide. 
The  harbonr  Itself  onanaferaTe  Is  SO  yards  wide.  Opposite  to  the  North  Pier 
ba  wide  road  faced  by  a  tioe  ofqunya  400  yards  long,  where  vessels  load  and 
unload.  Theaequnys  werebuitt  by  priiate  merchants  along  the  sleep  bank 
of  Ihe  Town  hill, whereiha  sea  washed' aboal  40  yeara  ago  over  the  sand* 
and  a  rtdge  of  low  rocks.  The  rnhbisb  required  fur  Glliag  op  this  artificial 
ground  waa  nosllya applied  from  Fort  Refent  at  Ihe  lime  of  il*  erection. 
Such  Iben  ba*  been  the  origia  and  Ihe-  e*entaal  prugresa  of  Ihe  impnrtant 
Harbour  of  8l.  Hetler,  which  now  pooaeise*  above  SO,IKU  tens  of  shipping, 
trading  (o  every  part  of  tba  world,  and  procariofi  employmeul  and  support 
to  •omethouiandB  of  a  CDOtented  and  induatrions  population.  It  i*  a  tide 
harbour,  but  vesiei*  ofSOO  loos  may  be  safely  meored  In  it.  When  it  la  high 
water  it  presents  the  pleasing  illusion  of  a  harbour  formed  by  nature  un  Ihe 
banks  of  lome  mighty  river,  with  life,  hustle,  and  activily,  with  a  bridge  at 
Ibo  end  of  It,  affording  at  all  lime*  a  *afe  and  eKpeditiona  commuoicatioo.  It 
U  also  amply  protected  against  any  hostile  attack,  being  a*  it  were  sheltered 
vtlibiaihe  range  and  crou  fire  of  fhe^aa  of  Eliiabelh  Castle  and  of  Fort 
Regent.  Whatever  mayl>e  Ihe  opiaionaof  prirfesaional  Engineera  about  tbe 
comparative  strength  of  tho«etwoforireMC*,it  is  evident  that  neither  could 
be  taken  by  a  coup  Jt  naim,  and  that  In  case  lbs  altaclE  waa  from  the  laud 
aide,  Ihe  sbipping  wobM  have  an  opportunity  la  eacape,or  that  if  tbe  enemy 
were  nasters  of  the  aea,  and  Elliab«ih  Caitle  could  not  hold  out,  Ihe  whole 
of  that  shipping  night  be  deatroyed  to  prevent  its  Ailing  Into  their  po**eB- 
*<0D.  Indeed  bulb  forlreuea  ought  to  be  In  tbe  hands  of  the  enemy,  before 
beeoiild  have  any  obnnoe  to  obtain  the  qnlet  possessioo  of  tbe  shipping. 

On  viewing  Ihc  North  Pier  a  thoaghl  DBturally  arise*  about  it*  perma* 
aaocy,  and  whaiber  it  ha*  been  icientiflcally  calcniated  lo  give  it  sufficient 
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■tabiliijr  to  reaiiit  (he  pir»nre  uutwardsiOccaBioued  hy  Ihe  ru«h  of  kiicb  a 
large  body  of  wnler  copfined  between  It  and  the  uppotile  quay*, or  whelbrr 
it  ba*  the  re<|aiTnJ  lolidily  to  oppote  the  viuleocc  of  Ihe  ihlet  coming  ft-om 
the  Bay,  and  which  fornieHj  apenl  iloelr  Bgsii^d  the  hank*  of  ibe  tiiiin  kill. 
It  UneedleM  to  ubs«rve,  that  however  Dke  Bod  difficult  ma;  be  either  uf 
tho*epTolitcma,sn>iitBkc>Deilher,  might  at  padiiiant  period,  beprodociUe 
of  the  moat  dliutroua  cDDneqaencea. 

An  opinion  *eemt  also  to  be  eileading  it*elf,thBt  thebarhour  ia  becoming 
loo  imaliror  the  rapid  incrEsae  in  (he  quaniily  of  id  mhipp^ug-.  Whether 
lhB(  opiniuD  i«  wcllfoanded,  or  «he(her  i(  would  be  prudent  to  make  large 
and  elpent ire  add! t ions  to  It,  under  the  imprrsBion  that  ihat  prosperity  would 
be  pernmncnt,  It  would  be  difficult  to  calculate,  and  Kill  more  difficult  to  de- 
I  ermine. 

IVithiu  Iheae  late  years  an  immenae  line  of  Quays,  calkd  the  £»planadc, 
baTe  been  coailructed  from  Ibe  head  of  (be  harbour  as  far  Ha  Pa(Tiulic-place, 
on  theruadtoSi.  Auhin,rorateDEcth  of  almoat  half  .t  roile.  The  ei pence 
baa  been  defrayed  parlly  by  the  Stales,  and  partly  by  lndiTidualii,nhaBe 
properly  wa*  about  being  evenlually  benefited  by  (he  undcitakiug.  Thcae 
quaya  are  nearly  on  the  plan  of  those  projected  by  Ihe  Duke  of  Bouillcm,  es 
cept  that  they  do  not  open  into  the  harbour,  Eipcriencchas  no(  yet  shown 
bow  far  they  may  be  bene6clBl,ur  whether  (hey  rDi;;ht  nul  be  prejudicial,  bj 
Ibrowingback  the  fiolence  of  the  surf  against  (he  North  Pier,  and  augmeDl- 
lag  Ibe  swell  in  (he  harbour.  Hithcrlo  (he  only  obvious  advantage  Oum  it 
is  that  il  facilitates  (he  cammuoica(ion  with  (he  port  fur  (he  Western  Pa- 
rishes, and  thai  it  has  secured  private  properly  agaiosl  (be  iDcroachmenta- 
of  Ibe  sea,  and  coQscqueotly  improved  it*  value.

A  substantial  pier  has  been  consiraeled  within  the  IbhI  3iI  year*,  close  to 
Monnt  Orgoeil  Caslte.lbr  the  encoaragemcnl  uf  a  highly  flourishing  oyster 
fishery.  The  adjacent  village  of  Goarey  has  grown  into  a  kind  of  Town,  and 
isalready  more  populous  than  S(.  Aubin.  A  place  called  George  Town,  in 
St.  Saviour's  Parish,  though  eoutiguoos  to  81.  Helier,  ha*  taiely  become  a 
kind  of  Town,  and  contains  sevcTal  hundred  inhabilanii,  Ihe  greaterpart 
at  whom  are  British.  The  country  is  indeed  thickly  In  habited,  but  Mr, 
Falle  la  mistaken  in  saying  Ihil  it  more  niembUi  a  gttal  village  Iha*  m  open 
and  champaign  coanfry.  The  popolalloii  of  Ihe  country  parjsbea  has  also  in- 
creased, but  not  iu  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  St.  Helier.

It  b  probable  that  (here  are  not  au  uny  of  those  kiods  of  bouaea  built  a* 
formerly,  yoongcr  brothers  aelllng  their  ahare*  lulbe  elder,  and  raoDiog,  as 
it  la  called,  their  ehonot  in  the  world,  that  praaenia  then  in  a  ooasDercial 
ooBBtrj  a  better  protpaoltbaa  that  of  being  oottacars  and  laboureis.  One 
would  (Oppose  ihal  Hr.  Folia  considered  a.  po^nlMwa  pvUer  dno  the  pro- 
dnca  of  Ihe  eoontry  coald  maintain,  >s  an  evil,  wben  the  contrary  is  (he 
fact,  pro*idcd  it  eanofalain  »■  subsistence  by  soaa  other  means.    There  is  a 
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curious  Acl  uf  Ihc  Slalen  of  Ihc^lh  uf  Sept.  166e,fV>rl)>e  rcliefor  the  poor, 
ill  which  it  was  recom mended  ta  compti  tomt  i^ thtm,  if  BtceaarHjto  tmigratt  to 
Iht  cotoititt,  {IVeif  In4ia),  le  Itttanit,  or  (a  Seui  England.  Tliim  cuiiptr;  liad 
then  comparaiiTcl;  bnl  little  trade,  and  felt  the  aetloaa  bordca  uf  having  a 
•orplui  popntatloD,  wilbaut  the  means  of  lubBiXing  it.

Mr.  Falie  reaioni  accnrately.  Anomrrooi,  loTaliandioduntriouiipopnli- 
tloa  farm  the  wealth,  and  (he  bniwark  of  a  coaniry.  Reverie  the  piftore 
and  aupiKwe  Jene;  wa>  either  opprcuied  or  didoyai,  goTcrnDiem  would 
have  to  keep  a  ^rriaaa  of  4  or  6000  men,  aad  lo  time  uf  war  it  could  not 
trail  the  militia,  or  rather  the  Ulaod  would  be  ao  thinly  peupled,  that 
there  would  icBrcely  be  any  force  of  that  kind.  Thia  ataie  of  thio^  would 
be  more  expenatTe  to  the  parent  atate,  Ihau  the  prliilegea  and  exemption*, 
which  the  Channel  Ulands  eajoy.

II  would  be  difficult  to  trace  the  commerce  of  Jeriey  from  it*  em-Meal 
origin  to  llB  present  ftouriahiug  alale.  It  Is  erident  that  in  andeut  timeait 
■carcely  had  any  trade,  Ibongh  it  appears  from  an  Order  of  Coiincil  of  ISttl, 
that  there  was  already  a  barbonr  at  St.  Aubin.  The  beginningof  our  io- 
terconrie  with  Newforudlaiid  is  equally  uncertain.  Sir  Waller  Raleigh 
waa  Go?ernor  of  Jeraey  from  IflOO  to  1603,  and  resided  there  part  of  (hat 
time,  a*  appears  from  (he  proceedings  ofihe  Stales  ;and  if  a  conjectore  were 
lo  be  hazarded,  Ihis  Island  i*  indebted  to  that  great  man  for  (be  beginning 
of  that  Irsde.  It  I*  iocidenlally  mentiuned  in  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Gun- 
misdonera  Conway  and  Bird  In  1617,  nhere  Ibe  GoTeraor  ia  charged  wilh 
having  embciiled  130  pounds  of  (he  King't  mitnitiim  of  pmcdet  at  Iko  $eveiatl 
tfm'ifar  the  use  of  u  ikipp,  in  icAicA  ht  adcenlurtd  lo  Na^oandland — Cheva- 
lier in  his  Chronicle  about  (he  afiUrs  of  Jeraoy  daring  the  latter  part  of 
the  reign  of  Charles  I,  meatlooa  that  our  aUppiny  employed  In  the  Naw- 
fouadland  trade  aaed  to  winter  at  St.  Mato,  on  account  of  (he  couTeulence 
of  the  harbour.  Domareaqwba  wrote  oader  James  II,  mentions  that  trade 
as  being  then  in  a  declining  stale.  "  While  (he  Islanders  sddkled  Iben- 
aelves  to  (he  NewfoundUnd  Fishery  the  number  of  abipping  was  tbe  ricbea 
of  tt ;  fbr  as  It  bronght  in  ready  money,  many  uecesiariei,  and  those  sea- 
men laercased  husbandry  ;  for  residing  here  la  winter,  they  plowed  and 
hnsbanded  the  land  to  malat^a  their  tbmilies  in  summer  while  Ibcy  were 
abroad  to  get  muney.  But  of  hite  the  French  have  so  much  outdone  (hem, 
whether  by  being  able  to  Tictual  tbemselves  at  cheaper  rales, or  liringmore 
bard,  that  we  have  not  above  (JStm  or /our  tbips,  of  twenty,  that  heretofore 
used  the  trade,  and  tbe  lata  trnposlDan  in  France  npou  Ebglith  Fishing 
lireaght  in  thece,ofacrawnpeTqoiotal,  will  >ioreaBd  morediscouiagefl." 
(CkapUr  II J    It  wonld  ihen  appear  Ibat  the  NewfbuDdlaiKl  trade  had  not 
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ileclined  in  coaiequeuce  of  ihc  war*  thit  rulloved  frooi  the  Revolution  <rf 
1686  lo  ihe  jieacr  of  Ulrecbt  In  1714,  but  ifaat  it  had  done  so  from  oihpr 
caatcr,  aonip  nf  which  are  mentioaed  by  Mr.  Dulu&resq.  Wbeu  Mr.  Falle 
wrole,  ill  1734,  thin);*  had  had  lime,  aftcra  (irace  <if  20  yeqra,lari>tuni  iuto 
their  former  ChauDcl.  TheTown  of  St.  Ilciicr  had  thou  a  harbour,  though 
an  imperfect  oDc.  From  thai  time  till  the  French  HeToluIion,  waa  the  moat 
proaperoui  period  of  the  Jersey  Nenronndland  fisher;,  but  the  Iilaud  had 
then  cumparaliTcly  but  little  other  trade.  At  tbe  preaent  moment,  (be 
Inliiud,  after  ao  many  year*  of  peace,  hai  barely  kept  up  the  trade  to  ila 
former  standard.  But  the  jiro^e&a  in  the  other  departmenti  of  trade 
and  Bhipping  with  aome  of  which  uur  anceainra  were  totally  unaciiaainted 
in  1734,  has  been  imnienae,  part  of  which  it  owing-  to  the  enlerpriiinfc  apirit 
of  the  lime*,  and  to  tbe  prcaeut  onble  and  commodious  harbour  of  St.  Re- 
lier.  I  subjoia  a  ktatement  of  tbe  actual  ilale  of  Ibe  NewfoundUud  trade, 
with  which  1  have  been  favoured  by  John  Le  Conleor,  Esq.,  oae  of  tbs 
Jurats  of  the  Royal  Court,  who  had  procured  it  from  authentic  doconeots. 
Shipping  employed  in  ihe  British  Fisheries  on  the  coast  of  the  Gulf 
St.  Lawrence.

77itnnnittg  i^fTobaccoiiitlo  Praact,  has  verjuuch  deoreB*ed,or  rather  it 
is  snppoaed  hardly  to  exist-  Before  the  Bevolullun  (be  French  Siinifglera 
appeared  opculy  iu  Jersey,  where  tobacco  nauufiiclDries  had  been  establish- 
ed almost  exclusively  to  supply  their  demands.  This  state  of  tbisgs  has 
ceased  altogether,  no  French  smugglers  am  opeoly  seen,  and  what  few 
maoahctories  remain,  confine  themselves  to  suf^ly  the  home  cousnnpticat

While  the  Slotting  manuhcture  lasted,  Ihat  concesslen  was  of  much  im- 
portance, Md  tbu  diatribaltoa  of  tbe  liceaces  to  Import  wool  waa  a  matter  of 
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inmeioluntallaiiMid  STeafliToar.  TberC'expnrlMionof  thai  wool  toFranoe 
KM  prohibited  under  tbe  icrereil  penalliei,  and  wu  ««iildjred  as  maof 
the  ward,  and mMt  dUgTacrfal  lorU of (miiggliiK.  Sine«  the  exltDctioDof 
that  maoafaciare,  the  groat  has  becoms  ■uaee««nrj,  u  Itcencei  are  no 
t<n>ger  reqnired. 

The  knitliuB  et  itoekiD);*  wai  nrf  eoaitderable,  cvea  wilbiu  the  memory 
of  maa.  It  declined  by  de^ee*  and  baa  now  cetied  altogether  ai  a  braaeh 
oflrade.  From  whaterercaaae  it  might  ha*e  been,  the  dlicoaragenient  <rf 
the  poor  kni lien  brgan  from  the  Jeraej  merchauli,  who  w;reuuloaiy  in  the 
hah  it  of  allowing  them  the  very  imalleat  poaiible  remnnerallon,  bnt  of  pa^  - 
itig  them  fur  the  mo>l  part  la  guoda.  That  and  the  inperior  cheapneiit  at 
which  atociciagB  could  be  had  from  other  placet  for  the  foreign  markel,hBva 
ruined  thai  bmnch uf  induitry.  Nor  ialbelaaaaow  tob«lamBaled,a)ocaihe 
ezerlloDtaf  the  populaiioabaoe  been  diverted  into  other  and  more  proflia- 
ble  chaDnel*. 

Thia  may  be  called  (he  land  of  knitters  ;tbere  ia  acMcely  a  female  bnl  who 
can  knit.  Strangers  may  remark  it  as  a  peculiar  fealore  in  the  charaUer  of 
(he  people,  tii  *ee  hmalea  of  the  humbler  daises,  knitting  as  they  move  )ei- 
■urely  along  throogh  the  lanes  in  the  country.  Not  many  years  ago  they 
might  bare  been  seen  in  that  attire  going  on  a  Saturday  to  St.  Heller's  roar, 
kct.  There  were  also  (la  FeiUaJ  or  *iH/iiii^  fariit;  where  a  certain  nnm- 
ber  of  people  me(  to  spend  the  winter  ereulngs  by  the  dim  lamp  of  the  aauttp 
and  to  begniie  the  Irksomeness  of  those  hours  by  knklinif  and  telling  of  the 
siraage  stories  of  olden  time-. — of  ghosts,  of  witchorafls,  and  of  the  drefidlol 
persecniiona,  which  drove  so  many  French  Protesiauta  to  such  an  aaylam  oa 
OUT  friendly  shores.

They  differ  the  Deani 
of  iareiilDg  small  somstntba  purchase  of  real  property,  without  the  Ineen- 
venleuce  of  Its  being  liable  (o  be  paid  off  Hke  a  mortgage.  Tbe  Jtbtor  of 
raati  on  the  other  baod,  hiiteBd  of  beiagoUigedtu  wait  till  he  baa  accaun- 
iModa  somslincfcal  topay  off  hia  mortgage,  nay  £bOO,  may  diieacumber 
hiUself  gradually  of  Iha  debt,  by  bnyirig  and  aaslgnlng  lohU  ereditor  small 
•nms  of  rent,  «s  law  m  £8,  or  £10  at  a  time. 

Tbe  Jersey  freebolder  be*  tbe  hrlber  sdranlage  of  being  tadependeot  of 
the  rttflholder,  as  h«g  aa  ha  c*n  pay  bim  Ms  rent.  On  the  other  band  an 
Eoi^ib  mortgagee  may  call  in  hia  nvrtgage  at  anytime  (o  thr  gteat  incM-

(rf  a  (in^fe  uMotian.  The  husband's  chattel*  in  some  rases  soon  disappear, 
and  a*  to  the  real  property,  the  greatest  part  Is  conveyed  to  the  wife  : 
«non^  being  Just  left,  to  prerenl  the  Court  from  refusing  lo  tnake  him  a 
bankrupt.  I  ahould  remark  that  all  freeholders  have  an  undoubted  right 
to  reaonnco  or  make  their  ctuio  ftonamm,  while  others  who  are  not  freo- 
bolders,  are  entirely  subject  lo  the  dUcrellon  of  Ihe  Court,  nbo  if  not  salis- 
fled  with  their  houe*ty,  may  suffer  them  lo  remain  for  years  !n  prisna.

debtor,  he  may  lodge  an  fnbibltioD  with  the  Bailiff,  wblch  preTeota  thff 
drblor  from  ■elliog'  any  real  prnperlj,  till  the  qnntion  bai  been  tried  bEfurB 
the  Royal  Court. 

There  are  however  Incoorenieneei  In  al1uwinere(;i<l«reddebta  lb  bare 
a  preference  Id  all  eaaea.— A.hai  an  e*t«e  worib  £?Q00  incumbered  with 
£200  worth  of  renti,  and  £1000  of  pennnal  debti,  but  beio^  detiroui  of 
dinlnberiliDg  hia  family  and  cbeatinff  hi*  creditor!,  he  eiecutec  a  •ham  bond 
that  he  baa  borrowed  £9000  from  B.  The  bund  ia  then  reftiglered  in  dae 
form  in  the  Royal  Court,  where  it  ma;  lie  forpfnlten  till  A.  departs  thii  life, 
when  B'li  debt  baa  the  preference,  aa  under  thine  circumalancea  of  iniol- 
Tescy,  the  lawfal  credilort  are  obliged  la  abandon  Ibcir  claima  !  These  ne- 
ftriona  abniei  are  mentioned,  not  only  to  g;oard  the  UDHuapeeliag^  »lraD|;er 
Bgainit  them,  but  in  the  bopei,  that  the  eipoaure  of  auch  bluti  on  the  cha- 
racter of  the  cuDDlry,  and  on  the  integrity  of  thoae  iiopriacipied  pracll- 
tionera,who  lend  their  aaaiitance  tu  lach  proceeding*,  may  ia  time  bo 
effect oal  I  y  removed. 

Tbeae  are  *ome  of  the  tnnt  giarlag  and  nefhrlona  practice*  connected 
with  rent  trantaetions ;  but  it  ii  nnneceiiary  to  enter  into  further  detail* 
on  that  subject.

«ll  hit  freehold  property  becomes  nearly  Dasaleable,  for  the  obrlou*  reaiun, 
that  in  caie  of  an  approaching  bankruptcy,  the  last  paTcbtuers  would  lose 
their  rent*  by  belne  the  Br*t  to  be  ejected.  It  is  indeed  an  eril  sign  of  the 
times,  when  property  Is  advertised  week  after  week, and  remaiti*  aniold. 
The  individual  cannot  nlsiakc  the  opinion  the  public  entertains  of  hi*  cre- 
dit) and  sneb  aatate  uf  things  1*  generally  tbe  preicde  fa  a  bankruptcy. 
To  lay  that  a  man'*  guaranlie  it  bad,  or  that  he  i*  embaraased,  is  adioitabtty 
because  it  tend*  to  prevent  the  *Ble  of  bis  property.  Hence  people  are  very 
careful  about  what  Ibey  say  ou  theiubject,  and  many  an  unfortunate  atranger 
has  been  the  victim  of  uol  having  received  *ea*a(]able  adiice,  before  buying 
property,  which  wa*  puffed  up  in  the  Newspaper*,  but  abont  which  it  was 
already  undemtood  in  almoat  every  ifuarter,  that  ao  ejectment  would  be  the 
inevliBbte  coiuequence. 

To  enter  fnlly  into  the  varion*  nature  of  all  thoie  fi'audt  wonid  rather 
requirv  n  panphlet,  than  tbe  limited  extent  of  a  Note,  1  faave  avoided  m 
technical  phraseology  a*  much  a*  poHible,  to  be  Intellfgible  to  atrangera.

After  the  primoi^liitare  baa  been  deducted,  two 
iblrda  of  the  Tcnainderar*  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  boy*, and  the 
Tema)iiin[[  third  amoD  j  the  girii  ;  with  ihlaezceptiun  however,  that  a  daugh- 
ter can  iu  DocaaehaiealariceTahare  than  «aoo.  When  there  U  a  large 
family  of  daughtera,  their  pruporilon  h  lo  rery  amall,  that  one  might  aay 
there  ia  no  Uaielkiod  al  nil,  the  hardahlp  of  wblch  ia  felt  >d  much  Ihe  tnore 
Ihsn  in  E^laod,  aa  the  parenta  eannin  remedy  it  by  the  bcqneat,  of  a  will 
but  are  ofleD  oblipd  to  hare  reconrae  to  Indirect, and  iometimea  Illegal 
meaua,  lo  make  an  adequate  provtaion  for  their  aeierat  childreo. 

A  widow's  duwer  la  atmoat  iadereBBlbie,  nor  can  it  be  barred  by  the  hna- 
band  ictllog  hia  eatate  without  her  conieul.  The  parchaaer  theu  becoaea 
liablelothe  dower.  Tfaii  principle  howevarappliea  but  to  properly,  which 
the  huabaodpoaaeased  when  ahe  married  bio.  Snbaeqaent  acqaiiitiona  nby 
beaold  wlthaul  the  wlfe'a  conaent.  Tbii  ample  aecnrity  for  tbe  widnw'a 
^roliaion  by  dower,  ii  the  cause  that  there  are  coDparallTcly  bat  few  mar- 
riage Betl1emenlB,aa  ftr  as  real  property  ia  concerned.  With  reapect  to 
chat  tela,  when  a  man  dies  withonl  children  his  widow  la  entitled  ta  one  half. 

In  no  case  whatercr  can  land  or  renta  bs  deyiaed  by  will ;  and  with  respect 
to  chaltelsj'a  man  is  obliged  to  leave  one  third  to  his  wife,  oae  third  lo  hla 
children,  and  the  third  Is  alhls  own  proposal,  which  in  many  cases  Is  left  to 
the  widow,  aa  It  Is  rery  seldom  that  one  heara  of  those  unnatural  or  capri- 
douawilla,  which  are  Ibe  disgrace  of  other  conn triea.  A  parent  Is  noterea 
Allowed  to  favour  nie  child  miire  than  another.  Wills,  or  trauaaclions  coo- 
trwy  (0  these  feneral  principles  are,  on  delecttoa,  immediately  set  aaide,'or 
tnodifled,  or  aa  lawyeta  call  it,  abated. 

A  man  may  aell  the  freehold  of  hla  Inheritance,  but  at  his  death,  if  be 
■hould  leave  personal  property,  tt  la  to  b«  restored  to  the  heir,  before  a  will 
can  stand  good.  This  rnle  does  not  ^Ij  tu  freehold  property  acquired  by 
the  late  owoer,  wbo  may  tell  il,and  isat  liberty  to  devise  the  proceeds  of  it 
by  will.

«rUiucrac7  toex«reUewi7aupeHorlly  orer  It* fellow  clliieni.  Under  (hla 
■yatem  tbe  country  tiaa  6ouri*hed.  Perbapa  no  pnpnlattoD  anywhere  poa- 
aeiaei  collectirely  a  greater  egg^regate  of  wealth,  at  the  ■ame  lime,  that 
there  U  aearcely  any  other  place  where  a  popolation  of  equal  aambera, 
ctioid  ahew ao  few  ver;  aplendid  fWtanea. 

Wbea  the 
aharea  are  imall,  the  yonnger  aonn  do  not  think  of  faming  Ihem,  but  aell 
them  to  the  elder  brDlher,  for  money  or  rent*,  aod  go  Into  baslneai.  At  to 
tbe  daiigblera,  being  married  into  bmllieaal  a  diataoce  from  the  paternal 
ritalc,  their  amall  aharea  likewiae  rerert  tu  the  elder  brother  by  pnrchaie , 
who  la  uflea  enabled  to  effect  it  by  h»  owi^  wlfe'i  portion.

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  aSair  of 
PeTkin  Warbecb  did  not  ha|ipen  till  1493,  or  Ihe  Bth  nf  Henry  VII,  while  on 
the  other  hand  Ihe  Patent  of  Maltbew  Baker  his  successor,  is  dated  Writ- 
mlnsler,  July  23rd,  la  Ihe  3rd  of  Henry  VII, conseqaenlly  HarltstoD  bad  loal 
bts  place  some  years  before  Iheappearanee  of  Perktn  Warbrck.  As  to  the 
eiialeoce  of  that  siege,  it  ia  ascertained  not  only  from  the  above  qaoiailoa 
fVoni  Jobu  Hfranh,  but  also  from  the  curious  Deed  already  laea- 
tloned  at  Note  85,  containing  an  account  of  Ihecoatrlbutious  to  retake  that 
Fortress.  If  is  dated  Juacl7lh,  14S8,  nr  the4th  of  Henry  VII, and  menliooa 
Matthew  Baker  as  already  Governor.  The  slrge  was  carried  on  by  Edmund 
Westnn,  the  Ring:'s  Commissi oaer.  The  Document  is  so  curious,  that  we 
will  Insert  ll  here.

Hia  heroiim,  hia  miifortunea,  and  hia  anReringa  are  too  well  known  from 
thehiatory  ofEoglaudiio  require  being;  mentioned  in  tbia  place.  li  may 
however  be  ubaerved  that  he  reiided  here  in  1602,  and  that  the  grealneiB  uf 
hia  mind  waa  perceptible  evoD  in  this  narrow  tphere  of  action.

•erled  In  the  Appendix  to  this  work  at  page  236.

The  Royal  rerenuo  in  Jersey  was  <n  its  moat  flourishing  slate  under 
Jamea  I,  before  it  had  been  diminished  during  the  eiile  of  Charlea  H-  But 
a*  ihe  Governor  had  then  to  maintain  Ibe  Garrison,  and  to  make  a  remit- 
tance lo  the  Eacheqncr,  that  officer  in  the  end  must  bate  eiperieoccd  ft 
heavy  deduction  from  his  apparent  emolument.  It  was  therefore  an  object 
with  the  Govemon  to  reduce  the  Garrison  as  much  as  possible,  and  in 
other  respects,  (o  incur  Ihe  fewest  espences.  We  have  already  aeen  at 
Note  46,  that  one  of  tbe  Cbargea  against  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret,  wa* 
that  be  did  ant  keep  a  chaplaia  for  (be  Garrison,  that  be  might  not  have 
t«  pay  any  allowance  for  that  porpose.  There  had  long  been  great  abna  e«, 
!e  of  which  compUlBU  were  made  lo  the  Royal  Commiiaioaers 
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Conwar  (nd  Bird  ta  ISIT,  on  wboae  Report,  the  King  Umicd  looa  after 
■ome  OrdiaaiicM,  daied  tbe  14ih  of  Jane  16IB,  from  which  ne  extract 
Ibal  perl  whicb  ooncerni  Ihe  military  cstabtwhRienl,  nhicli  wai  to  be  kept 
ap  al  theGoTcmor^  e^ipepce.  "  It  islhoufrhi  expedient  and  sue  ordrrEd,  that 
in  Ihe  dalle  Eliiabelb,  there  bee  cuncluaall]'  io  pa;  thirty  Houldicrt  Ijcaidea 
the  Mailer  rorler  and  Mader  GnDDer,and  in  Ihe  Caslle  uf  Monnl  Or|;ueil, 
(wcDlj  aoatdiera,  beaidr*  ibe  MiDii(er,ina(l*r  Porler,  Maalsr  Gunaer  i  and 
that  ibeaa  *»uld4 era  doE  caMlinaaDy  attend  the  lervtce  reapeclJTFly,  lodge  ia 
Ibe  aaid  Casllea,  and  perform  inch  dutiea  <lf  watching  and  warding,  aa  i*  re. 
qntaitB  fortbe  aafetic  and  wefl  ordering  and  keeping  of  tboie  placea. 

"[I  hi  tikewiao  ordered, that  tbe  Master  Porler,  aud  Master  Gunuer  of  the 
Caalie  Elizabeth,  hare  tw  eire  peoce  per  diem  a  piece,  and  that  the  Maater 
Porter  and  Matter  Ganner  of  Moant  Orgaeh  bare  SDcb  enlerlaincnent  aa 
fOTMrly  bath  beene  a  ecu  (torn  ed,  and  that  the  Minitter  there  ahall  be  maio- 
talned  at  tbe  Gorertiar'a  charge  ;  nhetber  himielfe  bee  preaent  or  abaeot, 
wkh  auob  cvrapcteoee  ai  ia  fitting.  Each  louldier  in  tbe  laid  Caitles  i>  to 
receive  pay  aceordidg  to  the  rate  of  tiipence  per  diem,  la  bee  paid  (hem 
nontbly. 

"And  whereaa  (here  hath  beene  heretofwc  an  abatenien(  made  by  (heOo- 
Teraor  of  6ix(era  Sbllllnga  by  Ihe  yeare  from  each  aoaldier  by  way  of  cbecqne 
fcr  aegligepces  h  datiea  ;,  II  JB  ordered,  that  Ihere  bee  nn  luch  cbequei  at 
all.  But  if  any  aoaidier  shall  make  default  worlhy  puniibmenl,  or  cheqne  ; 
that  he  bee  either  cinporally  puniihed,  or  cashiered,  as  Ihe  Gorernor  or  bla 
LieatcDknl  in  tbeir  discreiiun  shall  tbinke  meele,  and  another  enrolled  in  hia 
place,  tn  keepethe  number  iItII  compleaie.

"Whereaa  there  were  herelafore  twelve  aonldiers  of  the  iuhabitaDts,iihicb 
held  watch  every  night  Id  a  ConrI  de  Garde,  before  Ibe  Castle  of  Mount  Or- 
g-aelliaDd  were  paid  ooely  by  the  Governor  five  ■hiUinga  and  Kiipenee  a 
qoarier  Io  each  louldler,  and  were  discharged,  and  the  Conn  de  Garde  dc. 
•nollshedby  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  not  since  re-esiablisbed  by  the  pre- 
aent Governor :  It  Is  now  ordered,  thai  Ihe  Governor  doe  rebnlld,  and  ae(t 
np  again  the  said  Conr(  de  Garde,  and  boldawalch  iherein  coniliiually  of 
twelve  sonldlen  of  tbe  tahabliaats  every  oighi,  upon  the  allowaace  of  fire 
ablltlagBisiipencea  quarter,  to  each  sonldier,  aa  formerly,  together  with 
BBch  allawaace,  as  Ibey  formerly  had  from  the  eointry  for  the  same  i  It  is 
alio  further  ordered  that  Ibe  Maater  Porter,  and  Matter  Gnniier  of  the  two 
Cattlet,  bee  men  of  experience  and  aervlee,  and  such  as  have  had  charge  fur- 
merly,  and  served  elsewhere.  Aiwl  that  all  Ihe  officers  aud  souldiera  of  bulb 
Catties,  bee  nativet  elLher  of  England  or  Walei." 

Ibui  expresiea  himself  about 
the  Governor'^  allowances  ■,—"  Tliis  salary  is  out  of  the  King's  R«venuej 
b<Aog  invested  In  alllherigbti  and  privileges  belonging  to  the  same.     Itwaa 
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therefore  Talued  by  tbe  eilent  of  1607  at  Fourltta  Handitd  Poundt  ;  nat  of 
whicli  (he  Bailly,  aud  otherOmcer»of  Ihi;  lioyal  Court,  and  fifty  lordiers 
IwoporterB.and  twoeunnem,  besideB  a  niiuisiir,  were  paid,  ■muimtio^  i* 
aboic  Sii  Hund'fd  Pouidi,  as  by  uii  Order  of  Council  before  cilerl  of  1618, 
may  appear,  and  after  rntified  in  Ili^B,  ihe  rem  being  tor  the  GoTerDur. 
Since  these  unhappy  war",  there  was  alienalcd several  mauori  aud  rent*, 
as  well  for  rewards  of  ferTices,as  for  necfssary  eipeocea,  for  tbe  defence  of 
it;  iiiBomuch  Ihallhcne  former  charges  of  fxfly  soldiers  bare  been  abated - 
which  mBki>B  il  now  as  ijood,  if  doI  belter  than  ever." 

The  Governor  may  l>e  »U|)po»ed  to  clear  now  from  his  ilnecure  not  more 
iban  from  Twelve  la  ("ifleen  Hundred  Ponuds  a  year,  a  sum  considcrinc  (he 
depreciation  In  ibe  tbIdc  of  money,  worth  lets  than  Ihe  Eiphi  Hundred 
Pound*,  received  by  Sir  John  Peyton  nndci'  James  I,  or  Ihe  £)(K)Oa  year 
allowed  by  Charlva  II,  as  a  compensatioD  lo  Lord  Jermyn.  The  cMI  chafes 
on  the  King's  Revenue  haveaUulncreased,  and  laaj  be  *np|K>aed  to  absorb 
nboul  half  of  Ihe  gross  proceed*.  If  on  a  future  vacancy,  Governent  shonld 
reiture  Ihcgreal  (ylheslo  the  Clergy.amcasureelrougly  advocated  by  onr 
Historian,  anit  never  since  lost  sight  of,  there  wuuld  remain  after  payiu^  lbs 
civil  eipcncc*  scarcely  any  balance  at  all,  so  that  instead  uf  gaining  any 
thing  by  the  change,  the  Royal  Revenue  would  be  olberwise  entirely  absorb- 
ed, and  Government  have  lopayoul  uf  the  Treasury,  (he  salary  of  (he 
acting  Governor, 

These  Eevennei  are  uol  collected  in  the  moil  ecuDumieal  manner.  An. 
denllylhe  Receiver  wag  a  mere  farmer,  who  paid  the  Governor  a  certain 
fum,  and  made  what  he  could  for  h>n.»elf.  As  that  often  led  to  opprcsalM 
Ihe  Governor  neit  appointed  a  regular  Receiver,  Ihoogh  Ihe  /ariiiiwg  lyrhn 
is  well  known  (u  have  coDiinned  much  loiiger.When  the  Receiver  had  friends 
onlho  Bench, il  led  loth«nefariou.sj.lem  of  commntlngss  many  offences 
for  fines  as  possible,  which  aaminslly  went  to  the  King,  Ihough  Infael  to  the 
Kcvenne  Farmer.  Thai  deplordble  sUte  of  thing.  Is  fully  borne  out  by  nn- 
meroDS  aulbentic  documents  luoted  by  Dr.  Sbebbeare,  in  his  History  of 
Jwsey.  To  remedy  thisevil.  Lord  Albemarle,  the  then  Governor,  appointed  m 
second  Receiver  not  quite  70  years  ago,  to  be  a  ditcli  un  the  former,escb  with 
a  .alaryisothat  the  ftrmingaysiem  was  abolishedas  being  illegal  and  op- 
pressive; norcauit  be  aRcerlained  lo  have  been  renewed  since.  When  tha 
Report  of  Ihe  King's  Revenues  was  laid  before  Parliami.nt  In  1822,  these 
amottntedlo  about  £3,000  a  year,  for  the  collecting  of  which  the  Rccelven 
liad  each  a  salary  of  £150  a  year,  besides  au  allowance  for  a  Clerk,  il  may 
nut  be  amiss  to  observe  in  these  days  of  reform  and  economy,  that  this  charge 
Is  eilravagant,  and  that  there  are  many  rospeciable  pracUtloners  of  Ihe 
Royal  Court,  who  would  be  glad  lo  collect  the  whole  of  (hose  Revennes  of 
IheCrowD;  for  an  alluwanceuf  £loOayear.

ll  would  he  more  currect  to  any  Ihat  there  are  Six  Itegimenti  of  Mililia, 
aa  St.  Helier  and  St.  LawreDce  have  long  been  formed  Into  two  separate 
BatlalluD*,  of  which  that  of  St,  Helier  baa  a  fcrealer  number  of  men  than 
any  of  the  Regimenia  formed  from  Ihe  coonlr;  Pariahei. 

The  Royal  Jersey  militia  cuusista  of  fire  Reglmenl*  of  Infaolry  formed 
inio  alx  Banal  ion*.  To  each  Ballalioa  la  allacUed  a  company  uf  Artillery. 
The  Artillery  companiea,  are,  upon  nccaaiou  of  eierciie,  formed  inlo  a  Bal- 
lal ion,  which  is  armed  wilh  34  pnuudera  light ;  the  whole  U  armed  and 
clolhed  ID  uniform  by  Govemmeul,  hnl  do  not  receive  pay. 

Every  inhabi taut, from  Ihe  age  of  nlueiecn  to  aiily-five,  beara  arm>,ellhcr 
■a  BB  officer  or  private  ;  Bad  all  lad*,  Irom  the  age  of  liKteea  to  eighteen, 
are  exercised,  weekly,  duringlbe  sun.ner  moLlhs. 

The  Mililia  Staff  consiata  of  an  Inspector  and  Asalalant-Iinpectora,  who 
are  the  Adjutants  of  their  respective  corps  ;  Ihe  whole  Islaad  force  is  under 
atrict  regolaliona,  but  thoagh  the  Governor  ur  Lienlenanl-Gaveraor  ap- 
polnta  the  Offipers,  and  has  this  force  enlirely  under  his  own  cammaud, 
yet  all  complaints  against  individuals  are  Judged  and  punished  by  Iba 
Royal  Court. 

The  Mililia  is  now  called  the  Royal  Jeriey  Militia.  It  oblaiaed  that 
name  by  a  grani  from  his  present  Majesty  In  1B31,  on  the  Finieth  Anniver- 
sary of  its  gallant  reaialaoce  under  Hqjor  I^eraon  lo  the  Freuch  invasion 
of  the  Island  on  Ihe  6lh  of  Jannary  17S1.

Thi*  eilabliihmcnt  U  very  aiicirat,  aui)  probaUy  as  ddas  tbe  ate  of  field 
|ii«ces  in  war.  II  wan  fornierl}'  at  Ihe  eipenct  of  ihe  tttpetxive  PariBhcw, 
and  there  are  slill  exlanl  Tariuui  aid  documenu  abuat  Ihe  purchase  aqd 
■ale  of  Ihnse  pieces.  The  Megaxioci  or  Sierra  where  thej  are  kept,  are  at 
the  vreil  end  of  tbe  Charchei,  of  which  the;  evidently  once  formed  a  part, 
■nd  are  lappnced  to  have  been  ai^ropriated  to  thai  pnrpoie  at  ihe  lime  of 
Ihe  Refornalion,  when  the  country  was  poor  aud  had  oot  the  meana  of

The  whole  number 
of  the  cTedltora  being  thus  known  by  the  Court,  they  iniariably  begin  with 
the  last  who  gave  the  insulTeni  credit,  and  asic  bin  If  be  will  lake  the 
whole  estate  and  diseharge  all  Ihe  demands.

If  he  deelinra  Ihe  offer,  he  is  excluded  th>m  all 
claim  on  theae  effecla,  and  Ihe  aane  qoealion  is  proposed  to  the  next  cre- 
ditor lo  ascent.  Id  this  maaner  it  Is  conilnned,  onlil  some  one  accepts  it  oa 
Iha  terms  Jnst  mentioned ;  and  (ben  Ihat  aeoeplanl  ia  declared  to  bara 
made  himself  possessor  or  teiunf. 

"  It  la  difflcnlt  to  sorest  what  could  have  been  Ihe  indneement  to  a 
euatoB  ao  totally  irrMMaclleable  wllh  tbe  prlnclplea  of  commoii  houcaty 
and  Jnaliee ;  and  why  Ibe  laat,  and  other  aacendlng  credilors,  should  be 
resdoded  ttma  tbote  debt*,  which  are  eqnally  Jaat  with  those  of  bis  firat  : 
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DT  hy  what  arfsmenlB  a  priority  of  credit  predudet  the  labRequcnl  rfom 
no  equal  right  to  the  efftoli  of  him  who  1b  Indebled.  Yvt  *uch  U  (he  cu»- 
imoi  aud  It  hath  loaf  »Uted,t«  the  disgrace  of  Junticc  and  iiitutar  uDdcr- 
atandiog. 

•■  BoDda  in  Ihli  lile  are  eqnallj  vbligatory  with  mnrlgagea  In  Ea^and, 
and  extend  10  landi  m  well  aa  mnveable*." 

The  aysle  m  of  Decrees  ia  also  (realtd  in  a  maalvrlj  manner  bjr  Meaira. 
Hemer;  and  DnniareM|,>n  Iheir  Statement,  &c.(17S9,;i.;i.  27,  30) 

It  li  ■lagiilar  thai  Ur.  FaHeand  Dr.  Shcbheare  who  were  no  doubt  well 
aoqaalnl  ed  with  the.  nature  of  aa  Engtiah  mortgage  did  n<il  perceire  It*  ai- 
mihiriij  with  the  iueambrance  of  Jeraej  rents  an  an  eatate.  When  an  Eng- 
lish gentlemaa  aiorleagea  hit  land,  be  aorrender*  hi*  title  deeds  into  the 
handaof  the  norlgagce,  la  that  Ibis  particular  projMrty  beoomea  not  only 
vnaaleable,  but  cannot  be  snbtnorigaged  (a  a  third  peraun.  This  e?1dently 
give*  a  priority  of  claim  to  the  mortgage,  who  oo  nan  pay meol  of  Inlereit 
may  fM-ecIose  tho  mortgage,  which  la  but  another  word  for  a  Decrea,  wbcn 
perhapa  a  number  of  aim  pie  contract  debta  are  luat.  Yet  oobody  ever  Ihooght 
that  this  preferencaKTaated  to  as  English  landed  security  was  unjnat.  Jer- 
aey  r«nta  may  be  daBned  to  be  a  syatem  of  aobmartgaglng  the  aame  pro- 
perly to  different  peraons,  as  long  as  the  landholder  is  o  unsidered  to  he  idIt. 
enl.  The  •neeeasiienorlgagera  can  (bererore  hare  no  right  lo  claim  a  ae- 
euril;  beyond  what  the  property  wasBclaally  worth, at  the  lime  thai  tbey 
■cqnired  their  mortgage  ur  rent  oa  thpft-eehold.  When  A'l  estate  was  worth 
faaOO.heaoldarent  charge  opon  H  to  B-  to  IbeamuQlit  of  £500.  The  next 
year,  when  the  property  was  worth  bat  flaOO,  he  redaces.  it  still  fur. 
ther,  by  incnmberiog  it  with  £600  more  to  C.  The  eslaic  is  allll  further  di- 
nhiUbedby  ■nccesiiTesale*  of  rent,  lilllt  comes  foG.  the  last  purchaser  of 
rmt,  when  A.  the  common  debtor  of  all  U  declared  inaolrent-  So  far  from  all 
the  ercdilora  being  entitled  to  share  alike  in  the  debtor's  estate,  it  would  he 
extretiiely  unjutl,  that  B.  who  Icothis  money  on  the  unimpaired  eslalc  of  A. 
whenit  was  worth  £3000,  shoald  b«  In  the  same  ailnallon  aa  F.  who  leul 
snotbcr  £&00,  when  he  cauld  hare  eaiily  discovered,  had  he  iai|uIred,lhBl  A'a 
eilale  was  not  worth  f300,aud  when  no  prudent  maa  would  have  Tentored 
hia  money  on  aucfa  a  secarity. 

The  principle  ft>r  credilors  to  ihare  alike  is  equitable  in  ordinary  casesfor 
personal  debts,  when  tbe  debtor  may  be  snppoaed  to  have  had  an  interest  10 
conceal  hia  embaraasmenis,  and  his  creditors  have  no  means  of  aicerlaininj; 
Iheir  impending  danger.  But  It  ia  not  so  with  a  mortgage  of  landed  pcoperly 
where  (he  mortgager  cease*  lo  haTc  the  means  of  offering  anything  mora 
than  bia  owu  personal  security  iu  England,  and  bcrc  In  Jersey,  where  tha 
grosaTalue  of  uiy  man's  freehold  ma  j  bs  ascertained  for  ■  mere  trifle  at 
the    oOceforthe  Registry  of  Deeds. 

That  Registry  is  open  lo  erery  one,  and  no  Deed  ta  *alid  ia  law  1111  it  hat 
been  entered  there,  the  coaaequcuce  of  which  is,  that  the  lalue  of  (he  larg- 
est oa  well  as  the  smallest  real  property  in  Jertcy  can  be  ascrrlained  lo  a 
fhicliaD,if  one  IbiDk*  it  woith  while  to  make  the  Inquiry.    The  registry  will 
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■D|>pl;  llie  dttcc  at  which  each  acquUilioa  wu  made,  or  Cftch  lucumbrinr* 
wu  cnMraded.  1l  ii  a  kind  of  i^oldea  barometer,  Ihai  will  tndiraie  ihe  rion 
and  Tall  in  every  isan'*  (aTlaDel,atlhe  different  pcrlmlt  at  bis  lire.  Manjr 
have  been  ruined  from  nal  a  I  lending  to  the  necctiary  precanllon  of  em|ilaj<D^ 
«  recpeciabie  profeiaional  man,»  we  have  already  obaeried  at  Nolellii ;  bat 
Ihey  DiiEht  la  attribate  the  coutequeacM  rather  l«  Ibeir  awn  iudiBcreiioo, 
(ban   toany  defect  in  the  law. 

1 1  canoot  be  denied  tbatlhe  ayilem  of  reoti,  and  the  Decreet,  which  hare 
reunited  (ram  them,  have  often  b«en  prcHnant  with  greal  and  incalcnUble 
ebuaea.  They  at  laf I  became  •aflaeraDl,BBdaofreqoenl,ai  to  eiciteag*' 
neral  mnrmnr  {  for  it  waa  no  answer  to  aay  that  the  taw  ilaelf,  at  It  waa 
framed,  iras  jual,  when  in  tbe  preient  alale  of  aociety,  it  ufHraled  bat  too 
oneo  at  a  decoy  to  ensnare  [lie  Ifpiorani  and  llie  unwary  to  Iheir  rnia.  Those 
grieTapccs  are  now,  however,  in  a  great  men  tare,  removed  by  a  law,  in  48 
arliclet,  brought  >n  Ihe  Slalet  by  Francis  Godfray,  Esq.,  an  Advocate  of 
•he  Royal  Cuort,  and  aince  confirmed  by  an  Order  o(  Coancll  of  the  14tb  of 
Marrb,  1S32. 

As  a  nailer  uf  mere  historical  cariosity,  we  shall  lay  a  few  of  Ihoae 
grievances  before  onr  readert  :  The  parlies  themielvea  aball  be  aamelcas, 
thongb  the  facts  are  not  the  iesi  certain, 

A.  was  embarassed  and  uwed  £400  to  B-  wba  declined  lo  receive  renta  in 
paymeol,from  which  he  foretaw  that  he  would  be  ultimately  ejected  bya 
Hecrec.  C.  had  lalely  bonght  an  estate  «9  which  be  wanted  to  assign  rent*  lo 
Ibal  amonnt.  He  applied  la  B.  Id  know  If  he  canid  recommend  htm  ts  any 
good  rents  lobe  told.  Yes,  was  (he  auiwer  ;  my  friend  A.  hat  lo  dispose 
of  tome  of  tltebctl  in  the  Island,  and  I  will  Inirodnce  yon  to  bini.  This  waa 
done,  the  bargain  wat  cooclndcd,  and  B,  was  rewarded  for  his  Ingenolty  by 
Trcei'ing  hit  £400,  which  had  come  out  of  C*i>.  pocket.  As  for  (bis  latl,  he 
east  Ihe  whole  of  Ihe  rents  he  badpuichaied,  when  A.  was  abankmpt  or  re- 
nounced some  yraraaflerwardt;  andyelwoe  wonid  belo  bim,  who  would 
even  inainuBle  Ihat  B.  wat  not  oneof  Ihe  most  upright  and  honourable  men 
in  (he  Channel   Islands. 

If  A.  is  cnibarasted  and  cannot  pay  his  creditors ;  the  Coort  allows  him  a 
year's  reiplie  lo  come  lo  a  compromise  with  (hem.  Aa  (bat  is  often  impos- 
sible, A. eojuysbia  eslate  In  Ihe  mean  time,  and  leaves  his  creditors  In  a  sU 
Inalion  much  worse  than  if  he  had  renanaced  as  aoan  as  he  became  la- 
solvent. 

It  ii  however  but  fair  lo  ubaerte,  that  tbiiModaof  proceeding  wm  ori- 
ginally intended  to  secure  periona  from  being  unwarraBtabiy  preascd  by 
merciless  crediiora.  This  applies  hot  to  real  properly,  which  cannot  be 
immediately  converted  into  money,  and  when  a  nan  might  be  mined  bnt  for 
tills  rcasauable  delay.  It  it  however  one  of  tboae  maOer*,  which  oaght  lo 
he  rcgxlaled  and  Irefarmed,  bat  nni  abotiahed.  We  believe  that  Mr.  God- 
fiay,  the  gentleman  already  mentioned,  has  already  thrown  out  hints  in 
the  State*,  dial  Iliii  would  engage  hi*  attentioR.  fStt  D*mir*ij'i  SlalrmiH  I, 
X'«et30.J 
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A.  Mioioltenl.but  hscoalrivei  to  elude  a  bank  rapic;  for  fonr  or  five  years 

by  jiayiDg  unly  (he  mm!  presaiog  of  Ilia  renler*,  anil  padfyiag  Ibe     ml. 

When  tbe  Decree  al  leiiBlh  BrrWei,  ll  i*  it  lea»r  90  or  3>)  per  ceal  wurae  IhsD 

When  (jToperty  hat  beeu  reDOUDCod,l(  It  by  a  ficMoo  uf  law,  aDOaldrred  (o 
be  Tacaot.and  rererltto  thelord  of  tbe  nanar,  who  enjoy*  ((clear  uf  all  lp- 
cumbraucei,  (ill  ilpaaae«  legally  loto  Ihe  poaaeaaluo  of  a  leowil.  Formerly 
Ibe  ctijoymcnl  uf  the  lord  of  the  isanor  baibeeD  koown  to  hare  la*led  fur 
aereral  years,  to  ihe  gTtM  aod  fanher  ImpoTerlahiaent  of  the  crediluri.  Dn- 
riuBlbal  time  ihe  reota  due  uathe  eitate  were  nut  paid  to  the  proprietor*  , 
and  ihue  beeame  tbe  caue  of  anew  aecuinulaiion  uf  drbt. 

After  a  tenant  had  been  declared  at  the  Court  uf  Calel,  he  wai  boond  (opay 
fite  yeara  arrearr,  Ifao  many,  or  more  were  dae  an  all  the  reata  which  were 
charged  oo  the  ntata.  And  aa  property  wai  aeldum  renounced  withoot  being 
iable  to  heavy  arreara  of  that  kind,  it  oceasloned  a  fnrlbrr  Iota  of  30  per 
Cent  Ht  lent,  which  Ihe  tenant  waa  obliged  to  meet  wiib  paymenta  in  hard 
caah,  long  before  be  could  derive  any  benefit  from  hi*  new  posaetaion. 

BeruTeieol,titledeeda  were  not  reglalerad  ;bniaafroin  the  nature  of  renia, 
and  the  liabilityof  many  of  thote  deeds  to-  be  loat,  a  law  wc«  pawed  for 
that  pnrpoae  at  the  lu^eailon  of  Sir  Walter  Rateif(h,  the  then  GoTcroor.  The 
ayftera  uf  Uecreea,  which  had  long  exiated, ought  to  bale  been  then  reform  . 
ed,  aa  ttr  aa  coneerned  the  inaertluu  of  Contractt  ub  the  Decree  Roll. 
(Codiment  da  Dicnt).  Before  there  waa  a  Rcgiitry,  ft  wm  evident,  that 
the  tmealaleor  the  Renuncialor'a  affaire  coold  only  be  known  but  by  the 
claimant*  producing  their  deeda,  and  It  waa  not  inlqa1ton*,that  thoae  who  had 
either  lull  their  deed*,  or  wbadid  not  bring  tbem.ln  within,  a  lloiUcd  timet 
ahoold  be  debarred  of  all  their  demanda. 

After  a  Regiatry  waa  once  e*t«b1bhed,tbe  deeds  conld-bave  been  procured 
with  much  le*t  jDconvenlence  from  that  office,  than  from  their  private 
owner*,  who  woold  In  many  InalaDcea  be  the  licllto*  either  uf  their  negli- 
gence  or  omliiloo-  Thia  i*  precliely  Ihe  point  at  which  the  evil  ha*  beenre- 
•nedied  by  Mr-Oodfraj**  law,  but  which  ought  to  have  been  dene  two  ceo- 
(urlea  ago. 

Aalhe  lawatood,a  Decree  proceeded  a*  (blluwi  ;  All  claimanla  who  had 
purcbaied  rem*,  or  any  other  properly,  or  who  were  to  any  manner  the  cre- 
ditoraof  A.  Ihe  Rennneiator,  were  ordered  lo  bring  In  ibelr  deedi  or  bond*  lo 
be  iuserled  in  the  Decree  Roll,  noder  pain  of  loiiiig  them,  if  they  did  not 
comply.  ll  waa  not  unuiual,  that  many  who  were  inlerraled  did  not  even 
bear  uf  the  b«akrsptcy,aiid  made  oo  inseriioo,  or  thai  the  renta  originally 
pnrchaied  by  B.from  A.  had  paaaed  on  by  auccetaive  *ale*  to  H.  before  A** 
fortune  had  becowe  liable  to  a  Decree.  In  that  ca*e  a*  H.  did  ootbold  from 
A.  ha  had  oo  right  to  make  an  Inaertlon,  mncb  liaa  did  be  cere  for,  or  even 
think  one neceaaary.  A*  toB.  whoougbt  tohnvemadethe  iDiertlon,he  would 
bael(herdead,or  If  alive,  be  would  (uppoae,  that  be  waa  aa  lillle  reiponslble 
for  thai  rent,  •*  be  would  be  for  any  turn  of  money,  which  be  might  have 
*«ld  out  of  Ihe  Three  per  CeBta-twemy  year*  before,     Mallen  however 
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i*ent  on  Ihcir  cvurae  vvrj  quicdj.  A  Iraanl  wu  declar«i!  in  dae  line,  who 
■ooB  found  oat  all  (he  properly  not  inaerl^d  in  Ibe  Dears  Roll  or  Schedule, 
and  ImHedialely  reanuted  h,  m  hMTln^  beeo  forfeited  fiir  want  oT  iuiarltua- 
U.  KM  diiposseesed,  and  the  rent  by  metn*  of  a  tedioM  Ian  procea*  »•• 
Iracedbtdi  Is  B.  who  bad  Pot  only  lorrplace  Ibe  rent,  but  lo  pay  all  the- 
law  e X pence*,  nhich  loaielimef  ainoBBted  to  more  tban  the  reat  iiMlf,  av 
that wbal  B.  bad parchased freoi  A  . cwi  him uUimMely  oioM  46*. >> fit*  Ponrf 

Suok  a  itate  of  llrings  afforded  Mtong  tcmptallana  to  Ihoae  who  bad  nMra 
kuowledirethiia  honeily,  aod  who  cared  little  about  their  r*pniBMaa,nheB 
Ibeir  intereitwaB  cvncerned.  Inmaaoci  hare  beeu  kouwu  ofperacaMMiaolaly 
inipecliug  the  affaire  of  the  rranncialor,  aud  aaecFlaining  wbai  reat 
property  during  (he  term  of  forty  yoara  ffould  bo  likely  lo  be  loet  by  tbe  ne- 
flligenee  of  the  ■acurity  id-imI  otakiDg  aa  loarnlan.  The  aebene  would  be 
kept  a  (ceril,  till  tbat  rerj  iDdiridnal  would  eoati on*  either  In  hU  own  riKht, 
orby  Bcoopronite  tobe  luboiitaiad  lolbe  rigbt  of  another  (ntn^i), /e  be> 
coBie  (he  lenanl.  This  nnee  efihcted,  he  would  Ml  on  the  forfeited  prop«-ty 
avwontda  ruliure  oo  bic  prey,anda  rnpeclable  indtridaal,  wbohadper* 
faapa  iatprorod  bla  parchaae  to  (en  line*  ita  Arigiaal  talue  woold  be  Irrevo- 
cably ^cetrd.  It  ta  Ihna  thai  Deorre*  haie  lofneliineB  been  falgbly printable, 
Uldthal  ■una  bare  been  reallicd,  which  (he  law  nifht  not  Imteed  diaallow, 
bnt  which  any  honeat  man  would  blaab  (apoaaeia, 

Tbli  waa  certaioEy  (he  Boat  nefbricua  part  of  the  abuaea  which  had  erept 
into  lb*  ptactioe  of  E>icFeei,but  (here  were  uthera,  which  (bough  not  gla- 
riogwereanHeieatlTtnlechlerooa. 

Laaded  lecarity  or  ^aaraiMee,  ••  ttia  caUed,  nloiida  over  a ipaoe  nt 
forty  yrara.  Every  deed  of  *a)e,  and  every  alienatioo,  qr  azchsnfv  of  pro- 
perty nudeby  the  rflnnnc<a(arwi(hln  that  I oag  period  innat  bo  aMered  in  Ibo- 
Decree  Roll  or  Book.  Nnrcr  wa*  Ibereadn]ler,yelau  eaaler  DrnsrapraAt- 
able  way  of  book.  tDBkiugl  Tbe  new  law  ha*  reduced  Iheap  eMrte*  to  Ifleea 
ycara,  except  ia  a  few  caaea,  where  an  exieaaioe  of  the  term  ta  abaoltrtely 
■eceaaary. 

Between  Ihc  unavoidable  delay*  of  (be  precaediagp,  and  Iheae  that  ware 
wtlfnil  In  Bome  of  the  partien,  the  toaa  ot  time  was  immense,  and  the  law 
«peDo«*  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  value  of  ib<  property,  which  reduced 
i(  atlil  fuiiher,and  eompelled  a  greater  Dnntber  of  creditors  te  abandon  their 
claims,  Thia  baa  alac  been  in  a  great  Dclenre  remedied  ;  and  tbe  Lord  of 
ibe  Hanor'a  ea}oya»ent  ia  now  f<Mr  ao  ahavt  a  tlaie,  that  ft  ia  aeareely  worth 
faia  while  lo  take  poaaeaaloa  at  all. 

Tbe  tenant  ia  now  liable  lo  fj  bnt  l&Fat  yeiri  at  tbe  arreara  of  nmt* 
dveoB  the  ReiiiiB«tBtor*s  estate,  iniiteadof  five,  aalbrraerly. 

OplioHi  are  another  peeullarily  aKeudiag  Deetee*.  Tbelnaotvetil  A. had 
aald  property  te  D.  wbiob  he  aobae^eally  gave  op  rather  Ihan  heconra 
teaant.  In  Ibal  caae  Itieat  th*  Option  of  C.  Ihc  tenant,  (e  replace  D.  la 
the  property  of  which  he  had  beet  dtapaaaeaMd  f^aire  rnivre  tarn  coafrni  J 
Tbi*  la  oflea  the  cB*e,  when  D.  had  paid  for  the  preperty  with  rcot*, 
which  tha   leoanl  woaM  be  obliged  to  retam  en  reamt^Uon  g  orwheaP. 
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psjB  an  eqaioleDl  lo  C.  lbs  lenanl,  (o  be  toBlinord  in  ponntion. — Wh«» 
the  credit  or  a  seller  I*  at  all  doubirul,  it  <i  alway*  the  lafm  course  (o 
■nahe  the  ptirchase  oiih  re»ti|  and  cot  viih  nosey,  a*  ia  oaie  of  aa  liuol- 
veacj,  it  will  genei-all;  iccare  the  bnjer  by  the  mMler  cndiu;  ia  an  optitm. 

A.  Bod  B.  haTelaog  been  eipaased  inbaly  mairlniiay,  but  (be  lady  wiib. 
ing  to  recoTer  tbe  right  ofa  tpinater,  oblalni  from  the  ConH  a  aaparallon  uT 
her  estate  from  that  of  her  boabaod.  fSipariUim  faanl  aux  bitm.J  PerbB)« 
the  very  day  the  aascrupaliMia  hDsbaad  will  eieeoie  a  iham  deed  <i(  eale 
of  atl  b)i  properly  lohli  wife,  and  Ifll  can  be  registered,  or  precede,  only 
ten  days  aaj  art  ofbaakraptcy,  it  will  be  good  aod  lalld  in  l-iw.  In  caae  of 
ft  renuneialion,  II  has  the  prefereace  over  Ihaanregisteredoredliors,  wfav 
loaf  Ibrir  deaiaDds,  and  bate  no  oiher  csniolallnD  than  thai  of  having  se- 
cured a  bandsomr  Joioture  for  the  lady  «l  their  own  eipence.  As  to  any 
reflect lo«  on  i be  Integrity  af  the  lirtnuus  eoaplc.  It  would  be  severely  pu- 
aished  by  the  Coorl,  wbo  had  in  fact  already  recognised  ibai  integrity  by 
graaiing  the  separation,  and  admitting  the  Peed  of  ssle  wilboat  inquiry- 

II  result*  from  the  intricacies  of  Decrees,  thai  many  persona  prefer  1cr 
lose  Iheir  claims  rather  than  becune  tenaols  ;  or  else  they  comprnmiae 
matters  with  some  professional  maD,wbolBBubstituled  to  their  right,  and 
beccMne*  leaanl  on  speculation. 

CrediltH-a  are  commonly  afraid  of  a  Decree,  especially  those  wbo  are  in 
any  danger  of  loaiog  their  chima  after  InserlioD.  These  Tery  readily  como 
to  a  osfapromtae  with  the  debtor,  aad  prevent  mosri  of  (hBaTila,which  wbuld 
hare  aaenied,  had  tbe  Decree  or  tsaolTency  actually  takeg  place. 

There  ia  another  BMde  of  prevetrtiaga  Decree  by  what  is  called  leebni- 
cally  a  Ireaspert  qf  Uritagt,  by  which  a  waa  ounveys  the  wbele  of  bk  free- 
hald  to  aaotber  on  eoudltioo  that  be  will  be  raspenslble  for  all  Iba  iactta- 
brancea  «a  thai  freehold.  Ia  that  eaaa  Ihe  r^risOerad  eredllars  are  aafe,  bat 
the  simple  eonlract  debtsare  sacrificed  fiu- Ihe  debtor  after  baving  diTCsled 
himielf  of  bis  real  properly  remaias  withont  any  aueolial  meaas  to  ratify 
Ihelr  detnands. 

Many  of  tboss  cbusn.  It  la  candid  to  artnowledge,  arn  ttol  freqacut,  but 
•a  they  BiaTeilsl,  It  ledologlh*  pobUoserfice  lobold  them  oat  to  general 
reprcAathn,  thebeoelMalreaoItc^  wMeb  wdll  beellber  toprereift  thedan- 
ger,  by  their  elposure,  of  falling  within  Iheir  vortex,  or  else  of  drawing  the 
attention  of  tbe  legislature  lo  malia  salutary  relbrffls,  when  it  is  compelled 
to  do  so  at  the  irresistible  call  of  public  opinion.

Tbi«  ne^lire  voice  It  further  explained  and  eiiabli>hed  Iti  the  Order  of 
Council  of  March  8, 171),  wliich  ii  prefixed  lathe  Jeracy  Code  of  Lawa.  The 
Gureruur  has  leldom  used  that  privilege,  wbich  after  all,  is  harmh  and  nopo- 
pular,  and  ought  nol  to  be  nied  but  in  extreme  cates.  It  was  however  had 
recourse  to  hythe  two  last  Li'euteaaul  Governors,  Sir  L'olin  Hatkell,  and 
Sir  William  ThornioD.

The  States  at  present  have  act  the  power  lo  order  aay  new  levies  of 
money  on  their  couotrymen,  or  even  lu  contract  loans  wllhuut  the  pcrmisslun 
of  His  Majealy  in  Conacil.  Formerly  a  rate  was  uaecsed  oD  the  inhabiianti 
loeoablrlhe  Stales  lo  meet  the  public  eiigencie*  of  the  Islaod.  Every  pa- 
rish paid  its  proparllmi  to  this  rale,  according  to  ila  reUlive  resource*.

Mure 
than  half  a  century  before,  the  Statea  had  already  ordered  a  rate  tu  be 
levied,  the  prnportlons  of  which  were  diff'ereDl  from  the  ■ubtequenl  ones, 
fSte  Rati),  No.  Q,  OctoAtr  I,  lUOJ  It  la  therefore  evident,  from  these  pre- 
cedents, that  Ihe  Slates,  with  thesancllotl  of  His  Majesty  in  Council,  bav« 
Ibe  righi  lu  chauge  or  modify  those  propurlioos  according  to  circums lancet. 
This  rate  hat  not  been  raised  tor  nany  years,  but  Ibe  deficiency  ia 
supplied  by  oiberfunde  at  the  ditpoaal  of  that  Assembly.  These  ariie from 
a  small  duly  on  Winea  and  Spirits  to  the  amount  of  a 
a  year,  subject  however  lo  a  heavy  debt.

5ane 
lime*,  howFver.ihe  SlaleB  coolHiacd  all  the  noiablei  of  the  1*lai)d,and  it  U 
perhaps  owing  to  that  drcuniBlance,  that  they  are  now  called  in  Ihe  Recordi 
Ihe  Cennaa  Camrii  dt  flilt.  In  1545,6.  Feb.  10,  ime  of  tboae  meeting  took, 
place  to  Trinity  ChDrcb,lo  takeinloroailderailon  a  lelter  fruu  Ihe  Governor, 
the  Marqnia  uf  Hartford  (Duke  of  Somenirl.)*  On  the  Bih  of  October,  l&M, 
a  meelinE;  of  the  Male*  la  iiyled  Jutkt  tt  taut  Iti  E$iaU  tt  Comnm  Cntat 
Jtcttleliti.

Uerault  in  leiB  to  aummon  the  Slalea  to  advise  Ibe  nagiilraey,  (jtomr  coiofil-

(1S4B),  that  Juitica  waaadmlniilered  in  Ihe  lalanda 
by  Juatieei  Itinerant  sen  I  from  Normandy.  (^rf.XV.)"Ilem  dicunt  qnod  tem- 
pore Regii  Henrici,  Pulria  Regit  Johaaoia,  Radulphua  deWalemull  tenailAa- 
■iaaa  In  Inauli*,  el  lerraa  tunc  vaitas  feofkril,  at  ad  reddilnm  auedit,  tcilicet 
■ingnli«  anui  XXX  libras  turonenBO." 

After  NormaDdy  had  been  aubjected  to  FraHce,a  new  order  of  thinga  be- 
came abiatulely  in diapen cable,  the  retult  of  which  waa  the  Charier  of  King 
John,  and  Ihe  imtilation  of  Jural*. 

It  doea  not  appear  that  all  lh«  Cooatitnl'tanB,  or  Ibe  whole  Charier  of 
King  John,  were  given  by  ihat  Priace  ;  but  the  error  haa  arisen  from  Ihe  eir- 
eDawlance.  that  the  coHeclion  now  eilani,  wa*  collected  from  Ibe  aniwera  to 
teveral  ancieal  Qan  Warrantoi,  by  Ihe  Revd.  ThoDia*  Oly  vier,  who  waa  Rec- 
tor dT  Si.  Helier,  a  peraon  of  aume  ueie  in  hi*  time,  and  whoae  name  often 
ocenra  In  the  transact inna  of  lhe>  State*.  The  copy  of  that  Charter  which  ia 
now  tn  u*e,  waa,  according  to  Hr.  LeGcyt,pre*enIed  by  him  (Olyvier)  in 
16D4,  to  Sir  John  Peyloo,  who  waa  then  (lovernor  of  Jerary. 

The  right  of  Henry  VII  ia  the  neit  remarkable  period  in  the  Hiatory  of  (he 
privilege*  of  Jersey.  The  Charlera  which  weie  granted  by  that  Monarch, 
were  however  but  con  11  rma liana  of  the  Consiitutioua  of  King  Jobn,  with 
aneh  additiona  a*  Ihe  circam*tauceB  of  Ihe  lime*  bad  rendered  nece*Baryi 
Tbc  Charier  of  Eliiabeth  is  again  nothing,  but  a  more  detailed  cunHrmatinii 
of  Ihe  grantaof  *o  many  former  princes.  This  again  was  ratified  by  Ihe 
four  King*  of  Ihe  Hoiwe  of  Smart.

emlneoCty  well  adapted.  The  Bull  of  Sinn*  IV  meniioai  the  adiaatagca 
(bey  afforded  a*  place*  of  (heller  fur  thbcU  in  di*treM,  and  their  onTc- 
niencet  for  Ihe  proiecolioD  nf  trade.  Comniodttiea  from  olbcr  place*  would 
be  brought  there,  and  exchanged  for  thoie  of  other  counirtea,  and  Ihe 
laland*  bring  Binall  and  ininlated  vpuli,  Iben  of  liltle  ImpcK-taoce,  that 
traffle  would  not  be  thunght  lo  be  lu  dangerouB,  to  any  of  the  >iirrouDding 
BiBle*,  a*  If  il  had  bei^n  carried  on  from  any  porl  in  Ihe  bearl  of  Iheir  rea. 
pectWe  dominion*.  The  flihery  of  congers  wai  carried  on  in  tbote  ngca, 
a*  we  hare  already  (cen  at  Note  03,  od  an  eileniiie  icale  in  Ibe  Itlaoda, 
where  tra den  from  the  CnnliBeat  reiorled  for  their  necettary  mi^lyor 
that  aalled  commodity. 

The  itrongvil  rciuon  for  the  conceuiun  of  ihii  neolrality  ia  howeTCr  to 
be  tought  principally  In  Ibe  lery  limited  commerce  of  Ihose  timer,  and 
that  il  ciclled  lillle  or  nu  altenllon,  or  Jenlonf  y  among  ihe  couleiiding  pow- 
er*. Il  wj«  not  yet  itnderalood,  tbal  the  mourcca  of  trade  are  one  of  Ihe 
chief  linew*  of  war,  and  ihat  tt*  annihilaiion  ia  alwsy*  the  mo>t  effpctnal 
mean*  of  annoying,  if  not  of  anbjugaling  an  enemy.  The  rival  powrra 
did  nut  extend  their  viewa  beyond  the  mutual  convenience*  lobe  derircd 
from  the  eichauge  of  uaefol  comnoditiea. 

Be  It  aa  II  may,  Ihe  Channel  lalanda  must  have  made  a  very  early  |ira- 
grcH  in  tiBvigallon,  fur  which  Ihej  were  indebted  on  accounl  of  their  pen- 
graphical  pniltion.  The  FIcit  Volume  of  the  Fmdera,  part  II,  \i-  99»,  I3CI, 
cDntaina  a  Mat  of  the  aeveral  Engiiih  Porta,  which  were  ordered  lo  arnd 
Ibeir  conllngeiilB  lo  Ihe  fleet  of  Edward  I, al  Berwick,  fur  Ihc  InTaaioa  ot 
Scotland.  Il  ia  craiifying  that  oar  lalanda  were  In  ibai  )i«i,  and  thai  ibey 
were  ordered  lo  furniah  ten  veaael*. 

The  neutrality  waanererlheleia  bnl  little  reapecled,  and  never  nia led 
withoul  con1roier*y  escepi  in  old  parchmeula  and  charier*. The  lalanda  had 
been  repeatedly  ravaged  nolwllhalBOdlng  Iheir  exemplluna  from  being  made 
Ihe  icene  of  hoalilltie*.  We  ahall  quule  from  the  Fcedera,bol  nfeweien- 
plea,  which  are  of  Ihe  relitD  of  Edward  III,  A.  V.  1335,  p.  969— Order  to

We  may  aoppoae  that  Ibi*  noaetiled  dale,  or  rather  atragi;le  beiween  real 
hoatilil;  and  inelflclent  privilege  coDllnued  for  abuut  150  yean  longer,  tiil 
the  falter  end  of  the  reigu  of  Edward  IF,  when  an  appliraiion  i>ai  made  to 
the  I^>pe,b7  (bat  Sovereign,  ai>d  Ihe  people,  and  Ihe  clergy  of  Ihe  Chenaet  ■•- 
landa  to  annihilate  Ihat  horrible  ilale  of  onlrag-e  and  devadallon  by  meana  of 
the  aevereat  cenaureaof  tbe  Church.  Hia  boline**  lifoedaBullin  conae- 
qoence,  fSf  pogtt  171  amd  133^  which  probably  repreiaed  the  depreda- 
ttooB  and  piracien  it  men  lions,  bn  I  could  nulretlore  that  nfulratily  which 
neilber  party  would  be  inclined  to  reipecl.  The  Bull  itirif  ia  a  cnriooa 
docnmeot,  and  fully  ludlcatWe  of  Ihe  high  pretention!  Ihro  arrugated  by 
Ihe  Church  of  Rome  ;  but  which  wonid  never  have  been  found  faall  with  , 
had  they  alwaya  been  Ihoa  applied  to  promote  Ihe  realoratiun  of  peaceand 
good  will  amooK  mankind-  We  regret  Ihal  ita  extreme  length  prevenia 
Dur  laying  a  Irantlalloa  ufit  before  oar  readera,  a  Freuch  one  of  which  haa 
however  Iwen  publlabed  In  the  Appendix  to  LtJeuHt'i  Hialury,p.p.  31—50. 

The  Bull  ia  dated  the  lit  of  March  1483,1  or  nearly  a  year  afler  the 
death  of  Edward  IV,  who  had  expired  April  3,  1483.  The  Dbaervation*  nf 
Mr.  Falle,  rpag'  17V  on  Richard  III  are  Inaccurale.  Edward  IV  bad  in- 
deed applied  tor  the  Ball,  bat  had  not  lived  to  see  it*  grant,  much  Icia  ita 
ppblrcalion.  Richard  111  was  already  on  the  tbrone  when  ibe  Bull  arrived, 
sod  it  waa  nol  neceaaary  to  be  either  a  Ix/ranl  or  aa  aiarprr,  Inr  a  Suverf.ign 
lu  eia mine,  whether  an  indulgence  ifranted  by  a  foreign  Pulc^iilale  to  any 
of  hia  own  iubjecla,  might  not  b»  prtjuilinal  lo  him  and  to  Mi  kinfidoni.  The 
reign  of  Richard  III  wa*  «o  ihurl  and  ao  ttnrmy,  that  he  covld  not  have 
given  much  altenlion  to  (hia  (aland,  whoie  inhabilaiila  were  probably  out 
entirely  Yorkiala.  (hough  Harlialoo,  the  Governor,  and  Philip  De  Cartrrel, 
ot  Sl.-Ouen  were  of  that  party.  The  Earl  of  Richmond,  kIiicc  Henry  Vll, 
would  nol  have  aoughl  an  aiyinn  in  Jeraeyj  had  he  uot  had  (here  aome  con- 
ceal ad  frienda. 

The  Bull  of  SiiluB  did  not  produce  the  effect  of  veaiorini;  eecuriiy  to  Ihe 
blander*,  lliere  ia  a  curiona  Act  of  Ihe  Royal  Court  of  (be  21at  el  Octo- 
ber, 164!>,  by  which  Iha  inhubitanla  are  enjoined  to  carry  dick*  for  Iheir 
prolectioo,  ^pertrr  d<i  balent.J  It  waa  not  many  yeara  before,  thai  accoi  ding 
tjtheJeriey  Chronicler,  (Beech.  I  tiii,)RiebBril  Mabon,lhe  ihea  Dean  oflhe 
lalnnri,  had  been  dragged  ont  of  hia  bed,  taken  on  board  of  a  Spiniih  free- 
booter, and  been  obliged  lo  pay  a  heavy  ranaom  for  hi*  releaae,  II  ia  nu- 
gatory lb  talk  of  the  nealralliy,  which  onr  aneealor*  are  reported  lo  have 
eajoyed,  among  whom  inch  adlaqrgiaiMd  aiaic  «f  aodety  wn  tolerated- 
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Th«  XXIVili.  Chapter  of  ihe  Jerwy  Chroulctn  cooiaini  tomr  curisiw 
{lanlcDlara  bow  Ihii  oeulratily  nas  at  opre  oeglecU'd  and  rnpected  al  tha 
••IDC  lime,  about  1650.  Henrj  Corniahe,  tha  IJeuienaut  Goreraorof  Jer- 
•ej,  hada  vewel  uf  hia  hwd  which  vaa  rtchlj  laden  and  a(  anchor  in  Si.

Thui  ihea* Impropriaiiooa  had  lefl  but  *erj  lUnder  allowance*,  loaii  af 
the  rectoriei,  or  rather  vicaragei.  The  other  vix  pariihei  had  nalhing  but 
(beir  NaraU,  or  Deaerli,  wbicb  were  never  very  cnntiderable,  but  which 
have  become  itilt  more  tritliag  since  Ihe  plauling  of  orchards,  aud  ihe  rais- 
lug  of  other  produce  hai  occBiioned  a  drcrcaie  of  lilla^e. 

From  immemDrisI  caatoni,  only  pBrliuuiar  MTlicle»  are  tllhable.  Other 
llthei,  aach  ai  wool,  flax,  and  fi«b,  thougb  legally  due,  hare  long  fallen  into 
diatue.  The  tythe  of  olber  article*  like  bay,  parsnips,  cupptcpg,  milk,  honey, 
fowl*,  &e ,  are  not  known  In  have  eier  becu  cullcctcd.  Polalues  are  a  new 
pradDctiou,r'i)ixn»liua/irr^Bnd  therefore  it  is  uncertain,  whether  the  tylhe 
of  them  could  be  exacted.  The  principle  of  (he  Eugliih  law  is  thai  e>ery 
thing:  which  lakes  its  rise  and  increase  from  Ihe  earth  i*  tllhable.  Thi* 
maiim  1*  deriTcd  fruv  Ihe  Caaon  Law  ■■  Suivani  le  Druit  Caoonique,  tons 
fraiti  aonl  iDjel*  d  la  Dixine,le*  grain*,  te  *io,  lea  fruiti,  le  poisson,  le*  ani.

Before  the  French  RoTolulionjt  wa*  custom  which  regulated  the  parti- 
cular prodnce  that  waa  lilhabte.  From  our  ancient  connection  with  the 
Dioceae  of  Coolances,  wa  approach  nearer  to  the  Caoou  Law  a*  niodiiled 
f  II  thai  Country,  than  a*  it  i*  in  England  in  Burn's  Eccle*iailicat  Law.  The 
cD*tom  of  paying  here  but  particular  tylhe*  wa*  borrowed  from  France, 
and  if  we  follow  that  analogy,  wsfear  that  Ihe  number  of  liihable  articles, 
could  not  be  eilended.  The  Recneil  de  Jnrisprudcnce  Canoiiiqne  coalain*  a 
moat  Talnabte  Treatise  for  any  one  who  is  inleresled  in  Ihe  qneslton  of 
tjlhe*.

Ttiun  Ibe  ealile  of  a  rich  and  iaflucniial  msa  ma.T  produce 
nolhiiigbul  coen.who  while  licowfi  liihenbqltu  the  [mproprlMor.contrihulei 
DolhioK'  <o  the  miuiiier.  In  bad  jeart  the  apple  crop  tntnlljr  tail<,  which 
leRTKB  the  cler|rym>D  with  scarcel]'  any  •ubBislence, while  llie  farmer  iii- 
demnifie*  hlmnelf  by  Bburidanl  crops  of  almost  every  tMag  eitf.  The 
noTala,  wheii  thry  cad  be  BRcertained,  pay  their  com  t)  the*  tu  thr  aergy,bul 
they  are  ddw  nrnatly  irlihdraKrn  from  tilla^,  and  lelt  to  gntr,  or  planted 
with  polttloei,  for  both  of  which  no  tythea  are  liable  to  be  paid.  This  Is 
anniher  eVn  of  (he  ■yiiem  of  parlienlar  (yibca.

Il  le  nul  commonly  known  that  the  Royal  Conimimroneri  r<iiiw«y  and 
Bird^ddresaed  a  Report  to  lb«  Archbishop  of  Caalerbury  and  lo  the  Bishop 
or  Winchester,  abont  the  Hale  of  Eccleilastlcal  matters  <n  Jersey.  The 
Report  itielf  thoagh  Interesting  i*  loo  long  fur  Insertion.  What  they  say 
about  llihea  will  hnwe*sr  be  nseful  is  an  illDslration  of  onr  •object. 
"  ConceToin;  lilbes,  Itia  allowed,  tbat  the  decision  of  all  q-iei  I  ions  con- 
cerning them,  hath  ever  belonged  lo  Ibe  Civill  Coarl.  Bui  fur  reformallou 
of  aoaie  abnae  crept  in  abonl  the  paymeni  uf  tylbea,  wee  bnmblie  pro- 
poand,  that  wherea*  by  the  lenitie,  negligence,  or  eonniraDce  of  aome 
former  utnisters,  diven  kinds  of  tithes  fn  specialitle  hare  been  furborne  to 
ban  paid  la  direra  parishes,  Ihey  may  bee  tVom  heDcrforlh  paid  in  every 
parish,  as  they  have  been,  or  are  yet  paid  In  any  parish  ;  tlial  is  to  say, 
wherea*  tithes  of  some  tbinges  are  pa-d  in  one  parish,  and  not  in  another, 
that  in  anch  case,  the  parish  that  paid  moat,  ihall  bee  a  rule  lo  all  the  rest 
cf  the  parishea  for  [he  payment  of  lllhes." 

In  eonsequBDce  uf  ibis  Report  the  Clergy  inserted  a  SeclioD  jbont  lithes 
in  Thirteen  Article!  In  tbeCanona,  which  Ihey  submilled  to  James  I  for  hi* 
Royal  Confirmation.  These  were  highly  in  their  Javour,  bat  asuo  vesilgo 
of  them  af^ears  in  the  present  Canooi,  it  la  probable  tbat  they  were  op- 
posed by  the  Jnrals,  whom  Ihe  Royal  Conn  had  depnled  I o  England,  to 
object  lo  some  parts  of  tbosa  Canons,  and  thai  ibis  wa*  one  of  Ihe  parts, 
which  were  r^ecled  In  consequence  of  I  heir  represEntatiuni.

Indeed  an  Ilalian,  hut  it  ban  always  beep  eipected  Ihat  that  high  and  influ- 
ential office  fihonid  be  conferred  on  a  Jerseymau.  The  circumstance  la 
which  Mr.  Fa)le  alludes  happened  in  HQQ,  ou  the  death  of  the  then  Dean 
Mr.  LeBrelon,  who  wai  also  Rector  of  St.-Mary.  The  fotlowiDg  tradition 
abunlil  ha*  been  preacr*ed.  Durei,  a  French  Refugee,  was  Rector  of 
Trinity  Parish,  and  patronised  by  Lord  Cobham,  Ihe  Governor.  That  Doble- 
man  exerted  his  tD(eres(forhini,and  would  have  obtained  him  that  preferment 
bad  not  Ihe  iniiilar  elergy  canghl  the  alarm,  and  indnced  the  Slaiei  to  peti- 
tion GiiirernmeDt,  Ihat  a  natiie  migbl  be  appointed.  Their  application  was 
■occestful,  and  it  was  decided  Ihal  Ihe  Dtan  should  be  s  Jersejman.  Mr. 
Le  Hardy,  ihe  King's  Procurator  in  Jersey,  happened  to  be  then  in  London. 
Lord  Cubham  sent  fur  him,  and  afler  having  eipressed  his  ill  humour  at  the 
opiKMiliou  of  (he  insular  clergy,  ntkod  him  if  he  conid  recummeud  any 
(jnalifled  person.  Mr.  Le  Hardy  fpiied  Ihe  opporlunily  to  meniion  Mr.  PayD, 
who  was  Iheo  Rector  of  St.  Lawrence,  a  friend  and  a  relation,  turd  Cob- 
batn  immediately  aaid  with  tnucb  emotion  t  Then  he  thallhaciil.  Thia  ap- 
pointment accordingly  took  place.  Mr.  Payn  was  a  young  man  of  not  more 
than  2&  years  of  age,  and  it  had  been  hi*  good  for  inn  e  to  have  then  been 
dangerouitly  ill  of  a  fever  at  Oifi^d,  a  circumstance  which  necessarily  pre- 
Teoled  him  from  taking  any  part  in  Iheeieniont  of  hia  brethren,  II  Is  thos 
Ihal  Ihoae,  who  are  the  most  strenuous,  and  even  Ihe  moat  sncceMfnl  in  re- 
Bi*tlng  oppression,  are  predsely  ihuse  who  are  Ihe  most  seldom  rewarded. 
Mr.  Scale,  who  had  been  parlicalarly  actire  in  opposing  Lord  Cobham,  wa* 
suffered  to  remain  for  almost  90  year*  longer,  Reclor  uf  St.  Clemcnr*,  Ihe 
■matleit  living  tn  Ihe  Island,  from  which  he  altimalely  retired  by  rCBigning 
It.    As  to  -Mr.  Payti  he  held  hi*  office  lilt  hi*  death  in  117a. 
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Thn*  fur  IrBdifiou,  which  is  fully  currobaraled  by  tpveral  Acti  of  ihn 
Slalei.  The  flrat  of  th»>ebcginr  irilh  iJiRiRUiiing  Direl  from  a  Committee 
nf  the  Slam,  wilhoul  ami^ning;  a  reason.  No.  S.  A  Committee  was  sppoinl- 
ed  to  prepares  Pelllion  lothe  King,  wiih  the  view  of  pre'enting  Biiy  ulhir 
hat  B  native  from  beln;;  appniiited  (o  the  Deanery  of  the  Inland.

II  il  remarkable  ibai  the  great  lythe*  in  th«  Channel  Istanda,  are  the  only 
ones  remaininfc  in  the  hands  of  Ihe  Ciown  since  Ihe  grant  of  tjueen  Anae'a 
BouDly.  And  Indeed  their  Cleqty,  both  on  aceounl  of  their  own  loyally  and 
that  of  Iheir  people,  have  na  strong  elaima  lo  experience  the  Royal  bene- 
ficence  as  those  of  any  other  part  of  Ihe  Unilrd  Kingdom.

The  Fuoellooarie*  uf  ihe  Boyal  Coorl  peliliooed  io  1796  for  an  ad- 
vance  of  lalariM,  which  waa  at  Gnt  denorred  to,a<  likeljlo  have  aSected 
the  UnTeroor'*  income-  The  objecfioa  no  however  oveirnted  on  Ihe  tag'- 
gnlioo,  that  the  conpositio  n  for  tboce  tjrthe*  mlg-hl  be  railed  fifteen  pence 
a  vai^fe,  or  rather  more  than  30  |ier  cevt.

The  llvinel  iu  Jeney  are  atill  in  Ihe  lame  onprovided  stale  ihatthey 
were  at  Ihe  time  of  the  ReforiDatioD.  Their  imt  beiu^  ia  the  habda  of  pri- 
vate patrnni,  was  in  ooe  aeoae  a  bar  to  their  improveffleui.  Bat  it  may 
have  aometimei  been  an  Inducement  to  lay  inproprietors  to  auKBient  benr- 
6cc«,  that  they  might  ultimately  become  a  prariiion  for  aome  of  (heir  reta- 
iWea,  or  al  lead,  that  (heir  beoefaetioa  would  be  compensated  by  the  ia- 
ereaiied  value  of  the  advowson  .

The  nominalion  was  vested  in  Ihe  Dean  and  Jurats,  which  was  an 
ludireet  refusal  of  Ihe  former  Memorial  to  place  U  In  the  Stalea  or  Common 
CoDDcil.  Whether  that  alleration  was  naniae,!!  is  nut  neceaaarj  fur  me  to 
determine,  ihoagh  it  would  seeiB  Ihal  Ike  Clergy  ought  not  to  have  been  ex- 
cluded from  Ihe  Nomination. 

It  is  equally  nucerlaiu  whether  thai  Foandallon  haa  been  of  any  real 
ndvaalagfe  to  the  Channel  latands.  From  its  earl le*t  dale  it  haa  been  a 
aource  of  inlrigae,  of  partiality,  and  of  lllTgatlou.  The  Dean  girea  a  sepn- 
tale  nominal  ion,  and  Ihe  Jurala  gife  another,  thn*  funniDg' an  appearnDce 
»f  two  diatioct  Corporalloos.  When  Ihe  Dean  and  the  Jurata  hare  differed, 
whieh  haa  often  been  the  case,  a  contest  has  immediately  ensued,  which 
feneraliy  ended  In  a  eompromiaa  between  Ihe  parties.  Nulwithi>tundlng 
thii  evil  is  of  Tcr  J  long  alanding,  Ihe  legal  i|ueilian  has  acTcr  been  deci- 
ded. There  are  however  strong  presunptlons  againal  Ihe  Dean's  claims, 
beCBoae  it  would  be  absurd,  thai  be  coald  du  as  much  alone  a*  all  ihe  Jnrala 
together.  Sir  Philip  De  Carteret, (Sm  JVola  46,)  who  waa  LieatenaDl.GoTer- 
DorandBailly  when  iboacfeltowihifN  were  founded,  waiamanof  «dnca- 
llon  and  high  Amily  cnanecttona.  It  la  therefore  improbable  that  a  perao- 
■ago  potaeaaed  of  hia  powerful  iutereil,  would  hare  allowed  ibe  Dean 
without  any  remonslraiice  on  his  part,  toacqnlre  auehan  Important  prWilego. 
The  reaaon  Ibal  the  Ballly'a  vote  ia  doi  eientloned,  la  ibal  Sir  Pbillp  had 
formerly  been  eltcteda  Jurat  before  be  waa  raised  to  Ihe  chair. 

II  baa  alao  been  doubled  whether  theae  Fellowa  can  hold  IWinga  in  iba 
Island  with  (heir  Fcllowahlps. 

It  would  aecm  aa  if  the  declilon  had  beea  in  their  favour,  aa  there  are 
•CTCral  precedeniB  of  Ihe  kind.  I  should  however  be  inclined  to  adopt  Ihe 
contrary  opinion,  and  that  tht  nilabU  pr^ttmnU  thirt,  vhrrt  litg  are  ta  ktt* 
Oad,  means  any  of  the  Jersey  brneflcea,  coasonuently,  Ihal  ihey  tavale  Ihe 
fellowibips.    A  coalrary  iolcrprolatioa  has  the  eSeel  of  lessening  Ihe  DDm- 
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ber  c(  Taoiicicn,  and  U  tbatttort  prejudicial  to  Ibe  purpotci  of  edacalion- 
Anolher  etil  ba«  been  Ifae  lidgalian  bclweeo  Jersey  and  Gut-rotcj,  abna  t 
which  of  I  he  l<*u  Itlapda  bad  lUe  right  lanamiaare.  It  ii  howetar  lo  Im; 
hoped  (bar  Ibii  poinl  baa  at  lenglh  been  laid  at  r»l  by  •  Decres  of  the  I*te 
Duke  of  Purlland,  Cbanccllor  uf  Oiford.ia  1804,  by  wbich  that  nablrmaa 
ruled,  That  Ibe  MaiA  wUich  had  (imullaueoailj  enjoyed  T*o  I'ellaw(bi|i«, 
•houM  neKl  enjoy  but  one,  wilhoal  any  refereace  to  the  number  of  iodiri- 
dual*,  Kbo  might  have  been  elected  Fellawi.  It  prevented  the  puuibilitjr 
thai  one  lalaBd  tbould  enjoy  the  Ibree  Fellowthipi  at  oare.  Tbo*  froDi 
]?90t<il820,  Jency  eiijoycd  iva  Fel[owiibipi,  and  had  bat  two  Fellowri 
elected,  wliereaii  Guernsey  bad  but  one,  the  Pembroke  Cu1le((e  FelloKihip, 
Into  ohicb  abuul  half  a  dozeu  Gaernaeymen  were  ■□ccciaively  elected. 

It  i*  ieldom  that  Ihuae  Friluwihipi  have  been  enjoyed  by  laymen,  though 
there  are  tDslaaeea  of  it.  Wa  caunol  help  obterting^  in  this  place,  one  of 
the  aiany  iiutance*  of  Mr.  Falle'ataiily  of  op!niun,wbii;h  one  waold  not  have 
expected  from  a  peronn  nf  hij  abililiea  and  good  lenie.  It  ia  only  ueccea- 
aary  to  make  quota)  timi.— Mr.  Foiugdectre  wai  a  friend  of  the  aolbor,  * 
learned  laymaa,  and  an  eminent  magfttrate.  {See  Pt^act,  pagt  viil.)  In 
the  very  page  of  this  JVofi,  ^,31baBd316,  heaaya  Ihua:  "  The  two  flrat 
elected  for  Jeraey  wpre  Mr.  Poingi/eiirt,  whoaa  name  >o  ufleii  occura  la  thia 
work,  and  Mr,  Brevlsl,  nieutjoned  in  the  lulroduclion,  both  turued  oat  of 
their  Fellowahipa  for  their  loyally,  by  the  Parliamentary  Viaitora  in  tbe 
year  1617." — "  Tit  ansbuae,aad  a  conlradicliuu  lo  the  Royal  Founder,  that 
any  ehould  enjoy  Ibem  uiho  haix  in  tieu,  and  are  in  pumiloftlher  ptiifttuaiu." 
Thia  ia  a  aingular  way  of  prniaiag  a  mau  '.  Mr.  Poingdealre  waa  aJmoat 
f>.rly  yeiira  of  ane,  wbea  he  wai  Fjeoled,  and  bad  had  full  time  to  take 
orilcrc,  had  he  iniendcd  to  do  it.  Ou  the  contrary,  be  hccatae  an  Under 
Secrclary  of  Siale,  waa  a  lawyer  hy  profeiBion,  and  remained  a  taymaa 
to  the  day  of  hia  death.  We  however  fnlly  agree  ia  Mr.  Fallc'i  opiaioa, 
reapecling  ihoie  Fellowahipa,  tbat  it  ia  au  abuae  (or  laymen  to  retain  them, 
and  thm  tbey  inig\tl  never  to  be  given  but  to  youag  men,  who  are  ruatlj 
iaiended  fur  (be  aertice  of  Ibe  Churcb.

1  tbiafc 
that  Ibe  contrary  haa  happened,  and  thai  the  Itlanda  hare  not  in  cooae- 
quence  been  aupplled  wiib  more  learued  or  hrtler  qualilled  MinUter*.  Tile 
Founder  began  at  the  wroni^end,  (or  iu  the  firat  place,  ha  aii|ht  to  bare  im- 
proved the  li*ln|[8,  and  made  them  worlh  the  wiiile  ofmeu  af"  learninjc  and 
abilities.  Inatead  of  which  the  Fcllowabipa  became  aanuitiea  for  yunng  mco 
of  merit  and  ambition,  wbo  would  auon  deapiic  tbe  acanly  provision  wbicta 
their  naiive  country  alTurded  them,  and  prefer  to  run  their  chance  of  ad- 
vancement in  £(ii;ljud.  Il  ia  well  known  thai  Fellowihipa  when  bestowed 
un  young  men  of  Itariiing  and  islenls,  have  Id  many  inatance*  evenlnally 
led  Ifaom  to  Ihe  higheat  honours  in  Church  and  Slate.  There  il  not  one  be- 
neEce  in  the  Island*,  which  wt-nid  be  an  valuable  to  a  rii>inf  and  amblliauc 
youug  man,  a*  one  of  those  Fellowthipi.    it  is  tbna  thai  tbe  Fellowaaf  Ika 
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rich  Fuundntiod  or  Jeius  Cirfle^p,  Oxford,  leldam  ihiiik  of  reluming  (o 
praclice  apmtulioil  ibilinence  oo  Ibe  puvrny  and  lolilude  nf  (lieir  dbiIts 
Welch  recIorJM. 

lodiTidoali  IhcTcfure,  aud  hdI  (lie  coonlry,  hare  been  bencDled  by  lbe«e 
Fell  owl  hips-  The  mode  ofclecliug  (hnm  han  also  been  unwiie,  which,  as 
we  have  Meu,  bja  been  pruducliie  uf  eiidleait  liligat'uD.  The  FHIuwi hips 
Dughl  to  have  been  founded  la  the  lamc  College  far  nelives  of  the  Ulandi, 
to  be  'lec(«d  indifferetill  J  from  an;  of  them  by  the  Society.  Aa  il  i«,  Ihe  pa- 
trooa^  of  the  Dean  i>  (oo  mach,  who  muy  from  faTouriliiini  aominalc  aii  ob- 
JecUonable  candidale,  while  Ihe  Jursli,  Trum  their  faahila  of  lire,caDiiul  be 
anppwed  lobe,  as  a  body,  the  matt  coin  pcteiil  judge*  of  pruBcieucy,  either 
iu  the  claiaio  or  ia  Iheolagy. 

Fclluwshipa  have  been  producllTe  of  Ihe  aingalar  advantage  of  having 
brought  forward  many  individoalu,  who  have  done  hoooar  lo  the  lalaud  by 
Iheir  learuiajf,  Ihcir  virtue,  and  their  lalenlii.  Among  iheae  are  llie  names 
uf  Ora,  Brerint,  Juha  and  David  Dnrell,  Uumaretq,  Bandiuel,  and  John  and 
Edward  Duprf.  The  late  learned  and  veaerabte  Dr.  Valpj  had  nut  had  a 
Fellowship,  The  Murley  Scholarihipa  are  very  Irifliag  endowmeol*,  which 
have  remaiDcd  slalionary,  nolwiihutanding  the  dccrcaie  in  the  value  of 
nioaey.  They  are  nonjinally  £10  a  year  each,  fur  10  yean,  but  the  College 
deducts  eighteen  pence  for  each  week  of  tioa  residence,  which  reduces 
tbem  to  about  £T  a  year,  with  •  set  of  ruunis  worth  £5  or  6  mure.  They 
are  uominated  in  the  same  maauer  u  the  Feiiownhipi,  with  the  addiliun  of 
the  Bailly's  vole-  There  are  Ihree  Schularship*  for  Jpr*e;,aDd  two  for 
Gncrnaey-  Tbe  reader  may  Sud  the  Palent*  fur  llieae  Iwofoundalious  in  >he

Fur  more  than  half  a  cenlury  there  have  been  no  foreign  proleslant  minia. 
ters  among  our  beueflced  clergy.  Occasionally  aome  uf  Ibuae  gentlemen 
are  still  employed  *■  ■isUlanla,  or  curates ;  but  il  ia  indlapensable  that  they 
■hould  have  previously  obtained  ordination  in  the  Church  of  England.

Laurens  Baadains  originally  intended  to  have  foanded  a  College  la  Ihe 
town  uf  Si.  Helier,  but  Ihe  Idea  aeema  lo  have  been  ultimately  given  up  on 
aecuuol  of  ihe  insuBicieDcy  of  the  revenues:  It  la  thus  that  the  lnlenKoii 
of  buitdiug  a  College  has  been  euleriained  fur  slmost  2b0  years, hut  has  not 
ycl  beeu  accomplished.  It  is  even  doubtful,  ahelher  Kuch  an  establishmeot 
would  be  desirable  in  Ihe  actual  stale  of  society  ia  this  Islaud. 

The  benef-icliou  of  Laurens  fiaa.Vys  bad  already  been  put  in  mortmaiu,Bs 
appears  from  an  Act  vl  the  Slates  of  Ibe  3rd  uf  October,  iao3.  Tbe  affair 
of  this  inlended  College  was  subseqiently  often  broughl  before  the  Slates, 
till  at  last,  tbe  plan  was  abanduued,  and  a  Royal  PalenI  obtained  about  the 
application  of  thst  benefacliou  in  fulure.  fStt  Acl  •>/  tht  Slalts  of  Jia.

The  late  Dr.  Daniel  Dumareeq,  a  native  of  ihU  lalaod  and  t  CaauD  of 
SalUbnry,  save  likewiae  hi»  booki  to  Ihin  library,  and  thereby  nearly  dou- 
bled ihe  collection.  Tbal  vorthy  man  was  more  than  90  years  old,  and  had 
been  a  diiliuguUhcd  pattern  of  every  vlrlne,  that  coutd  eillier  digmify  or 
exalt  human  nature.  He  hud  been  chaplain  to  the  British  factory  at  Sl.-Pe- 
leribnrg,  dnrin^  which  time  he  was  honoored  with  the  notice  of  the  £m- 
preasea  EliMbolh,  and  CalbeHue  II.  After  hia  relunl  lo  EuKl^od  he 
corresponded  with  Slanislaus  Poniatowski,  thp  unfortunate,  aod  the  last 
king  of  Poland.  The  poblicatiou  of  ihoae  tellera  would  be  In  aome  reapecta 
a  public  acquisition.  This  truly  fiod  and  diilnterealed  maa,  this  counter- 
part of  the  Mob  qf  *»«>  died  in  190&. 

Dr.  Dumareaq  had  been  bronchi  up  at  Bembroke  College,  Oxford,  and 
trfterwarda  became  Fellow  of  Eieler  Colleee  in  1740,    Whiie  at  Pembroke

e  with  ShensioDe  and  hia  frisad  Graves,  the  au- 


thor of  Ihe  Spiritual  U-iiiote.  Dr.  Dumareaq  was  what  was  then  called  a 
water-drinker,  so  that  after  a  time  Graves  leH  him  and  went  over  to  Sben- 
■liaie*s  party.  His  friendship  for  Graves  lasted  ihroogh  life,  aad  snbse- 
quentl;  when  the  former  was  aellled  at  CliverloD,  and  the  latter  to  Balh, 
Ihe  two  octogenarian*  atill  continued  lo  visit  each  other. 

The  Stales  for  a  few  years  past  have  annually  voted  £100  to  parcbaae 
valuable  work*  for  thla  library,  and  the  number  of  volumes  i*  now  said  to 
amuuut  to  Hvetbousand.  ll  is  also  projected  to  increase  the  buildings,  aad 
tarenderlh«  library  belter  adapted  for  public  aecbmmodalioa.

The  origin  of  those  TritTt  ia  very  andenl  and  certainly  of  a  dale  anierior 
to  tbal  of  the  Reformation.  The  aaine  may  be  said  of  the  Charity  f^ind. 
These  benchcilona  consist  of  small  sums  uf  quit  reuls,  payable  yearly,  ac- 
cording to  the  actual  price  of  corn.  These  funds  vary  in  value  accordluK  to 
Ibe  reapective  parishes.  Thej  were  originally  the  gifts  of  pious  persons  la 
the  Church  and  poor,  for  ifermilaioD  lo  be  burled  In  the  Churches.  The 
Tr4iori  have  al  times  been  much  CDTtailed  for  the  porposes,which  our  anlhor 
mentions,  Inatances  of  which  frequenlly  occur  la  the  Records  of  Ihe  Stales 
aod  of  the  Royal  Court ;  but  which  it  Is  UDueceasary  lo  quote.  The  abuse 
waaat  length  remedied  by  the  Jersey  Code  of  1771,  which  has  a  long  Artlda 
about  those  Tr^iorj,  the  anbalance  of  which  la  as  foUuwa :  "  Lea  Revenna

cirney.  The  Charily  Fund  ia  Fimilnrly  silualrd,  and  frnm  its  ^neral  and' 
aeknuwled^d  tnoulBcieiicy  ha<  resulted  the  poor'i  rale,  about  which  wc 
■hall  lay  more  in  another  plac?. 

The  principal  adiaiita^c  of  Ihe  Ti^iori  if ,  thai  it  relit^ea  Ihe  parMieV 
from  the  necesBity  of  Church  rales,  and  preventu  that  diacontenr  wMnh  la 
*o  frequent  in  EnRiand,  when  diiKcnlerR  are  obli);ed  to  cnnlribute  to  that 
kind  of  lax.  It  U  iherefnre  onlnj;  to  lho*e  Triion  that  Church  rate*  are 
iinlcnown  amon|;  ua,  and  ihal  thine  Tenerable  places  of  wonhip,  are  re- 
paired nllbout  any  exptnce  to  ihe  public.  It  in  ihui  that  the  aupertliliuDa 
vanily  ef  beln;;  buried  ia  Churchea  in  former  agea,  is  now  made  available  lo 
the  pabllc  good. 

The  lay  improprieian  in  England  are  liable  In  the  reparra  of  the  Cbaneel, 
which  \t  atont  one  third  of  the  e»pencc.  The  Kinp  ia  lay  impropriator  in 
Jeraey  ;  but  here  alio  hi*  reieDuc*  are  benefiled  by  iItg  TriiBr$  wbicb  ca<h 
neraie  him  from  that  charg:e. 

The  Obiii,  or  renta  gireo  to  any  maiaea  on  the  annirertarie*  of  ihe  de- 
cfaard,  ml^t  b1*o  hare  been  applied  to  aome  good  pnrpoae  or  olher  ;  but 
they  were  leited  by  the  iron  grpap  of  conSicalion  al  the  Refnmidion,  and 
either  *old  off,  or  annexed  loihe  Royal  Patrimony  in  the  early  pan  of  the 
reign  ofQueeu  Elizabelh.    (Srt  NoUilb.)

At  present  Ihe  poor's  rate  Is  regularly  aaaessed  erery  year  in  January  ia 
■II  Ihe  pariabea.  Tbe  casual  resource*  ineulJoBed  by  onr  bi*tarian  are  totall  j 
insafficieDl,  and  Ibeantna  required  to  be  leTied  for  the  relief  of  Ihe  poor,  ca- 
pecially  iu  (be  towo  and  psriali  of  S(.  Helier,  are  become  very  coDiiderable. 
The  poor'a  rate  i*  not  asaessed  as  in  England  on  the  occupiers  or  teDUila, 
but  on  all  the  freeholder*  reaiocnl  ia  Ihe  Parish.  All  persons  aaaesaed  to 
tbe  poor's  rale  acquire  tbe  elect ioe  (Vanchiae,  and  those  who  contribute  to 
«  certain  anoiaat,Ba  regulated  by  aa  Order  of  Council  of  IBOl, are  Prinripaft 
of  the  Pari*h,andmemberiof  the  Veatry.

Al  the  rrqueit  of  the  late  Bithup  Norib,  the  late  BUbop  ot  Seliibury, 
Dr.  Fiaher,  TtiJIed  the  ChaDnel  lalanil*  in  tSIS,  and  tb«  nest  year  the  for- 
mer  prcUle  lenl  aa  eiuelleat  printed  churls  lu  (he  ininlar  Clergy,  to  ejpreia 
bis  regret  Ibal  ill  beallh  and  ad  vaaced  yean  h«d  prerrnled  bim  frurn  Tigitin^ 
that  part  of  hii  Diocete.  The  preteot  Bishop  of  Wiochetter  hai  ■ince  visited 
the  Islaadi  iii  1829,  and  1833.

It  appear!  unforlonateiy,  that  from  the  earlieaf  tinea  tbls  laland  hai  hcpn 
mucb  dtiided  by  parly  diaseiiiiona.  The  reigiii  of  Elizabeth  and  Jamea  I 
have  scarcely  handed  dowp  to  na  any  ulher  memorial,  Iban  ibat  of  the  poli- 
tical feuds  of  OUT  ancraton.  Their  dcacendanli  have  nut  iGsnened  an  evil, 
which  ii  indeed  lobe  Irsly  lamented,  bui  to  which  It  ii  not  *o  eaay  to  find  a 
remedy.  It  baa  beea  the  object  of  thcac  Notei  lo  coafloe  Ihem  to  nhal  nai 
atrictly  literary  and  hiiturical,  and  to  avoid  the  cxprAaim  of  any  biaa  of 
persinal  or  political  feeling.

Mr.  Falle  allndea  la  a  riot  which  happened  in  1729on  account  of  some 
alterations  in  the  cnrrency.  The  angry  paiiaiDns,iihich  it  occasioned  among 
individuals,  were  scarcely  allayed,  for  30  yeara  after,  as  appears  from  Ihe 
Books  ofthe  Stalea  and  of  the  Royal  Court.  It  would  be  difficult  toaayal 
this  time,  who  waa  in  the  wrong,  aud  If  it  could,  it  would  be  an  interesting;. 
It  was  alleged  that  the  French  carrency  had  been  depredated,  and  on  appli. 
cation  having  been  nade  to  Council,  it  was  mccesaful,  to  raiie  it  SO  per 
'  cent.  This  is  what  la  called  to  ibis  day  Otdet  Mantj/,  to  distinguish  it  from 
the  XiDretosrnoii,  or  toelpreaa  it  more  Intelligibly,  it  required  laliardita 
the  scua  insleail  of /our  liaTiU.  Haifa  year  was  allowed  to  change  Bonds, 
&c-,accordingto  the  new  Currency,  hot  many  iodiriduals  through  inability 
lo  pay  off  Ibeir  bonds,  or  Ihrongb  neg1«cl  of  their  own,  became  the  tictims 
of  that  regnlatioa,  and  had  their  incnmbrancea  raised  50  per  cent.  This 
produced  an  elcessive  eiasperatlon,  and  a  fartoos  riot  ensued.  The  Lleute- 
nanl  Bailly  of  Ibat  day  narrowly  escaped  with  life,  and  sought  an  nylnm  in 
Elii^eth  Caatte.  The  conacquenee  waa  thai  a  body  of  soldiers  waa  sent 
OTer  to  keep  the  connlry  in  sabJcctioD.  Matter*  were  then  carried  with  a

Mr.  Falle,  in  his  first  Edition,  concludes  the  Chapter  on 
the  MiUtary  History  of  the  Island,  with  the  Accession  of 
William  III ;  but  in  his  Edition  of  1734,  he  alludes  to  some 
circumstances,  which  had  happened  during  the  early  part  of 
the  reipn  of  George  II.  As  the  Invasions  of  the  Island 
by  the  French  in  1779  and  1781,  are  the  only  events  of  any 
military  importance  since  Mr.  Falle's  time,  we  cannot  better 
conclude  this  work  than  by  borrowing  the  following  Narra- 
tive from  Plees'  History  of  Jersey. 

"  The  tronhlet  that,  ia  Inland,  followed  The  Revolution,  and  which  were 
fomented  by  Franct,  In  favour  nf  Jamei  the  aecond ;  the  continental  wara  in 
which  the  French  monarch!  were  engaged  during  the  relgna  of  onreove- 
reigna,  millam  the  third,  Anne,  George  the  firal,  and  George  the  iecond  : 
together  with  the  rebellloBi  excited  and  anpporled  dnrtug  the  laal  lwt> 
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reigns,  bj  iti«  Freocb,  iu  sai^iorl  of  the  eiUcd  Stuart  Taorily  }  tbMe  pre* 
ledled  fartlier  attenipis  on  Jtriey  ;  and  it  doe*  nol  appMr  Ihal  any  iaipor- 
tant  eventii  dlatnrbed  Ihe  iplernal  peace  of  the  laland,  during  tbe  wbde  of 
ibb  long  lDler*al. 

"Tbeflrat  anbiequeni  cffortagaiMt  Jcrwy,  madeoaihepart  of  tbat  eDemy, 
by  wbois  allaeki  It  had  formerly  beeaeadaa^rod,«ai  in  A.O.  1770.  On 
Ibe  flrti  of  Hay,  (he  prince  of  NakMu,  cammandinK  a  body  of  from  fife  lu 
■ix  tbonaaiid  men.  appeared  wiih  a  Seet  off  St.  Oim'a  bay.  Here  tbl*  army 
attempted  to  diaembarlc  ;  bnt  by  a  fbroed  march  of  tbr  aeienty-eighlfa  regi> 
meii I,  ai allied  by  acorpauf  mililla,  andiupported  bj  artillery,  the  enemy 
•rai  repnlied.  Fraairated  Id  the  firat  deiign,  ihe  haitile  iquadrau  pro- 
ceeded to  51.  Bnludim  b«j ;  bnt  perceiving  a  limllar  oppoailloa  prepared,  in 
Ihla  qnarler  al*o,  Ihe  enterpriie  waa  abaadmed. 

"  DineDIioDa  and  recrlmiuatioDi,  amoog  the  Frendi  oBlcerf,  beiog  a  na- 
tural eonaequence  of  tbin  failure,  a  aecondal tempi  wai  planned ;  but  before 
ll  conid  be  carried  lnl»  effect,  tbe  ffeel,  deatioed  to  oorer  the  invaaloa,  waa 
allndied  by  a  Britiib  aqnadron,  under  Sir  Jamea  Waflace,  and  aesrly  anni- 
hllaled. 

"  The  next  and  laal  project  of  Ibti  aatare  waa  of  a  very  alarmiaic  dea- 
eription  :  not  indeed  frtMa  tbe  force  employed  on  tbe  occaaloa,  eiace  it 
auonnted  lo  only  9,000  men  ;  bat  f^om  Ihe  elrcamalaDcea  that  accompaaied 
the  allempl,  and  the  cooieqaencei  that  were  Rkely  to  hare  reaaltad.  Tbia 
being  the  noal  recent  attack,  will  render  tome  detail  Interealiog. 

"  In  tbe  nigbt  of  December  2&Ib,  17S0,  a  Bre  waa  dlacoTered  bladog  be- 
tween Ratil  and  Ln  Conpa.  It  cootlnDcd  to  burn  about  elgbt  minniea,  when 
it  waa  anawered  by  anaihar,  on  the  coait  of  Frana,  which  lasted  aboni  a 
qaartcr  of  ao  hour.  Tbeie  preconcerted  elgnali  were  made  at  a  time  wben 
DO  Brillah  shipi  of  war  were  on  the  alalion. 

"  On  the  folloWTDK  morning,  French  troopa  were  embarked,  at  GramilU, 
nader  the  command  of  the  Baron  de  RaUeconrt,anadTeDtiirer,  who  Intended 
to  land  In  Ihe  algbl,  during  the  fe*ll*e  eeaaon  of  Chrtatmai ;  at  which  time 
he  hoped  to  poaaeH  the  Iiland,  by  a  eoup  dt  main,  conceirlng  that  tbe  inha- 
btlanl*  woold  be  in  a  itale  leii  capable  of  defence  than  at  any  other  llaie. 

"  Rnlleconrl  quilled  Fraaee  In  T«ry  leBpeatouoi  weather',  manjof  bli 
trBDiporli  were.  In  ooniequeace,  dleperafd  ;  and  the  real  obliged  to  aeek  for 
•heller  at  the  rocky  Itlaad  of  Chuxeg  :  thU  checked  hi*  progreu,  and  re- 
dneed  hie  lilt le  army  to  1,200  men.  Wtlh  thlsdimlaI>bedfiirce,howeTra', 
be  again  aet  eail,  on  Jantmry  the  &lh,  17S1,  and  reaohed  Jtrtf  about  eleven 
inlbeecening.  The  place  at  which  he  arrived  waa  LtBaaeda  FmI«(,b 
projected  polm  of  flat  rocka,  covered  at  high  water,  at  the  8.  E.  corner  of 
the  iiland.  To  this  point  his  ship*  were  driven  by  the  current.  Thongfa 
not  tbe  spot  al  which  be  intendrd  to  dlaembark,  his  troops  were  ordered  to 
land  :  only  TOO  got  on  abure  ;  SOO  being  wrecked  ia  their  veaaels,  and  Ihe 
rest  prevented,  by  the  tide,  from  effecting  their  purpoae. 

"  b  nay  a««m  wonderfn),  thai  boats  could  approacb  a  ahore,  an  aludded 
wltb  racki,  end  where  rapid  enrraiiti  nui  between  thepe  en^gy  protnba- 
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ranees:  bat  ihe  baron  had  ivitb  bita  a  trailuroua  Jerieyman,  wbo  had  for- 
merly lifed  at  La  Rfffw,  aud  wai  a  *cr;  experienced  pilot,  Thii  inrsmoDa 
wretch,  bavin;  commuted  a  murder,  bad  abicondcd  frum  Ihi*  Uland,  and 
now  added  a  public  to  a  priTKle  criate. 

"  Rniiecoart'l  first  care  wail  to  aeile  nil  a  Rinali  battery  of  fuar  ^db  : 
thi>  he  manned  ;  and  haTiotr  left  a  company  to  protect  ibe  boatii,  and,  in 
case  ofneceiiity,  leenre  hit  retreat,  be  |iruceeded  Xtt  St.  Htiitr't,  tiitAAifig 
the  ahore  to  prerent  bein)^  di*c(i*ered  at  any  of  the  ^ard  bouic*.  Hl» 
troop*  Here, however,  eh11)red  Id  march  near  barracks  uccupled  by  artillery 
inTalidi,  and  close  to  a  battery ;  yet  they  pueed  unperce Wed. 

"  On  entering  the  luwnilhcjmaHacred  one  man,  (PirrrtArnni,j  who  waa 
standing  at  bit  door,  and  wounded  a  few  other  persons,  whom  tbey  met  with 
oo  their  road.  Arrired  at  the  market  place,  tbey  killed  the  aeiitinel,aiidaar' 
prlved  (ha  goard  :  there  escaped,  however,  one  man,  who  ran  immediately 
to  the  general  hospital,  in  which  wai  quartered  a  regliaent  of  HigbiandcTB. 

"  Tbe  iahabitanii  were  ailooished  to  B«r,  at  break  of  day,  Ihe  market 
place  filled  with  French  soidien  wilboul  &  single  gno  having  been  Bred,  or 
the  lean  alarm  given. 

'<  The  lienltfnant  governor,  at  this  time,  was  major  Moae*  Corbet.  He 
was  in  bed  when  first  made  acqnalnled  with  Ihe  e»emy's  arrival-  Hi*  house 
belngsooo  surroDnded,  be  was  taken  prisoner  :  some  others  that  were  with 
him  shared  the  same  Ihle.  Corbet,  thnugh  tha*  larprlsed,  found  mean*  to 
■end  Information,  to  the  seventy-eight,  eighty-third,  and  ninety- fifth  regi* 
meols,  that  were  stationed  In  different  parts  of  the  island. 

"  The  French  general,  having  had  the  lieuteaaal  governnr  condnded  lo- 
the  coart  house,  repreaenled  to  him  that  resitlance  wa*  nselesa  ;  that  he  - 
had  landed  4,000  men  in  different  part*  of  Ihe  island ;  that  the  British 
troope,  stalluned  near/^Rofae,  were  prisoner*;  and  that  he  had  two  hat- 
taUons  la  (be  vicinily  of  tbe  town.  He  pretended  to  eend  aaarderfor 
these  to  approach  ;  and  then  issued  a  prodamaHuu,  in  tbe  Dane  of  Ibe- 
French  monarch,  promising  protection  tuthe  luhabitaal*  that  would  subnil' 
qnletly,  and  menacing  all  that  mlgbt  reaisl  with  immediale  pnniabment. 

"  Having  produced  article*  o(  capiinlallon,  for  the  liiiaDd,  he  required^ 
major  Corbel  to  sign  them  ;  saylag,  that  in  default  of  inslaat  complianc*, 
he  had  orders  to  born  the  town,  with  Ibe  ihlpping,  and  lo  put  every  Inha- 
bitant to  theiword.  The  m^Jor  refnilng,  in  cnnseqaance  of  being  a  prisoner 
and  making  some  remark*  on  the  articles,  Rulleconrt  laid  bis  watch  on  the 
table,  ohf  erviag,  tbal  Ihe  ubjectiona  were  taade  merely  with  the  intcaiioa 
of  gaialng  lime,  and  that  unless  ibe  anlcles  were  sigued  in  half  an  hour  , 
he  wonld  set  fire  to  the  town,  and  abandon  It  to  pUlaga.  SevenA  uf  his 
offioer*  disgraced  tbemielve*  by  cncanraglDg  him  to  eiecnle  hi*  meaace*. 
Al  laal,  to  avert  Ihe  tbrealened  deetrnctlon,  for  this  wa*  the  reuoaa*Blgned 
by   Major  Corbet.la his  defence.be and  MmorHoggeOaigned  tbe  eapitnla- 

(*)  The  King'*  Solicilur  General,  John  Thoma*  Dureli,  eiq.,  and  Mallbew 
t«  Cloche,  esq.,  Ihe  Constable  of  St.  Heller,  nobly  refused  lo  *igo  that  opi- 
tulatioDi  notwitbitaading  the  threat*  of  Ihoae  barbarian*.    A*  foe  H^or 
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tioa.  TbU  conveDtloQ  vu  then  pretepled  to  the  king'*  adrocate,  to  the 
caostabic,  and  to  leieral  olber  penont  ;  but  Ihey  refnied  tbeir  ligiiA- 
liirev,  Ihoagh  ■17011^17  urg^d,  and  particularly  by  ■  Turk  of  rank,  wbo  bad 
arcominiiicd  Rullecourt  in  hU  Eipediliau,  and  who  drnw  a  dagger, tn. render 
bia  Ihrcaia  more  effectual. 

"  The  baroQ  Don  conceived  himielf  lobemaittr  of  the  iiland.  H^lbere- 
fore  produced  k  coroniinion  frnm  theking;  of  fVoncf, appointing  him  a  general 
in  bia  army,  and  goTernor  of  Jfrny.  Under  thrae  oen  title*  he  invited 
■everal  gcDtlemep  to  dine  with  hln  at  Major  CorbetV  He  then  ordered  all 
Ibe  abopt  lobe  opened,  and  every  thing  to  proceed  aa  luaal,  TorblddiDg, 
however,  Ibe  aiaembtio^  t<^elher  of  any  number  of  inhabitants.  He  had 
(akea  care  to  oblige  M^ or  Corbet  loaenda  written  order  tu  the  different 
corpiof  troops, not  to  move  from  their  respective  barracka:  this  the  British 
oScers  were  compelled  to  obey,  until  convinced  that  the  major  Uancd  il 
vihilc  a  priaoncr. 

"  Daring'  these  evenlfnl  scene*  tbe  millila  assemfalfd  in  different  plaee*, 
prepared  rorasevereencoanler.  Every  regiment  moved  toivardiibe  town  } 
the  greater  part  Joined  the  Highlauden,  who  irere  encamped  on  It  Monl 
Palibulaitt,  or  Oallavii  hill :  and  a  company  marched  to  Etitabtih  castle. 

"  Corbel  noit  dispatched  an  order,  for  tbe  troop*  on  the  heig:hls,to  bring 
tbeir  arms  to  tbe  court  honse  ;  and  aent  notice  of  the  capitulation  to  the 
ctulle.  Shorlly  after  this  measage  had  been  forwarded,  (he  French  army 
left  SI.  Btlier'M  to  take  posaessioD  of  that  fortress. 

"  Rnlleconrt  marched  at  the  head  of  the  column,  holding  Major  Corbet  by 
the  Brm.  They  were  oo  sooner  on  the  beacb,  than  a  shot  from  tbe  caatle 
announced  retistaDce.  Advancing  still,  a  second  ball  wounded  seferal of 
(he  enemy.  This  hostile  veception  induced  the  French  general  to  halt,  and 
send  an  olBcer  to  the  gtrrisra,  with  a  copy  of  the  capitnlation,  and  a  writ- 
ten order  from  Corbel  to  Borrender  tbe  castle  •-  this  being  refused  by  the 
eomoiandlng  officer,  and  the  massetiger  teprcMntlog  the  force  already 
landed  lu  *ery  formidable,  be  waa  permitted,  with  a  bandage  oTcrhlaeyea, 
to  enter  ;  and  being  ted  up  to  the  ciladel,  waa  shown  the  strength  of  tbe 

"  Rullecourt,  compelled  to  retire  to  the  Iowa  again,  denoauced  vengeance. 
M^or  Corbet  then  sent  a  peremptory  order,  eoamanding  tbe  galea  lo  be 
opened,  and  the  French  to  be  received  aa  conqueror*.  The  aniwer  to  Ibi* 
mandftte  waa  such  a*  became  a  spirited  Briliih  *oldier. 

"Dnring  these  transactions,  the  regular  troopa,  noder  tbe  orders  of  Major 
Keraon,  of  the  nincty-flnh  regiment,  who  was  the  next  in  eiHiimand  to  the 

Hogge,  the  Fort  Major,  his  case  wa*  singular,  and  tmly  lamentable.  Like 
tnotbrr  Hutio*  ScssTola,  or  rather  Archbishop  Craiimer,  be  lent  his  rigbt 
hand  to  an  unwortby  deed,  and  In  a  moment  of  weakaes*  tarnished  a  whole 
life  of  fame.  Tlie  sutnequent  aiigoisb  of  that  merlloriona  officer  was  bow. 
ever  most  acute,  and  he  never  saw  again  a  happy  day,  till  death  relieved 
him,  about  two  yeara  after,  fVom  tbe  burden  of  a  miaerable  existence. — This 
aoeolole  ha*  often  been  mentioned  to  the  Editor  by  the  late  Thomas  Aniey, 
esq.,  a  Jurat  of  the  Royal  Court,  who  bad  been  personally  acquainted  with 
Major  Btfge. 
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capiWe  Llentcoui-GoTeniDr,  togrether  vith  lb«  lolanil  militU,  were  aneiB- 

bled  apoo  lb*  beighti  nnr  (be  town. 

"  Rnlleooart'i  brlgbt  prospect  now  began  to  lower  i  a  dark  clood  w«»  g«. 
therlng  rouud  bin.  He  lelied  oo  the  parocbial  arliller},  wbich  be  p1aat«>d  at 
the  arennei  lemdiog  to  the  marketplace.  He  hood  reeei Ted  iatbrDailon 
Ibat  the  Iroopa  were  deacradtog  frotD  Galhtv  bill,  tn  colamiu,  haTing  the 
repilar*  In  front. 

■■  In  Ihi*  critical  moment,  the  tmroii  tnade  a  last  pfiWt  to  revive  bli  wilhe- 
riog  laarelf,  and  to  otitato  actoal  poeaeaalon  of  bli  BMomed  conqaeet.  He 
■ent  an  officer  tu  meet  the  advancing  troaiN,  and  lo  prevail  m  Major  Pier- 
inn  to  courorm  tn  tbe  eapltnlstlon  :  that  to  ipare  tbe  effuion  of  hnmaa 
bloud,  and  tate  the  town  from  fncvttabit  rain.  On  the  major'!  renual,  the 
French  cfBcer  requeited  time  lo  retaro,  and  make  a  report  to  hli  commander. 
He  required  an  hoar  for  Ihli  pnrpoee ;  but  the  Iiland  troopa  evinced  an  im- 
(Mlnotitf  that  Major  FlenOD  ftmndlt  dlOcnll  tore)irm.  He  eunaented  to 
halt  for  half  ao  bosr ;  at  tbe  aame  time  lending  an  adjotant  of  tbe  oinely- 
flRh  regiment  to  accompany  (be  French  anaer,and  todemandiheliberation 
of  tbe  llenlenant  gotemor-  On  (heir  arrival  at  the  court  home,  where  thej 
found  Rultecoart  and  Major  Corbet,  tbe  adjatant  aiked  If  thelatler  waa  a 
priaoner :  both  are  Mid  to  hare  anawered  In  (be  negative,  thongh  not  la  a 
maoner latUfhclory  to  Pleraon*!  meaienger.  The  barou  perceiving  that 
negotiatioa  wai  not  likely  to  become  effectual,  added,  that  be  ihould  now  n> 
dlapoie  of  hli  men,  aa  to  prove  that  he  conid  enforce  anbuiliBloii. 
"The  time  granted  by  M^DT  Plersoo  tolbe  Preach  oBcer  appeared  loog  to 
(be  little  army  under  hi*  orden ;  the  militia.  In  particular,  diaplayed  thatea* 
thuilaatlcloyalty,  wbiobthelilandera  bad,  do  aomany  mMoentooaocculoaa, 
exerted.  Thenu^or  bad  however,  a  reuon  for  reitralning  thia  ardour.  Ha 
bad  deiached  tbe  llfhl  compantet  uf the  aeventy-aighih  end  uinely-flrih  regi- 
men la,  together  with  two  ft^xn  the  militia,  with  direction*  to  take  a  circniioos 
route,  and  poaieaa  thtmielvei  of  (be  town  bill :  thii  detachment  bad  not  yet 
arrived  atthe  place  of  itadeatinatioo  i  the'm^or  waa  likewlie  at  a  losi  how 
to  act  1  be  had  received  the  lieutenant  gOTentor's  order*  not  to  engage  ;  and 
be  repeatedly  obaerved,  that  If  ibat  officer  wai  not  a  priaoner,  he  muat,  ne- 
oeaaariiy,  coDform  to  the  direction*  ofhiaanperiour  In  ouDunand.  On  the 
adjiitant'a  rctam,  the  whole  body  fhrmed  into  oue  column,  and  marched 
lowarda  tbe  town. 

"  It  had  been  bltherlo  Imagined,  that  the  force  itatloned  near  (he  old  caa- 
tle,  had, agreeably  to  Rnlleoonrt'a  own  aiaertloo,  auatalned  a  defeat,  and 
thatalbrmidableportioa  of  hi*  army  remained  posted  in  the  aame  quarter :  io 
6ue,  bia  atrength  Id  tbe  blaad  waa  quite  nnknown. 

<*  During  Ibemarch  ot  Major  Plenon*!  cDrpa,herecelved  a  letter  fWiuthe 
officer  who  commaDded  tbe  troops  near  AToat  Orgatil,  by  which  he  learned, 
that  ao  Ik  fnm  having  been  made  priaooer*,  they  were  proeeediug  toatta^ 
a  party  ofcnemy  that  bad  taken  poaseasion  of  a  battery  at  Lalhegae. 

"  The  Britiih  and  Uiand  troopa  now  arrived  at  Si.  BiUrr't,  and  leparaljng 
laed  forwarda  tuwarda  ibe  market  place.    Am  innw- 
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dUle  snd  inpelaootaltack  wu  made  b^one  oribeie  columo*-.  reudere'l  ruriau* 
by  diaaiipuiDtmeul,  (he  FrrUcb  fnught  deiparalely.  Wbea  IbU  ihiimI  took 
place,  pari  uf  I  he  detach  meal  which  had  reached  I  be  lown  hill,  bore  dovo  on 
Ihe  euBiaj,  from  aaotlier  qoarter  of  the  town  •  At  iba  attne  moiBent,  Ihe  di- 
TiaioD  headed  by  Halor  Picnou,  appeared  iu  the  market  place  :  be  rolcreil 
it  through  a  Hhort  streel,  opposite  tu  the  preieal  ^rernmeat  bouae.  Thti 
eoemy  made  ail  immejiate  discharge,  aad  Ibatgallaat  officer  fall  dead  into 
the  arm*  of  bl*  greDadieri-  Surprised,  and,  for  ap  initant,  diacouraged  by 
thia  uaforiDnau  ilroke,  bia  troop*  gave  way  i  butlbeyiooa  rallied,  formed 
again,  and  regaiaed  ibe  ground  which  Ibey  had  loil. 

"Rgllecoartipetugbiameadrireii  tton  erery  atreut  ioto  ihentarhel  place, 
added  wanluo  crjieli  j  to  bla  previooa  falaehood  and  ireacfaery.  He  west  out 
from  the  cDnrl  hiuae,  holding  Ibo  capti'e  lieatenaDl  goreruoT  by  Ibe  arm  ; 
aabcrt  renewal  of  ihacoofltct  euaDGdi  tke  baruo  received  a  mortal  wouod  ; 
•ome  ofhii  loldien  aeereted  ibeaaelTea  In  tbe  adJaccDl  houiea ;  iberekt 
•nrreodered  :  and  the  Ticlory  waa  complete.    Ht^or  Curbel  eteaped  unhurt, 

ihoogh  be  reeelred  two  ball*  throogb  bii  bat. 

"  The  Bring  baring  caaaed,  M^jor  Corbst  re«umed  the  command  i  and  ba- 
hatisg  ascnred  bia  priaonera  in  Ihe  church,  he  marched  towards  the  placs 

where  tb;  French  bad  landed,  and  were  auppoaed  to  baro  a  delaobneut. 
The  battery  of  wbioh  they  obtaioed  poi  aeiiloa  on  laodlng,  had  been  retaken  iu 

Ibe  morning,  audiDchof  Rollecoart'i  army  aa  were  nut  either  killed,  or 

Made  prlao*er«,eacaped  tolbeir  reimcli. 

"Hieenemy'a  I oaa  In  Ibia  Ill-concerted  and  ili-faled  bnilneaa  ba*  Dcvtrr 
been  kDown  :   Ihe  British  bad  nearly  fifty  of  the  regulara  killed  Uld  woan- 

ded,aud  aboot  thirty  of  Ihe  militia.  Major  Pieraon  was  interred  in  the 
church  of  51.  HtiitT,  and  k  noauneni  erected,  at  the  iilaod  expenie,  to  con- 

■nemorate  hia  bravery  aod  lamented  death. 
"  A  leeond  deiceot  being  eipecled  on  Ihe  same  nighl,ia(D«  of  tbenitilia, 

ihougb  greatly  fbtigHcd,  remainrd  uoderarmi  until  the  morning.    A  general 

alarm  wat,  iudeed,  at  midni|;bt,  apread  thruugb  the  iaiand,  and  all  expected 

a  fresh  conflict ,  bnl  the  Bpprehenaioa  subsided. 

"It  baa  been  asiertad,  Ibat  a  large  Trench  force  was  deilined  for  the  ex pe- 

dillua  ao  happily  rendered  aborIiTe,lbat  il  waa  to  bare  sailed  whenever  a 

landiogconHbeteonred  , and  that  the    plan    w»»  to  obtain  and  keep  poaaei- 

lion  of  all  tbeaelalaiids,  ibal  the  commander  io  chief  »aa  tbe  prince  of 

naasau ,  and  Ibat  the  Inhabiunl*  were  to  be  transported  Id  a  remote  part  of 

Raxct^    Such  waa  tbe  report  circulated  >uua  after,  respecting  the  enemy's 

intention.  (*) 
*■  Sincetbeattackjuit  delallej,  Jtrttg  ha*,at  diSWent  limes,  beea  bolh 

Dieukced  and  alarmed,  but  hat  not  experienced  any  actual  aas«u1t.  Buona- 

(*}  Major  Corbet  waa  tried, and  auperseded  ,  but  is  said  to  have  recei red 
apension.  We  must  not,  therefore,  impuleto  him  auy  greater  culpability 
than  was  found  by  the  court  martial.  We  may,  hotvevpr,  lay,  IDit,  though 
treachcrydidnotatuch  to  bis  cmdiict,  it  appears  difficult  Iu  eioocraie  bin 
froni  both  negligence  aod  a  degree  of  poaillanimity.

Dtt.  160.1.^  Snape  had  been  employed  b;  the  Slalea  Is  teach  the  aauicai 
in  Ibeir  projected  College.  They  aflerward*  eiaplojed  Mr.  Williatt  Stew- 
ard, a  Sctteh  OalUman,  and  a  Pro/iuar  a/Humaailiu,  Io  teJM  elmrgt  ^Iht  Col- 
legi  for  Onifear,  al  a  tetary  iff  100  Croica*,  or  £18  lOi,  Orf.  (Slata,  IB 
Dtc.  1603<>— Theae  Act*  of  tbe  Slates  are  oarion*,  aa  ■hawing  that  oar  aa- 
eeitora  910  year*  ago  were  already  anxlout  for  the  e*tabliiibmeiit  of  a  Col- 
lege, or  rather  a  good  Grammar  School,  and  that  a  Puritan  waa  (o  ba*e  been 
placed  at  tbe  bead!
